Minute  on  the  Death  of  Hon.  James    E.   Sullivan,   Chairman  of  the    Games 

Committee  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 

League,    adopted    at    a    Special  Meeting  of  the 

Directors,  held  September  18,  191b. 

Resolved,  That  while  it  is  difficult  to  find  appropriate  words  to 
properly  express  their  feeling  upon  the  matter,  the  directors  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  in  meeting  assembled,  desire  to  put 
upon  record  an  expression,  inadequate  though  it  may  be.  of  the  great 
loss  which  the  community,  the  schools  and  the  League  as  an  organ- 
ization and  its  officers  and  members  as  individuals,  have  sustained 
in   the  death  of  .Tames  E.   Sullivan. 

He  was  one  of  the  few  who  conceived  the  idea  of  the  League,  was 

most  effective  in  its  organization  in  l!>0o,  and  has  since  its  formation 

been   one   of   the    leading   spirits   in    its    management.      His    recogniz-d 

s  position    as    the    leader   of    American    amateur   athletics,    his   great   ex- 

J  perience    in    all    athletic    and    recreational    matters,    together    with    his 

ability,   ene'  \y   and  enthusiasm,   have  been   among  the  greatest  factors 

„   to  which  the  League  owes  its  remarkable  success. 

^S  He  was  not  only  the  warm  friend  of  the  school  children,  but  ever 
w  persistent  in  pointing  out  and  leading  the  way  towards  clean,  manly 
sport  for  sport's  sake,  of  which  he  was  always  the  exponent,  and  which 
has  been  most  beneficial  to  the  children  of  our  schools.  His  genial 
spirit,  kindness  of  heart  and  frankness  of  manner  have  greatly  en- 
deared him  to  his  associates  in  the  League,  and  they  regard  his  un- 
timely death  as  if  it  were  that  of  a   beloved  relative.

THE    BOARD    OF    EDUCATION. 

Minute  adopted  at  a  Meeting  of  thi   Board  of  Education, 
held  September  So.  19U. 

To  the  Board  of  Education  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  The  undersigned,  who  were  <>n  September 
16,  1914,  appointed  a  Special  Committee  t<>  prepare  appropriate  resolu- 
tions in  reference  t<>  the  death  of  Hon.  James  E.  Sullivan,  submit  the 
accompanjing  memorial  on  the  subject  and  recommend  the  adoption 
of  tli"  following  : 

As  a  Blight  token  of  the  great  loss  that  has  been  sustained  by  the 
country,  the  City  of  New  York,  its  schools  and  its  school  children, 
through  the  death  of  the  late  .lames  ]•:.  Sullivan,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion hereby  records  upon  its  minutes  a  formal  expression  of  his  great 
public  service  and  of  the  personal  regard  which  was  felt  for  him  by 
all  of  its  members. 

Since  his  youth.  .Tames  L.  Sullivan  lias  been  n  conspicuous  and 
efficient  worker  in  the  promotion  and  elevation  of  every  branch  of 
athletic  activity.  His  leadership  in  this  reaped  was  so  marked  that 
for  many  years  before  his  untimely  death  he  was  recognized  as  being 
the    leader  Of  amateur   athletics    in    this   country. 

Up  to  ism  be  was  a  prominent  competing  athlete,  in  1886  he- 
became  President  of  the  Pastime  Athletic  Club  and  a  delegate  to  the 

old  National  Association  of  Amateur  Athletes  of  America.  In  1  v^7 
he  became  the  Vice-President  <>f  this  Association,  and  in  1888  organ- 
ized the  Amateur  Athletic  Dnion  of  the  Dnited  States  and  became  Its 
first  Secretary.  In  1893  be  was  made  chairman  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union  Committee  which  had  charge  of  the  athletic  compe- 
titions at  the  World's  Fair  in  Chicago,  and  his  services  in  this  respect 
were  so  distinguished  that  in  1900  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Director 
of  the  second  Olympic  Games,  held  in  Parts.  In  1904,  when  America 
won  the  Olympic'  Games  at  St.  Louis,  he  was  chief  of  the  Department 
of  Physical  Culture.  President  Roosevelt  appointed  him  Special  Com- 
missioner to  Greece  in  1908  and  to  England  in  1908,  ami  for  the  help 
he  rendered  the  Greek  committer  at  Athens  he  was  decorated  by 
Kins  George  I.  with  the  Golden  Cross  of  the  Royal  order  of  the 
Saviour.  He  was  Honorarv  Director  of  the  Jamestown  Exposition 
in   1907. 

In  1!>12.  when  America  was  victor  at  the  Olympic  Games  in  Stock- 
holm, he  was  the  American  Commissioner  ami  prominent  in  the 
management  of  the  panics.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the 
athletic  director  for  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  and  had  made  the 
arrangements   for   the    contests    to   be    held   there    in    1915. 

Valuable  as  his  labors  wire  in  creating  and  developing  public 
interest  in  athletics  and  in  bringing  America  into  its  present  position 
as  the  leading  athletic  country  of  the  world,  this  was  not  the  work  for 
which  he  will  be  chiefly  remembered,  not  the  one  in  which  he  rendered 
the  greatest  public  service.  In  fact,  the  underlying  object  of  what 
he  did.  in  carrying  out  which  he  permitted  neither  influence  nor  friend- 
ship to  swerve  him  from  what  he  considered  to  be  riirht,  was  his 
insistence  that  purity  in  athletics  was  indispensable  ;  that  while  an 
interest  in  sport  should  be  felt  by  every  American — man  or  boy  it 
must  be  in  "clean  sport,  followed  only  for'the  sake  of  sport  and  strictly 
according  to  the  laws  of  sport."  It  was  due  to  his  exertions  in  this 
respect  in  the  Amateur  Athletic  T  nion  and  many  other  organizations 
in  which  he  was  prominent,  that  the  sharp  dividing  line  between  the 
amateur  and  professional,  which  is  so  marked  in  the  athletics  of  this 
country,  and  which  is  recognized  by  all  those  familiar  with  the  sub- 
ject as  being  indispensable  to  its  success,  has  been  established  and 
maintained. 

Neither  was  his  interest  in  these,  subjects  confined  to  mere  competi- 
tive events.     He  looked  upon   the   physical   exercises   he  advocated   in 

r        * 


a  much  broader  light,  as  something  of  a  national  benefit  in  improv- 
ing the  health  and  strength  of  the  community,  and  he  was  always  an 
earnest  supporter  of  every  movement  in  that  direction,  particularly 
among  the   children   of   the   country. 

He  was  among  the  first  to  advocate  the  general  establishment  of 
public  playgrounds,  and  his  services  in  this  respect  led  to  his  appoint- 
ment by  Mayor  William  J.  Gaynor  in  July,  1911,  as  President  of  the 
Public  Recreation  Commission  of  New  York,  which  office  he  held  at 
the  time  of   bis  death. 

I  lis  deep  interest  in  the  health  and  happiness  of  our  school  children 
caused  him  to  be  prominent  in  the  organization  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  in  1903,  and  from  that  time  until  his  death  he 
was  one  of  its  Executive  Committee  and  Chairman  of  its  Committee 
on  Games.  His  thorough  knowledge  and  vast  experience  in  every 
branch  of  athletics,  his  deep  interest  in  the  objects  of  the  League,  his 
great  executive  capacity  and  untiring,  unselfish  industry,  made  him  one 
of  the  important  factors  in  the  great  work  which  the  League  has  ac- 
complished in  our  schools  and  which  has  made  it  perhaps  the  large?  1 
athletic  organization  In  the  world,  and  lias  immensely  improved  the 
health  and  physique  of  the  school  children,  and  caused  its  methods 
and   rules   to   be   adopted    in    many   cities    in    this   and   other   countries. 

Iiis  great  reputation  in  athletics  and  his  force  of  character  carried 
a  weight  with  the  children  that  few  others  possessed,  and  he  unceas- 
ingly exerted  it  to  his  utmost,  not  merely  to  induce  the  hoys  to  train 
for  the  events  in  which  they  were  to  compete  but  to  impress  upon 
them  lessons  of  courage,  honor,  square  dealing  and  manly  behavior, 
which  have  been  most  valuable  to  them,  to  the  schools,  and  to  the 
community. 

He  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  on  Nov- 
ember L'4,  1908,  resigned  in  July,  1011,  was  appointed  to  succeed 
himself  on  December  *"».  1911,  and  in  December,  1912,  was  reappointed 
for  a  full  term  of  five  years.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Buildings,  the  Executive  Committee  on  the  Nautical  School,  and  of 
the  Committee  on  Athletics.  In  Eehruary.  1913,  he  was  appointed 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Special  Schools,  and  in  July,  1913.  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  positions  he  held 
at  the  time  of  his  death. 

The  prominent  positions  he  occupied  and  his  personal  acquaintance 
With  the  great  men  of  this  and  other  countries  never  changed  his 
democratic  ways  in  the  least.  Warm-hearted  and  genial,  simple  and 
frank  in  his  manner,  he  was  cordial  and  kind  to  both  rich  and  poor. 
He  was  recognized  by  the  community  as  a  true  and  faithful  friend 
whom    thousands    mourn. 

While  his  main  work  in  the  Board  was  in  respect  to  athletics,  he 
was  active  and  efficient  in  general  educational  matters,  and  was 
respected  and  esteemed  by  the  superintendents  and  teachers,  as  well 
as  by  his  associates  in  the  Board,  who  all  feel  in  his  death  the  loss 
of  a  noble  man  and  of  a  personal  friend. 

Although  he  has  left  us,  the  work  he  did.  and  particularly  that 
which  he  accomplished  among  the  children  of  the  schools,  remains. 
That  alone,  will  constitute  a  memorial  to  his  memory  which  will 
be  grander  and  more  lasting  than  anything  human  hands  can  erect, 
and  in  the  days  to  come  will  keep  his  memory  green  in  the  minds 
of  all   connected  with   our   school   system. 

Peace  to  his  ashes  ! 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  minute  on  the  death  of  Hon.  James 
E.  Sullivan  be  adopted  and  entered  at  length  on  the  minutes  of  the 
Board,  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  to  the 
family  of  Mr.  Sullivan.

General  Wixgate  addressed  the  Board  as  follows: 

Mr.  Chairman  :  In  moving,  as  I  now  do,  the  adoption  of  the  min- 
ute and  resolutions  which  have  just  been  read,  I  desire  to  Btate,  on 
behalf  of  Tin-  Committee  which  prepared  them  for  presentation,  thai 
it  keenly  feels  their  Inadequacy  to  properly  express  the  deep  feelings 
of  sorrow  which  this  Board  and  its  members  experience  in  the  sail 
loss  which  they  have  sustained  through  the  untimely  death  of  our 
friend   and   associate,   .lames   E.    Sullivan. 

There  have  been  a  great  many  men  in  this  Board  who  have  in  the 
past  rendered  valuable  service  to  the  Bchools  ami  to  the  community. 
There  have  been  few,  however,  if  any.  who  have  been  able  to  effeel  Buch 
a  radical  departure  in  matters  relating  to  the  schools  or  to  institute 
an  Improvement  which  would  have  such  far-reaching  consequences 
and  he  as  certain  to  be  permanent  a-  is  the  ease  with  the  work  in 
which   he   lias   been   engagi  d. 

Mr.  Sullivan's  lifework  was  in  the  promotion  ami  development  of 
athletics.  The  changes  which  lie  caused  to  lie  mad.'  in  respecf  to  them 
and  their  immense  increase  which  was  owing  to  his  efforts  are  diffi- 
cult for  us  at  presenl  to  realise,  l  recall  and  it  does  not  seem  s<> 
many  years  ago  when  tin-  American  rifle  team,  with  which  I  hail 
the  honor  to  be  connected,  was  successful  in  being  the  victors  in  the 
first  long  range  Internationa]  rifle  match  over  the  champions  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  whole  country  hurst  into  a  blase  of  enthusiasm 
columns  ami  columns  were  published  in  the  newspapers  in  regard  to 
the  matter  ami  an  interest  in  rifle  shooting  was  created  that  effected 
a  radical  change  in  our  sy Stem  Of  military  instruction.  Vet.  at  tlie 
present  day,  that  success  would  not  be  considered  to  he  remarkable; 
if  the  newspapers  were  to  publish  One  or  two  columns  on  a  single 
occasion,  it  would  he  about  the  extent  of  the  publicity  tiny  thought 
it    would    he    worth. 

But  those  days  were  not  the  present  days.  That  contest  made  the 
impression  throughout  the  country  that  it  did  because  it  had  been 
many,  many  years  since  representatives  of  American  athletics  had 
been  victors  in  an  international  competition.  At  the  present  time, 
through  tin-  victories  which  have  been  obtained  on  the  various  oc- 
casions which  are  mentioned  in  the  minute  the  Olympic  (lames  in 
the  different  countries,  and  many  other  international  events  America 
has  come  to  he  regarded  as  the  leading  athletic  nation  of  the  world. 
Foreign  delegations  com,,  over  here  to  study  our  methods  and  copy 
them.  and.  in  fact,  our  people  seem  to  consider  it  to  he  Inexcusable 
if  an  American  team  does  not  succeed  in  any  competition  either  at 
home  or  abroad.  This  remarkable  improvement  is.  in  my  opinion, 
owing  more  to  the  work  of  James  B.  Sullivan  than  to  that  of  any 
other  man. 

But  I  regard  another  step  in  his  work  as  equally  as  great  as  this — 
the  task  which  he  unflinchingly  carried  out  throughout  his  life-  his  ef- 
forts to  insure  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  rules  of  athletics,  and  to 
require  that  all  athletic  contests  should  be  conducted  in  an  honorable 
and  upright  manner.  That  was  not  an  easy  task.  It  was  a  very  diffi- 
cult task.  It  made  him  many  enemies.  lie  never  cared  one  particle 
who  the  man  was  that  was  attempting  a  violation  or  evasion  of  the 
rules  or  who  it  was  that  was  attempting  to  do  something  not  strictly 
according  to  the  regulations.  Without  regard  to  persons  or  to  the  con- 
sequences to  himself,  he  unceasingly  waged  a  hard,  consistent  fight 
for  clean  sport,  and  he  won.  and  his  memory  as  the  one  who  laid  the 
foundation  of  honest  athletics  in  this   country   will   never  be   forgotten. 

But  this  Board  is  an  educational  institution  and  it  is  not  particu- 
larly concerned  as  a  body  with  what  has  been  accomplished  in  matters 
which  are  outside  education  itself.  It  meets  here  to-day.  not  because 
of  Mr.  Sullivan's  great  success  as  a  leader  in  athletics,  but  because  of 
what  he  has  done  for  the  schools.  This  was  the  great  work  of  bis 
useful  life  and  the  thing  of  which  he  and  his  family  have  the  greatest 
reason   to  be  proud.     He   was  one   of   tbe   first   to   recognize   the  gnat 


change  which  has  taken  place  in  consequence  of  our  altered  social 
conditions,  that  the  great  growth  of  our  cities,  the  congestion  of 
population  in  tenement  houses,  the  congregation  of  immense  numbers 
of  foreigners,  were  depriving  the  children  of  all  opportunities  to  secure 
wholesome  exercise  :  that  the  inevitable  consequences  would  be  that  un- 
less something  was  done  to  secure  for  these  children  their  birthright 
to  play,  they  were  certain  to  grow  up  stunted  in  mind  and  body,  and 
not  citizens  worthy  to  hereafter  control  the  destinies  of  the  country. 

Against  this  he  exercised  all  the  powers  and  force  which  he  pos- 
sessed— and  they  were  a  great  deal.  lie  was  an  unceasing  and  un- 
flinching advocate  of  playgrounds.  lie  was  one  of  the  original  or- 
ganizers and  was  the  backbone  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 
What  has  been  accomplished  by  that  League  you  all  know.  It  is 
briefly  indicated  in  the  minute  you  have  just  listened  to.  But  only 
those  who  have  watched  the  progress  that  has  been  made,  who  have 
•seen  its  steady  development,  can  appreciate  the  vast  improvement  that 
has  been  effected  among  our  school  children  in  the  twelve  years  that 
have  elapsed  since  the  League  was  organized.  Consider,  for  example, 
the  appearance  of  the  1,500  boys  win.  participated  in  the  first  games  of 
the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  in  Madison  Square  in  December, 
1903.  When  you  recall  bow  they  were  stooping,  round-shouldered, 
with  pasty  faces,  thin  limbs  and  without  chest  development,  and  when 
yon  compare  them  with  tin'  10,000  erect,  clear-faced  ami  well-devel- 
oped boys  that  in  June.  1913,  appeared  in  Central  Park  and  went 
through  their  exercises  with  clockwork  precision  and  perfect  ord  >r, 
you  can  then  appreciate  the  work  that  Mr.  Sullivan  did  for  the  schools 
and  for  the  children  who  attend  them. 

But  it  was  not  only  what  he  aided  in  carrying  out  in  the  schools  in 
respect  to  developing  the  physique  of  the  children,  but  the  moral  les- 
sons of  which  he  was  always  the  exponent  that  constituted  his  rec- 
ord. His  position  as  the  recognized  leader  of  American  athletics 
was  such  that,  when  be  went  to  the  schools,  the  children  listened  to 
him  as  one  sent  from  Heaven.  Be  preached  to  them  unceasingly 
"that  if  they  were  to  become  good  athletes,  they  bad  to  be  careful 
of  their  bodies,  they  bad  to  obey  the  laws  of  hygiene,  they  bad  to 
keep  themselves  away  from  the  temptations  of  the  street,  they  must  not 
smoke,  cigarettes,  and  above  all,  that  they  had  to  be  'square,  honor- 
able and  truthful.'  "  These  were  the  lessons  which  be  taught  un- 
ceasingly and  they  were  followed  by  bis  hearers  as  lessons  from  any 
priest  or  rabbi  never  would  be  followed — lessons  of  manly,  honorable 
conduct,  of  truth,  courage,  fortitude,  endurance — 'sand."  Everything 
is  summed  up  in  that  word  ••sand."  and  these  are  the  lessons  'which 
in  all  ages  and  in  every  clime  have  made  nations  great.  Their  teach- 
ing has  changed  the  nature  of  our  boys.  We  see  that  every  day.  In 
particular  we  see  regularly  as  victors  in  our  competitions,  boys  from 
certain  races,  in  respect  to  whom  those  who  professed  to  know  them 
said  twelve  years  ago  :  "You  will  never  make  athletes  of  those  fel- 
lows :  they  have  got  no  courage  ;  they  have  got  no  'sand.'  and  they  will 
weaken  under  a  strain."  P.ut  there  is  no  school  in  the  world  for 
mental  and  physical  development  like  competitive  athletics.  Through 
them  we.  have  made  these  so-called  weaklings  clean-living,  strong- 
hearted  young  fellows,  and  in  doing  so  we  believe  that  we  have  done 
well  for  them  and  for  the  country. 

What  Mr.  Sullivan  has  been  is.  as  I  said  before,  the  backbone,  the 
propelling  force,  the  wise  adviser  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 
YVho  is  going  to  replace  him?  To  whom  are  we  now  to  go  for  counsel 
as  to  what  exercises  are  wise  for  the  boys — as  to  what  is  the  best 
manner  of  handling  our  matches?     We  do  not  know. 

In  his  prime,  he  has  been  taken  away  from  us.  and  there  is  jo- 
body  I  can  see  that  is  left  to  succeed  him.  In  losing  him  his  friends 
and  associates  of  the  League  have  suffered  an  irreparable  loss. 

He  was  a  man  of  remarkable  personal  charm.  It  is  true  that 
some — and  not  a  few  in  our  schools — sometimes  thought  that  because 
he  was  accustomed  to  dispatch  business  promptly,  and  therefore  neces- 


sarily  had  to  bo  blunt  in  his  decisions,  because  he  insisted  upon  strict 
enforcement  of  the  athletic  law,  that  "he  was  arbitrary.''  They  could 
not  see  why,  because  a  boy  was  not  quite  up  with  his  studies,  or  be- 
cause a  boy  stepped  over  his  line,  or  some  little  thing  like  that,  he. 
should  bo  disqualified.  They  did  not  realize  that  if  the  door  to  a 
loose  enforcement  of  athletics  was  ever  opened,  little  time  would  elapse 
before  the  whole  organization  would  be  broken  up.  Although,  there- 
fore, some  people  might  say  •■Sullivan  is  too  dictatorial,"  when  they 
came  to  really  know  him,  they  found  that  it  was  not  so.  (in  the  con- 
trary, he  was  modest  and  kind-hearted  ;  always  striving  to  do  what 
he  believed  to  be  right  and  only  too  eager  to  help  others,  and  they 
thus  learned  that  what  they  had  objected  to  was  simply  because  he 
was   doing   what   he   considered   his   duty. 

I  ha vi'  known  him  for  a  long  time,  and  for  the  last  twelve  years 
have  been  in  daily  association  with  him.  In  the  work  in  which  we  were 
both  deeply  interested.  In  all  that  time  we  never  had  a  word  of  con- 
troversy, which  is  a  great  thing  to  say.  Personally,  I  feel  his  loss  as 
that  of  more  than  a  dear   friend,   almost  as  that  of  a  brother. 

He  is  gone;  we  will  never  see  him  again,  but  his  work  will  live 
after  him  and  constitute  an  imperishable  record  to  his  memory. 

He  fought  a  good  tight,  he  kept  the  faith.  When  he  went  to  his 
death,   as   be  knew   when    he   was   laid   on   the  operating   table   would 

Erobably  be  the  consequence,  he  went  as  cooly  and  unflinchingly  as  if 
e  was  going  to  an  athletic  game.  Surely  in  the  days  to  come,  when 
we  recall  what  he  was  and  wb.it  he  did,  there  will  also  come  to  our 
minds  the  words  of  the  psalmist.  "Let  me  die  the  death  of  the 
righteous,   and    let    my   last  days   be   like    his." 

Mr.  John  Greene,  Vice-President,  addressed  the  Board  as  follows: 
Mr.  President:  The  very  touching  and  eloquent  tribute  which  has 
been  paid  to  Commissioner  Sullivan  by  his  long-time  associate,  General 
Wingate.  leaves  absolutely  nothing  to  be  added  as  a  testimonial  of 
our  sympathy  and  our  sorrow  at  his  loss.  General  Wingate's  long  as- 
sociation with  him  has  qualified  him  to  speak  as  perhaps  no  other 
man  here  is  qualified  to  speak  about  the  characteristics  of  Mr.  Sulli- 
van's personality.  Hut  it  may  be  permitted.  Mr.  President,  for  one 
whose  connection  with  Mr.  Sullivan  was  not  so  close,  to  say  a  word 
or  two  about  the  impression  produced  upon  him  by  our  late  lamented 
colleague.  It  has  been  a  source  of  melancholy  pride,  Mr.  President, 
to  those  of  us  who  have  t>een  sorrowed  by  Mr.  Sullivan's  taking  off, 
that  a  man  of  so  much  distinction,  of  so  much  reputation,  of  such 
large  public  service  in  his  chosen  field,  has  been  attracted  to  member- 
ship in  the  Board  of  Education.  When  a  man  who  has  won  such  honor 
at  home  and  abroad,  who  has  been  so  efficient  in  his  service  here,  has 
been  enlisted  in  our  membership,  we  may  say  of  the  Board  that  in  a 
Very  real  sense  it  represents  the  funded  talent  of  this  community, 
not  of  one  or  another  individual  kind  of  talent,  but  of  all  the  talents 
that  make  for  betterment  in  the  schools,  betterment  in  the  community 
whose  future  citizens  the  schools  train,  betterment  in  the  nation  at 
large.  I  knew  Mr.  Sullivan  slightly — my  meetings  with  him  in  com- 
mittee or  otherwise  were  not  frequent — but  I  have  observed,  as  all  our 
members  have  witnessed,  the  singular  modesty  with  which  this  man 
of  distinction  bore  himself  in  his  passings  to  and  fro  among  us. 
Cleanly,  wholesome,  vigorous  in  his  manhood.,  he  furnished  an  example 
to  the  youth  of  the  city,  and  as  for  us  who  have  noticed  with  pride 
the  directions  in  which  recognition  of  his  worth  have  been  made  here 
and  in  the  other  hemisphere,  we  will  cherish  among  us  forever  the 
simple  modesty,  the  willingness  to  do  service,  the  urbanity  which  made 
Mr.  Sullivan  so  welcome  an  associate  and  colleague. 

President  Churchill  then  read  the  following  poem,  after  which  the 
foregoing    minute    was    unanimously    adopted :

Minute    on    the  Death    of  Hon.  James    E.  Sullivan,   President  of  the  Public 

Recreation    Commission,    adopted    at   a    Special   Meeting 

of  the  Commission,  held  September  17,  191b. 

Resolved,  That  the  death  of  James  E.  Sullivan  has  not  only  de- 
prived the  Public  Recreation  Commission  of  its  President,  but  of  a 
most  valuable  and  efficient  member,  who  has  for  many  years  devoted 
himself  untiringly  to  the  advancement  of  recreation  and  particularly 
of  playground  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  the  city.  His 
marked  and  unusual  ability  and  great  experience  have  been  invaluable 
to  his  associates  in  such  work  and  especially  to  us,  the  members  of 
the  Public  Recreation  Commission.  His  death  constitutes  a  great  pub- 
lic loss,  which  is  deeply  to  be  deplored.  In  addition,  his  genial  tem- 
perament and  kindness  of  heart  have  endeared  him  to  his  associates 
upon  the  Commission,  so  that  each  of  us  regards  his  untimely  death  as 
the  loss  of  a  warm  personal  friend. 

As  a  slight  tribute  to  his  memory,  the  members  of  the  Public 
Recreation  Commission   enter  this  resolution   of  their  regret  and  sym-

Minutes  of  the  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League,  held  at  the  office  of  the  President,  General 
George  W.  Wingate,  20  Nassau  Street,  New  York  City,  January 
16,  1914,  at  four  o'clock  P.  M. ;  the  President  in  the  chair  and 
Dr.  C.  Ward  Crampton  acting  as  secretary.  Seventy-three  mem- 
bers were  present,  in  person  or  by  proxy.  On  motion  of  Dr. 
Gunnison,  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  held  on  Janu- 
ary 3,  I9I3»  as  printed  in  the  Year  Book,  were  approved. 

The  President  reported  that  Mr.  William  P.  Clyde,  Jr.,  hav- 
ing changed  his  residence  to  London,  had  sent  in  his  resignation 
as  a  director. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Barrett,  the  regular  order  of  business  was 
suspended  and  the  election  of  directors  was  held.

General  George  W.  Wingate,  President  of  the  League,  read 
the  following  address  : 

Gentlemen  : 

Although  the  depressed  financial  conditions  which  have  existed 
during  the  past  year  seriously  affected  all  institutions  which 
like  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  are  dependent  upon  con- 
tributions from  the  public,  and  that  the  balance  in  the  treasurer's 
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hands  is  less  than  usual,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  inform 
you  that  the  eleventh  year  of  the  work  of  the  league  which  has 
just  passed  has  been  more  extensive  and  more  successful  than 
that  of  any  other  year  in  its  history. 

The  league  is  now  handling  a  generation  of  children  who,  from 
the  time  of  their  entrance  into  the  schools,  have  been  trained 
in  the  athletic  exercises  and  mental  attitude  which  it  has  been 
the  mission  of  the  league  to  inculcate.  While  eleven  years  ago 
almost  none  of  the  principals  or  teachers  knew  anything  about 
such  exercises,  and  only  a  few  were  interested  in  athletics  in  the 
schools,  all  now  understand  how  the  instruction  should  be  car- 
ried on  and  with  scarcely  an  exception  are  keenly  interested 
in  its  development  and  success.  Necessarily,  therefore,  the  work 
has  broadened  and  deepened  so  that  we  can  be  assured  that  when 
the  time  comes,  as  it  must  shortly  do,  when  those  of  us  who 
have  controlled  its  management  during  these  eleven  years  must 
give  place  to  their  successors,  the  future  of  the  league  will  re- 
main secure. 

The  most  striking  incidents  of  what  the  league  has  accom- 
plished during  the  past  year  have  been  the  "Demonstration"  at 
Central  Park  on  June  6  and  the  "Indoor  Championship  Games 
of  the  Elementary  Schools"  at  Madison  Square  Garden  on 
December  20.  While  these  differed  greatly,  each  was  indi- 
cative of  the  two  separate  methods  upon  which  our  league  is 
founded    and  each  of  which  is  a  complement  to  the  other. 

The  fundamental  purpose  which  the  onicers  of  the  league 
have  had  at  heart  since  its  organization  has  been  to  stimulate 
and  encourage  the  average  boy — in  fact  the  boy  who  is  physically 
below  the  average — to  so  train  his  body  as  to  become  erect, 
healthy  and  strong,  and  his  mind  so  that  he  will  become  manly, 
alert  and  honorable.  The  best  manner  in  which  this  can  be 
accomplished  has  been  ascertained  to  be  through  competitive 
exercises.  In  fact,  the  committees  from  Germany  and  Austria 
who  have  recently  visited  the  United  States  to  study  its  athletic 
methods,  have  each  publicly  stated  that  this  view  and  our 
methods  of  carrying  it  out  are  correct,  and  have  recommended 
their  adoption  in  their  own  countries.  In  other  words,  they 
have  come  to  the  American  conclusion  that  while  calisthenic 
gymnastics  and  other  athletic  work  where  exercises  are  per- 
formed in  groups  without  the  stimulus  of  competition  are 
good  in  their  way,  and  theoretically  are  best  calculated  to  de- 
velop all  parts  of  the  bodies  of  those  who  engage  in  them,  yet 
the  interest  of  the  indifferent  is  best  attracted  and  maintained, 
and  not  only  the  muscles  and  nerves  of  the  contestants,  but  the 
sturdy  virtues  of  self-control,  courage,  endurance,  "team  work"

The  exercises  to  be  performed  were  selected  from  the  new 
course  of  study.  The  methods  which  were  to  be  followed  were 
first  taught  to  the  special  teachers  of  physical  training  and  then 
to  the  200  teachers  who  were  in  charge  of  the  teams  from  the 
different  schools.  Trial  demonstrations  were  held  in  different 
parks  which  were  each  attended  by  from  500  to  1,500  boys.  A 
card  was  given  to  each  participant  containing  a  few  simple  rules 
in  relation  to  training  and  hygiene,  and  -a  pamphlet  was  printed 
containing  general  instructions  and  a  detailed  route  which  each 
school  should  take  to  and  from  the  field.    Carfares  were  provided. 

The  green  in  the  Park  on  which  the  exhibition  was  held  con- 
tains ten  acres,  all  of  which  was  occupied  in  the  exercises.  It 
was  marked  by  intersecting  lines  into  spaces  six  feet  square. 
The  boys  from  each  of  the  different  schools  formed  in  single 
file  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  field  front  upon  one  of 
these  lines.  A  pedestal  was  erected  at  the  southern  end  of  the 
field  upon  which  stood  a  man  dressed  in  white  (so  as  to  make 
him  conspicuous  against  the  sky  line)  with  a  red  and  white  flag 
in  his  right  hand  and  a  blue  flag  in  his  left.  On  similar  pedestals 
to  his  right  and  left  were  two  other  men  correspondingly 
dressed.  At  the  commencement  of  each  movement  the  red  and 
white  flag  was  moved  sideways  several  times  and  when  raised 
gave  the  signal  of  "Attention."  When  it  was  dropped  the  two 
"fugle  men"  commenced  the  first  movement  of  the  exercise 
to  be  performed,  and  it  was  executed  by  each  of  the  10,000  boys 
in  unison  with  them.  The  raising  and  dropping  of  the  left  flag 
was  the  signal  to  halt. 

At  the  signal  for  commencement  each  file  of  boys  started  from 
the  east  and  west  sides,  respectively,  of  the  field  towards  the 
center  line,  each  boy  as  he  started  taking  his  distance  on  the 
cross  lines  so  as  to  be  one  space  behind  his  file  leader  and  each 
stopping  at  the  intersection  of  two  lines  at  the  signal  when 
the  center  was  reached.  The  boys  then  faced  inward  and  per- 
formed the  different  movements  simultaneously. 

They  were  bareheaded  and  wore  white  shirts  with  long  black 
ties,  and  dark  trousers.  The  area  they  covered  was  so  great 
that  it  was  impossible  to  secure  uniformity  of  action  through  any 
sound,  and  the  system  of  visual  signaling  employed  was  greatly 
superior.  The  spectacle  which  was  presented  of  this  great  mass 
of  boys,  in  white  and  black,  bending,  swinging,  sitting  down  and 
rising  simultaneously  was  not  only  remarkable,  but  beautiful. 
Colonel  Theodore  Roosevelt,  who  was  present,  was  deeply  inter- 
ested and  declared  it  was  one  of  the  most  wonderful  sights  he 
had  ever  seen,  and  this  opinion  was  universal  among  the  spec- 
tators.     Photographic   reproductions    of   it  have  been  published 
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all  over  the  United  States.  After  the  gymnastic  exercises  had 
been  performed  ioo  teams  of  45  boys  each  ran  a  Shuttle  Relay 
Race  of  100  yards,  the  same  number  executed  a  Standard  Broad 
Jump  relay,  each  boy  jumping  in  turn  so  that  the  position  of 
the  last  boy  indicated  the  total  jump  of  his  team,  and  teams  of 
25  boys  from  various  schools  in  each  of  the  five  boroughs  partici- 
pated in  a  Combination  Interborough  Relay,  in  which  each  boy 
ran  in  turn  100  yards,  jumped  a  hurdle,  and  chinned  himself 
on  a  bar  five  times.  Nine  teams  also  demonstrated  at  once  base 
ball,  basket  ball  and  soccer  foot  ball. 

At  the  close  of  the  exercises  the  10,000  boys  assembled  in  front 
of  the  stand  in  close  order,  "Saluted  the  "Flag,"  sang  the  "Star 
Spangled  Banner,"  and  were  dismissed,  going  in  perfect  order 
to  the  side  lines  to  take  their  way  back  to  the  schools. 

The  erectness  of  posture,  clear  complexion  and  fine  physical 
development  of  the  boys  who  participated  received  much  favor- 
able comment. 

The  different  events  were  performed  without  the  slightest 
confusion  or  friction,  and  in  less  than  one  and  three-quarter 
hours.  The  officers  of  the  League  were  most  pleased  to  find 
that  not  the  slightest  injury  was  done  by  any  of  the  boys  to  the 
Park  or  any  of  its  shrubbery. 

The  demonstration  cost  the  League  $2,500.  It  was,  however, 
worth  more  than  it  cost  in  impressing  the  new  athletic 
exercises  upon  the  boys,  inducing  those  who  engaged  in 
it  to  take  vigorous  training  for  two  months,  and  in  giving 
to  the  tax  payers  of  the  city  the  largest  and  most  impressive 
physical  training  spectacle  ever  presented  in  this  country,  and 
an  object  lesson  of  how  much  better  looking  and  better  behaved 
the  boys  of  the  public  schools  are  than  most,  if  any,  of  them 
had  any  idea  could  be  the  case. 

The  League  is  under  the  greatest  obligation  to  the  members  of 
the  different  committees, — to  Dr.  Crampton  and  his  associates 
and  to  the  principals  and  teachers  of  the  different  schools  which 
participated,  for  the  assistance  they  gave  to  the  manifold  details 
of  this  great  demonstration,  without  which  the  success  attained 
would  have  been  impossible. 

As  above  stated,  the  work  of  developing  the  average  boy, 
such  as  those  who  participated  in  this  demonstration,  is  most 
successfully  accomplished  by  exciting  in  him  through  the  various 
competitive  games  of  the  League  an  interest  in  his  work,  and  an 
ambition  to  excel  in  order  to  fit  himself  to  participate  on  behalf 
of  his  school  and  himself  in  such  games.  These  competitions 
are  held  first  in  the  different  schools, — the  successful  competitors 
in    these    compete    successively    in    the    district    competitions,    in 
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those  of  the  boroughs  and  finally  in  the  great  indoor  and  out- 
door meets  which  are  held  for  the  Championship  o,f  the  City. 

The  Indoor  Championship  Meet  of  the  Elementary  Schools, 
which  constitutes  the  culmination  for  the  year  of  their  games  in 
those  schools,  was  held  on  December  20,  1913,  in  the  Madison 
Square  Garden,  the  use  of  which  had  been  tendered  to  the 
League  without  charge  by  its  owner,  Mr.  G.  Louis  Boisse- 
vain, — an  act  of  generosity  for  which  I  desire  to  render  public 
acknowledgment.  Mr.  John  Wanamaker,  who  has  also  been 
a  firm  friend  of  the  League,  furnished  the  decorations  of  the 
Garden  without  charge.  There  were  1,058  competitors,  who 
participated  in  sixteen  events.  The  admission  was  by  ticket,  no 
charge  being  made,  and  the  Garden  was  packed  with  a  wildly 
excited  crowd  of  representatives  from  the  different  schools, 
whose  enthusiasm  made  a  continuous  roar,  like  a  combination  of 
the  breaking  of  ocean  waves  on  a  beach  and  a  large  dog  show, 
and  rendered  a  megaphone  useless. 

The  meet  was  started  on  the  minute,  and  was  concluded  in 
three  and  one-half  hours.  At  times  there  were  nine  events  pro- 
ceeding on  the  track  and  in  the  field  at  once.  There  was  no 
delay,  accident  or  difficulties  of  any  kind.  On  the  contrary, 
everything  was  run  off  with  absolute  precision.  Only  those  who 
appreciate  the  difficulty  of  handling  that  number  of  competi- 
tors,— particularly  in  a  confined  space  like  the  Garden,  in  get- 
ting different  squads  in  position  and  running  the  events  off 
without  conflict  with  any  of  the  others  that  were  in  progress, 
and  getting  the  contestants  back  in  their  places  without  confu- 
sion, can  appreciate  what  a  marvel  of  executive  administration 
was  involved.  Many  visitors,  particularly  those  from  abroad, 
who  were  present,  expressed  their  surprise  and  astonishment 
at  the  efficiency  with  which  this  meet  was  conducted.  A  gentle- 
man who  has  been  very  prominent  in  social  work  wrote,  saying : 
"I  wish  to  extend  my  very  sincere  congratulations  not  only  on 
the  splendid  showing,  but  the  whole  movement,  which  I  regard 
as  the  most  substantial  and  constructive  one  in  the  City  for 
the  improvement  of  the  boys  morally,  as  well  as  physically." 

This  was  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  first  athletic  meet 
the  League  conducted,  and  which  meet  was  also  held  in  Madi- 
son Square  Garden.  It  is  difficult  to  say  where  the  greatest 
difference  between  the  teams  existed.  That  is,  between  the 
methods,  confusion  and  difficulties  which  were  experienced  in 
holding  that  first  meet  where  the  boys,  teachers  and  supervisors 
were  all  inexperienced,  and  the  clock-like  manner  in  which  the 
present  meet  was  conducted, — or  between  the  pasty-faced,  thin- 
limbed  and  round-shouldered  boys  who  participated  in  the  first 
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the  'jumping"  during  the  fall.  Naturally,  the  training  is  very 
simple,  being  confined  to  regular  exercising  and  clean  living. 
Nevertheless,  it  constitutes  a  valuable  check  on  bad  habits.  It 
also  is  a  great  help  to  the  discipline  of  the  sch: 

Class  athletics  have  also  been  extended  still  further,  i: u 
a  system  known  as  "combined  athletics,"  which  was  fully  de- 
scribed in  my  last  report,  and  is  in  use  in  a  number  of  the 
schools.  This  contains  a  certain  number  £>i  exercises  in  addition 
to  those  required  in  ""Class  Athletics.''  in  which  all  the  boys  of 
a  class  are  required  to  compete  except  those  who  are  physically 
unfit. 

In  the  jumping  contest  in  class  athletics,  each  boy  is  allowed 
three  jumps ;  the  best  jump  of  each  is  aggregated  and  divided 
by  the  number  competing.  m 

The  highest  aggregate  results  obtained  by  each  of  the  : 
in  the  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh  and  Eighth  years  in  each  school 
are  then  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League.  Unless 
eighty  per  cent  of  the  register  of  each  class  has  competed 
its  scores  are  not  considered.  After  the  scores  are  received,  the 
highest  classes  in  each  Borough  are  selected  and  then  tested  by 
the  officials  of  the  League.  L'r.less  on  this  test  they  obtain  an 
equal  or  higher  record  than  that  which  constituted  the  record 
forwarded,  such  record  is  not  allowed  and  another 
substituted. 

In  the  "chinning"  contest  the  same  procedure  is  gone  through 
with,  except  that  each  boy  may  '"chin"  himself  as  many  times 
as  he  can. 

In  "class  running"  the  boys  are  lined  up  back  of  the  starter. 
As  the  first  runner  crosses  the  finish  line  the  judge  standing 
there  signals  with  his  handkerchief,  the  second  then  starts  and 
the  others  successively  until  the  others  have  completed  the 
distance.  The  time  taken  by  the  entire  class  is  divided  by  the 
number  of  boys  running  and  the  result  constitutes  the  class 
record. 

In  the  "class  chinning"  contests  held  last  May.  25.177  boys 
from  94  schools  and  929  classes  participated,  a  marked  increase 
in  numbers  and  schools  and  records.  The  highest  class  average 
was  : 

For  the  5th  year.  Public  School  72,-Brouklyn 12.381  times 

For  the  6th  year,  Public  School    3.  Bronx 13.28     times 

For  the  7th  year.  Public  School    3,  Bronx 14483  times 

For  the  8th  year,  Public  School    3,  Bronx 12.416  times 

Few  country  boys  can  equal  these  records.    In  runr. 
were  received  from  16.974  boys  from  61  schools  and  690  classes, 
an  increase  of  nearly  4,000  over  191 1. 
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In  the  "class  jumping,"  25,177  boys  belonging  to  929  classes 
and  S2  schools  took  an  active  part. 

For  the  5th  year,  Public  School  156,  Brooklyn 6.1033  feet 

For  the  6th  year,  Public  School  156,  Brooklyn .6.4236  feet 

For  the  7th  year,  Public  School  171,  Manhattan 6.9712  feet 

For  the  8th  year,  Public  School     12,  Bronx 7.2         feet 

The  system  of  class  competitions  has  been  found  to  be  so 
advantageous,  that  in  a  number  of  schools  it  is  extended  to  all 
branches  of  competitive  athletics,  so  that  in  effect  the  school 
becomes  a  large  athletic  organization  by  itself,  with  senior,  junior 
and  novice  teams  and  individual  competitors,  in  excess  of  what 
can  be  seen  in  a  large  college.  As  an  example  of  this,  Public 
School  188,  Manhattan,  had  1.350  boys  enter  in  its  games  out  of 
a  total  of  1,439.  Entries  of  500  boys  from  a  single  school  were 
common  and  there  were  over  80  cases  where  there  were  over  300. 

This  has  somewhat  affected  the  entries  in  the  different  inter- 
school  events.  It  may  perhaps  somewhat  reduce  the  numbers 
of  "star  athletes,"  as  the  time  of  the  instructors  is  devoted  to  the 
school  as  a  whole.  But  this  work  while  not  perhaps  so  spec- 
tacular in  its  results  is  more  beneficial  to  the  schools  and  to  the 
children. 

There  are  few  of  the  forms  of  athletics  which  have  been 
introduced  in  the  schools  by  the  League  which  have  excited 
greater  or  more  favorable  comment  or  which  have  been  more 
successful  than  the  system  of  rifle  shooting  which  is  being  car- 
ried on  in  the  high  schools,.  None  has  produced  a  more  bene- 
ficial effect  upon  the  character,  habits  and  physique  of  those 
who  have  participated. 

During  the  last  year  the  League  has  received  a  donation  of 
two  additional  sub-target  gun  machines,  making  a  total  of 
eighteen  which  it  has  installed  in  the  different  high  schools,  and 
in  Public  School  62,  Manhattan,  an  intermediary  school.  An- 
other machine  has  been  installed  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
making  nineteen  in  use.  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School  and 
Boys  High  (each  of  which  have  a  very  large  number  of  boys 
interested  in  shooting)  having  been  provided  with  two.  These 
gun  machines  are  so  constructed  that  a  boy  practising  receives 
the  same  experience  in  shooting  a  service  rifle  as  if  he  were 
actually  firing  a  ball  cartridge,  while  there  is  neither  noise, 
danger  nor  expense.  Those  boys  who  are  able  to  make  a  score 
of  45  points  standing  out  of  a  possible  50  (a  very  severe  test)  are 
called  'marksmen,'  and  are  awarded  a  badge,  while  those  making 
a  perfect  score  of  50  are  called  'sharpshooters.'  The  badges  for 
these   qualifications    which    wer^   won   during   the  past   year   in 
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Manhattan,  Bronx  and  Richmond  were  presented  by  the  Union 
Metallic  Cartridge  Company,  while  those  won  in  Kings  and 
Queens  were  donated  by  the  Brooklyn  Eagle,  to  both  of  whom 
the  League  is  under  great  obligations. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  commanding  officers  of  the  differ- 
ent national  guard  regiments  the  boys  who  have  become  marks- 
men and  sharpshooters  are  permitted  to  practice  with  cartridges 
in  the  rifle  galleries  of  the  various  armories.  In  order  to  insure 
safety  as  well  as  to  secure  the  best  results  in  this  practice, 
the  League  has  employed  Captain  George  W.  Corwin,  the  well 
known  rifle  shot,  to  supervise  this  shooting.  The  practice  on 
the  gun  machines  gives  the  boys  steadiness  in  aiming  and  firing, 
and  in  consequence  they  soon  develop  into  remarkable  shots. 

During  the  year  191 3  over  5,000  boys  have  been  regularly 
practising  on  the  machines ;  507  qualified  on  the  machines  as 
marksmen  and  186  as  sharpshooters.  A  number  of  girls  also 
succeeded  in  qualifying.  The  "Wingate  Trophy,"  for  the 
High  School  qualifying  the  greatest  percentage,  was  won  by 
Morris  High  with  103  marksmen  and  44  sharpshooters. 

Thirteen  schools  participated  in  the  tournament  for  the  ''Whit- 
ney Trophy,"  shot  on  the  sub-target  gun  machines  and  in  which 
each  school  team  competed  against  each  other.  Bryant  High 
and  Commercial  were  the  leaders  of  the  two  divisions,  and  the 
former  was  the  winner  of  the  Championship  and  the  Trophy. 
The  excellence  of  the  shooting  may  be  estimated  from  the  fact 
that  C.  Dutton,  of  DeWitt  Clinton,  and  D.  Shapiro,  of  Com- 
merce, made  207  points  out  of  a  possible  215. 

The  Fifth  Annual  Indoor  Shooting  Tournament  of  the  League 
was  held  at  the  Sportsmen's  Show,  Madison  Square  Garden, 
on  the  six  days  between  February  27  and  March  5.  As  this 
was  a  shorter  period  than  usual  the  18  targets  erected  were  kept 
open  daily  from  3  to  10  P.  M.  The  entries  were  larger  than 
ever  and  the  shooting  was  very  close  and  much  superior  to  the 
average  of  former  tournaments.  Fifty  teams  shot,  besides 
many  individuals ;  35,000  cartridges  were  expended  and  304 
boys  qualified  for  the  Junior  Marksman's  badge  of  National 
Rifle  Association  by  making  8q  out  of  100  points,  in  firing  10 
shots  standing  and  10  prone  at  50  feet,  at  a  target  having  half- 
inch  ring  counting  10,  1  inch  9,  il/2  inch  8.  Dutton,  of  DeWitt 
Clinton,  made  391  out  of  400  in  firing  20  shots  standing  and  20 
prone;  Kerr,  of  Morris  High,  390,  and  Feria,  of  the  same 
school,  389.  There  are  few  riflemen  that  can  surpass  these 
scores.     Morris  High  won  the  five    team  matches. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Colonel  N.  B.  Thurston  the  League 
was  able  to  secure  the  use  of  the  State  Range  at  Peekskill  for 
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open  air  shooting  with  the  army  rifle  and  ammunition  on  Sep- 
tember 27,  1913,  and  the  loan  of  the  necessary  rifles  from  General 
Waiter  B.  Hotchkin,  commanding  the  Twenty-second  Regi- 
ment, X.G.X.Y.  On  that  day  a  series  of  rifle  matches  was 
conducted  for  the  benefit  of  the  High  School  boys  who  had 
established  that  they  possessed  the  requisite  skill  by  winning  the 
marksmen's  and  sharpshooters'  badges. 

The  competitors  were  required  to  pay  a  small  entrance  fee 
for  each  match,  but  their  transportation  and  lunches,  as  well  as 
the  prizes,  were  provided  by  the  League.  The  State  furnished 
the  ammunition.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-six  boys  participated 
and  a  much  greater  number  would  have  done  so  if  the  League 
had  been  able  to  afford  the  expense  of  taking  them. 

The  matches  were  in  direct  charge  of  the  Board  of  Rifle 
Coaches  and  Major  Henry  C.  Wilson,  who*  was  assisted  by  Cap- 
tain George  W.  Corwin.  and  a  large  number  of  prominent  rifle- 
men who  volunteered  their  services,  Col.  N.  B.  Thurston  acting 
as  Executive  Officer,  to  all  of  whom  the  League  is  under 
great   obligations. 

Almost  none  of  the  boys  had  ever  had  any  practice  in  shoot- 
ing in  the  open  air  or  with  the  heavy  service  charge  used  in 
the  Army  rifle;  or,  in  fact,  with  any  actual  charge  except  the 
small  bullet  and  slight  charge  used  in  the  rifle  galleries.  A 
number  of  them  had  only  had  practice  for  a  few  weeks  on  the 
sub-target  gun  machines  in  their  school  work.  It  was  conse- 
quently expected  by  many  of  the  veteran  riflemen  present  that 
the  loud  report  and  heavy  recoil  would  cause  the  competitors  to 
'"flinch"  when  firing  and  to  shoot  badly.  They  were,  therefore, 
greatly  surprised  to  see  lads  of  fourteen,  weighing  but  little  over 
90  pounds,  making  first  class  'off-hand'  scores  at  200  yards.  The 
wind  was  very  fluctuating,  which  made  accurate  shooting  very 
difficult,  particularly  to  beginners. 

The  highest  individual  score  at  200  yards  standing  was  23 
out  of  25,  made  by  J.  Condon,  of  Morris  High;  O'Dowell,  of 
Curtis,  was  second  with  22 ;  F.  Daley,  of  Morris,  was  third  with 
22,  and  a  number  made  over  20.  Twenty-five  boys  qualified  as 
Junior  Marksmen.  The  Championship  was  won  by  Manual 
Training  High  School,  score  186.  Bryant  being  second  with  183 
and  Morris  third  with  180.  DeWitt  Clinton  led  the  second  divi- 
sion teams  for  the  Junior  Trophy  with  172,  Boys  High  being 
second  with  170  and  Manual  Training  third  with  158. 

The  thorough  training  which  the  boys  had  previously  sub- 
jected themselves  to  produced  a  difference  between  their  conduct 
on  this  occasion  and  that  of  other  young  men  of  their  age 
which    excited    much    favorable    comment.      They    were    trans- 
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ported  in  a  special  train  without  any  particular  control,  and 
were  given  perfect  freedom  upon  the  range.  Yet,  while  they 
sang  and  otherwise  enjoyed  themselves  in  the  cars  as  boys 
will  do,  neither  in  coming  nor  going  was  there  the  slightest 
disorder,  and  on  the  range  their  conduct  was  unobjectionable. 
Almost  none  of  the  boys  were  seen  to  smoke.  This  was  not 
because  orders  had  been  given  to  refrain  from  doing  it  or 
because  they  were  watched,  for  neither  was  the  case.  But  simply 
because  they  had  been  instructed  that  if  they  were  going  to 
shoot  well  they  must  not  use  tobacco  or  indulge  in  any  dis- 
sipation. That  they  did  not  do  this  is  shown  by  the  scores  which 
they  made.  But  the  fact  that  they  did  not  must  be  considered 
as  a  demonsration  of  the  value  of  training  in  this  branch  of 
sport. 

The  boys  were  enthusiastic  beyond  description  over  their  ex- 
perience and  left  the  range  with  the  firm  determination  to 
practice  their  best  during  this  winter,  so  as  to  make  a  better 
record  in  the  next  match,  which  will  probably  be  held  in  June, 
1914.  In  particular  they  were  pleased  to  find  that  the  result  of 
their  practice  on  sub-target  gun  machines,  which  they  had  felt 
at  times  to  be  rather  more  play  than  actual  work,  had  really 
been  most  profitable  training  for  actual  field  shooting.  This 
competition  has  excited  much  attention  from  military  men 
and  has  been  commented  upon  by  the  press  throughout  the 
United  States  as  being  a  demonstration  of  what  few  really  appre- 
ciated; that  the  "machine-made"  shooter  is  a  dependable  marks- 
man under  service  conditions  and  that  the  League  is  doing  a 
work  of  great  value  to  the  country  in  making  sharpshooters  of 
its  school  boys.  Hon.  Lindley  M.  Garrison,  the  Secretary  of  War, 
has  written  several  letters  expressing  his  warm  approval  of 
what  is  being  accomplished  in  this  respect,  and  has  assured  the 
League  of  his  desire  to  co-operate  in  promoting  it.  The  success 
attained  has  given  an  immense  impetus  to  the  interest  in 
shooting  among  the  high  schools  of  New  York,  which  will 
unquestionably  extend  throughout  the  United  States.  The  num- 
ber of  young  men  who  graduate  annually  from  these  schools  is 
about  50,000,  and  if  this  instruction  should,  as  I  hope  and  think 
will  be  made  general  throughout  the  country,  so  that  a  large 
proportion  of  our  youth  should  become  sharpshooters,  the  boys 
besides  attaining  the  valuable  qualities  of  quick  perception, 
steady  nerves  and  cool  self-reliance,  and  having  an  enjoyable 
time,  would  be  led  to  abstain  from  cigarette  smoking  and 
other  vices,  and  to  live  clean,  manly  lives. 

While  there  is  a  certain  number  of  peace  advocates  who 
have  objected  to  introducing  military  instruction  in  our  schools, 
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certainly  none  can  object  to  teaching  our  youth  the  use  of  the 
rifle.  This  country  must  depend  for  its  defense  in  time  of 
war  upon  hasty  levies  of  volunteers.  If  these  are  taught  in  their 
youth  to  shoot  they  will  never  forget  it,  and  but  a  little  prac- 
tice will  be  required  to  make  them  efficient  if  an  emergency 
should  ever  arise  which  would  require  them  to  volunteer  to 
defend  their  country  and  their  flag.  Without  such  knowledge 
they  would  be  worthless  as  soldiers.  If  the  method  which  the 
League  is  now  carrying  out  could  be  made  general  in  the 
high  schools  throughout  the  country  so  that  a  large  propor- 
tion of  our  youth  should  become  sharpshooters,  a  force  would 
be  provided  at  nominal  expense  which  would  render  the  nation 
able  to  defend  its  shores  against  any  invader  without  the 
necessity  of  maintaining  a  large  regular  army. 

It  would,  therefore,  constitute  the  greatest  possible  guarantee 
for  national  peace. 

While  the  value  to  the  community  of  the  instruction  in  rifle 
shooting  which  the  League  is  thus  giving  is  perhaps  greater 
than  that  of  any  other  part  of  its  work,  the  expense  is  larger 
in  proportion  to  the  number  participating  than  is  the  case 
in  respect  to  any  other  of  its  activities.  It  is,  therefore,  not 
only  gratifying,  but  a  great  relief,  for  it  to  have  received  an 
agreement  from  twenty  gentlemen  (Messrs.  George  D.  Pratt, 
S.  R.  Guggenheim,  George  W.  Wingate,  L.  M.  Josephthal, 
Robert  M.  Thompson,  James  M.  Motley,  E.  C.  Schaefer,  Rudolph 
J.  Schaefer,  E.  Francis  Hyde,  James  R.  Silliman,  Cornelius 
Vanderbilt,  Joseph  W.  Kay,  Charles  F.  Dieges,  Robert  E. 
Deyo,  George  Moore  Smith,  E.  W.  Coggeshall,  James  Shevlin, 
E.  Herbert  Litchfield  and  William  C.  Courtney)  to  each  con- 
tribute $25  a  year  to  constitute  a  special  fund  towards  the 
expenses  incurred  in  carrying  on  this  instruction. 

It  is  expected  that  this  fund  will  be  increased  so  as  to  afford 
a  special  income  of  $750  a  year,  which  will  be  sufficient  for  the 
purpose  and  be  a  great  relief  to  the  finances  of  the  League. 

The  report  of  the  Games  Committee,  which  is  presented  at 
this  meeting,  will  give  the  details  of  the  various  athletic  events 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  League.  These  have  been 
held  in  and  out  of  doors.  They  include  running  in  all  its  forms 
(except  for  long  distances),  base  ball,  basket  ball,  lawn  ten- 
nis, jumping,  putting  the  shot,  pole  vaulting,  swimming  and 
soccer  (but  not  rugby)  foot  ball  for  boys,  and  folk  dancing,  ap- 
propriate athletic  games  and  other  exercises  for  the  girls. 
In  fact,  they  cover  nearly  every  field  of  athletic  activity.  In 
addition    to    the   games    which    are    actually    conducted    by    the 
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League  itself,  those  which  are  held  by  the  individual  schools 
constitute  a  most  important  factor,  which  will  be  hereafter 
alluded  to. 

Taking  the  whole  series,  the  aggregate  of  the  boys  and  girls 
taking  part  in  athletics  instituted  by  the  League  during  the  past 
vear  is  estimated  to  be  over  350,000.  About  25  per  cent  of  the 
grammar  grades  of  the  elementary  schools  are  now  regularly 
competing  in  the  various  games,  and  over  65  per  cent  compete 
once  or  twice  a  year  in  the  district  and  school  games.  The 
high  schools  have  a  similar  percentage. 

This  practice  is  almost  entirely  voluntary  and  takes  place 
after  school  hours. 

At  the  beginning  of  its  work  the  League  established  a  regu- 
lation that  no  boy  should  be  allowed  to  compete  in  its  games 
until  and  unless  for  the  month  preceding  an  event  he  had 
attained  the  mark  of  B  B  B  in  effort,  proficiency  and  deport- 
ment. This  was  modified  so  as  to  permit  any  boy  to  compete 
in  the  games  confined  to  his  own  school  and  in  class  competi- 
tions whose  qualifications  might  be  satisfactory  to  his  principal. 

An  application  was  recently  made  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  League  by  a  sub-committee  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Men  Principals'  Association  of  Manhattan  and  the  Bronx 
to  entirely  abolish  this  requirement.  It  was  urged  that  the 
system  of  marking  varied  in  the  different  schools ;  that  there  was 
no  more  proper  connection  between  athletics  and  school  work 
than  existed  between  one  study  and  another;  that  the  present 
regulation  "gave  a  premium  to  the  studious  boy"  and  frequently 
caused  great  disappointment  to  the  boy  who  failed  by  a  small 
margin  to  attain  the  prescribed  standard. 

The  Executive  Committee  considered  the  matter  as  a  vital 
one  and  gave  it  careful  consideration.  Its  members  also  con- 
sulted with  the  educational  authorities  and  many  superintend- 
ents, principals  and  teachers.  The  Committee  was  unanimously 
of  the  opinion  that  while  the  details  of  the  standard  adopted 
might  be  subject  to  modification,  it  would  be  a  grave  mistake 
to  abolish  the  standard  itself.  That  although  while  there  were 
differences  in  the  schools  as  to  what  proficiency  should  be 
attained  to  justify  a  mark  of  B  B  B  if  the  whole  matter  should 
be  left  to  the  discretion  of  _each  principal  the  differences  would 
be  far  greater.  In  fact,  there  would  be  no  regulation  at  all. 
That  while  athletics  were  valuable  and  it  was  the  purpose  of  the 
League  to  induce  the  greatest  possible  number  of  the  children 
to  engage  in  them,  the  real  purpose  of  the  schools  was  to  edu- 
cate the  children,  to  which  athletics  was  an  incident.     That  the 
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present  rule  permitted  each  principal  to  allow  every  boy  to 
engage  in  the  class  competitions  and  games  of  his  school.  But 
when  it  came  to  permitting  a  boy  to  represent  his  school  in 
games  with  other  schools  or  with  other  organizations  it  was 
wise  to  require  him  to  be  a  fairly  good  scholar.  That  the  fact 
that  this  rule  "offered  a  premium  to  the  studious  boy"  was  just 
what  it  was  enacted  for  and  was  a  desirable  object.  In  fact,  its 
abolition  would  give  a  premium  to  the  over  age  and  backward 
boys  who  stayed  in  the  lower  classes.  That  those  boys  who 
were  most  likely  to  be  inattentive,  unruly-and  backward  in  their 
studies  were  those  who  are  most  likely  to  be  interested  in  ath- 
letics. Consequently  the  knowledge  that  if  they  were  not 
obedient  and  studious  they  would  not  be  allowed  to  compete  gave 
to  their  teachers  a  power  to  control  and  improve  them  in  these 
respects  which  they  would  not  otherwise  possess,  and  was  thus 
of  great  benefit  to  the  schools,  and  in  fact  to  the  boys  them- 
selves. While  undoubtedly  in  some  instances  classes  and  schools 
may  occasionally  suffer  from  the  loss  of  the  services  of  some 
first  class  athlete  who  has  behaved  badly  or  neglected  his  studies, 
and  while  individuals  may  perhaps  suffer  from  the  rule,  yet 
taking  the  matter  as  a  whole  the  regulation  has  been  a  most 
beneficial  one.  In  fact,  it  is  recognized  in  the  constitution  of 
the  Inter-Collegiate  Association,  and  most  colleges  prohibit  a 
student  from  entering  any  athletic  competition  who  is  not  at 
the  time  "up  in  his  work." 

This  view  is  entertained  by  City  Superintendent  Maxwell,  by 
President  Churchill  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  all  of  the 
many  members  of  that  Board  that  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee have  been  able  to  communicate  with.  It  has  been  for- 
mally approved  by  the  Committee  on  Athletics  of  the  Board. 
The  existence  of  the  rule  and  the  insistence  of  the  League  upon 
its  enforcement  is  also  approved  of  by  the  outside  public.  In 
fact,  the  generous  financial  support  which  the  League  has  re- 
ceived from  the  community  is  largely  to  be  ascribed  to  such 
approval. 

The  regular  games  of  the  League  were  more  successful  than 
ever. 

In  the  elementary  indoor  championship  games  1,058  boys 
representing  82  schools  entered,  as  against  1,021  boys  from  76 
schools   in    1912. 

In  the  elementary  schools  basket  ball  tournament  80  teams 
entered,  as  against  78  teams  in  1912. 

In  the  elementary  schools   swimming  contest   125  boys   repre- 
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senting  23  schools  entered,  as  against  167  boys- representing  25 
schools  in  1912. 

In  the  elementary  schools  outdoor  novice  and  championship 
games  1,222  boys  representing  122  schools  participated,  as  against 
1,009  boys  representing  81  schools  in  1912. 

In  soccer  foot  ball  10  high  school  teams  and  160  from  ele- 
mentary schools  competed,  as  against  io~"high  school  and  6  ele- 
mentary school  teams  in  1912. 

In  base  ball  there  were  69  teams,  and  the  final  games  were 
witnessed  by  over  5,000  spectators.  Every  high  school  in  the  city 
entered  a  team  for  the  1913  base  ball  tournament. 

The  League  itself  has  held  16  Championship  events. 

That  these  events  are  insignificant  in  number  compared  with 
the  games  held  in  the  different  schools  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  there  were  in  all  1,200  basket  ball  and  300  base  ball  teams. 

The  Field  Days  which  the  Sunday  World  inaugurated  in  1906 
were  conducted  during  the  year  1913  with  increasing  success. 
Although  the  offer  was  limited  at  first  to  150  schools,  this  was 
extended  and  172  schools  held  17  meets  in  which  60,000  boys 
competed,  a  large  increase  over  last  year,  and  1,600  teachers 
acted  as  officials  of  the  games  in  1913,  which  in  most  cases 
were  directly  supervised  by  the  schools.  Three  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  forty  boys  won  the  Sunday  World  medals  in  the 
year's  separate  school  games,  1,870  silver  and  a  like  number 
bronze,  and  170  class  and  15  special  banners  were  awarded  to 
the  school  classes  that  won  the  greatest  number  of  points  in 
the  games. 

At  many  of  the  meets  there  were  in  addition  to  the  events 
on  the  standard  programme,  mass  drills  and  other  added  events 
that  included  large  numbers  of  other  pupils  in  the  activities  of 
the  field  day.  Many  of  the  schools  took  advantage  of  the  Board 
of  Education  rule  permitting  a  school  to  take  one  day  a  year 
for  athletic  sports  and  made  of  their  field  day  an  all-day  out- 
ing to  some  distant  athletic  field  nearby,  the  entire  school 
going  by  special  train  or  ferry  boat  in  the  morning  and  return- 
ing in  the  late  afternoon. 

At  many  of  the  meets  during  the  year  there  were  added 
events  for  girls,  usually  for  prizes  given  by  the  school  athletic 
organizations,  in  addition  to  the  medals  and  banners  offered 
by  the  Sunday  Wofld.  Some  schools  had  more  than  90  per 
cent  of  their  boys  in  their  games,  and  more  than  forty  schools 
exceeded  75  per  cent  of  their  enrollment.

The  Final  Meet  was  held  at  the  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field  on 
Saturday,  October  18,  1913,  with  1,415  contestants  and  over 
5,000  enthusiastic  spectators,  including  many  prominent  city 
officials. 

The  Sunday  World  also  continued  its  walking  clubs  during 
1913,  making  their  fourth  year  and  during  which  period  21,000 
boys  and  nearly  6,000  girls  have  participated  in  them.  More 
than  8,000  medals  and  bar  pendants  have  been  awarded  to  mem- 
bers who  have  walked  required  distances  under  the  rules  of  the 
Club. 

These  clubs  are  open  to  all  elementary  schools  in  the  city 
that  organize  squads  of  the  Walking  Club;  the  walks  are  not 
less  than  two  miles  each  and  are  in  squads.  Eight  or  more  boys 
constitute  a  squad,  including  captain,  and  twelve  or  more  mem- 
bers are  required  in  a  girls'  squad.  The  walking  tours  of  the  girls 
must  be  taken  in  company  with  a  teacher,  but  the  boys  may  walk 
with  an  adult  supervisor  approved  by  the  principal,  or  an  honor 
boy  from  the  upper  grades  of  the  school  may  be  appointed  by 
the  principal  to  act  as  supervisor  to  accompany  the  squad  on  its 
tours. 

In  the  school  year  1912-1913  42  schools  had  organizations  of 
the  Walking  Club.  In  24  schools  there  was  a  "director"  of 
the  squads  organized  in  the  school,  having  a  general  supervi- 
sion over  all  the  activities  of  the  club  in  the  school. 
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In  the  42  schools  having  Walking  Club  organizations  this  year 
there  were  enrolled  over  8,000  children.  These  were  organized 
into  860  squads. 

The  school  having  the  largest  enrollment  of  members  was 
School  Xo.  43,  Brooklyn,  Principal  O'Donnell.  For  four  ; 
this  school  has  had  a  large  and  enthusiastic  club  membership, 
and  in  1913  it  organized  143  squads  with  "a  total  membership  of 
1,210  boys.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  school  had  an  active 
membership  in  the  club  of  114  squads,  having  an  enrollment  of 
1,000  boys.  Some  of  the  other  schools  having  large  enrollments 
of  young  pedestrians  during  the  year  are  the  following:

A  "Tours  Bulletin"  has  been  compiled  describing  many  inter- 
esting walks  to  different  parts  of  the  city  as  well  as  into  the 
suburbs. 

These  walking  trips  have  not  only  removed  the  children  from 
the  congested  streets,  giving  them  the  best  kind  of  exercise  and 
fresh  air,  but  taught  them  that  they  can  walk  without  incon- 
venience, distances  that  at  first  seemed  impracticable,  thus  open- 
ing to  them  indefinite  fields  for  future  enjoyment.  This  is 
particularly  the  case  with  many  in  the  congested  districts,  to 
whom  ten  cents  carfar^  ad  their  means,  v.  hose  lives  are 

spent  in  the  little  squalid  circle  of  crowded  streets  and  tene- 
ments, and  to  whom  a  few  trees  and  a  little  grass  are  a  mys- 
terious wonder  and  delight. 

In  view  of  the  wonderful  facilities  existing  in  this  city  for 
transportation,  walking  has  become  almost  a  lost  art,  and  the 
value  of  the  work  accomplished  by  :em  is  incalculable. 

The  Brooklyn  Eagle  conducted  its  Annual  Honor  Day  under 
the  auspices  of  the  League  at  the  Brooklyn  Base  Ball  Grounds 
on  June  27,  1913,  open  to  the  Honor  Pupils  of  the  schools  of 
Brooklyn  and  Queens.  Twenty-four  schools  entered  and  there 
were  24,000  spectators.  Public  School  9  of  Brooklyn,  Public 
School  20  of  Queens,  and  Public  School  3  of  Brooklyn  won 
first,  second  and  third  places,  respectively. 
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The  final  meet  was  held  at  Curtis  Athletic  Field,  with  750 
contestants  and  about  5,000  spectators. 

The  various  athletic  meets  and  field  days  held  by  the  schools 
were. made  interesting  by  the  music  which  was  furnished  by  the 
school  boy  bands,  namely  that  of  Public  School  21,  Manhattan, 
and  Public  School  20,  Richmond.  These  the  League  was  enabled 
to  organize  through  the  generosity  of  our  late  Director,  Mr. 
John  S.  Huyler,  who  paid  the  entire  expense,  about  $4,000,  of 
providing  the  instruments  for  two  full  bands,  and  also  paid  for 
the  services  of  an  instructor.  As  in  addition  to  the  pleasure  of 
belonging  to  these  bands  the  boys  acquire  a  profitable  occupa- 
tion in  doing  so,  there  is  always  a  long  waiting  list  for  each  of 
them.  The  lamented  death  of  Mr.  Huyler  deprived  the  League 
of  the  money  required  to  pay  for  the  services  of  the  leaders  of 
these  bands.  The  necessary  amount,  however,  has  been  raised 
by  private  contributions  so  that  they  are  still  continued. 

The  improvement  in  the  work  which  is  being  done  by  the 
Girls'  Branch  is  fully  equal  if  not  greater  than  that  which  is  being 
effected  among  the  boys.  The  folk  dancing  and  other  methods 
of  physical  exercise  which  have  been  introduced  by  the  officers 
of  the  Girls'  Branch  are  not  only  beneficial,  but  are  extremely 
popular  among  the  girls.  The  work  briefly  consists  of  encour- 
aging after-school  athletics,  by  offering  pins  and  trophies,  con- 
ducting free  instruction  classes  for  grade  teachers,  who  in  turn 
volunteer  their  services  for  these  athletics,  assisting  to  organize 
athletic  clubs,  supplying  coaches,  instructors  and  assistants  where 
the  Board  of  Education  is  unable  to  do  so,  and  endeavoring  to 
secure  enlarged  facilities  for  out-of-door  exercise. 

The  Girls'  Branch  seeks  to  secure  to  the  girls  athletic  exer- 
cises distinctively  suited  to  their  sex.  Vigor,  and  the  possibility 
of  engaging  a  large  number  of  pupils  at  one  time,  as  well  as 
of  eliminating  individual  prominence,  are  sought  to  be  developed. 
Folk  dancing,  certain  games  and  walking  are  fostered,  and  in 
the  High  Schools  there  are  added  certain  track  and  field  events. 
It  debars  pole  vaulting,  broad  jumping  and  competitive  high 
jumping  as  detrimental.  The  competition  is  entirely  between 
clubs  and  never  between  individuals,  and  no  contests  are  allowed 
between  clubs  unless  they  belong  to  the  same  school,  no  inter- 
school  competition  being  permitted.  The  main  idea  of  these 
athletics  is  to  encourage  a  love  for  recreative  exercise  for  its 
own  sake  and  to  cultivate  a  variety  of  accomplishments.  Each 
girl  devoting  a  certain  time  to  the  exercises  is  given  a  pin,  irre- 
spective of  any  competition.  The  number  of  schools  qualifying 
for  pins  given  for  a  full  season  has  more  than  doubled. 

The  field  which  the  Girls'  Branch  has  covered  is  most  important. 
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Not  only  are  there  more  girls  than  boys  attending  our  public 
schools,  but  they  are  in  far  greater  need  of  exercise  than  is 
the  case  with  the  boys.  While  this  is  the  case,  their  dress, 
traditions  and  surroundings  unite  to  debar  them  from  almost 
all  opportunities  to  enjoy  it.  While  the  boys  can  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  secure  some  little  exercise  in  the  congested  streets  of 
our  crowded  tenement  house  districts,  their  sisters  are  prac- 
tically debarred  from  doing  so. 

The  Girls'  Branch  has  maintained  ten  classes  for  instruction 
of  teachers,  two  being  senior  classes  for  teachers  who  have  at- 
tended this  instruction  at  least  two  years,  two  being  for  new 
teachers.  There  were  627  teachers  registered  in  these  classes. 
The  increase  in  its  work  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  while  in 
1905-06  there  were  328  girls  under  38  teachers  in  9  schools  tak- 
ing this  instruction,  in  1912-13  there  were  22,915  girls  under  675 
teachers  in  212   schools. 

Through  the  method  of  instructing  teachers  gratuitously  thou- 
sands of  girls  have  been  provided  with  healthful  and  joyous 
recreation. 

On  February  10,  1913,  a  benefit  entertainment  was  given 
at  the  Waldorf  by  the  Girls'  Branch,  consisting  of  folk  dancing 
and  music.  This  realized  $1,200.  In  consequence  the  organiza- 
tion is  out  of  debt  and  has  a  comfortable  balance  in  its  Treasury, 
and  has  done  this  without  any  financial  assistance  from  the 
Boys'  Branch. 

Three  great  park  fetes  were  held  by  the  Girls'  Branch  in 
May,  1913,  two  being  held  in  Central  and  Prospect  Parks  and  the 
third  was  held  at  the  residence  of  Borough  President  Cromwell, 
on  Staten  Island. 

To  many  of  the  children  these  park  fetes  are  a  great  pleasure, 
being  for  many  of  them  their  first  visit  to  the  Park  for  years, 
and  for  hundreds  the  year's  only  experience  of  green  grass  and 
leaves. 

As  the  League  has  learned  by  experience  what  it  is  best  to 
do  and  not  to  do,  the  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  largely 
that  of  extension  and  progress.  WThile  the  numbers  it  has  been 
required  to  manage  have  steadily  increased,  not  only  in  the 
aggregate,  but  in  the  different  branches  of  athletics,  the  work 
is  really  easier  because  it  is  understood  by  the  teachers,  the 
school  children  and  the  pubilc.  It  has  been  seriously  embar- 
rassed on  account  of  the  rapid  reduction  in  the  number  of 
male  teachers  which  is  taking  place,  there  being  many  schools 
in  the  city  in  which  all  the  teachers  were  women.  Notwith- 
standing this,  the  interest  taken  in  the  work  of  the  League,  both 
in  and  out  of  the  schools,  the  improvement  of  the  school  chil- 
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dren  in  physique,  character  and  discipline,  and  the  enlargement 
and  increase  in  the  efficiency  of  its  activities  among  the  boys 
and  girls,  has  been  greater  than  in  any  previous  year  and  is 
most  satisfactory.  There  is  scarcely  a  school  in  the  city  in  which 
the  interest  in  athletics  is  not  widespread  and  intelligent;  where 
the  boys  and  girls  are  not  much  stronger,  more  active  and 
healthy;  where  ideas  of  honor  and  fair  play  have  not  been 
created  which  never  before  were  known,  and  where  a  spirit 
of  school  pride  has  not  been  developed  which  constitutes  a 
most  important  educational  factor.  To  effect  this  result  has 
involved  on  the  part  of  those  charged  with  its  activities  hard 
and  steady  work  for  the  last  twelve  years.  To  this  success  all 
of  them  have  contributed  unselfishly  and  diligently,  so  that 
all  are  entitled  to  the  credit  which  has  resulted. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  Messrs.  John  J.  McHugh, 
Rowland  A.  Patterson  and  Michael  A.  Jones  and  their  assistants 
who  have  had  charge  of  the  details  of  managing  the  various 
games  of  the  League,  to  whose  ability  and  general  efficiency 
the  success  attained  is  largely  to  be  ascribed.  The  League  is 
also  under  the  greatest  obligation  to  the  large  number  of  promi- 
nent athletes  who  are  not  connected  with  the  schools,  who  have 
unselfishly  volunteered  services  in  the  management  of  its  games, 
without  which  they  could  not  have  .been  conducted.  It  has 
also  been  greatly  helped  by  the  unselfish  manner  in  which  many 
of  the  teachers  in  the  schools,  both  men  and  women,  have  given 
their  afternoons,  day  after  day,  to  promote  the  athletic  train- 
ing of  the  children.  In  many  cases  the  men  have  not  only 
trained  the  boys  belonging  to  their  own  schools,  but  those  be- 
longing to  other  schools,  who,  in  consequence  of  having  no  male 
teachers,  were  deprived  of  the  necessary  instruction.  In  doing 
this,  these  teachers  not  only  gave  their  own  time,  but  were 
prevented  from  attending  many  lectures  and  other  methods  of 
additional  study,  which  would  have  counted  upon  their  promo- 
tion records  and  which  they  could  ill  afford  to  lose.  It  is  there- 
fore gratifying  to  know  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  are  now 
giving  such  teachers  a  credit  for  this  work.  It  is  indispens- 
able that  this  should  be  done,  as  if  such  work  outside  the  schools 
is  not  considered  by  the  educational  authorities  worthy  of  con- 
sideration, the  teachers  cannot  be  expected  to  continue  it.  When 
to  this  is  added,  in  the  case  of  the  boys,  the  diminished  num- 
ber of  male  teachers,  the  future  would  not  be  bright  unless 
this  credit  had  been  allowed.  In  addition  it  must  be  recog- 
nized that  a  teacher  who  spends  his  afternoons  in  coaching  boys 
in  athletic  games  attains  a  practical  experience  of  boy  nature 
and  an  executive  ability  which   makes  him  more  fit  to  teach  a 
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class  than  would  be  the  case  if  he  had  spent  the  same  time  at 
lectures  or  studying  any  pedagogical  subject  that  could  be 
imagined. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  has,  in 
the  Budget  for  1914,  acceded  to  the  desires  of  the  Board  of 
Education  to  open  the  playgrounds  of  165  schools  as  athletic 
centers  after  school  hours.  There  is  nothing  more  needed  in  our 
city  than  an  increase  in  the  places  where  ihe  children  can  have 
an  opportunity  to  practice  athletic  exercises  and  to  play.  These 
playgrounds  are  the  property  of  the  City.  The  cost  of  keep- 
ing them  open  is  trifling  and  should  not  be  regarded  for  an 
instant  when  compared  with  the  benefits  which  will  result  from 
their  use.  No  private  individual  would  adopt  any  other  course. 
Their  use  will  undoubtedly  prove  of  great  benefit  in  keeping 
the  children  away  from  temptations  and  dangers  of  the  streets 
and  give  them  an  opportunity  for  wholesome  exercise  and 
amusement  under  experienced  and  sympathetic  instructors. 

Owing  to  the  cutting  down  of  the  Budget  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  no  funds  were  available  during  1913  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  keeping  these  fields  open  on  Sunday  afternoons 
during  the  past  year.  In  consequence  the  League  paid  the  wages 
of  the  necessary  employes.  It  did  not  feel  that  it  was  right 
that  it  should  assume  what  was  distinctly  a  city  function. 
But  it  would  have  been  not  only  a  step  backward,  but  a 
public  misfortune  if  these  fields  had  been  closed,  and  the  League 
assumed  the  burden.  In  consequence  of  its  action,  many  boys 
have  found  recreation  and  pleasure  at  these  places,  and  have 
thus  been  kept  away  from  the  saloons  and  the  streets. 

The  League  has  also  been  compelled  to  pay  the  salaries  of  a 
stenographer  and  office  boy  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of 
Physical  Training,  in  order  to  enable,  the  clerical  work  con- 
nected with  school  athletics  to  be  performed.  These  expendi- 
tures are  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  finances  of  the  League,  and 
should  be  paid  by  the  City. 

It  is  said  that  imitation  is  the  sincerest  form  of  flattery. 
Consequently  the  best  test  of  the  value  of  the  work  of  the 
League  is  the  manner  in  which  it  is  being  copied  all  over  the 
country.  This  has  so  extended  that  at  the  present  time  organiza- 
tions have  been  and  are  being  formed  in  practically  all  of  the 
largest  cities  of  the  country  on  the  model  of  our  own,  which  are 
repeating  in  the  schools  of  those  municipalities  the  success  which 
the  League  has  achieved  in  the  City  of  New  York.  Its  regu- 
lations are  also  the  standard  which  are  followed  by  the  thou- 
sands of  schools  throughout  the  country,  which  in  consequence 
of  its  success  have  introduced  athletics  as  part  of  their  regular 
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school  work.  This  is  far  more  than  those  who  participated  in 
the  formation  of  our  organization  ever  hoped  to  live  to  wit- 
ness, and  I  am  sure  is  felt  by  you  all  as  being  in  itself  a 
full  reward  of  our  labors. 

The  athletic  fields  on  which  have  been  mainly  conducted  the 
activities  of  the  League  were  the  four  large  athletic  fields  and 
several  small  fields  and  athletic  centres  belonging  to  the  Board  of 
Education.  These  have  been  kept  in  good  order  and  have  been 
very  greatly  used. 

The  grand  stand  on  the  Brooklyn  Field  has  just  been  com- 
pleted with  the  exception  of  the  roof,  which  will  be  put  on 
during  the  winter.  This  has  dressing  rooms,  shower  baths  and 
lavatories  for  one  thousand  boys  and  girls,  and  seats  for  2,500 
spectators.  This  is  now  one  of  the  finest  fields  existing  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  country.  The  three  other  fields  are  also 
being  arranged  so  as  to  provide  for  baths  and  other  conveniences 
for  both  sexes,  and  roofs  to  the  grandstands  to  protect  the  spec- 
tators from  the  rain  and  sun  are  in  process  of  construction. 

The  League  is  under  the  greatest  obligations  to  the  various 
commanding  officers  of  the  National  Guard  of  New  York  and 
Brooklyn  who  have  cheerfully  granted  the  use  of  their  respective 
armories  for  its  many  games  and  for  those  of  the  different 
schools,  without  the  use  of  which  it  would  have  been  impos- 
sible to  hold  them,  as  well  as  for  the  use  of  their  rifle  gal- 
leries. To  obtain  this  the  League  has  given  bonds  to  indemnify 
the  military  authorities  against  any  injuries  to  the  armories  or 
to  their  contents.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  has  also  given 
valuable  aid  to  our  work  by  giving  school  children  free  trans- 
portation to  the  games  at  the  Curtis  Field  over  the  Staten 
Island  ferry. 

The  League  is  also  indebted  to  The  American  Sports  Pub- 
lishing Company  for  the  donation  of  5,000  copies  of  the  "Official 
Handbook."  This  enabled  copies  to  be  sent  to  the  members  of 
the  League  and  to  the  many  inquirers  for  information  in  regard 
to  its  work. 

The  League  has  now  169  trophies,  many  of  them  expensive  and 
handsome. 

All  those  interested  in  the  League  make  it  a  point  to  impress 
upon  the  children  of  the  schools  that  to  be  a  good  athlete 
means  to  be  honorable  and  truthful,  to  despise  anything  that  is 
mean  or  underhanded,  and  to  be  manly,  unselfish  and  courageous. 
In  addition  the  League  endeavors  to  teach  them  the  funda- 
mental laws  of  health  and  the  necessity  and  value  of  open  air 
exercise.  In  doing  this  it  not  only  affords  the?  boys  an  oppor- 
tunity of  having  healthful  amusement,  but  keeps  them  out  of

vice  and  crime.  It  has  been  most  successful  in  the  war  it  con- 
ducts upon  cigarette  smoking  and  other  bad  habits,  as  well  as 
keeping  the  boys  out  of  gangs  and  the  temptations  of  the 
streets.  It  does  this  not  by  preaching,  but  because  in  being 
induced  to  take  an  interest  in  athletics,  the  boys  appreciate 
that  they  must  take  care  of  their  bodies  if  they  wish  to  excel  and 
to  do  this  means  keeping  away   from  these  evils. 

There  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  ethical  and  moral  side  of 
what  has  been  accomplished  by  the  League  is  fully  as  valuable 
to  the  City  as  what  has  been  accomplished  in  developing  the 
health  and  physique  of  the  children. 

The  contributing  members  of  the  League  are:  Annual  mem- 
bers, 326;  life  members,  79;  patrons,  105;  founders,  9;  total,  519. 
From  this  and  a  few  other  sources,  the  League  received  during 
1913  $16,775.62,  as  against  $16,964.60  from  December  1,  1911,  to 
January  1,  1913.  In  view  of  the  depressed  condition  of  the  busi- 
ness world  during  the  year,  and  particularly  in  Wall  Street,  from 
whence  the  main  support  of  the  League  has  been  derived,  this 
cannot  but  be  considered  as  remarkable.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
growth  of  its  activities  has  been  so  great  that  notwithstanding 
that  everything  has  been  done  that  could  be  to  effect  economy, 
the  expenses  have  run  up  so  as  to  leave  a  bank  balance  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1914,  of  $346.10,  as  against  the  balance  of  $2,554.11  which 
existed  on  that  date  in  1912.  This  was  largely  owing  to  the  cost 
of  the  Central  Park  Demonstration.  This  expenditure  resulted, 
however,  in  the  receipt  of  very  considerable  contributions. 

The  number  of  those  who  subscribe  for  its  support  is  small 
compared  with  that  of  our  citizens,  and  particularly  of  those 
who  received  their  education  in  our  public  schools.  In  fact, 
if  it  were  not  for  the  generous  contributions  of  Mr.  S.  R.  Gug- 
genheim, Mr.  Fred  Lewisohn,  Mr.  Vincent  Astor,  Mr.  John  D. 
Rockefeller,  Col.  Robert  M.  Thompson,  Mr.  Thomas  F.  Ryan,  and 
the  New  York  World  and  the  Brooklyn  Eagle  (each  of  whom 
contribute  upwards  of  $500,  and  of  the  others  whose  names 
appear  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  it  would  have  been  without  the 
requisite  means  to  properly  carry  on  the  work  of  the  League. 

In  presenting  to  you  this  summary  of  what  we  have  been 
able  to  achieve  since  our  last  annual  meeting,  I  hope  that  you 
will  agree  with  me  that  the  result  is  one  that  we  are  justly 
entitled  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon.  It  is  a  great  pleasure 
to  those  of  us  who  are  engaged  in  the  executive  work  to  con- 
stantly hear,  as  we  do,  from  young  men  who  have  now  entered 
the  business  world,  expressions  of  gratitude  for  the  benefits 
which  they  received  through  the  activities  of  the  League.  We 
cannot  but  feel  that  this  is  also  felt  by  thousands  more  whom

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we  do  not  hear  from,  and  that  what  we  have  been  able  to 
accomplish  has  been  of  substantial  good  to  the  community  in 
training  those  who  will  hereafter  be  the  rulers  of  our  city  to  be 
better  men  and  women  mentally  as  well  as  physically,  than  they 
otherwise  would  have  been.

CROTONA  FIELD. 
Crotona  Field,  located  at  Prospect  Avenue  and  Crotona  Park,  North. 
Bronx  Borough,  is  the  property  of  the  Park  Department,   but  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  whereby  its  use  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board    of   Education.      The    field    is   equipped    with    a    five-lap    running 
track,  jumping  pits,   basket  ball  court,   base   ball,   foot  ball  and  soccer 
foot  ball  field.    A  grandstand  has  been  built  on  the  north  side  of  the 
field.      Its   seating   capacity   is   about    1,500.      There   are   a    number   of 
shower  baths  and  lockers  installed  and  two  large  dressing  rooms  take 
up  most  of  the  room  underneath  the  stand. 

An  average  of  1,000  boys  per  day  have  attended  the  field  during 
April,  May  and  June  of  this  year.  The  schools  of  upper  Manhattan 
and  Bronx  have  held  their  Field  Days  on  the  field  and  have  found  it 
an  excellent  place  for  conducting  games  in  an  organized  manner. 

ASTORIA  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

One  of  the  most  accessible  of  the  athletic  fields  controlled  by  the 
Board  of  Education  is  Astoria  Athletic  Field,  at  Astoria,  Long  Island 
City.  It  is  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  East  River  overlooking  the 
rushing  waters  of  Hell  Gate.  There  is  a  six-lap  cinder  track  and  an 
exceptionally  fine  infield,  used  for  base  ball  (playground  and  the  regular 
game),  foot  ball,  soccer,  basket  ball  and  tennis  court.  The  grand  stand 
is  situated  on  the  southern  end  of  the  grounds,  giving  an  unobstructed 
view  of  the  entire  track  and  field.  The  grand  stand  will  easily  accom- 
modate two  thousand  spectators.  Inside  of  the  grand  stand  are  the 
dressing  rooms,  lockers — with  a  checking  system — lavatories  for  boys 
and  girls,  shower  baths,  hot  and  cold  water.  Everything  that  is 
necessary  for  a  first-class,  up-to-date  athletic  field  has 'been  installed. 
It  is  estimated  that  about  six  hundred  children  make  use  of  the  field 
each  day.  Many  of  the  schools  of  the  upper  East  Side  of  Manhattan 
and  all  of  Queensboro  hold  their  field  day  games  at  this  field. 

CURTIS  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

The  Curtis  Athletic  Field,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  is  situated  at  New  Brighton,  Staten  Island,  adjacent  to 
the  Curtis  High  School,  overlooking  New  York  Bay.  It  is  an  ideal 
spot  for  an  athletic  field  and  is  fully  equipped  with  all  the  necessary 
accessories  required  for  an  institution  of  this  kind.  It  has  a  five-lap 
cinder  tracl«  in  the  best  condition  that  human  labor  can  produce,  a 
grand  stand  capable  of  seating  comfortably  twenty-five  hundred  people, 
dressing  quarters,  lockets,  shower  baths,  lavatories  for  both  boys  and 
girls,  three  tennis  courts  on  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  kept  in 
good   condition   and   always   available.      There   are   also   the  regulation

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base  ball  diamond,  foot  ball  and  soccer  fields.  It  is, estimated  that 
eight  hundred  boys  make  use  of  the  track  and  field  daily  from  April 
1st  to  October  15th.  During  the  spring  of  1913  there  were  at  least 
two  sets  of  school  games  held  daily  on  this  field,  and  in  addition 
to  these  games  many  base  ball  games  have  Deen  contested  for  both 
the  high  school  and  elementary  school  championships  ;  while  on  the 
tennis  courts  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  tennis  championship 
tournaments  have  been  played. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Dock  Commissioner,  many  schools  in 
the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  have  been  granted  free 
transportation  on  the  Municipal  Ferry,  plying  between  Manhattan  and 
Staten  Island.  This  has  been  a  great  help  to  many  of  the  schools 
on   the   lower  East  Side  of  Manhattan. 

Many  of  the  schools  have  taken  advantage  of  the  rule  allowing  one 
day  a  tear  to  hold  a  field  day.  It  was  not  an  uncommon  sight  to 
see  a  principal  take  his  entire  school,  including  boys  and  girls,  to  the 
Curtis  Athletic  Field  for  a  day's  outing.  The  result  of  these  outings 
to  such  a  beautiful  and  healthful  place  as  the  Curtis  Athletic  Field, 
has  worked  wonders  with  the  children,  and  if  it  were  not  for  the 
kindness  of  the  Dock  Commissioner,  it  would  have  been  almost  impos- 
sible for  the  children  to  avail  themselves  of  a  school  holiday  under 
the  supervision  of  the  principals  and  teachers  of  the  school  at  this  field. 

BROOKLYN  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

This  field  is  situated  at  Avenue  K  and  East  17th  Street,  on  the 
Brighton  Beach  Line  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit.  It  is  easily 
reached  from  all  sections  of  Brooklyn,  being  on  the  transfer  point. 

On  this  field  is  to  be  found  a  quarter-mile  cinder  track  with  a  220- 
yards  straightway  course,  two  base  ball  diamonds,  two  soccer  foot  ball 
fields,  two  basket  ball  courts  and  six  tennis  courts.  A  covered  grand 
stand,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  2,500  and  an  equipment  second  to 
none  in  this  part  of  the  country ;  shower  baths,  dressing  quarters, 
lavatories  and  locker  rooms  are  provided  for  the  accommodations  of 
the  attendants. 

Nine  hundred  and  fifty  (950)  children  make  use  of  this  field  daily 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  athletic  meets,  school  field  day  outings, 
basket  ball  and  base  ball  tournaments. 

SEVENTH  WARD  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

This  field  is  located  in  the  most  crowded  section  of  the  lower  East 
Side.     Thousands  of  children  make  use  of  this  field  during  the  year. 

School  field  day  meets  are  held  regularly  during  the  school  term. 
Tournaments  are  conducted  in  base  ball,  basket  ball  and  soccer  foot  ball. 

There  is  a  very  fine  twelve-lap-to-the-mile  cinder  track  and  a  large 
infield  which  may  be  used  for  many  kinds  of  athletic  activities.  The 
field  is  equipped  with  steel  lockers  and  all  kinds  of  athletic  material. 
A  two-story  building,  situated  on  the  northeast  corner  of  the  field,  is 
provided  for  dressing  quarters  for  all  those  attending. 

AFTER-SCHOOL  ATHLETIC  CENTERS. 

After-school  athletic  centers  were  opened  in  137  schools  throughout 

the   Boroughs   of  Manhattan,   Bronx,   Brooklyn,   Queens  and  Richmond,

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10,000  Boy  Demonstration  of  Physical 
Training  and  Applied'  Athletics 

By  C.  Ward  Crampton,  M.D., 
Secretary  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

At  the  suggestion  of  General  Wingate,  the  Elementary  Schools  Games 
Committee,  composed  of  representative  teachers  from  the  whole  city, 
considered  the  advisability  of  holding  a  great  demonstration  of  the 
physical  training  work  of  the  schools  and  the  after-school  athletics. 
It  was  decided  to  do  this,  and,  accordingly,  I  drew  up  a  plan  and  sub- 
mitted it  to  the  principals  of  the  schools,  asking  if  they  desired  to 
send  one  or  more  groups  of  forty-five  boys  to  take  part.  I  received 
applications  for  13,500  boys.     The  programme  was  as  follows : 

1.  Two-minute  Drill.     This  was  done  by  all. 

2.  Shuttle  Relay  Race.  One  hundred  teams  of  forty-five  boys  ran  a 
shuttle  relay  of  one  hundred  yards. 

3.  Standard  Broad  Jump  Relay.  One  hundred  teams  of  forty-five 
boys  jumped  in  turn,  so  that  the  position  of  the  last  boy  indicated  the 
total  jump  of  the  team. 

4.  Special  Event.  Interborough  All  Around  Combination  Relay.  A 
team  of  twenty-five  boys  was  selected  from  various  schools  in  each  of 
the  five  boroughs.  Each  boy  ran  in  turn  one  hundred  yards,  jumped  a 
hurdle  and  "chinned"  himself  on  a  bar  five  times.  This  event  was 
won  by  the  Manhattan  team. 

5.  Games.  Nine  pairs  of  teams  demonstrated  at  once  upon  the 
field,  base  ball,  basket  ball  and  soccer  foot  ball. 

6.  Hygienic  and  Mimetic  Exercises — 10,000  Boys.  These  exercises 
were  selected  from  the  new  course  of  study.  They  were  taught  to  the 
special  teachers  and  to  the  teachers  in  charge  of  the  various  teams, 
200  in  all.     They  were  then  taught  to  the  boys  throughout  the  city. 

Trial  demonstrations  were  held  and  the  pupils  trained  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  A.  K.  Aldinger  and  Emanuel  Haug,  who  was  specially 
assigned  to  this  office  for  this  purpose.  These  demonstrations  were 
held  in  Seward  Park,  Tompkins  Square  Park,  St.  Mary's  Park,  Cen- 
tral Park,  and  other  parks.  From  500  to  1,500  boys  attended  each, 
and  these  in  themsleves  presented  magnificent  demonstrations  of 
physical  training  work. 

The  preparation  for  this  demonstration  included  the  publication  of 
a  twelve-page  pamphlet  of  instruction  to  the  schools,  the  planning  of 
transportation,  including  for  each  school  a  detailed  description  of 
each  step  in  the  approach  and  departure  from  the  field,  and  the  issu- 
ance of  car  fares  provided  by  S.  R.  Guggenheim,  Treasurer  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

To  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  boys  the  purpose  of  the  demon- 
stration,  which   was   training   for   health  rather   than   for   competition,, 
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each  boy  was  given  a  set  of  training  roles.  In  addition,  each  boy  wa3 
given    Instructions    how    to    make    a    sanitar;  out    of    a

They  are 
given  to  you,  subject  to  your  parents'  approval,  so  that  you  may  get 
into  the  habit  of  following  them  now  and  for. the  rest  of  your  lives, 
for  they  are  just  as  good  for  men  as  they  are  for  boys. 


Training  Rules. 

Go  to  bed  at  9  o'clock,  after  a  thorough  wash  and  a 
cold  splash  over  chest  and  trunk ;  teeth  and  gums  well 
scrubbed.     Clothes  and  books  ready  for  to-morrow. 

Bedroom  windows  open  top  and  bottom. 

Rise  not  a  minute  later  than  7  o'clock.  Go  through 
two-minute  drill  and  hygienic  exercises  for  demonstra- 
tion. Clean  face  and  neck  and  scrub  hands.  Finish  up 
with  a  big  cold  splash  and  hard  rub  all  over.

If  you  lose  weight  you 
lose  vitality  ;  stop  work. 

Before  school  look  yourself  over.  "Am  I  clean  from 
head  to  toe?  Are  all  my  clothes  clean  and  in  order 
down  to  the  skin?     Do  I  stand  up  like  an  athlete?"

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  SOCCER  FOOT  BALL. 

Instead  of  an  Interschool  Soccer  Foot  Ball  Tournament,  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  fostered  during  the  year  1913,  interclass 
tournaments  among  the  elementary  schools  of  the  city.  Any  school 
which  registered  its  tournament  early  in  the  fall  was  granted  a  silk 
banner  to  be  competed  for  among  its  classes. 

A  conference  was  arranged  to  which  all  the  teachers  in  charge  and 
officials  were  invited.  Dr.  G.  Randolph  Manning,  President  of  the 
United  States  Foot  Ball  Association,  assisted  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Association.  Mr.  Thomas  Cahill,  interpreted  the  rules  of  Soccer  Foot 
Ball  and  gave  interesting  talks  on  various  points  of  the  game.  The 
association  continued  its  support  throughout  the  season  by  securing 
the  services  of  its  members  as  officials  and  coaches  for  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League.  This  valuable  aid  tended  to  advance  the 
popularity  of  Soccer  Foot  Ball  among  New  York  school  boys.

SUNDAY  "WORLD"  FINAL  MEET. 

Held  at  Brooklyn  Athletic   Field,    Saturday  Afternoon, 
October  18,  1913. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  conducted  the  Tenth  Annual 
New  York  Sunday  World  Final  Meet  on  Saturday  afternoon,  October  18, 
at  the  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field,  Avenue  K  and  East  Seventeenth 
Street,  Brooklyn.  This  meet  was  the  final  of  167  individual  school 
meets  held  during  the  spring  of  the  year.  It  has  been  estimated  that 
60,000  boys  actually  competed  in  the  preliminary  meets,  and  fully  a 
quarter  of  a  million  children  witnessed  these  games.  The  final  meet 
was  composed  of  only  those  schools  (167)  which  had  held  a  Sunday 
World  Field  Dav  during  the  year.  An  entry  of  1.400  was  received  for 
the  various  events  and  about  6,000  spectators  were  present.  The 
athletic  performances  of  the  contestants  surpassed  any  of  the  former 
records  made  at  Sunday  World  Final  Meets. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  New 
York  Sundav  World  for  its  generosity  in  financing  these  Field  Days. 
Without  its*  financial  aid  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  many  of 
the  schools  to  hold  a  Field  Day  meet. 

Great  credit  should  be  accorded  Mr.  James  E.  Norton,  Field  Day 
editor  of  the  New  York  Sunday  World,  for  the  interest  he  has  shown  in 
this  branch  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  work. 

The  city  championship  was  won  by  Public  School  No.  10,  Manhattan, 
with  a  score  of  45  points  :  Public  School  No.  62,  Manhattan,  scored  25 
points,  and  Public  School  No.  9,  Brooklyn,  was  third,  with  8  points.

FLEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

Held  at  Madison  Square  Garden,   Saturday  Afternoon, 
December  20,  1913. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  conducted  the  Eleventh  Annual 
Elementary  Schools  Indoor  Track  and  Field  Championships  at  Madison 
Square  Garden  on  Saturday  afternoon,  December  20,  1913.  An  entry 
of  1.176  boys  was  received  for  the  sixteen  events  which  were  con- 
tested. These  boys  represented  eighty  schools  of  Greater  New  York 
and  an  attendance  of  fully   10.000   spectators   witnessed   the  game. 

Just  before  the  start  of  the  games  the  boys  were  marsnaled  in 
columns,  which  was  grouped  according  to  the  various  events  to  follow, 
and  marched  in  review  around  the  garden.  After  performing  several 
manoeuvres  they  formed  in  four  massed  battalions,  facing  Gen.  George 
W.  Wingate,  President  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  who 
occupied  a  box  on  the  Twenty-seventh  street  side  of  the  Garden, 
executed  "The  Salute  to  the  Flag"  and  sang  the  "Star  Spangled 
Banner."  in  which  the  great  audience  joined.  They  then  marched  to 
the  different  sections  of  the  amphitheater,  to  which  the  various  divisions 
were  assigned,  where  the  boys  were  arranged  according  to  the  heats 
that  followed. 

The  games  were  run  off  in  remarkably  fast  time,  considering  the  large 
number  of  competitors.  The  crowd  was  equally  well  handled  by  a 
detachment  of  men  from  the  Life  Saving  Service,  City  of  New  York, 
under  the  command  of  Quartermaster  J.  A.  Stevens.  A  squad  from 
the  Brooklyn  Training  School  assisted  in  this  work.  Music  was  fur- 
Dished  bv  the  boys'  band  from  Public  School  No.  21,  Manhattan.

Roberts,  and  many  others,  including  a  number  of  representatives  from 
foreign  countries.  All  of  these  expressed  their  pleasure  and  astonish- 
ment at  the  spectacle,  and  even  more  at  the  precision,  order,  and 
discinline,  with  which  it  was  conducted.

Which  ran  360  yards'  in  44 
seconds.

In  1904,  when  the  competitions  for  this  button  were  begun,  but 
1,162  buttons  were  won.  This  has  steadily  increased,  so  that  the 
number  who  qualified  during  1911  was  8,299.

SWIMMING  FOR  ALL  BOYS. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Department  of  Public  Buildings, 
Dr.  C.  Ward  Crampton,  Director  of  Physical  Training,  Department  of 
Education,  was  able  to  appoint  swimming  instructors  at  the  three 
Public  Swimming  Pools  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  to  teach  elemen- 
tary school  boys  how  to  swim.  The  pools  were  open  three  afternoons 
a  week  from  3  :30  to  5  :30  P.  M.  and  one  was  open  on  Saturday  morn- 
ings from  9  to  12  o'clock. 

This  work  was  started  as  an  experiment  on  January  15,  and  it  de- 
veloped into  one  of  the  most  popular  activities  that  the  Physical  Train- 
ing Department  had  instituted  for  the  boys.  The  attendance  at  the 
three  pools  and  the  number  of  boys  taught  to  swim  are  enumerated 
below  :

CLASS  ATHLETICS. 

Note — For  rules  on  Class  Athletics  see  Rules  II.,  III.,  V. 

The  system  of  competition  between  classes,  in  which  80  per  cent, 
of  each  class  must  participate,  and  the  average  of  all  constitutes  the 
record  which  has  been  organized  by  the  League,  has  become  very 
successful,  and  the  interest  which  is  taken  in  these  contests  has 
brought  into  them  such  a  large  number  of  boys  that  it  can  now  be 
justly  considered  one  of  the  boys'   "world's  greatest  competitions." 

In  the  "class  jumping"  alone  31,866  boys  belonging  to  1,138  classes 
and  115  schools  took  an  active  part.  There  were  27.781  boys  who 
competed  in  "chinning"  and  about  12,734  in  "class  running." 

On  account  of  the  great  magnitude  of  these  contests  they  are 
divided  into  three  separate  series.  The  broad  jumping  contest  is  held 
in  the  fall,  the  chinning  during  March  and  the  running  during  May. 

In  the  jumping  contest  each  boy  is  allowed  three  jumps ;  the 
highest  jump  made  by  each  are  aggregated  and  averaged.  The  highest 
aggregate  results  obtained  by  the  classes  in  the  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh 
and  Eighth  years  in  each  school  are  then  forwarded  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  League.  Unless  80  per  cent,  of  the  register  of  each  class  has 
competed  its  scores  are  not  considered.  After  the  scores  are  received 
the  highest  classes  in  each  borough  are  selected  and  then  tested  by 
the  officials  of  the  League.  Unless  on  this  test  they  obtain  an  equal 
or  higher  record  than  that  which  constituted  the  record  forwarded, 
such  record  is  not  allowed  and  another  class  is  substituted. 

In  the  "chinning"  contest  the  same  procedure  is  gone  through  with. 

In  "class  running"  the  boys  are  lined  up  back  of  the  starter.  As 
the  first  runner  crosses  the  finish  line  the  judge  standing  there  signals

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Sunday  "World"  Field   Days 


More  than  60,000  boys  from  the  grammar  grades  of  New  York 
public  schools  competed  in  the  athletic  games  of  the  Ninth  Annual 
Season  of  Sunday  World  Field  Days  that  began  on  April  11  and  con- 
cluded October  18.  This  goes  beyond  the  record  of  any  previous  year 
for  these  games  and  forms  an  unparalleled  chapter  of  achievement  in 
public  school  athletics.  While  the  number  of  competitors  in  the  meets 
were  but  a  few  thousand  more  than  in  1913,  the  number  of  children 
who  actually  participated  in  the  day's  recreation  this  year  in  the  field 
days  of  very  many  of  the  schools  included  practically  the  entire  school, 
with  mass  drills,  gymnasium  calesthenics,  and  folk-dancing  added 
to  the  regular  Sunday  World  programme  of  athletic  events.  If  the 
children  who  participated  in  these  exhibitions  were  included  in  the 
■quota  of  participants  in  each  school's  Sunday  World  Field  Day  this 
year  the  number  would  not  be  less  than  100,000. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-four  schools  of  the  city  took  full  advantage 
of  the  Sunday  World's  offer  this  year  to  assist  them  to  each  have  a 
day  of  athletic  sports  for  their  grammar  grade  boys. 

The  prizes  provided  by  the  Sunday  World  for  these  games  consisted 
of  3,872  medals — 1,936  of  silver  and  a  like  number  of  bronze — 174 
banners  awarded  as  class  trophies,  and  fifteen  special  banners.  The 
Sunday  World  printed  programmes  for  each  event,  containing  the 
numbered  lists  of  all  the  contestants  officially  entered  for  games. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Sunday  World  made  its  usual  offer  to  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  to  assist  150  of  the  elementary  schools 
of  the  city  to  each  have  a  field  day  of  athletic  games  during  the  spring 
term  of  school  as  preliminaries  to  the  Sunday  World  grand  final  meet 
in  October.  Though  the  offer  was  at  first  limited  to  150  schools,  the 
demand  proved  so  much  greater  than  this  that  176  schools  were  finally 
admitted  to  the  privilege  of  entering  for  the  field  days.  Of  these  174 
schools  held  meets  between  April  1  and  June  27.  As  a  few  of  the  larger 
schools,  having  entry  lists  that  in  some  cases  went  beyond  1,000 
contestants,  held  more  than  one  meet  the  actual  number  of  meets 
held  for  the  Sunday  World  prizes  this  year  was  181. 

At  many  of  the  meets  this  year  there  were  added  events  for  girls, 
run  separately  from  the  boys'  events,  and  usually  for  prizes  given  by 
the  school  athletic  organizations,  though  the  Sunday  World  con- 
tributed for  these  events  250  bronze  pins  and  a  number  of  banners. 

In  the  181  meets  of  the  year  more  than  1.600  teachers  acted  as 
officials  of  the  games.  The  principal  of  the  school  in  most  cases  was 
referee  of  his  school's  games.  The  athletic  contests  were  witnessed  by 
no  less  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  children. 

The  entry  lists  from  very  many  of  the  schools  were  very  large  this 
year  as  compared  with  their  total  enrollment  of  grammar  grade  boys. 
Some  schools  had  more  than  90  per  cent,  of  their  boys  in  the  games 
and   more   than  50   schools   entered   75   per  cent,   of  their   enrollment. 

Some  huge  meets  were  held  by  the  larger  schools  of  the  city.  Fol- 
lowing are  some  of  the  schools  that  had  great  numbers  of  contestants 
in  their  games,  the  figures  given  being  the  actual  number  of  boys  who 
•were  entered  and  competed  in  the  events,  and  do  not  include  those 
taking  part  only  in  mass  drills,  Base  Ball  games  or  other  events  not 
on  the  regular  programme  of  athletic  contests.

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  NO.  188  WINS  CITY  PLAQUE. 
The  Sunday  World  All  City  plaque  again  goes  to  School  No.  188, 
Manhattan,  Edward  Mandel,  principal ;  Samuel  Mandel,  director  of 
athletics.  This  plaque  is  awarded  each  year  to  the  school  in  the  city 
that  wins  the  point  score  in  all  the  year's  field  days.  These  points  are 
counted,  first  for  largest  percentage  of  entries  as  compared  with  school 
enrollment,  and  second  for  scores  made  in  the  games  as  compared 
with  P.S.A.L.  records.  These  scores  must  be  verified  by  an  official  of 
the  district;  league.  Last  year  School  No.  188  won  this  trophy.  It 
then  had  an  entry  list  of  1,350  boys,  in  its  games,  94  per  cent,  of  the 
grammar  grade  enrollment  of  the  school.  With  the  enlargement  of  the 
school  registration  it  increased  its  entry  list  in  this  year's  games  to 
1,922,  a  number  never  before  equalled  by  a  single  school  in  a  single  set 
of  athletic  games  in  this  citv.  The  register  in  the  grammar  grades  at 
Public  School  No.  188  this  year  is  2,140,  so  its  1,922  competitors  in  its 
field  day  comprise  more  than  90  per  cent,  of  the  registration. 

SUNDAY  "WORLD"  WALKING  CLUBS. 

In  the  school  year  just  closing  4,280  boys  and  nearly  1,000  girls  in 
public  schools  of  the  city  were  organized,  under  their  teachers'  super- 
vision, in  walking  clubs  to  compete  for  Sunday  World  prizes.  This  is 
the  fourth  year  of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club,  conducted  under 
the.  auspices  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  of  New  York  City. 
The  year  was  divided  into  four  prize-winning  quarters,  in  each  of 
which  the  organized  walking  squads  were  required  to  walk  stated 
distances  as  follows  in  order  to  win  the  pedestrian  medal  :  For  boys — 
100  miles  in  the  quarter  in  no  less  than  six  tours,  silver  medal  or 
bronze  medal  with  mileage  pendant ;  75  miles,  prize  medal  and  pendant  ; 
50  miles,  bronze  medal.  Girls  received  medals  for  25  miles,  walked  in 
the  first  quarter,  and  in  subsequent  quarters,  pendant  bars  to  attach 
to  the  medal,  or  a  special  medal.  Walking  tour  maps,  covering  all 
districts  of  the  city  and  its  immediate  suburbs,  were  furnished  to  the 
squads. 

Squads  were  organized  and  competed  for  the  Sunday  World  prizes  in 
the  following  schools  :

WINGATE  TROPHY. 
Presented  by  Mr.  Rodman  Wanamaker  to  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
of  Greater  New  York,  1909,   in  honor  of  Gen.   George  W.   Wingate,  President 
of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  of  Greater  New  York,  as  a  recognition 
of  his  work  in  furthering  the  cause  of  schoolboy  athletics. 
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The  largest  enrollments  of  pupils  in  these  walking  clubs  was  at 
School  No.  43,  Brooklyn,  95  Boerum  street,  James  A.  O'Donnell,  prin- 
cipal. There  during  the  year  111  squads  were  organized  and  competed 
for  the  Sunday  World  prizes.  The  total  number  of  boys  in  these  squads 
was  864.  In  the  final  quarter  of  the  year  just  closed  320  boys  walked 
in  the  tours  (25  walked  more  than  150  miles)  ;  32.  75  miles  or  more, 
and  112,  50  miles  or  more  taken  by  squads  in  Public  School  43,  and  of 
these  262  win  Sunday  World  medals — 118  for  walking  100  miles  or 
more.  - 

Next  to  No.  43,  School  No.  25,  Brooklyn^  Lafayette  avenue,  near 
Sumner  avenue ;  Irving  A.  Hazen,  principal,  had  the  largest  walking 
club  registration— 420  pupils  in  36  squads.  Great  interest  was  taken 
in  the  walks  in  this  school,  under  Mr.  Hazen's  direct  supervision. 

In  School  No.  109,  Manhattan,  28  squads  were  organized,  with  a 
total  membership  of  240  boys.  School  No.  25,  Bronx,  149th  street 
and  Union  avenue,  enrolled  during  the  year  288  boys  in  36  squads, 
with  S.  S.  Ginsberg  squad  leader.  School  No.  25,  Manhattan,  in  the 
quarter-year  just  ended  had  23  squads. 

Bronx  School  No.  12,  Westchester,  had  160  boys  and  girls  in  squads, 
and  the  interest  in  the  walks  was  keen,  four  teachers  acting  as  super- 
visors of  the  tours  taken  by  the  squads. 

THE  SUNDAY  "WORLD"  WALKING  CLUB,  P.  S.  A.  L. 

RULES   AND   INSTRUCTIONS. 
For  Boys'  Squads. 

The  Sunday  World  Walking  Club  movement  was  inaugurated  in  Sep- 
tember, 1910,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
of  New  York  on  plans  proposed  by  General  George  W.  Wingate,  presi- 
dent of  the  league. 

Any  elementary  public  school  in  the  City  of  New  York  may  organize 
branches  of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club.  These  branch'  organiza- 
tions— the  units  that  make  up  the  complete  city-wide  organization — 
are  designated  as  Squads  of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club. 

Organization  of  Boys'  Squads. 

Eight  members  constitute  a  squad,   including  the  captain. 

Squads  may  be  organized  at  any  time  in  the  Walking  Club  year. 

There  is  no  limit  placed  on  the  number  of  squads  that  may  be  organ- 
ized in  a  school. 

A  squad  organizes  by  electing  one  of  its  members  captain  and  filing 
its  entry  list  with  the  Sunday  World  and  the  P.  S.  A.  L.  on  blanks 
furnished  by  the  Sunday  World.  » 

If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  a  squad  it  can  be  filled  bv  the  squad  electing 
anew   member,    whose   name    must    be    sent   promptly    to   the    Sunday

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No  walk  will  be  recorded  except  in  squad  and  certified  by  the  cap- 
tain of  the  squad  on  the  tour  report  blanks  as  to  distance  and  time 
consumed,  and  this  must  be  countersigned  by  the  teacher  or  other 
adult  person  accompanying  the  squad.  A  majority  of  the  squad  must 
be  present  on   every   walk. 

No  walk  will  be  recorded  for  a  distance  of  less  than  two  miles. 

The  average  speed  in  all  walking  contests  must  not  be  less  than  two 
miles  an  hour. 

It  is  left  with  the  squad  to  choose  its  ow«  tours,  with  the  assistance 
and   approval   of   the   teacher  or   squad   Supervisor. 

The  Sunday  World  will  publish  in  its  columns  from  time  to  time 
itineraries  of  pleasant  and  educational  tours  for  the  Walking  Clubs  in 
and  about  the  city,  and  will  furnish  to  captains  of  the  squads  bulletins 
suggesting  good  walks. 

The  Squad  Captain. 

He   shall   be   elected   by  a   majority  vote   of   the   squad. 

His  election  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  principal  of  his  school. 

His  election  takes  effect  on  notice  from  the  Sunday  World  that  the 
squad  has  qualified  for  membership  in  the  Walking  Club. 

His  term  of  office   shall  expire  on  July   1. 

Each  squad  captain  is  responsible  for  the  proper  behavior  of  his 
squad. 

The  squad  captain  can  be  removed  from  office  by  the  principal  on 
complaint  of  a  Supervisor  for  misconduct  or  incompetence.  In  this 
case  the  principal  may  appoint  his  successor  to  serve  until  the  fol- 
lowing July  1. 

The  example  set  by  the  captain  as  to  conduct  and  interest  in  the 
work  of  his  squad  is  an  important  factor  in  the  success  of  the  Walking 
Club  and  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  it  by  all  its  members. 

A  captain  who  cannot  preserve  a  friendly  comradeship  and  prevent 
bickering  in  his  squad  is  not  fit  for  its  leadership. 

He  must  exercise  his  authority  as  a  good  friend  and  comrade  of  all 
the  members  of  his  squad. 

He  must  always  be  ready  to  consult  with  his  teacher  as  to  the  best 
means  to  perform  his  work. 

It  is  his  duty  to  call  the  squad  together  for  tours  and  for  elections 
to  fill  vacancies. 

For  every  tour  he  shall  serve  a  written  notice  on  each  member  of 
the  squad  in  substance  as  follows  : 

The   (name  of  squad)   will  walk  to on   (date), 

leaving   (name  of  exact  place  where  the  squad  will  assemble  to 

begin  its  tour)    at    o'clock.     You  are  directed  to   be  present  at 

the  starting  point  not  later  than    o'clock. 

This  notice  should  be  in  the  hands  of  members  of  the  squad  not 
later  than  eighteen  hours  before  the   hour  of  starting   on  the  tour. 

In  case  a  squad  captain  is  unable  to  accompany  his  squad  on  a  tour 
he  may  delegate  his  work  to  another  member,  with  the  approval  of  his 
teacher   or  the   Supervisor. 

The  Quarterly  Prizes. 

Bronze  and  silver  medals  and  bar  pendants  will  be  the  prizes 
awarded  for  each  quarter  of  the  Walking  Club  year.  (See  special  prize 
bulletin.) 

The  regular  Walking  Club  bronze  and  silver  medals  are  of  the  pen- 
dant chain  variety,  constructed  so  as  to  be  linked  together,  the  medal 
and  four  bar  pendants  making  the  complete  chain.  The  pendants  are 
lettered  to  show  the  mileage  for  which  the  prize  is  awarded.  The 
special  Walking  Club  medal  is  a  handsome  bronze  pin. 

Captains  of  squads  will  be  notified  in  advance  of  each  quarter  period 
as  to  the  number  of  miles  to  be  walked  in  that  period  to  win  a  prize. 
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Members  who  walk  more  than  half  of  the  distance  required  to  win 
a  prize  in  any  one  quarter  shall  have  20  per  cent,  of  the  distance  thus 
walked  counted  on  their  next  quarter's  score. 

When  prizes  additional  to  the  above  are  offered  announcement  wil2 
be  made  in  the  bulletins  and  in  the  Sunday  World. 

Supervision  of  Squads. 

The  success  of  the  Walking  Club  movement  depends  largely  on  the 
interest  the  teacher  takes  in  it.  He  can  use  it  as  a  very  effective 
means  of  increasing  interest  in  the  schoo^  and  class,  as  well  as  in 
affording  the  pupils  under  his  charge  an*  opportunity  for  physical 
improvement  and  an  extended  knowledge  of  the  vastly  interesting  city 
and  its  beautiful  surroundings. 

Whenever  it  is  possible  for  a  teacher  to  accompany  a  squad  from  his 
own  class  on  its  tours  he  has  an  opportunity  to  increase  the  friendly 
relationship  between  himself  and  his  pupils. 

A  teacher  or  other  adult  person  approved  by  the  school  principal 
must  accompany  the  squad  on  each  walking  tour  as  Supervisor. 

Two  or  more  squads,  however,  may  agree  to  go  on  the  same  tour  at 
the  same  time.  In  this  case  it  is  only  required  that  one  Supervisor 
shall  accompany  the  entire  party.  In  these  joint  excursions  the  squads 
must   remain   together   during   the   entire   tour. 

The  Supervisor  is  required  to  sign  the  captain's  tour  report  before 
it  becomes  effective.  No  tour  will  be  recorded  except  those  correctly 
reported  and  countersigned  by  a   Supervisor. 

The  rules  and  information  contained  in  this  circular  refer  particu- 
larly to  the  boys'  squads  of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club.  The 
rules  applying  to  the  girls'  squads  are  contained  in  a  separate  bulletin 
which  will  be  furnished  on  application  to  the  Manager  of  Walking 
Clubs,  Sunday  Wortd,  Pulitzer  Building,  New  York  City.

CHAMPIONSHIP  GAMES. 

Held  at  the  47th  Regiment  Armory,   Brooklyn,   N.   Y.,   Saturday  After- 
noon,  January   31,   1914. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  conducted  the  Eleventh  Annual 
High  Schools  Indoor  Track  and  Field  Championship  games  at  the 
47th  Regiment  Armory  on  Saturday  afternoon,  January  31,  1914. 

Sixteen  of  the  high  schools  entered  their  track  and  field  teams, 
making  a  total  entry  of  over  four  hundred  boys  to  participate  in  the 
various  events  scheduled  for  this  championship  meet.  For  the  first 
time  since  the  organization  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  no 
records  were  broken.  All  of  the  events  were  well  contested  and 
spirited  finishes  were  witnessed  in  all  the  ti'ack  events.  In  the  run- 
ning high  jump,  F.  Eagan  of  Manual  Training  High  School  gave  a 
creditable  exhibiton  of  a  running  high  jump,  with  a  leap  of  5  feet 
8  inches,  which  was  necessary  for  him  to  do  in  order  to  win  the  event. 
He  was  pressed  hard  by  H.  Ritter  of  Stuyvesant  High  School,  who  was 
second  with  a  jump  of  5  feet  7  inches. 

The  City  Championship  was  won  by  Stuyvesant  High  School,  with 
a  score  of  24  points  ;  De  Witt  Clinton  High  School  was  second,  with 
22  points,  and  Manual  Training  High  School  third,  with  19  points.

HIGH     SCHOOLS      NOVICE     AND     CHAMPIONSHIP 

RELAY  GAMES  AND  EVENING  HIGH 

SCHOOLS    CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

Held  at  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field,  Saturday,  May  16,  1914. 
Eighteen  out  of  the  nineteen  public  high  schools  in  Greater  New 
York  were  represented  in  the  High  School  Relay  Championship  and 
Novice  Track  and  Field  Games  and  Evening  High  School  Meet  at  the 
Brooklyn  Athletic  Field,  Avenue  K  and  East  Seventeenth  Street, 
Brooklyn.  It  was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  that  no  prizes  were  awarded  in  the  meet  under  the 
League  auspices.  The  schools  competed  for  a  trophy,  which  was  won 
by  Morris  High   School,  which  has  a  well  balanced  team.    The  games 
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are  held  annually  as  a  preliminary  to  the  track  and  field  champion- 
ships, and  by  this  means  the  coaches  of  the  various  high  schools 
are   able   to   select  their  teams   for  the   championships. 

Competition  in  many  of  the  events  was  exciting  and  several  of  the 
finishes  found  the  leaders  close  together,  inches  separating  the  first 
and  second  boys.  The  times  in  the  track  events  were  excellent  for 
novice  runners.  F.  Robertson,  of  Evander  Childs  High  School,  who 
finished  fourth  in  the  Public  Schools  Cross-Countrv  Championships, 
was  one  of  the  four  double  winners.  He  won  the  half  and  one-mile 
runs  in  easy  fashion,  the  distances  in  2m.  14  4-5s.  and  4m.  51  2-5s., 
respectively.  He.  outclassed  his  field  in  each  event.  The  other  double 
winners  were  :  M.  Leman,  Curtis  High  School,  who  captured  the  100 
yards  junior  dash  and  220  yards  events ;  John  Moriarty,  Richmond 
Hill  High  School,  who  annexed  the  discus  throw  and  pole  vault,  and 
W.  Cotterell,  Eramus  Hall  High  School,  whose  victories  were  scored 
in  the  running  high  jump  and  120  yards  hurdles. 

In  the  relay  championships  the  honors  were  divided  between  the 
Morris,  DeWitt  Clinton  and  Newtown  Schools.  The  440  yards  relay 
brought  out  three  teams.  It  was  a  close  contest  throughout,  but  in 
the  last  hundred  yards  the  final  relay  of  the  DeWitt  Clinton  School 
drew  ahead  and  won  by  several  yards1  from  Stuyvesant.  with  Morris 
the  same  distance  behind  Stuyvesant.  The  Newtown  quartet  showed 
surprising  speed  in  the  half-mile  relay  and  in  a  spirited  finish  finished 
five  yards  behind  DeWitt  Clinton.  The  mile  race  furnished  a  thrilling 
contest,  with  Morris  and  DeWitt  Clinton  as  the  contenders.  At 
the  end  of  the  second  relay  less  than  two  yards  separated  the  teams, 
but  Harver  Fairley  obtained  a  big  advantage  for  Morris  in  the  third 
relay  and  sent  John  Bonaparte,  the  colored  runner,  on  the  last  lap 
with  a  ten-yard  advantage,  which  he  kept  at  the  end.  Owing  to  the 
absence  of  several  of  the  athletes,  the  field  events  of  the  Evening 
High  School  and  Trade  Outdoor  Championships  were  abandoned. 
New  York  Evening  High  School  runners  won  three  out  of  the  four 
events  decided,  including  the  mile  relay,  while  the  fourth  contest 
went  to   Brooklyn.

THE  OUTDOOR  RIFLE  SHOOTING  TOURNAMENT. 

For  the  second  year  an  Outdoor  Rifle  Shoot  was  held  on  the  State 
Rifle  Ranges  at  Peekskill.

During  the  year  ending  May  1,  1914.  there  were  399  marksmen 
qualifications  and  190  sharpshooter  qualifications  on  the  sub-target 
gun  machines.  To  qualify  as  a  sharpshooter  a  perfect  score  of  50 
had  to  be  made  ;  to  qualify  as  a  marksman,  45  or  better  was  necessary. 
An  appropriate  badge  was  adopted  as  the  insignia  for  marksmen  and 
sharpshooter  qualifications,  the  former  in  fironze  and  the  latter  in 
silver.  These  were  distributed  to  all  who  qualified.  In  awarding 
the  Wingate  Trophy,   the  points  scored  as  follows  : 

For  each  sharpshooter  qualification,  3  points ;  for  each  marksman- 
ship qualification,  2  points.  The  summary  of  the  qualifications  is  as 
followis  :

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Athletic  Rules 


RULE  I. 

ATHLETIC    MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  recognizes  as  athletic  members 
all  Public  School  boys,  members  of  Elementary  and  High  Schools, 
Evening  High  Schools  and  Evening  Elementary  Schools  of  New  York 
City,  who  take  part  in  athletic  competitions  that  are  given  under  the 
direction  of  the  League. 

RULE  II. 

DEFINITION     OF    AN     AMATEUR    AS     DEFINED     BY     THE    AMATEUR    ATHLETIC 

UNION    AND    ADOPTED    BY    THE    PUBLIC    SCHOOLS 

ATHLETIC    LEAGUE. 

Any  amateur  athlete,  not  a  resident  of  the  United  States,  desiring 
to  compete  in  any  athletic  competition  under  the  rules  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union,  must  apply  to  the  National  Registration  Committee 
of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  of  the  United  States  for  registration. 
He  must  submit  to  said  Committee,  through  the  Secretary  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union,  a  certificate  from  the  recognized  governing 
body  of  the  country  wherein  he  resides  that  he  is  an  amateur,  eligible 
to   compete   in  any   amateur    competition. 

Any  amateur  athlete,  a  resident  of  the  United  States,  desiring  to 
compete  in  amateur  competitions  in  any  other  country,  must,  before 
such  competition,  secure  from  the  National  Registration  Committee 
of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  of  the  United  Statees  a  permit  on 
petition  of  the  club  of  which  he  is  a  member  and  of  the  District 
Association  wherein  such  club  is  located,  that  will  authorize  him  to 
compete  as  an  amateur  in  any  other  country. 

Any  club,  a  member  of  any-  Association  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union  of  the  United  States,  which  sanctions  the  competition  of  any 
member,  or  any  team,  under  its  club  name  or  its  club  emblem,  in 
unregistered  sport  or  professional  contest,  or  which  persists  in  play- 
ing disqualified  athletes,  or  which  permits  professionals  to  compete 
under  its  auspices  in  any  competition  in  a  sport  over  which  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  assumes  jurisdiction,  where  such  competition 
is  announced  as  a  competition  between  amateurs,  shall  be  liable  to 
forfeit  its   membership  in   such   Association. 

SUSPENSION    OR    DISQUALIFICATION    OF    INDIVIDUALS. 

1.  Any  person  competing  or  exhibiting  at  open  sports,  or  any 
athletic  entertainment  that  is  not  given  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  or  of  one  of  its  allied  members,  shall  thereby 
disqualify  himself  from  competing  at  any  sports  given  under  sanction 
of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union. 

2.  The  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  whose  territory 
the  offense  was  committed  shall  have  the  power  to  reinstate  anyone 
so  disqualified,  if  it  shall  think  fit. 

3.  Athletic  meetings  promoted  by  companies,  incorporated  bodies, 
individuals  or  associations  of  individuals,  as  private  speculations  or  in 
conjunction  with  a  benefit  social  or  picnic  entertainment  are  not, 
unless  with  the  sanction  of  the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  whose  territory  such  meetings  are  to  take  place,  recognized 
by   the   Amateur   Athletic    Union,    and    any    athlete    competing    at   an 
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unsanctioned   meeting   shall   thereby    suspend   himself   from   all   games 
held   under  Amateur   Athletic   Union  Rules. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  or  exhibit  at  any  meet- 
ing, open  or  closed,  held  under  Amateur  Athletic  Union  Rules  while 
disqualified  or  under  suspension  of  this  Union,  or  any  of  its  active 
members. 

5.  Any  person  knowingly  competing  against  one  who  is  disqualified 
or  under  sentence  of  suspension  by  this  Union,  or  any  of  its  active  or 
allied  members,  shall  be  held  to  have  suspended  himself  until  the 
expiration  of  such  sentence,  or  for  such  period  as  the  Registration 
Committee  of  the  Association  in  whose  territory  the  offense  was 
committed    may  deem    proper. 

6.  No  person  who,  at  any  time  since  the  organization  of  the  A.A.U., 
has  knowingly  become  a  professional,  shall  be"  reinstated  as  an 
amateur. 

7.  No  application  for  reinstatement  to  full  amateur  status  shall 
be  entertained  unless  the  applicant  shall  have  abstained  from  all  pro- 
fessional conduct  for  two  years,  and  can  be  acted  upon  only  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  or  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 
A  two-thirds  vote  shaV.  be  necessary  for  reinstatement. 

8.  Any  person  receiving  compensation  for  services  performed  in 
any  capacity  in  connection  with  athletic  games,  or  in  an  athletic 
club,  will  be  ineligible  to  represent  such  club  in  games  under  the 
Tules  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  until  he  shall  have  permanently 
abandoned  such  employment. 

9.  Any  member  of  any  club  of  either  of  the  Associations  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  who  shall  have  been  expelled  from  said  club 
for  unpaid  indebtedness  shall  not  be  eligible  to  compete  in  any 
games  given  by  any  Association  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  or 
by  any  club  of  any  Association  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  until 
such  indebtedness  is  liquidated.  j 

10.  In  all  cases  where  an  athlete  receives  money  to  cover  traveling 
expenses,  whether  from  his  own  club  or  any  other  organization,  he 
shall  immediately,  upon  his  return  home,  send  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Registration  Committee  of  his  own  district  a  signed  statement 
showing  the  amount  received  and  an  itemized  account  of  his  expenses. 
When  any  money  is  paid  to  an  athlete  for  traveling  expenses,  the 
organization  or  committee  making  such  payment  shall  be  required  to 
take  a  receipt  therefor  in  duplicate,  containing  an  itemized  statement 
of  such  expenses,  and  forward  immediately  one  copy  thereof  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  which 
the  athlete  is  registered,  and  one  copy  thereof  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  whose  district  the 
meeting  is  held,  such  receipts  and  statements  to  be  kept  on  file  by 
said  Chairman  respectively.  Any  athlete  failing  to  promptly  forward 
the  statement,  as  required  above,  shall  be  liable  to  suspension ;  and 
any  organization  failing  to  secure  and  forward  the  receipt,  as  above 
provided,  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  or  refusal  of  sanction,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

11.  The  traveling  expenses  which  an  athlete  is  allowed  to  ask 
for,  receive  or  accept  are  limited  to  first-class  railroad  fare,  including 
parlor  car  and  single  berth  sleeping  car  fares  actually  paid,  and  the 
amount  actually  paid  for  meals  and  lodging,  which  amount  for  meals 
and  lodging  shall  not  exceed  $6.00  per  day  in  any  case  during  the  time 
necessarily  occupied  in  going  to  and  returning  from  a  meeting.  No 
traveling  expenses  or  pavment  of  any  kind  for  trainer,  rubber,  friend 
or  relative,  and  no  payment  for  loss  of  time  or  wages,  shall  be  asked 
tor  or  received  directly  or  indirectly.  Any  athlete  violating  this  rule 
shall   be  disqualified  from   further   competition   as   an   amateur. 

12.  An  athlete  who  permits  anyone  other  than  an  officer  of  the 
club  which  he  is  entitled  to  represent  in  competition  to  make  arrange- 
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ments   for   his   appearance   at  an   athletic   meeting   shall   thereby   dis- 
qualify himself  from  further  competition  as  an  amateur. 

RULE    III. 
(a)   General.  eligibility. 

Boys  taking  part  in  unsanctioned  events  render  themselves  liable 
to   suspension. 

Only  those  pupils  who  maintain  a  grade  of  scholarship  which  will 
entitle  them  to  promotion  (if  continued  without  improvement)  shall 
be  entitled  to  represent  the  school  in  athletics. 

No  pupil,  under  penalty  of  discipline  in  his  school,  shall  be  eligible 
to  represent  such  school,  the  Principal  of  the  school  to  be  the  sole 
judge  concerning  this. 

Only  those  pupils  who  are  in  good  standing  as  amateurs  shall  be 
eligible  to  represent  their  school. 

Boys  who  maintain  their  amateur  standing  may  participate  in  ath- 
letics during  the   summer   vacation. 

All  boys  are  considered  eligible  for  class  athletics,  and  also  for 
competition  limited  to  the  members  of  the  school  to  which  they  belong, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  their  principal. 

(o)   Elementary  Schools. 

Elementary  school  boys  are  allowed  to  represent  both  their  church 
and  their  school  in  athletics. 

No  boy  who  has  represented  any  outside  organization  shall  be 
eligible  to  compete  for  any  school  organization  of  this  League  until 
twenty  school  weeks  have  elapsed  from  the  time  of  such  competition, 
except  that  summer  schools  and  vacation  playgrounds  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  of  Education  and  public  playgrounds  under  the 
Park  Department  are  not  considered  outside  organizations.  Outside 
organizations  which  school  boys  may  not  represent  and  still  be 
eligible  to  represent  their  schools  are  such  as  athletic  clubs  with  a 
formal  constitution  and  by-laws,  Y.  M.  C.  A.'s,  Settlements,  Evening 
Recreation  Centers,  etc.  This  rule  is  also  intended  to  apply  to  the 
various  clubs  formed  within  these  organizations  ;  that  is,  a  boy  may 
not  represent  in  athletics  a  club  of  one  organization  against  a  club 
of  another  organization  and  still  be  eligible  to  represent  his  school, 
because  such  clubs  are  really  departments  of  these  organizations. 

No  elementary  school  pupil  coming  from  another  school  shall  repre- 
sent the  school  unless  he  has  attended  the  school  for  twenty  school 
weeks,  except 

(a)  He  has  been  promoted  from  one  school  to  another; 

(b)  He  has  been  transferred  from  one  school  to  another  by  order 

of   the    District    Superintendent   or   the   Board    of    Superin- 
tendents ; 

(c)  He  has  been  transferred  on  account  of  a  change  in  residence ; 

(d)  He  has  been  admitted  from  a  school  outside  the  public  school 

system  of  Greater  New  York. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  athletics,  elementary  boys  must  have 
received  for  the  month  previous  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  in  effort, 
proficiency,  and  deportment. 

Elementary  school  boys  are  allowed  to  «enter  one  event  only  at  any 
set  of  games. 

Spiked  shoes  not  allowed  in  any  athktic  competition. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Principal  of 
the  school. 
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INDUCEMENTS. 

No  school,  under  penalty  of  expulsion  from  the  league,  shall  through 
any  of  its  officers,  or  by  any  other  means,  directly  or  indirectly,  oner 
any  inducement  to  a  pupil  of  any  other  school  to  sever  his  connection 
with  such  school  for  athletic  purposes. 

PROTESTS. 

All  protests  referring  to  the  eligibility  of  the  contestant  must  be 
submitted  in  writing  to  the  Games  Committee  conducting  the  event. 

All  other  protests  must  be  submitted  to  the  referee  of  the  games, 
who  has  it  in  his  power  to  allow  the  protested  individuals  or  teams 
to  run  under  protest. 

No  protests  with  reference  to  scholarship,  amount  of  work,  time 
in  school  or  age  of  boys  shall  be  considered  when  the  same  have  been 
certified  to  by  the  Principal  by  his  signature  on  the  entry  blank.  Evi- 
dence as  to  any  of  these  points  may  be  presented  to  the  Principal, 
who  shall   have  full    power   to   pass   upon   it. 

In  case  of  a  boy  who  is  large  and  mature  for  his  age,  the  Prin- 
cipal shall  be  requested  to  look  up«the  record  of  his  birth  with  all 
possible  care,  as  a  precaution  in  case  he  is  protested,  and  have  him 
secure  a   birth   certificate   if   possible. 

In  case  of  impossibility  to  produce  birth  certificates,  all  evidence 
in  regard  to  age  of  pupil  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Games  Committee 
and  the  committee  shall  have  full  power  to  pass  upon  such  evidence. 

All  protests  must  have  been  mailed  to  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
the  league  within  24  hours  after  the  time  of  event  or  game  protested. 

In  case  a  boy's  amateur  status  is  questioned,  the  matter  shall  be 
referred  to  the  secretary  of  the  league  for  action. 

Any  boy  who  competes  in  games  or  events  that  are  not  sanctioned 
by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  renders  himself  liable  to  sus- 
pension, and,  if  he  persists  in  this  participation  in  unsanctioned 
events,  he  may  be  cut  off  entirely  from  competition  in  all  events  or 
games  given  under  the  sanction  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

By  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  school  boys 
competing  in  events  given  by  organizations  outside  the  league  are 
obliged  to  register  with   that  body. 

High   Schools. 

(a)  A   boy  is  eligible  to   represent  his  high  school   upon   entering 

by   promotion    from   a    New   York   City   Elementary    School. 

(b)  A  boy  who  has  attended  another  New  York  City  Public  High 

School   shall   be   eligible  at  the  end   of  twenty    (20)    school 
weeks. 

(c)  A  boy  entering  from  any  other  school  or  by  examination  shall 

be  eligible  after  twenty  (20)  school  days.  (See  rule  XV.) 
A  high  school  pupil  who  is  not  maintaining  a  grade  of  scholarship 
which  will  entitle  him  to  promotion  (if  continued  without  improve- 
ment) may  be  declared  ineligible  to  represent  his  school  in  athletics. 
Declaration  of  ineligibility  on  this  ground  shall  issue  from  the  Principal 
of  said  boy's  school.  A  boy  under  penalty  of  discipline  In  his  school 
may  be  declared  ineligible  to  represent  such  school.  Declaration  of 
ineligibility  on  this  ground  shall  issue  from  the  Principal  of  said  boy's 
school. 

No  boy  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  his  school  in  athletics  who  has 
not  placed  to  his  credit  14  hours  of  prepared  work  at  the  last  "mark- 
ing" date.  The  "marking"  date  shall  be  interpreted  to  be  the  day  set 
by  the  Principal  of  the  school  by  which  all  marks  for  all  boys  of  the 
school  shall  have  been  entered  on  the  official  records  of  the  school  to 
determine   all    boys'    standing.      In   determining   a    boy's    standing   for 
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athletic  eligibility  the  same  "marking"  date  shall  apply  to  all  mem- 
bers of  the  school  uniformly.  Shopwork,  drawing,  unprepared  com- 
mercial subjects  and  physical  training  shall  count  one  hour  for  two. 

No  boy  who  has  been  discharged  from  a  school  within  15  days  of 
the  date  of  the  regular  examinations  in  that  school  shall  upon  re-entry 
represent  that  school  without  qualifying  anew  under  Rule  3,  or  secur- 
ing approval  of  the  H.   S.   G.  C. 

No  boy  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  four-year  secondary  school  course 
shall  be  eligible  to  represent  any  high   school. 

A  graduate  of  a  three-year  course  in  the  bigh  schools  who  returns 
to  take  up  post-graduate  work  and  pursues  a  program  rf  fifteen  (15) 
hours  work  per  week  shall  not  be  debarred  from  competition  by  reason 
of  graduation  for  a  period  of  one  school  year. 

No  high  school  boy  who  has  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  shall 
be  eligible  to  represent  his  school  in  any  branch  of  athletics. 

No  boy  who  has  registered,  enrolled  or  matriculated  in  an  institu- 
tion above  the  grade  of  a  high  school  or  who  has  played  on  a  team 
of  such  an  institution  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  a  high  school. 

Only  those  boys  who  are  amateurs  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  their 
school.  Reinstatement  as  an  amateur  shall  be  made  by  the  H.  S.  G.  C. 
before  a  disqualified  boy  may  again  represent  his  school.  Disqualifica- 
tion for  professionalism  by  the  A.  A.  U.  shall  be  assumed  by  the 
H.  S.  G.  C.  to  establish  professionalism,  and  reinstatement  as  an 
amateur  by  the  A.  A.  II.  shall  be  accepted  by  the  H.  S.  G.  C.  The 
following    rules    are    guides    in    determining    profession qiism ; 

Boys  taking  part  in  events  unsanctioned  by  the  H.  S.  G.  C.  within 
the  limits  of  Greater  New  York  render  themselves  liable  to  suspension. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Principal 
or  the  school's  representative  on  the  H.   S.  G.  C. 

No  boy  who  has  bet  or  acted  as  agent  for  others  in  betting  on 
athletic  contests  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  a  high  school  for  one 
year  from  date  of  the  occurrence  of  the  act. 

The  same  rules  apply  to  second  and  other  teams  competing  in 
interschool  athletics   as   to  first  teams. 

Eligibility  for  intra-school  athletics  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Principal  of  the  school. 

Any  extraordinary  case  such  as  transfer  from  one  high  school 
to  another,  etc.,   shall  be  submitted  to  the  H.   S.  G.   C. 

A  medical  certificate  of  satisfactory  physical  condition  of  a  boy  is 
required  in  all  sports.      Such  a  certificate   is  good  for  one  year. 

Any  boy  who  has  matriculated  in  any  college  or  who  has  played  on 
a  college  team  shall  not  be  eligible  to  represent  a  high  school. 

RULES     OF     ELIGIBILITY     FOB     THE     EVENING     HIGH     AND     EVENING     TRADE 

SCHOOLS. 

I — Students  representing  the  evening  high  schools  in  any  athletic 
event  whatsoever  shall  be  amateurs  according  to  the  definition  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union. 

II — No  pupil  shall  be  qualified  to  participate  in  any  athletic  event 
for  a  school  until  he  shall  have  been  registered  for  a  minimum  period 
of  thirty  nights  prior  to  date  of  games.  This  constitutes  one-fourth 
of  the  entire  term,  and  no  pupil  shall  be  qualified  to  participate  at 
any  time  unless  his  standing  in  studies  is  satisfactory  to  the  Principal 
and  his  percentage  of  attendance  up  to  that  time  has  been  not  less 
than  eighty  per  cent. 

Ill — An  athlete  cannot  represent  an  Evening  High  or  Evening  Trade 
School  in  games  open  to  Evening  High  or  Evening  Trade  Schools  who 
has  within  one  year  competed  in  any  open  competition  as  an  athlete 
registered  in  the  A.  A.   U.  from  any  other  registered  athletic  club. 
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RULE    IV. 

CLASSIFICATION     OF     COMPETING     ATHLETES. 

Elementary  Schools. 

A  novice  in  an  elementary  school  is  an  athlete  who  has  never  won 
a  prize  in  competition  that  is  open  to  two  or  niore  elementary  schools 
or  organizations,  except  that  there  shall  be  three  classes  of  novices 
in  elementary  schools,  namely,  track,  field  and  aquatic,  and  the  loss 
of  noviceship  in  one  class  shall  not  debar  a  boy  from  competing  as  a 
novice  in   the   other   classes. 

In  track  and  field  events,  swimming,  skating^  etc.,  the  following 
classifications  are  made:  85  pounds,  100  pounds;  115  pounds; 
unlimited  weight. 

The  Games  Committee  may  arrange  special  classes  of  events  to 
meet  special  needs.  For  example  :  events  may  be  given  for  boys  who 
have  never  even  competed  in  a  sot  of  athletic  games  ;  or,  weight  classes 
may  be  arranged  othe*    than  those   regularly  prescribed. 

A  boy  must  be  accompanied  by  a  principal,  teacher,  or  an  authorized 
representative  from  his  school  at  time  of  weighing  in. 

High  Schools. 

A  novice  in  high  school  is  an  athlete  who  has  never  won  a  prize 
in  competition  that  is  open  to  two  or  more  secondary  schools  or 
organizations,  except  that  there  shall  be  two  classes  of  novices  in  high 
schools,  namely,  track  and  field,  and  the  loss  of  noviceship  in  one 
class  shall  not  debar  a  boy  from  competing  as  a  novice  in  the  other 
class.  Boys  entering  high  schools  from  elementary  schools  shall  be 
considered  novices  in  athletics. 

In  the  High  School  Novice  Championships,  a  boy  who  competes  in 
the  novice  meet  retains  his  noviceship  throughout  that  meet,  this  to 
include  novice  relay. 

Members  of  a  track  team  in  the  high  schools  that  win  a  trophy 
shall  not  lose  their  noviceship  unless  they  receive  personal  prizes. 

Where  junior  and  senior  events  are  given  in  high  school  games, 
boys  under  16  years  of  age  shall  be  considered  iuniors,  and  all  other 
boys  under  21  years  of  age  shall  be  considered  seniors.  The  boy's  age 
on  the  date  of  competition  shall  determine  the  class  in  which  he  shall 
compete  and  date  of  birth  of  the  junior  shall  be  entered  on  entry 
blank. 

In  events  where  weight  classes  are  used  the  following  classifications 
shall  be  recognized  :  100  pounds ;  120  pounds ;  unlimited  weight,  boys 
of  any  age. 

General. 

Boys  will  be  weighed  in  athletic  costume,  minus  shoes.  A  boy 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  weigh  in  a  second  time  in  any  set  of  games 
in  case  he  is  found  to  be  overweight  at  the  first  weighing.  The 
scales  will  be  set  at  the  weight  specified  for  each  class,  and  any  com- 
petitor raising  the  beam  so  that  it  touches  above  shall  be  ineligible 
to  compete.  The  average  weight  of  teams  will  not  be  taken  for  relay 
teams.  Boys  found  to  be  too  heavy  for  the  class  in  which  they  enter 
will  not  be  allowed  to   compete  in  any  other  class. 

Boys  entered  in  games  must  be  accompanied  by  a  principal,  teacher, 
or  an  authorized  representative  from  his  school  at  time  of  weighing-in. 

RULE  V. 

ATHLETIC    BADGE    COMPETITION. 

The  standards  have  been  set  as  follows  : 
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The  Athletic  Badge  Test  may  be  held  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

The  names  of  successful  boys  should  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  not  later  than  May  1.  During  the 
month  of  May  the  official  test  will  be  held. 

STANDARDS. 

Class  A. — Bronze  Badge. 

60-yard  dash,  8  3-5  seconds. 
Pull-up    (chinning  on  bar),  4  times. 
Standing   broad   jump,    5    feet   9    inches. 

Class  B. — Bronze  Silver  Badge. 

60-yard  dash,  indoors,   8  seconds 
(or)    100-yard  dash,   outdoors,    14   seconds. 
Pull-up    (chinning  on   bar),   6  times. 
Standing   broad  jump,    6  feet  6   inches. 
Note. — All    age,    weight   or    height    classifications    are    abolished    in 
the  Athletic   Badge   Test,    and   boys   are  given   a   Class  A   or   Class   B 
badge  according  to  their  qualifications. 

CONDITIONS. 

Only  those  boys  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Athletic  Badge  Test  who 
received  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  for  the  month  previous  in  effort,  pro- 
ficiency and  deportment,  and  who  are  making  satisfactory  effort  to 
secure  good  posture. 

In  order  to  win  a  badge  a  boy  must  qualify  in  all  three  events  in 
his  class. 

Winners  of  last  year's  badges  are  not  debarred  from  competition. 

RULES. 

The  following  general  rules  shall  govern  the  final  competition. 
There  shall  be  but  one  trial  chinning,  one  in  the  dashes  and  three  in 
the    jumps. 

60  Yards  Dash  and  100  Yards  Dash. — The  general  rules  of  compe- 
tition, as  set  forth  in  the  P.  S.  A.  L.  Handbook,  shall  govern  this 
test,   except  there  shall  be  no  finals. 

Chinning. — The  boy  shall  extend  himself  to  his  full  length  before 
and  after  each  pull-up,  and  shall  be  obliged  to  raise  his  body  without 
a  kick,  snap,  jerk  or  swing  to  such  a  height  as  to  bring  his  chin 
higher  than  the  bar. 

Jumping. — The  rules  of  the  P.  S.  A.  L.,  as  set  forth  in  the  Hand- 
book, Rules  XXV.  and  XXVII.,  shall  govern  this  test,  except  that, 
as  there  is  no  real  contest,  i.  e.y  there  is  no  striving  for  first,  second 
or  third  places,  the  finals  shall  be  dispensed  with.  With  reference  to 
false  starts,  a  competitor  shall  be  penalized  in  accordance  with  Rule  X. 

The  following  order  of  events  is  suggested  : 

Chinning,  Jumping,  Running. — As  the  first  two  events  can  in  most 
cases  be  tried  out  at  the  schools,  thus  leaving  the  smallest  possible 
number  of  boys  to  take  the  third  test  of  running,  which  must  of 
necessity  be  held  at  some  armory  or  athletic  field. 

No  boy  shall  be  admitted  into  any  contest  who  has  not  received 
a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  for  the  month  previous  in  effort,  proficiency 
and  deportment,  the  Principal  of  the  school  to  be  sole  judge  in  this 
matter. 

Duplicate  lists  of  the  successful  competitors,  classified  as  "A"  and 
"B,"  should  be  made  out  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League.  One  copy  should  be  fo'rwarded  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  League,   and  the   other  placed  on   file  in  the  school. 

The  Athletic  Badge  Competition  shall  take  place  once  a  year,  and 
the  reports  must  be  sent  in  before  May  1. 
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The  Juniors  of  the  elementary  schools  shall  receive  a  Bronze 
Athletic  Badge ;  the  Seniors  in  elementary  schools  shall  receive  a 
Bronze  and  Silver  Athletic  Badge. 

The  Winthrop  Trophy  will  be  awarded  for  one  year  to  the  school 
that  qualifies  for  the  Athletic  Badge  and  highest  percentage  of  its 
enrolled  grammar  boys  (fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  year  pupils). 
Boys  below  the  fifth  year  may  compete  for  the  Athletic  Badge  but  are 
not  to  be  counted  in  determining  the  schools  percentage.  The  school 
reporting  the  highest  percentage  in  the  Athletic  Badge  competition 
will  be  officially  tested,  and  if  the  percentage  attained  at  the  official 
test  is  still  higher  than  any  other  reported  percentage,  the  school  will 
be  awarded  the  trophy.  If,  however,  in  the  official  test  the  school 
falls  below  other  reported  percentages  these  other  schools  will  be 
tested  in  the  order  of  their  standing  until  a  school  is  found  whose 
official   percentage  is   higher   than   any   other   reported   percentage. 

Each  school  is  expected  to  conduct  its  own  tests.  If  assistance 
is  required,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
P.   S.  A.   L. 

Badges  can  be  secured  only  through  the  Supply  Department  of 
the  Board  of  Eudcation.  Requisition  for  the  same  is  to  be  made 
in  the  usual  manner. 

High  Schools — 

220-yard   run,   28   seconds. 

Pull-up    (chinning  on  bar),  9  times. 

Running  high  jump,   4  feet  4   inches. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  the  Athletic  Badge  competition,  a  high 
school  boy  must  maintain  the  same  scholastic  standing  that  is  required 
in  other  branches  of  athletics. 

The  competition  for  Athletic  Badges  in  each  high  school  shall  be 
in  charge  of  the  school's  representative  on  the  High  Schools  Games 
Committee.  He  shall  forward  the  names  of  the  successful  candidates 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  League  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  League  for 
this  purpose. 

The  high  school  boys  shall  receive  a  Silver  Athletic  Badge.  These 
tests  may  be  held  twice  each  year  in  high  schools,  but  no  boy  shall 
receive  more  than  one  badge  during  any  school  year. 

Reports  must  be  sent  in  before  June  1. 


RULE   VI. 

CLASS    ATHLETICS. 

Athletics  for  All  the  Boys — 

In  this  form  of  athletics  a  record  is  made  by  the  whole  class  instead 
of  by  an  individual. 

At  least  80  per  cent,  of  the  boys  enrolled  in  the  class  must  take 
part  in  order  to  have  the  record  stand. 

The  number  taking  part  must  not  be  less  than  twelve. 

Trophies  to  be  held  one  year  will  be  awarded  in  each  Borough  by 
the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  to  the  5th,  6th,  7th  and  8th  year 
classes  for  the  best  Class  Records  made  in  each  of  the  following  events. 

Standing  broad  jump,  tested  in  the  fall. 
Pull-up,  or  "chinning,"  tested  in  the  winter. 
Running,    tested  in   the   spring. 

(Distances   for   running:    5th   year.   40   y*ards ;   6th    year,   50   yards; 
7th  year,  60  yards;   8th  year,   80  yards.) 
Classes  may  be  tested  as  follows  : 
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STANDING    BROAD    JUMP. 

The  best  record  made  in  three  trial  jumps  is  taken  for  eacb  boy. 
The  class  record  is  determined  by  adding  tiie  individual  records  and 
dividing  the  total  by  the  number  of  boys  competing.  Jumping  must 
be  done  from  a  line."  Many  schools  cannot  have  a  "take  off"  without 
considerable  inconvenience. 

PULL-UP CHINNING. 

A  boy  shall  be  obliged  to  raise  bis  body  without  a  kick,  snap,  jerk 
or  swing  to  such  a  height  as  to  bring  his  chin  higher  than  the  bar 
and  there  shall  be  a  momentary  pause  before  each  pull-up. 

KUNNING. 

In    order    to    lessen    the    possibility    of    error    in    timing    the    com- 

ftetitors,  the  following  method  has  been  adopted :  The  boys  are 
ined  up  behind  the  starting  mark  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  to 
run ;  the  timer,  who  also  acts  as  a  starter,  stands  at  the  finish  line 
and  gives  the  signal  for  each  boy  to  start.  As  the  first  runner  crosses 
tbe  finish  line  the  second  runner  is  given  the  signal  to  start.  As  the 
last  boy  crosses  the  finish  line  the  watch  is  stopped.  The  record  is 
found  by  dividing  the  time  elapsed  by  the  number  of  boys  competing. 
If  an  ordinary  watch  is  used  the  first  boy  should  be  started  when 
the  second  hand  is  over  the   ,460M   mark. 

Blanks  will  be  furnished  for  reporting  the  tests,  which  are  to  be 
sent  in  as  follows  : 

Standing  broad  jump,  on  or  before  December  1. 
Pull-up,  on  or  before  March  15. 
Running,    on   or   before   May   15. 

Each   school   is   expected   to    conduct   its   own   tests. 

All  boys  are  considered  eligible  for  Class  Athletics,  subject  to  the 
approval' of  the  Principal. 

When  the  records  are  all  in.  the  three  classes  in  each  Borough 
having  the  best  records  for  their  grade  will  be  tested  officially.  If 
a  record  is  then  made  better  than  any  other  record  sent  in.  the  trophy 
will  be  awarded  to  the  class  making  it.  If.  however,  the  records  made 
at  the  official  test  are  lower  than  "other  reported  records,  the  classes 
will  be  tested  in  order  until  a  record  is  made  at  an  official  test  that 
is  higher  than  any  other  reported  or  official  record. 

The  trophies  are  perpetual.  They  are  in  the  form  of  a  shield,  with 
bronze  plates  for  encraving  the  names  of  schools  that  win  them  from 
time  to  time.  These  trophies  are  offered  for  competition  once  each 
year.  Each  school  winning  a  trophy  will  receive  an  engraved  certifi- 
cate as  its  permanent  propertv. 

This  form  of  athletics  is  especially  desirable,  as  it  gives  every 
boy  an  opportunity  to  take  nart.  and  the  size  of  the  school  does 
not  in  any  way  affect  the  chances  of  winning  a  trophy. 

The  boys  should  practice  by  themselves  in  the  yard,  on  the 
street,  at  home,   or  elsewhere,   prior  to  the  tests. 

Frequent  preliminary  tests  are  recommended. 

RULE  VII.

The  number  of  entries  allowed  from  each  school  shall  be  determined 
upon    by    the   Elementary    Schools    Games    Committee. 

The  distance  for  any  midget  race  shall  not  exceed  440  yards  for 
the  team  and.  wherever  possible,  it  is  recommended  to  have  the  race 
limited    to    360   yards    for   the    team. 

Two  substitute  entries  shall  be  allowed  on  each*  relay  team ;  such 
entries  to  be  made  in  regular  form  on  entry  blanks  and  to  be  printed 
on  the  programme.  The  entrance  fee  will  be  10  cents  per  boy  includ- 
ing substitutes  on  relays.  Two  substitute  entries  shall  be  allowed 
on  each  relay  team.  Boys  entered  as  substitutes  shall  not  be 
entered  in   regular  events. 

No  substitute  entries   shall  be  allowed  in  individual   events. 
There    will   be    a    trophy    for    the   all-around    championship    at   each 
meet,   the   school   scoring  the  greatest  number   of   points   in  each   meet 
to  win  the  trophy  for  that  meet. 

A  boy  winning  a  City  Championship  in  any  branch  of  sport  will 
be  allowed  the  privilege  of  having  a  circle  around  the  school  emblem 
on  their  athletic  shirt  distinguishing  them  as  a  City  Champion. 
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The  points  are  scored — for  individual  and  relay  events  alike— on 
a  basis  of  5  points  for  firsts,  3  for  seconds,  2  for  thirds,  and  1  for 
fourths.  All  the  events  on  the  programme  count  toward  the  all-around 
championship  trophy. 

Gold,  silver,  and  bronze  medals  will  be  given  to  those  finishing 
first,   second,    and   third,   respectively,   in   each   event. 

The  signature  of  the  Principal  must  appear  on  all  entry  blanks.

Ball  Guide,  shall  be  used,  but  time  shall  be  fifteen  (15)  minute 
halves   with  ten    (10)    minutes   intermission,    except:

Boys  weighing  not  to  exceed  95  pounds,  and  boys  weighing  not  to 
exceed  125  pounds. 

The  weighing-in  for  basket  ball  shall  be  done  at  the  beginning  of 
the  basket  ball  season  by  the  Borough  Representative  on  the  City 
Committee  in  each  District  Athletic  League.  Boys  weighing  within 
the'  prescribed  limits  at  that  time  shall  be  eligible,  as  far  as  weight  is 
concerned,  throughout  the  tournament. 

Members    of    teams    must    have    received    for    the    month    previous 
to  any  games  in  which  they  play,  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  in  effort,  pro- ' 
ficiency    and    deportment.      Public    Schools    Athletic    League    Rules    of 
eligibility   shall  apply   in   basket   ball,   the   same   as  in  other   branches 
of  athletics. 

All  boys  who  play  at  any  time  during  the  tournament  must  be 
weighed  in  on  the  date  set  by  the  borough  representative.  In  order 
that  teams  may  not  be  handicapped  by  disqualifications  of  players  on 
account  of  scholarship,  deportment,  etc..  fifteen  boys  may  be  weighed 
in,  ii  desired,  and  the  boys'  signatures  shall  be  recorded.  The  players 
mu  t  be  selected  from  these  boys.  If.  for  any  cause,  a  player  becomes 
ineligible,  he   cannot  be   reinstated   during  the  tournament. 

In  each  District  Athletic  League,  if  not  otherwise  determined  by  said 
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league,  the  chairman  of  the  Games  Committee  thereof  shall  have  full 
power  to  arrange  and  conduct  its  games.  _, 

The  Borough  Representative  on  the  City  Committee  shall  call  a 
meeting  of  the  teachers  in  charge  of  the  teams  that  have  won  district 
championships  in  his  borough  and  together  they  shall  arrange  the 
schedule  of  games  to  determine  the  borough  champions.  The  borough 
lepresentative  shall  be  chairman  at  this  meeting. 

Representatives  of  the  District  Athletic  Leagues  shall  send  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  the  names  of  the  winning 
teams  in  their   districts. 

Each  borough  representative  on  the  City  Committee  must  send  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  the  name  of  the  team 
winning  the  championship  of  his  borough.

The  teams  consist  of  five  boys,  there  being  also  a  separate  contest 
for   second    teams.

RULE   XI. 
Rules  Governing  the  Tennis  Tournament. 

Each  school  shall  be  represented  by  three  players  for  singles  and 
one  team  for  doubles. 

The  boys  who  play  in  the  singles  shall  not  compete  in  the  doubles  in 
the  same   match. 

A  schedule  shall  be  arranged  between  the  schools  during  the  tourna- 
ment. 

Each  team  shall  play  each  other  team. 

Each  match  shall  consist  of  three  single  matches  (best  two  sets 
out  of  three)    and  one  match  of  doubles. 

Each  match  of  singles  shall  count  one  point  and  the  match  of 
doubles,  two  points.

RULE  XII. 

ENTRIES. 

All  entries  for  competitions  held  under  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League    must    be    made    on    the    entry    forms    adopted    by    the    league. 

These  entry  forms  must  be  carefully  filled  out  and  must  be  signed 
by  the  Principal  of  the  school;  otherwise,  they  shall  be  rejected,  ao 
post   entries   shall  be   received. 

RULE  XIII. 

SANCTIONED   EVENTS. 

All  events  or  games,  whether  given  by  public  schools  or  othor 
organizations,  that  are  open  to  public  school  boys,  must  be  sanctioned 
by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

Any  championship  emblem  accepted  by  any  school  of  the  league 
should  state  specifically  the  nature  of  the  championship  and  of  what 
organization   the   recipient   is   champion. 

No  sanctions  shall  be  granted  for  elementary  schools  events  to  be 
conducted  during  evenings  by  non-educational  institutions. 

The  following  conditions  must  be  complied  with  before  sanction 
can  be  given  by  the  league  : 

A  club  or  organization  giving  a  public  school  event  must  secure 
the  sanction  before  announcing  same. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  race  will  be  held  must  be  printed 
plainly   on   the   entry   blank. 

At  least  ten  days  before  the  event  takes  place  the  names  of  the  con- 
testants must  be  submitted  to  the  secretary  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic   League   for  approval  or  disapproval. 
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In  accepting  this  sanction,  the  club  or  organization  agrees  to  abide 
by  the  decision  of  the  Games  Committee  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  in  so  far  as  the  eligibility  of  the  different  contestants  or 
schools  is  concerned. 

Promoters  of  athletic  meets  must  distinctly  state  whether  the 
scholastic  event  is  open  to  the  public  schools  of  Greater  New  York 
or  the  Public   Schools  of  the   United   States. 

The  secretary  will  notify  all  schools  of  the  class  invited  of  every 
event  for  which  sanction  has  been  issued.  i 

All  protests  as  to  eligibility,  etc.,  will  be  settled  by  the  Games 
Committee  of  the  Public   Schools  Athletic  League. 

When  an  event  is  sanctioned  and  prizes  duly  announced,  the  event 
must  be  run  and  prizes  awarded  according  to  announcement. 

RULE  XIV. 

RECORDS. 

No  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  the  performance  has  been  timed 
by  at  least  three  timekeepers  or  measured  by  at  least  three  field 
judges. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  investigate  every  performance  to  which 
their  attention  is  called,  and  shall  reject  any  performance  which  shall 
not  be  supported  by  the  affidavits  of  at  least  six  witnesses,  including  the 
officials,  certifying  as  to  the  place,  time  of  day,  state  of  weather, 
condition  of  path  or  field,  force  and  direction  of  wind,  level  or  grade 
of  grounds,  weight,  measurement  and  material  of  implement,  and  cor- 
rectness  of  announced   time  or   distance. 

In  hurdling  events  the  competitor  must  clear  every  hurdle  and  all 
the  hurdles  must  remain  standing ;  otherwise  no  record  shall  be 
allowed. 

A  record  made  at  any  championship  meet  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  shall  be  known  as  a  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
record.  A  record  made  at  a  meet  sanctioned  by  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League,  but  not  open  to  all  schools,  shall  be  known  as  an 
interscholastic  record.

By-Laws 


ARTICLE    I. 

OBJECTS. 

Section  1.  The  particular  object  for  which  the  corporation  is 
formed  is  to  promote  useful  athletics  and  gymnastics  among  the 
attendants  in  the  elementary,  high  and  collegiate  departments  of 
public  educational  institutions  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  co-operate  with  and  support  athletic  associa- 
tions, provide  athletic  grounds  and  teachers,  organize  games,  offer 
prizes  and  conduct  competitions. 

ARTICLE   II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Membership  shall  consist  of  Annual,  Life  and  Hon- 
orary   members,    and    of    Patrons. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upward  may 
become  an  Annual  member  upon  being  elected,  and  upon  payment 
of  $10.00   per  year. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  by  paying  $250.00  at  any  one  time  may 
become  a  Life  member. 

Sec.    4.      Honorary   officers  and   members   may   be   elected. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  paying  $100.00  in  one  sum  may  become  a 
Patron. 

Sec.  6.     Candidates  will  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  7.  Membership  confers  upon  a  member  no  ownership  in  any 
property  of  the  league  itself. 

Sec.  8.  Each  member  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a  certificate  of  membership,  bearing  the  corporate  seal  of  the  league, 
signed  by  the  President   and    Secretary. 

Sec.  9.  The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  payable  on  the 
first  day  of  January  in  each  year  in  advance.  In  case  of  the  failure 
of  any  member  to  pay  such  dues  within  ninety  days  after  notice 
shall  be  sent  to  him  by  the  Secretary,  his  membership  shall  cease. 

Sec.  10.  Any  member  guilty  of  ungentlemanly  conduct,  or  of 
intentional  violation  or  habitual  neglect  of  any  by-laws,  rule  or 
regulation  of  the  league,  or  conduct  prejudicial  to  the  interest  of  the 
league,  may  be  suspended  or  expelled  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Executive  Committee  after  an  opportunity  has  been  given  him  to  be 
heard  before  it.  No  such  action  shall  be  taken  against  him  for  any 
of  these  causes  until  the  charges  made  against  him  shall  have  been 
reduced  to  writing,  filed  with  the  Secretary,  and  a  copy  thereof  served 
upon   him. 

ARTICLE   III. 

DIRECTORS. 

Section  1.  A  Board  of  Directors,  which  may  not  exceed  40  mem- 
bers, shall  have  control  and  the  management  of  the  affairs  and  funds 
oi  the  league,  and  except  as  hereinafter  provided  shall  hold  office 
for  three  years. 

Sec.  2.  The  directors  named  .in  the  articles  of  the  association  shall 
be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes ;  the  first  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  three  years,  the  second  for  two,  and  the  third  for  one. 
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Sec.  3.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which  may 
Dccur  in  their  body  from  time  to  time  until  the  next  annual  election. 

Sec.  4.  At  each  annual  meeting  the  offices  of  the  directors  whose 
terms  then  expire,  and  also  all  vacancies,  shall  be  filled  by  election 
by  the  members. 

Sec.  5.  The  High  Schools  Games  Committee  and  the  Elementary 
Schools  Games  Committee  shall  each  be  entitled  to  name  annua.ly  a 
representative  as  director  of  the  league,  who  shall  hold  office  for 
one    year. 

Sec.  6.  The  president  of  the  Girls'  Branch  of  the  league  and  of 
such  other  branches  or  auxiliary  leagues  as  shall  be  authorized  so 
to  do  by  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  ex-officio  directors  of  the 
league. 

Sec.  7.     Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  league,  for  the  election  of 
directors,  and  for  such  other  matters  as  may  properly  come  before 
it,  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  December  in  each  year  due 
notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  sent  by  the  secretary  to  each  mem- 
ber.    Election  shall  be   by  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  At  any  meeting  of  the  league  ten  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   V. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  league  shall  consist  of  a  President 
First,  Second  and  Third  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer  and  Secretary' 
The  office  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  held  by  one  person. 
All  Officers,  except  the  Secretary,  must  be  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  league  shall  be  annually  elected  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be  held  after  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  league.  They  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
directors  and  until  others  are  elected  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the  office 
and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Directors  and  of  the  league' 
The  President  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all  committees  with  a 
right  to  vote. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  or  in  case  of  his  inability 
to  act,  the  First  Vice-President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Second  Vice- 
President,  and  in  case  of  his  absence  the  Third  Vice-President  shall 
discharge  his  duties.  Should  all  three  be  absent  from  any  meeting,  the 
Directors  and  members  present  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to 
act  as  Chairman,  who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  President  for 
the  time  being. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  league,  of 
the  Directors  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  keep  the  minutes 
of  the  proceedings,  recording  ayes  and  nays  upon  all  questions  where 
such  a  vote  shall  be  demanded  by  any  Director.  He  shall  conduct  and 
preserve  all  correspondence,  serve  all  notices,  and  perform  the  usual 
duties  of  the  Secretary.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  the  papers 
relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  league. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  the  moneys 
and  securities  of  the  league.  He  shall  collect  and  disburse  all  its 
moneys,  keep  accounts  of  his  transactions,  and  make  a  written  report 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  league  at  its  annual  meeting  and 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  such  time  as  it  may  require,  except 
salaries  and  other  sums  specially  authorized  by  the  Directors  or  the 
Executive    Committee,    he    shall    pay    no    claim    against    the    league 
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exceeding  $100.00,  unless  the  same  are  first  approved  by  the  President. 
He  shall  deposit  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  league  to  its  credit  in 
an  account  to  be  opened  in  its  name,  and  keep  in  a  bank  to  be 
designated   by   the   Directors. 

Sec.  7.  The  Directors  may  at  any  time  require  the  Treasurer  to 
give  security  in  such  amount  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of 
the  President,  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  two  Directors  appointed 
annually  by  the  President,  which  shall  have  all  powers  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  when  not  in  session.  This  committee  may  meet  and  transact 
business  at  the  time  specified  for  any  meeting  of  the  board  without 
further  or  other  notice,  and  shall  also  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent.    Three  of  this  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Finance  Committee  con- 
sisting of  three  Directors,  which  shall  devise  and  report  ways  and 
means  for  the  support  of  the  league,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
board.  It  shall  examine,  audit  and  certify  the  accounts  of  the  Treas- 
urer and  all  bills  and  claims  against  the  league,  except  for  salaries 
and   sums  specially  authorized   by  the  board  or  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  No  claim  against  the  league  exceeding  $100.00,  save  those 
above  excepted,  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  until  the  same  shall 
have  been   first  approved  by   the  President. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Games  Committee  to  con- 
sist of  three  directors  and  of  the  other  persons  nominated  by  the  High 
Schools  Games  Committee,  the  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee 
and  the  Girls'  Branch  of  the  league,  which  shall  have  general  super- 
vision over  all  games  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  league,  and 
shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  have  the  power 
to  veto  any  rules  made  by  the  committees  mentioned  in  Section  5  of 
this  Article  which,  in  its  opinion,  are  in  conflict  with  the  proper 
standard  of  eligibility  or  approved  rules  of  amateur  athletics. 

The  Chairman  of  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee,  and  of  the 
Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  of  the  league,  and  also  the 
President  of  the  Girls'  Branch  thereof,  or  such  other  person  as  shall 
be  annually  nominated  by  said  committees  and  branch  in  lieu  of  their 
Chairman  or  President,   shall  be  members  of  said  committee. 

Said  committee  may  associate  with  it  other  persons  who  may  or 
may  not  be  directors. 

Sec.  5.     There  shall  be  the  following  committees : 

(a)  A   High    Schools   Games   Committee. 

(b)  A    Board    of    Coaches. 

(c)  An  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee. 

1.  The  High  Schools  Games  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Coaches 
shall  each  consist  of  a  representative  from  each  of  the  High  Schools 
in  New  York,  to  he  appointed  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
League  in  January  of  each  year,  by  the  Principal  of  each  high  school. 

2.  The  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  shall  consist  of  one 
representative  from  each  District  League  in  New  York  to  be  nom- 
inated by  such  league  as  above  prescribed. 

3.  Each  Principal,  District  League  or  other  authority  appointing  a 
representative  to  any  of  these  committees  may  at  any  time  during 
the  service  of  such  representative  substitute  another  person  in  his 
place  by  written  appointment  to  the  Secretary  of  the  league. 

4  .The  High  Schools  Games  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  juris- 
diction over  all  athletics  in  the  high  schools  in  respect  to  competi- 
tions held   under   the   auspices   of   the    league   except   shooting,   which 
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shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Board  of  Coaches.  Sanction  for  high  school 
contests  and  for  contests  between  the  high  schools  of  New  York  City 
and  other  secondary  schools  shall  lie  with  the  High  Schools  Games 
Committee. 

5.  The  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  shall  have  charge  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  athletics  in  the  Elementary  Schools  in  respect 
to  competitions  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  league. 

6.  Each  committee  shall  organize  itself  by  the  election  of  such  officers. 
as  it  shall  deem  proper  and  establish  regulations  for  its  procedure. 
It  may,  except  as  provided  in  Section  4  of  this  Article,  prescribe  the 
rules  under  which  the  athletic  contests  in  its  charge  sliall  be  con- 
ducted. 

7.  The  decisions  of  each  of  such  committees  shall  be  final,  except 
chat  whenever  a  decision  is  made  by  any  thereof  upon  a  question 
which  effects  more  than  one  school,  the  Principal  of  any  school  con- 
sidering itself  aggrieved  thereby  may  appeal  to  said  Games  Com- 
mittee. On  such  appeal  the  latter  committee  may  either  act  upon  the 
record  before  the  committee  whose  decision  is  appealed  from  or  take 
other  evidence,   or  both,  in  its  discretion.      Its  decision  shall   be   final. 

The  Games  Committee  of  the  league  is  also  empowered  to  investi- 
gate any  matter  in  connection  with  any  games  or  exercises  held  undei 
the  auspices  of  the  league  which  in  its  opinion  may  be  in  violation  of 
the  rules  of  the  league  or  of  the  laws  of  athletics.  In  case  anything 
objectionable  shall  be  ascertained  it  shall  refer  it  for  action  to  the 
Principal  of  the  school  affected.  If  action  satisfactory  to  the  Games 
Committee  shall  not  be  promptly  taken  the  Games  Committee  may  act. 

Sec.  6.  The  Girls'  Branch  shall  have  charge  and  jurisdiction  over 
all  athletics  for  girls  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  league.  It  shall 
organize  itself  by  the  election  of  such  officers  as  it  shall  deem  proper 
and  establish  regulations  for  its  procedure.  It  may.  except  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  4  of  this  Article,  prescribe  the  rules  under  which 
the  athletic  contests  in  its  charge  shall  be  conducted. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

NOTICES. 

Section  1.  All  notices  to  members,  and  also  all  notices  to  all 
officers  and  directors,  shall  be  sufficiently  served  if  mailed  to  them 
at  the  address  given  by  them  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  respec- 
tively. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  1.  Woman's  and  other  auxiliary  and  associate  leagues 
may  be  established  under  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1.  These  by-laws  may  be  changed  or  amended  by  the 
unanimous  vote  or  written  consent  of  all  the  Directors  without  pre- 
vious notice  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board.  Also  by  a  vote  of  two- 
tnirds  of  all  the  Directors  at  any  meeting,  provided  notice  specifying 
the  intended  change  shall  have  been  given  at  a  previous  stated 
meeting,  or  such  notice  shall  have  been  served  on  each  Director  at 
least  five  days  before   the   meeting.

ARTICLE    I. 

THE    NAME. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Athletic  Association  op 
Public  School  No.  ,  Borough  of  . 

ARTICLE   II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  advance  and  direct  clean 
athletics   among  the   pupils   of   this   school. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  The  members  of  this  association  shall  be  those  teacher* 
and  pupils  who  agree  to  work  for  the  honor  of  the  school  in  this 
direction. 

Sec.  2.  Any  public  spirited  citizen  interested  in  the  development  of 
athletics  in  this  school  may  be  elected  to  membership. 

Sec.  3.     The  regular  membership  dues  shall  be  five  cents  per  month. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS.       ELECTION   AND   DUTIES. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,   Secretary,   Treasurer,   and  Assistant  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  Officers  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Friday  of 
October  term. 

Sec.  3.  The  regular  duties  of  officers,  as  stated  in  Cushing's 
Manual,   shall    be   recognized  in  this  association. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the 
school.  . 

Sec.  5.  The  Principal  of  this  school  shall  have  absolute  veto 
power  in  all  matters  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  V. 

COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  two  regular  committees  known  as  the 
Executive   Committee   and   the   Games    Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  regular 
officers  and  one  representative  from  each  of  the  upper  four  grades. 

Sec.  3.  The  Games  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  athletic 
competitions. 
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ARTICLE   VI. 
CONDUCT    OF    MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  Any  member  doing  that  which  will  bring  discredit  on 
the  school  may  be  reprimanded  or  suspended  by  vote  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

All  things  that  are  dishonest  or  discourteous  are  accounted  aa 
detrimental.  * 

Sec.  2.  No  person  who  is  a  member  of  this  association  and  who 
is  under  eighteen  years  of  age  shall  smoke.  Violation  of  this  ruJe 
shall  involve  suspension. 

ARTICLE  VII.     - 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting,  provided  sucb  amendment  shall  have 
been   approved   by    the    Principal    of   the   school. 
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Hints  on  Training 


1.  Always  warm  up  slowly  and  cool  off  gradually  when  finished. 

2.  Stop   practice   before  you  are  exhausted. 

3.  Dress  lightly  for  practice  or  competition,  but  put  on  warm 
clothing   at   once    when   you   have    finished. 

4.  Practice  regularly  ;  a  little  each  day,  if  possible. 

5.  Have  regular  hours  for  eating  and  sleeping. 

6.  Don't  Smoke. 

TRAINING    SCHEDULE. 
For  Runners. 

(a)  Warm  up;  never  fail  to  do  this. 

(b)  Practice  five  or  six  starts.  Before  taking  the  line  trot  a  dozen 
steps  up  the  track  and  back.  On  the  start  run  at  full  speed  about 
twenty  yards ;  slow  up  gradually  and  walk  back  to  the  line. 

(c)  Wait  a  minute;  take  a  few  deep  breaths;  trot  a  few  steps  and 
repeat  the  start,  running  a  few  yards  further  than  before.  After 
two  or  three  trials  put  as  much  speed  as  possible  into  the  start, 
run   moderately  for  a   few  yards  and   finish  at  top  speed. 

(d)  Once  a  week  run  your  full  distance  at  top  speed.  This  may 
be  done  oftener  for  distances  under  100  yards. 

(e)  Always  end  practice  by  walking  about  until  breathing  becomes 
nearly  normal ;  then  take  a  rub-down  and  dress. 

For  Jumpers. 

(a)  Warm   up. 

(b)  Devote  a  large  part,  of  the  practice  to  getting  the  "take  off* 
properly. 

(c)  Decide  which  foot  you  will  jump  from,  then  starting  on  this 
foot  from  the  "take  off"  run  back  six,  eight  or  some  even  number  of 
strides  and  mark  off  the  spot  where  you  strike  on  your  last  stride. 
Let  your  jumping  foot  strike  this  mark  in  the  run  to  the  "take  off." 
Run  with  the  natural  stride  until  the  last  two  paces,  which  may  be 
lengthened  a  few  inches.  If  you  do  not  hit  the  "take  off"  right, 
move  vour  starting  mark  backward  or  forward  by  just  the  distance 
that  you  go  over  or  fall  short.  Some  jumpers  have  two  marks.  This 
is  often  helpful ;  the  first  mark  serving  as  a  guide  to  bring  the  jumper 
to   the  second  mark  on  the  proper  stride. 

(d)  At  first  try  easy  jumps,  raising  the  knees  quickly  and  as  high 
as  possible  when  the  jump  is  being  made.  Practice  this  until  you 
learn  hoTv  to  lard  and  to  control  your  body  while  in  the  air. 

(e)  Do  not  try  for  height  or  distance  in  the  high  and  broad  jump 
more  than  once  or  twice  a  week,  and  take  a  good  rub  down  and  drees 
quickly  when  you  have  finished  practicing. 

For  Shot  Putters. 

(a)  Warm  up  by  swinging  the  arms,  bending  the  body  and  springing 
forward,  at  the  same  time  giving  the  body  a  sharp  turn  forward  and 
to  the  right. 

(b)  Practice  should  be  done  from  a   stand  so  as  to  get  the   spring 
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with  the  legs,  the  turn  and  lunge  of  the  body  and  the  heave  with  the 
shoulders. 

(c)  Before  making  a  put  always  limber  the  muscles  of  the  arm 
and  shoulder  by  stretching  the  arm  up  to  its  full  length. 

(d)  Use  a  light  shot  until  the  fundamental  motions  are   mastered. 

For  Hurdlers.  * 

(a)  Warm  up  and   practice   starts  the   same  as  for   running. 

(b)  Practice  with  one  hurdle  at  first  to  get  the  stride  and  to  over- 
come any  hesitancy  in  taking  the  hurdle. 

(c)  Go  no  higher  than  is  necessary  in  clearing  the  hurdle.  Both 
time  and   strength   may   be  saved  in   this  way. 

(d)  Later  practice  with  two  or  three  hurdles,  aiming  to  get  a  uni- 
form stride  between  the  hurdles  and  to  maintain  a  good  balance.  A 
good  preliminary  exercise  is  to  raise  the  legs  alternately,  bringing 
the  knees  to  the  level  of  the  armpit. 

(e)  Once  or  twice  a  week  take  the  full  number  of  hurdles  for 
time. 

Warming  Up  Program. 

(a)  Take  a  dozen  steps  rising  slightly  on  the  toes  at  each  step. 

(b)  Trot  a  dozen   steps.     Repeat,   swinging  the  arms  at  the  sides. 

(c)  Trot  thirty  steps,  lifting  the  knees  well  at  each  step.  Repeat, 
lifting  the  heels  high. 

(d)  Take  several  deep  breaths.  Now  trot  fifty  steps  at  a  good 
swinging  pace,  then  walk  fifty. 

(e)  Breathe  deeply. 

Always  do  this,  no  matter  what  your  event  may  be. 
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Laws  of  Athletics

RULE  II. 

GAMFS    COMMITTEE. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  have  general  supervision  over  the 
games,  but  it  shall  not  interfere  with  officials  in  the  performance  of 
duties  assigned  to  them  by  these   rules. 

If  possible,  it  shall  decide  all  protests  except  (a>  those  that  must  be 
settled  immediately  by  the  Referee.  <b)  those  concerning  a  boy's 
amateur  standing,  which  matter  must  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Public   Schools  Athletic  League. 

RULE    III. 

THE    REFEREE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Referee  to  decide  all  questions  relating 
to  the  actual  conduct  of  the  meeting,  whose  final  settlement  is  not 
otherwise  covered  by  these  rules. 

.the  Referee  may  change  the  order  of  events  and  add  to.  or  change, 
the  arrangements  of  heats.  After  heats  have  been  drawn,  however. 
U  not  be  allowed  to  transfer  a  contestant  from  one  heat  to 
another. 

If  a  foul  is  made  in  a  heat  other  than  the  final,  and  the  foul,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Referee,  is  intentional,  or  due  to  culpable  negligence, 
he  may  disqualify  the  contestant  guilty  of  fouling,  and  may  allow  the 
hindered   contestant,  or  contestants,   to   compete  in  another   trial   heat. 

In  a  final  heat,  however,  he  may  disqualify  the  competitor  who  is 
at  fault  and  shall  use  his  own  discretion  as  to  ordering  another  race 
between   the   competitors   hindered  by   the   foul. 

In  the  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events  where  the  competitors  can- 
not agree  on  method  of  settling,  the  Referee  may  decide. 
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Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner    whether  tmvar* 
competitors,  spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified  by  thl   vlTJll 
from  that  and  all  other  events  at  the  mSettag?

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RULE   VIII. 

RECORDER   OF   TIMES. 

The  Recorder  of  Times  shall  read  the  watch  of  each  of  the  Timers 
after  each  heat  and  shall  make  known  the  official  time  to  the  Referee 
of  the  nieiting  and  the  Official  Announcer.  In  the  case  of  a  new 
record  he  shall  be  careful  to  receive  the  signatures  of  the  Timers 
vouching  for  the  performance. 

RULE  IX. 

THE    TIMEKEEPERS. 

There  shall  be  three  Timekeepers.  They  shall  time  all  events  which 
are  recorded  by  time  and  shall  report  individually  to  the  Recorder  of 
Times  their   record  of  the  time  of  each   heat  and   race. 

Should  two  of  the  three  watches  mark  the  same  time  and  the  third 
disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the  two  watches  shall  be  accepted. 
Should  all  three  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the  intermediate  watch 
shall  be  accepted. 

If  two  watches  only  are  started  on  a  heat,  or  race,  and  they  fail 
to  agree,  the  longest  time  shall  be  accepted. 

To  have  a  record  allowed  three  watches  must  be  started  on  a 
heat  or  race. 

The  flash  of  the  pistol  shall  denote  the  actual  start  of  the  race 
or   heat. 

In  time  handicap  events  the  Timekeep:.-  shall  receive  the  time 
allowance  of  each  competitor  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  and  shall 
start  them  with  the  word  "GO." 

RULE   X. 

THE    STARTER. 

The  Starter  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  competitors  after  they  have 
been  assigned  to  their  marks  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

He  shall  start  the  heat,  or  race,  by  the  report  of  the  pistol,  except 
in  the  case  of  time  handicap  events,  when  the  competitors  shall  be 
started  by  the  Timekeepers  with  the  word  "GO."  The  following 
formula  shall  be  used  by  the  Starter  :  1.  Take  your  mark  ;  2.  Get 
set ;  .">.  The  report  of  the  pistol. 

Until  the  pistol  has  been  purposely  discharged  it  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered an  actual  start.  In  case  the  pistol  goes  off  accidentally,  the 
Starter  shall  recall  the  competitors  by  discharging  his  pistol  twice. 

The  Starter  shall  not  start  the  heat,  or  race,  until  he  receives  the 
signal  from  the  Referee  that  everything  is  in  readiness.  The  Referee 
may  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of  signalling  to  the  Starter. 

A  false  start  is  one  where  any  part  of  the  person  of  a  competitor 
touches  the  ground  in  front  of  his  mark  before  the  Starter  purposely 
discharges  his  pistol.  The  competitor  shall  keep  his  hands  behind  the 
mark  assigned  to  him. 

The  following  penalties  are  imposed  by  the  Starter  for  false  starts  : 
In  all  races  up  to  and  including  125  yards  the  competitor  shall  be 
put  back  one  yard  for  the  first  and  one  more  for  the  second  attempt ; 
in  races  over  125  yards  and  including  300  yards,  two  yards  for  the 
first  and  two  more  for  the  second  attempt :  in  races  over  3oo  yards 
and  including  600  yards,  three  yards  for  the  first  and  three  more  for 
the  second  attempt;  in  races  over  600  yards  and  including  1.000  yards, 
four  yards  for  the  first  and  four  more  for  the  second  attempt ;  in 
races  over  1.000  yards  and  including  one  mile,  five  yards  for  the  first 
and  five  more  for  the  second  attempt :  in  all  races  over  one  mile,  ten 
yards  for  the  first  and  ten  more  for  the  second  attempt.  In  all  races 
the  third  false  start  shall  disqualify  the  offender  from  that  event. 

Should    any    boy    attempt    to    advance    from    his    mark    after    the 
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Starter  has  given  word  to  get  ready,  the  Starter  shall  disqualify  him 
from  that  event. 

RULE  XI. 
THE    CLERK    OF   THE    COURSE. 

The  names  and  numbers  of  all  the  competitors  in  each  event  shall 
be  given  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course,  who  shall  call  them  by  name 
and   check  them  off  on   the   programme   immediately   before   the   event. 

After  the  competitors'  names  have  been  called,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Course  shall,  in  handicap  events,  assign  them  to  their  respective 
marks. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Course  shall  not  allow  any  competitor  to  start 
without  his  number,  except  with  the   consent  of  the   Referee. 

The  Assistant  Clerks  of  the  Course  shall  perform  whatever  duties 
are  assigned  them  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

RULE   XII. 
CHIEF    SCORER. 

The  Chief  Scorer  shall  keep  track  of  the  order  in  which  each  com- 
petitor finishes  and  also  the  time  for  the  event.  He  shall  also  keep  a 
tally  of  the  laps  made  by  each  competitor  in  all  races  round  a  turn 
and  shall  announce  by  means  of  a  bell  or  pistol  shot  when  the  leading 
man  is  entering  on  the  last  lap. 

The  Assistant  Scorers  are  subject  to  the  Chief  Scorer  and  shall 
perform   whatever  duties   are   assigned    them   by   him. 

RULE   XIII. 

THE    MARSHAL. 

The  Marshal  shall  prevent  any  but  officials  and  actual  competitors 
from  entering  into  the  inner  circle  or   remaining   therein. 

Any  competitor  entering  into  the  inner  circle  before  or  after  com- 
petition, and  not  there  for  the  purpose  of  competition,  must  leave 
the  inner  circle  when  requested  by  the  Marshal.  If,  after  the  second 
request,  the  competitor  still  refuses  to  leave,  the  Marshal,  or  his 
assistants,  must  report  the  matter  to  the  Referee  who  may  disqualify 
the  offender. 

The  Assistant  Marshal  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Marshal 
and  shall  assist  him  in  keeping  the  inner  circle  as  clear  as  is 
possible. 

RULE  XIV. 

OFFICIAL    ANNOUNCER. 

The  scorers  shall  make  known  to  the  Official  Announcer  the  results 
of  each  event  and  he  shall  announce  tnem  to  the  spectators. 

RULE  XV. 

OFFICIAL    REPORTER. 

The  Official  Reporter  shall  receive  from  the  Scorers  the  order  of 
finishing  and  the  time  made  by  the  competitors  in  the  running  events 
and  the  height  or  distance  covered  by  the  competitors  in  the  field 
events.  This  information  he  shall  immediately  make  known  to  the 
representatives  of  the  press. 

RULE   XVI. 

THE    INNER    CIRCLE. 

With  the  exception  of  officials  and  actual  competitors,  no  one  shall 

be  allowed  within  the  inner  circle.     Competitors  must  leave  the  inner 

circle   immediately   after   the   finish   of  their  event,   or  when  requested 
to  do  so  by  the  Marshal. 
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No  attendant,  friend  or  trainer  shall  be  allowed  to  accompany  the 
competitors  on  the  track  or  infield. 

RULE    XVII. 

THE    COMPETITORS. 

The   competitors    shall    report    to    the    Clerk    of   the    Course    at   the 
starting  pXt  of  each  competition,  after  they  have  been  called  to  the

RULE  XIX. 

THE    TRACK. 


The  distance  to  be  run  shall  be  measured  on  a  line  eighteen i  inches 
outwlrd  from'  the  inner  edge  of  the  track  This  edge  shall  be  a 
solid  curb  raised  three  inches  above  the  level  of  the  tracK. 
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In  straightaway  races,  distance  shall  be  measured  In  a  direct  line 
from  the  starting  mark,  to  the  finishing  line. 

In  indoor  races  on  board  floors  courses  may  be  marked  plainly  (with 
whitewash)   on  the  track. 

RULE  XX. 

The  Course. 

In  straightaway  races  the  competitor  must  keep  his  own  course 
from  start  to  finish.  In  these  races  separate  courses,  called  lanes, 
shall  be  laid  out  for  each  competitor  by  means  of  stakes  driven  into 
the  ground,  to  which  cord  or  wire  is  attached  and  which  are  placed 
about  fifteen  yards  apart. 

In  all  races  the  competitors  must  not  cross  to  the  pole,  or  inner 
edge  of  the  track  until  he  is  at  least  two  strides  in  advance  of  his 
nearest  competitor. 

In  all  championship  races  positions  shall  be  drawn  for,  numbering 
one,  two,  three,  and  so  on,  from  border  out,  and  the  drawing  shall 
be  in  the  names  of  the  schools.  The  Clerk  of  the  Course  shall  then 
allot  positions.  The  school  having  the  first  choice  shall  have  the 
position  next  the  pole,  or  inner  edge  of  the  track,  the  school  having 
second  choice,  second  position  and  so  on,  the  schools  alternating,  so 
that  if  possible,  there  will  not  be  two  contestants  from  the  one 
school  in  the  same  heat. 

In  championship  events  on  straightaway  tracks,  the  drawing  shall 
be  by  schools,  and  the  Referee  shall  see  that  no  two  contestants 
from  the  same  school  shall  start  in  one  heat.  There  shall  be  a 
drawing  for  the  choice  of  lanes,  the  school  winning  first  choice  se- 
lecting whatever  lane  the  first  runner  for  that  school  desires,  the 
school  having  second  choice  the  next  best  lane  and  so  on. 

In  handicap  events  the  contestants,  when  called,  must  take  any 
lane  assigned  them  by  the  Clerk  of  the   Course. 

RULE  XXL 
The  Finish. 

The  finish  of  a  course  shall  be  represented  by  a  line  between  two 
finishing  posts  drawn  across  and  at  right  angles  to  the  sides  of  the 
track  and  four  feet  above  which  shall  be  placed  a  tape  attached  to 
both  finishing  posts. 

The  finish  of  any  race  shall  be  counted  when  any  part  of  com- 
petitor's body,  except  his  hands  and  arms,  shall  reach  the  finish  line. 

No  competitor  shall  be  considered  to  have  finished  unless  his  en- 
tire body  shall  have  crossed  the  finish   line. 

RULE  XXII. 
Relay  Racing. 

A  line  shall  be  drawn  twenty  feet  in  front  of  each  starting  line 
Between  these  two  lines  each  runner  must  touch  the  succeeding  run- 
ner. Failure  to  do  this  shall  disqualify  the  team  in  that  event 
There  shall  be  Judges  of  Relay  Racing  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to 
see  that  all  touches  are  properly  made. 

The  same  rules  with  reference  to  fouling,  coaching  or  impeding 
a  runner  in  any  manner,  apply  to  relay  racing  as  to  other  running 
events. 

In  the  case  of  a  handicap  relay  race,  the  boy  on  the  first  relav 
is   granted   the  total  handicap  allowed  each   team. 

Only  those  boys  are  allowed  to  run  in  the  final  heat  of  a  relay 
race  who  have  competed  in  the  trial  heats. 
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RULE   XXIII. 
Handicap  Rules. 

The  handicap  allowed  in  the  different  races  shall  not  exceed  one- 
tenth  of  the  distance  to  be  run ;  for  instance,  the  limit  in  the  50 
yards  dash  shall  be  5  yards,  in  the  100  yards  dash,  10  yards. 

The  limit  in  the  pole  vault  shall  be  18  inches ;  in  the  running 
high  jump  9  inches ;  in  the  running  broad  jump,  30  inches ;  in  the 
8-lb.  shot  put,  48  inches ;  in  the  12-lb.  shot  pot,  60  inches ;  in  the 
standing   broad  jump,    12   inches. 

The  penalty  for  winning  shall  be  as  follows :  For  races  of  50 
yards  and  under,  3  feet,  2  feet  and  1  foot  shall  be  taken  off  for 
winning  first,  second  and  third  places  respectively ;  in  races  over 
50  yards  and  including  100  yards,  2  yards,  1  yard  and  2  feet ;  over 
100  yards  and  including  220  yards,  5,  3  and  2  yards ;  over  220  and 
including  440  yards,  10,  6  and  3  yards  ;  over  440  yards  and  including 
880  yards,  20,  12  and  6  yards  ;  in  races  over  880  and  including  one 
mile,  40  yards,  24  yards  and  12  yards ;  in  the  pole  vault,  9,  7  and 
4  inches ;  in  the  running  high  jump,  5,  4  and  2  inches  ;  in  the  run- 
ning broad  jump,  14,  10  and  7  inches ;  in  the  8-lb.  shot  put,  20,  15 
and  11  inches;  in  the  12-lb.  shot  put,  24,  18  and  13  inches;  in  the 
standing  broad  jump,   7,   5  and  3  inches. 

RULE    XXIV. 
Potato  Racing. 

The  potato  race  shall  be  one  in  which  three  or  more  potatoes  are 
placed  two  yards  apart  on  a  direct  line.  The  first  potato  shall  be 
two  yards  from  the  receptacle  which  shall  be  either  a  pail,  basket, 
box,  or  can,  not  over  36  inches  in  circumference  at  the  opening.  The 
minimum  number  of  potatoes  in  a  race  shall  be  five. 

The  finish  shall  be  a  line  five  yards  back  of  the  receptacle,  which 
must  be  crossed  after  the  last  potato  has  been  placed  in  the  receptacle. 

If  the  competitor  should  drop  a  potato,  he  must  replace  it  in  the 
receptacle  before  he  touches  another  potato ;  otherwise,  he  shall 
be  disqualified. 

In  handicap  events  the  mark  is  taken  off  back  of  the  receptacle. 

RULE    XXV. 

The  Shot. 

The  Shot  shall  be  a  metal  sphere  of  any  weight  decided  upon  by 
the  Games  Committee.  For  indoor  games  for  record  purposes  a 
filled  shot  covered  with  any  material  and  being  a  perfect  and  solid 
sphere  may  be  used. 

The  shot  shall  be  "put"  with  one  hand,  and  in  making  the  at- 
tempt, it  shall  be  above  and  not  behind  the  shoulder. 

All  puts  shall  be  made  from  a  circle  seven  feet  in  diameter.  The 
circle  shall  be  a  metal  or  wooden  ring,  painted  or  whitewashed, 
and  sunk  almost  flush  with  the  ground,  and  it  shall  be  divided  into 
two  halves  by  a  line  drawn  through  the  center.  In  the  middle  of 
the  circumference  of  the  front  half  shall  be  placed  a  stop-board 
four  feet  long  and  four  inches  high,  and  firmly  fastened  to  the 
ground.  In  making  his  puts,  a  competitor  may  rest  his  feet  against, 
but  not  on  top  of,  the  stop-board. 

That  put  shall  be  considered  a  fair  put  when  no  part  of  the  body 
of  the  competitor  touches  the  top  of  the  stop-board,  the  circle,  or 
the  ground  outside  of  the  circle,  provided  the  competitor  shall  leave 
the  circle  by  its  rear  half,  which  shall  be  the  half  directly  opposite 
the  stop-board.  A  put  shall  be  considered  foul  if  any  part  of  the 
body  of  the  competitor  shall  touch  the  ground  outside  the  front  half 
of  the  circle   before  the  put  is   measured. 
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The  Field  Judges  shall  measure  each  put  from  the  nearest  mark 
made  by  the  fall  of  the  shot,  to  the  circumference  of  the  circle 
on  a  line  from  the  mark  made  by  the  shot  to  the  center  of  the  circle. 

Foul  puts  and  letting  go  the  shot  in  making  an  attempt  shall 
be    counted    as    trials    without    result. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  puts,  and  the  first,  sec- 
ond, third  and  fourth  in  the  trials  shall  have  three  more  trials 
each  in  the  final.  _* 

The  best  put  made  by  a  competitor,  whether  made  in  the  trials 
or  finals  shall  count  as  his  best  put  and  the  result  will  be  decided 
accordingly. 

RULE   XXVI. 

Running  High  Jump. 

A  fair  jump  shall  be  one  that  is  made  without  the  assistance 
of  weights,  diving,   somersaults  or  handsprings  of  any  kind. 

The  bar  shall  be  a  thin  stick  two  inches  in  width  and  shall  rest 
on  pins  which  shall  project  not  more  than  three  inches  from  the 
uprights.  When  this  bar  is  removed,  it  shall  constitute  a  trial 
jump  without  result. 

The  height  at  which  the  jump  shall  commence  and  the  height 
to  which  it  shall  be  raised  at  each  succeeding  jump  shall  be  decided 
by  the  Field  Judges. 

The  height  shall  be  measured  from  the  middle  of  the  bar  to 
the  ground  on  a  direct  line. 

Each  competitor  shall  be  allowed  three  'trial  jumps  at  each  height, 
and  if  on  the  third  trial  he  shall  fail,  he  shall  be  declared  out  of 
the  competition. 

At  each  successive  height  each  competitor  shall  take"  one  trial 
in  his  proper  turn ;  then  those  failing,  if  any,  shall  have  their 
second  trial  in  a  like  order,  after  which  those  who  have  failed  at 
the   second  trial   may  take  their  third   and   final   trial  at  that   height. 

A  competitor  may  decline  to  jump  at  any  height  in  his  turn,  and 
by  so  doing,  forfeits  his   right  to  again  jump  at  the  height  declined. 

If,  however,  a  competitor  takes  a  trial  at  any  height  and  fails  in 
the  first  trial,  he  shall  not  pass  the  otber  two  trials. 

Running  under  the  bar  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump  shall  be 
counted  as  a  balk,  and  three  successive  balks  shall  constitute  a  trial 
jump. 

There  shall  be  no  limit  to  the  run  a  competitor  may  take  before 
attempting  a  jump. 

RULE   XXVII. 

Running  Broad   Jump. 

A  joist  eight  inches  wide  shall  be  sunk  flush  with  the  ground. 
The  outer  edge  of  the  joist  shall  be  called  the  scratch  line  and  the 
measurement  of  all  jumps  shall  be  made  from  it  at  right  angles 
to  the  nearest  break  in  the  soft  ground,  or  in  the  turf  or  earth 
outside  the  soft  ground  by  any  part  of  the  body  of  a  competitor. 

In  front  of  the  scratch  line  the  ground   shall  be  flush. 

A  foul  jump  shall  be  one  where  the  competitor  in  jumping  off 
the  scratch  line  makes  a  mark  on  the  ground  immediately  in  front 
of  it,  or  runs  over  the  line  without  jumping,  and  shall  count  as  a 
trial  jump  without  result. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  jumps,  and  the  competitors 
finishing  one,  two,  three  and  four  in  the  trial  jumps,  shall  each  have 
three  more  trial  jumps. 

The  competition  shall  be  decided  by  the  best  of  all  the  trial  jumps 
of   the    competitors. 

A  fair  jump  shall  be  one  that  is  made  without  the  assistance  of 
weights,   diving,   somersaults   or   handsprings  of  any  kind. 
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1ULE    XXVIII. 
NDING    BftQAD   Jl'Ml'. 

The  feet  of  the  competitor  may  be  placed  in  any  position,  but  shall 
leave  the  ground  once  only  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump.  When 
the  feet  are  lifted  from  the  ground  twice,  or  two  springs  are  made 
in  making  the  attempt,  it  shall  count  as  a  trial  jump  without  result. 
A  competitor  may  rook  hack  and  forward,  lifting  heels  and  toes 
alternately  from  the  ground,  hut  may  not  lift  either  foot  elear  of 
the  ground,   nor  slide   either   foot   along   the  ground   in   any   direction. 

In  all  other  respects  the  rules  governing  the  running  broad  jump 
govern  the  standing  broad  jump  as  well. 

RULE   XXIX. 
The  Pole  Vault. 

The  height  at  which  the  vaulting  shall  commence  and  the  height 
to  which  the  bar  shall  be  raised  at  each  succeeding  vault  shall  be 
determined   by   the   Field   Judges. 

The  height  of  the  bar  shall  be  measured  on  a  direct  line  from 
the  ground  to  the  middle  of  the   bar. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trials  at  each  height,  and.  if 
he  fails  at  the  third  trial  he  shall  be  declared  out  of  the  compe- 
tition. 

Each  competitor  shall  make  an  attempt  at  each  successive  height 
in  the  order  in  which  he  is  called;  then  those  who  have  (ailed  shall 
have  a  second  trial  iu  like  order.  Those  failing  on  the  second  trial 
shall  then  take  their  third  and   final  trial. 

Displacing   the   bar   counts  as   a   try. 

Leaving   the   ground  in  an   attempt   shall   constitute  a   try. 

A  line  shall  be  drawn  fifteen  feet  in  front  of  the  bar  and  parallel 
with  it ;  crossing  this  line  in  an  attempt  shall  be  a  balk.  Two  balks 
shall  constitute  a   try. 

A  competitor  may  decline  to  vault  at  any  height,  but,  if  he  fails 
at  the  next  height,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  go  back  and  try  the 
height   he   omitted. 

if.  however,  contestant  takes  one  trial  at  any  height,  he  shall  not 
pass   the   other    two    trials. 

Any  competitor  shall  be  allowed  to  dig  a  hole  not  more  than  one 
foot  in  diameter  at  the  take-off  In  which  to  plant  his  pole. 

The  poles  shall  have  no  assisting  devices,  except  that  they  may 
be  wound  or  wrapped  with  any  substance  for  the  purpose  of  afford- 
ing a  firmer  grasp,  and  may  have  one  spike  at  the  lower  end.  The 
poles  shall  be  unlimited  as  to  size  and  weight. 

No  competitor  shall,  during  his  vault,  raise  the  hand  which  was 
uppermost  when  he  left  the  ground  to  a  higher  point  on  the  pole, 
nor  shall  he  raise  the  hand  which  was  undermost  when  he  left  the 
ground  to  any   point  on   the   pole  above  th^   other  hand. 

RULE  XXX. 
The  Discus  ^Greek  Style). 
To  execute  the  throw,  the  competitor  places  himself  in  the  pedestal 
with  the  feet  apart,  the  right  foot  forward,  provided  he  is  right- 
handed,  and  pice  tferva.  if  he  is  left-handed,  and  holding  the  discus 
in  either  hand.  He  then  grasps  it  with  both  hands  and  raises  it 
straight  above  his  head.  As  the  discus  is  held  aloft  the  body  should 
lean  forward  slightly,  and  as  the  thrower  starts  to  make  his  effort 
the  trunk  should  be  turned  slightly  to  the  right  and  the  body  bent 
sharply  so  that  the  left  hand,  when  free,  swings  outside  and  below 
the  right  knee,   and  the   right,   holding  the   discus,   is  stretched  as  far 
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back  as  the  extension  of  the  shoulder  will  allow.  At  this  moment 
the  right  knee  should  be  bent,  with  the  foot  resting  full  on  the  sol*-. 
the  left  leg  almost  straight,  and  the  foot  resting  on  the  toes.  Then, 
by  a  sharp  and  simultaneous  exertion  of  the  whole  body,  the  thrower 
scales  the  discus  away  in  front  of  him.  The  critical  part  of  the 
throw  is  the  action  of  the  arm  at  the  moment  of  delivery.  The  final 
sweep  of  the  arm  must  be  distinctly  by  tlie  side  and  be  clearly  in 
an  underhand  direction.  Round  arm,  like  a  cricket  bowler,  nori- 
zontal,  arch,  or  overarm  swings  to  be  foul.  Neither  must  there  be 
the  least  tendency  of  the  arm  to  swing  around  the  body. 

The  measurement  of  the  throw  to  be  from  the  center  of  the 
pedestal   to  where  the  discus  first  strikes  the  ground. 

The  thrower  may  leave  the  pedestal  at  the  moment  of  throwing. 

Trials  and  other  conditions  of  competition  to  be  the  same  as  the 
hammer  or  shot. 

RULE  XXXI. 
The  Hurdles. 

In  the  120  yards  hurdle  race,  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used ;  height 
of  hurdles  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee.  They  shall 
be  placed  ten  yards  apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  fifteen  yards  distant 
from  the  starting  point,  and  the  last  hurdle  fifteen  yards  before  tin 
finishing  line. 

In  the  220  yards  hurdle  race  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used  ;  height  ol 
hurdle  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee.  They  shall  be 
placed  twenty  yards  apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  twenty  yards  distant 
from  the  starting  mark,  and  the  last  hurdle  twenty  yards  from  the 
finishing   line. 

In  hurdle  races  of  other  distances,  and  with  different  numbers  of 
hurdles,  the  hurdles  shall  be  placed  at  equal  distances,  with  the 
same  space  between  the  first  hurdle  and  the  starting  point  and  the 
last  hurdle  and  the  finishing  line  as  between  each  of  the  hurdles. 

In  making  a  record  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  competitor  to 
jump  over  every  hurdle  in  its  proper  position,  nor  shall  the  per- 
formance be  considered  a  record  unless  all  the  hurdles  remain  stand- 
ing, after  the  competitor  clears  them. 

A  competitor  knocking  down  three  or  more  hurdles,  or  any  portion 
of  hurdles  in  a  race  shall  be  disqualified. 

RULE  XXXII. 
Ties. 

In  all  contests  whose  results  are  determined  by  measurement  of 
height  or  distance,   ties   shall   be  decided  as   follows  : 

In  handicap  contests  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the  competitor 
who  received  the  least  allowance.  In  case  of  a  tie  between  two 
or  more  competitors  who  received  the  same  allowance,  the  decision 
shall  be  made  as  in  scratch  contests. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  at  high  jumping,  the  tieing 
competitors  shall  have  three  trials  at  the  height  last  tried,  and  if 
still  undecided  the  bar  shall  be  lowered  to  the  height  next  below 
and  three  trials  taken  at  that  height.  If  no  one  clears  it,  the  bar 
shall  be  lowered  again  and  again  until  one  of  the  competitors  clears 
it.  In  case  of  a  second  tie,  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the  com- 
petitor who  cleared  the  bar  with   the  least  number  of  trials. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  in  any  event  decided  bv  dis- 
tance, each  of  the  tieing  competitors  shall  have  three  additional 
trials,  and  the  award  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  distance 
cleared  in  these  additional  trials.  In  case  of  a  second  tie  three  more 
trials  shall  be  allowed,  and  so  on,  until  a  decision  is  reached.  In 
case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events,   the  competitors  shall  not  be  al- 
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lowed    to   divide    the    prize    or    points,    or   to    toss    for    them,    but    must 
compete   again    at    a    time    and    place    appointed    by    the    Referee. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  the  pole  vault  the  officials  shall  raise  or  lower 
the  bar  at  their  discretion,  and  those  competitors  who  have  tied  shall 
be  allowed  one  trial  at  each  height. 

RULE   XXXIII. 
Order  of  Competition  in  Field  Events. 

In  all  scratch  events  the  competitors  shall  take  their  trials  in  the 
order  of  their  names  as  printed  on  the   programme. 

In  all  handicap  events  the  competitor  having  the  greatest  allow- 
ance shall  make  the  first  trial,  and  so  on,  in  regular  order,  up  to 
the  competitor  at  scratch  or  with  the  least  allowance,  who  shall  have 
the  last  trial. 

RULE    XXXIV. 

Costume. 

Only  boys  with  clean  athletic  costume,  with  pants  reaching  approxi- 
mately to  the  knees  and  shirts  that  adequately  cover  the  body,  shall 
be   allowed  to  compete.

A  Standard  Qyality  must  be  inseparably  linked  to  a  Standard  Policy.

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Annual  Meeting  of   the   Public  Schools 
Athletic  League 

Minutes  of  the  eleventh  annual  meeting  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League,  held  at  the  office  of  the  president,  General 
George  W.  Wingate,  20  Nassau  Street,  New  York  City,  January 
26,  1915,  at  four  o'clock  P.  M.;  the  president  in  the  chair  and 
Dr.  C.  Ward  Crampton  acting  as  secretary.  Forty-two  members 
were  present,  in  person  or  by  proxy.  On  motion  of  Dr.  Cramp- 
ton,  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  held  on  January  16, 
1914,  as  printed  in  the  Year  Book,  were  approved. 

The  president  reported  that  Mr.  Felix  Warburg  had  tendered 
his  resignation  from  the  board  of  directors.  This  was  accepted, 
with  regret. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  election  to  the  vacancies  on 
the  board  of  directors  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Warburg 
and  the  death  of  Mr.  James  E.  Sullivan  be  referred  to  the  execu- 
tive committee.

General  George  W.  Wingate,  President  of  the  League,  read  the 
following  address : 

Gentlemen  : 

The  year  1914  is  the  twelfth  in  the  history  of  our  organization. 
While  the  work  of  the  League  has  never  been  more  prosperous 
than  it  has  been  during  this  period,  yet  the  depressed  financial 
condition  which  has  existed  has  made  the  year  one  of  great 
anxiety.    The  League  derives  its  support  from  the  contributions 
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made  to  it  by  the  public.  Its  subscribers  are  almost  entirely- 
business  men,  and  largely  bankers  and  brokers  in  New  York 
City  (who  have  been  the  greatest  sufferers  from  the  hard  times 
that  have  prevailed). 

In  1913  our  receipts  were  somewhat  less  than  has  been  cus- 
tomary, but  we  still  had  a  balance  at  the  time  of  our  annual 
meeting.  In  May,  1914,  our  receipts  commenced  to  fall  off 
largely,  so  that  between  May  and  the  following  September  they 
had  decreased  sixty  per  cent  from  what  was  usual,  with  the 
result  that  in  the  latter  month  the  League  had  only  $130  in 
bank,  with  outstanding  bills  of  $2,000.  Moreover,  while  the 
schools  had  opened  and  it  was  indispensable  that  it  should  incur 
heavy  expenses  in  order  to  continue  its  work,  this  situation  was 
still  further  complicated  by  the  financial  upheaval  arising  from 
the  European  war. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  officers  of  the  League  exerted 
themselves  to  the  utmost  to  present  its  financial  situation  to  their 
friends,  and  those  whom  they  felt  were  interested  in  the  suc- 
cess of  the  enterprise.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  this  met 
with  such  a  favorable  response  that  by  December  31st  funds  had 
been  contributed  which  enabled  it  to  pay  off  its  debt,  to  meet 
its  activities,  and  to  leave*  a  balance  in  its  hands  of  $732.33,  as 
against  $346.10  in  1913. 

In  doing  this  it  is  particularly  indebted  to  the  contribution  of 
$1,000  received  from  Thomas  F.  Ryan,  $500  from  John  D. 
Rockefeller  and  Andrew  Carnegie  (who  also  donated  $200  in 
addition  to  the  Girls'  Branch),  and  to  a  number  of  others  who 
contributed  generously. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  late  Augustus  C.  Brown,  who 
had  for  a  number  of  years  been  one  of  our  annual  members,  and 
who  died  January  3,  191 5,  left  a  will  in  which  he  bequeathed 
$5,000  to  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League.  Not  only  will  this 
amount  be  a  great  help,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  can  be  used  as  the 
basis  of  an  "endowment  fund,"  which,  with  other  contributions 
which  may  be  hereafter  received,  will  ensure  the  permanency 
and  extension  of  our  work. 

The  work  of  the  League  itself  has  never  been  greater  or 
more  successful  than  has  been  the  case  during  the  past  year. 
The  principals  and  teachers  of  the  schools  are  now  thoroughly 
familiar  with  our  work,  are  convinced  of  the  benefit  coming 
from  it  not  only  to  the  children  but  to  the  schools,  and  by  the 
creation  of  a  school  spirit  which  adds  largely  to  efficiency.  That 
the  children  themselves  appreciate  this  is  demonstrated  by  the  in- 
creasing extent  to  which  they,  both  boys  and  girls,  have  participated 
in  our  athletic  activities. 
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General  Purposes  of  the  League. 

The  main  purpose  which  the  League  has  always  had  most  at 
heart  is  to  stimulate  the  average  child,  and,  in  fact,  the  one 
physically  below  the  average,  to  train  and  exercise  so  as  to  make 
him  or  her  healthy  and  strong.  Experience  shows  that,  so  far 
as  the  boys  are  concerned,  this  is  best  done  through  competitive 
games.  It  is  true  that  calisthenics, .  especially  the  improved 
methods  recently  introduced  in  the  schools  by  Dr.  C.  Ward 
Crampton,  are  much  better  than  the  former  methods,  but, 
nevertheless,  they  have  only  a  limited  value,  particularly  in 
developing  alertness  of  mind.  Work  in  a  gymnasium  tends  to 
give  a  good  physical  development.  But  many  of  our  schools 
have  no  gymnasia,  and  no  other  method  seems  to  appeal  so 
strongly  to  the  American  boy,  as  well  as  to  boys  of  foreign 
birth,  so  as  to  best  develop  his  mind,  nerves  and  muscles,  as 
do  competitive  exercises,  particularly  when  they  are  held  out 
of  doors. 

While,  therefore,  the  development  of  certain  star  athletes 
who  will  make  high  records  in  championship  games,  is  some- 
thing that  naturally  results  from  our  methods,  and  the  ambition 
to  become  qualified  for  the  honor  of  representing  their  schools 
in  athletic  contests  is  a  great  stimulus  in  inducing  many  to  inter- 
est themselves  in  athletics  who  would  otherwise  not  have  done 
so,  yet  the  purpose  of  the  League  is  to  induce  the  greatest  pos- 
sible number  to  improve  themselves  physically  by  engaging  in 
its  activities  and,  what  is  more  important,  to  train  themselves  so 
to  reach  a  standard  which  will  enable  them  to  compete. 

The  League  Badge. 

To  give  to  each  individual  a  personal  interest  in  doing  this  we 
have  established  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  badge, 
which  is  annually  awarded  to  each  boy  who  attains  a  certain 
simple  standard  in  running,  jumping  and  "chinning"  himself 
on  a  bar. 

This  proved  as  beneficial  in  its  effect  upon  athletics  in  the 
schools  as  the  marksmen's  badge  has  been  in  promoting  rifle 
shooting  in  our  military  organizations. 

When,  in  1904,  this  badge  was  first  established,  but  1,162  were 
won.  The  boys  could  run  fairly  well,  but  they  could  not  jump, 
and  they^  had  so  little  strength  in  their  arms  that  frequently  in 
a  large-sized  school  the  inspector  would  be  unable  to  find  more 
than  a  half  dozen  boys  who  could  chin  themselves  four  times. 

The  interest  in  the  competitions  has  steadily  improved  the 
strength  of  the  boys,  so  that  in  1914  the  number  of  badges  won 
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rose  to  the  enormous  number  of  18,554 — an  increase  over  1913 
of  6,507. 

The  "Soldier  of  Marathon,"  offered  by  Hon.  Egerton  L. 
Winthrop  to  the  school  having  the  largest  percentage  of  pupils 
winning  these  badges  in  the  year,  was  won  by  Public  School 
188,  Manhattan,  with  931  badges,  being  60.46  per  cent  of  its 
attendance. 

The  banners  offered  by  Messrs.  Walter  and  Frederick  Lewi- 
sohn  to  the  school  in  each  borough  h«ving  the  highest  percent- 
age were  won  by  the  following :

The  banner  offered  by  Mr.  Simeon  T.  Drake  to  the  high 
school  winning  these  badges  was  won  by  Morris  High.  • 

The  Girls'  Branch  also  offers  a  pin  to  the  girls  who  complete 
a  record  in  special  "all  round  athletics"  and  which  has  been  of 
benefit  similar  to  the  button  offered  to  the  boys. 

Class  Contests. 

In  order  to  induce  those  boys  to  interest  themselves  in  athletics 
who  feel  that  they  have  not  sufficient  athletic  ability  to  win  a 
place  upon  their  school  teams,  the  league  has  established  a  series 
of  "class  competitions."  The  conditions  of  these  are  the  same  as 
those  for  the  marksmen's  badge,  but  80  per  cent  of  each  class 
must  participate  and  the  average  performance  of  all  constitutes 
the  record  of  the  class. 

As  in  addition  to  the  competitor  winning  the  button  himself 
on  the  record  he  makes,  such  record  helps  the  class  to  win  one 
of  the  trophies,  class  and  school  spirit  are  effective  in  compelling 
every  boy  to  do  his  best  to  prepare  himself  for  the  contest. 

On  account  of  the  great  number  participating,  the  contests 
are  held  at  different  times ;  the  "chinning"  takes  place  in  March, 
the  running  in  May,  and  the  jumping  during  the  fall.  One  of 
the  greatest  values  coming  from  them  is  that  those  who  intend 
to  compete  are  induced  to  train  themselves  two  or  three  times 
during  the  year.  Naturally,  the  training  is  very  simple,  and 
consists  of  a  few  simple  exercises  and  clean  living.  Neverthe- 
less, it  constitutes  a  great  check  on  bad  habits.  It  is  also  a  great 
help  to  the  discipline  of  the  schools. 

These    contests   have  been   unusually   successful   during    1914. 
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In   fact,   no   athletic   contest   is   known  which  has  attained  the 
size  to  which  this  competition  has  grown. 

In  the  class  jumping,  63,901  boys  belonging  to  2,248  classes 
and  154  schools  participated.  The  average  of  the  winning 
class  was: 

For  the  5th  year,  Public  School  156,  Brooklyn 6.1033  feet 

For  the  6th  year,  Public  School  156,  Brooklyn 6.4236  feet 

For  the  7th  year,  Public  School  171,  Manhattan 6.9712  feet 

For  the  8th  year,  Public  School  12,  Bronx 7.2        feet 

In  the  class  chinning,  held  June,  1^14,  43,345  boys  from  1,609 
classes  in  113  schools  participated.  The  highest  class  aver- 
age was: 

For  the  5th  year,  Public  School  33,  Bronx 11.619  times 

For  the  6th  year,  Public  School  17,  Queens 13.5      times 

For  the  7th  year,  Public  School  12,  Bronx 14,304  times 

For  the  8th  year,  Public  School  12,  Bronx 13,737  times 

In  running,  reports  were  received  from  34,377  boys  from  88 
schools  and  1,192  classes — an  increase  of  17,403  over  1913. 

The  success  of  this  system  has  been  so  marked  that  in  many 
schools  it  has  been  extended  to  all  branches  of  competitive 
athletics,  the  effect  being  that  each  school  has  become  a  large 
athletic  center  in  itself,  with  senior,  junior  and  novice  teams 
and  individual  competitors,  the  number  being  in  excess  of  what 
can  be  found  in  a  large  college.  Several  schools  have  over  1,000 
boys  in  their  games;  some  have  90  per  cent  of  the  boys  com- 
pete, while  entries  of  500  from  a  single  school  are  common. 

This  work,  directed  as  it  is  to  the  development  of  the  mass 
of  the  boys,  has  somewhat  reduced  the  number  of  "star  athletes" 
and  affected  the  entries  in  the  different  interschool  events.  But 
while  it  has  not  been  perhaps  so  spectacular  in  its  results,  it  is 
believed  to  be  so  beneficial  to  the  schools  and  to  the  children  as 
to  more  than  make  up  for  any  difference  of  this  description 
that  has  been  caused  by  it. 

Character  of  Events  Held. 

The  details  of  the  various  events  conducted  under  the  auspices 
of  the  League  are  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  and 
Games  Committee,  and  show  that  the  improvement  which  has 
been  made  during  the  past  year  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

These  events  have  been  held  both  in  and  out  of  doors,  and 
cover  very  nearly  every  field  of  activity.  They  include  running 
in  all  its  forms  (except  for  long  distances),  base  ball,  basket 
ball,  lawn  tennis,  jumping,  putting  the  shot,  pole  vaulting,  swim- 
ming and  soccer   (but  not  rugby,)   foot  ball  for  boys,  and  folk 
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dancing,  appropriate  athletic  games  and  various  other  exercises 
for  the  girls.  • 

Swimming. 

Special  endeavors  have  been  made  to  promote  swimming 
among  both  boys  and  girls.  Through  the  co-operation  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Buildings,  swimming  instructors  were 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Education  at  the  three  public  baths 
in  Manhattan  to  teach  the  elementary  school  boys  how  to  swim, 
and  similar  instructors  were  provided  for  girls.  The  pools 
were  open  three  afternoons  each  week,  from  3  :30  to  5  o'clock, 
and  one  was  open  Saturday  mornings  from  9  to  12.  This  has 
become  one  of  the  most  popular  activities  of  the  League. 
1  A  swimming  button  similar  to  the  athletic  badge  was  awarded 
to  those  boys  who  successfully  passed  the  standard,  a  day  being 
assigned  to  each  school  at  a  pool  in  which  the  boys  were  tested. 

The  total  number  of  boys  taught  to  swim  from  January  15 
to  June  25  was  1,450,  and  the  badges  won  were  as  follows :

While  the  number  of  school  girls  who  desire  to  learn  to  swim 
is  great,  it  is  found  that  in  order  to  teach  them  it  is  necessary 
that  the  exclusive  use  of  a  bath  should  be  obtained  at  certain 
defined  periods  for  the  girls  of  each  school.  While  these  are 
enough  to  occupy  the  entire  capacity  of  a  public  bath,  it  has 
proved  impossible  to  arrange  for  such  exclusive  use,  and  the 
work  has  in  consequence  been  somewhat  retarded.  Arrange- 
ments have,  however,  been  recently  made  by  the  Department  of 
Baths  by  which  this  has  been  largely  obviated. 

Number  of  School  Children  Taking  Part  in  Athletics. 

Taking  the  whole  series,  the  total  number  of  boys  and  girls 
taking  part  in  athletics  during  the  year  is  estimated  to  be  over 
350,000.  About  40  per  cent  of  the  grammar  grades  of  the  ele- 
mentary schools  are  now  regularly  competing  in  the  various 
games,  over  65  per  cent  compete  once  or  twice  a  year  in  the 
school  and  district  schools,  and  the  High  Schools  have  a  similar 
percentage.  This  practice  is  always  voluntary  and  takes  place 
after  school  hours. 
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Regular  League  Games. 

The  regular  games  of  the  League  have  been  even  more. suc- 
cessful in  1914  than  in  any  previous  year. 

In  the  elementary  indoor  championship  games  2,040  boys 
entered,  as  against  1,058  boys  in  1913. 

In  the  regular  elementary  school  basket  ball  tournament  be- 
tween schools,  100  teams  entered,  as  against  80  teams  in  1913. 

In  the  elementary  schools  class  basket  ball  tournament  there 
were  2,534  teams  entered  from  124  schools  and  2,340  classes, 
making  an  aggregate  of  16,312  competitors — an  unparalleled 
record  in  athletic  history. 

In  the  elementary  schools  swimming  contest  287  boys  repre- 
senting 25  schools  participated,  as  against  125  boys  representing 
23  schools  in  1913. 

In  the  elementary  schools  outdoor  novice  and  championship 
games  1,146  boys  representing  122  schools  participated,  as 
against  1,222  boys  representing  122  schools  in  1913. 

In  soccer  foot  ball  10  high  school  teams  and  216  class  teams 
from  20  elementary  schools  competed,  as  against  10  high  schools 
and  160  elementary  school  teams  in  1913. 

In  base  ball  there  were  400  class  teams  and  69  interschool 
teams,  and  the  final  games  were  witnessed  by  over  5,000  spec- 
tators. 

The  League  itself  has  held  sixteen  championship  events.  Out- 
side of  these  interschool  events  there  were  an  enormous  num- 
ber of  athletic  games  held  in  the  different  schools,  as  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  there  were  besides  2,540  basket  ball,  1,500  indoor 
base  ball  and  400  outdoor  base  ball  class  teams,  an  infinite  num- 
ber of  track  and  field  competitions. 

Marksmanship. 

There  are  few  departments  of  the  work  of  the  League  which 
are  of  greater  national  importance  than  the  instruction  of  the 
high  school  boys  in  rifle  shooting. 

This  is  carried  on  by  nineteen  sub-target  gun  machines  installed 
in  that  number  of  high  schools,  except  that  De  Witt  Clinton 
High  School  and  Boys'  High  School  (each  of  which  has  a  very 
large  number  of  boys  interested  in  shooting)  have  each  two, 
and  Public  School  62,  Manhattan,  an  intermediary  school,  has 
another. 

These  machines  are  each  equipped  with  an  army  rifle  and  are 
so  constructed  that  a  boy  practicing  receives  the  same  training 
as  if  he  were  actually  firing  a  ball  cartridge,  while,  on  the  other 
hand,  there  is  neither  noise,   danger  nor  expense.     Those  who 
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are  able  to  make  45  points  standing,  out  of  a  possible  50  (a 
very  severe  test)  are  called  marksmen,  while  those  making  a 
perfect  score  of  50  are  called  sharpshooters,  and  badges  for 
each  of  these  qualifications  are  presented  by  the  League.  The 
League  provided  the  badges  won  during  the  past  year  in  the 
counties  of  New  York,  Bronx  and  Richmond,  while  those  won 
in  Kings  and  Queens  were  donated  by  the  Brooklyn  Daily  Eagle, 
to  which  the  League  is  under  great  obligations. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  commanding  officers  of  the  dif- 
ferent National  Guard  regiments,  the*  boys  who  qualify  as 
marksmen  and  sharpshooters  are  permitted  to  practice  with 
cartridges  in  the  rifle  galleries  of  the  various  armories.  The 
practice  on  the  machines  gives  the  boys. steadiness  in  aiming  and 
firing,  and  in  consequence  they  soon"  develop  into  remark- 
able shots. 

During  the  year  1914  over  5,000  boys  have  regularly  practiced 
on  the  machines,  399  qualified  as  marksmen  and  190  as  sharp- 
shooters. A  number  of  girls  also  succeeded  in  qualifying.  The 
"Wingate  Trophy"  for  the  school  qualifying  the  greatest  per- 
centage, was  won  by  Morris  High,  with  113  marksmen  and  46 
sharpshooters.  Fourteen  schools  participated  in  the  tournament 
for  the  "Whitney  Trophy"  on  the  gun  machines,  in  which  each 
school  team  competed  against  each  other.  Curtis  High  and 
Manual  Training  High  School  were  the  leaders  of  the  two 
divisions,  and  the  former  was  the  winner  of  the  championship 
and  the  trophy.  The  excellence  of  the  shooting  may  be  esti- 
mated from  the  fact  that  Victor  Loader  and  Daniel  Darge,  of 
the  Boys'  High  School,  each  made  "off  hand"  204  points  out  of  a 
possible  210. 

The  number  of  boys  who  are  anxious  to  become  marksmen  in 
the  different  schools  is  so  great  that  these  machines  are  in  con- 
stant use  and  in  consequence  are  becoming  in  need  of  consid- 
erable repair.  Their  capacity  is  also  inadequate  to  permit  but 
a  small  proportion  of  those  who  desire  to  practice  to  do  so. 
The  League  is  therefore  endeavoring  to  supplement  this  by 
securing  for  the  different  schools  a  number  of  Springfield  rifles 
furnished  with  the  "Army  Practice  Rod."  This  is  a  rod  which 
is  thrown  out  of  the  barrel  of  the  rifle  for  about  eight  inches 
by  the  blow  of  the  firing  pin  so  that  its  point  makes  an  indenta- 
tion on  a  card  target  (as  a  bullet  would  have  done  if  the  rifle 
had  been  loaded).  This  is  used  in  substantially  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  sub-target  gun  machine.  Wlhile  it  is  not  quite  as 
valuable  for  instruction  as  the  gun  machine,  it  nevertheless  enables 
valuable  practice  to  be  had,  and  the  expense  is  only  $20  per  gun 
and  apparatus,  as  against  about  $270  for  the  gun  machine.    Mr. 
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The  Chief  of  Ordnance  has  been  unable  to  furnish  them  on  ac- 
count of  a  recent  order  prohibiting  the  sale  or  issue  of  arms 
(even  to  schools)  during  the  existing  European  war.   The  natter 
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pupils  of  the  high  schools  was,  however,  so  great  that  when  they 
found  this  was  the  case  they  offered,  if  the  League  would  hold  the 
match,  that  they  would  pay  their  own  fares,  provide  their 
lunches  and  also  pay  the  usual  small  entrance  fee  in  each  match, 
the  League  to  meet  the  other  expenses  connected  with  providing 
markers,  medals,  etc. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Colonel  N.  B.  Thurston,  the  League 
was  able  to  secure  the  use  of  the  State  Range  at  Peekskill  on 
October  24,  1914,  and  the  loan  of  the  necessary  rifles  from 
Colonel  Walter  B.  Hotchkin,  commanding  the  Twenty-second 
Regiment,  N.  G.  N.  Y.  The  State  furnished  the  necessary 
ammunition.  Major  Henry  C.  Wilson  and  a  number  of  other 
prominent  riflemen  who  volunteered  their  services  were  in  charge 
of  the  matches,  Colonel  Thurston  acting  as  executive  officer,  to 
all  of  whom  the  League  is  under  great  obligations.  One  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight  boys  participated,  and  a  much  greater  num- 
ber would  have  done  so  if  the  League  had  been  able  to  meet 
the  expense  of  taking  them  to  the  range,  as  it  had  done  in  pre- 
vious years.  The  shooting  was  done  with  the  service  rifle  and 
ammunition  at  200  yards,  in  both  the  standing  and  prone 
positions. 

Almost  none  of  the  boys  had  ever  had  any  practice  in  shoot- 
ing in  the  open  air  or  with  the  heavy  service  charge  used  in 
the  Army  rifle;  or,  in  fact,  with  any  actual  charge  except  the 
small  bullet  and  slight  charge  used  in  the  rifle  galleries.  A 
number  of  them  had  only  had  practice  for  a  few  weeks  on  the 
sub-target  gun  machines  in  their  school  work.  It  Was  conse- 
quently expected  by  many  of  the  veteran  riflemen  present  that 
the  loud  report  and  heavy  recoil  would  cause  the  competitors  to 
"flinch"  when  firing  and  to  shoot  badly.  They  were,  therefore, 
greatly  surprised  to  see  lads  of  fourteen,  weighing  but  little  over 
90  pounds,  making  first  class  "off-hand"  scores  at  200  yards. 

The  highest  individual  score  at  200  yards  standing  was  90  out 
of  100,  made  by  E.  M.  Gregory  of  Manual  Training  High 
School;  R.  Starke,  of  Morris  High,  was  second  with  87;  D. 
Dargue,  of  Boys'  High,  was  third  with  85,  and  a  number  made 
over  80.  Twenty-five  boys  qualified  as  Junior  Marksmen.  The 
championship  was  won  by  Morris  High  School,  score  205,  Cur- 
tis being  second  with  197,  and  Boys'  High  third  with  196. 
Erasmus  Hall  High  School  led  the  second  division  teams  for 
the  Junior  Trophy  with  178,  Curtis  being  second  with  168. 

The  thorough  training  which  the  boys  had  previously  sub- 
jected^ themselves  to  produced  a  difference  between  their  conduct 
on  this  occasion  and  that  of  other  young  men  of  their  age, 
which    excited    much    favorable    comment.      They   were    trans- 
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ported  in  a  special  train  without  any  particular  control,  and 
were  given  perfect  freedom  upon  the  range.  Yet  neither  in 
coming  nor  going  was  there  the  slightest  disorder,  and  on  the 
range  their  conduct  was  unobjectionable.  Almost  none  of  the 
boys  were  seen  to  smoke.  This  was  simply  because  they  had 
been  instructed  that  if  they  were  going  to  shoot  well  they  must 
not  use  tobacco  or  indulge  in  any  dissipation.  That  they  did 
not  do  this  is  shown  by  the  scores  which  they  made.  But  the 
fact  that  they  did  not  must  be  considered  as  a  demonstration  of 
the  value  of  training  in  this  branch  of  sport. 

The  boys  were  enthusiastic  beyond*  description  over  their 
experience.  In  particular  they  were  pleased  to  find  that  the 
result  of  their  practice  on  sub-target  gun  machines,  which  they 
had  felt  at  times  to  be  rather  more  play  than  actual  work,  had 
really  been  most  profitable  training  for  actual  field  shooting. 

This  competition  has  excited  much  attention  from  military 
men  and  has  been  commented  upon  by  the  press  throughout  the 
United  States  as  being  a  demonstration  of  what  few  really  appre- 
ciated, that  the  "machine-made"  shooter  is  a  dependable  marks- 
man under  service  conditions  and  that  the  League  is  doing  a 
work  of  great  value  to  the  country  in  making  sharpshooters  of 
its  schoolboys.  Hon.  Lindley  M.  Garrison,  the  Secretary  of  War, 
has  written  several  letters  expressing  his  warm  approval  of 
what  is  being  accomplished  in  this  respect,  and  has  assured  the 
League  of  his  desire  to  co-operate  in  promoting  it.  This  has 
also  been  done  by  General  Leonard  Wood  and  Colonel  Theodore 
Roosevelt.  The  success  attained  has  given  an  immense  impetus 
to  the  interest  in  shooting  among  the  high  schools  of  New  York, 
which  will  unquestionably  extend  throughout  the  United  States. 
The  number  of  young  men  who  graduate  annually  from  these 
schools  is  about  50,000,  and  if  this  instruction  should,  as  I  hope 
and  think  will  be  made  general  throughout  the  country,  so  that 
a  large  proportion  of  our  youth  should  become  sharpshooters, 
the  boys  besides  attaining  the  valuable  qualities  of  quick  percep- 
tion, steady  nerves  and  cool  self-reliance,  and  having  an  enjoy- 
able time,  would  be  led  to  abstain  from  cigarette  smoking  and 
other  vices  and  to  live  clean,  manly  lives. 

While  there  is  a  certain  number  of  peace  advocates  who 
have  objected  to  introducing  military  instruction  in  our  schools, 
certainly  none  can  object  to  teaching  our  youth  the  use  of  the 
rifle.  This  country  must  depend  for  its  defense  in  time  of  war 
upon  hasty  levies  of  volunteers.  If  these  are  taught  in  their 
youth  to  shoot  they  will  never  forget  it,  and  but  a  little  prac- 
tice will  be  required  to  make  them  efficient  if  an  emergency 
should    ever   arise    which   would    require   them   to   volunteer  to 
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defend  their  country  and  their  flag.  Without  such  knowledge 
they  would  be  worthless  as  soldiers.  If  the  method  which  the 
League  is  now  carrying  out  could  be  made  general  in  the  high 
schools  throughout  the  country,  so  that  a  large  proportion  of 
our  youth  should  become  sharpshooters,  a  force  would  be  pro- 
vided at  nominal  expense  which  would  render  the  nation  able  to 
defend  its  shores  against  any  invader  without  the  necessity  of 
maintaining  a  large  regular  army. 

It  would,  therefore,  constitute  the  greatest  possible  guarantee 
for  national  peace. 

While  the  value  to  the  community  of  the  instruction  in  rifle 
shooting  which  the  League  is  thus  giving  is  perhaps  greater 
than  that  of  any  other  part  of  its  work,  the  expense  is  larger 
in  proportion  to  the  number  participating  than  is  the  case  in 
respect  to  any  other  of  its  activities.  It  is,  therefore,  not  only 
gratifying,  but  a  great  relief,  for  it  to  have  received  an  agree- 
ment from  twenty  gentlemen  (Messrs.  George  D.  Pratt,  S.  R. 
Guggenheim,  George  W.  Wingate,  L.  M.  Josephthal,  Robert  M. 
Thompson,  James  M.  Motley,  E.  C.  Schaefer,  Rudolph  J. 
Schaefer,  E.  Francis  Hyde,  James  R.  Silliman,  Cornelius  Van- 
derbilt,  Joseph  W.  Kay,  Charles  F.  Dieges,  Robert  E.  Deyo, 
George  Moore  Smith,  E  W.  Coggeshall,  James  Shevlin,  E.  Her- 
bert Litchfield  and  William  C.  Courtney)  to  each  contribute 
$25  a  year  to  constitute  a  special  fund  towards  the  expenses 
incurred  in  carrying  on  this  instruction. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  fund  will  be  increased  so  as  to  afford  a 
special  income  of  $750  a  year,  which  will  be  sufficient  for  the 
purpose  and  be  a  great  relief  to  the  finances  of  the  League. 

Evening  Schools. 

Great  success  has  been  obtained  through  the  introduction  of 
athletics  in  the  evening  schools.  It  has  been  welcomed  by  the 
young  men  who  attend  these  schools  as  a  relief  from  the  severe 
strain  that  they  experience  in  attending  evening  school  after  a 
hard  day's  work.  They  exercise  in  the  gymnasium  and  also  in 
track  and  field  athletics,  and  are  making  creditable  records.  The 
result  has  been  to  make  these  schools  more  popular,  maintain  the 
attendance  and  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  those  who  leave 
their  school  without  finishing  the  term. 

Madison    Square  Garden    Meet. 

The  indoor  championship  meet  of  the  elementary  schools,  in 
which  the  young  athletes  who  have  been  successful  in  the  track 
and    field    contests    which    have    been   held    in    their    respective 
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schools,  in  their  districts  and  in  their  boroughs,  meet  to  com- 
pete for  the  championship  of  Greater  New  York,  was  held  on 
December  19,  1914,  at  the  Madison  Square  Garden,  the  use  of 
which  was  tendered  to  the  League  without  charge  by  its  owner, 
Mr.  G.  Louis  Boissevaine,  an  act  of  generosity  for  which  I  desire 
to  render  public  acknowledgment.  There  were  2,040  competi- 
tors who  participated  in  the  events.  Not  only  was  each  com- 
petitor required  to  have  obtained  B.  B.  B.  for  effort,  proficiency 
and  deportment  for  November,  but  he  was  also  required  to 
have  passed  a  physical  examination. 

Mayor  John  Purroy  Mitchel  was  prevented  by  illness  from 
being  present.  He,  however,  sent  his  secretary  with  a  letter 
expressing  his  regret  and  stating  that  th.e  League  was  doing  one 
of  the  finest  things  possible  for  the  city  in  a  most  businesslike 
and  efficient  fashion,  and  that  the  city  owed  it  and  its  officers 
a  very  great  debt.  Major  General  Leonard  Wood  was  obliged 
to  report  at  Washington,  but  he  was  represented  by  the  mem- 
bers of  his  staff.  Several  of  the  Borough  Presidents,  a  number 
of  city  officials,  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  a 
large  number  of  prominent  citizens,  including  many  of  those 
whose  generosity  had  provided  the  League  with  the  funds  by 
which  it  has  been  enabled  to  maintain  its  activities,  were  present. 
The  admission  was  by  ticket,  no  charge  being  made.  Over 
7,000  spectators  packed  the  Garden  with  an  excited  crowd  of 
representatives  from  the  different  schools,  whose  enthusiastic 
efforts  to  applaud  their  respective  representatives  sounded  like 
the  roar  of  the  sea  in  a  tempest. 

The  difficulty  in  the  confined  space  available  for  the  purpose 
underneath  the  Garden,  in  assigning  such  a  large  number  of 
competitors,  some  of  whom  participated  in  more  than  one  event, 
so  as  to  enable  the  meet  to  run  smoothly  after  it  commenced, 
caused  a  delay  of  some  fifteen  minutes.  When  it  was  started, 
however,  it  was  run  with  absolute  precision  and  was  finished 
in  two  hours  and  twenty  minutes.  At  times  there  were  nine 
events  proceeding  on  the  track  and  in  the  field  at  once.  There 
were  no  delays  or  difficulties  of  any  kind,  norrwere  there  any 
protests.  On  the  contrary,  the  officials  in  charge  were  perfectly 
familiar  with  their  duties  and  their  decisions  were  acquiesced 
in  without  contenton,  and  everything  was  run  off  with  absolute 
precision. 

Only  those  who  appreciate  the  difficulty  of  handling  over  2,000 
competitors,  particularly  in  a  confined  space  like  the  Garden,  in 
getting  the  members  of  the  different  squads  in  their  proper 
position  to  start  exactly  when  the  right  time  comes,  running 
each  event  off  without  conflicting  with  any  of  the  others  that  are 
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in  progress,  and  getting  the  contestants  off  the  floor  to  their 
proper  places  without  confusion,  can  appreciate  what  a  marvel  of 
executive  administration  is  involved. 

The  city  and  army  officials,  and  also  a  number  of  the  promi- 
nent citizens  who  were  present,  in  congratulating  the  officers 
of  the  League  upon  the  great  success  of  the  occasion,  expressed 
their  admiration  of  the  discipline  and  order  with  which  it  had 
been  carried  out,  and  their  surprise  at  the  wonderful  manifesta- 
tion which  it  afforded  of  the  condition  of  the  boys  of  our  public 
schools  in  physique,  general  appearance^ and  athletic  ability. 

In  each  of  these  championship  meets  which  have  been  held 
during  the  last  eleven  years,  in  which  they  have  been  carried  on, 
the  records  show  an  improvement.  Although  those  of  1913 
were  supposed  to  be  as  high  as  there  was  any  probability  could 
be  attained,  yet  in  this  meet  four  old  marks  were  exceeded  and 
three  were  equaled. 

In  the  standing  broad  jump  (85-lb.  class)  E.  S.  Cheming,  of 
Public  School  90,  Queens,  leaped  8  feet  5^4  inches,  exceeding 
the  record  by  V/\  inches.  In  the  running  high  jump  (unlim- 
ited weight  class,),  C.  Corcoran,  of  Public  School  184,  Manhat- 
tan, jumped  5  feet  Zy2  inches,  exceeding  the  record  by  V/a 
inches,  while  three  other  boys  jumped  5  feet  3  inches.  The  run- 
ning high  jump  (10O-lb.  class)  was  won  by  Jack  Johnson,  of 
Public  School  10,  Manhattan,  5  feet  ^  inch,  fully  an  inch  beyond 
the  record. 

In  the  100-lb.  relay  the  team  of  Public  School  27,  Manhattan, 
ran  a  quarter  mile  in  55  seconds,  beating  the  record  by  one-fifth 
second.  Previous  records  were  equaled  by  Max  Wilkoff,  of 
Public  School  148,  Brooklyn,  in  the  70-yard  dash  in  the  115-lb. 
class,  when  he  ran  the  course  in  8  1-5  seconds,  and  by  A.  Meyer, 
of  Public  School  10,  Manhattan,  in  the  60-yard  dash  in  the 
100-lb.  class,  which  he  covered  in  7  2-5  seconds.  The  other 
record  equaled  was  in  the  standing  broad  jump,  100-lb.  class, 
won  by  M.  Steizer,  of  Public  School  22,  Manhattan,  with  a 
jump  of  8  feet  10^2  inches. 

The  games  were  opened  by  a  procession  of  the  ^athletes  six 
abreast,  headed  by  the  band  of  Public  School  21,  *  Manhattan, 
which,  although  in  close  formation,  extended  nearly  around  the 
Garden.  After  passing  in  review  before  the  president  of  the 
League  and  Hon.  Thomas  W.  Churchill,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Education;  ex-Mayor  Ardolph  R.  Kline,  and  Gustavus  T. 
Kirby,  the  contestants  were  massed  in  two  battalions,  leaving 
a  space  in  the  center  in  front  of  the  reviewing  officers,  where 
the  band  took  its  position.  Their  standard-bearers,  carrying 
the  national,  State  and  city  flags,  escorted  by  a  color  guard,  then 
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marched  through  the  space  and  faced  the  battalions.  At  the 
sound  of  a  bugle  the  athletes  rendered  "The  Salute  to  the  Flag" 
in  unison,  under  the  leadership  of  District  Superintendent  John 
S.  Roberts,  and  both  the  athletes  and  the  spectators  united  in 
singing  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner."  This,  in  the  opinion  of 
all  who  were  present,  constituted  a  thrilling  and  most  impres- 
sive spectacle.  It  is  believed  that  no  more  successful  demonstra- 
tion of  schoolboy  athletics,  or  in  fact  of  any  athletics,  than  this 
has  taken  place  in  this  country. 

The  effect  upon  the  competitors  and  upon  the  thousands  of 
boys  in  the  audience  was  most  stimulating,  and  will  be  a  great 
help  in  promoting  the  work  of  the  League  in  the  future.  Its 
effect  upon  the  vast  number  of  officials  and  citizens  who  were 
present  was  even  more  beneficial  as  impressing  upon  them  (as  it 
must  also  necessarily  have  been  the  case  with  those  who  read  the 
full  accounts  of  the  occasion  given  in  the  press),  a  favorable  opin- 
ion of  what  the  League  is  seeking  to  do  and  has  done. 

Effect  of  the  League  Work  Upon  Emigrant  Children. 

This  meet  also  offered  another  striking  example  of  the  extraor- 
dinary change  which  the  League  has  effected  among  the  large 
class  of  our  population  whose  parents  are  foreign  born,  and 
particularly  those  from  Russia  and  Poland.  Ten  years  ago 
these  knew  nothing  about  athletics  and  considered  them  a  waste 
of  time.  In  addition  they  had  neither  the  physical  strength  nor 
the  mental  qualities  of  courage,  endurance  and  self-reliance 
under  the  strain  of  competition  which  are  essential  to  success 
in  them.  Yet  the  children  attending  Public  School  10,  Man- 
hattan, on  117th  Street  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue  (which  was 
the  winner  in  the  match  by  eight  points,  and  was  the  second 
in  1913),  and  of  Public  School  62,  Manhattan,  which  was  the 
winner  in  1913.  and  the  third  in  this  match,  have  each  more 
than  80  per  cent  of  their  pupils  either  Russian  or  Polish  Hebrews. 
Moreover,  the  reputation  of  these  two  schools  for  playing  with 
absolute  fairness  and  strictly  according  to  the  rules,  is  as  high 
as  the  results  attained  in  the  games  themselves. 

After-School  Athletic  Centers. 

The  interest  and  improvement  in  athletics  in  the  schools  has 
been  greatly  benefited  by  the  wise  action  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate of  the  city  in  permitting  the  opening  of  160  school  play- 
grounds from  3  to  5  P.  M.  for  athletic  exercise  by  the  boys 
under  the  supervision  of  a  teacher  detailed  by  the  Director  of 
Physical  Training.  In  these  the  boys  were  divided  into  squads, 
each  under  a  squad  captain,  and  are  taught  all  forms  of  athletics. 
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The  cost  of  opening  each  of  these  playgrounds  (which  would 
otherwise  have  been  closed)  has  been  about  $3.50  per  day,  mak- 
ing the  total  appropriation  of  only  $75,000.  Yet  through  it 
150,000  children  a  week,  making  a  total  of  more  than  2,000,000 
during  the  year,  were  removed  from  the  danger,  physical  and  men- 
tal, of  the  congested  streets,  and  given  healthful  exercises  and 
enjoyment. 

The  effect  of  this  has  been  noticeable  in  the  increased  number 
of  boys  who  have  participated  in  the  games  of  the  League,  and 
in  the  number  of  schools  taking  leading  places  in  our  competi- 
tions who  had  never  previously  been  able  to  induce  their  pupils 
to  fit  themselves  to  be  competitors.  This  their  principals  ascribe 
to  the  fact  that  many  boys  who  had  attended  at  these  centers 
had  found  themselves  possessed  of  athletic  ability  which  they 
had  not  previously  known  that  they  possessed  and  had  thereby 
been  induced  to  train  themselves  so  as  to  develop  it. 

"Sunday  WIorld"  Field  Days. 

The  field  days  which  the  Sunday  World  inaugurated  in  1906 
were  conducted  by  it  in  1914  with  increasing  success.  These 
have  now  become  a  most  important  part  of  the  work  of  the 
League.  Early  in  the  year  the  Sunday  World  made  its  usual 
offer  to  the  League  to  assist  150  of  the  elementary  schools  of  the 
city  to  each  have  an  athletic  day  in  the  spring  as  preliminary  to 
a  final  meet  in  October.  The  demand  proved  so  much  greater 
that  176  schools  were  finally  admitted,  which  held  meets  between 
April  1  and  June  27.  A  few  of  the  larger  schools  having  entry 
lists  that  in  some  cases  went  beyond  1,000  contestants,  held 
more  than  one  meet,  so  that  the  actual  number  of  meets  was 
181.  At  many  of  these,  events  were  also  carried  on  for  girls, 
which  were  run  separately  from  the  boys'  events,  usually  for 
prizes  given  by  the  school  athletic  organizations,  although  the 
Sunday  World  contributed  for  these  250  bronze  pins  and  a  num- 
ber of  banners. 

At  the  181  meets  more  than  1,600  teachers  acted  as  officials, 
the  principal  of  each  school  in  most  cases  being  the  referee  of 
his  school's  games.  The  entry  list's  from  many  schools  was  a 
very  large  proportion  of  their  total  enrollment  of  grammar 
grade  boys.  Some  entered  more  than  90  per  cent  of  their  boys, 
and  more  than  fifty  schools  75  per  cent  of  their  enrollment. 
The  contests  were  witnessed  by  no  less  than  a  quarter  million 
of  children. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  schools  that  had  the  greatest 
number  of  contests,  the  figures  given  being  the  actual  number  of 
boys  who  were  entered  and  competed  in  the  events,  and  do  not 
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include  those  who  took  part  only  in  the  mass  drills,  base  ball 

games  or  other  events  not  on  the  regular  programme  of  ath- 
letic contests:

Public  School  No.  188  Wins  City  Plaque. 

The  Sunday  World  All  City  plaque  again  went  to  School  No. 
188,  Manhattan,  Edward  Mandel,  principal;  Samuel  Mandel, 
director  of  athletics.  This  plaque  is  awarded  each  year  to  the 
school  in  the  city  that  wins  the  point  score  in  all  the  year's  field 
days.  These  points  are  counted,  first  for  the  largest  percentage 
of  entries  as  compared  with  school  enrollment,  and  second  for 
scores  made  in  the  games  as  compared  with  P.S.A.L.  records. 
Last  year  School  Not.  188  had  an  entry  list  of  1,350  boys  in 
its  games,  94  per  cent  of  the  grammar  grade  enrollment  of  the 
school.  It  increased  its  entry  list  in  this  year's  games  to  1,922,  a 
number  never  before  equaled  by  any  single  school  in  a  set  of 
athletic  games  in  this  city,  being  more  than  90  per  cent  of 
registration. 

At  the  final  meet  held  on  October  18,  1914,  at  the  Brooklyn 
Athletic  Field,  more  than  1,200  boys  competed.  While  the  com- 
petitors in  the  meets  were  but  a  few  thousand  more  than  in  1913, 
the  number  of  children  from  many  of  the  schools  who  actually 
participated  in  these  field  days  included  practically  the  entire 
school,  mass  drills,  gymnasium  calisthenics  and  folk  dancing 
being  added  to  the  regular  athletic  programme.  Adding  these 
to  the  actual  contestants,  the  number  of  children  who  participated 
would  not  be  less  than  100,000. 
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Walking  Clubs. 

The  Sunday  World  also  continued  its  walking  clubs  during 
1914,  making  the  fifth  year  in  which  they  have  been  carried  on  in 
these  clubs;  4,280  boys  and  nearly  1,000  girls  in  the  public  schools 
were  organized  under  teacher  supervision.  The  year  was  di- 
vided into  four  prize  winning  quarters,  in  each  of  which  the  Clubs 
were  required  to  walk  stated  distances  in  order  to  win  the  medal, 
namely,  for  boys,  100  miles  in  the  quarter  in  no  less  than  6 
tours  (silver  medal),  75  miles  (prize  medal  and  pendant),  and  50 
miles  (bronze  medal).  Girls  received  medals  for  25  miles  walked 
in  the  first  quarter  and  in  subsequent  quarters  pendant  bars  to 
attach  to  the  medal,  or  a  special  medal.  Walking  tour  maps, 
covering  all  districts  of  the  city  and  its  immediate  suburbs,  were 
furnished  to  the  squads. 

The  largest  enrollment  of  any  school  in  these  walking  clubs 
was  P.  S.  43,  Brooklyn,  from  which  111  squads  were  organized 
and  competed  for  the  prizes.  The  total  number  of  boys  in  these 
squads  was  864;  in  the  final  quarter  of  the  year  320  boys  walked 
in  the  tours,  25  walking  more  than  150  miles ;  32,  75  miles  or 
more;  112,  50  miles  or  more,  and  of  these  262  won  the  Sunday 
World  medals,  118  of  them  for  walking  100  miles  or  more. 

Public  School  No.  25,  Brooklyn,  had  the  next  largest  walk- 
ing club  registration — 420  pupils  in  36  squads,  and  in  Public 
School  No.  109,  Manhattan,  28  squads  were  organized  with  a 
total   membership  of  240  boys. 

The  Girls'  Branch  of  the  League. 

The  improvement  in  the  work  which  is  being  done  by  the 
Girls'  Branch  is  fully  equal  if  not  greater  than  that  which  is 
being  effected  among  the  boys.  It  has  now  attained  a  magni- 
tude which  can  only  be  adequately  described  in  the  special  re- 
port which  is  published  by  the  Branch  itself.  This  work  con- 
sists of  encouraging-  after-school  athletics,  by  offering  pins 
and  trophies,  conducting  free  instruction  classes  for  grade 
teachers,  who  in  turn  volunteer  their  services  for  these  ath- 
letics, assisting  to  organize  athletic  clubs,  supplying  coaches, 
instructors  and  assistants  where  the  Board  of  Education  is 
unable  to  do  so,  and  endeavoring  to  secure  enlarged  facilities 
for  out-of-door  exercises  for  the  girls  which  are  distinctively 
suited  to  their  sex.  Vigor,  and  the  possibility  of  engaging  a 
large  number  of  pupils  at  one  time,  as  well  as  of  eliminating 
individual  prominence,  are  sought  to  be  developed.  Folk 
dancing,  certain  games  and  walking  are  fostered,  and  in  the 
High   Schools  there   are   added   certain  track   and   field   events. 
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It  debars  pole  vaulting,  broad  jumping  and  competitive  high 
jumping  as  detrimental.  The  competition  is  entirely  between 
clubs  and  never  between  individuals,  and  no  contests  are  al- 
lowed between  clubs  unless  they  belong  to  the  same  school, 
no  interschool  competition  being  permitted.  The  main  idea 
of  these  athletics  is  to  encourage  a  love  for  recreative  exercise 
for  its  own  sake  and  to  cultivate  a  variety  of  accomplish- 
ments. Each  girl  devoting  a  certain  time  to  the  exercises  is 
given  a  pin,  irrespective  of  any  competition. 

The  field  which  the  Girls'  Branch  covers  is  most  important. 
Not  only  are  there  more  girls  than  boys  attending  our  public 
schools,  but  they  are  in  far  greater  need  of  exercise  than  is 
the  case  with  the  boys.  While  this  is  the  case,  their  dress, 
traditions  and  surroundings  unite  to  debar  them  from  almost 
all  opportunities  to  enjoy  it.  While  the  boys  can  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  secure  some  little  exercise  in  the  congested  streets 
O'f  our  crowded  tenement  house  districts,  their  sisters  are 
practically    debarred    from    doing   so. 

The  Huyler  Bands. 

The  various  athletic  meets  and  field  days  held  by  the  schools 
were  made  interesting  by  the  music,  which  was  furnished  by 
the  schoolboy  bands,  namely,  that  of  Public  School  No.  21, 
Manhattan,  and  Public  School  No.  20,  Richmond.  These  the 
League  was  enabled  to  organize  through  the  generosity  of  our 
late  Director,  Mr.  John  S.  Huyler,  who  paid  the  entire  expense, 
about  $4,000,  of  providing  the  instruments  for  two  full  bands,  and 
also  paid  for  the  services  of  an  instructor.  As  in  addition  to  the 
pleasure  of  belonging  to  these  bands  the  boys  acquire  a  profitable 
occupation  in  doing  so,  there  is  always  a  long  waiting  list  for 
each  of  them.  The  lamented  death  of  Mr.  Huyler  deprived  the 
League  of  the  money  required  to  pay  for  the  services  of  the  lead- 
ers of  these  bands.  The  necessary  amount,  however,  has  been 
raised  by  private  contributions  so  that  they  are  still  continued. 

The  Improvement  in  the  Children  Derived  from  Athletics. 

It  is  difficult  for  one  not  familiar  with  life  in  the  great  con- 
gested districts  of  our  city  to  appreciate  what  the  League  has 
accomplished,  not  only  in  giving  the  boys  an  opportunity  to  get 
some  healthful  amusement,  but  to  keep  them  out  of  vice  and 
crime.  It  wages  a  persistent  and  highly  successful  war  on  ciga- 
rette smoking  (that  bane  of  our  youth)  and  other  bad  habits,  and 
also  keeps  the  boys  out  of  gangs  and  similar  temptations.  This 
it  does,,  not  by  preaching,  but  because  in  becoming  interested  in 
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athletics  they  are  taught  that  they  cannot  excel  unless  they  take 
care  of  their  bodies,  and  to  do  this  means  the  keeping  away  from 
these  things. 

With  every  year  the  standard  of  athletic  ability  in  the  schools 
becomes  higher.  Accompanying  this  is  a  marked  improvement  in 
carriage  of  the  person,  alertness  of  mind  and  body,  and  the  gen- 
eral air  of  strength  and  health  resulting  from  the  athletic  exer- 
cises which  the  children  have  pursued.  Gratifying  as  is  this  from 
the  physical  side,  the  improvement  on  the  side  of  ethics,  school 
discipline  and  esprit  de  corps  is  even  greater,  a  fact  which  has 
constituted  the  supervising  and  teaching  force  of  the  schools  firm 
supporters  of  our  work.  Under  no  circumstances  is  any  pupil 
permitted  to  compete  in  any  of  the  league  games  unless  he  is 
certified  by  his  principal  to  have  "B"  in  effort,  proficiency  and 
deportment  during  the  month  previous,  nor  unless  he  shall  have 
attended  his  school  for  twenty  weeks  (except  when  regularly 
transferred).  No  school  is  permitted  to  offer  any  inducement  to 
cause  a  pupil  of  any  other  school  to  sever  his  connection  with 
such  school  for  athletic  purposes. 

Every  effort  which  can  be  made  by  those  interested  in  the 
League  is  systematically  made  to  impress  upon  the  children  of 
the  schools  that  to  be  a  good  athlete  means  to  be  honorable  and 
truthful,  to  despise  anything  that  is  mean  or  underhanded,  not 
to  boast  as  winners,  and  to  "own  up"  when  defeated. 

Sacrifices  Made  by  Teachers  to  Promote  Athletics. 

The  unselfish  work  which  has  been  done  by  many  of  the  teach- 
ers in  the  schools,  both  men  and  women,  in  giving  their  after- 
noons, day  after  day,  to  promote  the  athletic  training  of  the  boys 
and  girls,  is  appreciated  by  but  few.  This  has  been  not  only 
given  by  the  men  to  the  boys  of  their  own  schools,  but  was  ex- 
tended to  those  belonging  to  other  schools  which  in  consequence 
of  having  few  or  no  male  teachers  were  deprived  of  the  neces- 
sary instruction.  The  teachers  who  do  this  have  not  only  lost 
their  own  time,  but  have  been  prevented  from  attending  many 
lectures  and  other  methods  of  additional  study  which  would 
have  counted  upon  their  promotion  records  and  which  they  could 
ill  afford  to  lose.  It  was  therefore  but  just  that  the  Board  of 
Examiners  have  decided  to  give  these  teachers  a  credit  for  their 
work.  In  fact,  it  must  be  recognized  that  a  teacher  who  spends 
his  afternoons  in  coaching  boys  in  athletic  games  attains  a  prac- 
tical experience  of  boy  nature  and  an  executive  ability  which 
makes  him  more  fit  to  teach  a  class  than  would  be  the  case  if  he 
had  spent  the  same  time  in  listening  to  lectures  or  studying  any 
pedagogical  subject  that  could  be  imagined. 
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Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  Messrs.  John  J.  McHugh, 
Rowland  Patterson,  Michael  A.  Jones  and  their  assistants  who 
have  had  charge  of  the  management  of  the  League  games,  and 
to  whose  executive  ability  the  success  attained  is  largely  to  be 
ascribed.  The  League  is  also  under  the  greatest  obligation  to 
the  large  number  of  prominent  athletes  who  have  volunteered 
their  services  in  the  management  of  its  games,  without  which 
they  could  not  have  been  conducted. 


Use  of  Armories. 

The  League  is  also  under  the  greatest  obligations  to  the  various 
commanding  officers  of  the  National  Guard  of  New  York  and 
Brooklyn,  who  have  cheerfully  granted  the  use  of  their  respective 
armories  for  its  many  games  and  for  those  of  the  different 
schools,  without  the  use  of  which  it  would  have  been  impossible 
to  hold  them.  To  obtain  this  the  League  has  given  bonds  to 
indemnify  the  military  authorities  against  any  injuries  to  the 
armories  or  to  their  contents.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  has  also 
given  valuable  aid  to  our  work  by  giving  school  children  free 
transportation  to  the  games  at  the  Curtis  Field  over  the  Staten 
Island  ferry. 

The  League  is  also  indebted  to  The  American  Sports  Pub- 
lishing Company  for  the  donation  of  copies  of  the  "Official 
Handbook."  This  enabled  copies  to  be  sent  to  the  members  of 
the  League  and  to  the  many  inquirers  for  information  in  regard 
to  its  work.     . 

Trophies. 

The  League  has  269  trophies,  many  of  them  expensive  and 
valuable.  During  1914  Hon.  William  G.  Wilcox  donated  to  it  a 
bronze  figure  as  a  championship  trophy  in  the  indoor  games  of 
the  evening  schools,  and  Mr.  James  M.  Motley,  a  similar  trophy 
for  the  outdoor  championship  of  such  schools. 

Assistance  to  Board  of  Education. 

The  League  has  been  compelled  to  pay  the  salaries  of  a  sten- 
ographer and  office  boy  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Physical 
Training,  in  order  to  enable  the  clerical  work  connected  with 
school  athletics  to  be  performed.  These  expenditures  are  a  heavy 
burden  upon  the  finances  of  the  League,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  an  appropriation  has  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate which  will  at  least  pay  the  stenographer. 
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Our  Work  Being  Copied. 

It  is  said  that  imitation  is  the  sincerest  form  of  flattery.  Con- 
sequently the  best  test  of  the  value  of  the  work  of  the  League 
is  the  manner  in  which  it  is  being  copied  all  over  the  country. 
This  has  so  extended  that  at  the  present  time  organizations  have 
been  and  are  being  formed  in  practically  all  of  the  largest  cities 
of  the  country  on  the  model  of  our  own,  which  are  repeating  in 
the  schools  of  those  municipalities  the  success  which  the  League 
has  achieved  in  the  City  of  New  York'  Its  regulations  are  also 
the  standard  which  are  followed  by  the  thousands  of  schools 
throughout  the  country,  which  in  consequence  of  its  success 
have  introduced  athletics  as  part  of  their  regular  school  work. 
This  is  far  more  than  those  who  participated  in  the  formation 
of  our  organization  ever  hoped  to  live  to  witness,  and  I  am  sure 
is  felt  by  you  all  as  being  in  itself  a  full  reward  of  our  labors. 

Death  of  James  E.  Sullivan. 

The  satisfaction  experienced  by  the  League  at  the  success  it 
has  attained  during  the  year  was  saddened  by  the  loss  it  sustained 
by  the  sudden  and  lamented  death  of  James  E.  Sullivan.  He 
was  one  of  its  original  organizers,  and  since  that  time  had  been 
a  director,  a  member  of  its  Executive  Committee,  and  Chairman 
of  its  Committee  on  Games.  His  vast  experience  in  athletics,  the 
deep  interest  which  he  took  in  the  success  of  the  League,  and 
the  time  he  devoted  to  its  work,  rendered  his  services  invaluable 
to  it.  His  influence  over  the  boys  of  the  schools,  particularly 
in  impressing  upon  them  that  all  athletics  must  be  clean  and 
honorable,  was  remarkable.  His  death  has  left  a  void  in  the 
management  of  the  League  that  it  will  be  almost,  if  not  entirely, 
impossible  to  fill. 

Board  of  Education  Formally  Approves  of  the  League. 

Although  since  the  organization  of  the  League  its  directors 
and  officers  have  included  the  various  Presidents  and  many 
members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  City  Superintendent  and 
other  Superintendents  and  many  principals  and  teachers,  so  that 
it  really  is  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Education,  yet  no  formal  ap- 
proval by  such  Board  of  the  work  of  the  League  has  ever  been 
made. 

This  has  struck  many  who  do  not  understand  the  restrictions 
which  the  law  has  put  upon  the  work  of  a  department  of  the 
State  like  the  Board  of  Education,  as  being  peculiar.  In  conse- 
quence the  Board  of  Education  on  December  30th,  1914,  unani- 
mously passed  the  following  resolutions: 
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Minute  in  Approval  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

"In  commending  to  the  public  the  work  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League,  the  Board  of  Education  desires  to  point  out  that 
while  the  League  is  legally  a  separate  organization,  it  is  practi- 
cally a  part  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  is  part  of  the  City  Government.  Its  powers  are 
limited  by  the  charter.  It  has  no  funds  except  such  as  are  granted 
in  its  budget  and  these  can  only  be  expended  by  it  for  certain 
specific  purposes  and  in  the  manner  authorized  by  law.  This 
necessarily  limits  its  activities. 

The  League  is  organized  to  supplement  and  assist  the  Board 
by  carrying  out,  through  the  funds  it  obtains  from  private  con- 
tributions and  freed  from  the  checks  arrd  limitations  necessarily 
imposed  upon  the  city  departments,  what  the  Board  of  Education 
desires  to  have  done,  but  is  unable  to  accomplish  itself  with  the 
public  money  it  controls. 

The  two  work  in  perfect  harmony.  The  directors  of  the 
League  include  the  President  and  several  members  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  the  City  Superintendent  and  others  of  its  Super- 
tendents,  the  Director  of  Physical  Training  and  several  principals 
of  both  high  and  elementary  schools,  and  most  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  are  among  the  League's  contributing  members. 

A  large  part  of  its  administrative  work  is  carried  out  by  the 
Department  of  Physical  Training  and  other  employees  of  the 
Board,  and  the  League  provides  to  the  Board  clerical  assistance 
where  the  funds  of  the  latter  are  inadequate. 

Consequently  its  activities  are  actually  controlled  by  the  Board 
of  Education. 

In  the  eleven  years  during  which  the  League  has  been  organized 
it  has  effected  an  improvement,  both  physical  and  mental,  in  the 
vast  army  of  boys  and  girls  who  attend  the  public  schools  in  New 
York,  the  value  of  which  cannot  be  adequately  described.  The 
children  are  far  stronger,  healthier  and  happier  than  before,  and 
they  have  also  acquired  ideas  of  manly  and  honorable  conduct  to 
which  many  of  them  were  previously  strangers.  The  discipline 
of  the  schools  has  also  been  helped.  So  marked  has  been  this 
improvement  that  the  methods  which  the  League  has  introduced 
in  our  schools  have  been  adopted  in  many  cities  of  this  country 
and  even  throughout  the  Philippines.  Representatives  of  Ger- 
many and  other  European  countries  have  visited  New  York  to 
inspect  them. 

Those  of  our  citizens  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our 
schools  and  of  the  children  who  attend  them  cannot  well  do  more 
to  promote  such  welfare  than  by  assisting  to  maintain  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  and  to  extend  its  work." 
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Members  and  Finances. 

The  contributing  members  of  the  League  are :  Annual  mem- 
bers, 336;  life  members,  79;  patrons,  127;  founders,  11;  total,  553. 
From  this  and  a  few  other  sources,  the  League  received  between 
January  1  and  December  31,  1914,  $9,867.23,  which  is  %273.77 
less  than  it  did  during  the  same  period  of  1913.  In  view  of  the 
depressed  condition  of  the  business  world  during  the  year,  and 
particularly  in  Wall  Street,  from  whence  the  main  support  of  the 
League  has  been  derived,  this  cannot  but  J?e  considered  as  remark- 
able. This  reduction  in  receipts  has  necessarily  required  a  rigor- 
ous economy,  which  has  necessarily  curtailed  the  activities  of 
the  League. 

The  number  of  those  who  subscribe  "for  its  support  is  small 
compared  with  that  of  our  citizens  and  particularly  of  those  who 
received  their  education  in  our  public  schools.  In  fact,  if  it  were 
not  for  the  generous  contributions  of  Mr.  S.  R.  Guggenheim,  Mr. 
John  D.  Rockefeller,  Col.  Robert  M.  Thompson,  Mr.  Thomas  F. 
Ryan  and  the  New  York  World  and  the  Brooklyn  Eagle  (each 
of  whom  contribute  upwards  of  $500),  and  of  the  others  whose 
names  appear  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  it  would  have  been  with- 
out the  requisite  means  to  properly  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
League. 

In  conclusion,  I  congratulate  you  all  upon  the  good  work  that 
we  have  accomplished  in  the  twelve  years  of  our  organization.  I 
think  that  you  will  agree  with  me  that  in  looking  upon  it  on  the 
ethical  side  alone  and  ignoring  the  vast  improvement  that  it  has 
effected  in  the  strength,  health  and  happiness  of  our  school  chil- 
dren, all  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  creation  of  the 
League,  whether  as  subscribers  or  officers,  have  just  cause  for 
pride  in  having  achieved  something  which  will  result  in  a  lasting 
good  to  the  community  and  help  to  keep  our  memory  green  in  the 
future. 


Dr.  C.  Ward  Crampton  moved  that  the  address  be  accepted 
and  entered  at  length  in  the  minutes,  and  that  a  vote  of  thanks 
be  extended  to  General  Wingate  for  his  services  as  President 
during  the  past  year,  which  was  seconded  and  carried  by  a 
unanimous  vote. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  was  read  and,  on  motion,  was  ac- 
cepted and  directed  to  be  entered  in  full  length  in  the  minutes. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned.

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Report  of  the  Secretary 

June  30,  1915. 
To  the  Board  of  Directors,  Public  Schools  Athletic  League: 
Sirs  :    I  beg  to  present  herewith  a  summary  of  the  activities  of 
the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  during  the  year   1914-1915.

CROTONA  FIELD. 

Crotona  Field,  located  at  Prospect  Avenue  and  Crotona  Park.  North. 
Bronx  Borough,  is  the  property  of  the  Park  Department,  but  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  whereby  its  use  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  The  held  is  equipped  with  a  five-lap  running 
track,  jumping  pits,  basket  ball  court,  base  ball,  foot  ball  and  soccer- 
foot  ball  field.  A  grandstand  has  been  built  on  the  north  side  of  the 
field.  Its  seating  capacity  is  about  1,500.  There  are  a  number  of 
shower  baths  and  lockers  installed  and  two  large  dressing  rooms  take 
up  most  of  the  room  underneath  the  stand. 

An  average  of  1,000  boys  per  day  have  attended  the  field  during 
April,  May  and  June  of  this  year.  The  schools  of  upper 'Manhattan 
and  Bronx  have  held  their  Field  Days  on  the  field  and  have  found  it 
an  excellent  place  for  conducting  games  in  an  organized  manner. 

ASTORIA  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

One  of  the  most  accessible  of  the  athletic  fields  controlled  by  the 
Board  of  Education  is  Astoria  Athletic  Field,  at  Astoria,  Long  Island 
City.  It  is  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  East  River  overlooking  the 
rushing  waters  of  Hell  Gate.  There  is  a  six-lap  cinder  track  and  an 
exceptionally  fine  infield,  used  for  base  ball  (playground  and  the  regular 
game),  foot  ball,  soccer,  basket  ball  and  tennis  court.  The  grand  stand 
is  situated  on  the  southern  end  of  the  grounds,  giving  an  unobstructed 
view  of  the  entire  track  and  field.  The  grand  stand  will  easily  accom- 
modate two  thousand  spectators.  Inside  of  the  grand  stand'  are  the 
dressing  rooms,  lockers — with  a  checking  system — lavatories  for  bovs 
and  girls,  shower  baths,  hot  and  cold  water.  Everything  that  'is 
necessary  for  a  first-class,  up-to-date  athletic  field  has 'been  installed. 
It  is  estimated  that  about  six  hundred  children  make  use  of  the  field 
each  day.  Many  of  the  schools  of  the  upper  East  Side  of  Manhattan 
and  all  of  Queensboro  hold  their  field  day  games  at  this  field. 

CURTIS  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

The  Curtis  Athletic  Field,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  is  situated  at  New  Brighton.  Staten  Island,  adjacent  to 
the  Curtis  High  School,  overlooking  New  York  Bay.  It  is  an  ideal 
spot  for  an  athletic  field  and  is  fully  equipped  with  all  the  necessary 
accessories  required  for  an  institution  of  this  kind.  It  has  a  five-lap 
cinder  track  in  the  best  condition  that  human  labor  can  produce,  a 
grand  stand  capable  of  seating  comfortably  twenty-five  hundred  people, 
dressing  quarters,  lockers,  shower  baths,  lavatories  for  both  boys  and 
girls,  three  tennis  courts  on  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  kept  in 
good   condition   and   always   available.      There   are   also   the   regulation

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base  ball  diamond,  foot  ball  and  soccer  fields.  It  is  estimated  tbat 
eigbt  hundred  boys  make  use  of  the  track  and  field  daily  from  April 
1st  to  October  loth.  During  the  spring  of  1913  there  were  at  least 
two  sets  of  school  games  held  daily  on  this  field,  and  in  addition 
to  these  games  many  base  ball  games  have  Det-n  contested  for  both 
the  high  school  and  elementary  school  championships  ;  while  on  the 
tennis  courts  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  tennis  championship 
tournaments  have  been  played. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Dock  Commissioner,  many  schools  in 
the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  have  been  granted  free 
transportation  on  the  Municipal  Ferry,  plying  between  Manhattan  and 
Staten  Island.  This  has  been  a  great  heJp  to  many  of  the  schools 
on  the  lower  East  Side  of  Manhattan. 

Many  of  the  schools  have  taken  advantage  of  the  rule  allowing  one 
day  a  ^ear  to  hold,  a  field  day.  It  was  not  an  uncommon  sight  to 
see  a  principal  take  his  entire  school,  including  boys  and  girls,  to  the 
Curtis  Athletic  Field  for  a  day's  outing.  The  result  of  these  outings 
to  such  a  beautiful  and  healthful  place  as  the  Curtis  Athletic  Field, 
has  worked  wonders  with  the  children,  and  if  it  were  not  for  the 
kindness  of  the  Dock  Commissioner,  it  would  have  been  almost  impos- 
sible for  the  children  to  avail  themselves  of  a  school  holiday  under 
the  supervision  of  the  principals  and  teachers  of  the  school  at  this  field. 

BROOKLYN  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

This  field  Is  situated  at  Avenue  K  and  East  17th  Street,  on  the 
Brighton  Beach  Line  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit.  It  is  easily 
reached  from  all  sections  of  Brooklyn,  being  on  the  transfer  point. 

On  this  field  is  to  be  found  a  quarter-mile  cinder  track  with  a  220- 
yards  straightway  course,  two  base  ball  diamonds,  two  soccer  foot  ball 
fields,  two  basket  ball  courts  and  six  tennis  courts.  A  covered  grand 
stand,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  2,500  and  an  equipment  second  to 
none  in  this  part  of  the  country ;  shower  baths,  dressing  quarters, 
lavatories  and  locker  rooms  are  provided  for  the  accommodations  of 
the  attendants. 

Nine  hundred  and  fifty  (950)  children  make  use  of  this  field  daily 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  athletic  meets,  school  field  day  outings, 
oasket  ball  and  base  ball  tournaments. 

SEVENTH  WARD  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

This  field  is  located  in  the  most  crowded  section  of  the  lower  East 
Side.     Thousands  of  children  make  use  of  this  field  during  the  year. 

School  field  day  meets  are  held  regularly  during  the  school  term. 
Tournaments  are  conducted  in  base  ball,  basket  ball  and  soccer  foot  ball. 

There  is  a  very  fine  twelve-lap-to-the-mile  cinder  track  and  a  large 
infield  which  may  be  used  for  many  kinds  of  athletic  activities.  The 
field  is  equipped  with  steel  lockers  and  all  kinds  of  athletic  material. 
A  two-story  building,  situated  on  the  northeast  corner  of  the  field,  is 
provided  for  dressing  quarters  for  all   those  attending. 

AFTER-SCHOOL  ATHLETIC  CENTERS.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  BASE  BALL. 

For  the  second  year,  the  League  conducted  "a  very  successful  intra- 
school  indoor  base  ball  tournament.  Eighty-four  (84)  schools  in- 
formed the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  that  they  were  conduct- 
ing tournaments  among  their  classes ;  nine  hundred  and  sixty-six  (966) 
class  teams  were  organized  and  a  total  number  of  10,691  boys  partici- 
pated.

SUNDAY  "WORLD"  FINAL  MEET. 

Held  at  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
October   10,    1914. 

This  meet  was  the  final  or  championship  contest  of  174  individual 
field  days  for  which  the  New  York  Sunday  World  furnished  trophies, 
medals  and  programs.  These  games  far  exceeded  the  number  of  en- 
tries and  attendance  of  any  of  their  former  final  meets.  Fourteen 
hundred  entries  were  received  for  the  sixteen  events  which  were  divided 
into  four  weight  classes,  viz. :  85-lbs.,  100-lbs.,  115-lbs.  and  unlimited 
weight  classes.  Fully  three  thousand  spectators  witnessed  the  games 
from  the  spacious  grandstand,  and  judging  from  the  enthusiasm  dis- 
played by  them  during  the  contest  they  fully  enjoyed  the  afternoon's 
entertainment.  Music  was  furnished  throughout  the  conduct  of  the 
games  by  the  schoolboy  band  of  Public  School  21,  Manhattan,  who 
dispensed  popular  and  patriotic  music  under  the  leadership  of  their 
principal.  All  the  events  were  spiritedly  contested,  and  in  many  in- 
stances it  proved  most  difficult  to  decide  who  were  the  winners. 
Thirty-four  schools  scored  points,  and  it  was  impossible  to  pick  the 
school  to  win  the  city  championship  until  the  finish  of  the  last  event.

Indoor  Elementary  Schools  Track  and  Field  Championship  Games  at 
Madison  Square  Garden,  on  Saturday  afternoon,  December  19  1914 
This  meet  proved  to  be  the  greatest  athletic  enterprise  ever  conducted 
by  either  a  school  or  athletic  organization.  Two  thousand  and  eiehtv- 
f our  boys  actually  competed  in  the  sixteen  events  divided  into  four 
weight  classes. 

The  afternoon's  program!  opened  with  an  Olympic  parade  of  all  the 
boys  entered  in  the  following  formation:  sprint  bovs,  85  100  115  lbs 
and  unlimited  weight;  relay  boys,  85,  100,  115 *  lbs.  and  unlimited 
weight;  field  event  boys,  85,  10,0,  115  lbs.  and  unlimited  weight  The 
boys  marched  eight  abreast  led  by  the  schoolboy  band  of  sixtv  Dieces 
from  Public  School  21  Manhattan  ;  following  the  band  the  cokfr  guard 
of  2 i  boys  from  Public  School  27,  Manhattan,  followed;  after  them 
came  the  embryo  athletes  in  costume.  The  parade  passed  in  front  of 
the  reviewing  stand  and  was  reviewed  by  General  George  W.  Wineate 
president  of  the  League  ;  Hon.  Thomas  W.  Churchill,  president  Board 
of  Education:  Dr  William  H.  Maxwell.  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  • 
and  Major-Gen.  Leonard  Wood's  military  staff.  '  They  were  then  as- 
sembled in  eight  columns  upon  the  floor  facing  the  reviewing  officers 
At  the  sound  of  the  color  call  by  a  bugler,  the  colors  were  brought 
forward  and  to  a  position  in  front  of  the  assembled  columns.

'•Allegiance  to  the  Flag" ;  during  this  ceremony  the  boys  stood  at 
attention  with  their  right  hand  raised  to  the  head  (salute  fashion .1. 
Immediately  following  this  the  band  played  the  "Star  Spangled  Ban 
ner,"  in  which  the  entire  audience  joined  in  singing.  The  boys  then 
disbanded  and  marched  to  their  respective  sections  and  the  games 
started  when  General  Wingate  fired  a  shot  starting  the  first  heat  in  the 
50  yards  dash. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  G.  Louis  Boissevaine,  president  of 
the  Madison  Square  Garden  Company,  who  generously  donated  the  use 
of  this  amphitheatre  for  the  holding  of  these  games,  the  League  was 
able  to  conduct  this  enterprise  on  such. a  large  scale.  No  admission 
fee  was  charged.  Tickets  were  sent  tor  all  schools  for  the  use  of 
teachers  and  pupils.  Ten  thousand  tickets  were  distributed  and  used. 
The  arena  boxes  were  reserved  for  the  specially  invited  guests  and 
they  were  filled  with  a  representative  gathering  of  educational  and 
city  officials  who  stayed  until  the  finish, of  the  contests. 

From  an  athletic  point  of  view  the  games  were  the  greatest  ever 
conducted  by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League.  Every  event  was 
hotly  contested  from  start  to  finish.  Many  of  the  finishes  of  both 
the  sprints  and  relay  races  were  so  close  that  it  was  almost  impos- 
sible for  the  judges  to  decide  the  winners. 

Through  the  kindness  of  many  gentlemen  who  were  closely  identi- 
fied with  amateur  athletics  and  who  so  generously  and  unselfishly  gave 
their  time  to  officiate  at  this  meet,  the  League  was  able  to  conduct  a 
meet  of  this  proportion  so  successfully,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  them  publicly  for  the  great  services  which  they  rendered  not 
only  at  this  meet  but  all  the  school  meets  conducted  by  the;  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  since  its  inception  twelve  years  ago. 

Most  all  elementary  schools  throughout  the  city  entered  strong 
teams  in  anticipation  of  either  winning  a  city  or  borough  champion- 
ship.  Owing  to  the  spirited  rivalry  during  the  contests,  it  was  im- 
possible to  pick  the  winner  of  the  meet  until  the  last  event  was  fin- 
ished. The  strong  team  from  Public  School  10,  Manhattan,  won  the 
city  championship,  with  a  score  of  28  points.  Public  School  27, 
Manhattan,  was  second,  with  20  points.  Borough  championships  were 
won  by  teams  representing  the  following  schools :  Public  School  9, 
Brooklyn,  with  12  points;  Public  School  90,  Queens,  with  5  points; 
Public  School  26,  Bronx,  and  Public  School  3,  Bronx,  were  tied  with  a 
score  of  5  points  each.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  SWIMMING 
CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

Held  at  the  West  GOth  Street  Interior  Po.pl,  on  Saturday  morning, 
April  17,  1915. 
This  Elementary  Schools  Indoor  Swimming  Championship  meet 
proved  to  be  the  most  successful  aquatic  tournament  held  by  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League.  Nineteen  schools  entered  teams  mak- 
ing a  total  entry  of  285  boys  in  the  five  events.  Two  new  records 
were  made ;  in  the  20  yards  for  85-lb.  boys  and  the  other  in  the  40 
yards  for  boys  weighing  100-lbs.  The  most  striking  feature  of  the 
meet  was  the  proficiency  a  large  number  of  boys  showed  in  swimming 
the  crawl  stroke.  One  thousand  school  boys  attended  the  games  and 
kept  up  a  continuous  roar  of  applause  from  the  start  to  the  finish  of 
the  games.  The  improved  form  displayed  by  the  boys  in  the  style  of 
swimming  at  this  tournament  was  a  strong  testimonial  to  the  work 
of  teaching  swimming  to  all  schoolboys  by  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion at  the  public  pools  after  school  hours.

On  Saturday  afternoon,  June  12.  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
conducted  the  Twelfth  Annual  Outdoor  Track  and  Field  Champion- 
ships for  Elementary  School  boys  at  Curtis  Athletic  Field,  New 
Brighton,  Staten  Island.  An  entry  of  over  1400  boys  was  received, 
representing  schools  in  each  of  the  five  boroughs  of  the  city.

SWIMMING  FOR  BOYS. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Colonel  Prank  Hines  and  Mr.  Howard  L. 
Woody,  Superintendents  of  Public  Buildings  and  Offices  of  Manhattan 
and  Brooklyn,  the  Department  of  Education  has  been  granted  permis- 
sion to  use  the  five  swimming  pools  from  3  :30  to  5  :30  P.  M.  on  school 
days  and  from  9  :30  to  12  :0<0  M.  on  Saturday  mornings  for  elementary 
school  boys.  An  instructor  of  swimming  was  appointed  at  each  pool, 
whose  duty  it  was  to  supervise  and  teach  swimming  to  those  wishing 
to  learn.  This  branch  of  athletic  work  of  the  school  system  proved  to 
be  most  successful  and  most  interesting.  Large  attendances  were 
recorded  daily  throughout  the  year,  and  the  number  of  boys  taught  to 
swim  far  surpassed  the  expectations  of  those  in  charge  of  the  work.  A 
special  class  was  organized  from  Public  School  47,  Manhattan  (deaf 
and  dumb  children),  and  had  use  of  the  pool  located  at  23rd  Street 
and  Avenue  A,  Manhattan,  three  days  a  week  from  11  :30  A.  M.  to 
1 :30  P.  M.  This  work  was  started  as  an  experiment  and  proved  so 
successful  that  it  was  necessary  to  allow  three  hours  additional  each 
week.  The  extra  session  was  from  4  :00  to  5 :00  P.  M.  on  Friday 
afternoons. 

Swimming  buttons  similar  to  the  Athletic  Badge  buttons  were 
awarded  to  those  boys  who  successfully  passed  the  standards  set  by 
the  Department  of  Education.  Schools  were  notified  when  and  where 
the  tests  would  be  held  and  they  sent  the  pupils  in  charge  of  a  teacher 
to  the  pools  located  nearest  their  schools.  Below  is  a  list  of  the 
number  of  boys  who  successfully  passed  the  standards  and  received 
swimming  buttons  designating  them  as  proficient  in  swimming :

The  system  of  competition  between  classes,  in  which  80  per  cent, 
of  each  class  must  participate,  and  the'  average  of  all  constitutes  the 
record  which  has  been  organized  by  the^League,  has  become  very 
successful,  and  the  interest  which  is  taken  in  these  contests  has 
brought  into  them  such  a  large  number  of  boys  that  it  can  now  be 
justly  considered  one  of  the  boys'   "world's  greatest  competitions." 

In  the  Class  Jumping  alone  64,481  boys, -belonging  to  2,274  classes 
and  157  schools,  took  an  active  part.  There  were  about  67,600  who 
competed  in  "Chinning"  and  about  21,554  in  "Class  Running." 

On  account  of  the  great  magnitude  of  these  contests  they  are 
divided  into  three  separate  series.  The  broad  jumping  contest  is  held 
in   the  fall,  the  chinning  during  March  and  the  running  in  May. 

In  the  jumping  contest  each  boy  is  allowed  three  jumps ;  the 
highest  jump  made  by  each  is  aggregated  and  averaged.  The  highest 
aggregate  results  obtained  by  the  classes  in  the  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh 
and  Eighth  years  in  each  school  are  then  forwarded  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  League.  Unless  80  per  cent,  of  the  register  of  each  class  has 
competed  its  scores  are  not  considered.  After  the  scores  are  received 
the  highest  classes  in  each  borough  are  selected  and  then  tested  by 
the  officials  of  the  League.  Unless  on  this  test  they  obtain  an  equal 
or  higher  record  than  that  which  constituted  the  record  forwarded, 
such  record  is  not  allowed  and  another  class  is  substituted. 

In  the  "chinning"  contest  the  same  procedure  is  gone  through  with. 

In  "class  running"  the  boys  are  lined  up  back  of  the  starter.  As 
the  first  runner  crosses  the  finish  line  the  judge  standing  there  signais 
with  his  handkerchief,  the  second  then  starts  and  the  others  suc- 
cessively until  all  have  completed  the  distance.  The  time  taken  by 
the  entire  class  is  divided  by  the  number  of  boys  running  and  the 
result  constitutes  the  class  record.

HIGH  SCHOOLS  CROSS-COUNTRY  CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Held  Over  the  Jamaica   (Long  Island)    Course,   Saturday  Afternoon, 

December  5,   1914. 

Distance  About  2%  Miles. 

Frank  Jenkins,  of  Far  Rockaway,  had  little  difficulty  in  repeating  his 
victory  of  1913,  and  Richmond  Hill  High  School  made  the  triumph  for 
Queens  complete  by  having  five  athletes  finish  in  the  first,  twelve  and 
outscoring  thirteen  rival  schools  for  the  team  championship. 

Held  over  a  course  in  Jamaica,  the  race  attracted  a  record  field  of 
102  youngsters,  twenty  more  than  in  any  previous  P.  S.  A.  L.  hill  and 
dale  title  event.  The  lads  made  two  rounds  of  a  one  and  three-eighths 
mile  stretch  that  led  first  uphill  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile  north  of  Hill- 
side Avenge,  then  across  Upland  Park  through  a  half  mile  of  wooded 
country  and  finally  over  macadamized  roads  to  the  finish,  opposite 
Jamaica  High  School.  Jamaica  and  Morris  tied  for  second  place  in  the 
team  competition  with  ninety  points  each.

HIGH     SCHOOLS     INDOOR     TRACK     AND     FIELD 
CHAMPIONSHIP   GAMES. 

Held  at  the  23rd  Regiment  Armory,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Saturday  Evening, 
January  29,  1915. 
The  Twelfth  Annual  High  Schools  Indoor  Track  and  Field  Champion- 
ships were  conducted  by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  at  the 
Twenty-third  Regiment  Armory  on  Saturday  Evening,  January  29,  1915. 
Every  public  high  school  was  represented  by  entries  in  the  various 
events,  making  a  total  entry  of  250  young  men.  Tickets  were  put  on 
sale  in  the  high  schools  for  the  students  at  fifteen  (15)  cents  each.  A 
large  number  of  these  tickets  were  disposed  of.  and  sections  of  the  bal- 
cony,  decorated  by  the  students  with  their  various  school  colors,  were 
assigned  to  the  schools.  These  games  were  considered  by  all  to  be  the 
most  attractive  and  successful  of  any  conducted  by  the  League.  The  vari- 
ous events  were  well  contested,  competition  was  very  keen,  and  exciting 
finishes  in  all  track  events  resulted.  Two  records  were  equaled  and 
one  bettered  during  the  games.  The  performances  of  the  boys  while  in 
competition  were  a  revelation  to  those  that  had  never  before  seen  an 
athletic  meet  for  high  school  boys.  A  very  fine  musical  program  was 
rendered  during  the  evenins:  by  a  band  of  forty  pieces  composed  of 
students  from  Commercial,  Boys,  and  Manual  Training  High  Schools 
of  Brooklyn.  In  addition  to  the  regular  list  of  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  Championship  events,  a  One  Mile  National  Interscholastic 
Championship  Relay  was  added  to  the  program.  Public  and  private 
high  schools  entered  teams,  but  no  public  high  school  from  New  York 
City  was  entered.  This  championship  was  won  by  a  team  representing 
Bloomfield  High  School  of  New  Jersey  after  an  exciting  contest  with 
Poly  Frep  team  from  Brooklyn1.  Dickinson  High  School  of  Jersey  City 
finished  third  and  Central  High  School  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  finished 
fourth  in  the  fast  time  of  3m.  43  3-5s.  The  City  Championship  Trophy 
to  the  school  scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points  in  this  meet  was 
won  by  Stuvvesant  High  School  with  24  points,  closely  followed  by 
Manual  Training  High  School  of  Brooklyn  with  22  points.

Robert  Schulze,  New  York  Evening  High  School,  won  the  220 
yards  dash,  clipping  1  2-5  seconds  off  the  record.  His  time  was  24 
seconds.

EVENING  HIGH  SCHOOLS  CHAMPIONSHIP  WALK. 

Distance  13  Miles. 
Held  Saturday  Afternoon,  May  1,  1915. 
C.  Levy  of  the  New  Lots  Evening  High  School  walked  thirteen  miles 
of  city  streets  in  the  first  distance  walk  for  students  of  city  evening 
high  schools  and  finished  ahead  of  two  hundred  fellow  students  in  the 
fast  time  of  lh.  59m.  The  youths  competed  for  medals,  twenty-five 
of  which  were  donated  by  John  H.  Finley,  State  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation, at  whose  suggestion  the  walk  was  held,  and  prizes  donated  by 
the  N.  Y.  Sundav  World. 
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The  contestants  showed  surprising  form.  They  were  not  all  young 
men.  W.  Banks  of  the  New  York  Evening  High  School  looked  more 
than  fifty  years  of  age,  and  little  M.  Schneider  of  the  Brooklyn  Even- 
ing High  School  was  probably  fifteen.  Schneider  finished  in  thirty-sixth 
position,  being  nosed  out  for  a  medal  by  J.  Snssman  of  the  New  Yorks. 
The  start  was  from  Public  School  No.  52,  at  Academy  Street  and  Broad- 
way, south  to  Broadway  and  162d  Street,  St.  Nicholas  Avenue,  110th 
Street,  Central  Park  West,  Fifty-ninth  Street,  Fifth  Avenue,  110th 
Street,  St.  Nicholas  Avenue,  126th  Street,  Convent  Avenue,  City  College 
Stadium.  The  Convent  Avenue  hill  took  the  stamina  out  of  most  of  the 
contestants.  The  walk  was  such  a  success  that  Dr.  Finley  said  that  he 
would  hold  another  in  1916  through  four  boroughs  instead  of  two.

HIGH  SCHOOLS  NOVICE  GAMES  AND  CHAMPION- 
SHIP RELAYS  AND  EVENING  HIGH 
SCHOOLS  CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

Held  at  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field,  Monday  Morning,  May  31,  1915. 

These  games  were  to  be  held  at  Curtis  Athletic  Field,  New  Brighton, 
Staten  Island,  on  Saturday  afternoon,  May  22,  but  owing  to  the  heavy 
rain  on  this  date  it  was  necessary  to  postpone  them.  The  High  Schools 
Games  Committee  decided  to  conduct  these  games  on  Decoration  Day 
morning  (May  31)  at  the  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field.  The  games  proved 
to  be  both  interesting  and  successful  and  a  fair  sized  crowd  of  specta- 
tors witnessed  the  performances  of  the  boys. 

The  meet  was  divided  into  three  departments,  Novice  Events  and 
Championship  Relays  for  the  Day  High  Schools  and  the  Evening  High 
Schools  Championships.  In  the  440  yards  Relay,  100-lb.  class,  the 
team  representing:  the  High  School  of  Commerce  created  a  new  record 
for  this  distance.  The  quartette  from  Morris  High  School,  composed 
of  Schulman.  Bonaparte,  Ballestier  and  Taub,  made  a  record  for  the 
One  Mile  Relay,  unlimited  weight  class.  Their  time  was  3  minutes 
31  4-5  seconds,  breaking  the  best  American  scholastic  record  for  this 
event.  The  performances  of  the  Evening  High  School  boys  far  sur- 
passed any  of  their  previous  endeavors.  Four  records  were  bettered 
and  one  equaled.  This  is  remarkable  when  one  takes  into  consideration 
that  these  boys  work  during  the  day  and  attend  school  at  night,  which 
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does  not  allow  them  much  time  for  athletics.  Throughout  all  the  con- 
tests the  competition  was  keen  and  it -was  impossible  to  decide  which 
school  would  win  the  city  championship  in  the  various  sections  until 
the  final  events  were  decided. 

In  the  Day  High  School  novice  events,  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School 
won  the  city  championship  with  a  score  o£  26  points,  High  School  of 
Commerce  second,  with  23  points,  and  Morris  High  School  third,  with 
19  points.  For  Evening  High  Schools,  New  York  Evening  High  School 
defended  its  title  of  City  Champion  and  compiled  a  score  of  31  points. 
Brooklyn  Evening  High  School  was  second,  with  15  points,  and  Harlem 
Evening  High  School  third,  with  11  points.

HIGH  SCHOOLS  TRACK  AND  FIELD  CHAMPION- 
SHIPS. 

Held  at  the  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field,  Saturday  Afternoon,  May  29,  1915. 
On  Saturday  afternoon,  May  29,  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
conducted  the  Twelfth  Annual  High  Schools  Outdoor  Track  and  Field 
Championships  at  the  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field.  One  of  the  most  In- 
teresting features  of  the  games  was  the  vast  improvement  shown,  not 
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only  in  the  conduct  of  the  games,  but  in  the  general  performances  of 
the  competing  athletes.  Comparing  this  meet  with  those  held  in  former 
years  makes  one  think  if  there  is  a  possibility  of  any  further  im- 
provement being  made.  Today  the  Board  of  Education  controls  five 
athletic  fields  located  in  the  various  boroughs  which  are  open  to 
school  boys  to  practise  all  forms  of  athletics..  The  athletic  field  upon 
which  these  games  were  held  is  considered  by  the  athletic  authorities 
of  New  York  City  to  have  the  fastest  cinder  track  in.  America.  It  has 
a  one-quarter  mile  circular  track  and  a  220  yards  straightaway,  and 
an  infield  capable  of  conducting  many  field  events.  The  performances 
of  the  boys  entered  in  these  games  were  high  class.  One  record  was 
broken  and  the  final  results  in  an  the  events  were  exceptionally  good. 
Most  of  last  year's  champions  retain  their  titles,  but  only  after  spirited 
contests  with  their  competitors.  A  large  number  of  spectators  wit- 
nessed the  games  and  remained  until  the  meet  was  completed.  No 
tickets  of  admission  were  issued  and  a  general  invitation  was  extended 
to  the  public  to  attend  and  be  the  guests  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  on  this  occasion.  Stuyvesant  High  School  again  won  the 
City  Championship  with  a  score  of  29  points.  Morris  High  School 
was  second,  with  26  points,  and  Far  Rockaway  third,  with  24  points.

OUTDOOR  RIFLE  SHOOTING  MATCHES.

INDOOR  RIFLE  SHOOTING  TOURNAMENT. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Indoor  Rifle  Shooting  Tournament  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  was  held  in  connection  with  the  Sportsmen's 
Show  at  the  Grand  Central  Palace,  from  February  20  to  27,  1915.

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Sunday  "World"  Field  Days 

The  Sunday  World  Field  Days  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  in  the  spring  of  1915  were  the  most 
successful  of  all  the  annual  series  of  these  games.  During  the  season 
which  opened  on  April  20,  171  schools  each  held  a  separate  meet  of 
outdoor  athletic  contests.  A  total  exceeding  65,000  boys  competed 
in  the  games,  an  average  of  more  than  375  boys  for  each  field  day,  this 
average  exceeding  that  of  any  previous  year  of  these  field  days.  The 
number  of  schools  this  year  that  gave  an  entire  day  to  the  athletic 
sports  was  exceptionally  large,  and  a  few  of  the  very  largest  schools 
devoted  two  days  to  the  games,  as  notably  School  No.  62,  Manhattan, 
which  sent  2,175  young  athletes  to  Curtis  Field,  Staten  Island,  to  com- 
pete in  two  sets  of  track  and  field  events,  on  June  4  and  June  10,  and 
School  No.  43,  Brooklyn,  with  1,345  entrants  in  its  games,  occupied 
June  16  in  the  track  finals  and  the  field  events. 

This  was  the  tenth  year  of  the  Sunday  World  Field  Days  for  boys  of 
the  upper  grades  of  the  city's  elementary  schools.  The  athletic  contests 
are  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  New  York  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League,  which,  on  request  from  the  schools,  furnishes  officials 
to  assist  the  teachers  on  the  occasion  of  the  field  day. 

In  the  spring  of  1906  The  Sunday  World  offered  to  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  to  furnish  prizes  and  other  assistance  to  100i  New 
York  public  schools  to  enable  each  of  them  to  hold  a  field  day  of 
athletic  games  for  their  grammar  grade  boys.  The  offer  was  accepted, 
ninety-eight  schools  held  meets  and  16,000  boys  took  part  in  the  games. 

Each  year  since  1906  The  Sunday  World  has  renewed  its  offer  to  the 
league,  increasing  the  number  of  schools  invited  to  hold  the  games  to 
125  in  1908  and  to  150  in  1910.  The  field  days  have  grown  steadily 
and  vastly  in  popularity,  in  the  number  of  contestants  and  in  the  qual- 
ity of  the  games  with  the  increased  experience  of  the  teachers  managing 
them  and  the  greater  amount  of  training  that  is  given  to  the  boys 
preliminary  to  the  contests. 

In  1914  the  number  of  competitors  in  the  field  day  meets  reached  the 
unprecedented  total  of  60,000.  For  the  ten  years  of  these  field  days 
the  totals  are  as  follows  : 

1,450  separate  school  athletic  meets  have  been  held. 

421,000  boys  have  competed  in  the  games. 

34,872  Sunday  World  medals  have  been  awarded. 

1,170  banners  have  been  presented  as  class  trophies. 

The  athletic  fields  most  largely  used  in  1915  for  the  meets  were  those 
at  Crotona  and  Pelham  Bay  Parks,  in  the  Bronx ;  the  P.  S.  A.  L.  fields 
at  Astoria  and  Avenue  K  in  Brooklyn  ;  the  Commercial  High  School 
grounds  and  Curtis  Field,  Staten  Island,  all  splendidly  equipped  for 
the  games  and  the  attendant  outings  by  the  schools,  and  the  twelve 
Manhattan  playgrounds,  especially  Seward,  Hamilton  Fish,  De  Witt 
Clinton,  Jefferson.  Tompkins  Square,  the  Seventh  Ward  and  Queensboro 
Bridge  Parks.  Eight  Manhattan  and  one  Brooklyn  schools  made  their 
field  days  outings  at  Curtis  Field,  Staten  Island,  the  city  providing  free 
ferry  transportation  for  each  school.  Several  Manhattan  schools  had 
meets  at  Crotona  and  Pelham  Bay  Parks,  journeying  to  the  distant 
fields  in  chartered  elevated  railway  trains.  Five  schools  had  their  meets 
In  the  Forty-seventh  Regiment  Armory.  Three  Manhattan  schools  and 
seven  from  otner  boroughs  had  their  games  In  city  streets,  under  the 
protection  of  the  traffic  police.

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While  the  number  of  competitors  in  the  meets  was  but  a  few  thousand 
more  than  in  1914  the  number  of  children  who  actually  participated  in 
the  day's  recreation  this  year  in  the  fieftl  days  of  very  many  of  the 
schools  included  practically  the  entire  school,  with  mass  drills,  gym- 
nasium calisthenics  and  folk  danciug  added  to  the  regular  Sunday 
World  programme  of  athletic  events.  If  the  children  who  took  part  in 
these  exhibitions  were  included  in  the  Quota  of  participants  in  each 
school's  Sunday  M'orlrf  Field  Day  this  year  the  number  would  probably 
exceed  100,000. 

The  prizes  provided  by  The  Sunday  World  for  the  games  this  year 
consisted  of  3,740  medals— 1.870  of  silver  and  a  like  number  of  bronze 
— 170  banners  awarded  to  class  trophies,  and  fifteen  special  banners. 
The  Sunday  World  printed  programmes  for  each  event,  containing  the 
numbered  lists  of  all  the  contestants  officially  entered  for  the  games. 

Early  in  the  year  The  Sunday  World  made  its  usual  offer  to  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  to  assist  150  schools  to  each  have  a 
field  day  during  the  spring  term  of  school  as  preliminary  to  The  Sun- 
day World  grand  final  meet  in  October.  Though  the  offer  was  at  first 
limited  to  150  schools,  the  demand  proved  so  much  greater  than  this 
that  173  schools  were  finally  admitted  to  the  privilege  of  entering  for 
the  field  days.  Of  these  171  schools  held  meets  between  April  20  and 
June  26. 

At  many  of  the  meets  this  year  there  were  added  events  for  girls, 
usually  for  prizes  given  by  the  school  athletic  organizations,  though 
The  Sunday  World  contributed  for  these  events  250  bronze  pins  and  a 
number  of  banners. 

In  the  171  meets  of  the  year  more  than  1.600  teachers  acted  as  field 
day  officials.  The  principal  of  the  school  in  most  cases  was  referee  of 
his  school's  games.  The  athletic  contests  were  witnessed  by  no  less 
than  a  quarter  of  a  million  children. 

The  entry  lists  from  very  many  of  the  schools  were  very  large  this 
year  as  compared  with  their  total  enrollment  of  grammar  grade  boys. 
Some  schools  had  more  than  90  per  cent,  of  their  boys  in  the  games 
and  more  than  60  schools  entered  75  per  cent,  of  their  enrollment. 

Following  are  some  of  the  schools  that  had  great  numbers  of  con- 
testants in  their  games,  the  figures  given  being  the  actual  number  of 
boys  who  were  entered  and  competed  in  the  events,  and  not  including 
those  taking  part  only  in  mass  drills,  base  ball  games  or  other  events 
not  on  the  regular  programme  of  athletic  contests.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  JUNIOR  BASKETBALL 

CHAMPIONSHIP  TROPHY. 

Donated   by  Alfred    G    Vanderbilt. 
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The  lists  of  entrants  in  the  field  days  this  year  was  swelled  con- 
siderably by  the  opening  of  new  grammar  schools  that  participated  for 
the  first  time  in  these  events.  Notably  schools  Nos.  52  and  53,  Bronx; 
No.  106,  Brooklyn,  and  No.  39B,  Manhattan,  contributed  in  this  way  to 
the  year's  record. 

P.  S.  No.  75  Wins  Plaque. 

The  Sunday  World  All-City  Plaque  of  1915  goes  to  School  No.  75, 
Manhattan,  Joseph  Chankin,  principal. 

This  plaque  is  awarded  each  year  to  the  school  in  the  city  that  wins 
the  point  score  in  all  the  year's  field  days.  These  points  are  counted, 
first  for  largest  percentage  of  entries  as  compared  with  school  enroll- 
ment and  second  for  scores  made  in  the  games  as  compared  with 
P.  S.  A.  L.  records.  These  scores  must  be  verified  by  an  oflicial  of  the 
district  league.  School  No.  75  has  only  the  fifth  and  sixth  year  gram- 
mar grades.  In  its  field  day,  which  was  exceptionally  well  managed, 
it  entered  a  large  number  of  boys  from  the  fourth  year  grades.  These, 
however,  did  not  count  in  the  scores  of  points  for  the  plaque.  Out  of 
500  pupils  registered  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  years  473*  competed  in  the 
field  day  events,  or  94.4  per  cent,  of  the  enrollment.  This  with  points 
made  on  the  field  placed  the  school  in  the  lead  of  all  others  for  the 
all-city  prize. 

THE  SUNDAY  "WORLD"  WALKING  CLUB,  P.  S.  A.  L. 

RULES   AND   INSTRUCTIONS. 
For  Boys'  Squads. 

The  Sunday  World  Walking  Club  movement  was  inaugurated  in  Sep- 
tember, 1910,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
of  New  York  on  plans  proposed  by  General  George  W.  Wingate,  presi- 
dent of  the  league. 

Any  elementary  public  school  in  the  City  of  New  York  may  organize 
branches  of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club.  These  branch  organiza- 
tions— the  units  that  make  up  the  complete  city-wide  organization — 
are  designated  as  Squads  of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club. 

Organization  op  Boys'  Squads. 

Eight  members  constitute  a  squad,   including  the  captain. 

Squads  may  be  organized  at  any  time  in  the  Walking  Club  year. 

There  is  no  limit  placed  on  the  number  of  squads  that  may  be  organ- 
ized in  a  school. 

A  squad  organizes  by  electing  one  of  its  members  captain  and  filing 
its  entry  list  with  the  Sunday  World  and  the  P.  S.  A.  L.  on  blanks 
furnished  by  the  Sunday  World. 

If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  a  squad  it  can  be  filled  by  the  squad  electing

As  soon  as  the  entry  list  is  filed  with  the  Sunday  World  and  the 
«««•#«.•  It*  an  i  aPPrpved,  the  squad  is  qualified  to  begin  its  competi- 
tIo£«Kf,°r  tb:e  J>rIzes  Slven  by  the  Sunday  World. 

KibDon  badges  of  a  special  color  for  each  squad  are  furnished  by 
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the  Sunday  World  to  each  member  of  the  squad  as  soon  as  it  qualifies, 
-,o  be  worn  on  the  walking  tours.  Tour,  report  blanks  are  sent  to  the 
Supervisor. 

No  walk  will  be  recorded  except  in  squad  and  certified  by  the  cap- 
tain of  the  squad  on  the  tour  report  blanks  as  to  distance  and  time 
consumed,  and  this  must  be  countersigned  by  the  teacher  or  other 
adult  person  accompanying  the  squad.  A  majority  of  the  squad  must 
be  present  on   every   walk. 

No  walk  will  be  recorded  for  a  distance  of  less  than  two  miles. 

The  average  speed  in  all  walking  contests  must  not  be  less  than  two 
miles  an  hour. 

It  is  left  with  the  squad  to  choose  its  own  tours,  with  the  assistance 
and  approval  of   the   teacher  or   squad   Supervisor. 

The  Sunday  World  will  publish  in  its  columns  from  time  to  time 
itineraries  of  pleasant  and  educational  tours  for  the  Walking  Clubs  in 
and  about  the  city,  and  will  furnish  to  captains  of  the  squads  bulletins 
suggesting  good  walks. 

The  Squad  Captain. 

He   shall   be   elected   by   a   majority   vote  of   the   squad. 

His  election  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  principal  of  his  school. 

His  election  takes  effect  on  notice  from  the  Sunday  World  that  the 
squad  has  qualified  for  membership  in  the  Walking  Club. 

His  term  of  office   shall  expire  on  July   1. 

Each  squad  captain  is  responsible  for  the  proper  behavior  of  his 
squad. 

The  squad  captain  can  be  removed  from  office  by  the  principal  on 
complaint  of  a  supervisor  for  misconduct  or  incompetence.  In  this 
case  the  principal  may  appoint  his  successor  to  serve  until  the  fol- 
lowing July  1. 

The  example  set  by  the  captain  as  to  conduct  and  interest  in  the 
work  of  his  squad  is  an  important  factor  in  the  success  of  the  Walking 
Club  and  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  it  by  all  its  members. 

A  captain  who  cannot  preserve  a  friendly  comradeship  and  prevent 
bickering  in  his  squad  is  not  fit  for  its  leadership. 

He  must  exercise  his  authority  as  a  good  friend  and  comrade  of  all 
the  members  of  his  squad. 

He  must  always  be  ready  to  consult  with  his  teacher  as  to  the  best 
means  to  perform  his  work. 

It  is  his  duty  to  call  the  squad  together  for  tours  and  for  elections 
to  fill  vacancies. 

For  every  tour  he  shall  serve  a  written  notice  on  each  member  of 
the  squad  in  substance  as  follows  : 

The   (name  of  squad)   will  walk  to   ......   on (date), 

leaving (name  of  exact  place  where  the  squad  will  assemble  to 

begin  its  tour)    at    o'clock.     You  are  directed  to   be  present   at 

the  starting  point  not  later  than    o'clock. 

This  notice  should  be  in  the  hands  of  members  of  the  squad  not 
later  than  eighteen   hours  before  the   hour  of  starting  on  the  tour. 

In  case  a  squad  captain  is  unable  to  accompany  his  squad  on  a  tour 
he  may  delegate  his  work  to  another  member,  with  the  approval  of  his 
teacher  or  the  supervisor. 

The  Quarterly  Prizes. 

Bronze  and  silver  medals  and  bar  pendants  will  be  the  prizes 
awarded  for  each  quarter  of  the  Walking  Club  year.  (See  special  prize 
bulletin.) 

The  regular  Walking  Club  bronze  and  silver  medals  are  of  the  pen- 
dant chain  variety,  constructed  so  as  to  be  linked  together,  the  medal 
and  four  bar  pendants  making  the  complete  chain.  The  pendants  are 
lettered  to  show  the  mileage  for  which  the  prize  is  awarded.  The 
special  Walking  Club  medal  is  a  handsome  bronze  pin. 
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Captains  of  squads  will  be  notified  in  advance  of  eacfi  quarter  period 
as  to  the  number  of  miles  to  be  walked  in  that  period  to  win  a  prize. 

Members  who  walk  more  than  half  of  the  distance  required  to  win 
a  prize  in  any  one  quarter  shall  have  20  per  cent,  of  the  distance  thus 
walked  counted  on  their  next  quarter's  score. 

When  prizes  additional  to  the  above  are  offered  announcement  will 
be  made  in  the  bulletins  and  in  the  Sund&y^World. 

Supervision  of  Squads. 

The  success  of  the  Walking  Club  movement  depends  largely  on  the 
interest  the  teacher  takes  in  it.  He  can^use  it  as  a  very  effective 
means  of  increasing  interest  in  the  school  and  class,  as  well  as  in 
affording  the  pupils  under  his  charge  an  opportunity  for  physical 
improvement  and  an  extended  knowledge  of  the  vastly  interesting  city 
and  its  beautiful  surroundings. 

Whenever  it  is  possible  for  a  teacher  to  accompany  a  squad  from  his 
own  class  on  its  tours  he  has  an  opportunity  to  increase  the  friendly 
relationship  between  himself  and  his  pupils. 

A  teacher  or  other  adult  person  approved  by  the  school  principal 
must  accompany  the  squad  on  each  walking  tour  as  supervisor. 

Two  or  more  squads,  however,  may  agree  to  go  on  the  same  tour  at 
the  same  time.  In  this  case  it  is  only  required  that  one  supervisor 
shall  accompany  the  entire  party.  In  these  joint  excursions  the  squads 
must  remain  together  during  the  entire   tour. 

The  supervisor  is  required  to  sign  the  captain's  tour  report  before 
it  becomes  effective.  No  tour  will  be  recorded  except  those  correctly 
reported  and  countersigned  by  a  supervisor. 

The  rules  and  information  contained  in  this  circular  refer  particu- 
larly to  the  boys'  squads  of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club.  The 
rules  applying  to  the  girls'  squads  are  contained  in  a  separate  bulletin 
which  will  be  furnished  on  application  to  the  Manager  of  Walking 
Clubs,  Sunday  World,  Pulitzer  Building,  New  York  City. 

Work  of  the  Walking  Clubs. 

In  the  school  year  of  1914-15.  5,160  boys  and  nearly  1,000  girls  hi 
public  schools  of  New  York  were  organized,  under  their  teachers'  super- 
vision, in  walking  clubs  to  compete  for  Sunday  World  prizes.  This 
is  the  fifth  year  of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club,  conducted  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League.  The  year  was 
divided  into  four  prize  winning  quarters,  beginning  with  the  opening 
of  the  schools  in  September.  The  prizes  this  year  were  in  greater 
variety  than  in  previous  years,  ana  included,  besides  the  regular  medals 
of  silver  and  bronze  with  pendant  bars  attached  to  indicate  the  mileage 
walked,  a  special  bronze  medal,  an  "exceptional  merit"  pendant,  a  "high 
record"  silver  medal  and  a  "highest  award"  silver  medal,  these  two 
latter  going  to  contestants  who  made  excellent  records  in  more  than 
one  quarter.  The  minimum  walking  distance  to  win  a  prize  in  a  quarter 
was  fifty  miles  for  boys  and  twenty-five  miles  for  girls.  Squads  were 
organized  and  competed  for  prizes  in  the  following  schools : 

In  Manhattan — School  No.  27,  3  squads ;  No.  46,  8  squads ;  No.  65, 
7  squads ;  No.  32,  21  squads ;  No.  171,  3  squads ;  No.  70,  5  squads ; 
New  York  Evening  High,  20  squads ;  No.  186,  1  squad ;  Harlem  Evening 
High,  8  squads. 

In  the  Bronx — School  No.  4.  8  squads ;  No.  12,  5  boys'  squads,  3 
girls'  squads;  No.  10,  22  squads;  No.  34,  10  boys'  squads,  6  girls' 
squads ;  No.  53,  2  girls'  squads ;  No.  52,  24  squads ;  No.  37,  8  squads ; 
Morris  Evening  High,  2  squads. 

In  Brooklyn — School  No.  25,  26  boys'  squads,  3  girls'  squads ;  No.  10, 
1  squad;  No.  43,  85  squads,  flret  quarter;  50  squads,  second  quarter;

Most  of  the  boys'  squads  numbered  eight  members,  including  the 
captain,  but  in  some  cases  the  number  of  members  in  squads  numbered 
as  high  as  twenty-five,  the  school  making  of  each  squad  as  many  boys 
as  joined  the  club  from  each  classroom.  The  girls'  squads  numbered 
from  twelve  to  twenty  members  each.

FIFTH  YEAR. 

The  First  Quarter  of  the  Fifth  Year  (1914-15)  of  the  Sunday  World 
Walking  Club  terminates  Nov.  15.  1914  ;  the  Second  Quarter  begins 
Nov.  16  and  terminates  Jan.  20,  1915;  the  Third  Quarter  begins  Jan. 
21  and  terminates  March  30;  the  Fourth  (and  last)  Quarter  begins 
March  31   and  terminates  May  31. 

New  squads  may  be  organized  in  any  elementary  school  of  New  York 
City  at  any  time  during  the  club  year.  Entry  blanks  furnished  on 
application  to  the  Manager  of  Walking  Club,  Sunday  World,  Pulitzer 
Building,  New  York  City. 

Squads  entering  the  club  after  two  weeks  of  the  pending  quarter 
period  have  expired  may  have  the  quarter  extended  a  length  of  time 
equal  to  the  portion  of  the  period  that  has  elapsed  when  the  squad  takes 
its  first  walk. 

Rules  and  instructions  for  the  organization  and  conduct  of  boys' 
squads  are  contained  in  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club  Bulletin  5. 
Bulletin  7  gives  tbe  rules  and  prize  offers  for  girls'  squads. 

A  Tours  Bulletin  outlining  50  walks  in  and  about  New  York  City 
with  a  Key  Map  of  the  entire  city  and  Tours  Maps  of  Brooklyn,  East 
of  Brooklyn,  Manhattan,  Bronx,  Staten  Island  and  New  Jersey  con- 
tiguous to  New  York  have  been  issued  and  will  be  sent  free  to  all 
Sunday  World  Walking  Club  squads. 

Prizes  are  given  to  boys  for  walks  aggregating  50  miles,  75  miles 
and  100  miles  in  each  quarter. 

In  the  first  quarter  that  a  boy  walks  he  receives  a  medal  for  50 
miles,  and  a  medal  with  attached  bar  or  bars  for  75  and  100  miles 
respectively.  While  these  are  the  regular  prizes,  open  to  all  individual 
members  of  squads,  an  optional  offer  is  made  this  year  for  boys  who 
walk  100  miles  or  more  in  the  First  Quarter  of  the  year  and  who 
through  good  conduct  and  interest  in  the  pedestrian  work  make  excep- 
tional good  records.     This  offer  is  as  follows  : 

In  place  of  the  100-mile  medal  a  "Highest  Award"  silver  medal  may 
be  awarded  to  5  per  cent,  of  the  100-mile  winners  in  the  school,  and 
the  "High  Record"  silver  medal  to  10'  per  cent,  of  the  100-mdle  winners. 

This  offer  is  optional.  The  principal,  or  director  of  Walking  Clubs  in 
the  school,  may  use  these  awards  or  may  disregard  them  and  give  only 
the  Regular  medal  with  pendant  bars  to  all  boys  making  the  lOO'-mile 
score  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  These  optional  awards  are  only 
open  to  competitors  in  the  quarter  of  the  year  terminating  in  Novem- 
ber. Tbe  "High  Record"  and  "Highest  Award"  medals  are  awarded  to 
winners  in  the  -Fourth  Quarter  who  have  won  prizes  in  the  previous 
three  quarters. 
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Following  in  full  detail  are  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club  prize 
offers  for  the  year  1914-15.  Each  prize  offer  in  the  list  is  indexed  with 
a  letter  of  the  alphabet — as  A  for  the  offer  of  a  bronze  medal  for  50 
miles,  B  for  medal  and  bar  for  75  miles,  etc.

Members  walking  for  the  first  time  in  any  Quarter  of  the  year  com- 
pete for  First  Quarter  prizes,  but  no  "High  Record"  or  "Highest 
Award"  medals  are  awarded  to  new  members  except  in  the  quarter  ter- 
minating Nov.  15.  The  prizes  for  squads  entering  the  club  in  the  Sec- 
ond. Third  or  Fourth  Quarters  are  therefore  those  in  the  above  list 
indexed  A,  B  and  E. 

Distance   Credit  Tickets. 

Members  of  boys'  squads  who  fail  to  walk  the  prize-winning  distance 
in  any  quarter,  but  who  walk  not  less  than  three-fifths  of  that  distance 
(30  miles),  will  receive  a  Distance  Credit  Ticket,  returnable  to  the 
Manager  of  the  S.  W.  W.'  C.  in  any  subsequent  quarter  in  which  the 
holder  of  the  ticket  completes  a  prize-winning  score. 

Making  of  Lost  Scores. 

If  for  good  cause  a  member  of  the  Walking  Club  shall  fail  to  walk 
with  his  squad  he  may  accompany  any  other  squad  on  its  tour  or  tours 
until  he  has  made  up  the  distance  thus  lost.  The  fact  that  he  walked 
with  another  squad  must  be  stated  in  the  tour  report  of  that  squad. 

Squad  Leaders  in  Place  of  Supervisors. 

In  schools  where  it  is  not  possible  to  secure  teachers,  or  other  adults 
approved  by  the  Principal,  as  Supervisors  to  accompany  the  squads  on 
their  tours  the  following  is  permissible  (approved  by  the  P.  S.  A.  L.), 
but  only  for  boys'  squads  (for  rules  governing  girls'  squads  see  Bul- 
letin 7)  : 

In  place  of  a  Supervisor  a  Squad  Leader,  or  leaders,  chosen  by  the 
Principal  from  boys  of  the  upper  classes  of  the  school,  is  empowered 
to  accompany  the  squads  on  their  tours  with  the  full  authority  of  the 
Supervisor.  This  Squad  Leader  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  unless 
removed  by  the  Principal  or  Director  of  Walking  Squads  for  failure  to 
maintain  discipline  in  the  squads  under  his  supervision.     He  must  file  a

certificate  of  his  appointment  to  the  position  of  Squad  Leader  with  the 
Manager  of  Walking  Clubs  (on  a  blank  form  furnished  by  the  Sunday 
World).  This  certificate  must  be  signed  by  the  Principal  or  the  Direc- 
tor of  Walking  Squads  of  the  school. 

Squad  Leader  Medals. 

Squad  Leaders  will  be  entitled  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  to  a  medal 
or  medal  pendants,  in  recognition  of  their  services,  as  follows : 

For  50  miles  walked  in  the  quarter,  a  Bronze  medal  and  "Squad 
Leader"  pendant;  for  100  miles,  a  Silver  medal  with  "Squad  Leader" 
pendant ;  for  subsequent  quarters,  mileage  pendants  recording  distances 
walked. 

Squad  Leaders  are  requested  to  assist  in  organizing  new  squads  and 
will  be  furnished  with  bulletins  of  the  club  and  all  necessary  blanks 
for  this  purpose  on  application  to  the  Sunday  World. 

Reports  of  Tours. 

Prizes  are  awarded  only  on  walks  properly  reported  to  the  Sunday 
World  Walking  Club  Manager  on  the  official  tour  blanks  (or  written 
forms  in  the  same  wording),  countersigned  by  a  Supervisor.  (See  ex- 
ception to  this  rule  below.)  In  every  case  the  names  of  the  boys  making 
the  walk  must  be  recorded  in  the  tour  report. 

In  the  case  of  several  squads  making  the  same  tour  together  one 
tour  report  blank  may  serve  for  all  as  follows :  At  the  top  margin  of 
the  official  blank  write  the  names  or  titles  of  the  squads  making  the 
tour.  Then  fill  out  the  official  blank  fully  for  one  of  the  squads,  signed 
by  the  Captain  of  that  squad  and  countersigned  by  a  Supervisor.  On 
the  reverse  side  of  the  blank  give  the  names  of  members  of  the  other 
squads  accompanying  the  party,  and  at  the  foot  of  these  lists  of  the 
squads  a  Supervisor  will  place  his  signature.

Appointment  of  Directors.  -  ->-    ' 

In  schools  where  the  number  of  squads  is  large  (exceeding  10  squads) 
a  General  Director  of  Walking  Squads  for  the  school  may  be  selected 
by  the  Principal.  In  this  case  it  will  not  be  required  that  reports  of 
each  tour  be  sent  to  the  Sunday  World*,  but  the  Director  will  keep 
a  complete  record  of  all  the  walking  done  by  the  squads  in  the  school 
and  report  to  the  Manager  of  Walking  Club,  Sunday  World,  at  the  end 
of  each  quarter  and  on  the  special  tour  blank  furnished  for  that  pur- 
pose. This  arrangement  (optional)  is  in  order  to  simplify  the  work  of 
keeping  the  records.

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Athletic  Courtesy 


Our  athletics  should  foster  clean  sport  between  gentlemen.  It  is 
the  privilege  and  duty  of  every  committee  and  person  connected  with 
the  League  to  embody  these  principles  in'  his  own  actions  and  to 
earnestly  advocate  them  before  others : 

(1\  The  rules  of  games  are  to  be  regarded  as  mutual  agreements, 
the  spirit  or  letter  of  which  no  gentleman  would  break.  The  stealing 
of  advantage  in  sport  is  theft. 

(2)  Visiting  teams  are  to  be  honored  guests  of  the  home  team, 
and  should  be  treated  as  such. 

(3)  No  action  is  to  be  taken  nor  course  of  conduct  pursued  which 
would  seem  ungentlemanly  or  dishonorable  if  known  to  one's  opponent 
or  the  public. 

(4)  No  advantages  are  to  be  sought  over  others  except  those  in 
which   the  game  is  understood  to  show   superiority. 

(5)  Officers  and  opponents  are  to  be  regarded  and  treated  as  honest 
in  intention.  When  opponents  are  evidently  not  gentlemen,  and 
officers  manifestly  dishonest  or  incompetent,  future  relationships  with 
them  may  be  avoided. 

(6)  Decisions  of  officials  are  to  be  abided  by,  even  when  they  seem 
unfair. 

(7)  Ungentlemanly  or  unfair  means  are  not  to  be  used  even  when 
they  are  used  by  opponents. 

(8)  Good  points  in  others  should  be  appreciated  and  suitable  recog- 
nition given. 
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Athletic  Rules 


RULE  I. 

ATHLETIC    MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  recognizes  as  athletic  members 
all  Public  School  boys,  members  of  Elementary  and  High  Schools, 
Evening  High  Schools  and  Evening  Elementary  Schools  of  New  York 
City,  who  take  part  in  athletic  competitions  that  are  given  under  the 
direction  of  the  League. 

RULE  II. 

DEFINITION     OF    AN     AMATEUR    AS     DEFINED     BY     THE    AMATEUR    ATHLETIC 

UNION    AND    ADOPTED    BY    THE    PUBLIC    SCHOOLS 

ATHLETIC    LEAGUE. 

Any  amateur  athlete,  not  a  resident  of  the  United  States,  desiring 
to  compete  in  any  athletic  competition  under  the  rules  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union,  must  apply  to  the  National  Registration  Committee 
of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  of  the  United  States  for  registration. 
He  must  submit  to  said  Committee,  through  the  Secretary  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union,  a  certificate  from  the  recognized  governing 
body  of  the  country  wherein  he  resides  that  he  is  an  amateur,  eligible 
to  compete   in  any   amateur   competition. 

Any  amateur  athlete,  a  resident  of  the  United  States,  desiring  to 
compete  in  amateur  competitions  in  any  other  country,  must,  before 
such  competition,  secure  from  the  National  Registration  Committee 
of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  of  the  United  Statees  a  permit  on 
petition  of  the  club  of  which  he  is  a  member  and  of  the  District 
Association  wherein  such  club  is  located,  that  will  authorize  him  to 
compete  as  an  amateur  in  any  other  country. 

Any  club,  a  member  of  any  Association  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union  of  the  United  States,  which  sanctions  the  competition  of  any 
member,  or  any  team,  under  its  club  name  or  its  club  emblem,  in 
unregistered  sport  or  professional  contest,  or  which  persists  in  play- 
ing disqualified  athletes,  or  which  permits  professionals  to  compete 
under  its  auspices  in  any  competition  in  a  sport  over  which  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  assumes  jurisdiction,  where  such  competition 
is  announced  as  a  competition  between  amateurs,  shall  be  liable  to 
forfeit  its   membership  in   such   Association. 

SUSPENSION    OR    DISQUALIFICATION    OF    INDIVIDUALS. 

1.  Any  person  competing  or  exhibiting  at  open  sports,  or  any 
athletic  entertainment  that  is  not  given  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  or  of  one  of  its  allied  members,  shall  thereby 
disqualify  himself  from  competing  at  any  sports  given  under  sanction 
of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union. 

2.  The  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  whose  territory 
the  offense  was  committed  shall  have  the  power  to  reinstate  anyone 
so  disqualified,  if  it  shall  think  fit. 

3.  Athletic  meetings  promoted  by  companies,  incorporated  bodies, 
individuals  or  associations  of  individuals,  as  private  speculations  or  in 
conjunction  with  a  benefit  social  or  picnic  entertainment  are  not, 
unless  with  the  sanction  of  the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  whose  territory  such  meetings  are  to  take  place,  recognized 
by   the   Amateur   Athletic    Union,    and    any   athlete   competing    at   an 
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unsanctioned   meeting   shall  thereby   suspend  himself  from   all   games 
held  under  Amateur  Athletic  Union  Rules. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  or  exhibit  at  any  meet- 
ing, open  or  closed,  held  under  Amateur  Athletic  Union  Rules  while 
disqualified  or  under  suspension  of  this  Union,  or  any  of  its  active 
members. 

5.  Any  person  knowingly  competing  agaiast  one  who  is  disqualified 
or  under  sentence  of  suspension  by  this  Union,  or  any  of  its  active  or 
allied  members,  shall  be  held  to  have  suspended  himself  until  the 
expiration  of  such  sentence,  or  for  such  period  as  the  Registration 
Committee  of  the  Association  in  whose  territory  the  offense  was 
committed    may  deem   proper. 

6.  No  person  who,  at  any  time  since  the  organization  of  the  A.A.U., 
has  knowingly  become  a  professional,  shall  be  reinstated  as  an 
amateur. 

7.  No  application  for  reinstatement  to  full  amateur  status  shall 
be  entertained  unless  the  applicant  shall  have  abstained  from  all  pro- 
fessional conduct  for  two  years,  and  can  be  acted  upon  only  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  or  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 
A  two-thirds  vote  shall  be  necessary  for  reinstatement. 

8.  Any  person  receiving  compensation  for  services  performed  in 
any  capacity  in  connection  with  athletic  games,  or  in  an  athletic 
club,  will  be  ineligible  to  represent  such  club  in  games  under  the 
rules  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  until  he  shall  have  permanently 
abandoned  such  employment. 

9.  Any  member  of  any  club  of  either  of  the  Associations  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  who  shall  have  been  expelled  from  said  club 
for  unpaid  indebtedness  shall  not  be  eligible  to  compete  in  any 
games  given  by  any  Association  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  or 
by  any  club  of  any  Association  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  until 
such  indebtedness  is  liquidated. 

10.  In  all  cases  where  an  athlete  receives  money  to  cover  traveling 
expenses,  whether  from  his  own  club  or  any  other  organization,  he 
shall  immediately,  upon  his  return  home,  send  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Registration  Committee  of  his  own  district  a  signed  statement 
showing  the  amount  received  and  an  itemized  account  of  his  expenses. 
When  any  money  is  paid  to  an  athlete  for  traveling  expenses,  the 
organization  or  committee  making  such  payment  shall  be  required  to 
take  a  receipt  therefor  in  duplicate,  containing  an  itemized  statement 
of  such  expenses,  and  forward  immediately  one  copy  thereof  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  which 
the  athlete  is  registered,  and  one  copy  thereof  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  whose  district  the 
meeting  is  held,  such  receipts  and  statements  to  be  kept  on  file  by 
said  Chairman  respectively.  Any  athlete  failing  to  promptly  forward 
the  statement,  as  required  above,  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  ;  and 
any  organization  failing  to  secure  and  forward  the  receipt,  as  above 
provided,  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  or  refusal  of  sanction,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

11.  The  traveling  expenses  which  an  athlete  is  allowed  to  ask 
for,  receive  or  accept  are  limited  to  first-class  railroad  fare,  including 
parlor  car  and  single  berth  sleeping  car  fares  actually  paid,  and  the 
amount  actually  paid  for  meals  and  lodging,  which  amount  for  meals 
and  lodging  shall  not  exceed  $5.00  per  day  in  any  case  during  the  time 
necessarily  occupied  in  going  to  and  returning  from  a  meeting.  No 
traveling  expenses  or  payment  of  any  kind  for  trainer,  rubber,  friend 
or  relative,  and  no  payment  for  loss  of  time  or  wages,  shall  be  asked 
for  or  received  directly  or  indirectly.  Any  athlete  violating  this  rule 
shall   be  disqualified  from   further   competition   as  an   amateur. 

12.  An  athlete  who  permits  anyone  other  than  an  officer  of  the 
club  which  he  is  entitled  to  represent  in  competition  to  make  arrange- 
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ments  for  bis  appearance  at  an  athletic   meeting  shall  thereby  dis- 
qualify himself  from  further  competition  as  an  amateur. 

RULE    III. 

Elementary  Schools.  eligibility. 

Any  boy  receiving  money  for  his  services  performed  in  any  capacity 
in  connection  with  any  athletic  activity,  will  be  ineligible  to  represent 
his  school,  and  shall  remain  so  until  reinstated  by  the  Elementary 
Schools  Games  Committee. 

Boys  taking  part  in  unsanctioned  events  render  themselves  liable 
to  suspension.  The  Elementary  Games  Committee  shall  act  in  these 
cases. 

Only  those  pupils  who  maintain  a  grade  of  scholarship  which  will 
entitle  them  to  promotion  (if  continued  without  improvement)  shall 
be  entitled  to  represent  the  school  in  athletics. 

Only  those  pupils  who  are  in  good  standing  as  amateurs  shall  be 
eligible  to  represent  their  school. 

Boys  who  maintain  their  amateur  standing  may  participate  in  ath- 
letics during  the  summer  vacation. 

All  boys  are  considered  eligible  for  class  athletics,  and  also  for 
competition  limited  to  the  members  of  the  school  to  which  they  belong, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  their  principal. 

Elementary  school  boys  are  allowed  to  represent  both  their  church 
and  their  school  in  athletics. 

No  boy  who  has  represented  any  outside  organization  shall  be 
eligible  to  compete  for  any  school  organization  of  this  League  until 
twenty  school  weeks  have  elapsed  from  the  time  of  such  competition, 
except  that  summer  schools  and  vacation  playgrounds  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  of  Education  and  public  playgrounds  under  the 
Park  Department  are  not  considered  outside  organizations.  Outside 
organizations  which  school  boys  may  not  represent  and  still  be 
eligible  to  represent  their  schools  are  such  as  athletic  clubs  with  a 
formal  constitution  and  by-laws,  Y.  M.  C.  A.'s,  Settlements,  Evening 
Recreation  Centers  and  the  like.  This  rule  is  also  intended  to  apply 
to  the  various  clubs  formed  within  these  organizations ;  that  is,  a  boy 
may  not  represent  in  athletics  a  club  of  one  organization  against  a 
club  of  another  or  of  the  same  organization  and  still  be  eligible  to  rep- 
resent his  school,  because  such  clubs  are  really  departments  of  these 
organizations. 

No  elementary  school  pupil  coming  from  another  school  shall  repre- 
sent the  school  unless  he  has  attended  the  school  for  twenty  school 
weeks,  except 

(a)  He  has  been  promoted  from  one  school  to  another; 

(b)  He  has  been  transferred  from  one  school  to  another  by  order 

of  the   District    Superintendent  or   the   Board   of   Superin- 
tendents ; 

(c)  He  has  been  transferred  on  account  of  a  change  in  residence ; 

(d)  He  has  been  admitted  from  a  school  outside  the  public  school 

system  of  Greater  New  York. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  athletics,  elementary  boys  must  have 
received  for  the  month  previous  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  in  effort, 
proficiency,  and  deportment.  This  mark  shall  be  determined  upon  not 
less  than  one  month's  work. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  BOYS  ARE  ALLOWED  TO  ENTER  ONE 
EVENT  ONLY  AT  ANY  SET  OF  GAMES. 

Spiked  shoes  not  allowed  in  any  athletic  competition.  Cleats  may 
be  worn  on  base  ball  shoes  in  base  ball  competition. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Principal  of 
the  school. 
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High  Schools. 

(a)  A  boy  is  eligible  to  represent  his  high  school  upon  entering 

by  promotion   from  a  New  York  City  Elementary   School. 

(b)  A  boy  who  has  attended  another  New  York  City  Public  High 

School  shall  be  eligible  at  the  end  of  twenty   (20)    school 
weeks. 

(c)  A  boy  entering  from  any  other  school  or  by  examination  shall 

be  eligible  after  twenty  (20)  school  days. 

A  high  school  pupil  who  is  not  maintaining  a  grade  of  scholarship 
which  will  entitle  him  to  promotion  (if  continued  without  improve- 
ment) may  be  declared  Ineligible  to  represent  his  school  in  athletics. 
Declaration  of  ineligibility  on  this  ground  shall  issue  from  the  Principal 
of  said  boy's  school.  A  hoy  under  penalty  of  discipline  in  his  school 
may  be  declared  ineligible  to  represent  such  school.  Declaration  of 
ineligibility  on  this  ground  shall  issue  from  the  Principal  of  said  boy's 
school. 

No  boy  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  his  school  in  athletics  who  has 
not  placed  to  his  credit  16  hours  of  prepared  work  at  the  last  "mark- 
ing" date.  The  "marking"  date  shall  be  interpreted  to  be  the  day  set 
by  the  Principal  of  the  school  by  which  all  marks  for  all  boys  of  the 
school  shall  have  been  entered  on  the  official  records  of  the  school  to 
determine  all  boys'  standing.  In  determining  a  boy's  standing  for 
athletic  eligibility  the  same  "marking"  date  shall  apply  to  all  mem- 
bers of  the  school  uniformly.  Shopwork,  drawing,  unprepared  com- 
mercial subjects  and  physical  training  shall  count  one  hour  for  two. 

When  at  any  marking  date  no  mark  in  any  subject  on  a  boy's  report 
is  entered,  then  the  last  mark  in  that  subject  is  to  count  toward  eli- 
gibility. 

No  boy  who  has  been  discharged  from  a  school  within  15  days  of 
the  date  of  the  regular  examinations  in  that  school  shall  upon  re-entry 
represent  that  school  without  qualifying  anew  under  Rule  3,  or  secur- 
ing approval  of  the  H.  S.  G.  C. 

No  boy  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  four-year  secondary  school  course 
shall  be  eligible  to  represent  any  high  school. 

A  graduate  of  a  three-year  course  in  the  high  schools  who  returns 
to  take  up  post-graduate  work  and  pursues  a  program  of  sixteen  (16) 
hours  work  per  week  shall  not  be  debarred  from  competition  by  reason 
of  graduation  for  a  period  of  one  school  year. 

No  high  school  boy  who  has  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  shall 
be  eligible  to  represent  his  school  in  any  branch  of  athletics. 

No  boy  who  has  registered,  enrolled  or  matriculated  in  an  institu- 
tion above  the  grade  of  a  high  school  or  who  has  played  on  a  team 
of  such  an  institution  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  a  high  school. 

Only  those  boys  who  are  amateurs  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  their 
school.  Reinstatement  as  an  amateur  shall  be  made  by  the  H.  S.  G.  C. 
before  a  disqualified  boy  may  again  represent  his  school.  Disqualifica- 
tion for  professionalism  by  the  A.  A.  U.  shall  be  assumed  by  the 
H.  S."  G.  C.  to  establish  professionalism,  and  reinstatement  as  an 
amateur  by  the  A.  A.  U.  shall  be  accepted  by  the  H.  S.  G.  C.  The 
following   rules   are   guides   in    determining   professionalism : 

See  Rule  2.     Suspensions  or  disqualifications  of  individuals. 

Boys  taking  part  in  events  unsanctioned  by  the  H.  S.  G.  C.  within 
the  limits  of  Greater  New  York  render  themselves  liable  to  suspension. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Principal 
or  the  school's  representative  on  the  H.  S.  G.  C. 

No  boy  who  has  bet  or  acted  as  agent  for  others  in  betting  on 
athletic  contests  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  a  high  school  for  one 
year  from  date  of  the  occurrence  of  the  act. 
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The  same  rules  apply  to  second  and  other  teams  competing  in 
interschool  athletics  as  to  first  teams. 

Eligibility  for  intra-school  athletics  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Principal  of  the  school. 

Any  extraordinary  case  such  as  transfer  from  one  high  school 
to  another,  etc.,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  H.  S.  G.  C. 

A  medical  certificate  of  satisfactory  physical  condition  of  a  boy  is 
required  in  all  sports.     Such  a  certificate  is  good  for  one  year. 

When  a  boy  has  been  discharged  from  a  high  school  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Education,  he  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  represent  any  otber  high  school. 

Any  boy  who  has  matriculated  in  any  college  or  who  has  played  on 
a  college  team  shall  not  be  eligible  to  represent  a  high  school. 

When  a  team,  having  once  entered,  drops  out  of  a  tournament,  its 
game  shall  be  cancelled  without  result,  whether  played  or  unplayed. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  a  list  of  authorized  officials  shall  be 
sent  to  each  school  participating  in   that   season's  particular  sports. 

If  any  official  whose  name  appears  on  such  lists  is  objected  to  by 
any  Frincipal  or  his  representative,  he  shall  state  such  objection  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  High  Schools  (James  Committee. 

If.  after  such  objection  is  filed,  an  official  against  whom  an  objec- 
tion has  been  made  i«  sent  to  officiate  at  any  game  in  which  the  school 
objecting  is  concerned,  said  school  may  refuse  to  play  the  game  with- 
out forfeiting  the  same  to  the  opposing  team. 

Whenever  a  request  for  the  assignment  of  an  official  is  not  in  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  one  calendar  week  prior  to 
the  date  set  for  the  game,  the  office  shall  be  given  the  privilege  of 
sending  such  official  as  it  can  secure  and  no  right  of  protest  shall  be 
reserved  by  the  schools  involved. 

RULES     OF     ELIGIBILITY     FOR     THE     EVENING     HIGH     AND     EVENING     TRADE 

SCHOOLS. 

I — Students  representing  the  evening  high  schools  in  any  athletic 
event  whatsoever  shall  be  amateurs  according  to  the  definition  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union. 

II — No  pupil  shall  be  qualified  to  participate  in  any  athletic  event 
for  a  school  until  he  shall  have  been  registered  for  a  minimum  period 
of  thirty  nights  prior  to  date  of  games.  This  constitutes  one-fourth 
of  the  entire  term,  and  no  pupil  shall  be  qualified  to  participate  at 
any  time  unless  his  standing  in  studies  is  satisfactory  to  the  Principal 
and  his  percentage  of  attendance  up  to  that  time  has  been  not  less 
than  eighty  per  cent. 

Ill — An  athlete  cannot  represent  an  Evening  High  or  Evening  Trade 
School  in  games  open  to  Evening  High  or  Evening  Trade  Schools  who 
has  within  one  year  competed  in  any  open  competition  as  an  athlete 
registered  in  the  A.  A.   U.  from  any  other   registered  athletic  club. 

EULE  IV. 

CLASSIFICATION     OF     COMPETING     ATHLETES. 

Elementary  Schools. 

A  novice  in  an  elementary  school  is  an  athlete  who  has  never  won 
a  prize  in  competition  that  is  open  to  two  or  more  elementary  schools 
or  organizations,  except  that  there  shall  be  three  classes  of  novices 
in  elementary  schools,  namely,  track,  field  and  aquatic,  and  the  loss 
of  noviceship  in  one  class  shall  not  debar  a  boy  from  competing  as  a 
novice  in   the  other  classes. 
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In  track  and  field  events,  swimming,  skating,  etc.,  the  following 
classifications  are  made :  85  pounds ;  100  pounds ;  115  pounds ; 
unlimited  weight. 

The  Games  Committee  may  arrange  special  classes  of  events  to 
meet  special  needs.  For  example :  events  may  be  given  for  boys  who 
have  never  even  competed  in  a  set  of  athletic  games ;  or,  weight  classes 
may  be  arranged  other  than  those  regularly  prescribed. 

High  Schools. 

A  novice  in  high  school  is  an  athlete  who  has  never  won  a  prize 
in  competition  that  is  open  to  two  or  more  secondary  schools  or 
organizations,  except  that  there  shall  be  three  classes  of  novices  in 
high  schools,  namely,  track,  field  and  cross  country,  and  the  loss  of 
noviceship  in  one  claps  shall  not  debar  a  boy  from  competing  as  a 
novice  in  the  other  class.  Boys  entering  high  schools  from  elementary 
schools  shall  be  considered  novices  in  athletics. 

In  the  High  School  Novice  Championships,  a  boy  who  competes  in 
the  novice  meet  retains  his  noviceship  throughout  that  meet,  this  to 
include  novice  relay. 

Members  of  a  track  team  in  the  high  schools  that  win  a  trophy 
shall  not  lose  their  noviceship  unless  they  receive  personal  prizes. 

Where  junior  and  senior  events  are  given  in  high  school  games, 
boys  under  10  years  of  age  shall  be  considered  juniors,  and  all  other 
boys  under  21  years  of  age  shall  be  considered  seniors.  The  boy's  age 
on  the  date  of  competition  shall  determine  the  class  in  which  he  shall 
compete  and  date  of  birth  of  the  junior  shall  be  entered  on  entry 
blank. 

In  events  where  weight  classes  are  used  the  following  classifications 
shall  be  recognized  :  100  pounds  ;  120  pounds  and  unlimited  weight. 

General. 

Boys  will  be  weighed  in  athletic  costume,  minus  shoes.  A  boy 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  weigh  in  a  second  time  in  any  set  of  games 
in  case  he  is  found  to  be  overweight  at  the  first  weighing.  The 
scales  will  be  set  at  the  weight  specified  for  each  class,  and  any  com- 
petitor raising  the  beam  so  that  it  touches  above  shall  be  ineligible 
to  compete.  The  average  weight  of  teams  will  not  be  taken  for  relay 
teams.  Boys  found  to  be  too  heavy  for  the  class  in  which  they  enter 
will  not  be  allowed  to  compete  in  any  other  class. 

RULE  V. 

INDUCEMENTS    AND   PROTESTS. 

No  school,  under  penalty  of  expulsion  from  the  league,  shall  through 
any  of  its  officers,  or  by  any  other  means,  directly  or  indirectly,  offer 
any  inducement  to  a  pupil  of  any  other  school  to  sever  his  connection 
with  such  school  for  athletic  purposes. 

All  protests  referring  to  the  eligibility  of  the  contestant  must  be 
submitted  in  writing  to  the  Games  Committee  conducting  the  event. 

All  other  protests  must  be  submitted  to  the  referee  of  the  games. 
who  has  it  in  his  power  to  allow  the  protested  individuals  or  teams 
to  run  under  protest. 

No  protests  with  reference  to  scholarship,  amount  of  work,  time 
in  school  or  age  of  boys  shall  be  considered  when  the  same  have  been 
certified  to  by  the  Principal  by  his  signature  on  the  entry  blank.  Evi- 
dence as  to  any  of  these  points  may  be  presented  to  the  Principal, 
who  shall   have   full   power   to   pass   upon    it. 

In  case  of  a  boy  who  is  large  and  mature  for  his  age,  the  Prin- 
cipal shall   be   requested  to   look   up   the   record   of  his   birth   with  all 
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possible  care,  as  a  precaution  in  case  he  is  protested,  and  have  him 
secure  a  birth   certificate  if  possible. 

In  case  of  Impossibility  to  produce  birth  certificates,  all  evidence 
in  regard  to  age  of  pupil  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Games  Committee 
and  the  committee  snail  have  full  power  to  pass  upon  such  evidence. 

All  protests  must  have  been  mailed  to  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
the  league  within  24  hours  after  the  time  of  event  or  game  protested. 

In  case  a  bov's  amateur  status  is  questioned,  the  matter  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  league  for  action. 

Any  boy  who  competes  in  games  or  events  that  are  not  sanctioned 
by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  renders  himself  liable  to  sus- 
pension, and,  if  he  persists  in  this  participation  in  unsanctioned 
events,  he  may  be  cut  off  entirely  from  competition  in  all  events  or 
games  given  under  the  sanction  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

By  a  recent  ruling  ef  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  school  boys 
competing  in  events  given  by  organizations  outside  the  league  are 
obliged   to  register  with   that  body. 

rulp:  VI. 

ATHLETIC    BADGE   COMPETITION. 

The  standards  have  been  set  as  follows : 

The  Athletic  Badge  Test  may  be  held  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

The  names  of  successful  boys  should  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  not  later  than  May  1.  During  the 
month  of  May  the  official  test  will   be  held. 

STANDARDS. 

Class  A. — Bronze  Badge. 

60-yard  dash,  8  3-5  seconds. 
Pull-up    (chinning  on  bar),  4  times. 
Standing   broad   jump,   5   feet  9    inches. 

Class  B. — Bronze  Silver  Badge. 

60-yard  dash,  indoors,  8  seconds 
(or)    100-yard  dash,   outdoors,   14   seconds. 
Pull-up    (chinning  on  bar),  6  times. 
Standing   broad  jump,   6  feet  6  inches. 
Note. — All    age,    weight   or    height    classifications    are    abolished    in 
the  Athletic   Badge  Test,   and   boys  are  given   a   Class  A   or   Class   B 
badge  according  to  their  qualifications. 

conditions. 

Only  those  boys  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Athletic  Badge  Test  who 
received  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  for  the  month  previous  in  effort,  pro- 
ficiency and  deportment,  and  who  are  making  satisfactory  effort  to 
secure  good  posture. 

In  order  to  win  a  badge  a  boy  must  qualify  in  all  three  events  in 
his  class. 

Winners  of  last  year's  badges  are  not  debarred  from  competition. 

RULES. 

The  following  general  rules  shall  govern  the  final  competition. 
There  shall  be  but  one  trial  chinning,  one  in  the  dashes  and  three  in 
the    jumps. 

60  Yards  Dash  and  100  Yards  Dash. — The  general  rules  of  compe 
tition.  as  set  forth  in  the  P.  S.  A.  L.  Handbook,  shall  govern  this 
test,  except  there  shall  be  no  finals. 
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Chinning. — The  boy  shall  extend  himself  to  his  full  length  before 
and  after  each  pull-up,  and  shall  be  obliged  to  raise  his  body  without 
a  kick,  snap,  jerk  or  swing  to  such  a  height  as  to  bring  his  chin 
higher  than  the  bar. 

Jumping. — The  rules  of  the  P.  S.  A.  L.,  as  set  forth  in  the  Hand- 
book, Rules  XXV.  and  XXVII.,  shall  govern,  this  test,  except  that, 
as  there  is  no  real  contest,  *.  e.,  there  Is  no  striving  for  first,  second 
or  third  places,  the  finals  shall  be  dispensed  with.  With  reference  to 
false  starts,  a  competitor  shall  be  penalized  in  accordance  with  Rule  X. 

The  following  order  of  events  is  suggested : 

Chinning,  Jumping,  Running. — As  the  first  i;wo  events  can  in  most 
cases  be  tried  out  at  the  schools,  thus  leaving  the  smallest  possible 
number  of  boys  to  take  the  third  test  of  running,  which  must  of 
necessity  be  held  at  some  armory  or  athletic  field. 

No  boy  shall  be  admitted  into  any  contest  who  has  not  received 
a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  for  the  month  previous  in  effort,  proficiency 
and  deportment,  the  Principal  of  the  school  to  be  sole  judge  in  this 
matter. 

Duplicate  lists  of  the  successful  competitors,  classified  as  "A"  and 
"B,"  should  be  made  out  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League.  One  copy  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  League,  and  the  other  placed  on  file  in  the  school. 

The  Athletic  Badge  Competition  shall  take  place  once  a  year,  and 
the  reports  must  be  sent  in  before  May  1. 

The  Juniors  of  the  elementary  schools  shall  receive  a  Bronze 
Athletic  Badge ;  the  Seniors  in  elementary  schools  shall  receive  a 
Bronze  and  Silver  Athletic  Badge. 

The  Winthrop  Trophy  will  be  awarded  for  one  year  to  the  school 
that  qualifies  for  the  Athletic  Badge  and  highest  percentage  of  its 
enrolled  grammar  boys  (fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  year 


Boys  below  the  fifth  year  may  compete  for  the  Athletic  Badge  but  are 
not  to  be  counted  in  determining  the  school's  percentage.  The  school 
reporting  the  highest  percentage  in  the  Athletic  Badge  competition 
will  be  officially  tested,  and  if  the  percentage  attained  at  the  official 
test  is  still  higher  than  any  other  reported  percentage,  the  school  will 
be  awarded  the  trophy.  If,  however,  in  the  official  test  the  school 
falls  below  other  reported  percentages  these  other  schools  will  be 
tested  in  the  order  of  their  standing  until  a  school  Is  found  whose 
official  percentage  is  higher   than   any   other  reported   percentage. 

Each  school  is  expected  to  conduct  its  own  tests.  If  assistance 
is  required,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
P.  S.  A.  L. 

Badges  can  be  secured  only  through  the  Supply  Department  of 
the  Board  of  Education.  Requisition  for  the  same  is  to  be  made 
in  the  usual  manner. 

High  Schools — 

220-yard  run,  28  seconds. 

Pull-up  (chinning  on  bar),  9  times. 

Running  high  jump,  4  feet  4  inches.       * 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  the  Athletic  Badge  competition,  a  high 
school  boy  must  maintain  the  same  scholastic  standing  that  is  required 
in  other  branches  of  athletics. 

The  competition  for  Athletic  Badges  in  each  high  school  shall  be 
in  charge  of  the  school's  representative  on  the  High  Schools  Games 
Committee.  He  shall  forward  the  names  of  the  successful  candidates 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  League  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  League  for 
this  purpose. 
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The  high  school  boys  shall  receive  a  Silver  Athletic  Badge.  These 
tests  may  be  held  twice  each  year  in  high  schools,  but  no  boy  shall 
receive  more  than  one  badge  during  any  school  year. 

Reports  must  be  sent  in  before  June  1. 

RULE  VII. 

CLASS    ATHLETICS. 

Athletics  for  All  the  Boys — 

In  this  form  of  athletics  a  record  is  made  by  the  whole  class  Instead 
of  by  an  individual. 

At  least  80  per  cent,  of  the  boys  enrolled  in  the  class  must  take 
part  in  order  to  have  the  record  stand. 

The  number  taking  part  must  not  be  less  than  twelve. 

Trophies  to  be  Ireld  one  year  will  be  awarded  in  each  Borough  by 
the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  to  the  5th,  6th,  7th  and  8th  year 
classes  for  the  best  Class  Records  made  in  each  of  the  following  events. 

Standing  broad  jump,   tested  in   the  fall. 
Pull-up,  or  "chinning,"  tested  In  the  winter. 
Running,    tested   in   the   spring. 

(Distances  for   running:   5th   year,   40   yards;   6th   year,   50   yards; 
7th  year,  60  yards;  8th  year,  80  yards.) 
Classes  may  be  tested  as  follows  : 

STANDING    BROAD    JUMP. 

The  best  record  made  in  three  trial  jumps  is  taken  for  each  boy. 
The  class  record  is  determined  by  adding  the  individual  records  and 
dividing  the  total  by  the  number  of  boys  competing.  Jumping  must 
be  done  from  a  line.  Many  schools  cannot  have  a  "take  off"  without 
considerable  inconvenience. 

PULL-UP CHINNING. 

A  boy  shall  be  obliged  to  raise  his  body  without  a  kick,  snap,  jerk 
or  swing  to  such  a  height  as  to  bring  his  chin  higher  than  the  bar 
aud  there  shall  be  a  momentary  pause  before  and  after  each  pull-up. 

RUNNING. 

Tn  order  to  lessen  the  possibility  of  error  in  timing  the  com- 
petitors, the  following  method  has  been  adopted :  The  boys  are 
lined  up  behind  the  starting  mark  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  to 
run  ;  the  timer  who  also  acts  as  a  starter,  stands  at  the  finish  line 
and  gives  the  signal  for  each  boy  to  start.  As  the  first  runner  crosses 
the  finish  line  the  second  runner  is  given  the  signal  to  start.  As  the 
last  boy  crosses  the  finish  line  the  watch  is  stopped.  The  record  is 
found  by  dividing  the  time  elapsed  by  the  number  of  boys  competing. 
If  an  ordinary  watch  is  used  the  first  boy  should  be  started  when 
the  second  hand  is  over  the  "60"  mark. 

Blanks  will  be  furnished  for  reporting  the  tests,  which  are  to  be 
sent  in  as  follows  : 

Standing  broad  jump,   on  or  before- December  1. 

Pull-up,  on  or  before  March  15. 

Running,   on  or  before  May   15. 

Each  school  is  expected  to   conduct   its  own   tests. 

All  boys  are  considered  eligible  for  Class  Athletics,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Principal. 

When  the  records  are  all  in.  the  three  classes  in  each  Borough 
having  the   best   records  for   their   grade   will   be   tested  officially.      If 
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a  record  is  then  made  better  than  any  other  record  sent  in,  the  trophy 
will  be  awarded  to  the  class  making  it.  If,  however,  the  records  made 
at  the  official  test  are  lower  than  other  reported  records,  the  classes 
will  be  tested  in  order  until  a  record  is  made  at  an  official  test  that 
is  higher  than  any  other  reported  or  official  record. 

The  trophies  are  perpetual.  They  are  inj;he  form  of  a  shield,  with 
bronze  plates  for  engraving  the  names  of  schools  that  win  them  from 
time  to  time.  These  trophies  are  offered  for  competition  once  each 
year.  Each  school  winning  a  trophy  will  receive  an  engraved  certifi- 
cate as  its  permanent  property. 

This  form  of  athletics  is  especially  desirable,  as  it  gives  every 
boy  an  opportunity  to  take  Dart,  and  the  size  of  the  school  does 
not  in  any  way  affect  the  chances  of  winning  a  trophy. 

The  boys  should  practice  by  themselves  in  the  yard,  on  the 
street,  at  home,  or  elsewhere,  prior  to  the  tests. 

Frequent  preliminary  tests  are  recommended. 

RULE  VIII.

RULES    GOVERNING    BASKET    BALL    TOURNAMENTS. 
ELEMENTARY     SCHOOLS. 

Regular  basket  ball  rules,  as  they  appear  in  Spalding's  Official  Basket 
Ball  Guide,  shall  be  used,  but  time  shall  be  fifteen  (15)  minute 
halves   with  ten    (10)    minutes  intermission,   except: 

Section  1.  Time  shall  be  taken  out  whenever  ordered  by  the  Referee. 
He  shall  take  time  out  at  the  request  of  each  captain  not  more  than 
four  times  during  the  game.  (More  than  four  times  constitutes  delay- 
ing the  game  and  is  penalized  by  a  foul.) 

Sec.  2.  That  Umpire  be  empowered  to  call  "time  out"  in  basket 
ball  games  in  case  of  injury  to  players  in  all  games. 

As  far  as  possible  all  games  shall  be  played  on  neutral  courts. 

There  shall  be  two  classes  in  elementary  schools  basket  ball,  namely  : 
Boys  weighing  not  to  exceed  95  pounds,  and  boys  weighing  not  to 
exceed  125  pounds. 

The  weighing-in  for  basket  ball  shall  be  done  at  the  beginning  of 
the  basket  ball  season  by  the  Borough  Representative  on  the  City 
Committee  in   each   District  Athletic   League.     Boys  weighing  within 
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the  prescribed  limits  at  that  time  shall  be  eligible,  as  far  as  weight  is 
concerned,  throughout  the  tournament. 

Members  of  teams  must  have  received  for  the  month  previous 
to  any  games  in  which  they  play,  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  In  effort,  pro- 
ficiency and  deportment.  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  Rules  of 
eligibility  shall  apply  in  basket  ball,  the  same  as  in  other  branches 
of  athletico. 

All  boys  who  play  at  any  time  during  the  tournament  must  be 
weighed  in  on  the  date  set  by  the  borough  representative.  In  order 
that  teams  may  not  be  handicapped  by  disqualifications  of  players  on 
account  of  scholarship,  deportment,  etc.,  fifteen  boys  may  be  weigned 
in,  if  desired,  and  the  boys'  signatures  shall  be  recorded.  The  players 
must  be  selected  from  these  boys.  If,  for  any  cause,  a  player  becomes 
ineligible,  he  cannot  be  reinstated  during  the  tournament. 

In  each  District  Athletic  League,  if  not  otherwise  determined  by  said 
league,  the  chairman  of  the  Games  Committee  thereof  shall  have  full 
power  to  arrange  and  conduct  its  games. 

The  Borough  Representative  on  the  City  Committee  shall  call  a 
meeting  of  the  teachers  in  charge  of  the  teams  that  have  won  district 
championships  in  his  borough  and  together  they  shall  arrange  the 
schedule  of  games  to  determine  the  borough  champions.  The  borough 
iepresentative  shall  be  chairman  at  this  meeting. 

Representatives  of  the  District  Athletic  Leagues  shall  send  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  the  names  of  the  winning 
teams  in  their  districts. 

Each  borough  representative  on  the  City  Committee  must  send  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  the  name  of  the  team 
winning  the  championship  of  his  borough. 

No  boy  is  allowed  to  play  on  more  than  one  basket  ball  team. 

Any  neglect  in  forwarding  the  names  of  the  teams  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  will  forfeit  the  right  of  teams  to 
compete. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  shall  be  the  Spalding  Official 
Basket  Ball  No.  M,  or  any  ball  supplied  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Winners  of  125  lbs  Borough  Championship  will  hold  the  Pratt  Tro- 
phy for  a  period  of  two  months. 

Winners  of  95  lbs.  Borough  Championship  will  hold  the  Vanderbllt 
Trophy  for  a  similar  period.

(a)  The  halves  of  all  games  shall  be  of  15  minutes'  duration, 

(b)  If    a    team    makes    a    Class   B    foul    their   opponent    shall    be 

awarded  one  point  and  the  ball  shall   be  tossed   up  at  the 
place  where  the  foul  was  committed.     The  home  team  shall 
furnish  the  ball. 
When  an  admission  fee  is  charged,   the  schools  shall  pay  the 

official  assigned. 
The   home   team  will   file   with    the    Secretary   of    the   Public 
Schools  Athletic   League   a  copy   of  the  schedule   for   their 
respective  schools. 
Requests   for  officials   to  be   assigned  to  the  games   must   be 

made  one  week  prior  to  date  of  playing  games. 
The  team  mentioned  first  in  the  schedule  shall  be  the  home 
team,  and  shall  make  all  the  arrangements  for  the  game 
one  week  in  advance  of  the  day  set  for  the  playing  of  the 
game.     The  visitors  must  notify   the  home  team  24   hours 
before  the  game  whether  they  will   share   equally   in  the 
receipts  and  expenses  of  the  game  or  wish  to  have  only 
one-half  of  their  actual  travelling  expenses. 
Each    school    shall    present   to   the   official   at   every   game   a    team 
certificate  naming  the  boys  eligible  to  play.     The  "team  certificates" 
are  to  be  signed  by  the  official  and  forwarded  with  score  and  remarks 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  League. 

Rules  as  to  eligibility  apply  to  these  tournaments  as  to  other 
contests. 

The  ball  to  be  used  In  all  match  games  by  the  high  schools  shall 
be   Spalding's   Official   Basket  Ball   No.   M. 
The  League  will  furnish  paid  officials  for  the  Tournament  Games. 
After   the   selection    of    neutral    courts    for   the    Basket    Ball    Cham- 
pionships,   no  games    shall    be    played    nor    practice    allowed    on    said 
courts. 

RULE  X. 

RULES     GOVERNING     SOCCER    FOOT     BALL     TOURNAMENTS. 
ELEMENTARY    SCHOOLS. 

Regular   P.S.A.L.   rules   of  eligibility   shall   apply. 

The  rules  as  printed  in  Spalding's  Association  Foot  Ball  Guide 
shall  be  official,  except  that  the  game  shall  consist  of  two  halves  of 
twenty  (20)  minutes  each  with  ten  (10)  minutes  intermission,  and 
that  any  number  of  substitutes  shall  be  allowed  at  any  time  during 
the  game. 

The  Mackay  Trophy  shall  be  awarded  for  one  year  to  the  school 
having  the  greatest  percentage  of  its  boys  participating  in  the  inter- 
class  tournaments. 

A  game  won  shall  count  two  points.  A  tie  game  shall  count  one 
point  for  each  team. 
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HIGH   SCHOOLS. 

The  schedule  for  this  tournament  shall  be  arranged  by  the  High 
Schools  Games  Committee.     It  shall  take  place  in  the  Fall. 

P.  S.  A.  L.  rules  of  eligibility  shall  govern. 

The  rules  in  Spalding's  Association  Foot  Ball  Guide  shall  be  official, 
except  that  the  game  shall  consist  of  two  halves  of  thirty  (30)  minutes 
each,  with  an  intermission  of  ten  (10)  minutes,  and  any  number  or 
substitutes  shall  be  allowed  during  the  game,  except  when  a  player 
is  removed  by  order  of  the  referee. 

The  visiting  team  may  refuse  to  play  if  the  goal  lines  are  not 
marked.

ELEMENTARY    SCHOOLS. 

The  schedules  for  the  preliminary  games  to  determine  the  District 
Championships  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Chairmen  of  the  District 
League  Games  Committee  if  a  District  Athletic  League  Tournament  is 
to  be  played.  Otherwise  the  Borough  Chairman  on  the  City  Committee 
shall  arrange  the  schedule. 

After  the  District  League  or  section  Tournaments  are  decided  the 
Borough  Chairman  shall  call  together  the  representatives  of  the  teams 
that  won  the  tournaments  and  together  draw  up  the  Borough  schedule. 
The  general  rules  of  athletics,  as  they  appear  in  this  book,  shall 
govern  these  contests  in  all  questions  that  may  arise  as  to  eligibility. 
The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  for  the  elementary  schools 
shall  be  Spalding's  Official  Junior  League   Ball. 

Boys  are  permitted  to  wear  cleats  upon  their  base  ball  shoes. 
The  rules,  as  published  in  Spalding's  Official  Base  Ball  Guide  for 
each  year,  shall  govern  all  competitions  in  the  elementary  schools, 
except  that  District  Athletic  League  tournament  games  shall  consist 
of  seven  innings.  All  Borough  or  City  Championship  games  shall  be 
nine  innings. 

Borough  trophies  shall  be  awarded  for  one  year  as  follows  : 

Manhattan Huyler  Trophy. 

Bronx Spalding  Trophy. 

Brooklyn McCarren  Trophy. 

Queens Eagle  Trophy. 

Richmond Spalding  Trophy. 

The  winners  of  the  Borough  Championships  shall  hold  the  Spalding 
Trophy  for  two  months  each.  The  order  of  distribution  shall  be  as  in 
basket  ball. 

RULE  XII. 

RULES    GOVERNING    CROSS-COUNTRY    CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

Regular  P.  S.  A.  L.  rules  of  eligibility  shall  apply. 

In  championship  competitions  there  shall  be  eight  members  on  a 
team.     Points  to  be  credited  to  the  first  five  to  finish. 

The  course  shall  be  three  miles  in  length,  and  must  be  so  marked 
that  runners  may  be  ahle  to  follow  it  without  difficulty. 

Only  those  boys  shall  be  allowed  to  take  part  in  competitions  who 
have  prepared  themselves  by  participation  in   preliminary  runs. 
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Points  shall  be  awarded  In  the  order  in  which  runners  finish  :  One 
for  first,  two  for  second,  three  for  third,  etc. 

The  W.  L.  Jones  Trophy  shall  be  awarded  for  one  year  to  the  team 
scoring  the  smallest  number  of  points. 

A  gold  medal  shall  be  given  to  the  first  boy  to  finish,  and  silver 
medals  to  the  next  four. 

RULE  XIII.  * 
HIGH  SCHOOLS  FOOT  BALL. 
The  following  restrictions  shall  govern   the  playing  of  foot  ball : 

1.  Approval  of  parents. 

2.  Medical   examination. 

3.  All  games  to  be  played  under  P.  S.  A.  L.  restrictions. 

4.  A  schedule  of  not  more  than  9  games  to  be  submitted  to  the 

High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

5.  The  first  game  scheduled  late  enough  for  boys  to  get  in  proper 

physical  condition. 

6.  During    October    the    time    of   play    to    be    40    minutes,    unless 

shorter  time  is  agreed  upon  by  both  teams.  During  No- 
vember the  time  of  play  to  be  50'  minutes,  unless  a  shorter 
tirae  is  agreed  upon  by  both  teams. 

7.  A  faculty  representative  to  be  present  at  every  game  and  to  be 

responsible  for  the  conduct  and  physical  condition  of  the 
players. 

8.  A  list  of  approved  officials.

The  tournament  shall  include  both  first  and  second  team  matches, 
and  the  schedule  shall  begin  as  early  in  October  as  practicable.  The 
first  named  team  in  the  schedule  is  considered  the  "home"  team. 

Each  school  participating  shall  enter  a  first  team  of  eight  boys 
and  may  enter  a  second  team  of  five  boys,  but  no  school  may  enter  a 
second  team  unless  a  first  team  be  also  entered. 

There  shall  be  an  entrance  fee  of  $1.50  for  each  first  team  and  $1.00 
for  each  second  team  entered  by  a  school,  payable  prior  to  the  match. 

There  shall  be  two  divisions  in  the  tournament.  The  team'  winning 
the  greatest  number  of  matches  in  its  division  shall  be  declared  the 
winner. 

The  winners  of  the  two  division  tournaments  shall  meet  on  a  neu- 
tral gun  in  a  series  of  three  matches  to  decide  the  championship.  In 
case  of  a  tie,  the  winner  shall  be  decided  by  the  largest  aggregate  of 
points. 

The  winning  first  team  of  the  final  series  shall  be  awarded  the  Sub- 
target  Championship  of  New  York  City,  and  shall  receive  silver  medals 
to  the  maximum  number  of  ten  (10),  and  to  the  school  represented 
shall  be  awarded  the  Whitney  Trophy,  to  be  held  for  one  year,  when 
it  shall  be  subject  to  competition. 

The  winning  second  team  of  the  final  series  shall  receive  bronze 
medals  to  the  maximum  number  of  seven  (7),  and  to  the  school  repre- 
sented shall  be  awarded  the  Sub-target  Banner,  to  be  held  for  one  year, 
when  it  shall  again  be  subject  to  competition. 

Team  medals  shall  be  given  to  those  boys  of  the  winning  first  team 
who  have  participated  in  most  of  the  matches,  and  in  case  of  a  tie 
the  medal  shall  be  awarded  to  the  boy  who  has  the  highest  aggregate. 

The  boy  making  the  highest  individual  aggregate  score  in  the  pre- 
liminary series  shall  receive  a  silver  medal,  emblematic  of  the  sub- 
target  individual  championship  of  Greater  New  York. 
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When  the  first  team  of  any  school  is  visiting  the  first  team  of 
another  school,  the  second  teams  of  the  two  schools  shall  shoot  on  the 
gun  of  the  former  school. 

P.  S.  A.  L.  rules  of  eligibility  shall  apply  to  all  teams,  and  a 
team  certificate  shall  be  given  by  the  captain  of  each  team  to  the 
judge  of  each  match. 

Each  coach  or  his  deputy  shall  be  judge  of  each  weekly  contest  on 
his  home  gun,  and  within  three  days  he  shall  transmit,  on  the  backs 
of  the  team  certificates,  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  a  report  of 
the  scores  made  by  each  contestant. 

The  coach  and  captain  of  each  school  shall  certify  on  the  eligibility 
slip  that  the  first  team  representing  their  school  is,  in  their  judgment, 
composed  of  the  eight  best  shooters  in  the  school.  The  first  team 
shall  be  composed  of  the  eight  best  shooters  of  the  thirteen  competing 
on  that  day.  The  best  men  are  to  be  determined  by  the  scores  of 
the  previous   matches  in   the  series. 

Each  team  member  shall  shoot  one  string  of  seven  shots  for  record, 
within  a  time  limit  of  three  minutes ;  time  to  begin  when  the  boy 
raises  the  gun  for  his  regulation. 

Two  sighting  shots  may  be  taken  by  each  boy,  but  no  adjustment 
of  the  gun  shall  be  made  nor  any  coaching  permitted  after  the  final 
sighting  shot.     Each   shot  shall  be  "called'y  by  the  adjustor. 

There  shall  be  a  time  limit  for  each  boy  of  three  minutes  to  include 
sighting  shots  and  the  string,  the  time  to  begin  when  the  boy  raises 
the  gun   for   regulation. 

There  shall  be  two  timekeepers — one  to  be  appointed  by  the  home 
and  one  by  the  visiting  team  ;  the  former  to  be  official  timer  and  the 
latter  to   be   the   assistant. 

The  official  timekeeper  shall  make  announcement  when  there  are 
but  thirty  seconds  remaining  for  the  boy  to  finish  his  string  of 
seven  shots ;  also  when  the  allotted  three  minutes  time  has  expired. 

The  contestants  shall  place  a  cardboard  obstruction  a  few  inches 
from  the  point  of  the  recording  needle  on  the  sub-target  gun. 

The  gun  may  be   adjusted   by   a   person   selected  by  the  contestant. 

The  target  on  each  sub-target  range  shall  be  sufficiently  large  and 
so  lighted  that  all  of  the  field  vision  seen  through  the  peep  sight  in 
shooting  shall  be  equally  illuminated. 

The  visiting  team  shall  have  20  minutes,  if  they  so  desire,  for  trial 
shooting  prior  to  the  match. 

The  radial  rod  shall  be  oiled  just  previous  to  the  match. 

The  compensating  weight  (ball)  shall  be  so  set  that  the  net  weight 
of  the  gun  shall  be  8%  pounds. 

Each  contestant  shall  take  such  a  position  that  the  gun  carriage 
gear,  sliding  on  the  radial  rod,  shall  be  half  way  from  each  terminal 
boundary.  No  part  of  the  gun  carriage  may  have  an  artificial  support. 
The  butt  of  the  gun  may  be  placed  inside  of  the  coat. 

Each  team  must  shoot  as  scheduled,  or  forfeit  the  match,  except 
only  if  the  gun  be  out  of  order,  in  which  case  the  match  may  be 
held  on  gun  of  other  school. 

The  secretary  shall  send  monthly  to  each  school  a  report  of  scores 
of  all  shoots  held,  and  of  the  standing  of  all  teams  in  the  matches  won 
and  lost. 

No  boy  who  has  shot  in  two-thirds  of  the  matches  on  the  first  team 
shall  become  a  member  of  the  second  team  in  the  final  matches. 

INDOOR  RIFLE  TOURNAMENT. 

P.    S.   A.   L    rules  of  eligibility  to  apply. 
National  Rifle  Association  rules  of  shooting  to  govern. 
Rifles :     Any  22  calibre  rifle  with  sights  before  the  hammer.     Tele- 
scope  sights,   automatic  or  autoloading   rifles   not  permitted. 
Use  of  straps  is  not  permitted. 
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Winder  muskets  furnished  on  ranges  by  the  P.'  S.  A.  L. 

Positions :  Standing.  Off  hand,  body  free  from  all  support.  Prone. 
Head  toward  target. 

Ranges  will  be  open  from  3  to  10  P.  M.  on  school  days  and  1 :30 
to  10  on  other  days. 

A  boy  may  win  only  one  individual  prize. 

There  shall  be  no  coaching  in  the  team  matches  except  by  a  member 
of  the  team  shooting.  - 

One  sighting  shot  shall  be  allowed  each  contestant  in  team  matches. 

Re-entries  are  allowed  in  all  individual  matches. 

Individual  and  team  matches  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Board  of 
Rifle  Coaches. 

THE  WINGATE  TROPHY   SHOOTING   COMPETITION. 

As  a  basis  for  competition  for  the  Wingate  Trophy  the  actual 
number  of  qualifications  are  considered.  The  credit  is  sharpshooters 
threj  to  marksmen  two,  and  the  school  scoring  the  greatest  number  of 
points  is  awarded  the  Trophy.  The  shooting  is  held  on  the  sub-target 
guns.  The  qualifying  score  for  the  sharpshooter  class  is  50  and  for 
the  marksman  class  45.  All  reports  are  due  at  the  secretary's  office 
May  1. 

The  regular  eligibility  rules  apply. 

Silver  buttons  are  awarded  sharpshooters  and  bronze  'buttons  are 
awarded  marksmen. 

ANNUAL  INVITATION  SHOOT. 

This  contest  is  arranged  for  each  year  by  the  high  school  which 
wins  the  first  team  match  the  preceding  year. 

The  teams  consist  of  five  boys  on  the  first  teams,  and  the  number 
of  boys  on  the  second  teams  shall  be  decided  by  the  school  conducting 
the  matches.  Other  matches  may  be  arranged  for  by  the  school  con- 
ducting the  shoot. 

RULE  XV. 
Rules  Governing  the  Tennis  Tournament. 

Each  school  shall  be  represented  by  three  players  for  singles  and 
one  team  for  doubles. 

The  boys  who  play  in  the  singles  shall  not  compete  In  the  doubles  in 
the  same  match. 

Each  match  shall  consist  of  three  single  matches  (best  two  sets 
out  of  three)   and  one  match  of  doubles. 

Each  match  of  singles  shall  count  one  point  and  the  match  of 
doubles,  two  points.  The  school  scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points 
wins  the  match. 

The  visiting  team  at  each  tennis  match  shall  designate  its  plays 
in  singles  as  one,  two  and  three  numbers,  and  its  doubles  team  before 
the  time  set  for  beginning  the  match ;  the  home  team  shall  then 
designate  its  players. 

The  school  winning  the  greatest  number  of  school  matches  shall  be 
awarded  the  championship. 

Each  school  shall  pay  an  entry  fee  of  $2.50. 

The  home  team  shall  provide  balls  for  the  match. 

The  school  winning  the  championship  shall  receive  $10.00  for  a 
permanent  trophy. 

RULE  XVI. 

ENTRIES. 

All  entries  for  competitions  held  under  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  must  be  made  on  the  entry  forms  adopted  by  the  league. 
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These  entry  forms  must  be  carefully  filled  out  and  must  be  signed 
by  the  Principal  or  other  High  School  representative;  otherwise,  they 
shall  be  rejected.     No  post  entries  shall  be  received. 

RULE  XVII. 

SANCTIONED   EVENTS. 

All  events  or  games,  whether  given  by  public  schools  or  other 
organizations,  that  are  open  to  public  school  boys,  must  be  sanctioned 
by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

Any  championship  emblem  accepted  by  any  school  of  the  league 
should  state  specifically  the  nature  of  the  championship  and  of  what 
organization  the  recipient  is  champion. 

No  sanctions  shall  be  granted  for  elementary  schools  events  to  be 
conducted  by  non-educational  institutions. 

No  sanction  shall  be  granted  for  elementary  school  events  to  be  con- 
ducted during  evenings. 

The  following  conditions  must  be  complied  with  before  sanction 
can  be  given  by  the  league  : 

An  institution  giving  a  public  school  event  must  secure  the  sanction 
before  announcing  same. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  race  will  be  held  must  be  printed 
plainly  on  the  entry  blank. 

At  least  ten  days  before  the  event  takes  place  the  names  of  the 
contestants  must  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  for  approval  or  disapproval. 

In  accepting  this  sanction,  the  institution  agrees  to  abide  by  the 
decision  of  the  Games  Committee  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
In  so  far  as  the  eligibility  of  the  different  contestants  or  schools  is 
concerned. 

Promoters  of  athletic  meets  must  distinctly  state  whether  the 
scholastic  event  is  open  to  the  public  schools  of  Greater  New  York 
or  the  Public  Schools  of  the  United  States. 

The  secretary  will  notify  all  schools  of  the  class  invited  of  every 
event  for  which  sanction  has  been  issued. 

All  protests  as  to  eligibility,  etc.,  will  be  settled  by  the  Games 
Committee  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

When  an  event  is  sanctioned  and  prizes  duly  announced,  the  event 
must  be  run  and  prizes  awarded  according  to  announcement. 

RULE  XVIII. 

RECORDS. 

No  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  the  performance  has  been  timed 
by  at  least  three  timekeepers  or  measured  by  at  least  three  field 
judges. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  investigate  every  performance  to  which 
their  attention  is  called,  and  shall  reject  any  performance  which  shall 
not  be  supported  by  the  affidavits  of  at  least  six  witnesses,  including  the 
officials,  certifying  as  to  the  place,  time  of  day,  state  of  weather, 
condition  of  path  or  field,  force  and  direction  of  wind,  level  or  grade 
of  grounds,  weight,  measurement  and  material  of  implement,  and  cor- 
rectness of  announced   time  or   distance. 

In  hurdling  events  the  competitor  must  clear  every  hurdle  and  all 
the  hurdles  must  remain  standing ;  otherwise  no  record  shall  be 
allowed. 

A  record  made  at  any  championship  meet  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  shall  be  known  as  a  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
record.  A  record  made  at  a  meet  sanctioned  by  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League,  but  not  open  to  all  schools,  shall  be  known  as  an 
lnterscholastic  record.

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Hints  on  Training 


1.  Always  warm  up  slowly  and  cool  off  gradually  when  finished. 

2.  Stop   practice  before  you  are  exhausted. 

3.  Dress  lightly  for  practice  or  competition,  but  put  on  warm 
clothing  at   once   when   you  have   finished.   *" 

4.  Practice  regularly ;  a  little  each  day,  if  possible. 

5.  Have  regular  hours  for  eating  and  sleeping. 

6.  Don't  Smoke. 

TRAINING   SCHEDULE. 
Fob  Runners. 

(a)  Warm  up  ;  never  fail  to  do  this. 

(b)  Practice  five  or  six  starts.  Before  taking  the  line  trot  a  dozen 
steps  up  the  track  and  back.  On  the  start  run  at  full  speed  about 
twenty  yards ;  slow  up  gradually  and  walk  back  to  the  line. 

(c)  Wait  a  minute;  take  a  few  deep  breaths;  trot  a  few  steps  and 
repeat  the  start,  running  a  few  yards  further  than  before.  After 
two  or  three  trials  put  as  much  speed  as  possible  into  the  start, 
run  moderately  for  a  few  yards  and   finish  at  top  speed. 

(d)  "Once  a  week  run  your  full  distance  at  top  speed.  This  may 
be  done  oftener  for  distances  under  100  yards. 

(e)  Always  end  practice  by  walking  about  until  breathing  becomes 
nearly  normal ;  then  take  a  rub-down  and  dress. 

For  Jumpers. 

(a)  Warm  up. 

(b)  Devote  a  large  part  of  the  practice  to  getting  the  "take  off" 
properly. 

(c)  Decide  which  foot  you  will  jump  from,  then  starting  on  thia 
foot  from  the  "take  off"  run  back  six,  eight  or  some  even  number  of 
strides  and  mark  off  the  spot  where  you  strike  on  your  last  stride. 
Let  your  jumping  foot  strike  this  mark  in  the  run  to  the  "take  off." 
Run  with  the  natural  stride  until  the  last  two  paces,  which  may  be 
lengthened  a  few  inches.  If  you  do  not  hit  the  "take  off"  right, 
move  your  starting  mark  backward  or  forward  by  just  the  distance 
that  you  go  over  or  fall  short.  Some  jumpers  have  two  marks.  This 
is  often  helpful ;  the  first  mark  serving  as  a  guide  to  bring  the  jumper 
to   the  second  mark  on   the  proper  stride. 

(d)  At  first  try  easy  jumps,  raising  the  knees  quickly  and  as  high 
as  possible  when  the  jump  is  being  made.  Practice  this  until  you 
learn  how  to  lard  and  to  control  your  body  while  in  the  air. 

(e)  Do  not  try  for  height  or  distance  in  the  high  and  broad  jump 
more  than  once  or  twice  a  week,  and  take  a  good  rub  down  and  dress 
quickly  when  you  have  finished  practicing. 

For  Shot  Putters. 

(a)  Warm  up  by  swinging  the  arms,  bending  the  body  and  springing 
forward,  at  the  same  time  giving  the  body  a  sharp  turn  forward  and 
to  the  right. 

(b)  Practice  should  be  done  from  a  stand  so  as  to  get  the  spring 
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with  the  legs,  the  turn  and  lunge  of  the  body  and  the  heave  with  the 
shoulders. 

(c)  Before  making  a  put  always  limber  the  muscles  of  the  arm 
and  shoulder  by  stretching  the  arm  up  to  its  full  length. 

(d)  Use  a  light  shot  until  the  fundamental  motions  are   mastered. 

Fob  Hurdlers. 

(a)  Warm  up  and  practice   starts  the   same  as  for  running. 

(b)  Practice  with  one  hurdle  at  first  to  get  the  stride  and  to  over- 
come any  hesitancy  in  taking  the  hurdle. 

(c)  Go  no  higher  than  is  necessary  in  clearing  the  hurdle.  Both 
time  and  strength  may  be  saved  in   this  way. 

(d)  Later  practice  with  two  or  three  hurdles,  aiming  to  get  a  uni- 
form stride  between  the  hurdles  and  to  maintain  a  good  balance.  A 
good  preliminary  exercise  is  to  raise  the  legs  alternately,  bringing 
the  knees  to  the  level  of  the  armpit. 

(e)  Once  or  twice  a  week  take  the  full  number  of  hurdles  for 
time. 

Warming   Up  Program.   * 

(a)  Take  a  dozen  steps  rising  slightly  on  the  toes  at  each  step. 

(b)  Trot  a  dozen   steps.     Repeat,   swinging  the  arms  at  the  sides. 

(c)  Trot  thirty  steps,  lifting  the  knees  well  at  each  step.  Repeat, 
lifting  the  heels  high. 

(d)  Take  several  deep  breaths.  Now  trot  fifty  steps  at  a  good 
swinging  pace,  then  walk  fifty. 

(e)  Breathe  deeply. 

Always  do  this,  no  matter  what  your  event  may  be. 
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Laws  of  Athletics 


RULE  I. 

OFFICIALS. 

Every  meeting  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  shall  be  under 
the  control  of  the  following  officials  : 
A  Games  Committee. 
One  Director. 
One  Assistant  Director. 
One  Referee. 

Three  or  more   Judges  at   Finish. 
One   Chief   Field   Judge. 
Four  or  more  Field  Judges. 
One  Recorder  of  Times. 
Three  or  more   Inspectors. 
Three   Timekeepers. 
One   Starter. 

One    Clerk    of   the    Course    with    assistants. 
One  Announcer. 

One    Chief    Scorer    with    assistants. 
One  Marshal  with  assistants. 
One   Official   Reporter. 

RULE  II. 

GAMES   COMMITTEE. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  have  general  supervision  over  the 
games,  but  it  shall  not  interfere  with  officials  in  the  performance  of 
duties  assigned  to  them  by  these  rules. 

If  possible,  it  shall  decide  all  protests  except  (a)  those  that  must  be 
settled  immediately  by  the  Referee,  (b)  those  concerning  a  boy's 
amateur  standing,  which  matter  must  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Public   Schools  Athletic  League. 

RULE    III. 

THE    REFEREE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Referee  to  decide  all  questions  relating 
to  the  actual  conduct  of  the  meeting,  whose  final  settlement  is  not 
otherwise  covered  by  these  rules. 

xhe  Referee  may  change  the  order  of  events  and  add  to,  or  change, 
the  arrangements  of  heats.  After  heats  have  been  drawn,  however, 
he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  transfer  a  contestant  from  one  heat  to 
another. 

If  a  foul  is  made  in  a  heat  other  than  the  final,  and  the  foul,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Referee,  is  intentional,  or  due  to  culpable  negligence, 
he  may  disqualify  the  contestant  guilty  of  fouling,  and  may  allow  the 
hindered  contestant,  or  contestants,   to  compete  in  another  trial   heat. 

In  a  final  heat,  however,  he  may  disqualify  the  competitor  who  is 
at  fault  and  shall  use  his  own  discretion  as  to  ordering  another  race 
between   the  competitors   hindered  by  the   foul. 

In  the  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events  where  the  competitors  can- 
not agree  on  method  of  settling,  the  Referee  may  decide. 
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Any  competitor  acting  In  an  ungentlemanly  maimer,  whether  toward 
competitors,  spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified  by  the  Referee 
from  that  and  all  other  events  at  the  meeting.  If  the  Referee  thinks 
the  offence  worthy  of  further  punishment,  he  shall  make  a  full  report 
on  the  case  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for 
further  action. 

It  for  any  reason  the  Referee  as  selected  cannot  attend,  the  Senior 
Judge  shall  act  as  Referee  and  have  all  his  powers.  In  this  event  the 
second  Judge  becomes  Senior  Judge. 

The  Referee,  and  he  only,  shall  signal  the  Starter  that  everything 
is  in  readiness  for  the  heat,  or  race,  and  the  race  shall  not  be  started 
until  the  Starter  has  received  such  signal. 

The  Referee  may  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of  signaling 
to  the  Starter. 

RULE  IV. 

INSPBCTOBS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  an  Inspector  to  stand  at  such  point  as  the 
Referee  may  designate ;  to  watch  the  competition  closely,  and  in  case 
of  a  foul  or  violation  of  the  rules  by  a  competitor  or  other  person,  to 
report  to  the  Referee  what  he  saw  of  the  incident. 

Such  Inspectors  are  merely  assistants  to  the  Referee,  to  whom  they 
shall  report,  and  have  no  power  to  make  any. decisions. 

RULE  V. 
JUDGES    AT   FINISH. 

There  shall  be  four  or  more  Judges  at  finish,  namely,  a  Senior 
Judge,  Second  Judge,  Third  Judge,  Fourth  Judge  and  so  on.  The 
Judge  whose  name  appears  at  the  head  of  the  list  shall  be  Senior 
Judge,  second  on  the  list  Second  Judge  and  so  on. 

The  Judges  shall  stand  at  the  finish  line  and  pick  the  contestants  In 
the  order  in  which  they  cross  the  finish  line,  the  Senior  Judge  picking 
first  boy ;  Second  Judge,  second  boy ;  Third  Judge,  third  boy ;  Fourth 
Judge,  fourth  boy,  and  so  on.  Their  decision  is  final  and  without 
appeal.     In  case  of  disagreement  a  majority  shall  govern. 

Any  competitor  crossing  the  finish  line  without  a  number  shall  not 
be  selected  by  the  Judges  unless   with  the  consent  of   the  Referee. 

In  absence  of  the  Referee,  the  Senior  Judge  shall  act  as  Referee. 

RULE   VI. 

THE   CHIEF   FIELD   JDDQB. 

There  shall  be  appointed  a  Chief  Field  Judge,  who  will  represent  the 
Referee.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  field  events  are  started 
promptly,  and  that  there  will  be  no  unnecessary  delay  In  the  com- 
petition. He  shall  receive  from  the  Field  Judges  and  report  to  the 
Chief  Scorer  the  results  of  the  competition  in  the  field  events. 

RULE  VII. 
FIELD    JDDGES. 

They  shall  measure  and  judge  each  trial  of  each  competitor  in  all 
events  where  the  performance  is  measured.  Their  decision  Is  final  and 
without  appeal.     In  case  of  disagreement  the  majority  shall  govern. 

In  case  a  boy  Is  competing  in  a  track  event  as  well  as  a  field  event, 
they  sball  excuse  him  from  his  part  in  the  field  event  for  as  long  a 
period  as  is  necessary  to  take  part  In  the  track  event,  and  shall  then 
allow  him  to  take  his  missed  turns  within  a  reasonable  time  after 
the  track  event.  If  the  boy  is  competing  in  two  field  events  that 
are  taking  place  at  the  one  time  the  same  rule  shall  apply.

RULE   VIII. 

RECORDER   07   TIMES. 

The  Recorder  of  Times  shall  read  the  watch  of  each  of  the  Timers 
after  each  heat  and  shall  make  known  the  official  time  to  the  Referee 
of  the  meeting  and  the  Official  Announcer.  In  the  case  of  a  new 
record  he  shall  be  careful  to  receive  the.  signatures  of  the  Timers 
vouching  for  the  performance. 

RULE  IX. 

THE    TIMEKEEPERS. 

There  shall  be  three  Timekeepers.  They  shall  time  all  events  which 
are  recorded  by  time  and  shall  report  individually  to  the  Recorder  of 
Times  their  record  of  the  time  of  each  heat  and  race. 

Should  two  of  the  three  watches  mark  the  same  time  and  the  third 
disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the  two  watches  shall  be  accepted. 
Should  all  three  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the  intermediate  watch 
shall  be  accepted. 

If  two  watches  only  are  started  on  a  heat,  or  race,  and  they  fail 
to  agree,  the  longest  time  shall  be  accepted. 

To  have  a  record  allowed  three  watches  must  be  started  on  a 
heat  or  race. 

The  flash  of  the  pistol  shall  denote  the  actual  start  of  the  race 
or  heat. 

In  time  handicap  events  the  Timekeeper  shall  receive  the  time 
allowance  of  each  competitor  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  and  sha^ 
start  them  with  the  word  "GO." 

RULE  X. 

THE    STARTER. 

1.  The  Starter  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  competitors  at 
marks,  and  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  fact  as  to  whether  or  not  any 
man  has  gone  over  his  mark. 

2.  All  races  shall  be  started  by  the  report  of  a  pistol,  except  that 
in  time  handicap  races  the  word  "Go"  shall  be  used. 

3.  All  questions  concerning  the  start  shall  be  decided  by  the  Starter. 

4.  When  any  part  of  the  body  of  the  competitor  shall  touch  the 
ground  in  front  of  his  mark  before  the  starting  signal  is  given,  it 
shall  be  considered  a  false  start. 

5.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Starter,  a  false  start  has  been  made,  he 
can  recall  the  competitors  by  a  second  pistol  shot,  and  penalize  the 
offender  or  the  offenders. 

6.  For  all  races  up  to  and  including  125  yards,  the  competitor  shall 
be  put  back  1  yard  for  the  first  and  another  yard  for  the  second  at 
tempt ;  in  races  over  125  yards  and  including  300  yards,  2  yards  for 
the  first  and  2  yards  for  the  second ;  in  races  over  300  yards  and  in- 
cluding 600  yards,  3  yards  for  the  §rst  and  3  yards  for  the  second; 
in  races  over  600  yards  and  including  1,000  yards,  4  yards  for  the 
first  and  4  yards  for  the  second ;  in  races  over  l.OOO  yards  and  In- 
cluding 1  mile,  5  yards  for  the  first  and  5  yards  for  the  second ;  in 
all  races  over  1  mile,  10  yards  for  the  first  and  10  yards  for  the  sec- 
ond. In  all  cases  the  third  false  start  shall  disqualify  the  competitor 
from  the  event.  In  relay  races  the  penalty  shall  be  according  to  the 
distance  the  offender  is  to  run  in  the  race. 

7.  The  Starter  shall  also  rule  out  of  that  event  any  competitor  who 
attempts  to  advance  himself  from  his  mark,  as  prescribed  in  the  official 
program,  after  the  Starter  has  given  the  warning  to  "get  ready." 

8.  The  Starter  must  have  at  least  two  good  cartridges  in  his  pistol 
before  starting  a  heat. 
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RULE  XI. 

THE    CLERK    OF   THE    COURSE. 

The  names  and  numbers  of  all  the  competitors  in  each  event  shall 
be  given  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course,  who  shall  call  them  by  name 
and  check  them  off  on  the  programme  immediately  before  the  event 

After  the  competitors'  names  have  been  called,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Course  shall,  in  handicap  events,  assign  them  to  tnelr  respective 
marks. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Course  shall  not  allow  any  competitor  to  start 
without  his  number,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Referee 

The  Assistant  Clerks  of  the  Course  shall  perform  whatever  duties 
are  assigned  them  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

RULE  XII. 

CHIEF  SCORER. 

The  Chief  Scorer  shall  keep  track  of  the  order  in  which  each  com- 
petitor finishes  and  also  the  time  for  the  event.  He  shall  also  keep  a 
tally  of  the  laps  made  by  each  competitor  in  all  races  round  a  turn 
and  shall  announce  by  means  of  a  bell  or  pistol  shot  when  the  leading 
man  is  entering  on  the  last  lap. 

The  Assistant  Scorers  are  subject  to  the  Chief  Scorer  and  shall 
Derform  whatever  duties  are  assigned   them  by  him. 

RULE   XIII. 

THE    MARSHAL. 

The  Marshal  shall  prevent  any  but  officials  and  actual  competitors 
from  entering  into  the  inner  circle  or  remaining  therein. 

Any  competitor  entering  into  the  inner  circle  before  or  after  com- 
petition, and  not  there  for  the  purpose  of  competition,  must  leave 
the  inner  circle  when  requested  by  the  Marshal.  If,  after  the  second 
request,  the  competitor  still  refuses  to  leave,  the  Marshal,  or  his 
assistants,  must  report  the  matter  to  the  Referee  who  may  disqualify 
the  offender. 

The  Assistant  Marshal  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Marshal 
and  shall  assist  him  in  keeping  the  inner  circle  as  clear  as  is 
possible. 

RULE  XIV. 
OFFICIAL    ANNOUNCER. 

The  scorers  shall  make  known  to  the  Official  Announcer  the  results 
of  each  event  and  he  shall  announce  them  to  the  spectators. 

RULE  XV. 

OFFICIAL    REPORTER. 

The  Official  Reporter  shall  receive  from  the  Scorers  the  order  of 
finishing  and  the  time  made  by  the  competitors  in  the  running  events 
and  the  height  or  distance  covered  by  the  competitors  in  the  field 
events.  This  information  he  shall  immediately  make  known  to  the 
representatives  of  the  press. 

RULE   XVI. 

THE    INNER   CIRCLE. 

With  the  exception  of  officials  and  actual  competitors,  no  one  shall 
be  allowed  within  the  inner  circle.  Competitors  must  leave  the  inner 
circle  immediately  after  the  finish  of  their  event,  or  when  requested 
to  do  so  by  the  Marshal. 

No  attendant,  friend  or  trainer  shall  be  allowed  to  accompany  the 
competitors  on  the  track  or  infield.

RULE    XVII. 

THE    COMPETITORS. 

The  competitors  shall  report  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  at  the 
starting  point  of  each  competition,  after  they  have  been  called  to  the 
inner  circle. 

Each  contestant  must  provide  himself  with  a  number  corresponding 
to  the  number  opposite  his  name  on  the*  programme.  This  number 
he  must  wear  conspicuously  while  he  is  competing,  and  without  It  he 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  start  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Referee, 

In  handicap  events,  competitors,  whether  they  be  scratch  or  limit 
mark  men,  must  start  from  positions  in  .which  they  are  placed  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

If  in  straightaway  races  the  competitor  does  not  confine  himself 
to  his  own  lane,  but  instead  crosses  into  the  lane  of  his  opponent,  the 
Referee  shall  disqualify  him. 

In  races  around  a  turn,  the  competitor  shall,  after  turning  the  last 
corner,  continue  in  a  straight  line  to  the  finish  and  not  cross  either 
to  the  outside  or  the  inside  in  front  of  any  of  the  other  competitors. 

Any  competitor  who  wilfully  jostles,  crosses  in  front  of,  or  other- 
wise impedes  an  opponent,  shall  be  disqualified  by  the  Referee  from 
that   event. 

The  Referee  shall  further  disqualify  from  the  meeting  any  com- 
petitor who,  in  his  opinion,  is  trying  to  lose,  to  coach,  or  to  impede 
in  any  way  the  chances  of  another  competitor.  He  shall  further 
notify  the   Games   Committee,  who  will  take  further  action. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether  toward 
competitors,  spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified  by  the  Referee 
from  that  and  all  other  events  at  that  meeting,  and  if  the  Referee 
thinks  the  offence  worthy  of  further  punishment,  he  shall  make  a 
full  report  on  the  case  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  for  further  action. 

RULE  XVIII. 

PROTESTS. 

Protests  against  any  competitor  entered  in  any  games  may  be  made 
verbally  or  in  writing,  to  the  Games  Committee  or  to  any  member 
thereof  before  the  meet,  or  to  the  Referee  during  the  meet. 

If- the  protest  is  a  claim  of  foul  committed  during  the  meet,  the 
Referee  shall  decide  the  matter  at  once  as  laid  down  in  the  duties  of 
Referee  (Rule  III.). 

Protests  made  after  the  games  must  be  made  within  48  hours. 

If  possible,  the  Games  Committee  shall  decide  all  protests  before 
the  events  are  run  off.  If  it  is  a  case  requiring  the  taking  of  evi- 
dence, the  Games  Committee  shall  decide  the  matter  within  one  week 
after  the  date  of  the  games.  If  it  affects  the  contestant's  amateur 
status,  however,  the  case  must  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  action. 

When  a  contestant  is  allowed  to  compete  under  protest,  the 
prizes  that  he  may  win  shall  be  withheld  until  the  case  is  settled. 

RULE  XIX. 

THE    TRACK. 

The  distance  to  be  run  shall  be  measured  on  a  line  eighteen  Inches 
outward  from  the  inner  edge  of  the  track  until  such  time  as  the  au- 
thorities are  able  to  change  to  the  new  standards  of  12  inches.  This 
edge  shall  be  a  solid  curb  raised  three  inches  above  the  level  of  the 
track. 
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In  straightaway  races,  distance  shall  be  measured  in  a  direct  line 
from  the  starting  mark,  to  the  finishing  line. 

In  indoor  races  on  board  floors  courses  may  be  marked  plainly  (with 
whitewash)   on  the  track. 

RULE  XX. 
The   Course. 

In  straightaway  races  the  competitor  must  keep  his  own  course 
from  start  to  finish.  In  these  races  separate  courses,  called  lanes, 
shall  be  laid  out  for  each  competitor  by  means  of  stakes  driven  into 
the  ground,  to  which  cord  or  wire  is  attached  and  which  are  placed 
about  fifteen  yards  apart. 

In  all  races  the  competitors  must  not  cross  to  the  pole,  or  inner 
edge  of  the  track  until  he  is  at  least  two  strides  in  advance  of  his 
nearest  competitor. 

In  all  championship  races  positions  shall  be  drawn  for,  numbering 
one,  two,  three,  and  so  on,  from  border  out,  and  the  drawing  shall 
be  in  the  names  of  the  schools.  The  Clerk  of  the  Course  shall  then 
allot  positions.  The  school  having  the  first  choice  shall  have  the 
position  next  the  pole,  or  inner  edge  of  the  track,  the  school  having 
second  choice,  second  position  and  so  on,  the  schools  alternating,  so 
that  if  possible,  there  will  not  be  two  contestants  from  the  one 
school  in  the  same  heat. 

In  championship  events  on  straightaway  tracks,  the  drawing  shall 
be  by  schools,  and  the  Referee  shall  see  that  no  two  contestants 
from  the  same  school  shall  start  in  one  heat.  There  shall  be  a 
drawing  for  the  choice  of  lanes,  the  school  winning  first  choice  se- 
lecting whatever  lane  the  first  runner  for  that  school  desires,  the 
school  having  second  choice  the  next  best  lane  and  so  on. 

In  handicap  events  the  contestants,  when  called,  must  take  any 
lane  assigned  them   by  the  Clerk  of  the   Course. 

RULE  XXI. 

The  Finish. 

The  finish  of  a  course  shall  be  represented  by  a  line  between  two 
finishing  posts  drawn  across  and  at  right  angles  to  the  sides  of  the 
track  and  four  feet  above  which  shall  be  placed  a  tape  attached  to 
both  finishing  posts. 

The  finish  of  any  race  shall  be  counted  when  any  part  of  com- 
petitor's body,  except  his  hands  and  arms,  shall  reach  the  finish,  line. 

No  competitor  shall  be  considered  to  have  finished  unless  his  en- 
tire body  shall  have  crossed  the  finish   line. 

RULE  XXII. 
Relay  Racing. 

1.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  10  yards  on  each  side  of  the  starting  line 
of  each  relay  to  be  known  as  the  starting  zone.  Within  this  zone  each 
runner  must  pass  the  baton  to  the  succeeding  runner.  No  member  of 
a  relay  team  in  order  to  relieve  his  teammate  can  run  outside  of  such 
zone.  The  baton  must  be  passed,  not  thrown  or  dropped  by  a  com- 
petitor and  picked  up  by  the  one  succeeding  him.  Violation  of  any 
of  these  rules  by  any  competitor  shall  disqualify  the  team. 

2.  No  man.  can  run  two  relays  in  any  one  team. 

3.  The  composition  of  a  team  cannot  be  changed  after  a  trial  heat 
has  been  run.  No  change  can  be  made  in  the  order  of  running,  except 
in  relay  races  where  each  competitor  runs  the  same  distance. 

4.  The  positions  of  the  teams  must  be  drawn  for. 

5.  In  all  relay  races  announcement  must  be  made  as  to  the  distance 
each  competitor  is  to  run  in  his  relay.  Any  competitor  failing  to  run 
the  distance  required  shall  cause  his  team  to  be  disqualified. 
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6.  In  the  case  of  a  handicap  relay  race  the  runner  on  the  first  relay 
is  allowed  the  total  handicap  allowed  each  team. 

RULE  XXIII. 

Handicap  Rules. 

The  handicap  allowed  in  the  different  races  shall  not  exceed  one- 
tenth  of  the  distance  to  be  run ;  for  instance,  the  limit  in  the  50 
yards  dash  shall  be  5  yards,  In  the  100  yards  dash,  10  yards. 

The  limit  in  the  pole  vault  shall  be  18  inches ;  in  the  running 
high  jump  9  inches ;  in  the  running  broad  jump,  30  inches ;  In  the 
8-lb.  shot  put,  48  inches ;  in  the  12-lb.  shot  pot,  60  inches ;  in  the 
Btanding  broad  jump,   12  inches. 

The  penalty  for  winning  shall  be  as  follows :  For  races  of  50 
yards  and  under,  3  feet,  2  feet  and  1  foot  shall  be  taken  off  for 
winning  first,  second  and  third  places  respectively ;  in  races  over 
50  yards  and  including  100  yards,  2  yards,  1  yard  and  2  feet ;  over 
100  yards  and  including  220  yards,  5,  3  and  2  yards  ;  over  220  and 
Including  440  yards,  10,  6  and  3  yards  ;  over  440  yards  and  including 
880  yards,  20,  12  and  6  yards ;  in  races  over  880  and  including  one 
mile,  40  yards,  24  yards  and  12  yards ;  in  the  pole  vault,  9,  7  and 
4  inches;  in  the  running  high  jump,  5,  4  and  2  inches ;  in  the  run- 
ning broad  jump,  14,  10  and  7  inches ;  in  the  8-lb.  shot  put,  20,  15 
and  11  inches ;  in  the  12-lb.  shot  put,  24,  18  and  13  inches ;  in  the 
standing  broad  jump,  7,  5  and  3  inches. 

RULE    XXIV. 
Potato  Racing. 

The  potato  race  shall  be  one  in  which  three  or  more  potatoes  are 
placed  two  yards  apart  on  a  direct  line.  The  first  potato  shall  be 
two  yards  from  the  receptacle  which  shall  be  either  a  pail,  basket, 
box,  or  can,  not  over  36  inches  in  circumference  at  the  opening.  The 
maximum  number  of  potatoes  in  a  race  shall  be  five. 

The  finish  shall  be  a  line  five  yards  back  of  the  receptacle,  which 
must  be  crossed  after  the  last  potato  has  been  placed  in  the  receptacle. 

If  the  competitor  should  drop  a  potato,  he  must  replace  it  In  the 
receptacle  before  he  touches  another  potato ;  otherwise,  he  shall 
be  disqualified. 

In  handicap  events  the  mark  is  taken  off  back  of  the  receptacle. 

RULE    XXV. 

Putting  the  Shot. 

1.  The  shot  shall  be  put  from  the  shoulder  with  one  hand  only,  and 
it  must  never  be  brought  behind  the  shoulder. 

2.  Iu  the  middle  of  the  circumference  of  the  circle,  at  the  front  half 
thereof,  shall  be  placed  a  stop-board  four  feet  long,  four  inches  high, 
and  firmly  fastened  to  the  ground.  In  making  his  puts,  the  feet  of 
the  competitor  may  rest  against  but  not  on  top  of  this  board. 

3.  A  fair  put  shall  be  one  in  which  no  part  of  the  person  of  the 
competitor  touches  the  top  of  the  stop-board,  the  top  of  the  circle,  or 
the  ground  outside  the  circle. 

4.  The  measurement  of  each  put  shall  be  taken  at  the  circle  from 
the  nearest  mark  made  by  the  fall  of  the  shot  to  the  inside  of  the 
circumference  of  the  circle  on  a  line  from  such  mark  made  by  the  shot 
to  the  center  of  the  circle. 

5.  Foul  puts  and  letting  go  the  shot  in  making  an  attempt  shall  be 
counted  as  trial  puts  without  result.  It  shall  also  be  a  foul  if  the 
competitor  steps  on  the  circle,  or  leaves  the  circle  before  his  throw  has 
been  marked. 
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6.  Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  puts,  and  the  best  five 
shall  have  three  more.  Each  competitor  shall  be  credited  with  the 
best  of  all  his  puts. 

The  Field  Judges  shall  measure  each  put  from  the  nearest  mark 
made  by  the  fall  of  the  shot,  to  the  circumference  of  the  circle 
on  a  line  from  the  mark  made  by  the  shot  to  the  center  of  the  circle. 

Foul  puts  and  letting  go  the  shot  in  making  an  attempt  shall 
be    counted    as    trials    without    result. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  puts,  and  the  first,  sec- 
ond, third  and  fourth  in  the  trials  shall  have  three  more  trials 
each  in  the  final. 

The  best  put  made  by  a  competitor,  whether  made  in  the  trials 
or  finals  shall  count  as  his  best  put  and  the  result  will  be  decided 
accordingly. 

RULE   XXVI. 
Running  High  Jump. 

1.  The  Field  Judges  shall  decide  the  height  at  which  the  jump  shall 
commence  and  shall  regulate  the  succeeding  elevations. 

2.  Three  jumps  are  allowed  at  each  height,  and  a  failure  at  the 
third  attempt  shall  disqualify. 

3.  A  competitor  may  commence  at  auy  height  above  the  minimum 
height. 

4.  At  each  successive  height  each  competitor  shall  take  one  trial  in 
his  proper  turn  ;  then  those  failing,  if  any,  shall  have  their  second 
trial  jump  in  like  order,  after  which  those  having  failed  twice  shall 
make  their  third  trial  jump. 

5.  A  competitor  may  decline  to  jump  at  any  height  in  his  turn,  and 
by  so  doing  forfeits  his  right  to  again  jump  at  the  height  declined. 

6.  The  jump  shall  be  made  over  a  bar  resting  on  pegs  projecting 
from  the  uprights,  and  when  this  bar  is  removed  from  its  place  it 
shall  be  counted  as  a  trial  jump.  Neither  diving  nor  somersaulting 
over  the  bar  shall  be  permitted. 

7.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  3  feet  in  front  of  the  bar  and  parallel 
therewith,  to  be  known  as  a  balk  line,  and  stepping  over  such  line,  in 
any  attempt,  shall  be  counted  as  a  "balk,"  and  two  successive  "balks" 
shall  be  counted  as  a  trial  jump. 

8.  As  soon  as  a  competitor  makes  a  spring  in  order  to  jump,  this 
shall  be  counted  as  a  trial  jump. 

9.  The  distance  of  the  run  before  the  jump  shall  be  unlimited. 

10.  Ail  measurements  shall  be  made  perpendicularly  from  the  ground 
to  the  upper  side  of  the  bar  where  it  is  lowest. 

11.  The  employment  of  weights  or  grips  of  any  kind  is  forbidden. 

12.  A  competitor  may  place  a  mark  for  his  take-off  in  running  broad 
or  running  high  jump. 

13.  The  uprights  shall  uot  be  moved  during  the  competition. 

14.  The  uprights  shall  be  at  least  12  feet  (3.66  meters)   apart. 

15.  The  take  off  ground  about  the  jump  must  be  level. 

RULE    XXVII. 
Running   Begad   Jump. 

1.  The  length  of  the  run  is  unlimited.  Each  competitor  shall  be 
allowed  three  jumps,  and  the  five  best  shall  be  allowed  three  more 
jumps.  Each  competitor  shall  be  credited  with  the  best  of  all  his 
jumps. 

2.  When  jumped  on  earth  the  take-off  shall  be  from  a  joist  sunk 
flush  with  the  ground,  the  outer  edge  of  which  shall  be  called  the 
scratch  line.     In  front  of  the  scratch  line,  over  a  width  of  3.94  inches 
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(10  centimeters),  the  ground  shall  be  sprinkled  with  soft  earth  or 
sand  to  make  it  slightly  higher  than  the  take-off  joist.  The  measure- 
ment of  the  jumps  shall  be  made  at  right  angles  from  the  scratch  line, 
or  scratch  line  extended,  to  the  nearest  break  in  the  ground  made  by 
any  part  of  the  body  of  the  competitor. 

3.  If  any  competitor  swerves  aside  at  the  taking-off  line,  or  the 
line  extended,  or  touches  the  ground  in  front  of  the  take-off  joist  with 
any  part  of  his  foot,  such  jump  shall  not  be  measured,  but  it  shall  be 
counted  against  the  competitor  as  one  jump. 

4.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  6  feet  in  front  of  the  scratch  line,  to  be 
known  as  the  balk  line,  and  stepping,  or  falling,  over  such  line,  or  such 
line  extended,  in  any  attempt,  shali  be  counted  as  a  "balk,"  and  two 
successive     balks  shall  be  counted  as  a  trial  jump. 

5.  The  rules  for  the  running  high  jump  shall  govern,  where  ap- 
plicable. 

RULE   XXVIII. 
Standing  Broad  Jump. 

The  feet  of  the  competitor  may  be  placed  in  any  position,  but  shall 
leave  the  ground  once  only  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump.  When 
the  feet  are  lifted  from  the  ground  twice,  or  two  springs  are  made 
in  making  the  attempt,  it  shall  count  as  a  trial  jump  without  result. 
A  competitor  may  rock  back  and  forward,  lifting  heels  and  toes 
alternately  from  the  ground,  but  may  not  lift  either  foot  clear  of 
the  ground,  nor  slide  either  foot  along  the  ground  in  any  direction. 

In  all  other  respects  the  rules  governing  the  running  broad  jump 
govern  the  standing  broad  jump  as  well. 

RULE  XXIX. 

Pole  Vault. 

1.  The  height  of  the  bar  at  starting  and  at  each  successive  eleva- 
tion shall  be  determined  by  the  Field  Judges. 

2.  Each  competitor  shall  be  allowed  three  jumps  at  each  height,  and 
the  competitor  who  fails  at  the  third  attempt  shall  be  disqualified. 

3.  A  competitor  may  commence  at  any  height  above  the  minimum 
height.  He  must,  however,  jump  at  every  following  height  until  he 
has  forfeited  his  right  to  compete  further. 

4.  The  vault  shall  be  made  over  a  bar  resting  on  pegs. 

5.  As  soon  as  a  competitor  has  left  the  ground  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  jump,  the  jump  is  counted  as  a  trial. 

6.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  15  feet  in  front  of  the  bar  and  parallel 
therewith,  to  be  known  as  the  balk  line,  and  stepping  over  such  a  line, 
or  such  line  extended,  in  any  attempt,  shall  be  counted  as  a  "balk," 
and  two  successive  "balks"  shall  be  counted  as  a  trial  jump. 

7.  Any  competitor  shall  be  allowed  to  dig  a  hole  not  more  than  one 
foot  in  diameter  at  the  take-off,  in  which  to  plant  his  pole. 

8.  A  competitor  must  not,  in  the  moment  that  he  makes  a  jump,  or 
after  leaving  the  ground  place  his  lower  hand  above  the  upper  one 
or  move  the  upper  hand  higher  up  on  the  pole. 

9.  Poles  may  have  a  binding,  but  must  not  have  any  further  support 
for  the  hands. 

10.  If  the  uprights  are  moved,  they  shall  not  be  moved  more  than 
two  feet  in  any  direction,  and  not  more  than  one  hole  may  be  made 
by  a  competitor.     The  take-off  ground  about  the  jump  shall  be  level. 

11.  The  uprights  shall  be  at  least  12  feet   (3.66  meters)   apart. 

12.  All  measurements  shall  be  made  perpendicularly  from  the  ground 
to  the  upper  'side  of  the  bar  where  it  is  lowest. 
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13.  In  the  pole  vault,  If  in  making  a  trial  the  competitor's  pole  is 
broken,  it  shall  not  count  as  a  trial. 

14.  The  rules  governing  the  running  broad  jump  shall  also  govern 
the  pole  vault  for  distance,  except  that  when  the  man  leaves  the 
ground  in  an  attempt  it  shall  be  counted  a  trial. 

Note.' — If  the  uprights  are  moved,  the  Field  Judges  should  make  a 
re-measurement,  because  if  there  is  any  inequality  in  the  ground  at 
all,  changing  the  uprights  may  make  a  difference  varying  from  one 
inch  to  a  quarter  of  an  inch,  and  a  competitor  should  not  be  allowed 
to  obtain  an  advantage  in  that  way. 

RULE   XXX. 

The  Discus   (Greek  Style). 

To  execute  the  throw,  the  competitor  places  himself  in  the  pedestal 
with  the  feet  apart,  the  right  foot  forward,  provided  he  is  right- 
handed,  and  vice  tjersa,  if  he  is  left-handed,  and  holding  the  discus 
in  either  hand.  He  then  grasps  it  with  both  hands  and  raises  it 
straight  above  his  head.  As  the  discus  is  held  aloft  the  body  should 
lean  forward  slightly,  and  as  the  thrower  starts  to  make  his  effort 
the  trunk  should  be  turned  slightly  to  the  right  and  the  body  bent 
sharply  so  that  the  left  hand,  when  free,  swings  outside  and  below 
the  right  knee,  and  the  right,  holding  the  discus,  is  stretched  as  fat 
back  as  the  extension  of  the  shoulder  will  allow.  At  this  moment 
the  right  knee  should  be  bent,  with  the  foot  resting  full  on  the  sole, 
the  left  leg  almost  straight,  and  the  foot  resting  on  the  toes.  Then, 
by  a  sharp  and  simultaneous  exertion  of  the  whole  body,  the  thrower 
scales  the  discus  away  in  front  of  him.  The  critical  part  of  the 
throw  is  the  action  of  the  arm  at  the  moment  of  delivery.  The  final 
sweep  of  the  arm  must  be  distinctly  by  the  side  and  be  clearly  In 
an  underhand  direction.  Round  arm,  like  a  cricket  bowler,  hori- 
zontal, arch,  or  overarm  swings  to  be  foul.  Neither  must  there  be 
the  least  tendency  of  the  arm  to  swing  around  the  body. 

The  measurement  of  the  throw  to  be  from  the  center  of  the 
pedestal  to  where  the  discus  first  strikes  the  ground. 

The  thrower  may  leave  the  pedestal  at  the  moment  of  throwing. 

Trials  and  other  conditions  of  competition  to  be  the  same  as  the 
hammer  or  shot. 

RULE  XXXI. 
The  Hurdles. 

In  the  120  yards  hurdle  race,  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used;  height 
of  hurdles  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee.  They  shall 
be  placed  ten  yards  apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  fifteen  yards  distant 
from  the  starting  point,  and  the  last  hurdle  fifteen  yards  before  the 
finishing  line. 

In  the  220  yards  hurdle  race  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used;  height  of 
hurdle  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee.  They  shall  be 
placed  twenty  yards  apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  twenty  yards  distant 
from  the  starting  mark,  and  the  last  hurdle  twenty  yards  from  the 
finishing  line. 

In  hurdle  races  of  other  distances,  and  with  different  numbers  of 
hurdles,  the  hurdles  shall  be  placed  at  equal  distances,  with  the 
same  space  between  the  first  hurdle  and  the  starting  point  and  the 
last  hurdle  and  the  finishing  line  as  between  each  of  the  hurdles. 

In  making  a  record  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  competitor  to 
jump  over  every  hurdle  in  its  proper  position,  nor  shall  the  per- 
formance be  considered  a  record  unless  all  the  hurdles  remain  stand- 
ing, after  the  competitor  clears  them. 

A  competitor  knocking  down  three  or  more  hurdles,  or  aDy  portion 
of  hurdles  in  a  race  shall  be  disqualified. 
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RULE  XXXII. 

Tibs. 

In  all  contests  whose  results  are  determined  by  measurement  of 
height  or  distance,  ties  shall  be  decided  as  follows : 

In  handicap  contests  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the  competitor 
who  received  the  least  allowance.  In  case  of  a  tie  between  two 
or  more  competitors  who  received  the  same  allowance,  the  decision 
shall  be  made  as  in  scratch  contests.  -'■* 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  at  high  jumping,  the  tieing 
competitors  shall  have  three  trials  at  the  height  last  tried,  and  if 
still  undecided  the  bar  shall  be  lowered  to  the  height  next  below, 
and  three  trials  taken  at  that  height.  If  no  one  clears  it,  the  bar 
shall  be  lowered  again  and  again  until  one  of  the  competitors  clears 
it.  In  case  of  a  second  tie,  the  award  shall  be  given  to-  the  com- 
petitor who  cleared  the  bar  with  the  least  number  of  trials. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  in  any  event  decided  by  dis- 
tance, each  of  the  tieing  competitors  shall  have  three  additional 
trials,  and  the  award  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  distance 
cleared  in  these  additional  trials.  In  case  of  a  second  tie  three  more 
trials  shall  be  allowed,  and  so  on,  until  a  decision  is  reached.  In 
case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events,  the  competitors  shall  not  be  al- 
lowed to  divide  the  prize  or  points,  or  to  toss  for  them,  but  must 
compete  again  at   a   time  and  place   appointed   by  the  Referee. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  the  pole  vault  the  officials  shall  raise  or  lower 
the  bar  at  their  discretion,  and  those  competitors  who  have  tied  shall 
be  allowed  one  trial  at  each  height. 

RULE  XXXIII. 

Order  of  Competition  in  Field  Events. 

In  all  scratch  events  the  competitors  shall  take  their  trials  in  the 
order  of  their  names  as  printed  on  the  programme. 

In  all  handicap  events  the  competitor  having  the  greatest  allow- 
ance shall  make  the  first  trial,  and  so  on,  in  regular  order,  up  to 
the  competitor  at  scratch  or  with  the  least  allowance,  who  shall  have 
the  last  trial.  RULE  xxxiy 

Costume. 
Only  boys  with  clean  athletic  costume,  with  pants  reaching  approxi- 
mately to  the  knees  and  shirts  that  adequately  cover  the  body,  shall 
be  allowed  to  compete.  

SWIMMING. 

1.  Officials  shall  consist  of  one  Referee,  three  Judges  at  the  Finish, 
three  Timekeepers,  one  Starter,  one  Clerk  of  the  Course  with  assist- 
ants, if  necessary. 

2.  Duties  and  powers  of  these  officials  shall  be  the  same  as  is  pre- 
scribed for  them  in  the  foregoing  rules. 

3.  In  the  50  yards  and  100  yards  swimming  races  each  competitor 
shall  stand  with  one  or  both  feet  on  the  starting  line,  and  when  the 
signal  is  given  shall  plunge.  Stepping  back,  either  before  or  after  the 
signal,  will  not  be  allowed. 

4.  The  start  for  longer  races  shall  be  the  same  as  the  100  yards, 
except  that  competitors  may  start  in  the  water  (tread-water  start) 
from  an  imaginary  line. 

5.  Each  competitor  shall  keep  a  straight  course,  parallel  with  the 
courses  of  the  other  competitors,  from  the  starting  station  to  the  oppo- 
site point  in  the  finish  line.  Any  contestant  who,  when  out  of  his 
own  water,  shall  touch  another  competitor,  is  liable  to  disqualification 
from  that  event,  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Referee. 
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The  following  number  of  competitors  shall  be  allowed  to  swim  in 
one  heat :  In  an  unobstructed,  clear  space  from  15  to  20  feet,  3  men 
shall  be  allowed  to  start ;  from  20  to  25  feet,  4  men  ;  from  25  to  30 
feet,  5  men  ;  from  30  to  35  feet,  6  men  ;  from  35  feet  to  40  feet,  7 
men. 

The  Referee  must  see  that  this  Rule  shall  be  strictly  enforced. 

6.  Each  competitor  shall  have  finished  the  race  when  any  part  of 
his  person  reaches  the  finish  line. 

7.  In  all  handicap  competitions  a  check  starter  shall  be  appointed, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  no  contestant  starts  before  his 
proper  time.  He  shall  report  any  violation  of  this  rule  to  the  Referee, 
who  shall  disqualify  such  competitor  should  his  finish  affect  the  result 
of  the  race. 

8.  Back  Stroke — The  competitors  shall  line  up  in  the  water,  facing 
the  starting  end,  with  both  hands  resting  on  the  end  or  rail  of  the 
bath.  At  the  word  "Go,"  the  competitors  shall  push  off  on  their 
backs  and  commence  and  continue  swimming  upon  their  backs  through- 
out the  race.  At  each  end  of  the  bath,  in  turning,  competitors  shall 
place  both  hands  on  the  end  or  rail  of  the  bath  before  pushing  off, 
as  at  the  commencement  of  the  race.  The  Referee  shall  have  absolute 
discretion   to  disqualify   any   competitor   under  this   clause. 

9.  Breast  Stroke — At  the  word  "Go"  or  pistol  shot,  the  competitors 
shall  dive  and  swim  on  tbe  breast.  Both  hands  must  be  pushed  for- 
ward and  brought  backward  simultaneously.  The  body  must  be  kept 
perfectly  on  the  breast,  and  both  shoulders  on  line  with  the  surface 
of  the  water.  When  touching  at  the  turn  or  finishing  a  race  the  touch 
shall  be  made  with  both  hands  simultaneously.  Any  competitor  intro- 
ducing or  using  a  side  stroke  movement  during  the  race  to  be  disquali- 
fied. The  Referee  shall  have  absolute  discretion  to  disqualify  any 
competitor  under  this  clause. 

10.  Regulations  for  diving  competitions  : 

(a)  The  measurements,  construction  and  fixing  of  all  diving  boards 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

(b)  Any  club  holding  diving  championships,  not  being  able  to  com- 
ply with  the  regulations  herein  specified,  shall  submit  such  changes  as 
may  be  found  necessary  to  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  Cham- 
pionship Committee  for  approval. 

(c)  Instruction  to  judges:  In  making  awards  for  points  for  each 
dive  the  judges  shall  have  regard  to  the  character  of  the  respective 
dive  to  be  performed,  and  shall  take  into  consideration :  the  manner 
of  the  dive  (proper  carriage,  confidence  and  form),  the  force  and 
speed  of  the  dive,  the  entrance  into  the  water  and  how  the  run  or 
take-off  is  performed.  When  judging  the  carriage  the  individuality  of 
the  diver  should  be  taken  into  consideration.  The  bearing  in  the  air 
should  be  natural,  easy,  supple  and  graceful.  When  performing  plain 
head  dives,  the  head  should  be  erect,  back  hollowed,  legs  closed  with 
feet  turned  back,  arms  supple  and  fingers  closed.  The  start  should  be 
made  gracefully,  with  confidence  and  in  a  bold  manner ;  in  running 
dives  the  force  and  energy  imparted  should  be  considered.  The  en- 
trance into  the  water  should  be  made  without  splashing  and  with 
good  carriage  of  the  body. 

(d)  For  each  dive  each  judge  shall  award  points  according  to  the 
following  scale  : 

Unsuccessful  attempt 0 

Bad  dive  3 

Fair    dive     6 

Good  dive   8 

Excellent  dive 10 
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The  judges  may  mark  points  and  half  points  between  those  mien- 
tioned  in  the  above  scale,  but  10  shall  be  the  highest  possible  that  can 
be  awarded  by  any  judge. 

An  unsuccessful  attempt  is  one  in  which  the  competitor  has  failed 
to  perform  the  dive  nominated. 

In  all  jackknife  dives  the  competitor  should  enter  the  water  within 
six  feet  from  the  take-off. 

All  head  dives  with  arms  by  sides  are  ruled  out. 

Swallow  and  all  other  forms  of  straight  front  dives  are  to  be  con- 
sidered as  plain  front  dives. 

In  all  somersaults  or  jackknife  dives  with  twists,  the  somersaults  or 
Jackknives  must  be   completed   before  twisting. 

(e)  Under  observation  of  the  foregoing  conditions  and  instructions 
in  making  their  respective  awards  each  judge  shall : 

(a)  Write  down  his  points  for  each  dive  performed  by  each  com- 

petitor according  to  the  scale  of  points  named  in  Rule  10, 
Section   (d). 

(b)  The  points  awarded  by  him  for  each  voluntary  dive  shall  be 

multiplied  by  the  points  allowed  for  the  degree  of  difficulty 
in  each  case  as  specified  in  the  following  diving  tables, 

(c)  After  the  total  of  points  for  each  competitor  has  been  found 

and  checked  as  being  correct,  each  judge  shall  place  the 
competitors  in  the  order  in  which  they  finish  on  his  diving 
card.  He  shall  give :  1,  to  the  diver  scoring  the  greatest 
number  of  points ;  2,  to  the  diver  scoring  the  second  great- 
est number  of  points,  etc.  If  two  competitors  score  the 
same  number  of  points  their  place  numbers  shall  be  added 
and  each  given  one-half.  For  instance,  if  two  competitors 
receive  the  same  number  of  points,  which  is  the  second 
largest  on  the  diving  card  of  a  judge,  their  place  numbers 
2  and  3  shall  be  added,  and  each  competitor  shall  receive 
2y2,  and  the  next  following  competitor  shall  receive  the 
number  4.  The  place  numbers  given  to  the  respective  com- 
petitors by  each  of  the  judges  shall  be  added  together  and 
the  competitor  showing  the  lowest  total  of  place  numbers 
shall  be  declared  the  winner.  In  case  of  a  tie  the  point 
totals  of  all  the  judges  shall  be  added  together  and  the 
competitor  whose  total  of  points  is  greatest  shall  be  the 
winner  of  the  tie. 
A  list  of  voluntary  dives  shall  be  submitted  by  each  competitor  to 

the  judges  in  writing  before  the  beginning  of  the  competition.  Changes 

In  the  list  of  voluntary  dives  are  not  permitted.     No  competitor  shall 

be  permitted  to  repeat  any  of  his  dives. 

The  Referee  must  ascertain  before   the  beginning  of  a  competition 

that  the  depth  of  the  water  is  sufficient  to  insure  the  safety  of  the 

contestants. 

Competitions   or  exhibitions   of   diving  from   a  greater  height   than 

34  feet  are  prohibited. 

The  conditions  of  a  diving  competition,  namely :     Height  of  board, 

number  of  voluntary  and  compulsory  dives,   and  the  character  of  the 

latter  must  be  stated  in  entry  blanks. 

(f)  Fancy  Diving  from  the  Springboard.  The  board  shall  have  a 
length  of  13  feet  and  shall  be  20  inches  wide  and  shall  be  of  the 
usual  elastic  character. 

In  championship  meetings  the  height  of  the  board  from  the  surface 
of  the  water  shall  be  not  less  than  9  feet  6  inches,  nor  more  than  11 
feet. 
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The  program  for  championships  shall  consist  of  the  following  dives  : 
Running  front  dive,  back  dive,  running  forward  jackknife,  back  jack- 
knife  and  six  voluntary  dives  selected  from   the  following  table :

11.  Plunge  for  Distance — The   maximum  height  of  take-off  for   the 
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plunge  for  distance  shall  be  limited  to  eighteen  inches  above  the  sur- 
face of  the  water. 

A  plunge  shall  be  a  standing  dive,  made  head  first  from  an  indicated 
firm  take-off  (i.  e.,  "diving  base"),  free  from  spring.  The  body  is  to 
be  kept  motionless — face  downward — and  nonprogressive  action  to  be 
imparted  to  it  other  than  impetus  of  the  dive. 

The  plunge  shall  terminate,  if  the  competitor  has  not  already  raised 
his  face  above  the  surface  of  the  water,  at  the  expiration  of  60  sec- 
onds, or  such  time  as  may  have  been  previously  announced  by  the 
promoting  body.  The  duration  of  such  plunge  shall  be  reckoned  from 
the  time  the  competitor  dives  from  the  take-off. 

At  the  finish  of  any  plunge  the  competitor  must  leave  the  water  as 
quietly  as  possible.  Any  one  disturbing  the  water  so  as  to  interfere 
with  the  progress  of  the  competitor  following  to  be  disqualified. 

The  distance  traversed  in  a  plunge  shall  be  measured  along  a 
straight  line,  at  right  angles  to  the  diving  base,  to  a  line  parallel  to 
the  diving  base,  over  the  farthest  point  reached  by  any  portion  of  a 
competitor's  body  while  fulfilling  the  above  conditions. 

In  championship  or  level  contests  each  competitor  shall  be  allowed 
three  plunges,  and  the  farthest  plunge  shall  win.  In  handicaps,  the 
number  of  plunges  shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  promoting 
<:lub. 

When  a  contestant  touches  the  side  of  the  tank  or  pool,  his  distance 
shall  be  taken  and  he  shall  be  compelled  to  stop. 

A  line  may  be  made  or  painted  along  the  bottom  of  the  pool  or  tank 
to  enable  the  contestants  to  guide  themselves. 

12.  Miscellaneous — A  competitor  in  turning  must  touch  the  end  of 
the  bath  or  course  with  one  hand  or  both  hands  before  kicking  off. 

Standing  upon  the  bottom  in  the  shallow  end  of  a  bath  during  a 
competition  is  only  allowed  for  the  purpose  of  resting.  Walking  or 
jumping  from  the  bottom  in  the  shallow  end  of  a  bath  shall  not  be 
allowed. 

The  contestant  in  a  handicap  race  who  has  the  lowest  handicap 
shall  have  the  choice  of  position. 

Where  two  men  are  on  the  same  mark  they  shall  draw  for  choice  of 
position. 

In  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  a  handicap  the  contestant  with  the  lowest 
handicap  shall  be  declared  the  winner.  Where  a  dead  heat  occurs 
between  two  men  on  the  same  mark  the  tie  shall  be  decided  by  a  swim- 
off  on  the  same  day,  or  the  one  refusing  to  swim  shall  be  given  the 
second  prize. 

Choice  of  position  shall  be  drawn  for  in  races  other  than  handicaps.

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GENERAL   PURPOSES    OF   THE    LEAGUE. 

The  main  purpose  which  the  league  has  always  had  most  at  heart  is  to 
stimulate  the  average  child,  and  in  fact  the  one  physically  below  the  average 
to  train  and  exercise  so  as  to  make  him  or  her  healthy  and  strong.  Experi- 
ence shows  that,  so  far  as  the  boys  are  concerned,  this  is  best  done  through 
competitive  games.  It  is  true  that  calisthenics,  especially  the  improved  meth- 
ods recently  introduced  in  the  schools  by  Dr.  C.  Ward  Crampton,  are  superior 
to  those  formerly  in  use,  but.  nevertheless,  all  such  exercises  have  only  a  lim- 
ited value,  particularly  in  developing  alertness  of  mind.  Work  in  a  gym- 
nasium tends  to  give  a  good  physical  development,  but  many  of  our  schools 
have  no  gymnasia.  Even  where  gymnastic  training  is  had,  experience  shows 
that  no  method  appeals  so  strongly  to  the  American  boy,  as  to  best  develop 
his  mind,  nerves  and  muscles,  as  do  competitive  exercises,  particularly  when 
they  are  held  out  of  doors. 

While,  therefore,  the  development  of  certain  "star  athletes"  who  will  make 
high  records  in  championship  games  naturally  results  from  our  methods,  and 
the  ambition  to  become  qualified  for  the  honor  of  representing  their  schools  in 
athletic  contests  induces  many  to  interest  themselves  in  athletics  who  would 
otherwise  not  have  done  so.  yet  the  main  object  of  ,the  league  is  to  induce  the 
greatest  possible  number  of  our  school  children  to  improve  themselves  phys- 
ically by  engaging  in  its  activities  and.  what  is  more  important,  to  induce 
them  in  doing  this,  to  train  themselves  so  as  to  reach  a  good  athletic  standard. 

THE  LEAGUE  BADGE. 

A  great  factor  in  doing  this  is  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  Badge, 
which  is  annually  awarded  to  all  who  attain  a  certain  simple  standard  in  run- 
ning, jumping  and  "chinning"'  on  a  bar  and  which  corresponds  with  the  marks- 
men's badge  in  our  military  organizations. 

When,  in  1904.  this  badge  was  first  established  but  1,162  were  won. 

The  interest  in  the  competitions  has  steadily  improved  the  strength  of  the 
boys,  so  that  in  1915  the  number  of  badges  won  rose  to  the  enormous  number 
of  24,756 — an  increase  over  1914  of  6,202. 

The  "Soldier  of  Marathon,"  offered  by  Hon.  Egerton  L.  W'inthrop  to  the 
school  having  the  largest  percentage  of  pupils  winning  these  badges  in  the 
year,  was  won  by  Public  School  90,  Queens,  with  842  badges,  being  80.4  per 
cent,  of  its  attendance. 

The  banners  ottered  by  Messrs.  Walter  and  Frederic  Lewisohn  to  the  school 
in  each  borough  having  the  highest  percentage  were  won  by  the  following :

The  banner  offered  by  the  late  Simeon  T.  Drake  to  the  high  school  winning 
these  badges  was  won  by  Far  Rockaway  High  School. 

The  Girls'  Branch  also  offers  a  pin  to  the  girls  who  complete  a  record  in 
special  "all  round  athletics"  and  which  has  been  of  benefit  similar  to  the  but- 
ton offered  to  the  boys. 

CLASS,  CONTESTS. 

In  order  to  induce  those  boys  to  interest  themselves  in  athletics  who  feel  that 
they  have  not  sufficient  athletic  ability  to  win  a  place  upon  their  school  teams, 
the' league  has  established  a  series  of  "class  competitions."  The  conditions  of 
these  are  the  same  as  those  for  the  badge,  but  80  per  cent,  of  each  class  must 
participate  and  the  average  performance  of  all  constitutes  the  record  of  the 
class. 

As  in  addition  to  the  competitor  winning  the  button  himself  on  the  record 
he  makes,  such  record  helps  the  class  to  win  one  of  the  trophies,  class  and 
school  spirit  are  effective  in  compelling  every  boy  to  do  his  best  to  prepare 
himself  for  the  contest. 

On  account  of  the  great  number  participating,  the  contests  are  held  at  dif- 
ferent times;  the  "chinning"  takes  place  in  March,  the  running  in  May,  and 
the  jumping  during  the  fall.     One  of  the  greatest  values  coming  from  them  is

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that  those  who  intend  to  compete  are  induced  to  train  themselves  two  or  three 
times  during  the  year.  Naturally,  the  training  is  very  simple,  and  consists  of 
a  few  simple  exercises  and  clean  living.  Nevertheless,  it  constitutes  a  great 
check  on  bad  habits.     It  is  also  a  great  help  to  the  discipline  of  the  schools. 

These  contests  have  been  unusually  successful  during  1915.  In  fact,  no 
athletic  contest  is  known  which  has  attained  the  size  to  which  this  competition 
has  grown. 

In  the  class  jumping,  53,912  boys,  belonging  to  2,146  classes  and  138  schools, 
participated.     The  averages  of  the  winning  classes  were  :

In  the  class  chinning,  held  last  March,  67,600'  boys,  from  2,477  classes  in  177 
schools,  participated.    The  highest  class  average  was  :

In  running,  reports  were  received  from  21,554  boys,  from  88  schools  and 
1,330  classes. 

The  success  of  this  system  of  class  competitions  has  been  so  marked  that  in 
many  schools  it  has  been  extended  to  all  branches  of  competitive  athletics,  the 
effect  being  that  each  school  has  become  a  large  athletic  center  in  itself,  with 
senior,  junior  and  novice  teams  and  individual  competitors,  the  number  being 
in  very  many  schools,  in  excess  of  what  can  be  found  in  a  large  college.  Sev- 
eral schools  have  over  1,000'  boys  in  their  games  :  some  have  90  per  cent,  of 
the  boys  compete,  while  entries  of  5O0i  from  a  single  school  are  common. 

CHARACTER   OF  EVENTS  HELD. 

The  details  of  the  various  events  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  league 
are  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  secretary  and  Games  Committee. 

These  events  have  been  held  both  in  and  out  of  doors,  and  cover  very  nearly 
every  field  of  activity.  They  include  running  in  all  its  forms  (except  for  long 
distances),  shooting,  walking,  base  ball,  basket  ball,  lawn  tennis,  jumping,  put- 
ting the  shot,  pole  vaulting,  swimming  and  soccer  (but  not  rugby)  football  for 
boys,  and  folk  dancing,  appropriate  athletic  games  and  various  other  exercises 
for  the  girls. 

SWIMMING. 
Special  endeavors  have  been  made  to  promote  swimming  among  both  boys 
and  girls.  Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Department  of  Public  Buildings, 
swimming  instructors  were  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Education  at  six  public 
baths  in  Manhattan  to  teach  the  elementary  school  boys  how  to  swim,  and 
similar  instructors  were  provided  for  girls.  The  pools  were  open  three  after- 
noons each  week,  from  3  :30  to  5  o'clock,  and  one  was  open  Saturday  mornings 
from  9  to  12.  This  has  become  one  of  the  most  popular  activities  of  the  league. 
A  swimming  button  similar  to  the  athletic  badge  was  awarded  to  those  boys 
who  successfully  passed  the  standard,  a  day  being  assigned  to  each  school  at  a 
pool  in  which  the  boys  were  tested. 

A  beautiful  bronze  swimming  trophy  was  presented  by  the  trustees  of  the 
Robert  E.  Kammerer  Memorial  Fund,  which  is  to  be  competed  for  annually. 
This  was  won  in  1915  by  De  Witt  Clinton  High  School. 

The  total  number  of  boys  taught  to  swim  from  January  15  to  June  25  was 
8,925.  and  the  badges  won  were  as  follows  :

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A  special  class  was  organized  from  Public  School  47a.  Manhattan  (deaf  and 
dumb  children),  and  had  use  of  tbe  pool  located  at  Twenty-third  street  and 
Avenue  A.  Manhattan,  three  days  a  week  from  11  :30  a.  m.  to  1  :30  p.  m.  This 
work  was  started  as  an  experiment  and  proved  so  successful  that  it  was 
necessary  to  continue  it  for  three  additional  hours  each  week. 

NUMBER  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN  TAKING  PART  IN  ATHLETICS. 

The  total  number  of  boys  and  girls  taking  part  in  the  various  series  of  ath- 
letics conducted  by  the  league  during  1915  is  estimated  to  be  over  350,000. 
About  50  per  cent,  of  the  grammar  grades  of  the  elementary  schools  compete 
regularly,  over  75  per  cent,  compete  once  or  twice  a  year  in  the  school  and 
district  games,  and  the  high  schools  have  a  slightly  higher  percentage.  This 
practice  Is  always  voluntary  and  takes  place  after  school  hours. 

COMPETITORS   IN  REGULAR  LEAGUE  GAMES. 

In  the  elementary  indoor  championship  gafnes,  1.750. 

In  the  regular  elementary  school  basket  ball  tournament  between  schools, 
60  teams. 

In  the  elementary  schools  class  basket  ball  tournament,  1.530  teams  from 
79  schools  and  1,723  classes,  making  an  aggregate  of  13,048  competitors. 

In  tbe  elementary  schools  swimming  contest,  285  boys  representing  19 
schools.  * 

In  the  elementary  schools  outdoor  championship  games,  1,060  boys  repre- 
senting 70'  schools. 

In  soccer  football,  10  high  school  teams  and  268  class  teams  from  14  ele- 
mentary schools,  as  against  10  high  school  and  216  elementary  school  teams 
in  1914. 

In  base  ball,  500  class  teams  and  85  school  teams,  as  against  400'  class  teams 
and  60  school  teams  in  1914,  and  tbe  final  games  were  witnessed  by  over 
10.000  spectators. 

The  league  itself  has  held  sixteen  championship  events. 

Outside  of  these  inter-school  events  there  were  an  enormous  number  of  ath- 
letic games  held  in  the  different  schools,  there  being  besides  1,530  basket  ball, 
2,000  indoor  base  ball  and  500  outdoor  base  ball  class  teams,  an  infinite  num- 
ber of  track  and  field  competitions. 

PREJUDICIAL  EFFECT  OF  THE   CLOSING  OF  THE  AFTER-SCHOOL  ^ 
ATHLETIC   CENTERS. 

Large  as  are  the  foregoing  figures,  it  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  1915  was 
the  first  year  in  the  history  of  the  league  that  the  number  participating  in  its 
games  has  been  less  than  was  tbe  case  in  the  preceding  year,  although  the  in- 
crease during  the  spring,  particularly  by  the  children  in  the  grammar  grades, 
was  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the  league.  This  increase  was  largely  be- 
cause the  wise  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  in  granting  an  appropriation 
of  $55,000  enabled  the  Board  of  Education  to  open  172  school  plavgrounds 
from  3  to  5  p.  m.  (the  gates  of  which  would  otherwise  have  been  locked)  for 
athletic  exercises  by  the  children  of  the  schools,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
teacher  or  director  of  athletics.  In  each  of  these  the  boys  were  divided  into 
squads  under  a  squad  captain,  and  taught  all  forms  of  athletics.  The  work 
was  directed  to  the  development  of  those  who  were  physically  weak,  to  the 
creation  of  small  representative  teams,  and  to  the  exercise  in  such  athletics  as 
would  best  promote  the  health  and  strength  of  the  masses  of  the  children. 
The  girls  were  instructed  in  a  like  manner. 

The  cost  of  opening  these  playgrounds  was  $2  for  a  teacher  and  $1.50  for 
janitor,  making  a  total  of  $3.50  per  school.  Through  this  an  average  of  175,- 
000  children  a  week,  or  a  total  of  more  than  3.500.000  a  year,  were  removed 
from  the  dangers — physical  and  moral — of  the  congested  streets  and  given 
healthful  exercise  and  enjoyment  at  a  total  cost  of  1%  cents  per  boy  and  a 
little  more  for  a  girl. 

Through  this  method  an  increased  number  of  boys  were  enabled  to  fit  them- 
selves to  participate  in  the  various  league  competitions,   and  in  consequence

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many  schools  which  had  never  previously  done  so  began  to  take  a  leading 
place  in  athletics.  No  more  economical  nor  valuable  expenditure  of  the  money 
of  the  taxpayers  has  ever  been  made  than  this. 

The  effect  of  closing  these  centers  upon  the  school  children  was  immediate 
and  great.  Hundreds  were  thereby  deprived  of  the  only  place  they  had  for 
after-school  physical  exercise,  and  the  strength  and  skill  they  would  have  ob- 
tained from  them  and  the  good  health  which  comes  from  it  would  have  been  a 
valuable  asset  not  only  to  them  but  to  the  city  in  which  they  live. 

Inasmuch  as  no  appropriation  whatever  for  the  opening  of' these  playgrounds 
is  contained  in  the  educational  budget  for  1916.  and  in  fact  no  funds  whatever 
allowed  for  after-school  athletics  beyond  the  sua  of  $3,000,  which  has  been 
allowed  to  Dr.  Crampton,  the  director  of  physical  training,  for  the  clerical 
work  indispensable  to  be  carried  on  in  connection  with  school  athletics,  none 
of  these  playgrounds  have  been  or  can  be  opened,  and  the  three  million  and  a 
half  of  boys  and  girls  who  in  1915  found  in  them  wholesome  recreation  and 
refuge  from  the  dangers  and  temptations  of  the  streets  are  "out  in  the  cold." 
It  is  true  that  a  number  of  teachers  in  different  schools  have  volunteered  their 
services.  But  this  is  almost  entirely  to  train  their  school  teams  and  is  lim- 
ited to  a  few  hours  a  week.     It  therefore  does  not  begin  to  meet  the  situation. 

In  view  of  the  recent  report  of  Police  Commissioner  Arthur  Woods  recom- 
mending that  in  order  to  reduce  the  enormous  number  of  street  accidents  which 
are  taking  place  all  the  school  playgrounds  as  well  as  all  other  play  spaces 
should  be  kept  open  from  3  to  6  p.  m..  it  is  hoped  that  the  present  sad  condi- 
tion of  affairs  will  not  be  allowed  to  continue. 

The  failure  to  insert  in  the  budget  the  usual  appropriation  for  salaries  of 
teachers  assigned  to  after-school  athletics  is  also  most  unfortunate.  The  suc- 
cess which  has  been  attained  in  developing  the  physique  of  the  school  children 
has  been  largely  owing  to  the  efforts  of  the  young  men  who  have  been  in 
charge  of  the  base  ball,  foot  ball  and  other  athletic  activities.  While  there  is 
an  enormous  amount  of  such  volunteer  assistance  given  by  the  teachers  in  the 
schools,  for  which  no  compensation  is  received,  yet  there  are  many  instances 
where  teachers  are  required  to  act  as  instructors  and  in  other  capacities  out- 
side the  wrork  of  their  own  schools.  Those  who  have  been  assigned  to  such 
work  in  the  past  have  been  paid  .$2.50  for  each  afternoon  for  which  they  serve. 
It  is  understood  that  the  omission  of  this  appropriation  is  based  upon  the 
ground  that  this  work  could  be  done  by  assigning  all  the  teachers  to  it  in  rota- 
tion. This,  however,  was  based  upon  a  misconception  of  the  situation.  The 
work  can  only  be  done  by  the  younger  teachers,  who  must  be  familiar  with  its 
details  and  to  be  able  to  show  by  example  how  it  should  be  done.  There  are  a 
number  of  women  teachers  who  render  valuable  and  unselfish  assistance  in 
teaching  the  girls  folk  dancing,  etc..  but  when  it  comes  to  the  general  athletic 
work,  such  as  base  ball,  basket  ball,  track  work  and  exercise  of  that  descrip- 
tion, the  instruction  must  be  given  by  a  young  man  who  is  an  athlete  himself. 
These  men  give  their  time  to  training  the  boys  ot  their  own  schools  without 
thought  of  compensation.  But  when  it  comes  to  assigning  them,  as  is  neces- 
sary, to  act  as  instructors  at  schools  other  than  their  own.  and  particularly  to 
act  as  umpires  and  supervisors  in  the  games  between  the  schools,  it  is  not 
reasonable  to  expect  that  they  will  do  so  without  compensation.  In  conse- 
quence it  is  greatly  to  be  feared  that  the  inability  to  make  this  small  payment 
will  render  it  impossible  to  obtain  the  necessary  supervision  to  carry  on  the 
existing  system  of  after-school  games  and  exercises. 

It  must  also  be  remembered  that  there  are  about  seventeen  women  to  each 
man  in  the  schools,  and  that  in  many  schools  there  are  no  men  teachers.  That, 
furthermore,  the  number  among  the  male  teachers  who  are  competent  to  do 
and  who  do  this  work  is  small. 

The  league,  of  course,  intends  to  do  everything  that  is  in  its  power  to  con- 
tinue the  system  of  after-school  athletics  which  has  been  so  successful  in  the 
past,  but  the  moneys  which  are  at  its  command  are  so  inadequate  that  its  offi- 
cers are  dismayed  at  the  outlook.  It  is  already  paying  the  salaries  of  a 
stenographer  and  office  boy  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Physical  Training 
in  order  to  enable  the  clerical  work  connected  with  school  athletics  to  be  per- 
formed, and  the  Girls'  Branch  is  also  paying  the  salaries  of  various  employees 
who  are  connected  with  athletics  for  girls.  These  expenditures  are  a  heavy 
burden  upon  the  finances  of  these  leagues.     They  hope,  however,  that  the  great 
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public  interest  which  has  been  shown  in  the  promotion  of  rational  athletics 
among1  our  school  children  will  in  some  way  prevent  our  activities  from  suf- 
fering, as  otherwise  will  inevitably  be  the  case.  4 

NATIONAL  PREPAREDNESS.       -  4 

Among  the  various  branches  of  athletics  which  have  been  conducted  by  the 
league  during  the  past  year,  the  one  which  is  probably  of  the  greatest  national 
importance  is  the  system  of  rifle  shooting  which  it  has  carried  on  in  the  high 
schools.  None  has  produced  a  more  beneficial  effect  upon  the  habits,  character 
and  physique  of  those  who  have  participated. 

The  change  which  has  taken  place  in  the  attitude  of  the  American  people 
during  the  last  year  in  regard  to  "preparedness"  has  been  most  surprising.  It 
is  now  almost  universally  recognized  that  while  the  United  States  is  rapidly 
acquiring  the  money  of  the  world,  it  is  practically  defenseless,  and  that  it 
therefore  must  at  the  earliest  moment  be  prepared  to  defend  an  attack  by  any 
other  nation  upon  its  rights  and  liberties.  There  is  a  great  dispute,  however, 
as  to  what  should  be  done  to  accomplish  this,  and'more  so  as  to  how  it  is  to  be 
paid  for.  Moreover,  most  of  the  plans  discussed  contemplate  schemes  which 
will  require  not  only  years  of  time  but  enormous  sums  of  money.  There  is. 
however,  an  easy,  cheap  and  comparatively  quick  method  of  largely  increasing 
our  system  of  national  defense.  That  is.  to  train  the  young  men  attending  the 
high  schools  and  colleges  and  through  them  the  youth  of  the  entire  country  to 
become  good  shots  with  a  military  rifle. 

The  league  has  been  doing  this  for  thirteen  years.  Its  method  is  based  upon 
the  fundamental  principle  of  rifle  shooting;  that  is,  that  a  good  shot  is  one 
who  is  so  trained  that  his  eye,  hand  and  muscles  will  co-ordinate,  so  that  when 
in  aiming  he  sees  that  the  sights  of  his  gun  are  aligned  upon  the  mark  he 
wishes  to  hit,  he  instinctively  pulls  the  trigger,  and  in  so  doing  does  not  allow 
his  line  of  sight  to  be  deflected  from  the  spot  at  which  he  is  aiming. 

This  instruction  can,  by  various  methods,  be  given  in  an  ordinary  room  with 
an  empty  rifle,  so  that  the  beginner  can  be  taught  to  "hold  and  pull"  as  well — 
perhaps  even  better — than  if  he  were  actually  firing  a  loaded  rifle. 

With  the  exception  of  a  single  elementary  school,  the  league  has  confined  its 
work  in  this  direction  to  the  boys  of  the  high  schools.  In  their  instruction  it 
first  uses  a  subtarget  gun  machine.  In  this  an  apparatus  is  placed  in  a  stand- 
ard something  like  that  in  a  nickel-in-the-slot  machine,  in  the  top  of  which  is 
placed  a  horizontal  rod,  in  front  of  the  point  of  which  is  a  target  the  size  of  a 
visiting  card.  A  service  rifle  is  attached  to  this  apparatus  by  such  mechanism 
that  the  rifle  is  practically  movable  in  all  directions,  while  at  the  same  time  it 
is  so  arranged  that  when  the  one  shooting  aims  his  rifle  at  a  target  about  a 
foot  square  on  the  other  side  of  the  room  the  rod  follows  the  movement  of  that 
rifle  in  such  a  manner  that  when  his  line  of  sight  is  centered  upon  the  bull's- 
eye  the  point  of  the  rod  is  in  front  of  the  bull's-eye  on  the  miniature  target 
and  follows  every  movement  of  the  line  of  sight  on  the  rifle  as  it  is  moved  by 
the  shooter.  When  the  trigger  is  pulled,  the  rod  shoots  forward  and  punches  a 
hole  in  the  miniature  target  which  corresponds  exactly  with  the  hole  that 
would  have  been  made  in  the  target  aimed  at  had  there  been  a  bullet  in  the  gun. 

During  the  time  the  gun  is  being  aimed,  the  instructor  by  watching  the  loca- 
tion of  the  point  of  the  rod  on  the  miniature  target  can  see  just  to  what  ex- 
tent the  shooter  is  permitting  the  muzzle  of  his  gun  to  "wabble,"  and  is  thus 
enabled  to  correct  his  errors. 

These  machines  cost  $270  each,  erected,  which,  of  course,  limits  the  number 
that  can  be  issued  to  the  schools.  Through  the  generosity  of  the  supporters  of 
the  league  it  has  been  enabled  to  install  twenty-two  of  them  in  the  different 
boys'  high  schools  of  New  York  and  in  one  of  the  elementary  schools.  The 
treasurer  of  the  league,  Mr.  S.  R.  Guggenheim,  alone  gave  ten  of  these.  They 
are  probably  the  best  means  of  instruction  that  has  been  devised.  But  as  a 
machine  can  only  be  used  by  a  single  boy  at  a  time,  its  capacity  is  limited  to 
twelve  an  hour,  so  that  many  of  the  boys  in  the  different  schools  who  are 
anxious  to  learn  to  shoot  have  been  unable  to  get  an  opportunity  to  do  so. 

The  league  has.  however,  been  able  to  greatly  improve  this  situation  by  re- 
cently purchasing  110  Krag  carbines  equipped  with  what  is  called  a  "practice 
rod."  The  latter  is  a  brass  tube  inserted  in  the  barrel  of  the  rifle,  which  con- 
tains a  hollow  rod,  which  when  struck  by  the  firing  pin  is  thrown  out  with  go 
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much  force  that  the  point  makes  an  indentation  in  the  card  target  which  is 
placed  eight  inches  distant  from  the  muzzle.  With  the  additional  facilities 
afforded  by  these  rifles  it  is  confidently  expected  that  in  the  near  future  the 
hundreds  of  high  school  boys  who  are  clamoring  for  an  opportunity  to  qualify 
as  marksmen  may  be  able  to  do  so. 

The  league  is  indebted  for  one  hundred  of  these  guns  to  Mr.  Guggenheim, 
who  contributed  $1,000  to  meet  this  and  other  of  its  shoo'ting  expenses.  Ten 
of  the  guns  which  went  to  the  Boys'  High  School  of  Brooklyn  (in  addition  to 
the  same  number  which  had  been  issued  to  that  school  by  the  league)  were 
paid  for  by  the  general  organization  of  that  school. 

After  the  boys  have  become  proficient  in  practice  of  this  description,  those 
who  have  qualified  as  marksmen  by  making  a  score  of  45  out  of  50  standing,  a 
very  severe  test,  are  taken  to  the  rifle  galleries  of  the  different  regimental 
armories  and  practice  with  a  small-caliber  rifle.  This  is  important  as  teaching 
the  difference  between  actually  shooting  with  a  .cartridge  and  practising  with 
an  empty  gun.  and  also  in  giving  a  thorough  instruction  in  the  proper  way  of 
handling  a  rifle  so  as  to  prevent  accidents. 

In  the  fall  of  every  year  those  who  are  marksmen  are  taken  by  the  league 
to  the  State  Range  at  Peekskill,  where  they  shoot  at  200  and  300  yards  with  a 
service  rifle  and  ammunition.  Although  this  is  the  first  experience  many  of 
them  have  had  in  firing  at  distances  over  50  feet,  or  with  anything  heavier 
than  a  .22  caliber  rifle,  they  are  found  to  display  a  degree  of  skill  equal  to  that 
of  a  National  Guardsman.  The  boys  also  are  pleased  beyond  measure  to  find 
that  their  previous  training  has  fitted  them  to  do  accurate  shooting  in  the  field. 

Besides  the  above  practice,  there  are  a  large  number  of  matches  in  the 
schools  and  between  the  schools,  both  on  the  subtarget  gun  machines  and  in 
the  armory  rifle  galleries,  constantly  going  on,  many  prizes  having  been  of- 
fered by  those  interested  in  the  matter. 

The  National  Rifle  Association  has  also  established  a  series  of  matches  be- 
tween the  rifle  clubs  throughout  the  country  which  are  shot  simultaneously  on 
the  different  school  ranges,  and  last  year  carried  on  a  national  gallery  cham- 
pionship in  which  seventy-two  clubs  throughout  the  United  States  competed. 
This  included  a  number  of  university  and  college  clubs  as  well  as  many  clubs 
from  the  high  schools,  and  in  these  the  representatives  from  the  New  York 
high  schools  held  a  prominent  position. 

During  1915  over  5,000  boys  regularly  practiced  in  the  high  schools  of  New- 
York  City.  302  of  whom  qualified  as  marksmen  and  197  as  sharpshooters.  The 
Wingate  Trophy  for  the  school  qualifying  the  greatest  percentage  of  marksmen 
was  won  by  Morris  High  with  75  marksmen  and  37  sharpshooters.  Sixteen 
schools  participated  in  the  tournament  for  the  "Whitney  Trophy"  on  the  gun 
machines,  in  which  each  school  team  competed  against  each  other.  At  the 
competition  hel*  at  the  Sportsmen's  Show  in  Madison  Square  Garden,  from 
February  13  to'.O.  51  schoolboy  teams  shot  at  50  feet  at  a  target  having  a 
half-inch  ring  counting  10,  one-inch  ring  counting  9,  and  one-and-a-half-inch 
ring  counting  8.  Thirty-eight  thousand  cartridges  were  used  and  288  boys  won 
the  junior  marksmen's  badge  of  the  National  Rifle  Association  by  making 
80  out  of  100  points  in  firing  10  shots  standing  and  10  prone.  Rowland 
Reppert  of  the  Morris  High  School  made  394  out  of  400  in  firing  20  shots 
standing  and  20  shots  prone,  which  is  a  score  that  can.  be  surpassed  by  few 
riflemen. 

Although  October  2,  1915,  the  day  on  which  the  shooting  at  the  State  range 
at  Peekskill  took  place  was  dark,  chilly  and  rainy,  148  boys  participated  and 
15  teams  shot.  Morris  High  School  was  the  winner  with  a  score  of  214  out  of 
a  possible  250,  and  Commercial  High  School  was  second  with  206.  This,  con- 
sidering the  day,  was  remarkably  good  shooting.  In  the  individual  matches 
bovs  shot  on  the  200-vard  ranges,  each  boy  having  10  shots  standing  and  10 
shots  prone,  while  in  the  team  matches  the  200  and  300-yard  ranges  were  used. 
Five  boys  were  on  a  team,  each  boy  having  five  shots  at  each  distance  In  a 
prone    position. 

The  success  of  this  match  was  owing  to  the  exertions  of  Colonel  N.  B. 
Thurston.  Major  Ilenrv  C.  Wilson.  Colonel  B.  W.  Van  Lucas,  and  a  large 
number  of  other  officers  of  the  National  Guard,  who  assisted  the  league  in 
providing  the  rifles,  ammuntion  and  other  matters  which  were  necessary  and 
also  took  entire  charge  of  the  shooting. 
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There  are  more  than  30.000  young  "men,  the  cream  of  the  country,  who 
graduate  annually  from  the  high  schools,  and  the  number  of  those  who  do  not 
graduate,  but  who  could  learn  to  shoot  while  in  the  high  schools,  is  fully 
■three  times  that  number.  If  these  were  all  trained  to  become  expert  marks- 
men, in  a  few  years  and  at  a  trifling  expense  there  would  be  created  several 
hundred  thousand  of  good  rifle  shots  who  would  constitute  a  tremendous  addi- 
tion to  the  national  defensive  strength.  No  apprehension  need  be  felt  that 
there  would  be  any  difficulty  in  inducing  these  boys  to  leam  to  shoot;  on  the 
contrary,  they  are  deeply  interested  in  it. 

While  all  athletics  tend  not  only  to  interest  ov*r  boys  and  young  men  but 
keep  them  out  of  mischief,  this  applies  probably  more  to  rifle  shooting  than  to 
any  other  branch,  inasmuch  as  no  one  can  be  an  expert  shot  unless  he  main- 
tains such  good  habits  as  will  keep  his  eyes  clear  and  his  nerves  steady.  As  a 
mere  physical  exercise  it  is  also  valuable,  inasmuch^  as  the  concentration  of  all 
the  nerves  and  muscles  of  the  body  to  insure  steadiness  at  the  time  of  shoot- 
ing is  a  much  greater  strain  upon  them  than  is  appreciated  by  those  who  have 
not  practiced  it.  It  is  also  first-class  mental  discipline  in  teaching  steadiness 
and  accuracy  and  developing  concentration  and  "cold  nerve."  all  of  which  are 
valuable  assets.  Another  valuable  part  of  the  instruction  is  the  care  that  is 
taken  during  it  to  impress  upon  the  boys  the  necessity  for  caution  in  handling 
a  loaded  weapon.  It  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  the  inexperienced  boy  or 
man  and  the  rifle  which  is  ''not  loaded"  which  causes  accidents.  An  expert 
who  never  takes  a  gun  in  his  hands  without  opening  the  breech  to  see  if  it  is 
loaded,  and  who  never  allows  its  muzzle  to  be  pointed  at  himself  or  any  one 
else,  never  shoots  anybody. 

Ex-Secretary  of  War  Lindley  M.  Garrison.  General  Wood  and  the  army  ex- 
perts have  done  all  in  their  power  to  promote  this  idea,  but  have  been  limited 
by  the  existing  law.  While  we  have  been  able  to  purchase  Krag  carbines  at 
$2.50  apiece,  yet  to  procure  the  Government  Springfield,  used  in  the  subtarget 
gun  machine,  we  were  obliged  to  pay  $16.80.  The  league  is  also  obliged  to 
pay  not  only  for  the  rifles  and  ammunition  which  it  uses,  but  also  for  the 
expense  of  instructors,  taking  the  boys  to  the  State  range  at  Peekskill  and  all 
similar  matters.  It  attempted  to  procure  a  detail,  of  some  of  these  instruc- 
tors, of  the  regular  sergeants  who  were  detailed  to  General  O'Ryan's  head- 
quarters, but  although  General  O'Ryan  was  anxious  that  this  should  be  done, 
as  were  the  officers  themselves.  Ex-Secretary  of  War  Garrison  found  the  law 
did  not  permit  it.  Several  of  the  sergeants,  however,  have  been  employed  by 
the  league  as  instructors. 

Earl  Roberts,  after  the  Boer  War,  in  impressing  the  necessity  of  increasing 
the  military  strer  ,th  of  Great  Britain,  stated  that  skill  in  marksmanship  was 
seven-tenths  of  a  soldier's  duty.  In  the  instructions  which  Lord  Kitchener 
Issued  in  respect  to  drilling  the  new  troops  which  Great  Britain  had  been 
forced  to  raise  to  meet  the  emergency  created  by  her  unpreparedness  at  the 
outbreak  of  the  present  European  War,  he  wrote  :  "Never  mind  whether  they 
know  anything  about  drill.  It  doesn't  matter  if  they  don't  know  their  right 
foot  from  their  left.     Teach  them  how  to  shoot,  and  do  it  quickly." 

If  our  school  boys,  our  young  men  and  our  people  generally  should  be  taught 
to  shoot,  all  they  will  need,  when  called  upon  to  respond  to  the  call  of  their 
country,  will  be  the  mere  rudiments  of  drill  to  make  them  almost  as  formida- 
ble adversaries  as  the  British  regulars  found  the  Boers  to  be.  In  this  connec- 
tion it  must  be  remembered  that  modern  wars  come  quickly.  It  is  a  word 
and  a  blow,  and  sometimes  the  blow  comes  first,  as  was  the  case  both  in  the 
Russo-Japanese  War  and  in  the  present  European  War.  The  time  allowed  a 
country  to  defend  itself  will  be  very  brief.  Assuming  that  it  is  sufficient  to 
teach  the  hasty  levies  that  the  country  must  depend  upon  the  rudimentary 
principles  of  drill  and  discipline,  which  is  very  doubtful,  it  will  not  be  enough 
to  teach  them  to  shoot,  and  unless  they  can  shoot  they  will  be  of  very  little 
military  value.  It  is  submitted  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  States  and  the 
Government  to  recognize  the  value  and  necessity  of  the  instruction  which  the 
league  has  been  carrying  on  for  so  many  years,  and  the  success  oi  which  has 
been  established,  and  that  the  War  Department  should  he  authorized,  when- 
ever the  principal  and  tcechers  of  a  school,  or  the  city  authorities  of  the 
municipalities  in  which  schools  are  located,  are  willing  to  have  their  hoys 
trained  to  at  least  attempt  to   rival  their   Revolutionary   ancestors   in   their 
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ability  to  defend  their  country  against  an  invader,  provide  the  rifles  and  am- 
munition for  the  purpose.  That,  in  addition,  the  non-commissioned  officers 
of  the  regular  army,  wherever  they  are  available,  should  be  regularly  detailed 
to  act  as  instructors  in  the  armories  and  other  places  in  cities  where  rifle 
galleries  exist  or  can  be  constructed,  to  instruct  the  school  boys  who  may  be 
sent  there,  in  the  art  of  shooting. 

In  response  to  the  strong  feeling  that  was  found  to  exist  among  the  high 
school  boys  on  the  question  of  receiving  some  military  instruction,  the  league 
arranged  during  the  spring  of  1915  that  the  boys  from  the  Boys'  High  School 
and  Bushwick  High  School  who  went  to  the  armory  of  the  Thirteenth  Regi- 
ment for  practice  in  its  rifle  gallery,  and  who  were  waiting  their  turn  to 
shoot,  might,  if  they  chose,  report  to  one  of  the  regular  sergeants  who  was 
on  duty  in  the  drill  room  and  receive  some  military  instruction.  This  was 
eagerly  welcomed  by  the  young  men  of  these  schools  and  a  large  number  of 
them  regularly  took  to  drill  and  became  quite  reasonably  proficient.  The  ex- 
pense, however,  of  doing  this  was  so  great  that  the  league  could  only  proceed 
far  enough  in  this  matter  to  find  that  it  was  practicable.  The  interest  in  the 
subject  among  the  boys  is  so  great  that  in  the  Stuyvesant  High  School  the 
students  belonging  to  its  rifle  club  have  themselves'  formed  an  organization, 
and  having  arranged  to  have  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Seventy-first  Regiment 
drill  them,  are  now  regularly  drilling  over  two  hundred  strong  and  would 
have  a  much  larger  number  if  instructors  could  be  provided.  Other  high 
schools  are   contemplating  taking   similar  action. 

The  representatives  from  the  different  New  York  high  schools  who  attended 
the  camp  organized  by  General  Wood  at  Plattsburg  last  summer  made  a  most 
creditable  appearance.  Captain  R.  O.  Van  Horn  of  the  Thirtieth  Infantry, 
who  was  one  of  the  officers  detailed  to  such  camp,  writes,  in  a  letter  from 
which  I  am  permitted  to  quote  :  "Lowe  of  the  Curtis  High  School  made  a  high 
individual  score  by  a  good  margin,  and  while  the  Princeton  team  was  first, 
and  Cornell  second,  Curtis  High  was  third."  He  also  writes  :  "I  was  greatly 
impressed  with  the  splendid  showing  made  by  the  Curtis  High  School,  not 
only  in  their  shooting  ability,  which  was  of  the  very  highest  class,  but  in  their 
general  work  and  conduct  at  the  Students'  Camp." 

The  league  is  under  very  great  obligations  to  the  commanding  officers  of 
the  different  National  Guard  regiments,  not  only  for  the  help  they  have  given 
in  this  direction  in  allowing  the  use  of  their  rifle  galleries  by  the  high  school 
boys,  but  also  in  allowing  their  armories  to  be  used  for  the  games  of  the 
league.  i 

While  the  value  to  the  community  of  instruction  in  rifle  shooting  is  perhaps 
greater  than  th^  ;  of  any  other  part  of  its  work,  the  expense  is  larger  in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  participating  than  is  the  case  in  respect  to  any  of  its 
other  activities.  It  could  not  have  carried  on  the  practice  if  it  had  not  beeni1 
that  a  number  of  gentlemen,  including  Messrs.  George  D.  Pratt,  S.  R.  Gug- 
genheim, George  W.  Wingate.  L.  M.  Josephthal,  Robert  M.  Thompson,  James 
M.  Motley.  E.  C.  Schaefer,  Rudolph  J.  Schaefer.  E.  Francis  Hyde.  James  R. 
Silliman,  Cornelius  Vanderbilt,  Joseph  W.  Kay,  Charles  F.  Dieges,  E.  W.  Cog- 
geshall,  James  Shevlin,  E.  Herbert  Litchfield  and  William  C.  Courtney,  agreed 
to  each  contribute  $25  a  year  towards  the  expenses.  A  number  of  additions 
have  been  made  to  this  list  since  the  first  of  January,  the  result  being  a  great 
relief  to  the  finances  of  the  league. 

In  order  to  extend  the  shooting  activities  to  the  largest  possible  number  of 
boys  rather  than  that  a  small  number  in  each  school  who  have  been  already 
sufficiently  trained  should  be  made  experts,  many  coaches  are  endeavoring  to 
require  every  boy  who  graduates  to  be  able  to  make  a  fair  score  with  the  regu- 
lation rifle,  and  are  considering  whether  each  boy  who  has  reached  a  certain 
degree  of  proficiency  should  not  be  left  to  himself  while  the  coach  should 
devote  himself  to  teaching  the  inexperienced. 

MiADISON  SQUARE  GARDEN  MEET. 
The  indoor  championship  meet  of  the  elementary  schools,  in  which  the 
athletes  who  have  been  successful  in  the  track  and  field  contests  which  have 
been  held  in  their  respective  schools,  in  their  districts  and  in  their  boroughs, 
meet  to  compete  for  the  championship  of  Greater  New  York,  was  held  on 
December  18,  1915,  at  the  Madison  Square  Garden,  the  use  of  which  had  been 
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tendered  to  the  league  without  charge  by  its  owner,  Mr.  G.  Louis  Boissevain, 
a  generous  act  for  which  I  desire  to  render  public  acknowledgment.  There 
were  1,750  competitors  who  participated  in  the  events,  each  of  whom  was 
required  to  have  obtained  in  his  school  B.  B.  B.  for  effort,  proficiency  and 
deportment  for  November,  and  in  addition  was  required  to  pass  a  physical 
examination. 

Although  the  weather  was  very  disagreeable,  a  large  number  of  the  promi- 
nent city  officials,  members  of  the  board  of  ed\*cation  and  prominent  citizens, 
including  many  of  those  who  had  contributed  the  funds  by  which  the  league 
had  been  able  to  maintain  its  activities,  were  present.  The  admission  was°by 
ticket,  no  charge  being  made.  Over  7,000  spectators  packed  the  Garden,  with 
an  excited  crowd  of  representatives  from  the  different  schools,  whose  enthusi- 
astic efforts  to  applaud  their  respective  representatives  sounded  like  the  roar- 
ing of  the  sea. 

Through  a  new  and  excellent  system  of  checking  in  the  dressing  rooms  (by 
which  each  boy's  clothes  were  put  in  a  separate  bag)  and  assigning  boys  to 
position  for  the  parade,  the  boys  were  all  promptly  in  line  ready  to  start  at  2 
o'clock,  the  prescribed  hour  for  the  parade.  The  whole  series  of  games,  involv- 
ing twenty-eight  events,  was  completed  in  three  hours,  to  do  which  at  times 
nine  events  were  going  on  at  once  in  the  field  and  on  the  track.  The  officers 
in  charge  were  perfectly  familiar  with  their  duties,  their  decisions  were 
acquiesced  in  without  contention,  and  everything  moved  without  delay,  diffi- 
culty or  protest.  Only  those  who  appreciate  the  difficulty  of  handling  such  a 
large  number  of  competitors,  particularly  in  a  confined  space  like  the  Garden, 
in  getting  the  members  of  the  different  squads  in  their  proper  position  to 
start  exactly  when  the  right  time  comes,  running  each  event  off  without  con- 
flicting with  any  of  the  others  in  progress,  and  then  getting  the  contestants 
off  the  floor  and  into  their  proper  places  without  confusion,  can  appreciate 
what  a  marvel  of  executive  administration  was  involved. 

The  officials  and  many  of  the  prominent  guests  who  were  present,  in  con- 
gratulating the  officers  of  the  league  on  the  success  of  the  occasion,  expressed 
admiration  of  the  discipline  and  order  with  which  the  meet  had  been  carried 
on  and  their  surprise  at  the  wonderful  manifestation  which  it  afforded  of  the 
appearance  of  the  boys  of  our  public  schools,  in  physique  and  athletic  ability. 
The  following  article  from  the  Outlook  is  such  a  vivid  picture  of  what  took 
place  that  it  ca*n  properly  be  included  in  this  report : 

If  a  visitor  from  Mars  had  visited  Madison  Square  Garden  in  New  York  City  on 
Saturday  afternoon,  December  18,  he  would  have  believed  himself  to  be  thrust  into 
the  midst  of  a  juvenile  bedlam.  The  chatter,  shouts,  cheers  and  whistling  of  thou- 
sands of  boys  crowding  the  great  galleries  made  such  a  din  that  his  guide,  if  he  had 
one,  could  scarcely  have  made  himself  heard  in  trying  to  explain  that  it  was  the 
annual  athletic  meet  of  the  elementary  schools  of  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan,  Bronx, 
Brooklyn,  Queens  and  Richmond  under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League. 

The  boys  in  the  galleries  and  boxes,  with  a  fair  sprinkling  of  their  adult  friends 
and  relatives,  gathered  to  see  several  hundred  of  their  schoolmates  compete  for  indoor 
track  and  field  championships.  To  judge  by  appearance,  the  competitors  ranged  from 
ten  to  sixteen  years  of  age,  but  they  had  the  air  and  bearing  of  trained  athletes. 
They  formed  in  military  squads,  and,  led  by  the  boy  band  of  Public  School  21,  who, 
by  the  way.  played  like  musical  veterans,  the  competitors  first  marched  around  the 
Garden  in  military  evolutions  and  then  faced  in  parade  formation  the  box  containing 
General  Wingate.  the  president  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  and  his  col- 
leagues. There,  led  by  the  band,  the  entire  gathering  sang  "The  Star-Spangled  Ban- 
ner" and  the  athletes  went  through  their  impressive  and  effective  salute  to  the  Flag. 
The  spectator  who  looked  over  his  programme  and  had  observed  that  90  per  cent,  of 
the  boys  bore  foreign  names  must  have  been  assured  by  the  dramatic  salute  to  the 
Flag,  or  "oath  of  allegiance."  which  the  young  athletes  fairly  roared  out.  with  their 
right  arms  and  hands  stretched  out  to  the  emblem  of  their  country,  that  a  deep 
patriotism  does  not  mean  militarism,  and  that  a  man  does  not  need  to  count  four  or 
five  generations  of  American  ancestors  in  order  to  be  a  first-class  American  citizen. 

'She  field  and  track  events  were  of  the  usual  kind,  including  running,  jumping,  shot-

putting,   and  the  like.     That  the   Public  Schools   Athletic   League   has   developed   some 
good  physiques  is  shown  by  the  records. 

********* 
This  phase  of  public  school  education  in  New  York   deserves  the  support  of  every- 
body who  believes  that  a  sound  body  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  the  development 
of  a  sound  mind. 

Although  in  each  successive  one  of  these  championship  meets  which  have 
been  held  during  the  thirteen  years  in  which  they  have  been  carried  on,  an 
annual  improvement  has  been  shown,  and  although  the  records  of  the  meet 
of  1914  was  supposed  to  be  as  high  as  there  was  any  probability  oould  be 
#btained,  yet  on  this  occasion  five  old  marks  were  exceeded  and  one  was 
equalled. 

In  the  running  high  jump  (85-lb.  class)  E.  Benzinger  of  Public  School  42, 
Bronx,  jumped  4  feet  9%  inches,  exceeding  the  record  by  iy2  inches.  In  the 
running  high  jump  (100-lb.  class)  M.  Silberstein  of  Public  School  46,  Man- 
hattan, made  a  record  of  5  feet  3%  inches,  exceeding  the  record  by  3%  inches. 
In  the  standing  broad  jump  (115-lb.  class)  Brod  of  Public  School  62.  Manhat- 
tan, leaped  9  feet  3  inches,  beating  the  record  by  2  inches.  Putting  12-lb. 
shot  (unlimited  weight  class),  40  feet  4%  inches  was  made  by  A.  Kursman  of 
Public  School  186.  Manhattan,  3  feet  1  inch  more  than  the  standing  record. 
G.  Fleming  of  Public  School  27,  Manhattan,  equalled  the  record  of  6  3-5 
seconds  in  the  50-yard  dash  (85-lb.  class). 

THE  EFFECT  OF  THE  LEAGUE'S  WORK  UPON  EMIGRANT  CHILDREN. 

The  meet  also  offered  another  striking  example  of  the  extraordinary  change 
which  the  league  has  effected  among  the  large  class  of  our  population  whose 
parents  are  foreign  born,  and  particularly  those  from  Russia  and  Poland. 
Ten  years  ago  these  knew  nothing  about  athletics  and  considered  them  a  waste 
of  time.  In  addition,  they  had  neither  the  physical  strength  nor  the  mental 
qualities  of  courage,  endurance  and  self-reliance  under  the  strain  of  competi- 
tion which  are  essential  to  success  in  them.  Yet  the  children  attending  Public 
School  62,  Manhattan,  on  Hester  and  Essex  Streets  (which  was  the  winner  of 
the  match  and  was  the  third  last  year),  and  of  Public  School  10,  Manhattan, 
which  was  the  winner  last  year  and  the  second  in  this  year's  match,  have  each 
more  than  90  per  cent,  of  their  pupils  either  Russian  or  Polish  Hebrews. 
Moreover,  the  refutation  of  these  two  schools  for  playing  with  absolute  fair- 
ness and  strietlj  according  to  the  rules,  is  as  high  as  the  results  attained  in 
the  games  themselves. 

SUNDAY  WORLD  FIELD  DAYS. 

The  field  days  which  the  Sunday  World  inaugurated  in  1906  were  con- 
ducted by  it  in  1915  with  increasing  success.  These  have  now  become  a  most 
important  part  of  the  work  of  the  league.  Early  in  the  year  the  Sunday 
World  made  its  usual  offer  to  the  league  to  assist  150  of  the  elementary 
schools  of  the  city  to  each  have  an  athletic  day  in  the  spring  as  preliminary 
to  a  final  meet  in  October.  The  demand  proved  so  much  greater  that  171 
schools  were  finally  admitted,  which  held  meets  between  April  1  and  June  27. 
A  few  of  the  larger  schools  having  entry  lists  that  in  some  cases  went  beyond 
1,000  contestants,  held  more  than  one  meet,  so  that  the  actual  number  of 
meets  was  181.  At  many  of  these,  events  were  also  carried  on  for  girls,  which 
<were  run  separately  from  the  boys'  events,  usually  for  prizes  given  by  the 
school  athletic  organizations,  ■  although  the  Sunday  World  contributed  for 
these  250  bronze  pins  and  a  number  of  banners. 

At  the  171  meets  more  than  1.600  teachers  acted  as  officials,  the  principal 
of  each  school  in  most  cases  being  the  referee  of  his  school's  games.  The 
entry  lists  from  many  schools  was  a  very  large  proportion  of  their  total  enroll- 
ment of  grammar  grade  boys.  Some  entered  more  than  90  per  cent,  of  their 
boys,*  and  more  than  fifty  schools  75  per  cent,  of  their  enrollment.  The  con- 
tests were  witnessed  by  no  less  than  a  quarter  million  of  children. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  schools  that  had  the  greatest  number  of 
contests,  the  figures  given  being  the  actual  number  of  boys  who  were  entered 
and  competed  in  the  events,  and  do  not  include  those  who  took  part  only  in 
the  mass  drills,  base  ball  games  or  other  events  not  on  the  regular  programme 
of  athletic  contests  :

The  Sunday  World  All-City  plaque  again  went  to  Public  School  75, 
Joseph  Chaukin,  principal.  This  plaque  is  awarded  each  year  to  the  school  in 
the  city  that  wins  the  point  score  in  all  the  year's  field  days.  These  points 
are  counted  for  the  largest  percentage  of  entries  as  compared  with  school 
enrollment,  and  for  scores  made  in  the  games  as  compared  with  P.  S.  A.  L. 
records.  Last  year  School  No.  75  had  an  entry  list  of  473  boys  in  its  games, 
94.4  per  cent,  of  the  grammar  grade  enrollment  of  the  school.  It  increased  its 
entry  list  in  this  year's  games  to  90  per  cent,  of  registration,  a  number  never 
before  equalled  by  any  single  school  in  a  set  of  athletic  games  in  this  city. 

At  the  final  meet  held  on  October  9,  1915,  at  the  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field, 
1,400  boys  competed. 

While  the  competitors  in  these  games  were  but  a  few  hundred  more  than  in 
1914,  the  number  of  children  from  many  of  the  schools  who  actually  par- 
ticipated in  these  field  days  included  practically  the  entire  school,  mass  drills, 
gymnasium  calisthenics  and  folk  dancing  being  added  to  the  regular  athletic 
programme.  Adding  these  to  the  actual  contestants,  the  number  of  children 
who  participated  could  not  be  less  than  100,000. 

WALKING  CLUBS. 
The  walking  clubs  of  the  Sunday  World  were  also  continued  during  1915, 
making  the  sixth  year  in  which  they  have  been  carried.  In  the  school  year 
terminating  in  June,  1915,  and  including  the  fall  enrollment  of  1915,  6,700 
boys  and  more  than  1,000  girls  in  public  schools  were  organized  under  teach- 
ers' supervisic  i. 

The  year  was  divided  into  four  prize-winning  quarters,  in  each  of  which 
the  clubs  were  required  to  walk  stated  distances  in  order  to  win  the  medal, 
namely,  for  boy«s,  100  miles  in  the  quarter  in  no  less  than  6  tours  (silver 
medal),  75  miles  (prize  medal  and  pendant),  and  50  miles  (bronze  medal). 
This  year  a  silver  "high  record  medal"  and  a  silver  medal  with  "highest 
award"  pendant  were  added  to  these  prizes  as  special  merit  awards.  Girls 
received  medals  for  25  miles  walked  in  the  first  quarter  and  in  subsequent 
quarters  pendant  bars  to  attach  to  the  medal,  or  a  special  medal.  Walking 
tour  maps,  covering  all  districts  of  the  city  and  its  immediate  suburbs,  were 
furnished  to  the  squads. 

In  1915  the  largest  enrollment  of  any  school  in  these  walking  clubs  was 
Public  School  43,  Brooklyn,  from  which  119  squads  were  organized  and  com- 
peted for  the  prizes.  The  total  number  of  boys  in  these  squads  was  973.  At 
the  termination  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  on  December  1.  1915,  327 
boys  in  these  squads  won  medals,  10  receiving  the  "high  record"  silver  medal 
for  walking  more  than  100  miles  in  the  quarter  ;  70  boys  receiving  a  medal 
and  pendant  for  tours  aggregating  more  than  75  miles,  and  247  boys  the 
bronze  medals  for  50  miles.  Some  of  the  other  schools  having  large  enroll- 
ments in  the  walking  clubs  during  the  year  were  the  following  :

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The  best  long  distance  scores  in  the  club  were  made  by  the  New  York 
Evening  High  School  squads  in  the  awards  made  both  in  June  and  November. 
In  each  of  these  prize-winning  quarters  members  of  some  of  the  squads  at  this 
school  walked  aggregate  distances  of  over  200  miles,  in  trips  from  20  to  40 
miles  each.  The  members  of  these  squads  are  all  young  men,  18  to  22 
years  old. 

The  Evening  High  School  Championship  Walk  was  held  on  Saturday  after- 
noon, May  1,  1915.  distance  13  miles.  C.  Levy  of  the  New  Lots  Evening  High 
School  finished  ahead  of  200  fellow  students  in  the  fast  time  of  1  hour  59 
minutes.  The  youths  competed  for  medals,  twenty-five  of  which  were  donated 
by  John  H.  Finley,  State  Commissioner  of  Education,  at  whose  suggestion 
the  walk  was  held,  and  the  remainder  of  the  prizes  were  donated  by  the 
New  York  Sunday  World. 

HUYLER  BAND. 

Among  the  many  generous  acts  of  the  late  John  S.  Huyler,  who  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  prior  to  his  death  was  an  ardent  supporter  of  the  league,  few  if 
any  have  been  more  beneficial  than  his  organizing  two  school  boy  bands,  one 
in  Public  School  21.  Manhattan,  and  the  other  in  Public  School  20,  Richmond, 
by  providing  each  with  a  full  set  of  instruments  (which  cost  $4,000)  and  also 
paying  for  the  services  of  an  instructor. 

As  in  addition  to  the  pleasure  of  playing  in  these  bands  the  boys  acquired 
a  profitable  occupation,  each  of  them  has  always  had  a  long  waiting  list.  The 
league  has  also  been  benefited  by  these  bands  providing  music  at  its  various 
meets  and  games. 

Since  the  death  of  Mr.  Huyler,  the  money  required  for  the  support  of  these 
bands  has  been  obtained  by  private  subscriptions,  to  which  the  league  con- 
tributes, which  arrangement  is  now  being  renewed  for  a  period  of  five  years. 

THE  GIRLS'  BRANCH  OF  THE  LEAGUE. 

The  improvement  in  the  work  which  is  being  done  by  the  girls'  branch  is 
fully  equal  if  not  greater  than  that  which  is  being  effected  among  the  boys. 
It  has  now  attains  •  a  magnitude  which  can  only  be  adequately  described  in 
the  special  report  which  is  published  by  the  branch  itself.  This  work  consists 
of  offering  pins  and  trophies  for  athletics  for  girls,  conducting  free  instruction 
classes  for  grade  teachers,  who  in  turn  volunteer  their  services  for  these 
athletics,  assisting  to  organize  athletic  clubs,  supplying  coaches,  instructors 
and  assistants  where  the  Board  of  Education  is  unable  to  do  so,  and  endeavor- 
ing to  secure  enlarged  facilities  for  out-of-door  exercises  for  the  girls  which 
are  distinctively  suited  to  their  sex.  Vigor,  and  the  possibility  of  engaging  a 
large  number  of  pupils  at  one  time,  as  well  as  of  eliminating  individual 
prominence,  are  sought  to  be  developed.  Folk  dancing,  certain  games  and 
walking  are  fostered,  and  in  the  high  schools  there  are  added  certain  track 
and  field  events.  The  girls'  branch  debars  pole  vaulting,  broad  jumping  and 
competitive  high  jumping  by  girls  as  detrimental.  The  competitions  are 
entirely  between  clubs  and  never  between  individuals,  and  no  contests  are 
allowed  between  clubs  unless  they  belong  to  the  same  school,  no  inter-school 
competition  being  permitted.  The  main  idea  of  these  athletics  is  to  encourage 
a  love  for  recreative  exercise  for  its  own  sake  and  to  cultivate  a  variety  of 
accomplishments.  Each  girl  devoting  a  certain  time  to  the  exercises  is  given 
a  pin,  irrespective  of  any  competition. 

The  field  which  the  girls'  branch  covers  is  most  important.  Not  only  are 
there  more  girls  than  boys  attending  our  public  schools,  but  they  are  in  far 
greater  need  of  exercise  than  is  the  case  with  the  boys.  At  the  same  time, 
their  dress,  traditions  and  surroundings  unite  to  debar  them  from  almost  all 
opportunities  to  enjoy  it.  While  the  boys  can  have  an  opportunity  to  secure 
some  little  exercise  in  the  congested  streets  of  our  crowded  tenement  house 
districts,  their  sisters  are  practically  debarred  from  doing  so. 

IMPROVEMENT  IN  THE  CHILDREN  DERIVED  FROM  ATHLETICS. 
No  one  not  familiar  with  life  in  the  great  congested  districts  of  our  city 
can  appreciate  what  the  league  has  accomplished,  not  only  in  giving  the  boys 
an  opportunity  to  get  some  heathful  amusement,  but  to  keep  them  out  of  vice 
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and  crime.  It  wages  a  persistent  and  highly  successful  war  on  cigarette 
smoking  (that  bane  of  our  youth)  and  other  bad  habits,  and  also  keeps  the 
boys  out  of  gangs  and  similar  temptations.  This  it  does,  not  by  preaching, 
but  because  in  becoming  interested  in  athletics  they  are  taught  that  they  can- 
not excel  unless  they  take  care  of  their  bodies,  and  to  do  this  means  the 
keeping  away  from  these  things. 

With  every  year  the  standard  of  athletic  ability  in  the  schools  becomes 
higher.  Accompanying  this  is  a  marked  improvement  in  carriage  of  the  per- 
son, alertness  of  mind  and  body,  and  the  general  air  of  strength  and  health 
resulting  from  the  athletic  exercises  which  the  children  have  pursued.  Grati- 
fying as  is  this  from  the  physical  side,  the  improvement  on  the  side  of  ethics, 
school  discipline  and  esprit  de  corps  is  even  greater,  a  fact  which  has  con- 
stituted the  supervising  and  teaching  force  of  the  schools  firm  supporters  of 
our  work.  Under  no  circumstances  is  any  pupil  permitted  to  compete  in  any 
of  the  league  games  unless  he  is  certified  by  his  principal  to  have  "B"  in  effort, 
proficiency  and  deportment  during  the  month  previous,  nor  unless  he  shall 
have  attended  his  school  for  twenty  weeks  (except  when  regularly  trans- 
ferred). No  school  is  permitted  to  offer  any  inducement  to  cause  a  pupil  of 
any  other  school  to  sever  his  connection  with  such  school  for  athletic  purposes. 

Every  effort  which  can  be  made  by  those  interested  in  the  league  is  sys- 
tematically made  to  impress  upon  the  children  of  the  schools  that  to  be  a 
good  athlete'  means  to  be  honorable  and  truthful,  to  despise  anything  that  is 
mean  or  underhanded,  not  to  boast  as  winners,  and  to  "own  up"  when 
defeated. 

THE  LEAGUE  IS  REALLY  A  PART  OF  THE  BOARD  OP  EDUCATION. 
While  the  league  is  really  an  independent  organization,  yet  since  its  organi- 
zation its  directors  and  officers  have  included  the  various  presidents  and  many 
members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  city  superintendent  and  various  asso- 
ciate and  district  superintendents,  principals  and  teachers,  so  that  it  is  really 
a  part  of  the  Board  of  Education.  In  fact,  the  Board  of  Education  on  Decem- 
ber 30,  1914,  formally  passed  a  resolution  stating,  what  is  the  fact,  that  the 
league  was  organized  to  supplement  and  assist  the  board  by  carrying  out, 
through  the  funds  it  obtains  from  private  contributions  and  freed  from  the 
checks  and  limitations  necessarily  imposed  upon  the  city  departments,  what 
the  Board  of  Education  desires  to  have  done,  but  is  unable  to  accomplish  itself 
with  the  public  money  it  controls. 

EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

Great  success  has  been  obtained  through  the  introduction  of  athletics  in 
the  evening  schools.  It  has  been  welcomed  by  the  young  men  who  attend 
these  schools  as  a  relief  from  the  severe  strain  that  they  experience  in  attend- 
ing evening  school  after  a  hard  day's  work.  They  exercise  in  the  gymnasium 
and  also  in  track  and  field  athletics,  and  are  making  creditable  records.  The 
result  has  been  to  make  these  schools  more  popular,  maintain  the  attendance 
and  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  those  who  leave  their  school  without  finish- 
ing the  term. 

OUR  WORK  BEING  COPIED. 

The  best  test  of  the  value  of  the  work  of  the  league  is  the  manner  in  which 
it  is  being  copied  all  over  the  country.  Its  regulations  are  also  the  standard 
which  are  followed  by  the  thousands  of  schools  which  in  consequence  of  its 
success  have  introduced  athletics  as  part  of  their  regular  school  work.  This 
is  far  more  than  those  who  participated  in  the  formation  of  our  organization 
ever  hoped  to  witness,  and  I  am  sure  is  felt  by  you  all  as  being  in  itself  a 
full  reward  of  our  labors. 

The  private  schools  of  New  York  City  have  been  impressed  with  the 
advantages  of  an  organization  such  as  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  and 
through  the  assistance  of  representatives  of  the  league  they  have  formulated 
rules  of  eligibility  and  management  corresponding  to  those  governing  the 
public  high  schools. 
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ASSISTANCE  WHICH  THE  LEAGUE  HAS  RECEIVED. 

The  league  is  under  the  greatest  obligations  to  the  many  prominent  gentle- 
men who.  during  1915  as  in  the  preceding  years,  have  made  very  considerable 
donations  without  which  its  success  could  not  have  been  achieved.  It  also 
desires  to  express  its  thanks  for  the  unselfish  work  done  by  many  of  the 
teachers  in  the  schools,  both  men  and  women,  in  giving  their  afternoons  day 
after  day  tc  promote  the  athletic  training  of  the  boys  and  girls.  These  have 
not  only  lost  their  own  time,  but  have  been  prevented  from  attending  many 
lectures  and  other  methods  of  additional  study  which  would  have  counted 
upon  their  promotion  records  and  which  they  could  ill  afford  to  lose.  It  is 
therefore  but  just  that  the  board  of  examiners  have  decided  to  give  such 
teachers  credit  for  the  work  they  are  doing. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  Messrs.  jlohn  J.  McHugh,  Rowland  F. 
Patterson.  Michael  A.  Jones  and  their  assistants,  who  have  had  charge  of  the 
management  of  the  league  games,  and  to  whose  executive  ability  the  success 
attained  is  largely  to  be  ascribed. 

The  league  is  also  under  similar  obligations  to  the  large  number  of  promi- 
nent athletes  who  have  during  the  year  volunteered  their  services  in  the  man- 
agement of  its  games  and  without  which  they  could  not  have  been  conducted. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  has  also  greatly  assisted  our  work  by  giving  the 
school  children  free  transportation  over  the  Staten  Island  Ferry  to  the  games 
held  at  the  Curtis  Athletic  Field. 

The  league  is  also  indebted  to  The  American  Sports  Publishing  Company  for 
the  donation  of  copies  of  its  official  Handbook,  which  has  enabled  them  to  be 
sent  to  the  members  of  the  league  and  to  many  who  have  solicited  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  our  work. 

In  presenting  to  you  this  summary  of  what  we  have  been  able  to  achieve 
during  the  year  1915,  I  trust  that  you  will  consider  that  the  results  have  been 
such  as  all  who  are  interested  in  the  work  of  the  league  are  entitled  to  con- 
gratulate themselves  upon.  The  expressions  of  appreciation  for  the  benefits 
received  of  its  athletic  activities  which  those  of  us  who  are  engaged  in  its 
executive  work  constantly  receive,  as  they  do.  from  young  men  who  have 
entered  the  business  world,  are  most  gratifying.  We  cannot  but  recognize 
that  the  feeling  thus  expressed  is  also  entertained  by  thousands  more  from 
whom  we  do  not  hear,  and  that  what  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  has 
been  of  substantial  benefit  to  the  community,  in  training  those  who  hereafter 
will  be  the  rulers  of  this  great  city  to  be  better  men  and  women  mentally  and 
physically  than  they  otherwise  would  have  been. 


Dr.  C.  Ward  Crampton  moved  that  the  address  be  accepted  and  entered  at 
length  in  the  minutes,  and  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  General  Win- 
gate  for  his  services  as  president  during  the  past  year,  which  was  seconded 
and  carried  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  was   read   and.   on   motion,   was  accepted   and 
directed  to  be  entered  in  full  length  in  the  minutes. 
On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned.

CROTONA  FIELD. 

Crotona  Field,  located  at  Prospect  Avenue  and  Crotona  Park,  North,  Bronx 
Borough,  is  the  property  of  the  Park  Department,  but  arrangements  have  been 
made  wherebv  its  use  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  field  is  equipped  with  a  five-lap  running  track,  jumping  pits,  basket  ball 
court,  base  ball,  foot  ball  and  soccer  football  field.  A  grandstand  has  been 
built  on  the  north  side  of  the  field.  Its  seating  capacity  is  about  1,500. 
There  are  a  number  of  shower  baths  and  lockers  installed  and  two  large 
dressing  rooms  take  up  most  of  the  room  underneath  the  stand. 

An  average  of  1,000  boys  per  day  have  attended  the  field  during  April,  May 
and  June  of  this  :ear.  The  schools  of  upper  Manhattan  and  Bronx  have  held 
their  field  days  on  the  field  and  have  found  it  an  excellent  place  for  con- 
ducting games  in  an  organized  manner. 

ASTORIA  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

One  of  the  most  accessible  of  the  athletic  fields  controlled  by  the  Board  of 
Education  is  Astoria  Athletic  Field,  at  Astoria,  Long  Island  City.  It  is  sit- 
uated on  the  banks  of  the  East  River  overlooking  the  rushing  waters  of  Hell 
Gate.  There  is  a  six-lap  cinder  track  and  an  exceptionally  fine  infield,  used 
for  base  ball  (playground  and  the  regular  game),  foot  ball,  soccer,  basket  ball 
and  tennis  court.  The  grandstand  is  situated  on  the  southern  end  of  the 
grounds,  giving  an  unobstructed  view  of  the  entire  track  and  field.  The 
grandstand  will  easily  accommodate  two  thousand  spectators.  Inside  of  the 
grandstand  are  the  dressing  rooms,  lockers — with  a  checking  system — lava- 
tories for  boys  and  girls,  shower  baths,  hot  and  cold  water.  Everything  that 
is  necessary 'for  a  first-class,  up-to-date  athletic  field  has  been  installed.  It 
is  estimated  that  about  six  hundred  children  make  use  of  the  field  each  day. 
Many  of  the  schools  of  the  upper  East  Side  of  Manhattan  and  all  of  Queens- 
boro  hold  their  field  day  games  at  this  field. 

CURTIS  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

The  Curtis  Athletic  Field,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
is  situated  at  New  Brighton,  Staten  Island,  adjacent  to  the  Curtis  High 
School,  overlooking  New  York  Bay.  It  is  an  ideal  spot  for  an  athletic  field 
and  is  fullv  equipped  with  all  the  necessary  accessories  required  for  an  insti- 
tution of  this  kind.  It  has  a  five-lap  cinder  track  in  the  best  condition  that 
human  labor  can  produce,  a  grandstand  capable  of  seating  comfortably  twenty- 
five  hundred  people,  dressing  quarters,  lockers,  shower  baths,  lavatories  for 
both  boys  and  girls,  three  tennis  courts  on  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  kept 
in  good  condition  and  always  available.  There  are  also  the  regulation  base 
ball  diamond,  foot  ball  and  soccer  fields.  It  is  estimated  that  eight  hundred 
boys  make  use  of  the  track  and  field  daily  from  April  1  to  October  15.  During 
the  spring  of  1913  there  were  at  least  two  sets  of  school  games  held  daily  on 
this  field,  and  in  addition  to  these  games  many  base  ball  games  have  been 
contested   for   both    the   high    school   and   elementary    school   championships; 
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while  on  the  tennis  courts  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  tennis  cham- 
pionship  tournaments   have  been  played. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Dock  Commissioner,  many  schools  in  the 
Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  have  been  granted  free  transportation 
on  the  Municipal  Ferry,  plying  between  Manhattan  and  Staten  Island.  This 
has  been  a  great  help  to  many  of  the  schools  on  the  lower  East  Side  of 
Manhattan. 

Many  of  the  schools  have  taken  advantage  of  the  rule  allowing  one  day  a 
year  to  hold  a  field  day.  It  was  not  an  uncommon  sight  to  see  a  principal 
take  his  entire  school,  including  boys  and  girls*  to  the  Curtis  Athletic  Field 
for  a  day's  outing.  The  result  of  these  outings  to  such  a  beautiful  and  health- 
ful place  as  the  Curtis  Athletic  Field,  has  worked  wonders  with  the  children, 
and  if  it  were  not  for  the  kindness  of  the  Dock  Commissioner,  it  would  have 
been  almost  impossible  for  the  children  to  avail  themselves  of  a  school  holiday 
under  the  supervision  of  the  principals  and  teachers  of  the  school  at  this  field. 

BROOKLYN  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

This  field  is  situated  at  Avenue  K  and  East  17th  Street,  on  the  Brighton 
Beach  Line  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit.  It  is  easily  reached  from  all 
sections  of  Brooklyn,  being  on  the  transfer  point. 

On  this  field  is  to  be  found  a  quarter-mile  cinder  track  with  a  220-yards 
straightaway  course,  two  base  ball  diamonds,  two  soccer  football  fields*  two 
basket  ball  courts  and  six  tennis  courts.  A  covered  grandstand,  with  a  seat- 
ing capacity  of  2.500  and  an  equipment  second  to  none  in  this  part  of  the 
country :  shower  baths,  dressing  quarters,  lavatories  and  locker  rooms  are 
provided  for  the  accommodations  of  the  attendants. 

Nine  hundred  and  fifty  (950)  children  make  use  of  this  field  daily  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  athletic  meets,  school  field  day  outings,  basket  ball  and 
base  ball  tournaments. 

SEVENTH  WARD  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

This  field  is  located  in  the  most  crowded  section  of  the  lower  East  Side. 
Thousands  of  children  make  use  of  this  field  during  the  year. 

School  field  day  meets  are  held  regularly  during  the  school  term.  Tourna- 
ments are  conducted  in  base  ball,  basket  ball  and  soccer  football. 

There  is  a  very  fine  twelve-lap-to-the-mile  cinder  track  and  a  large  infield 
which  may  be  used  for  many  kinds  of  athletic  activities.  The  field  is  equipped 
with  steel  lockers  and  all  kinds  of  athletic  material.  A  two-story  building, 
situated  on  the  northeast  corner  of  the  field,  is  provided  for  dressing  quarters 
for  all  those  attending. 

MORRIS  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

The  Committee  of  Athletics  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  requested  to 
conduct  an  athletic  center  on  the  Morris  Field  adjoining  the  Morris  High 
School  building.  A  teacher  was  assigned  to  supervise  the  play  every  after- 
noon and  all  day  on  Saturdays  and  holidays  during  the  outdoor  season. 

The  field  has  a  small  running  track,  two  basket  ball  courts,  .lumping  pits 
and  a  space  for  indoor  base  ball  or  soccer  football. 

The  use  of  the  field  was  restricted  to  the  younger  boys,  the  older  boys  being 
sent  to  the  larger  field  in  Crotona  Park. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  average  daily  attendance  of  220. 

AFTER-SCHOOL  ATHLETIC  CENTERS.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  ASSOCIATION  FOOTBALL 
(SOCCER)  ACTIVITIES. 

During  the  fall  of  1915,  fourteen  schools  conducted  Association  football 
tournaments  among  their  classes.  The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  pre- 
sented each  school  with  a  silk  banner,  which,  in  turn,  was  awarded  the 
class  that  won  the  school  championship.  The  bronze  trophy  donated  to  the 
league  several  years  ago  by  Clarence  H.  Mackay.  for  an  inter-school  cham- 
pionship tournament,  was  awarded  this  year  to  the  school  that  had  the 
greatest  percentage  of  enrolled  pupils  participating  in  its  inter-class  tourna- 
ment. 

The  advantages  of  this  method  of  carrying  on  soccer  football  activities 
among  the  grammar  schools  over  the  old  form  of  inter-school  championship 
tournaments,  was  so  evident  that  there  is  no  longer  anyone  who  regrets  the 
change.  All  of  the  good  features  of  inter-school  competition  are  retained  and 
instead  of  a  selected  few  deriving  the  benefits,  there  are  the  large  numbers  as 
indicated  below.  In  the  school  which  was  awarded  the  "Otto  T.  Bannard 
Trophy,"  seventy-seven  teams  competed  ;  75  per  cent  of  the  enrolled  pupils 
were  actively  engaged. 

The  United  States  Football  Association  and  the  New  York  State  Soccer 
Football  Association,  the  former  the  governing  soccer  body  of  the  United 
States  and  the  latter  the  affiliated  State  association,  have  become  interested 
in  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  league.  Mr.  Rowland  A.  Patterson, 
inspector  of  athletics,  has  recently  been  elected  to  the  councils  of  these 
organizations  as  the  public  school  representative  and  it  is  our  wish  that 
there  will  be  brought  about  a  proper  direction  of  the  many  offers  of  assist- 
ance to  the  school  boys  that  these  organizations  have  already  made.

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ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  BASE  BALL. 

For  the  third  ye'.^r,  the  league  conducted  a  very  successful  intra-school 
indoor  base  ball  tournament.  Fifty-four  schools  informed  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  that  they  were  conducting  tournaments  among  their  classes; 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-five  class  teams  were  organized  and  a  total  of  8.758 
boys  participated.  The  league  presented  a  beautiful  silk  banner  to  each  school 
that  conducted  a  tournament,  and  the  banner  was  awarded  by  the  school  to 
the  class  winning  the  championship.

INTER-CLASS  HAND  BALL  TOURNAMENT. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  months  an  inter-class  hand  ball  tournament 
was  played  in  forty-seven  of  the  elementary  schools  throughout  the  city. 
These  games  were  played  in  the  outdoor  yards  when  the  weather  permitted, 
arte!  during  the  extremely  cold  and  inclement  days  the  series  were  conducted 
in  the  indoor  yards.  It  is  unfortunate  that  all  the  school  buildings  are  not 
adapted  for  a  game  of  this  description  as  it  eliminates  many  schools  from 
promoting  among  their  students  this  strenuous  and  healthful  game.  It  was 
estimated  that  at  least  10.000  boys  indulged  in  this  series  of  intor-class  com- 
petition. No  prizes  of  any  kind  were  competed  for  and  those  taking  part  in 
the  tournament  played  the  game  for  the  physical  benefits  which  were  derived 
from  it. 

This  series  was  the  first  ever  played  in  the  elementary  schools  and,  judg- 
ing from  the  enthusiasm  displayed  by  both  the  teachers  and  pupils,  it  will  be 
a  much  larger  tournament  in  number  of  schools  and  players  for  the  next 
series,  which  will  be  held  from  January  to  April,  1917. 

A  week  prior  to  the  date  of  starting  the  tournament,  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  issued  an  invitation  to  all  teachers  interested,  to  attend  a 
lecture  on  the  rules  and  methods  of  playing  this  game,  given  by  James  I. 
Brokaw,  the  noted  hand  ball  player.  This  meeting  was  held  at  Public  School 
59.  Manhattan,  on  a  Saturday  morning.  A  large  number  of  teachers  responded 
and  an  enthusiastic  meeting  was  conducted.

SUNDAY  WORLD  FINAL  CHAMPIONSHIP  GAMES. 

Held  at  Brooklyn  Field,  Saturday  Afternoon,  October  9,  1915. 
On  Saturday  afternoon.  October  9.  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  Leasrue  con- 
ducted the  Sunday  World  final  championship  games  for  the  year  1915.  The 
games  were  held  on  the  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field.  Avenu*  K  and  East  Seven- 
teenth Street,  Brooklyn.  An  entry  of  over  1.400  boys  was  received  for  the 
sixteen  events,  which  were  divided  into  four  weight  classes.  Owing  to  the 
intense  interest  which  was  manifested  in  the  spring  series  of  the  games,  fully 
7,000  spectators  witnessed  these  games. 
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This  meet  was  the  finals  of  the  176  individual  field  day  school  meets  held 
during  the  spring  of  the  year  for  which  the  New  York  Sunday  World  pre- 
sented the  medals,  banners,  plaques,  programmes  and  competitors'  numbers  to 
the  schools  holding  field  day  games.  In  many  instances  it  would  have  been 
impossible  for  some  schools  to  hold  an  athletic  meeting  of  this  kind,  owing 
to  lack  of  funds. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  over  100.000  boys  actually  participated  in  some 
athletic  event  during  the  spring  in  the  field  day  series  and  over  a  quarter  of 
a  million  children  were  indirectly  interested. 

During  the  conduct  of  the  final  meet  these  embryo  athletes  showed  an 
improvement  in  both  form  and  performances  crer  that  of  previous  World 
meets.  While  no  records  were  shattered,  all  the  finishes  were  close  in  the 
running  events,  and  the  competition  in  the  field  events  were  well  contested. 

The  boys  from  Public  School  62,  Manhattan,  defeated  their  former  rivals 
from  Public  School  10.  Manhattan,  with  a  score  of  30  points,  while  "10's" 
boys  had  to  be  contented  with  second  place,  with  20  points.  Public  School 
27,  Manhattan,  one  of  the  strongest  athletic  schools  in  the  city  and  winners 
of  its  district  championship,  scored  11  points,  with  Public  School  89,  Brook- 
lyn, a  close  fourth,  with  a  score  of  10  points.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  TRACK  AND  FIELD 
CHAMPIONSHIP  GAMES. 

Held  at  Madison  Square  Garden,  Saturday  Afternoon,  December  18,  1915. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  conducted  the  thirteenth  annual  indoor 
elementary  schools  track  and  field  championship  games  at  Madison  Square 
Garden  on  Saturday  afternoon,  December  18,  1915. 

The  afternoon's  programme  opened  with  an  Olympic  parade  of  the  l,80O 
young  athletes  who  were  entered  in  the  various  events  ;  they  made  one  cir- 
cuit of  the  arena,  passing  in  review  of  General  George  W.  Wingate,  presi- 
dent of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League ;  Gustavus  T.  Kirby  and  Dr.  C. 
Ward  Crampton.  They  were  then  massed  in  columns  upon  the  floor,  the 
colors  were  brought  forward,  and  the  boys  saluted  and  recited  their  Allegiance 
to  the  Flag.  Immediately  following  this  ceremony,  while  the  boys  were 
standing  "at  attention."  the  schoolboy  band  from  Public  School  21,  Manhat- 
tan, played  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner,"  in  which  the  entire  audience  joined. 
The  columns  were  then  disbanded  and  the  athletic  programme  started.  Many 
of  the  newspapers  in  reporting  the  games  laid  much  stress  upon  the  impres- 
sive and  patriotic  demonstration  which  preceded  the  games,  some  claiming 
that  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  was  not  only  developing  the  youths 
of  the  city  physically,  but  was  also  instilling  into  their  minds  the  spirit  of 
patriotism  which  will  surely  make  better  citizens  of  them  when  they  grow 
into  manhood. 

The  track  and  field  events  were  well  contested.  In  every  event  the  finishes 
were  close  and  the  officials  in  many  cases  found  it  difficult  to  decide  upon 
the  winner.  Owing  to  the  large  entry,  it  was  necessary  to  conduct  all  the 
field  and  one  sprint  event  at  the  same  time.  By  this  means  the  games  were 
concluded  in  less  than  two  hours. 

Four  new  records  were  made  and  one  equaled,  showing  an  improvement  in 
the  athletic  ability  of  these  young  athletes.  Many  of  these  records  made  on 
Saturday  would  do  credit  to  youn?  men  many  years  older  than  those  who 
made  them.     The  average  age  of  these  contestants  is  thirteen  years. 
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No  admission  fee  was  charged  ;  tickets  were  sent  to  schools  applying  for 
them.  Th«~  upper  balconies  were  reserved  for  boys  and  the  arena  boxes  and 
seats  for  the  invited  guests.  Invitations  were  sent  and  accepted  by  many  of 
the  city  officials,  members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  superintendent  and 
district  superintendents  and  principals  of  the  schools.  In  addition  to  these 
there  were  many  spectators  present  who  are  prominent  in  all  walks  of  life. 
It  was  estimated  that  fully  7,000  people  witnessed  these  games. 

The  athletes  from  Public  School  02,  Manhattan,  won  the  city  champion- 
ship with  a  score  of  38  points.  When  one  considers  that  these  boys  who 
attend  this  school  come  from  the  most  congested  part  of  the  city,  where  ath- 
letics and  natural  play  are  at  a  premium  owing  to  lack  of  space,  the  work 
which  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  has  been  doing  for  the  past  thir- 
teen years  in  developing  these  boys  into  strong  physical  beings  has  not  been, 
in  vain.  Public  School  10,  Manhattan,  last  year's  winners,  had  to  be  content 
with  second  place,  with  a  score  of  26  points.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  SWIMMING 

CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

Held  at  the  Public  Pool,  232  West  Sixtieth   Street,  Manhattan, 
Saturday  Morning,  April  8,  1916. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  conducted  the  annual  elementary 
schools  indoor  swimming  championships  on  Saturday  morning,  April  8.  at 
the  Public  Pool,  located  in  West  Sixtieth  Street,  Manhattan.  A  large  entry 
was  received.  Included  among  them  were  representatives  from  each  of  the 
five  boroughs  comprising  Greater  New  York.  An  attendance  of  fully  one 
thousand  boys  was  recorded,  taxing  the  entire  capacity  of  the  building. 

The  performance  of  the  young  swimmers  was  a  revelation  to  many  of  the 
officials  who  assisted  in  the  conduct  of  the  meet.  One  new  record  was  made 
in  the  80  yards  swim  for  unlimited  weight,  the  winner's  time  being  52  4-5 
seconds,  bettering  the  old  mark  by  four-fifths  of  a  second.  In  the  20  yards 
swim,  85-lb.  class,  the  ultimate  winner  equaled  the  present  record  in  the 
semi-final  heat. 

The  swimming  team  representing  Public  School  40,  Manhattan,  surpassed 
all  the  followers  of  schoolboy  swimming  by  winning  the  McAleenan  Trophy 
and  the  city  championship  with  a  score  of  14  points.  Public  School  9,  Brook- 
lyn, was  second  with  13  points.  The  battle  for  points  started  early  in  the 
meet  and  see-sawed  from  one  school  to  another  until  the  last  event  was  com- 
pleted, which  kept  the  entire  audience  in  an  uproar  of  enthusiasm.  The  fol- 
lowing is  a  summary  of  events  and  the  points  scored  by  the  various  teams :

ATHLETIC  MEET  HELD  ON  RANDALL'S  ISLAND. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  June  14,  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  con- 
ducted an  athletic  meet,  consisting  of  track  and  field  events,  with  the  inmates 
who  are  located  in  the  institution  on  Randall's  Island.  This  was  the  first 
time  an  entertainment  of  this  description  was  ever  attempted  with  these 
pupils. 

An  athletic  spirit  was  aroused  among  the  patients,  and  it  is  now  the  inten- 
tion of  the  directors  in  charge  of  this  place  to  conduct  monthly  meetings  of 
this  character  throughout  the  summer  and  fall  seasons.  Ten  events  were  con- 
tested, consisting  of  sprints,  relays  and  high  and  broad  jumps.  No  weight 
or  age  classification  was  adopted,  and  in  several  events  the  contestants 
ranged  in  age  from  12  to  50  years,  still  it  did  not  affect  the  competition 
owing  to  the  difference  in  age  or  physique,  as  the  finish  of  all  events  were 
both  keen  and  exciting. 

The  afternoon's  entertainment  opened  with  a  parade  of  fully  1,800  patients, 
who  marched  around  the  spacious  lawn,  four  abreast.  They  were  led  by  a 
young  man  dressed  in  a  costume,  including  wig,  to  represent  General  George 
Washington  ;  following  him  came  girl  patients  dressed  as  "Liberty"  with  a 
sash  across  their  waists,  with  the  name  of  a  State  which  they  were  to  rep- 
resent, and  immediately  behind  them  came  the  Color  Guard  ;  then  followed 
the  boy  and  girl  population  of  the  island.  Then  they  assembled  in  columns, 
facing  the  flag  pole,  and  the  flag  raising  ceremony  began  while  the  institu- 
tion band  played  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner."  It  was  a  most  impressive 
sight  and  one  that  brought  a  feeling  of  patriotism  into  these  unfortunate 
children's  minds.  The  columns  were  then  dismissed  and  the  athletic  portion 
of  the  programme  was  started.

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ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  OUTDOOR  TRACK  AND  FIELD 

CHAMPIONSHIP  GAMES. 

Held  at  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field,  Saturday  Afternoon,  June  17,  1916. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  June  17,  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  con- 
ducted the  thirteenth  annual  elementary  schools  outdoor  track  and  field 
ihampionship  games.  In  number  of  competitors  it  exceeded  any  of  the  pre- 
1  ious  meets.  Fourteen  hundred  and  seventy-five  boys  were  entered  in  the 
ixteen  events  scheduled  for  competition.  This  was  the  largest  number  of 
ontestants  ever  recorded  for  an  individual  athletic  meet  of  any  description 
leld  in  this  country.  In  addition  to  this  large  number  of  competitors,  it  was 
stimated  that  about  eight  thousand  (mostly  boys)  witnessed  the  games.  The 
ompetition  in  all  of  the  games  was  very  keen  and  the  individual  perform- 
nces  of  tbese  young  athletes  surpassed  that  of  the"  boys  of  former  years, 
'hree  records  were  broken,  but  the  failure  of  surpassing  some  of  tbe  other 
ecords  was  caused  by  a  heavy  rain  falling  during  part  of  the  afternoon, 
•hich  left  the  track  and  field  in  a  very  heavy  condition. 

.  It  was  the  first  time  since  the  organization  of  the  league  that  the  city 
ihampionship  was  won  bv  such  a  low  score.  This  was  caused  by  the  ath- 
<3tes  of  manv  of  the  smaller  schools  scoring  in  the  various  events.  Thirty- 
ve  schools  scored  points,  which  is  a  much  larger  number  than  ever  recorded 
lefore. 

Ex-Mayor  Ardolph  Kline  of  the  city  of  New  York  officiated  as  referee  and 

:as  highly  pleased  with  the  performances  of  the  young  athletes  and  highly 

raised  the  work  which  General  George  W,  Wingate,  president  of  the  Public 

'ichools  Athletic  League,   and  his  associates   are  doing  towards   the  physical 

|nd  moral  development  of  the  city-bred  boy. 

The  team  representing  Public  School  62.  Manhattan,  which  is  located  in 
he  most  congested  part  of  the  city,  duplicated  its  victory  of  last  year  with 
score  of  18  points.  Public  School  40,  Bronx,  was  second,  with  15  points; 
•ublic  School  10,  Manhattan,  third,  with  14  points,  and  Public  Schools  164, 
Brooklyn,  and  14,  Manhattan,  were  tied  for  fourth  place,  with  a  score  of  10 
oints  each.  It  was  not  until  the  last  event  was  finished  that  the  judges 
ecided  which  school  had  won  the  city  championship  for  1916-17.

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SWIMMING  FOR  BOYS. 

Starting  the  first  week  in  October,  1915,  the  Board  of  Education  resumed 
the  work  of  teaching  and  conducting  swimming  for  all  boys  in  the  public 
pools.  The  pools  were  opened  three  days  a  week,  for  schoolboys,  from  3  to 
5.30  P.  M.  An  instructor  was  in  attendance  to  teach  swimming  to  those 
who  were  anxious  to  learn  and  to  conduct  a  series  of  aquatic  sports  for  the 
more  efficient  swimmers.  The  attendance  exceeded  that  of  the  former  year 
and  a  greater  number  of  boys  were  taught  to  swim.  A  special  session  was 
assigned  to  Public  School  47,  Manhattan  (Deaf  Sc"hool),  at  the  East  Twenty- 
third  Street  Pool,  on  Wednesdays,  from  11.30  to  1.30'  o'clock.  These  boys 
were  accompanied  by  a  teacher,  who  took  complete  charge  of  instructing 
these  pupils.  This  branch  of  the  work  proved  most  successful  and  the  squad 
looked  forward  each  week  to  this  particular  part  ^f  their  physical  exercise. 

Swimming  buttons,  similar  to  the  athletic  badge  buttons,  were  awarded  to 
those  boys  who  successfully  passed  the  standards  set  by  the  Department  of 
Education.  Two  tests  a  year  were  held,  during  the  latter  part  of  January 
for  those  boys  that  would  graduate  from  an  elementary  school  in  February, 
and  throughout  the  month  of  June  for  all  boys.  Schools  were  notified  when 
and  where  the  tests  would  be  held  and  they  sent  their  pupils,  in  charge  of  a 
teacher,  to  the  pool  located  nearest  their  school,  to  be  tested.  Below  is  a 
list  of  the  number  of  boys  who  successfully  passed  the  standards  and  received 
buttons  designating  them  as  proficient  in  swimming :

The  total  number  of  boys  taught  to  swim  from  October,  1915,  to  June, 
1916,  was  18,914,  and  the  total  attendance  was  193,394.  The  following  are 
the  standards  for  those  wishing  to  take  the  test  and,  if  successful,  to  receive 
a  swimming  button  for  proficiency : 

Standards — Breast  stroke  (20  yards  swim),  26  seconds;  overhand  stroke, 
20  seconds  (each  stroke  must  be  executed  in  good  form)  ;  plunge  for  distance, 
20  feet;  simple  forward  dive  (this  must  be  executed  in  good  form  to  be 
passed  upon  by  the  judge  assigned  to  the  test). 

CLASS  ATHLETICS. 

The  system  of  competition  between  classes,  in  which  80  per  cent,  of  each 
class  must  participate  and  the  average  of  all  constitutes  the  record,  which 
has  been  organized  by  the  league,  has  become  very  successful,  and  the  interest 
which  is  taken  in  these  contests  has  brought  into  them  such  a  large  number 
of  boys  that  it  can  now  be  justly  considered  one  of  the  boys'  "world's  greatest 
competitions." 

In  the  class  jumping  alone  53,912  boys,  belonging  to  2,146  classes  and  138 
schools,  took  an  active  part.  There  were  about  43,360  who  competed  in 
"chinning"  and  about  41,966  in  "class  running." 

On  account  of  the  great  magnitude  of  these  contests  they  are  divided  into 
three  separate  series.  The  broad  jumping  contest  is  held  in  the  fall,  the 
chinning  during  March  and  the  running  in  May. 

In  the  jumping  contest  each  boy  is  allowed  three  jumps ;  the  highest  jump 
made  by  each  is  aggregated  and  averaged.  The  highest  aggregate  results 
obtained  by  the  classes  in  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  years  in  each 
school  are  then  forwarded  to  the  secretary  of  the  league.  Unless  80  per  cent, 
of  the  register  of  each  class  h»as  competed  its  scores  are  not  considered. 
After  the  scores  are  received  the  highest  classes  in  each  borough  are  selected 
and  then  tested  by  the  officials  of  the  league.  Unless  on  this  test  they  obtain 
an  equal  or  higher  record  than  that  which  constituted  the  record  forwarded, 
such  record  is  not  allowed  and  another  class  is  substituted. 

In  the  "chinning"  contest  the  same  procedure  is  gone  through  with. 

In  "class  running"  the  boys  are  lined  up  back  of  the  starter.  As  the  first 
runner  crosses  the  finish  line  the  judge  standing  there  signals  with  his  hand- 
kerchief, the  second  then  starts  and  the  others  successively  until  all  have 
completed  the  distance.  The  time  taken  by  the  entire  class  is  divided  by  the 
number  of  boys  running  and  the  result  constitutes  the  class  record.

HIGH  SCHOOLS  CROSS-COUNTRY^CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Held  over  the  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  Course,   Saturday  Afternoon, 
December  4,  1915. 

Distance  about  2  1-2  miLejs. 
The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  conducted  the  high  schools  cross- 
country championship  over  the  Jamaica  cross-country  course  on  Saturday 
afternoon,  December  4.  The  distance  was  about  2  1-2  miles;  two  laps  were, 
necessary  to  complete  the  full  distance.  The  start  and  finish  of  the  race 
was  in  front  of  the  Jamaica  High  School  building.

HIGH  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  TRACK  AND  FIELD 

CHAMPIONSHIP  GAMES. 

Held  at  Twenty-third  Regiment  Armory,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Saturday 
Evening,   January  29,   1916. 

This  championship  meet  was  the  thirteei  ch  anniversary  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  and  it  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful  yet 
conducted.  A  vast  improvement  was  shown  in  the  running  off  of  the  events, 
as  no  spectators  or  athletes,  not  actually  competing,  were  on  the  floor 
throughout  the  entire  evening,  giving  those  sitting  in  the  boxes  and  balcony 
an  unobstructed  view  of  all  contests.  A  section  was  set  aside  for  the  com- 
petitors and  when  they  had  finished  their  event  or  were  waiting  to  compete 
in  the  semi-finals  or  finals  they  went  to  this  section. 

An  entry  of  380  boys  was  received  for  the  thirteen  events  conducted,  which 
included  sprints,  middle  distance  and  distance  races,  with  two  field  events, 
i.  e.,  running  high  jump  and  putting  12-lb.  shot.  Three  relay  championships 
were  contested — 440  yards  midget,  100-lb.  class ;  880  yards  freshmen  relay, 
and  an  880  yards,  120-lb.  relay.  All  the  events  were  keenly  contested  and 
spirited  finishes  were  the  rule  of  the  evening.  Two  new  records  were  created 
and  one  equaled.  In  the  one-mile  run  championship,  J.  Fleck  of  Morris  High 
School  ran  the  distance  in  4  minutes  43  2-5  seconds,  eclipsing  the  former 
time  by  2  2-5  seconds  ;  in  the  12-lb.  shot  event,  James  Sinclair  of  Stuyvesant 
High  School  broke  the  long  standing  record  of  48  feet  3  inches  with  the  won- 
derful performance  of  48  feet  4  1-8  inches.  George  Hughes  of  Flushing  High 
School  equaled  the  record  of  14  seconds  in  the  100  yards  high  hurdles.  The 
times  and  distances  in  all  of  the  events  were  exceptionally  good  and  they 
were  freely  commented  upon  by  the  officials  who  served  at  this  meet. 

Former  Mayor  Ardolph  Kline  of  New  York  City  officiated  as  referee  and  was 
very  enthusiastic  over  the  work  which  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  is 
doing  for  the  physical  development  of  the  young  men  attending  the  public 
school,  through  athletics. 

The  team  representing  Morris  High  School  won  the  city  championship  by 
scoring  29  points :  DeWitt  Clinton  and  Manual  Training  High  Schools  tied 
for  second  place  with  15  points  each.  Flushing  High  School  was  third  with 
14  points.  Eighteen  high  schools  entered  teams  and  ten  schools  scored  points.

THE  ONE-MILE  UNLIMITED  WEIGHT  INDOOR  RELAY 
CHAMPIONSHIP— 1916. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  granted  a  sanction  to  the  Fordham 
University  Athletic  Association  to  conduct  the  high  schools  one-mile  unlim- 
ited weight  indoor  relay  championship,  at  its  games  on  Friday  evening.  Feb- 
ruary 11,  at  the  Twenty-second  Regiment  Armory.  Only  two  teams  entered, 
Morris  High  School  of  the  Bronx  and  DeWitt  Clinton  of  Manhattan. 

This  race  was  one  of  the  many  featured  events  of  these  games  ;  it  was  very 
Well  contested  and  exciting  throughout.  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School  won  the 
championship  from  Morris  High  School  by  a  few  yards  in  the  fast  time  of 
3  minutes  48  3-5  seconds.  This  race  was  run  under  the  new  federation  rules 
on  a  track  measuring  12  inches  from  the  border,  which  makes  the  total  dis- 
tance greater  than  in  former  years,  owing  to  the  measurements  being  6  inches 
less  on  the  track  than  previously. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  entries  received,  these  two  schools  decided  they  would 
run  this  race  without  receiving  the  usual  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
prizes.

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  again  conducted  the  high  schools  dual 
swimming  meets  for  the  city  championship.  This  tournament  started  the 
week  beginning  November  15  and  continued  until  Wednesday  evening.  Feb- 
ruary 9.  Ten  schools  entered  teams  and  meets  were  held  weekly  until  the 
termination  of  the  series. 

This  series  of  meets  proved  most  interesting  and  exciting  and  it  was  not 
decided  as  to  who  would  win  the  championship  until  the  final  meet  was  fin- 
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ished.  Stuyvesant  High  School  team  won  the  championship  for  1916  with 
an  evenly  balanced  team.  While  this  team  met  with  a  few  reverses,  its  total 
number  of  victories  enabled  it  to  capture  the  premier  honors. 

These  dual  meets  were  conducted  as  a  preliminary  to  the  high  schools 
indoor  swimming  championship,,  which  was  held  on  Friday  evening,  March 
10,  at  the  College  City  of  New  York  natatorium.  The  swimming  teams  were 
in  superb  condition  upon  the  expiration  of  this  series  and,  with  the  month's 
rest  before  the  date  of  holding  the  city  championship,  it  put  them  on  edge 
for  the  final  test.  During  the  interval  the  swimming  coaches  of  the  schools 
strengthened  their  teams  with  new  material  where  necessary,  making  the 
championship  teams  which  represented  their  schools  excellent  contenders  for 
the  titles. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  SWIMMING  CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

Held  at  College  City  of  New  York  Natatorium,  Friday  Evening, 
March  10,  1916. 

On  Friday  evening,  March  10,  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  con- 
ducted the  annual  high  schools  indoor  swimming  championships  at  the  College 
City  of  New  York  natatorium.  Owing  to  the  large  entry  received,  the  com- 
mittee found  it  necessary  to  hold  the  trials  for  the  plunge  for  distance  and 
220  vards  swim  on  the  day  preceding  the  championships.  By  this  means  it 
eliminated  the  swimming  of  trials  and  finals  on  one  night,  which  would  in 
all  probability  overtax  the  strength  of  the  competitors  and  prove  injurious 
to  the  physical  development  of  the  boys.  This  meet  was  successful  both  ath- 
letically and  financially.     The  contests  in  all  the  events  were  keenly   con- 
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tested  and  during  the  course  of  the  competition  one  record  was  bettered. 
This  occurred  in  the  220  yards  swim,  in  which  the  winner  covered  the  dis- 
tance in  the  phenomenal  time  of  2m.  45  4-5s.,  bettering  the  former  record 
by  four-fifths  of  a  second.  The  fancy  diving  event  was  most  interesting  and 
spectacular,  as  the  four  leading  boys  executed  some  very  difficult  and  sensa- 
tional dives.  Every  available  space  was  occupied  by  spectators,  who  remained 
until  the  last  event  was  finished. 

Stuyvesant  High  School  team  won  the  city  championship  and  will  hold  the 
Robert  Kammerer  Swimming  Trophy  for  one  year.  The  team  representing 
this  school  scored  27  points.  High  School  of  Commerce  with  14  points  was 
second,  and  Townsend  Harris  Hall  third,  with  8  1-2  points.

HIGH  SCHOOLS  OUTDOOR  NOVICE  GAMES  AND 
CHAMPIONSHIP  RELAYS. 

Held  at  the  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field,  Saturday  Afternoon,  May  20,  1916. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  conducted  the  thirteenth  annual  high 
schools  novice  games  and  championship  relays  on  Saturday  afternoon,  May 
20,  at  the  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field.  A  large  entry  was  received  for  the 
fifteen  events  which  were  contested. 

These  novice  games  are  held  as  a  preliminary  to  the  high  schools  outdoor 
championships,  which  are  always  held  one  week  later.  They  give  the  school 
coaches  an  opportunity  of  developing  new  material  and  the  winners  of  the 
various  events  are  usually  made  members  of  the  championship  team  which 
represents  the  school  in  the  final  or  championship  games.  They  also  serve 
as  an  incentive  to  the  students  to  take  part  in  track  and  field  sports  and  by 
this  means  a  large  number  of  boys  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  outdoor 
athletic  activities. 

Mlany  of  the  boys  who  competed  in  this  meet  give  promise  of  becoming 
"star"  athletes,  judging  from  the  performances  they  exhibited.  Both  the 
times  and  distances  accomplished  by  the  winners  are  remarkable  when  one

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considers  that  this  is  the  first  athletic  meet  of  any  importance  in  which 
they  have  ever  taken  part,  and  the  entire  squads  from  each  school  were  com- 
posed of  green  material,  only  awaiting  development  for  the  making  of  cham- 
pions for  high  schools  and  colleges. 

It  has  always  been  the  practice  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  to 
conduct  the  championship  relays  on  the  same  date  as  the  novice  games.  This 
is  done  so  as  to  give  the  schools  an  opportunity  of  entering  their  best  ath- 
letes in  these  events  and  save  them  physically  for  the  individual  champion- 
ship events  held  on  the  following  Saturday.  One  rJf  the  most  stringent  rules 
of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  is  to  allow  a  boy  to  enter  two  track 
and  one  field  event  on  the  date  of  the  games,  and  by  this  method  it  gives 
the  coaches  an  opportunity  of  entering  boys  in  more  championship  events. 

The  evenly  balanced  team  representing  the  High  School  of  Commerce  won 
the  novice  meet  with  a  score  of  30  points  :  Stuyvesant  and  Flushing  High 
Schools  were  tied  for  second  place  with  19  points  each,  and  Curtis  High 
School  was  third  with  a  total  of  11  points. 

For  the  relay  championship,  the  teams  representing  Morris  High  School 
won  with  a  total  of  10  points;  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School  was  second  with 
8  points,  while  the  teams  of  the  High  School  of  Commerce  and  Boys'  High 
School  were  tied  for  third  place  with  5  points  each.

CHAMPIONSHIP  GAMES  AND  NOVICE  RELAYS. 

Held  at  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field,  Saturday  Afternoon,  May  27,  1916. 

The  Public.  Schools  Athletic  League  conducted  the  thirteenth  annual  high 
schools  outdoor  track  and  field  championship  games  and  novice  relays  at  the 
Brooklyn  Athletic  Field  on  Saturday  afternoon,  May  27.  About  350  students 
responded  to  the  call  for  entry  into  this  meet  and  many  most  interesting 
and  exciting  contests  were  waged  throughout  the  afternoon.  The  most 
notable  performance  of  the  meet  was  the  running  of  Bennie  Wefers  of 
DeWitt  Clinton  High  School  in  the  100  yards  dash  for  seniors,  who  ran  the 
distance  in  10  1-5  seconds,  supplanting  the  former  record  of  10  2-5  seconds, 
Which  stood  the  test  of  competition  since  1907. 

The  games  were  witnessed  by  a  large  crowd  of  spectators,  who  waited 
until  the  finish  of  the  meet,  and  all  seemed  to  enjoy  them  immensely.  The 
performances  of  the  boys  in  the  various  events  showed  careful  preparation 
of  their  condition  by  the  school  coach,  which  resulted  in  high  class  compe- 
tition in  all  of  the  events. 

Flushing  High  School  of  the  Borough  of  Queens  was  a  big  surprise  to  the 
followers  of  schoolboy  athletics.  It  won  the  city  championship  by  a  score 
of  29  points,  but  was  hard  pressed  by  an  evenly  balanced  team  representing 
Morris  High  School,  which  scored  24  points.

HIGH  SCHOOLS  ASSOCIATION  FOOTBALL  (SOCCER) 
TOURNAMENT. 

The  tenth  annual  soccer  football  tournament  of  the  Public  Schools  Ath- 
letic League  was  the  most  successful  soccer  tournament  ever  conducted  by 
the  league.  The  ten  teams  that  entered  showed  a  better  knowledge  of  the 
game  than  the  teams  of  previous  years.  A  spirit  of  good  sportsmanship 
prevailed  in  every  game  ;  there  was  no  protesting  of  decisions  and  no  com- 
plaint about  the  officiating.  Much  of  the  credit  for  the  success  of  the  tour- 
nament is  due  to  the  officials  who  refereed  the  games. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  most  of  the  schools  filed  with  us  their 
schedule,  noting  the  time  and  place  for  playing  the  games,  and  the  officials 
were  assigned  for  the  entire  schedule.  The  members  of  the  National  Foot- 
ball Referees'  Association  and  of  the  Southern  New  York  State  Football 
Association  rendered  assistance  by  serving  as  referees. 

There  is  even  a  brighter  outlook  for  the  future  of  the  soccer  activities  of 
the  league  because  of  the  interest  that  is  being  taken  by  the  various  soccer 
football  associations  and  clubs.  A  representative  of  the  league  has  been 
elected  to  membership  in  the  Southern  New  York  State  Football  Association 
and  a  closer  co-operation  between  the  league  and  this  association  is  assured.

HIGH  SCHOOLS  BASE  BALL. 

No  championship  series  was  conducted  during  the  year,  but  the  high 
schools  organized  teams  and  played  each  other,  and  officials  were  assigned 
through  the  secretary's  office.  Several  newspapers  tabulated  the  results  in. 
such  a  way  as  to  indicate  the  relative  strength  of  the  teams. 

At  the  May  meeting  of  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee  a  motion  was 
passed  that  steps  be  taken  to  consider  the  restoring  of  the  base  ball  cham- 
pionship tournament. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS  BASKET  BALL  TOURNAMENT. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  high  schools  basket  ball  tournament 
started  December  3,  1915,  with  a  total  of  eleven  teams  entered.  Competition 
was  keen  throughout  the  tournament ;  a  round  robin  series  was  conducted. 
The  official  basket  ball  rules  of  Spalding's  Guide,  1915-16,  proved  very  satis- 
factory. Many  of  the  players  at  the  start  of  the  season  complained  that  the 
rules  were  too  strict,  but  after  playing  one  or  two  games  they  decided  it  was 
to  their  advantage  to  follow  them  out  carefully. 

The  tournament  was  the  most  successful  ever  conducted  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

In  order  that  uniform  decisions  would  be  rendered  by  the  officials  assigned, 
an  interpretation  meeting  was  held  at  Stuyvesant  High  School,  at  which  the 
captains  and  coaches  in  charge  of  the  high  school  teams  were  invited  to 
attend.  All  of  the  high  schools  had  representatives  present,  and  the  inter- 
pretations proved  to  be  very  beneficial  to  both  coaches  and  players.

HIGH  SCHOOL  FOOT  BALL. 

Nine  hi.srh  schools  having  foot  ball  teams  filed  their  schedules  with  the 
secretary  and  noted  their  preferences  for  the  assignment  of  officials.  The 
foot  ball  committee  compiled  a  list  of  officials  and  at  the  end  of  the  season 
each  school  sent  in  its  opinions  of  the  services  of  those  who  officiated.  A 
list  for  the  year  1916  was  compiled  from  these  reports  and  the  committee 
planned  to  further  organize  the  methods  of  assigning  officials. 

All  games  were  played  under  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the 
High  Schools  Games  Committee,  as  printed  in  the  Handbook  of  the  league. 
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Shooting   Activities 

OUTDOOR  RIFLE  SHOOT. 

The  fourth  outdoor  shoot  at  the  Peekskill  State  Ranges  was  held  on  Sat- 
urday, October  2,  1915.  One  hundred  and  forty-eight  boys  and  thirty-three 
officials  left  the  Grand  Central  Station  on  a  special  train.  The  carfares  of 
the  officials  and  boys  were  paid  by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League.  Com- 
petitions were  held  for  the  P.S.A.L.  Reserve  Championships,  Junior  Marks- 
men medals  and  the  General  McCoskry  Butt  medals  ;  the  team  match  com- 
petitions were  held  for  the  DuPont  and  Uhlman  trophies.  In  the  individual 
matches  boys  shot  on  the  200  yard  ranges,  each  boy  having  ten  shots  stand- 
ing and  -ten  shots  prone ;  in  the  team  matches  the  200  and  3>0O  yard  ranges 
were  used.  Five  boys  were  on  a  team,  each  boy  having  five  shots  at  200 
yards  and  five  shots  at  300  yards  ;  prone  position  at  both.  Fifteen  teams 
entered.  Morris  High  School  won  the  team  prize  with  the  high  score  of  214 
out  of  a  possible  250  :  Commercial  High  School  was  second  with  206  and 
was  awarded  the  Simon  Uhlman  Trophy.

WINGATE  TROPHY  COMPETITION. 

During  the  present  school  year  585  high  school  boys  qualified  as  marksmen 
and  375  as  sharpshooters,  almost  twice  the  number  of  the  previous  year. 
The  sharpshooters  made  perfect  scores  of  50  on  the  subtarget  gun  machines 
and  the  marksmen  at  least  45  out  of  a  possible  50,  and  each  boy  had  passed 
the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  scholarship  requirements.  Hundreds  of 
others  made  qualifying  scores  but  did  not  pass  the  scholarship  requirements. 

A  silver  badge  will  be  awarded  to  each  sharpshooter  and  a  bronze  badge 
to  each  marksman,  and  the  Wingate  Trophy  will  be  awarded  to  the  Stuy- 
vesant His:h  School  for  having  scored  the  greatest  number  of  qualifying 
points.  Sharpshooter  qualifications  count  three  points  and  marksmen  two. 
For  the  past  six  years  the  Morris  High  School  succeeded  in  winning  the 
trophy.  Due  to  the  great  interest  aroused  among  the  Stuyvesant  boys  by 
their  military  organization,  they  have  succeeded  in  making  a  score  higher 
than  any  other  school.

RIFLE  PRACTICE  IN  THE  ARMORIES. 

Throughout  the  year  the  rifle  ranges  of  several  armories  were  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  boys  who  had  shown  proficiency  in  rifle  shooting  on  the  sub- 
target  machines.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  General  Wood  assisted 
the  league  by  assigning  sergeant  instructors  to  drill  the  schoolboy  squads  at 
the  armories  and  to  give  them  elementary  instruction  in  rifle  shooting.  The 
interest  of  the  boys  continued  to  the  end  of  the  season,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
arrangements  can  be  made  next  year  for  a  wider  use  of  the  armory  ranges 
and  for  the  continuance  of  the  co-operation  of  General  Wood  and  the  National 
Guard  officers.

INTRA-SCHOOL  SUBTARGET  TOURNAMENTS. 

During  the  year  a  suggestion  was  made  to  the  various  high  schools  that 
an  interest  be  aroused  in  rifle  shooting  by  conducting  inter-class  tournaments 
on  the  subtarget  machine.  As  a  special  inducement  the  league  offered  to 
present  season  base  ball  passes  for  the  school's  home  games,  to  the  members 
of  the  winning  class  team. 

In  Stuyvesant  High  School  the  tournament  was  a  remarkable  success. 
Ninety-one  class  teams  entered  with  a  total  of  900  boys  actually  competing. 
In  the  High  School  of  Commerce,  three  sectional  tournaments  were  con- 
ducted, one  for  the  upper  grades  in  the  main  building,  one  for  the  lower 
grades  in  the  main  building,  and  one  for  the  two  annexes.  Morris  High 
School's  report  was  that  the  tournament  was  a  great  success  ;  due  to  the 
interest  aroused  a  large  number  of  boys  won  marksmen  and  sharpshooter 
badges.  Evander  Childs  High  School  tournament  was  divided  into  three 
groups,  according  to  the  ability  of  the  boys  as  displayed  in  the  class  tour- 
naments. Bushwick  High  School  had  twenty-two  teams  of  ten  each  partici- 
pating. 

Other  schools  conducted  tournaments,  and  it  is  evident  that  this  form  of 
competition  is  most  valuable  in  that  it  reaches  a  far  greater  number  of  boys 
than  any  other  rifle  shooting  activity. 
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Sunday  World   Field   Days 

The  eleventh  season  of  Sunday  World  Field  Days,  conducted  under  the 
direction  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  was  In  many  respects  the 
most   successful    season    of    tbi  boo!    athletic    meets. 

These  games  were  Inaugurated  In  1906  by  an  agreement  between  the  i 

and  the  New  York  Sunday  World,  by  which  the  latter  offered  to  assist  100 
elementary  schools   to  bold   each   a   meet  with   a  programme  indi- 

vidual track  and  field  events  find  one  relay  race,  limited  to  grammar  grade 
boys.  That  year  ninety-eight  schools  held  the  meets  mid  a  total  of  16,000 
hoys  competed  in  the  games.  The  plan  of  separate  school  field  days  was 
new  to  most  of  the  schools — in  fact,  few  of  the  .schools  were  organized 
for  athletics — hut  it  met  ;in  immediate  approval  after  the  experiences  of 
the  schools  that  held  it  the  first  year.  Each  year  since-  then  the  number 
of  schools  and  of  pupils  entering  the  games  baa  increased,  hut  even  more 
notable  has  been  the  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  athletic  contests 
and  the  extension  of  interest  in  outdoor  athletics  from  a  comparatively  few 
of  the   larger  hoys  in   the   Schools  to   practically  the-   entire  school. 

In  1012  the  Board  of  Education  voted  to  allow  each  school  to  devote  one 
school  day  to  athletic  games.  In  1916  this  permission  was  quite  generally 
accepted  by  the  larger  schools  holding  the  field  day  meet-;.  These  schools 
made  of  their  field  day  a  day  of  outdoor  recreation  for  practically  the  entire 
school,  going  in  some  instances  by  chartered  trolley  cars  or  hy  ferryhoat 
to  some  distant  field,  where  the  pupils,  accompanied  hy  their  teachers, 
remained  the  entire  day,  enjoying  the  athletic  (,'ames,  mass  drills,  folk  dancing 
for  the  girls,  flag  relay  races  and  a  base  hall  game  between  teachers  and 
pupils,  in  addition  to  the  regular  programme  of  athletic  contests  on  the 
track  and  field. 

The  fields  most  used  for  these  outings  were  the  Crotona  Field,  to  which, 
in  addition  to  the  Bronx  schools  that  used  this  field,  the  following  Man- 
hattan schools  journeyed  for  their  day  of  sports  and  recreation  :  Schools 
Nos.  5,  10,  14,  25,  39B,  70,  89,  132,  and  184:  the  Curtis  Field,  81 
Island,  where  the  following  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  schools  had  their 
meets,  the  Dock  Department  generously  providing  free  ferriage:  Schools  Nos. 
11,  19,  23.  58,  62  (two  meets;,  70,  120.  Manhattan,  and  Nos.  6  and  30, 
Brooklyn;  the  Astoria  Field,  where  Schools  Nos.  77.  83,  and  109,  Manhattan, 
had  their  field  days;  Pelham  Bay  Park  Field.  Schools  Nos.  40  and  1H';. 
Manhattan  ;  Van  «v*-tlandt  Park,  Schools  Nos.  20  and  27,  Manhattan,  and 
Brooklyn  P.  S.  A.  L.  Field,  where  thirty-four  Brooklyn  Mod  Queens  schools 
had  meets.  In  Brooklyn  one  new  playground  was  opened — the  Betsy  Head  — 
at  which   five  schools  bad  their  gam 

In  the  spring  of  1916,  20.",  schools  applied  for  the  field  days.  Of  I 
181  were  accepted,  and  17S  held  meets.  The  number  of  hoys  competing 
in  the  contests  that  made  up  the  Sunday  World  Field  Hay  programme  of 
track  and  field  events  In  these  17S  meets  exceeded  70,000.  This,  ho 
did  not  include  hoys  taking  part  in  mass  drills  and  other  events  that  In 
many  of  the  larger  school  meets  were  added  to  the  standard  programme. 
With  the  boys  participating  in  these  added  events  it  is  no  exaggeration 
to  say  that  fully  100,000  hoys  took  an  active  part  in  this  season's  field 
days. 

Many  of  the  larger  schools  and  some  of  the  smaller  ones  arranged  a 
programme-  of  events  for  their  girl  pupils  for  the  field  days  this  year.  This 
was  done  more  than  in  any  previous,  vear  and  a  careful  estimate  places 
the  number  of  girls  competing  in  games  at  the  Sunday  World  Field  Days 
Of  1916  at  more  than  10.000.  The  following  are  among  the  schools  that 
included  events  for  girls  at  their  meets:  Manhattan  Schools  Nos.  40  and  69; 
Bronx  Schools  Nos.  '.',.  10,  43,  and  53;  Brooklyn  School-  Nos.  6,  15,  25,  26, 
34,  45,  77.  85,  99,  103,  123,  152,  1",  104,  and  165  :  Queens  Schools  Nos. 
1,  5,   7,  and   84.

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RULES  AND  INSTRUCTIONS 
For  Boys'  Squads 
The  Sunday  World  Walking  Club  movement  was  inaugurated  in  September, 
1910,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  of  New  York 
on  plans  proposed  by  Gen.  George  W.  Wingate,  President  of  the  league. 

Note.  Any  public  school  in  the  city  of  New  York  may  organize  branches 
of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club.  These  branch  organizations — the  units 
that  make  up  the  complete  city-wide  organization — are  designated  as  Squads 
of  the   Sunday   World   Walking   Club. 

Organization  of  Boys'*  Squads 

Eight  members  constitute  a  squad,  including  the  captain. 

Squads  may  be  organized  at  any  time  in  the  Walking  Club  year. 

Squads  to  the  number  of  thirty  may  be  organized  in  any  public  school 
(high,  elementary  or  evening)  in  New  York  City.  If  the  school  desires  to 
enter  more  than  thirty  squads  in  any  one  quarter  of  the  year  the  principal 
or  director  of  walking  squads  in  the  school  should  write  to  the  Manager  of 
Walking  Club  for  a  special  arrangement  as  to  additional  number  of  squads. 

A  squad  organizes  by  electing  one  of  its  members  captain  and  filing  its 
entry  list  with  the  Sunday  World  and  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
on  blanks  furnished  by  the  Sunday  World. 

If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  a  squad  it  can  be  filled  by  the  squad  electing  a 
new  member,  whose  name  must  be  sent  promptly  to  the  Sunday  World. 

Members  acting  improperly  will  be  disqualified  from  membership  in  the 
Walking  Club,  either  for  a  stated  period  or  permanently,  by  the  Supervisor 
who  has  knowledge  of  their  conduct. 

Entry  blanks  will  be  furnished  at  any  time  by  the  Sunday  World  to  all 
principals  and  teachers  who  apply  for  them  to  organize  squads  of  the  Walk- 
ing  Club. 

Tours  and  Records 

As  soon  as  the  entry  list  is  filed  with  the  Sunday  World  and  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  and  approved,  the  squad  is  qualified  to  begin  its 
competition  for  the  prizes  given  by  the  Sunday  World. 

Ribbon  badges  are  furnished  by  the  Sunday  World  to  each  member  of  the 
squad,  to  be  worn  on  the  walking  tours.  Tour  report  blanks  are  sent  to  the 
Supervisor. 

No  walk  will  be  recorded  except  in  squad  and  certified  by  the  captain  of 
the  squad  on  the  tour  report  blanks  as  to  distance  and  time  consumed,  and 
this  must  be  countersigned  by  the  teacher  or  registered  squad  leader  accom- 
panying the  squad.  A  majority  of  the  squad  must  be  present  on  every 
walk. 

No  walk  will  be  recorded  for  a  distance  less  than  two  miles. 

The  average  speed  in  all  walking  contests  must  be  not  less  than  two  miles 
an  hour. 

It  is  left  with  the  squad  to  choose  its  own  tours,  with  the  assistance 
and   approval  of   the   teacher  or   squad   Supervisor. 

The  Sunday  World  will  publish  in  its  columns  from  time  to  time  itiner- 
aries of  pleasant  and  educational  tours  for  the  Walking  Clubs  in  and  about 
the  city,  and  will  furnish  to  captains  of  the  squads  bulletins  suggesting 
good  walks. 

The  Squad  Captain 

He  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  squad. 

His  election  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  principal  of  his  school  or 
the  teacher  who  is  Director  of  Walking  Squads. 

His  ejection  takes  effect  on  notice  from  the  Sunday  World  that  the  squad 
has  qualified   for  membership  in   the  Walking  Club. 

His  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  July  1. 

Each  squad  captain  is  responsible  for  the  proper  behavior  of  his  squad. 

The  squad  captain  can  be  removed  from  office  by  the  principal  on  complaint 
of  a  Supervisor  for  misconduct  or  incompetence.  In  this  case  the  principal 
may  appoint  bis  successor  to  serve  till  the  following  July  1. 

The  example  set  by  the   captain  as  to   conduct  and  interest  in  the  work 
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of  his  squad  is  an  important  factor  in  the  success  of  the  Walking  Club  and 
the  benefits  to   be  derived  from  it  by  all  its  members. 

A  captain  who  cannot  preserve  a  friendly  comradesbip,  and  prevent  bicker- 
ing in  bis  squad,  is  not  fit  for  its  leadersbip.  _ _ 

He  must  exercise  his  authority  as  a  good  friend  and'comrade  of  all  the 
members  of  his  squad. 

He  must  always  be  ready  to  consult  with  his  teacher  as  to  the  best  means 
to   perform   his   work. 

It  is  his  duty  to  call  the  squad  together  for  tours  and  for  elections  to 
fill  vacancies. 

For  every  tour  it  is  recommended  that  he  serve  a  written  notice  on  each 
member  of  the  squad  in  substance  as  follows  : 

The (name  of  squad)  will  walk  to  on  (date),  leav- 
ing    (name  of  exact  place  where  the  squad  will  assemble  to  begin  its 

tour)  at o'clock.     You  are  directed  to  be  present  at  the  starting  point 

not  later  than o'clock. 

This  notice  should  be  in  the  hands  of  members  of  the  squad  not  later  than 
eighteen  hours  before  the  hour  of  starting  on  the  tour. 

In  case  a  squad  captain  is  unable  to  accompany  bis  squad  on  a  tour 
he  may  delegate  his  work  to  another  member,  with  the  approval  of  his 
teacher  or  the  Supervisor. 

The  Quarterly  Prizes 

Bronze  and  silver  medals  and  bar  pendants  will  be  the  prizes  awarded  for 
each  quarter  of  the  Walking  Club  year.     (See  Bulletin  6.) 

The  Regular  Walking  Club  bronze  and  silver  medals  are  of  the  pendant 
chain  variety,  constructed  so  as  to  be  linked  together,  the  medal  and  four 
bar  pendants  making  the  complete  chain.  The  pendants  are  lettered  to  show 
the  mileage  for  which  the  prize  is  awarded.  The  Special  Walking  Club 
medal  is   a  handsome  bronze   pin. 

Captains  of  squads  will  be  notified  In  advance  of  each  quarter  period  as 
to  the  number  of  miles  to  be  walked  in  that  period  to  win  a  prize. 

When  prizes  additional  to  the  above  are  offered  announcement  will  be  made 
in  bulletins  and  in  the  Sunday  World. 

Supervision  of  Squads 

The  success  of  the  Walking  Club  movement  depends  largely  on  the  interest 
the  teacher  takes  in  it.  He  can  use  it  as  a  very  effective  means  of  increas- 
ing interest  in  the  school  and  class,  as  well  as  in  affording  the  pupils  under 
his  charge  an  opportunity  for  physical  improvement  and  an  extended  knowl- 
edge of  the  vastly  interesting  city  and  its  beautiful  surroundings. 

Whenever  it  is  possible  for  a  teacher  to  accompany  a  squad  from  his  own 
class  on  its  tours  he  has  an  opportunity  to  increase  the  friendly  relationship 
between  himself  and  his  pupils. 

A  teacher  or  "squad  leader"  (see  Bulletin  G)  approved  by  the  school  prin- 
cipal, must  accompany  the  squad  on  each  walking  tour  as  Supervisor. 

Two  or  more  squads,  however,  may  agree  to  go  on  the  same  tour  at  the 
«ame  time.  In  this  case  it  is  only  required  that  one  Supervisor  shall  accom- 
pany the  entire  party.  In  these  joint  excursions  the  squads  must  remain 
together  during  the  entire  tour. 

The  Supervisor  is  required  to  sign  the  captain's  tour  report  before  it 
becomes  effective.  No  tour  will  be  recorded  except  those  correctly  reported 
and  countersigned  by  a  Supervisor. 

See  Bulletin  6  for  further  information  regarding  organization  and  super- 
vision  of   squads. 

The  Girls'  Squads 

The  rules  and  information  contained  in  this  handbook  refer  particularly  to 
the  boys'  squads  of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club.  The  rules  applying  to 
the  girls'  squads  are  contained  in  a  separate  bulletin  which  will  be  furnished 
on  application  to  the  Manager  of  Walking  Clubs,  Sunday  World,  Pulitzer 
Building,  New  York  City.

The  Sunday  World  Walking  Club  Tour  Bulletin,  giving  the  outline  of  fifty 
interesting  walking  tours  in  and  around  New  York  City,  will  be  sent  promptly 
by  the  Sunday  World  to  all  applicants. 

Sixth  Year 

The  First  Quarter  of  the  Sixth  Year  (1915-16)  of  the  Sunday  World 
Walking  Club  terminates  Nov.  15,  1915  ;  the  Second  Quarter  begins  Nov.  16 
and  terminates  Jan.  20,  1916 ;  the  Third  Quarter  begins  Jan.  21  and  ter- 
minates March  30 ;  the  Fourth  (and  last)  Quarter  begins  March  31  and 
terminates  May  31. 

New  squads  may  be  organized  in  any  public  school  of  New  York  City 
at  any  time  during  the  club  year.  Entry  blaiiks  furnished  on  application 
to  the  Manager  of  Walking  Club,  Sunday  World,  Pulitzer  Building,  New  York 
City. 

Squads  entering  the  Club  after  two  weeks  of  the  pending  quarter  period 
have  expired  may  have  the  quarter  extended  a  length  of  time  equal  to  the 
portion  of  the  period  that  bas  elapsed  when  the  Squad  takes  its  first  walk. 

Rules  and  instructions  for  the  organization  and  conduct  of  boys'  squads  are 
contained  in  the  S.  W.  W.  C.  Bulletin  5.  Bulletin  7  gives  the  rules  and 
prize  offers  for  girls'   squads. 

A  Tours  Bulletin  outlining  50  walks  in  and  about  New  York  City  with  a 
Key  Map  of  the  entire  city  and  Tours  Maps  of  Brooklyn,  East  of  Brook- 
lyn. Manhattan,  Bronx,  Staten  Island  and  New  Jersey  contiguous  to  New 
York  have  been  issued  and  will  be  sent  free  to  all  S.  W.  W.  C.  squads. 

Prizes  are  given  to  boys  for  walks  aggregating  50  miles,  75  miles  and  100 
miles  in  each  quarter. 

In  the  first  quarter  that  a  boy  walks  he  receives  a  medal  for  50  miles, 
and  a  medal  with  attached  bar  or  bars  for  75  and  100  miles  respectively. 
While  these  are  the  regular  prizes,  open  to  all  individual  members  off 
squads,  an  optional  offer  is  made  this  year  for  boys  who  walk  100  miles 
or  more  in  the  First  Quarter  of  the  year  and  who  through  good  conduct 
and  interest  in  the  pedestrian  work  make  exceptional  good  records.  This 
offer  is  as  follows  : 

In  place  of  the  100-mile  medal  a  "Highest  Award"  silver  medal  may  be 
awarded  to  5  per  cent,  of  the  100-mile  winners  in  the  school,  and  the  "High 
Record"  silver  medal  to  10  per  cent,  of  the  100-mile  winners. 

This  offer  is  optional.  The  principal,  or  director  of  Walking  Clubs  in 
the  school,  may  use  these  awards  or  may  disregard  them  and  give  only 
the  Regular  medal  with  pendant  bars  to  all  boys  making  the  100-mile  score 
in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  These  optional  awards  are  only  open  to 
competitors  in  the  quarter  of  the  year  terminating  in  November.  Tbe  "High 
Record"  and  "Highest  Award"  medals  are  awarded  to  winners  in  the  Fourth 
Quarter  who  have  won   prizes  in  the  previous  three  quarters. 

Following  in  full  detail  are  the  S.  W.  W.  C.  prize  offers  for  the  vear  1915-16. 
Each  prize  offer  in  the  list  is  indexed  with  a  letter  of  the  alphabet — as  A  for  the 
offer  of  a  bronze  medal  for  50  miles,  B  for  medal  and  bar  for  75  miles,  etc.  :

For  50  Miles   Walked  in  the  Third  Quarter  : 
M — Winners  of  F  receive  50-mile  bar  and  "Exceptional  Merit"  bar. 
N — Winners  of  G  receive  two  50-mile  bars. 
O — Winners  of  H  receive  Special  medal. 

For  75   Miles  Walked  in  the  Third   Quarter  : 
P — Winners  of  I  receive  75-mile  bar  and  Special  medal. 
Q —  Winners  of  J  receive  75-mile  bar  and  "Exceptional  Merit"  bar. 

For  100  Miles  Walked  in  the  Third  Quarter  : 
R — Winners  of  F,  G  and  J  receive  two  50-mile  bars. 
S — Winners  of  H,  I,  K  and  L  receive  Special  medal  and  credit  of  50  miles. 

Fourth  Quarter 
For  50  Miles  Walked  in  the  Fourth  Quarter  : 

T — Winners  of  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R  and  S  receive  "High  Record"  silver  medals.* 
For  100  Miles  Walked  in  the  Fourth  Quarter  : 

U — Winners  of  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R  and  S  receive  "Highest  Award"  medal.** 

*  If  winner  has  previously  won  a  "High  Record"  medal  he  will  receive  "Highest 
Award"   medal. 

**  If  winner  has  previously  won  a  "Highest  Award"  medal  he  will  receive  four 
100-mile  silver  bars. 

Members  walking  for  the  first  time  in  any  Quarter  of  the  year  compete  for 
First  Quarter  prizes,  but  no  "High  Record"  or  "Highest  Award"  medals  are 
awarded  to  new  members  except  in  the  quarter  terminating  Nov.  15.  The 
prizes  for  squads  entering  the  club  in  the  Second,  Third  or  Fourth  Quarters 
are  therefore  those  in  the  above  list  indexed  A,  B,  and  E. 

Distance  Credit  Tickets 
Members  of  boys'  squads  who  fail  to  walk  the  prize-winning  distance  in 
any  quarter,  but  who  walk  not  less  than  three-fifths  of  that  distance  (30 
miles),  will  receive  a  Distance  Credit  Ticket,  returnable  to  the  Manager 
of  the  S.  W.  W.  C.  in  any  subsequent  quarter  in  which  the  holder  of  the 
ticket  completes  a  prize-winning  score.  t 

Making  Up  Lost  Scores 

If  for  good  cause  a  member  of  the  Walking  Club  shall  fail  to  walk  with 
his  squad  be  may  accompany  any  other  squad  on  its  tour  or  tours  until  he 
has  made  up  the  distance  thus  lost.  The  fact  that  he  walked  with  another 
squad  must  be  stated  in  the  tour  report  of  that   squad. 
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Squad  Leaders  in  Place  op  Supervisors 
In   schools   where  it  is   not   possible   to   secure   teachers,    or   other  adults 
approved  by  the  Principal,  as  Supervisors  to  accompany  the  squads  on  their 
tours  the  following  is  permissible    (approved  by  the  P.   S:  A.  L.),  but  only 
for  boys'  squads  (for  rules  governing  girls'  squads  see  Bulletin  7)  : 

In  place  of  a  Supervisor  a  Squad  Leader,  or  leaders,  chosen  by  the  Principal 
from  boys  of  the  upper  classes  of  the  school,  is  empowered  to  accompany 
the  squads  on  their  tours  with  the  full  authority  of  the  Supervisor.  This 
Squad  Leader  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  unless  removed  by  the  Principal 
or  Director  of  Walking  Squads  for  failure  to  maintain  discipline  in  the 
squads  under  his  supervision.  He  must  file  a  certificate  of  his  appointment 
to  the  position  of  Squad  Leader  with  the  Manager  of  Walking  Clubs  (on 
a  blank  form  furnished  by  the  Sunday  World).  This  certificate  must  be 
signed  by  the  Principal  or  the  Director  of  Walking  Squads  of  the  school. 

Squad  Leader  Medals 
Squad  Leaders  will  be  entitled  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  to  a  medal  or 
medal  pendants,  in  recognition  of  their  services,  as  follows  : 

For  50  miles  walked  in  the  quarter,  a  Bronze  medal  and  "Squad  Leader" 
pendant;  for  100  miles,  a  Silver  medal  with  "Squad  Leader"  pendant;  for 
subsequent  quarters,   mileage   pendants  recording   distances   walked. 

Squad  Leaders  are  requested  to  assist  in  organizing  new  squads  and  will 
be  furnished  with  bulletins  of  the  Club  and  all  necessary  blanks  for  this 
purpose  on  application  to  the  Sunday  World. 

Reports  of  Tours 

Prizes  are  awarded  only  on  walks  properly  reported  to  the  Sunday  World 
Walking  Club  Manager  on  the  official  tour  blanks  (or  written  forms  in  the 
same  wording),  countersigned  by  a  Supervisor.  (See  exception  to  this  rule 
below.)  In  every  case  the  names  of  the  boys  making  the  walk  must  be 
recorded  in  the  tour  report. 

In  the  case  of  several  squads  making  the  same  tour  together  one  tour  report  blank 
may  serve  for  all  as  follows:  At  the  top  margin  of  the  official  blank  write  the  names 
or  titles  of  the  squads  making  the  tour.  Then  fill  out  the  official  blank  fully  for  one 
of  the  squads,  signed  by  the  Captain  of  that  squad  and  countersigned  by  a  Super- 
visor. On  the  reverse  side  of  the  blank  give  the  names  of  members  of  the  other 
squads  accompanying  the  party,  and  at  the  foot  of  these  lists  of  the  squads  a  Super- 
visor  will   place   his   signature.

Appointment  of  Directors 

In  schools  where  the  number  of  squads  is  large  (exceeding  10  squads)  a 
General  Director  of  Walking  Squads  for  the  school  may  be  selected  by  the 
Principal.  In  this  case  it  will  not  be  required  that  reports  of  each  tour 
be  sent  to  the  Sunday  World.*  but  the  Director  will  keep  a  complete  record 
of  all  the  walking  done  by  the  squads  in  the  school  and  report  to  the  Man- 
ager of  Walking  Cinb,  Sunday  World,  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  and  on 
the  special  tour  blank  furnished  for  that  purpose.  This  arrangement 
(optional)   is  in  order  to  simplify  the  work  of  keeping  the  records. 

*  It  is  requested  only  that  the  tour  report  of  the  First  Tour  taken  by  the  squad 
in  each  quarter  should  be  sent  to  the  Sunday  World. 

In  the  school  year  1915-16.  7,860  boys  and  1,150  girls  in  elementary  and 
high  schools  were  organized  in  walking  squads  to  compete  for  the  Sunday 
World  prizes  given  under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 
This  was  the  sixth  year  of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club.  The  year  was 
divided  into  four  prize  winning  quarters,  beginning  with  the  opening  of  the 
schools  in  September. 

The  prizes  this  year  included,  besides  the  regular  medals  of  silver  and 
bronze  with  pendant  bars  attached  to  indicate  the  mileage  walked,  a  special 
bronze  medal,  an  "exceptional  merit"  pendant,  a  "high  record"  silver  medal 
and  a  "highest  award"   silver   medal,   these  two  latter  going  to   contestants 
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who  made  excellent  records  in  more  than  one  quarter.  The  minimum  walk- 
ing distance  to  win  a  prize  in  a  quarter  was  fifty  miles  for  boys  and  twenty- 
five  miles  for  girls. 

Squads  were  organized  and  competed  for  prizes  in  thirty-eight  schools.

Our  athletics  should  foster  clean  sport  between  gentlemen.  It  Is  the 
privilege  and  duty  of  every  committee  and  person  connected  with  the 
League  to  embody  these  principles  in  his  own  actions  and  to  earnestly 
advocate  them  before  others  : 

(1)  The  rules  of  games  are  to  be  regarded  as  mutual  agreements,  the 
spirit  or  letter  of  which  no  gentleman  would  break.  The  stealing  of  advan- 
tage in  sport  is  theft. 

(2)  Visiting  teams  are  to  be  honored  guests  of  the  home  team,  and 
should  be  treated  as  such. 

(3)  No  action  is  to  be  taken  nor  course  of  conduct  pursued  which  would 
seem  ungentlemanly  or  dishonorable  if  known  *  to  one's  opponent  or  the 
public. 

(4)  No  advantages  are  to  be  sought  over  others  except  those  in  which 
the  game  is  understood  to  show  superiority. 

(5)  Officers  and  opponents  are  to  be  regarded  and  treated  as  honest  in 
intention.  When  opponents  are  evidently  not  gentlemen,  and  officers  mani- 
fectly  dishonest  or  incompetent,  future  relationships  with  them  may  be 
avoided. 

(6)  Decisions  of  officials  are  to  be  abided  by,  even  when  they  seem  unfair. 
(7,1     Ungentlemanly  or  unfair  means  are  not  to  be  used  even  when  they  are 

used  by  opponents. 

(8)  Good  points  in  others  should  be  appreciated  and  suitable  recognition 
given.

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Athletic  Rules 


RULE   I 

ATHLETIC    MEMBERSHIP 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  recognizes  as  athletic  members  all 
Public  School  boys,  members  of  Elementary  and  High  Schools,  Evening 
High  Schools  and  Evening  Elementary  Schools  of  New  York  City,  who  take 
part  in  athletic  competitions  that  are  given  under  the  direction  of  the 
League. 

RULE   II 

DEFINITION   OF  AN   AMATEUR  AS   DEFINED  BY   THE  AMATEUR  ATHLETIC   UNION   AND 
ADOPTED    BY    THE    PUBLIC    SCHOOLS    ATHLETIC    LEAGUE 

Any  amateur  athlete,  not  a  resident  of  the  United  States,  desiring  to 
compete  in  any  athletic  competition  under  the  rules  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union,  must  apply  to  the  National  Registration  Committee  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union  of  the  United  States  for  registration.  He  must  submit  to 
said  Committee,  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  a 
certificate  from  the  recognized  governing  body  of  the  country  wherein  he 
resides  that  he  is  an  amateur,  eligible  to  compete  In  any  amateur  competition. 

Any  amateur  athlete,  a  resident  of  the  United  States,  desiring  to  com- 
pete in  amateur  competitions  in  any  other  country,  must,  before  such  com- 
petition, secure  from  the  National  Registration  Committee  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union  of  the  United  States  a  permit  on  petition  of  the  club  of 
which  he  is  a  member  and  of  the  District  Association  wherein  such  club  is 
located,  that  will  authorize  him  to  compete  as  an  amateur  in  any  other 
country. 

Any  club,  a  member  of  any  Association  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union 
of  the  United  States,  which  sanctions  the  competition  of  any  member,  or 
any  team,  under  its  club  name  or  its  club  emblem,  in  unregistered  sport 
or  professional  contest,  or  which  persists  in  playing  disqualified  athletes, 
or  which  permits  professionals  to  compete  under  its  auspices  in  any  com- 
petition in  a  sport  over  which  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  assumes  juris- 
diction, where  such  competition  is  announced  as  a  competition  between 
amateurs,  shall  be  liable  to  forfeit  its  membership  in  such  Association. 

SUSPENSION    OR    DISQUALIFICATION     OF    INDIVIDUALS 

1.  Any  person  competing  or  exhibiting  at  open  sports,  or  any  athletic 
entertainment  that  is  not  given  under  the  sanction  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union  or  of  one  of  its  allied  members,  shall  thereby  disqualify  himself  from 
competing  at  any  sports  given  under  sanction  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union. 

2.  The  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  whose  territory  the 
offense  was  committed  shall  have  the  power  to  reinstate  anyone  so  dis- 
qualified, if  it  shall  think  fit. 

3.  Athletic  meetings  promoted  by  companies,  incorporated  bodies,  indi- 
viduals or  associations  of  individuals,  as  private  speculations  or  in  con- 
junction with  a  benefit  social  or  picnic  entertainment  are  not,  unless  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  whose 
territory  such  meetings  are  to  take  place,  recognized  by  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union,  and  any  athlete  competing  at  an  unsanctioned  meeting  shall  thereby 
suspend  himself  from  all  games  held  under  Amateur  Athetic  Union  Rules. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  or  exhibit  at  any  meeting, 
open  or  closed,  held  under  Amateur  Athletic  Union  Rules  while  disqualified 
or  under  suspension  of  this  Union,  or  any  of  its  active  members.

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5.  Any  person  knowingly  competing  against  one  who  is  disqualified  or 
under  sentence  of  suspension  by  this  Union,  or  any  of  its  active  or  allied 
members  shall  be  held  to  have  suspended  himself  until  the  expiration  of 
such  sentence  or  for  such  period  as  the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  whose  territory  the  offense  was  committed  may  deem  proper. 

6.  No  person  who,  at  any  time  since  the  organization  of  tbe  A.A.TL,  has 
knowingly  become  a  professional,  shall  be  reinstated  as  an  amateur. 

7  No  application  for  reinstatement  to  full  amateur  status  shall  be  enter- 
tained unless  the  applicant  shall  have  abstained  from  all  professional  con- 
duct for  two  years,  and  can  be  acted  upon  only  at  a  meeting  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union  or  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  A  two-thirds  vote  shall  be 
necessary  for  reinstatement.  ,  _    . 

8  Any  person  receiving  compensation  for  services  performed  in  any 
capacity  in  connection  with  athletic  games,  or  in  an  athletic  club,  will  be 
ineligible  to  represent  such  club  in  games  under  the  rules  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union  until  he  shall  have  permanently  abandoned  such  employment. 

9.  Any  member  of  any  club  of  either  of  the  Associations  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union  who  shall  have  been  expelled  from  said  club  for  unpaid 
indebtedness  shall  not  be  eligible  to  compete  in  any  games  given  by  any 
Association  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  or  by  any  club  of  any  Associa- 
tion of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  until  such  indebtedness  is  liquidated. 

10.  In  all  cases  where  an  athlete  receives  money  to  cover  traveling 
expenses,  whether  from  his  own  club  or  any  other  organization,  he  shall 
immediatelv.  upon  his  return  home,  send  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Regis- 
tration Committee  of  his  own  district  a  signed  statement  showing  the  amount 
received  and  an  itemized  account  of  his  expenses.  When  any  money  is 
paid  to  an  athlete  for  traveling  expenses,  the  organization  or  committee 
making  such  payment  shall  be  required  to  take  a  receipt  therefor  in  dupli- 
cate, containing' an  itemized  statement  of  such  expenses,  and  forward  imme- 
diately one  copy  thereof  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Registration  Committee  ofl 
the  Association  in  which  the  athlete  is  registered,  and  one  copy  thereof  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  whose 
district  the  meeting  is  held,  such  receipts  and  statements  to  be  kept  on  file 
by  said  Chairman  respectively.  Any  athlete  failing  to  promptly  forward  the 
statement,  as  required  above,  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  ;  and  any  organi- 
zation failing  to  secure  and  forward  the  receipt,  as  above  provided,  shall  be 
liable  to  suspension  or  refusal  of  sanction,  as  the  case  may  be. 

11.  The  traveling  expenses  which  an  athlete  is  allowed  to  ask  for,  receive 
or  accept  are  limited  to  first-class  railroad  fare,  including  parlor  car  and 
single  berth  sleeping  car  fares  actually  paid,  and  the  amount  actually  paid 
for  meals  and  lodging,  which  amount  for  meals  and  lodging  shall  not  exceed 
$5.00  per  day  in  any  case  during  the  time  necessarily  occupied  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  a  meeting.  No  traveling  expenses  or  payment  of  any 
kind  for  trainer,  rubber,  friend  or  relative,  and  no  payment  for  loss  of  time 
or  wages,  shall  be  asked  for  or  received  directly  or  indirectly.  Any  athlete 
violating  this  rule  shall  be  disqualified  from  further  competition  as  an 
amateur. 

12.  An  athlete  who  permits  anyone  other  than  an  oflicer  of  the  club 
which  he  is  entitled  to  represent  in  competition  to  make  arrangements  for 
his  appearance  at  an  athletic  meeting  shall  thereby  disqualify  himself  from 
further  competition  as  an  amateur. 

RULE  III 
Elementary  Schools.  eligibility 

Any  boy  receiving  money  for  his  services  performed  in  any  capacity  in 
connection  with  any  athletic  activity,  will  be  ineligible  to  represent  his 
school,  and  shall  remain  so  until  reinstated  by  the  Elementary  Schools  Games 
Committee. 

Boys  taking  part  in  unsanctioned  events  render  themselves  liable  to  sus- 
pension.    The  Elementary  Games  Committee  shall  act  in  these  cases. 

Only  those  pupils  who  maintain  a  grade  of  scholarship  which  will  entitle 
them  to  promotion  (if  continued  without  improvement)  shall  be  entitled 
to  represent  the  school  in  athletics. 
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Only  those  pupils  who  are  in  good  standing  as  amateurs  shall  be  eligible 
to  represent  their  school. 

Boys  who  maintain  their  amateur  standing  may  participate  in  athletics 
during  the  summer  vacation. 

All  boys  are  considered  eligible  for  class  athletics,  and  also  for  competition 
limited  to  the  members  of  the  school  to  which  they  belong,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  their  principal. 

Elementary  school  boys  are  allowed  to  represent  both  their  church  and 
their  school  in  athletics. 

No  boy  who  has  represented  any  outside  organization  shall  be  eligible  to 
compete  for  any  school  organization  of  this  League  until  twenty  school 
weeks  have  elapsed  from  the  time  of  such  competition,  except  that  summer 
schools  and  vacation  playgrounds  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  public  playgrounds  under,  the  Park  Department  are  not  con- 
sidered outside  organizations.  Outside  organizations  which  school  boys  may 
not  represent  and  still  be  eligible  to  represent  their  schools  are  such  as 
athletic  clubs  with  a  formal  constitution  and  by-laws,  Y.  M.  C.  A.'s.  Settle- 
ments, Evening  Recreation  Centers  and  the  like.  This  rule  is  also  intended 
to  apply  to  the  various  clubs  formed  within  these  organizations  ;  that  is,  a 
boy  may  not  represent  in  athletics  a  club  of  one  organization  against  a 
club  of  another  or  of  the  same  organization  and  still  be  eligible  to  represent 
his  school,  because  such  clubs  are  really  departments  of  these  organizations. 

No  elementary  school  pupil  coming  from  another  school  shall  represent 
the  school  unless  he  has  attended  the  school  for  twenty  school  weeks,  except 

(a)  He  has  been  promoted  from  one  school  to  another  ; 

(b)  He   has    been   transferred   from   one    school    to   another   by  order 

of    the    District    Superintendent    of    the    Board    of    Superin- 
tendents ; 

(c)  He  has  been  transferred  on  account  of  a  change  in  residence; 

(d)  He   has   been   admitted    from   a   school   outside  the   public   school 

system  of  Greater  New  York. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  athletics,  elementary  boys  must  have  received 
for  the  month  previous  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  in  effort,  proficiency,  and 
deportment.  This  mark  shall  be  determined  upon  not  less  than  one  month's 
work. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  BOYS  ARE  ALLOWED  TO  ENTER  ONE  EVENT 
ONLY  AT  ANY  SET  OF  GAMES. 

Spiked  shoes  not  allowed  in  any  athletic  competition.  Cleats  may  be  worn 
on  base  ball  shoes  in  base  ball  competition. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Principal  of  the 
school. 

High  ScJiools. 

(a)  A  boy  is  eligible  to  represent  his  high  school  upon  entering  by 

promotion  from  a  New  York  City  Elementary  School. 

(b)  A   boy  who   has    attended   another   New    York    City    Public   High 

School    shall   be   eligible   at   the   end   of    twenty    (20)    school 
weeks. 

(c)  A  boy  entering  from  any  other  school  or  by  examination  shall  be 

eligible  after  twenty   (20)   school  days. 

A  high  school  pupil  who  is  not  maintaining  a  grade  of  scholarship  which 
will  entitle  him  to  promotion  (if  continued  without  improvement)  may  be 
declared  ineligible  to  represent  his  school  in  athletics.  Declaration  of  in- 
eligibility on  this  ground  shall  issue  from  the  Principal  of  said  boy's  school. 
A  boy  under  penalty  of  discipline  in  his  school  may  be  declared  ineligible 
to  represent  such  school.  Declaration  of  ineligibility  on  this  ground  shall 
issue  from  the  Principal  of  said  boy's  school. 

No  boy  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  his  school  in  athletics  who  has  not 
placed  to  his  credit  16  hours  of  prepared  work  at  the  last  '•marking"  date. 
The  "marking"  date  shall  be  interpreted  to  be  the  day  set  by  the  Principals 
of  the  school  by  which  all  marks  for  all  boys  of  the  school  shall  have  been 
entered  on  the  official  records  of  the  school  to  determine  all  boys'   standing. 
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In  determining  a  boy's  standing  for  athletic  eligibility  the  same  "marking" 
date  shall  apply  to  all  members  of  the  school  uniformly.  Shopwork,  drawing, 
unprepared  commercial  subjects  and  physical  training  shall  count  one  hour 
for  two. 

When  at  any  marking  date  no  mark  in  any  subject  on  a  boy's  report  is 
entered,  then  the  last  mark  in  that  subject  is  to  count  toward  eligibility. 

No  boy  who  hat,  been  discharged  from  a  school,  within  15  days  of  the  date 
of  the  regular  examinations  in  that  school  shall  upon  re-entry  represent  that 
school  without  qualifying  anew  under  Rule  III,  or  securing  approval  of  the 
High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

No  boy  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  four-year  secondary  school  course  Shall  be 
eligible  to  represent  any  high  school. 

A  graduate  of  a  three-year  course  in  the  high  schools  who  returns  to  take 
up  post-graduate  work  and  pursues  a  program  of  sixteen  (16)  hours'  work 
per  week  shall  not  be  debarred  from  cemipetition  by  reason  of  graduation 
for  a  period  of  one  school  year. 

No  high  school  boy  who  has  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  shall  be  eligible 
to  represent  his  school  in  any  branch  of  athletics. 

A  boy  may  enter  any  number  of  field  events,  but  must  not  enter  more 
than  two  running  events. 

No  boy  who  has  registered,  enrolled  or  matriculated  in  an  institution 
above  the  grade  of  a  high  school  or  who  has  played  on  a  team  of  such  an 
institution  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  a  high   school. 

Only  those  boys  who  are  amateurs  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  their 
school.  Reinstatement  as  an  amateur  shall  be  made  by  the  High  Schools 
Games  Committee  before  a  disqualified  boy  may  again  represent  his  school. 
Disqualification  for  professionalism  by  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  shall  be 
assumed  by  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee  to  establish  professionalism, 
and  reinstatement  as  an  amateur  by  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  shall  be 
accepted  by  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee.  The  following  rules  are 
guides  in  determining  professionalism  : 

(See  Rule  II.      Suspensions  or  disqualifications  of  individuals.! 

Boys  taking  part  in  events  unsanctioned  by  the  High  Schools  Games  Com- 
mittee within  the  limits  of  Greater  New  York  render  themselves  liable  to 
suspension. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Principal  or  the 
school's  representative  on  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

No  boy  who  has  bet  or  acted  as  agent  for  others  in  betting  on  athletic 
contests  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  a  high  school  for  one  year  from  date 
of  the  occurrence  of  the  act. 

The  same  rules  apply  to  second  and  other  teams  competing  in  inter-school 
athletics  as  to  first  teams. 

Eligibility  for  intra-school  athletics  shall  be  determined  by  the  Principal 
of  the  school. 

Any  extraordinary  case  such  as  transfer  from  one  high  school  to  another, 
etc.,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

A  medical  certificate  of  satisfactory  physical  condition  of  a  boy  is  required 
in  all  sports.     Such  a  certificate  is  good  for  one  year. 

When  a  boy  has  been  discharged  from  a  high  school  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Education,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  represent 
any  other  high  school. 

Evening  High  and  Evening  Trade  Schools. 

I — Students  representing  the  evening  high  schools  in  any  athletic  event 
whatsoever  shall  be  amateurs  according  to  the  definition  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union. 

II — No  pupil  shall  be  qualified  to  participate  in  any  athletic  event  for  a 
school  until  he  shall  have  been  registered  for  a  minimum  period  of  thirty 
nights  prior  to  date  of  games.  This  constitutes  one-fourth  of  the  entire  term, 
and  no  pupil  shall  be  qualified  to  participate  at  any  time  unless  his  standing 
in  studies  is  satisfactory  to  the  Principal  and  his  percentage  of  attendance  up 
to  that  time  has  been  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent. 

Ill — An  athlete  cannot  represent  an  Evening  High  or  Evening  Trade 
School  in  games  open  to  Evening  High  or  Evening  Trade  Schools  who  has 
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ithin  one  year  competed  in  any  open  competition  as  an  athlete  registered 
i  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  from  any  other  registered  athletic  club. 

RULE   IV 

HIGH    SCHOOLS SPECIAL 

When  a  team,  having  once  entered,  drops  out  of  a  tournament,  its  games 
lall  be  cancelled  without  result,   whether  played  or  unplayed. 
At  the   beginning  of  the  season  a   list  of  authorized  officials   shall  be  sent 

>  each    school    participating   in   that   season's   particular    sports. 

If  a»y  official  whose  name  appears  on  such  lists  is  objected  to  by  any 
rincipa'l  or  his  representative,  he  shall  state  such  objection  in  writing  to 
le  Secretary  of  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

If.  after  such  objection  is  filed,  an  official  against  whom  an  objection 
is  been  made  is  sent  to  officiate  at  any  game  in  which  the  school  objecting 

concerned,  said  school  may  refuse  to  play  the  game  without  forfeiting  the 
tine  to  the  opposing  team. 

Whenever  a  request  for  the  assignment  of  an  official  is  not  in  the  hands 
:  the  Secretary  <if  the  Committee  one  calendar  week  prior  to  the  date  set 
>r  the  game,  the  office  shall  be  given  the  privilege  of  sending  such  official 
3  it  can  secure  and  no  right  of  protest  shall  he  reserved  by  the  schools 
ivolved. 

KILE   V 
CLASSIFICATION    OP    COMPETING    ATHLETES 

lementary  Schools. 

A  novice  in  an  elementary  school  is  an  athlete  who  has  never  won  a  prize 
t  competition  that  is  open  to  two  or  more  elementary  schools  or  organiza- 
ons,  except  that  there  shall  be  three  classes  of  novices  in  elementary  schools, 
amely,  track,  held  and  aquatic,  and  the  loss  of  noviceship  in  one  class  shall 
>t  debar  a   hoy  from  competing  as  a  novice  in  the  other  classes. 

In  track  and  held  events,  swimming,  skating,  etc.,  the  following  classifica- 
ons  are  made:  85  pounds;  100  pounds;  115   pounds;  unlimited  weight. 

The  Games  Committee  may  arrange  special  classes  of  events  to  meet  spe- 
al  needs.  For  example:  events  may  be  given  for  boys  who  have  never  even 
xnpeted  in  a  set  of  athletic  games  ;  or,  weight  classes  may  be  arranged 
fcher  than  those  regularly  prescribed, 

if/h  Schools. 

A  novice  in  high  school  is  an  athlete  who  has  never  won  a  prize  in  com- 
?tition  that  is  open  to  two  or  more  secondary  schools  or  organizations, 
ccept  that  there  shall  be  three  classes  of  novices  in  high  schools,  namely, 
ack,  field  and  cross  country,  and  the  loss  of  noviceship  in  one  class  shall 
at  debar  a  boy  from  competing  as  a  novice  in  the  other  class.  Boys  entering 
igh  schools  from  elementary  schools  shall  be  considered  novices  in  athletics. 

In  the  High  School  Novice  Championships,  a  boy  who  competes  in  the 
ovice  meet  retains  his  noviceship  throughout  that  meet,  this  to  include  novice 
day. 

Members  of  a  track  team  in  the  high  schools  that  win  a  trophy  shall  not 
»se  their  noviceship  unless  they  receive  personal  prizes. 

Where  junior  and  senior  events  are  given  in  high  school  games,  boys  under 
5  years  of  age  shall  be  considered  juniors,  and  all  other  boys  under  21  years 
f  age  shall  be  considered  seniors.  The  boy's  age  on  the  date  of  competition 
lall  determine  the  class  in  which  he  shall  compete  and  date  of  birth  of 
le  junior  shall  be  entered  on  entry  blank. 

In  events  where  weight  classes  are  used  the  following  classifications  shall 
e  recognized :  100  pounds ;  120  pounds  and  unlimited  weight. 

eneral. 

Boys  will  be  weighed  in  athletic  costume,  minus  shoes.  A  boy  shall  not 
e  allowed  to  weigh  in  a  second  time  in  any  set  of  games  in  case  he  is  found 

>  be  overweight  at  the  first  weighing.  The  scales  will  be  set  at  the  weight 
pecified  for  each  class,  and  any  competitor  raising  the  beam  so  that  it 
niches  above  shall  be  ineligible  to  compete.     The  average  weight  of  teams 
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rill  not  be  taken  for  relay  teams.     Boys  found  to  be  too  heavy  for  the  class  in 
*hich  they  enter  will  not  be  allowed  to  compete  in  any  other  class. 

RULE  VI 

INDUCEMENTS    AND    PROTESTS 

No  school,  under  penalty  of  expulsion  from  the  league,  shall  through  any 
f  its  officers,  or  by  any  other  means,  directly  or  indirectly,  offer  any  induce- 
lent  to  a  pupil  of  any  other  school  to  sever  his  connection  with  such  school 
or  athletic  purposes. 

All  protests  referring  to  the  eligibility  of  the  contestant  must  be  submitted 
1  writing  to  the  Games  Committee  conducting  the  event. 

All  other  protests  must  be  submitted  to  the  referee  of  the  games,  who  has 
t  in  his  power  to  allow  the  protested  individuals  or  teams  to  run  under 
rotest. 

No  protests  with  reference  to  scholarship,  amount  of  work,  time  in  school 
r  age  of  boys  shall  be  considered  when  the  same  have  been  certified  to  by 
be  Principal  by  his  signature  on  the  entry  .blank.  Evidence  as  to  any  of 
aese  points  may  be  presented  to  the  Principal,  who  shall  have  full  power 
o  pass  upon  it. 

In  case  of  a  boy  who  is  large  and  mature  for  his  age,  the  Principal  shall 
e  requested  to  look  up  the  record  of  his  birth  with  all  possible  care,  as  a 
recaution  in  case  he  is  protested,  and  have  him  secure  a  birth  certificate  if 
ossible. 

In  case  of  impossibility  to  produce  birth  certificates,  all  evidence  in  regard 
o  age  of  pupil  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Games  Committee  and  the  committee 
hall  have  full  power  to  pass  upon  such  evidence. 

All  protests  must  have  been  mailed  to  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
sague  within  24  hours  after  the  time  of  event  or  game  protested. 

In  case  a  boy's  amateur  status  is  questioned,  the  matter  shall  be  referred 
o  the    Secretary    of  the   league   for   action. 

Anv  boy  who  competes  in  games  or  events  that  are  not  sanctioned  by  the 
»ublic  Schools  Athletic  League  renders  himself  liable  to  suspension,  and,  if 
ie  persists  in  this  participation  in  unsanctioned  events,  he  may  be  cut  off 
ntirelv  from  competition  in  all  events  or  games  given  under  the  sanction 
f  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

By  a  ruling  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  school  boys  competing  in 
vents  given  by  organizations  outside  the  league  are  obliged  to  register  with 
hat  body. 

RULE  VII 

ATHLETIC    BADGE    COMPETITION 

The  standards  have  been  set  as  follows  : 

The  Athletic  Badge  Test  may  be  held  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

The  names  of  successful  boys  should  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  not  later  than  May  1.  During  the  month  of  May 
he  official  test  will  be  held. 

STANDARDS 

Jlass  A. — Bronze  Badge. 

60-yard  dash,  8  3-5  seconds. 
Pull-up    (chinning  on  bar),  4  times. 
Standing  broad  jump,  5  feet  9  inches. 

7lass  B. — Bronze  Silver  Badge. 

60-yard  dash,  indoors,  8  seconds, 
(or)    100-yard  dash,  outdoors,  14  seconds. 
Pull-up    (chinning   on   bar),    6   times. 
Standing  broad  jump,  6  feet  6  inches. 

Note. — All  age,  weight  or  height  classifications  are  abolished  in  the  Athletic 
Badge  Test,  and  boys  are  given  a  Class  A  or  Class  B  badge  according  to 
:heir  qualifications. 
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CONDITIONS 


Only  those  boys  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Athletic  Badge  Test  who  received 
a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  for  the  month  previous  in  effort,  proliciency  and 
deportment,  and  who  are  making  satisfactory  effort  to  secure  good  posture. 

In  order  to  win  a  badge  a  boy  must  qualify  in  all  three  events  in  his 
class. 

Winners  of  last  year's  badges  are  not  debarred  from  competition. 

RULES 

The  following  general  rules  shall  govern  the  final  competition.  There  shall 
be  but  one  trial  chinning,  one  in  the  dashes  and  three  in  the  jumps. 

GO  Yards  Dash  and  100  Yards  Dash. — The  general  rules  of  competition, 
as  set  forth  in  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  Handbook,  shall  govern  this 
test,  except  there  shall  be  no  finals. 

Chinning. — The  boy  shall  extend  himself  to  his  full  length  before  and 
after  each  pull-up.  and  shall  be  obliged  to  raise  his  body  without  a  kick, 
snap,  jerk  or  swing  to  such  a  height  as  to  bring  his  chin  higher  than 
the  bar.  % 

Jumping. — The  rules  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  as  set  forth  in 
the  Handbook,  Rules  XXV.  and  XXVI  I.,  shall  govern  this  tost,  except  that, 
as  there  is  no  real  contest,  i.  e.,  there  is  no  striving  for  first,  second  or  third 
places,  the  finals  shall  be  dispensed  with.  With  reference  to  false  starts, 
a  competitor  shall  be  penalized  in  accordance   with   Rule  X. 

The  following  order  of  events  is  suggested  : 

Chinning,  Jumping,  Running. — As  the  first  two  events  can  in  most  cases 
be  tried  out  at  the  schools,  thus  leaving  the  smallest  possible  number  of 
boys  to  take  the  third  test  of  running,  which  must  of  necessity  be  held  at 
some  armory  or  athletic  field. 

No  boy  shall  be  admitted  into  any  contest  who  has  not  received  a  mark 
of  at  least  "B"  for  the  month  previous  in  effort,  proficiency  and  deportment, 
the  Principal  of  the  school  to  be  sole  judge  in  this  matter. 

Duplicate  lists  of  the  successful  competitors,  classified  as  "A"  and  "B," 
should  be  made  out  on  i  lanks  furnished  by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 
One  copy  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League,  and  the  other 
placed  on  file  in  the  school. 

The  Athletic  Badge  Competition  shall  take  place  once  a  year,  and  the 
reports  must  be  sent  in  before  May  1. 

The  Juniors  of  the  elementary  schools  shall  receive  a  Bronze  Athletic 
Badge  ;  the  Seniors  in  elementary  schools  shall  receive  a  Bronze  and  Silver 
Athletic  Badge. 

The  Winthrop  Trophy  will  be  awarded  for  one  year  to  the  school  that 
qualifies  for  the  Athletic  Badge  and  highest  percentage  of  its  enrolled  gram- 
mar boys  (fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  year  pupils).  Boys  below  the  fifth 
vear  may  compete  for  the  Athletic  Badge,  but  are  not  to  be  counted  in  deter- 
mining the  school's  percentage.  The  school  reporting  the  highest  percentage 
in  the  Athletic  Badge  competition  will  be  officially  tested,  and  if  the  per- 
centage attained  at  the  official  test  is  still  higher  than  any  other  reported 
percentage,  the  school  will  be  awarded  the  trophy.  If,  however,  in  the 
official  test  the  school  falls  below  other  reported  percentages  these  other 
schools  will  be  tested  in  the  order  of  their  standing  until  a  school  is  found 
whose  official  percentage  is  higher  than  any  other  reported  percentage. 

Each  school  is  expected  to  conduct  its  own  tests.  If  assistance  is  required, 
application  should  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League. 

Badges  can  be  secured  o--j  through  the  Supply  Department  of  tht  Board 
of  Education.     Requisition  for  the  same  is  to  be  made  in  the  usual  manner.

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In  order  to  be  eligible  for  tho  Athletic  Badge  competition,  a  high  school 
boy  must  maintain  the  same  scholastic  standing  that  is  required  in  other 
branches  of  athletics. 

The  competition  for  Athletic  Badges  in  each  high  school  shall  be  in 
charge  of  the  school's  representative  on  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee. 
He  shall  forward  the  names  of  the  successful  candidates  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  League  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  League  for  this  purpose. 

The  high  school  boys  shall  receive  a  Silver  Athletic  Badge.  These  tests 
may  be  held  twice  each  year  in  high  schools,  but  no  boy  shall  receive 
more  than  one  badge  during  any  school  year. 

Reports  must  be  sent  in  before  June  1. 

RULE  VIII 

CLASS    ATHLETICS 

Athletics  for  All  the  Boys — 

In  this  form  of  athletics  a  record  is  made  by  the  whole  class  instead  of  by 
an  individual.  « 

At  least  80  per  cent,  of-  the  boys  enrolled  in  the  class  must  take  part  in 
order  to  have  the  record  stand. 

The  number  taking  part  must  not  be  less  tban  twelve. 

Trophies   to   be   held   one   year   Will   be.. awarded  in   each   Borough    by   the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  to  the  5th,  6th,  7th  and  8th  year  classes  for 
the  best  Class  Records  made  in  each  of  the  following  events  : 
Standing  broad  jump,   tested  in  the  fall. 
Pull-up.   or  "chinning,"   tested   in  the  winter. 
Running,  tested  in  the  spring. 
(Distances  for  running :  5th  year,  40  yards ;  6th  year,  50  yards  ;  7th  year, 
60  yards;  8th  year,   80  yards.) 

Classes  may  be  tested  as  follows  : 

STANDING    BROAD    JUMP 

The  best  record  made  in  three  trial  jumps  is  taken  for  each  boy.  The  class 
record  is  determined  by  adding  the  individual  records  and  dividing  the  total 
by  the  number  of  boys  competing.  Jumping  must  be  done  from  a  line.  Many 
schools  cannot  have  a  "take  off"  without  considerable  inconvenience. 

PULL-UP CHINNING 

A  boy  shall  be  obliged  to  raise  his  body  without  a  kick,  snap,  jerk  or  swing 
to  such  a  height  as  to  bring  his  chin  higher  than  the  bar  and  there  shall 
be  a  momentary  pause  before  and  after  each  pull-up. 

RUNNING 

In  order  to  lesson  the  possibility  of  error  in  timing  the  competitors,  the 
following  method  has  been  adopted  :  The  boys  are  lined  up  behind  the  starting 
mark  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  to  run  ;  the  timer,  who  also  acts  as  a 
Btarter,  stands  at  the  finish  line  and  gives  the  signal  for  each  boy  to  start. 
As  the  first  runner  crosses  the  finish  line  the  second  runner  is  given  the 
signal  to  start.  As  the  last  boy  crosses  the  finish  line  the  watch  is  stopped. 
The  record  is  found  by  dividing  the  time  elapsed  by  the  number  of  boys 
competing.  If  an  ordinary  watch  is  used  the  first  boy  should  be  started 
when  the   second  hand  is  over   the   "60"   mark. 

Blanks  will  be  furnished  for  reporting  the  tests,  which  are  to  be  sent  in  as 
follows  : 

Standing  broad   jump,   on  or   before   December   1. 
Pull-up,   on  or   before  March   15. 
Running,  on  or  before  May  15. 

Each  school  is  expected  to   conduct  its  own  tests. 

All  boys  are  considered  eligible  for  Class  Athletics,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Principal. 

When  the  records  are  all  in,  the  three  classes  in  each  Borough  having  the 
best  records  for  their  grade  will  be  tested  officially.     If  a  record  is  then  made 
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better  than  any  other  record  sent  in,  the  trophy  will  be  awarded  to  the 
class  making  it.  If,  however,  the  records  made  at  the  official  test  are 
lower  than  other  reported  records,  the  classes  will  be  tested  in  order  until  a 
record  is  made  at  an  official  test  that  is  higher  than  any  other  reported  or 
official  record. 

The  trophies  are  perpetual.  They  are  in  the  form  of  a  shield,  with  bronze 
plates  for  engraving  the  names  of  schools  that  win  them  from  time  to  time. 
These  trophies  are  offered  for  competition  once  each  year.  Each  school 
winning    a    trophy    will    receive    an    engraved    certificate    as    its    permanent 

property. 

This  form  of  athletics  is  especially  desirable,  as  it  gives  every  boy  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  part,  and  the  size  of  the  school  does  not  in  any  way  affect  the 
chances  of  winning  a  trophy. 

The  boys  should  practice  by  themselves  in  the  yard,  on  the  street,  at  home, 
or  elsewhere,   prior  to  the  tests. 

Frequent  preliminary  tests  are  recommended.

There  will  be  a  trophy  for  the  all-around  championship  at  each  meet,  the 
school  scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points  in  each  meet  to  win  the  trophy 
for  that  meet. 

A  boy  winning  a  City  Championship  in  any  branch  of  sport  will  be  allowed 
the  privilege  of  having  a  circle  around  the  school  emblem  on  his  athletic 
shirt,  distinguishing  him  as  a  City  Champion. 

The  points  are  scored — for  individual  and  relay  events  alike — on  a  basis 
of  5  points  for  firsts,  3  for  seconds,  2  for  thirds,  and  1  for  fourths.  All 
the  events  on  the  programme  count  toward  the  all-around  championship 
trophy. 

Gold,  silver,  and  bronze  medals  will  be  given  to  those  finishing  first,  second, 
and  third,  respectively,  in  each  event. 

The  signature  of  the  Principal  must  appear  on  all  entry  blanks.

The  following  number  of  competitors  shall  be  allowed  to  swim  in  oi 
heat :  In  an  unobstructed,  clear  space  from  15  to  20  feet.  3  men  shall  l 
allowed  to  start ;  from  20  to  25  feet,  4  men  ;  from  25  to  30  feet,  5  men  ;  fro 
30  to  35  feet,  6  men  ;  from  35  feet  to  40  feet,  7  men.

8.  Back  Stroke — The  competitors  shall  line  up  in  the  water,  facing  the 
starting  end.  with  both  hands  resting  on  the  end  or  rail  of  the  bath.  At 
the  word  "Go,"  the  competitors  shall  push  off  on  their  backs  and  commence 
and  continue  swimming  upon  their  backs  throughout  the  race.  At  each 
end  of  the  bath,  in  turning,  competitors  shall  place  both  hands  on  the 
end  or  rail  of  the  bath  before  pushing  off,  as  at  the  commencement  of  the 
race.  The  Referee  shall  have  absolute  discretion  to  disqualify  any  competitor 
under   this   clause. 

9.  Breast  Stroke — At  the  word  "Go"'  or  pistol  shot,  the  competitors  shall 
dive  and  swim  on  the  breast.  Both  hands  must  be  pushed  forward  and 
brought  backward  simultaneously.  The  body  must  be  kept  perfectly  on  the 
breast,  and  both  shoulders  on  line  with  the  surface  of  the  water.  When 
touching  at  the  turn  or  finishing  a  race  the  touch  shall  be  made  with  both 
hands  simultaneously.  Any  competitor  introducing  or  using  a  side  stroke 
movement  during  the  race  to  be  disqualified.  The  Referee  shall  have  abso- 
lute discretion  to  disqualify  any   competitor  under  this  clause. 

10.  Regulations  for  diving  competitions  : 

(a)  The  measurements,  construction  and  fixing  of  all  diving  boards  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Public -Schools  Athletic  League. 

(b)  Any  organization  holding  diving  contests,  not  being  able  to  comply 
with  the  regulations  herein  specified,  shall  submit  such  changes  as  may  be 
found  necessary  to  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  Championship  Com- 
mittee for  approval. 

(c)  Instruction  to  judges  :  In  making  awards  for  points  for  each  dive 
the  judges  shall  have  regard  to  the  character  of  the  respective  dive  to  be 
performed,  and  shall  take  into  consideration  :  the  manner  of  the  dive  (proper 
carriage,  confidence  and  form),  the  force  and  speed  of  the  dive,  the  entrance 
into  the  water  and  how  the  run  or  take-off  is  performed.  When  judging 
the  carriage  the  individuality  of  the  diver  should  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion. The  bearing  in  the  air  should  be  natural,  easy,  supple  and  graceful. 
When  performing  plain  head  dives,  the  head  should  be  erect,  back  hollowed,: 
legs  closed  with  feet  turned  back,  arms  supple  and  fingers  closed.  The  start 
should  be  made  gracefully,  with  confidence  and  in  a  bold  manner  ;  in  running 
dives  the  force  and  energy  imparted  should  be  considered.  The  entrance 
into  the  water  should  be  made  without  splashing  and  with  good  carriage 
of  the  body. 

(d)  For  each  dive  each  judge  shall  award  points  accordiug  to  the  fol- 
lowing  scale  : 

Unsuccessful    attempt 0 

Bad    dive 3

The  judges  may  mark  points  and  half  points  between  those  mentioned 
in  the  above  scale,  but  10  shall  be  the  highest  possible  that  can  be  awarded 
by  any  judge. 

An  unsuccessful  attempt  is  one  in  which  the  competitor  has  failed  to 
perform   the   dive   nominated. 

In  all  jackknife  dives  the  competitor  should  enter  the  water  within  six 
feet  from  the  take-off. 

All  head  dives  with  arms  by  sides  are  ruled  out. 

Swallow  and  all  other  forms  of  straight  front  dives  are  to  be  considered 
as  plain  front  dives. 

In  all  somersaults  or  jackknife  dives  with  twists,  the  somersaults  or  jack- 
knives  must  be  completed  before  twisting. 

(e)  Under  observation  of  the  foregoing  conditions  and  instructions  in 
making  their  respective  awards  each  judge  shall  : 

(a)  Write  down  his  points  for  each  dive  performed  by  each  com- 
petitor according  to  the  scale  of  points  named  in  Rule  10, 
Section    (d). 
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(b)  The   points    awarded   by   him    for    each    voluntary   dive   shall   be 

multiplied  by  the  points  allowed  for  the  degree  of  difficulty 
in  each  case  as  specified  in  the  following  diving  tables. 

(c)  After   the   total   of   points    for   each    competitor   has    been   found 

and  checked  as  being  correct,  each  judge  shall  place  the  com- 
petitors in  the  order  in  which  they  finish  on  his  diving  card. 
He  shall  give :  1,  to  the  diver  scoring  the  greatest  number 
of  points  ;  2,  to  the  diver  scoring  the  second  greatest  number 
of  points,  etc.  If  two  competitors  score  the  same  number  of 
points  their  place  numbers  shall  be  added  and  each  given  one- 
half.  For  instance,  if  two  competitors  receive  the  same  num- 
ber of  points,  which  is  the  second  largest  on  the  diving  card  of 
a  judge,  their  place  numbers  2  and  3  shall  be  added,  and  each 
competitor  shall  receive  2%,  and  the  next  following  competitor 
shall  receive  the  number  4.  The  place  numbers  given  to  the 
respective  competitors  by  each  of  the  judges  shall  be  added 
together  and  the  competitor  showing  the  lowest  total  of  place 
numbers  shall  be  declared  the  winner.  In  case  of  a  tie  the 
point  totals  of  all  the  judges  shall  be  added  together  and  the 
competitor  whose  total  of  points  is  greatest  shall  be  the  win- 
ner of  the  tie. 

A  list  of  voluntary  dives  shall  be  submitted  by  each  competitor  to  the 
judges  in  writing  before  the  beginning  of  the  competition.  Changes  in  the 
list  of  voluntary  dives  are  not  permitted.  No  competitor  shall  be  permitted 
to  repeat  any  of  his  dives. 

The  Referee  must  ascertain  before  the  beginning  of  a  competition  that 
the  depth  of  the  water  is  sufficient  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  contestants. 

Competitions  or  exhibitions  of  diving  from  a  greater  height  than  34  feet 
are  prohibited. 

The  conditions  of  a  diving  competition,  namely  :  Height  of  board,  number 
of  voluntary  and  compulsory  dives,  and  the  character  of  the  latter  must  be 
stated  in  entry   blanks. 

(f)  Fancy  Diving  from  the  Springboard.  The  board  shall  have  a  length 
of  13  feet  and  shall  be  20  inches  wide  and  shall  be  of  the  usual  elastic 
character. 

In  championship  meetings  the  height  of  the  board  from  the  surface  of  the 
water  shall  be  not  less  tban  9  feet  6  inches,  nor  more  than  11  feet. 

The  programme  for  championships  shall  consist  of  the  following  dives :

11.  Plunge  for  Distance — The  maximum  height  of  take-off  for  the  plunge 
for  distance  shall  be  limited  to  eighteen  inches  above  the  surface  of  the 
water. 

A  plunge  shall  be  a  standing  dive,  made  head  first  from  an  indicated  firm 
take-off  (i.e.,  ''diving  base"),  free  from  spring.  The  body  is  to  be  kept  motion- 
less— face  downward — and  no  progressive  action  to  be  imparted  to  it  other 
than  impetus  of  the  dive. 

The  plunge  shall  terminate,  if  the  competitor  has  not  already  raised  his 
face  above  the  surface  of  the  water,  at  the  expiration  of  60  seconds,  or  such 
time  as  may  have  been  previously  announced  by  the  promoting  body.  The 
duration  of  such  plunge  shall  be  reckoned  from  the  time  the  competitor 
dives  from  the  take-off. 

At  the  finish  of  any  plunge  the  competitor  must  leave  the  water  as  quietly 
as  possible.  Any  one  disturbing  the  water  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  prog- 
ress of  the  competitor  following  to  be  disqualified. 

The  distance  traversed  in  a  plunge  shall  be  measured  along  a  straight 
line,  at  right  angles  to  the  diving  base,  to  a  line  parallel  to  the  diving 
base,  over  the  farthest  poiat  reached  by  any  portion  of  a  competitor's  body 
while   fulfilling  the  above  conditions. 

In  championship  or  level  contests  each  competitor  shall  be  allowed  three 
plunges,  and  the  farthest  plunge  shall  win.  In  handicaps,  the  number  of 
plunges  shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

When  a  contestant  touches  the  side  of  the  tank  or  pool,  his  distance  shall 
be  taken  and  he  shall  be  compelled  to  stop. 

A  line  may  be  made  or  painted  along  the  bottom  of  the  pool  or  tank  to 
enable  the  contestants  to  guide  themselves. 

12.  Miscellaneous — A  competitor  in  turning  must  touch  the  end  of  the 
bath  or  course  with  one  hand  or  both  hands  before  kicking  off. 

Standing  upon  the  bottom  in  the  shallow  end  of  a  bath  during  a  com- 
petition is  only  allowed  for  the  purpose  of  resting.  Walking  or  jumping 
from  the  bottom  in  the  shallow  end  of  a   bath  shall  not  be  allowed. 
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The  contestant  in  a  handicap  race  who  has  the  lowest  handicap  shal 
have  the  choice  of  position. 

Where  two  men  are  on  the  same  mark  they  shall  draw  for  choice  of  position 

In  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  a  handicap  the  contestant  with  the  lowest  handi 
cap  shall  be  declared  the  winner.  Where  a  dead  heat  occurs  between  tw<: 
men  on  the  same  mark  the  tie  shall  be  decided  by  a  swim-off  on  the  sams 
dav.  or  the  one  refusing  to  swim  shall  be  given  the  second  prize. 

Choice  of  position  shall  be  drawn  for  in  races  other  than  handicaps. 

RULE   XIX 

HAXD    BALL 

Rule  1.  The  players  must  stand  outside  the  court,  in  the  field,  until  th( 
ball  is  put  in  play  by  the  server. 

Rule  2.  The  ball  is  in  play  when  the  server  drops  or  throws  it  to  the  flooi 
anywhere  within  the  court  on  that  side  of  the  service  line  farthest  from  th< 
board    (or  wall). 

Rule  3.  The  ball  must  touch  the  floor  before  the  server  can  play  it  ti 
the  board  and  the  play  must  be  made  on  the  first  bound. 

Rule  4.  A  served  ball,  after  leaving  the  board,  must,  without  touching 
the  floor,  cross  to  that  side  of  the  service  line  farthest  from  the  board  anc 
land    within   the   court. 

Rule  5.  A  served  ball  must  not  be  played  on  a  fly,  but  on  the  first  bounc< 
only. 

Rule  6.  If  a  served  ball  leaving  the  board  first  touches  the  floor  befor< 
crossing  the  service  line  it  is  "short''  and  the  same  server  serves  again. 

Rule  7.  If  a  served  ball  leaving  the  board  first  touches  the  floor  on  thai 
side  of  the  froat  line  farthest  from  the  board,  it  is  "long." 

Rule  8.  If  one  "long"  and  one  "short"  or  two  "long"  or  two  "short"  ball: 
served  consecutively  by  the  same  server  fail  to  touch  the  floor  first  withir 
the  court,  betvveen  the  service  line  and  the  front  line,  the  server  is  out 
and  in  doubles  the  side  is  out. 

Rule  9.  If  a  served  ball  touch  the  floor  outside  the  side  lines  of  court 
the  server  is  out,  and  in  doubles   the  side  is  out. 

Rule  10.  All  served  balls  and  all  returned  balls  must  touch  the  boarc 
first  before  touching  the  floor. 

Rule  11.  A  ball  leaving  the  board  strikes  an  opposition  player,  it  is 
against  the  side  so  struck  and  is  either  a  point  or  a  putout  for  the  other  side 

Rule  12.  A  ball  leaving  the  board  strikes  the  player  who  returned  i 
or,  in  doubles,  that  player's  partner,  it  is  against  the  side  so  struck,  and  is 
either  a  point  or  putout  for  the  opposition. 

Rule  13.  A  ball,  after  leaving  the  hand  of  the  player  and  while  on  its 
course  toward  the  board,  strikes  an  opposition  player  before  touching  th< 
floor,  it  is  a  "hinder."  and  two  "binders'"  on  one  service  constitute  a  poim 
or  a  putout  against  the  side  making  the  "hinders."' 

Rule  14.  In  doubles,  a  player,  making  an  attempt  to  play  a  ball,  completely 
misses  it,  his  partner  may  play  it. 

Rile  15.  A  ball  that  is  short  or  long  or  outside  the  side  lines  is  never 
theless  played,  the  play  may  continue  to  the  end  of  the  rally  and  appea 
then  be  taken  to  the  referee,  who  must  decide  whether  the  ball  was  goo( 
or  not. 

Rule  16.  All  balls  must  be  played  from  the  first  bounce  or  fly,  except  thi 
serve,  which   must  be   played   from   first  bounce   only. 

Rule  17.  After  the  serve,  any  returned  ball  that  first  touches  the  floor  oi 
board  outside  the  actual  dimensions  of  the  court,  it  is  a  point  or  a  putou 
against  the  side  making  the  return. 

Rule  18.  The  player  must  strike  the  ball  with  the  front  of  either  han< 
and  no  other  part  of  his  anatomy. 

Rule  19.  A  player  may  place  a  ball  with  relation  to  himself  so  as  t< 
block  or  prevent  his  opponent  from  having  free  access  to  the  ball,  but  tin 
blocking  movement  must  be  complete  at  the  time  of  returning  the  ball  anc 
not  after   the   ball   has  left  his   hand. 

Rule  20.  In  doubles,  a  player  may  place  a  ball  so  that  his  partner  ma^ 
block  either  opponent,  as  in  Rule  19. 
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Rule  21.  In  doubles,  a  player  must  not  take  up  a  position  to  block  an 
opponent  after  the  ball  has  left  the  board. 

Rule  22.  A  player  running  away  from  the  board  in  pursuit  of  the  ball 
has  the  right  of  way  and  is  not  subject  to  any  form  of  blocking  after  he 
has  passed  the  service  line. 

Rule  23.  A  player  already  in  position,  or  while  taking  a  position  to  return 
the  ball,  must  not  be  blocked,  unless  the  blocking  movement  was  made  before 
the  ball  left  the  board. 

Rule  24.  In  doubles,  the  server's  partner  may  stand  at  each  serve,  between 
their  two  opponents,  but  he  must  move  away  from  any  served  ball  so  at 
least  one  of  their  opponents  shall  have  free  access  to  the  ball. 

Rule  25.  A  player  may  return  the  ball  and  block  his  opponent  by  a  single 
act,  but  the  blocking  part  of  the  act  must  end  when  the  ball  leaves  the  hand. 

Rule  26.  In  doubles,  each  side  shall  alternate  in  the  service  as  well  as 
in  the  defensive  positions,  and  no  player  shall  play  the  same  defensive  posi- 
tion or  do  the  serving  all  the  time. 

Rule  27.  When  the  ball  is  coming  off  the  board,  a  player  must  not  pass 
between  the  oncoming  ball  and  his  opponent,  but  may  pass  under  the  ball  or 
around   his  opponent. 

Rule  28.    Twenty-one  points  constitutes  a  full  game. 

Rule  29.  Should  each  side  score  twenty  points,  either  must  score  two  con- 
secutive points  on  one  service  to  win.    , 

Rule  30.  Before  starting  a  game,  the*players  may  agree  among  themselves 
as  to  the  defensive  positions  they  will  play  ;  after  the  first-  game  they  must 
alternate  in  each   game. 

Rule  31.  The  olayers  shall  toss  a  coin  to  determine  which  side  shall  serve 
the  first  ball,  after  which  they  will  play  for  the  service,  the  first  point  or 
putout  winning  said  service,  when  the  regular  game  shall  start. 

Rule  32.    The  officials  of  the  game  shall  be  a  referee  and  an  umpire. 

Rule  33.  The  referee  shall  have  charge  of  the  game,  direct  the  players, 
make  the  decisions,  impose  all  penalties  and  enforce  the  rules. 

Rule  34.  The  referee  may  move  about  to  any  position  in  the  field,  but 
not  in  the  court  while  the  ball  is  in  play. 

Rule  35.  After  the  start  of  game,  neither  side  shall  delay  the  game  more 
than  one  minute  without  the  consent  of  the  referee. 

Rule  36.  The  referee  may  order  the  game  resumed  at  any  time  after  one 
minute,  time  to  be  computed  from  the  last  score  or  putout. 

Rule  37.  For  unfair  blocking  or  any  kind  of  intentional  interference 
the  referee  may  impose  a  fine  against  the  offending  side  of  from  one  to  five 
points  by  subtracting  such  points  from  the  score,  thus  requiring  the  offender 
to  earn  the  fine   plus  twenty-one  points  to  win. 

Rule  38.  If  a  player  be  injured  while  playing,  he  may  ask  for  time  to 
recover,  and  the  referee  may  grant  one  or  more  minutes,  in  his  discretion,  but 
not  more  than  five  minutes  without  the  consent  of  the  other  side. 

Rule  39.  For  refusing  to  abide  by  a  decision  of  the  referee,  he  may  fine 
the  offending  side  one  point  for  every  minute  the  game  is  delayed,  up  to 
five  minutes,  when  he  shall  forfeit  the  game  to  the  innocent  side,  and  the 
score  shall  stand  21  to  0  in  favor  of  the  innocent  side. 

Rule  40.  In  all  important  or  championship  games,  the  winner  must  be 
victorious  in  at  least  three  of  five  games. 

Rule  41.  The  time  between  games  shall  be  not  more  than  ten  minutes,  at 
the  end  of  which  time  the  referee  shall  direct  the  players  to  start  the  next 
game. 

Rule  42.  For  fighting  or  roughing,  the  referee  may  fine  the  offending  side 
from  one  to  five  points,  as  in  Rule  37,  or  forfeit  the  game  to  the  innocent 
side. 

Rule  43.  If  a  player  be  guilty  of  an  unfair  act  which  does  not  affect  the 
play,  the  referee  may  warn  him,  but  upon  repeating  the  same  unfair  act. 
whether  intentional  or  not,  he  may  fine  him,  even  if  the  play  was  not 
affected. 

Rule  44.  The  umpire  shall  watch  the  players  for  any  kind  of  unfair  play  ; 
watch  the  balls  that  land  on  or  near  the  side  lines  ;  keep  the  score  of  game  ; 
and  call  the  attention  of  the  referee  to  any  irregularities  of  play. 

Rule  45.    On  any  point  involving  the  interpretation  of  the  rules,   appeal 
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from  the  referee's  decision  may  be  made  to  the  umpire,  whose  decision  shall 
be  final. 

Ki;lb  46.  The  referee  may  stop  play  any  time  and  confer  with  the  umpire 
on  any  point  before  rendering  his  decision  if  he  believes  the  umpire  has  better 
knowledge  of  the  play. 

Rule  47.  During  the  progress  of  the  game,  if  a  legal  ball  should  strike 
either  the  referee  or  the  umpire  the  ball  is  "dead,"  with  no  advantage  to 
either   side. 

Rule  48.  Points  can  only  be  scored  by  the  side  serving  ;  putouts  by  the 
defensive  or   side   not  serving. 

Rule  49.  Any  ball  which  after  leaving  the  board  first  touches  the  floor  on 
any  line  of  the  court  is  deemed  good,  but  where  such  balls  are  very  doubtful, 
the  referee  may  direct  the  ball  be  served  over  again,  without  advantage 
to  either  side  ;  provided,  however,  that  if  both  the  referee  and  the  umpire 
decide  any  ball  good,  it  shall  not  be  played  over. 

Rule  50.  Gloves  can  be  worn,  and  they  must  be  made  so  as  to  effectually 
prevent  the  sweat  of  the  hands  from  getting  on  the  ball. 

Kile  51.  During  the  progress  of  the  game,  if  a  ball  becomes  wet  from 
any  cause  the  referee  may  stop  the  play,  see  that  the  ball  is  properly  dried, 
then  direct  play  be  resumed  with  the  serve  without  advantage  to  either  side. 

Rule  52.  The  ball  must  be  not  less  than  one  inch  and  seven-eighths  o'  an 
inch  and  not  more  than  two  inches  in  diameter,  when  inflated  with  air 
pressure  to  thirty  pounds  per  square  inch,  made  of  gum  and  carbon  and  to 
weigh  not  more  than  two  and  one-quarter  ounces  and  not  less  than  two 
ounces. 

Rule  53.  The  court  shall  consist  of  a  floor,  a  board  and  a  field.  The  board 
shall  be  10  feet  high  and  20  feet  wide,  made  of  at  least  two  layers  of  finished 
boards,  both  tongued  and  grooved,  backed  by  studding  not  less  than  2  inches 
by  4  inches,  twelve  inches  apart,  and  secured  to  a  wall  or  in  the  ground  in 
a  manner  to  completely  prevent  vibration.  The  surface  of  board  must  be 
smooth  and  painted  with  at  least  two  coats  of  white  paint,  but  no  lines. 
The  space  immediately  adjoining  the  board  shall  be  of  such  material  ?.s  to 
produce  a  distinctly  different  sound  when  struck  by  the  ball  than  the  board 
gives. 

Rule  54.  The  floor  shall  be  20  feet  wide  and  26  feet  long  ;  the  service  line 
shall  be  drawn  across  the  floor  at  a  point  exactly  in  the  middle  between  the 
front  line  and  the  board,  and  the  lines  of  the  floor  shall  be  red,  2  inches 
wide,  and  the  floor  must  be  smooth  but  not  polished. 

Rule  55.  The  field  shall  be  the  territory  immediately  adjoining  the  "floor" 
on  all  sides  except  the  board  side  and  shall  be  55  feet  wide,  including  floor 
of  court,  and  40  feet  long,  including  floor  of  court,  and  shall  not  be  polished 
or  slippery. 

PHRASEOLOGY  OF  THE  GAME 

Get — A  return  of  a  shot  that  should  have  scored  for  the  player  who  made 
it ;  a  difficult  return  without  any  regard  to  placing. 

Hinder — A  returning  ball  that  strikes  an  opposition  player. 

Rally — A  rapid  returning  of  the  ball  by  both  sides,  without  advantage  to 
either,  for  a  period  of  one  or  more  minutes. 

Killed  Boll — Generally  a  scoring  shot  so  low  that  the  resultant  bounce  is 
barely   perceptible. 

Ace — A  point  scored  by  a  shot  that  the  opposition  failed  even  to  touch, 
legally. 

Error — Any  ball  that  the  player  can  and  does  touch  legally,  but  fails  to 
return  to  the  board  legally.  Classification  of  errors  of  judgment  we  leave 
to  the  imagination. 

Fluke — Any  extraordinary  shot  that  was  palpably  not  intended  by  the 
player  who  made  it. 

Safety — A  shot  made  from  a  weak  position  that  prevents  what  looked  like 
a  sure  score  for  the  opposition. 

Cutting  the  Line— All  shots  that  are  intentionally  played  close  to  or  upon 
the  front  line. 

Shading  the  Line — Any  shot  that  follows  close  to  or  upon  either  side  line. 

Wild — A  player  is  "wild"  when  his  shots  fail  to  strike  the  board  within 
five  feet  of  where  he  obviously  intended. 
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Steady— A*  player  is   "steady"   when  he  is  able   to   place  seventy-five   per 
cent,  of  his  shots  within  two  feet  of  his  mark. 
Serve — One  ball  served  from  serving  position. 
Service — A  number  of  consecutive  serves  by  the  same  player. 

RULE   XX 

BASKET  BALL ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

Regular  basket  ball  rules,  as  they  appear  in  Spalding's  Official  Basket 
Ball  Guide,  shall  be  used,  but  time  shall  be  fifteen  (15)  minute  halves  with 
ten  (10)   minutes  intermission,  except : 

Section  .1.  Time  shall  be  taken  out  whenever  ordered  by  the  Referee.  He 
shall  take  time  out  at  the  request  of  each  captain  not  more  than  four  times 
during  the  game.  (More  than  four  times  constitutes  delaying  the  game  and 
is  penalized  by  a  foul.)  ; 

Sec.  2.  That  Umpire  be  empowered  to  call  "time  out"  in  basket  ball  games 
in  case  of  injury  to  players  in  all  games. 

Sec.  3.  Rules  as  regards  dribble  be  kept  in  force,  except  that  after  a 
dribble  a  player  may  not  shoot  for.  basket. 

As  far  as   possible  all  games  shall  be'  played   on   neutral  courts. 

There  shall  be  two  classes  in  elementary  schools  basket  ball,  namely  :  Boys 
weighing  not  to  exceed  95  pounds,  and  boys  weighing  not  to  exceed  125 
pounds. 

The  weighing-in  for  basket  ball  shall  be  done  at  the  beginning  of  the 
basket  ball  season  by  the  Borough  Representative  on  the  City  Committee  in 
each  District  Athletic  League.  Boys  weighing  within  the  prescribed  limits 
at  that  time  shall  be  eligible,  as  far  as  weight  is  concerned,  throughout  the 
tournament. 

Members  of  teams  must  have  received  for  the  month  previous  to  any  games 
in  which  they  play,  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  in  effort,  proficiency  and  deport- 
ment. Public  Schools  Athletic  League  Rules  of  eligibility  shall  apply  in 
basket  ball,  the  same  as  in  other  branches  of  athletics. 

All  boys  who  play  at  any  time  during  the  tournament  must  be  weighed 
in  on  the  date  set  by  the  borough  representative.  In  order  that  teams 
may  not  be  handicapped  by  disqualifications  of  players  on  account  of  scholar- 
ship, deportment,  etc..  fifteen  boys  may  be  weighed  in,  if  desired,  and  the 
boys'  signatures  shall  be  recorded.  The  players  must  be  selected  from 
these  boys.  If,  for  any  cause,  a  player  becomes  ineligible,  he  cannot  be 
reinstated  during  the  tournament. 

In  each  District  Athletic  League,  if  not  otherwise  determined  by  said 
league,  the  chairman  of  the  Games  Committee  thereof  shall  have  full  power 
to  arrange  and  conduct  its  games. 

The  Borough  Representative  on  the  City  Committee  shall  call  a  meeting 
of  the  teachers  in  charge  of  the  teams  that  have  won  district  championships 
in  his  borough  and  together  they  shall  arrange  the  schedule  of  games  to 
determine  the  borough  champions.  The  borough  representative  shall  be 
chairman  at  this  meeting. 

Representatives  of  the  District  Athletic  Leagues  shall  send  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  the  names  of  the  winning  teams  in  their 
districts. 

Each  borough  representative  on  the  City  Committee  must  send  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  the  name  of  the  team  winning  the  cham- 
pionship of  his  borough. 

No  boy  is  allowed  to  play  on  more  than  one  basket  ball  team. 

Any  neglect  in  forwarding  the  names  of  the  teams  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
3asket  Ball  Committee  will  forfeit  the  right  of  teams  to  compete. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  shall  be  the  Spalding  Official  Basket 
Ball  No.  M,  or  any  ball  supplied  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Winners  of  125-lbs  Borough  Championship  will  hold  the  Pratt  Trophy  for 
a  period  of  two  months. 

Winners  of  95-lbs.  Borough  Championship  will  hold  the  Vanderbilt  Trophy 
for  a  similar  period. 

These  trophies  to  be  distributed  in  the  following  order  :  Manhattan,  Bronx, 
Brooklyn,    Queens   and   Richmond.

Six  silver  medals  will  be  given  to  each  of  the  teams  winning  the  champion- 
ships of  their  respective  boroughs. 

Six  bronze  medals  will  be  given  to  the  teams  finishing  second,  and  six  to 
the  teams   finishing  in  each   borough. 

HIGH    SCHOOLS 

The  High  Schools  Basket  Ball  Tournament  shall  be  decided  by  a  series  of 
games  whereby  each  school  will  play  every  other  school  entered.  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  Rules  of  Eligibility  shall  govern  the  same.  Amateur 
Athletic  Union  Basket  Ball  Rules  of  1910-1917  shall  govern  the  playing  of 
all  games. 

(a)  The  halves  of  all  games  shall  be  of  15  minutes'  duration. 

(b)  If  a  team  makes  a  Class  B  foul  their  opponent  shall  be  awarded 

one  point  and  the  ball  shall  be  tossed  up  at  the  place  where 
the  foul  was  committed.  The  home  team  shall  furnish  the 
ball. 

When  an  admission  fee  is  charged,  the  schools  shall  pay  the  official 
assigned. 

The  home  team  will  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  a  copy  of  the  schedule  for  their  respective  schools. 

Requests  for  officials  to  be  assigned  to  the  games  must  be  made  one  week 
prior  to  date  of  playing  games. 

The  team  mentioned  first  in  the  schedule  shall  be  the  home  team,  and  shall 
make  all  the  arrangements  for  the  game  one  week  in  advance  of  the  day 
set  for  the  playing  of  the  game.  The  visitors  must  notify  the  home  team 
24  hours  before  the  game  whether  they  will  share  equally  in  the  receipts  and 
expenses  of  the  game  or  wish  to  have  only  one-half  of  their  actual  travelling 
expenses. 

Each  school  shall  present  to  the  official  at  every  game  a  team  certificate 
naming  the  boys  eligible  to  play.  The  "team  certificates"  are  to  be  signed  by 
the  official  and  forwarded  with  score  and  remarks  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
League. 

Rules  as  to  eligibility  apply  to  these  tournaments  as  to  other  contests. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  by  the  high  schools  shall  be  Spald- 
ing's Official  Basket  Ball  No.  M. 

The  League  will  furnish   paid   officials  for  the  Tournament  Games. 

After  the  selection  of  neutral  courts  for  the  Basket  Ball  Tournament,  no 
games  shall  be  played  nor  practice  allowed  on  said  courts. 
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RULE   XXI 

SOCCER    FOOTBALL ELEMENTARY    SCHOOLS 

Regular  Puoiic  Schools  Athletic  League  rules  of  eligibility  shall  apply. 

The  rules  as  printed  in  Spalding's  Association  Football  Guide  shall  be 
official,  except  that  the  game  shall  consist  of  two  halves  of  twenty  (20)  min- 
utes each,  with  ten  (10)  minutes  intermission,  and  that  any  number  of  sub- 
stitutes shall  be  allowed  at  any  time  during  the  game.. 

The  Mackay  Trophy  shall  be  awarded  for  one  year  to  the  school  having 
the  greatest  percentage  of  its  boys  participating  in  the  inter-class  tourna- 
ments. 

A  game  won  shall  count  two  points.  A  tie  game  shall  count  one  point  for 
each    team. 

HIGH    SCHOOLS 

The  schedule  for  this  tournament  shall  be  arranged  by  the  High  Schools 
Games  Committee.     It  shall  take  place  in  the  "Tall. 

Public  Schools  Athletic  League  rules  of  eligibility  shall  govern. 

The  rules  in  Spalding's  Association  Football  Guide  shall  be  official,  except 
that  the  game  shall  consist  of  two  halves  of  thirty  (30)  minutes  each,  with 
an  intermission  of  ten  (10)  minutes,  and  any-dumber  of  substitutes  shall  be 
allowed  during  the  game,  except  when  a  player  is  removed  by  order  of 
the  referee. 

The  visiting  team  may  refuse  to  play  if  the  goal  lines  are  not  marked. 

The  home  team  shall  furnish  the  ball,  which  shall  be  Spalding's  Official. 

A  game  won  shall  count  two  points.  A  tie  game  shall  count  one  point  for 
each  team. 

The  Maxwell  Trophy  will  be  awarded  for  one  year  to  the  winning  school. 

Gold  medals  will  be  given  to  the  winning  teams  (eleven  regular  and  two 
substitute  medals). 

RULE  XXII 

BASE  BALL ELEMENTARY    SCHOOLS 

The  schedules  for  the  preliminary  games  to  determine  the  District  Champion- 
ships shall  be  arranged  by  the  Chairman  of  the  District  League  Games  Com- 
mittee if  a  District  Athletic  League  Tournament  is  to  be  played.  Otherwise 
the  Borough  Chairman  on  the  City  Committee  shall  arrange  the  schedule. 

After  the  District  League  or  section  Tournaments  are  decided  the  Borough 
Chairman  shall  call  together  the  representatives  of  the  teams  that  won  the 
tournaments  and  together  draw  up  the  Borough  schedule. 

The  general  rules  of  athletics,  as  they  appear  in  this  book,  shall  govern 
these  contests  in  all  questions  that  may  arise  as  to  eligibility. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  for  the  elementary  schools  shall 
be  Spalding's  Official  Junior  League  Ball. 

Boys  are  permitted  to  wear  cleats  upon  their  base  ball  shoes. 
The   rules,    as   published   in    Spalding's   OflBcial    Base   Ball   Guide   for   each 
year,   shall  govern   all   competitions  in   the   elementary   schools,    except   that 
District  Athletic   League  tournament  games   shall   consist  of   seven  innings. 
All  Borough  or  City  Championship  games  shall  be  nine  innings. 
Borough  trophies  shall  be  awarded  for  one  year  as  follows  :

The  winners  of  the  Borough  Championships  shall  hold  the  Spalding  Trophy 
for  two  months  each.     The  order  of  distribution  shall  be  as  in  basket  ball. 

RULE   XXIII 

CROSS-COUNTRY   RUNNING HIGH   SCHOOLS 

Regular  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  rules  of  eligibility  shall  apply. 
In    championship    competitions   there   shall    be   eight   members   on   a   team. 
Points  to  be  credited  to  the  first  five  to  finish. 
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The  course  shall  be  three  miles  in  length,  and  must  be  so  marked  that  run- 
ners may  be  able  to  follow  it  without  difficulty. 

Only  those  boys  shall  be  allowed  to  take  part  in  competitions  who  have 
prepared  themselves  by  participation  in  preliminary  runs. 

Points  sball  be  awarded  in  tbe  order  in  which  runners  finish  :  One  for  first, 
two  for  second,  three  for  third,  etc. 

The  W.  L.  Jones  Trophy  shall  be  awarded  for  one  year  to  the  team  scoring 
the    smallest    number   of   points. 

A  gold  medal  shall  be  given  to  the  first  boy  to  finish,  and  silver  medals 
to  the  next  four. 

RULE  XXIV 

FOOT  BALL HIGH    SCHOOLS 

The  following  restrictions  shall  govern  the  playing  of  foot  ball : 

1.  Approval  of  parents. 

2.  Medical  examination. 

3.  All  games  to   be  played  under  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  restric- 

tions. 
4     (a)     A   schedule  of  not  more  than   nine  games  to  be  submitted  to  the 
High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

(b)  All  games  must  be  played   on   Saturdays  or   holidays.      In  case  a 

game  is  played  on  a  midweek  holiday,  the  preceding  or  follow- 
ing Saturday  must  be  vacant. 

(c)  All  practice  games  must  be  free  from  scoring. 

5.  The  first  game  scheduled  late  enough  for  boys  to  get  in  proper  physical 

condition. 

6.  During  October  the  time  of  play  to  be  40  minutes,  unless  shorter  time 

is  agreed  upon  by  both  teams.  During  November  the  time  of  play 
to  be  50  minutes,  unless  a  shorter  time  is  agreed  upon  by  both 
teams. 

7.  A   faculty   representative   to   be  present  at   every   game  and   to   be   re- 

sponsible for  the  conduct  and  physical  condition  of  the  players. 

8.  A  list  of  approved  officials. 

RULE   XXV 

RIFLE   SHOOTING 

WHITNEY    TROPHY    SUB-TARGET    TOURNAMENT 

The  tournament  shall  include  both  first  and  second  team  matches,  and  the 
schedule  shall  begin  as  early  in  October  as  practicable.  The  first  named 
team  in  the  schedule  is  considered  the  "home"  team. 

Each  school  participating  shall  enter  a  first  team  of  eight  boys  and  may 
enter  a  second  team  of  five  boys,  but  no  school  may  enter  a  second  team 
unless   a   first  team   be   also   entered. 

There  shall  be  an  entrance  fee  of  $1.50  for  each  first  team  and  $1.00  for 
each  second  team  entered  by  a  school,  payable  prior  to  the  match. 

There  shall  be  two  divisions  in  the  tournament.  The  team  winning  the 
greatest  number  of  matches  in  its  division  shall  be  declared  the  winner. 

The  winners  of  the  two  division  tournaments  shall  meet  on  a  neutral  gun 
in  a  series  of  three  matches  to  decide  the  championship.  In  case  of  a  tie, 
the  winner  shall  be  decided  by  the  largest  aggregate  of  points. 

The  winning  first  team  of  the  final  series  shall  be  awarded  the  Sub-target 
Championship  of  New  York  City,  and  shall  receive  silver  medals  to  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  ten  (10),  and  to  the  school  represented  shall  be  awarded  the 
Whitney  Trophy,  to  be  held  for  one  year,  when  it  shall  be  subject  to 
competition. 

The  winning  second  team  of  the  final  series  shall  receive  bronze  medals  to 
the  maximum  number  of  seven  ill.  and  to  the  school  represented  shall  be 
awarded  the  Sub-target  Banner,  to  be  held  for  one  year,  when  it  shall  again 
be  subject  to  competition. 
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Team  medals  shall  be  given  to  those  boys  of  the  winning  first  team  who 
have  participated  in  most  of  the  matches,  and  in  case  of  a  tie  the  medal 
shall  be  awarded  to  the  boy  who  has  the  highest  aggregate. 

The  boy  making  the  highest  individual  aggregate  score  in  the  preliminary 
series  shall  receive  a  silver  medal,  emblematic  of  the  sub-target  individual 
championship  of  Greater  New  York. 

When  the  first  team  of  any  school  is  visiting  the  first  team  of  another 
school,  the  second  teams  of  the  two  schools  shall  shoot  on  the  gun  of  the 
former  school. 

Public  Schools  Athletic  League  rules  of  eligibility  shall  apply  to  all  teams, 
and  a  team  certificate  shall  be  given  by  the  captain  of  each  team  to  the  judge 
of  each  match. 

Each  coach  or  his  deputy  shall  be  judge  of  each  weekly  contest  on  his 
home  gun,  and  within  three  days  he  shall  transmit,  on  the  backs  of  the  team 
certificates,  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  a  report  of  the  scores  made  by  each 
contestant. 

The  coach  and  captain  of  each  school  shall  certify  on  the  eligibility  slip 
that  the  first  team  representing  their  school  iSj  in  their  judgment,  composed 
of  the  eight  best  shooters  in  the  school.  The  first  team  shall  be  composed 
of  the  eight  best  shooters  of  the  thirteen  competing  on  that  day.  The  best 
men  are  to  be  determined  by  the  scores  of  the  previous  matches  in  the  series. 

Each  team  member  shall  shoot  one  string  of  seven  shots  for  record,  within 
a  time  limit  of  three  minutes ;  time  to  begin  when  the  boy  raises  the  gun  for 
his  regulation. 

Two  sighting  shots  may  be  taken  by  each  boy,  but  no  adjustment  of  the 
gun  shall  be  made  nor  any  coaching  permitted  after  the  final  sighting  shot. 
Each  shot  shall  be  "called"  by  the  adjustor. 

There  shall  be  a  time  limit  for  each  boy  of  three  minutes  to  include  sighting 
shots  and  the  string,  the  time  to  begin  when  the  boy  raises  the  gun  for 
regulation. 

There  shall  be  two  timekeepers — one  to  be  appointed  by  the  home  and 
one  by  the  visiting  team  ;  the  former  to  be  official  timer  and  the  latter  to  be 
the  assistant. 

The  official  timekeeper  shall  make  announcement  when  there  are  but 
thirty  seconds  remaining  for  the  boy  to  finish  his  string ;  also  when  the 
allotted  three  minutes'  time  has  expired. 

The  contestants  shall  place  a  cardboard  obstruction  a  few  inches  from  the 
point  of  the  recording  needle  on  the  sub-target  gun. 

The  gun  may  be  adjusted  by  a  person  selected  by  the  contestant. 

The  target  on  each  sub-target  range  shall  be  sufficiently  large  and  so 
lighted  that  all  of  the  field  vision  seen  through  the  peep  sight  in  shooting 
shall  be  equally  illuminated. 

The  visiting  team  shall  have  20  minutes,  if  they  so  desire,  for  trial  shoot- 
ing  prior   to  the   match. 
'    The  radial  rod  shall  be  oiled  just  previous  to  the  match. 

The  compensating  weight  (ball)  shall  be  so  set  that  the  net  weight  of  the 
gun  shall  be  8%   pounds. 

Each  contestant  shall  take  such  a  position  that  the  gun  carriage  gear, 
sliding  on  the  radial  rod,  shall  be  half  way  from  each  terminal  boundary. 
No  part  of  the  gun  carriage  may  have  an  artificial  support.  The  butt  of  the 
gun  may  be  placed  inside  of  the  coat. 

Each  team  must  shoot  as  scheduled,  or  forfeit  the  match,  except  only  if 
the  gun  be  out  of  order,  in  which  case  the  match  may  be  held  on  gun  of  other 
school. 

The  secretary  shall  send  monthly  to  each  school  a  report  of  scores  of  all 
shoots  held,  and  of  the  standing  of  all  teams  in  the  matches  won  and  lost. 

No  boy  who  has  shot  in  two-thirds  of  the  matches  on  the  first  team  shall 
become  a  member  of  the  second  team  in  the  final  matches. 

INDOOR   RIFLE  TOURNAMENT 

Public  Schools  Athletic  League  rules  of  eligibility  to  apply. 
National  Rifle  Association  rules  of  shooting  to  govern. 
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Rifles :  Any  22  calibre  rifle  with  sights  before  the  hammer.  Telescope 
sights,  automatic  or  autoloading  rifles  not  permitted. 

Use  of  straps  is  not  permitted. 

Winder  muskets  furnished  on  ranges  by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

Positions  :  Standing.  Off  hand,  body  free  from  all  support.  Prone.  Head 
toward  target. 

Ranges  will  be  open  from  3  to  10  P.  M.  on  school  days  and  1  :30  to  10  on 
other  days. 

A  boy  may   win  only  one  individual  prize. 

There  shall  be  no  coaching  in  the  team  matches  except  by  a  member  of  the 
team  shooting. 

One  sighting  shot  shall  be  allowed  each  contestant  in  team  matches. 

Re-entries  are  allowed  in  all  individual   matches. 

Individual  and  team  matches  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Board  of  Rifle 
Coaches. 

THE    WINGATB   TROPHY    SHOOTING    COMPETITION 

As  a  basis  for  competition  for  the  Wingate  Trophy  the  actual  number  of 
qualifications  are  considered.  The  credit  is  sharpshooters  three  to  marks- 
men two.  and  the  school  scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points  is  awarded 
the  Trophy.  The  shooting  is  held  on  the  sub-target  guns.  The  qualifying 
score  for  the  sharpshooter  class  is  •".<>  and  for  the  marksman  class  45.  All 
reports  are  due  at  the  secretary's  office  May  1. 

The  regular  eligibility  rules  apply. 

Silver  buttons  are  awarded  sharpshooters  and  bronze  buttons  are  awarded 
marksmen. 

ANNUAL   INVITATION    SHOOT 

This  contest  is  arranged  for  each  year  by  the  high  school  which  wins  the 
first   team    match    the    preceding    year. 

The  teams  consist  of  five  boys  on  the  first  teams,  and  the  number  of  boys 
on  the  second  teams  shall  be  decided  by  the  school  conducting  the  matches. 
Other  matches  may  be  arranged  for  by  the  school  conducting  the  shoot. 

RULE  XNVI 

TENNIS    TOURNAMENT 

Each  school  shall  be  represented  by  three  players  for  singles  and  one  team 
for  doubles. 

The  boys  who  play  in  the  singles  shall  not  compete  in  the  doubles  in  the 
same  match. 

Each  match  shall  consist  of  three  single  matches  (best  two  sets  out  of 
three)   and  one  match  of  doubles. 

Each  match  of  singles  shall  count  one  point  and  the  match  of  doubles, 
two  points.  The  school  scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points  wins  the 
match. 

The  visiting  team  at  each  tennis  match  shall  designate  its  plays  in  singles 
as  one.  two  and  three  numbers,  and  its  doubles  team  before  the  time  set  for 
beginning  the  match  ;  the  home  team  shall  then  designate  its  players. 

The  school  winning  the  greatest  number  of  school  matches  shall  be  awarded 
the   championship. 

Each  school  shall  pay  an  entry  fee  of  $2.50. 

The  home  team  shall  provide  balls  for  the  match. 

The  school  winning  the  championship  shall  receive  a  permanent  trophy. 

Five  gold  medals  shall  be  awarded  to  winning  team. 

RULE   XXVII 

ENTRIES 

All  entries  for  competitions  held  under  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
must  be  made  on  the  entry  forms  adopted  by  the  league. 

These  entry  forms  must  be  carefully  filled  out  and  must  be  signed  by  the 
Principal  or  other  High  School  representative ;  otherwise,  they  shall  be 
rejected.     No  post  entries  shall  be  received. 
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RULE   XXVIII 
SANCTIONED    EVENTS 


All  events  or  games,  whether  given  by  public  schools  or  other  organiza- 
tions, that  are  open  to  public  school  boys,  must  be  sanctioned  by  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League. 

Any  championship  emblem  accepted  by  any  school  of  the  league  should 
state  specifically  the  nature  of  the  championship  and  of  what  organization 
the  recipient  is  champion. 

No  sanctions  shall  be  granted  for  elementary  school  events  to  be  conducted 
by  non-educational  institutions. 

No  sanction  shall  be  granted  for  elementary  school  events  to  be  conducted 
during  evenings. 

The  following  conditions  must  be  complied  .with  before  sanction  can  be 
given   by   the   league  :  * 

An  institution  giving  a  public  school  event  must  secure  the  sanction  before 
announcing  same. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  race  will  be  held  must  be  printed  plainly 
on  the  entry  blank. 

At  least  ten  days  before  the  event  takes  place  the  entries  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  approval  or 
disapproval. 

In  accepting  this  sanction,  the  institution  agrees  to  abide  by  the  decision 
of  the  Games  Committee  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  in  so  far 
as  the  eligibility  of  the  different  contestants  or  schools  is  concerned. 

Promoters  of  athletic  meets  must  distinctly  state  whether  the  scholastic 
event  is  open  to  the  public  schools  of  Greater  New  York  or  the  public  schools 
of  the  United  States. 

The  secretary  will  notify  all  schools  of  the  class  invited  of  every  event  for 
which  sanction  has  been  issued. 

Wben  an  event  is  sanctioned  and  prizes  duly  announced,  the  event  must  be 
run  and  prizes  awarded  according  to  announcement. 

The  method  of  scoring  points  shall  be  5,  3,  2,  1  for  first,  second,  third  and 
fourth  places,  respectively. 

RULE  XXIX 

RECORDS 

No  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  the  performance  has  been  timed  by  at 
least  three  timekeepers  or  measured  by  at  least  three  field  judges. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  investigate  every  performance  to  which  their 
attention  is  called,  and  shall  reject  any  performance  which  shall  not  be  sup- 
ported by  the  affidavits  of  at  least  six  witnesses,  including  the  officials,  cer- 
tifying as  to  the  place,  time  of  day,  state  of  weather,  condition  of  path  or 
field,  force  and  direction  of  wind,  level  or  grade  of  grounds,  weight,  measure- 
ment and  material  of  implement,  and  correctness  of  announced  time  or 
distance. 

In  hurdling  events  the  competitor  must  clear  every  hurdle  and  all  the 
hurdles  must  remain  standing  ;  otherwise  no  record  shall  be  allowed. 

A  record  made  at  any  championship  meet  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  shall  be  known  as  a  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  record.  A  record 
made  at  a  meet  sanctioned  by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  but  not 
open  to  all  schools,  shall  be  known  as  an  intei'scholastic  record.

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By-Laws 

ARTICLE   I 
OBJECTS 

Section*  1.  The  particular  object  for  which  the  corporation  is  formed  is 
to  promote  useful  athletics  and  gymnastics  among  the  attendants  in  the  ele- 
mentary, high  and  collegiate  departments  of  public  educational  institutions 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  in  connection  therewith  to  co-operate  with  and 
support  athletic  associations,  provide  athletic  grounds  and  teachers,  organize 
games,  offer  prizes  and   conduct   competitions. 

ARTICLE  II 

MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Membership  shall  consist  of  Annual,  Life  and  Honorary  mem- 
bers, and  of  Patrons. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upward  may  become  an 
Annual  member  upon  being  elected,  and  upon  payment  of  $10.00  per  year. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  by  paying  $250.00  at  any  one  time  may  become  a 
Life  member. 

Sec.  4.     Honorary  officers  and  members  may  be  elected. 

Sec.  5.     Any  member  paying  $100.00  in  one  sum  may  become  a  Patron. 

Sec.  6.     Candidates  will  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  7.  Membership  confers  upon  a  member  no  ownership  in  any  property 
of   the  league   itself. 

Sec.  8.  Each  member  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  cer- 
tificate of  membership,  bearing  the  corporate  seal  of  the  league,  signed  by  the 
President  and  Secretary. 

Sec.  9.  The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day 
of  January  in  each  year  in  advance.  In  case  of  the  failure  of  any  member 
to  pay  such  dues  within  ninety  days  after  notice  shall  be  sent  to  him  by  the 
Secretary,  his  membership  shall  cease. 

Sec.  10.  Any  member  guilty  of  ungentlemanly  conduct,  or  of  intentional 
violation  or  habitual  neglect  of  any  by-laws,  rule  or  regulation  of  the  league, 
or  conduct  prejudicial  to  the  interest  of  the  league,  may  be  suspended  or 
expelled  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee  after  an  opportunity 
has  been  given  him  to  be  heard  before  it.  No  such  action  shall  be  taken 
against  him  for  any  of  these  causes  until  the  charges  made  against  him  shall 
have  been  reduced  to  writing,  filed  with  the  Secretary,  and  a  copy  thereof 
served  upon   him. 

ARTICLE   III 

DIRECTORS 

Section  1.  A  Board  of  Directors,  which  may  not  exceed  40  members,  shall 
have  control  and  the  management  of  the  affairs  and  funds  of  the  league, 
and  except  as  hereinafter  provided  shall  hold  office  for  three  years. 

Sec.  2.  The  directors  named  in  the  articles  of  the  association  shall  be 
divided  by  lot  into  three  classes  ;  the  first  shall  hold  their  offices  for  tbree 
years,  the  second  for  two,   and  the  third  for  one. 

Sec.  3.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur 
in  their  body  from  time  to  time  until  the  next  annual  election. 

Sec.  4.  At  each  annual  meeting  the  offices  of  the  directors  whose  terms 
then  expire,  and  also  all  vacancies,  shall  be  filled  by  election  by  the  members. 

Sec.  5.  The  High  Schools  Games  Committee  and  the  Elementary  Schools 
Games  Committee  shall  each  be  entitled  to  name  annually  a  rppresentative  as 
director  of  the  league,  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year. 

Sec.  6.     The  president  of  the  Girls'  Branch  of  the  league  and  of  such  other 
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branches  or  auxiliary  leagues  as  shall  be  authorized  so  to  do  by  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  ex-officio  directors  of  the  league. 
Sec.  7.     Tea  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   IV 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  league,  for  the  election  of  directors, 
and  for  such  other  matters  as  may  properly  come  before  it.  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  December  in  each  year,  due  notice  of  which  meeting  shall 
be  sent  by  the  secretary  to  each  member.     Election  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  At  any  meeting  of  the  league  ten  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

ARTICLE  V 

OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  league  shall  consist  of  a  President.  First, 
Second  and  Third  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer  and  Secretary.  The  office  of 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  held  by  one  person.  All  Officers,  except  the 
Secretary,   must   be    Directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  league  shall  be  annually  elected  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be  held  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
league.  They  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  directors  and  until  others 
are  elected  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  of  tke  office,  and 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Directors  and  of  the  league.  The  President 
shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all  committees  with  a  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act, 
the  First  Vice-President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Second  Vice-President,  and 
in  case  of  his  absence  the  Third  Vice-President  shall  discharge  his  duties. 
Should  all  three  be  absent  from  any  meeting,  the  Directors  and  members 
present  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  Chairman,  who  shall  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  the  President  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  league,  of  the 
Directors  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, recording  ayes  and  nays  upon  all  questions  where  such  a  vote  shall 
be  demanded  by  any  Director.  He  shall  conduct  and  preserve  all  corre- 
spondence, serve  all  notices,  and  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the  Secretary. 
He  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  the  papers  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the 
league.  , 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  the  moneys  and  securi- 
ties of  the  league.  He  shall  collect  and  disburse  all  its  moneys,  keep  accounts 
of  his  transactions,  and  make  a  written  report  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  league  at  its  annual  meeting  and  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  such 
time  as  it  may  require.  Except  salaries  and  other  sums  specially  authorized 
by  the  Directors  or  the  Executive  Committee,  he  shall  pay  no  claims  against 
the  league  exceeding  $100.00  unless  the  same  are  first  approved  by  the 
President.  He  shall  deposit  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  league  to  its  credit 
in  an  account  to  be  opened  in  its  name  and  keep  in  a  bank  to  be  designated  by 
the  Directors. 

Sec.  7.  The  Directors  may  at  any  time  require  the  Treasurer  to  give 
security  in  such  amount  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 

ARTICLE  VI 

COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Treasurer,  Secretary  and  two  Directors  appointed  annually  by  the  Presi- 
dent, which  shall  have  all  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  when  not  in 
session.  This  committee  may  meet  and  transact  business  at  the  time  specified 
for  any  meeting  of  the  board  without  further  or  other  notice,  and  shall  also 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President.  Three  of  this  committee  shall  constitute 
a   quorum. 
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Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Finance  Committee  consisting  of 
three  Directors,  which  shall  devise  and  report  wavs  and  means  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  league  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board.  It  shall  examine 
audit  and  certify  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  all  bills  and  claims 
against  the  league,  except  for  salaries  and  sums  specially  authorized  bv  the 
Board  or  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  No  claim  against  the  league  exceeding  $100.00.  save  those  above 
excepted,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  until  the  same  shall  have  been  first 
approved  by  the  President. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Games  Committee  to  consist  of  three 
Directors  and  of  the  other  persons  nominated  by  the  High  Schools  Games 
Committee,  the  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  and  the  Girls'  Branch 
of  the  league,  which  shall  have  general  supervision  over  all  games  held  under 
the  auspices  of  the  league,  and  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  have  the  power  to  veto  any  rules  made  by  the  committees  men- 
tioned in  Section  5  of  this  Article  which,  in  its  opinion,  are  in  conflict  with 
the    proper    standard   of  eligibility   or   approved   rules    of  amateur   athletics. 

The  Chairman  of  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee,  and  of  the  Ele- 
mentary Schools  Games  Committee  of  the  league,  and  also  the  President  of 
the  Girls  Branch  thereof,  or  such  other  person  as  shall  be  annually  nomi- 
nated by  said  committees  and  branch  in  lieu  of  their  Chairman  or  President 
shall  be  members  of  said  committee. 

Said  committee  may  associate  with  it  other  persons  who  may  or  may  not 
be  directors. 

Sec.  5.    <There  shall  be  the  following  committees: 

(a)  A  High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

(b)  A  Board  of  Coaches. 

(c)  An  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee. 

1.  The  High  Schools  Games  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Coaches  shall 
each  consist  of  a  representative  from  each  of  the  High  Schools  in  New  York 
to  be  appointed  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League  in  January  of 
each  year,  by  the  Principal  of  each  high  school. 

2.  An  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  shall  consist  of  one  repre- 
sentative from  each  District  League  in  New  York  to  be  nominated  bv  such 
league  as  above  prescribed. 

3.  Each  Principal,  District  League  or  other  authority  appointing  a  repre- 
sentative to  any  of  these  committees  may  at  any  time  during  the  service  of 
such  representative  substitute  another  person  in  his  place  by  written  appoint- 
ment to  the   Secretary   of  the   league. 

4.  The  High  Schools  Games  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  jurisdiction 
over  all  athletics  in  the  high  schools  in  respect  to  competitions  held  under 
the  auspices  of  the  league  except  shooting,  which  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
Board  of  Coaches.  Sanction  for  high  school  contests  and  for  contests  between 
the  high  schools  of  New  York  City  and  other  secondary  schools  shall  lie  with 
the  High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

5.  The  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  juris- 
diction over  all  athletics  in  the  Elementary  Schools  in  respect  to  competitions 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  league. 

6-x  ^.aS?  committee  shall  organize  itself  by  the  election  of  such  officers 
as  it  shall  deem  proper  and  establish  regulations  for  its  procedure  It  may 
except  as  provided  in  Section  4  of  this  Article,  prescribe  the  rules  under 
which  the  athletic  contests  in  its  charge  shall  be  conducted. 

7.  The  decisions  of  each  of  such  committees  shall  be  final,  except  that 
whenever  a  decision  is  made  by  any  thereof  upon  a  question  which  affects 
more  than  one  school,  the  Principal  of  any  school  considering  itself  aggrieved 
thereby  may  appeal  to  said  Games  Committee.  On  such  appeal  the  latter 
committee  may  either  act  upon  the  record  before  the  committee  whose  deci- 
sion is  appealed  from  or  take  other  evidence,  or  both,  in  its  discretion  Its 
decision  shall  be  final. 

The  Games  Committee  of  the  league  is  also  empowered  to  investigate  any 
matter  in  connection  with  any  games  or  exercises  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  league  which  in  its  opinion  may  be  in  violation  of  the  rules  of  the 
league  or  of  the  laws  of  athletics.     In  case  anything  objectionable  shall  be 
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ascertained  it  shall  refer  it  for  action  to  the  Principal  of  the  school  affected. 
If  action  satisfactory  to  the. Games  Committee  shall  not  be  promptly  taken 
the  Games  Committee  may  act. 

Sec.  6.  The  Girls'  Branch  shall  have  charge  and  jurisdiction  over  all 
athletics  for  girls  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  league.  It  shall  organize 
itself  by  the  election  of  such  officers  as  it  shall  deem  proper  and  establish 
regulations  for  its  procedure.  It  may,  except  as  provided  in  Section  4  of 
this  Article,  prescribe  the  rules  under  which  the  athletic  contests  in  its 
charge  shall  be  conducted. 

ARTICLE  VII 

NOTICES 

Section  1.  All  notices  to  members,  and  also  all  notices  to  all  officers  and 
directors,  shall  be  sufficiently  served  if  mailed  to  them  at  the  address  given 
by  them  to  the  Secretary  .and  Treasurer,  respectively. 

ARTICLE  VIU 
Section   1.     Woman's  and  other  auxiliary  and  associate  leagues  may  be 
established  under  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX= 
amendments 

Section  1.  These  by-laws  may  be  changed  or  amended  by  the  unanimous 
vote  or  written  consent  of  all  the  Directors  without  previous  notice  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board.  Also  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Directors  at 
any  meeting,  provided  notice  specifying  the  intended  change  shall  have  been 
given  at  a  previous  stated  meeting,  or  such  notice  shall  have  been  served 
on  each  Director  at  least  five  days  before  the  meeting. 
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Hints  on  Training 


1.  Always  warm  up  slowly  and  cool  off  gradually  when  finished. 

2.  Stop  practice  before  you  are  exhausted. 

3.  Dress  lightly  for  practice  or  competition,  but  put  on  warm  clothing  at 
once  when  you  have  finished. 

4.  Practice  regularly  ;  a  little  each  day.  if  possible. 

5.  Have  regular  hours  for  eating  and  sleeping. 

6.  Don't  Smoke. 

TRAINING   SCHEDULE 
For  Runners 

(a)  Warm  up;  never  fail  to  do  this. 

(b)  Practice  five  or  six  starts.  Before  taking  the  line  trot  a  dozen  steps 
up  the  track  and  back.  On  the  start  run  at  full  speed  about  twenty  yards  ; 
slow  up  gradually  and  walk  back  to  the  line. 

(c)  Wait  a  minute  ;  take  a  few  deep  breaths  ;  trot  a  few  steps  and  repeat 
the  start,  running  a  few  yards  further  than  before.  After  two  or  three 
trials  put  as  much  speed  as  possible  into  the  start,  run  moderately  for  a 
few  yards  and  finish  at  top  speed. 

(d)  Once  a  week  run  your  full  distance  at  top  speed.  This  may  be  done 
oftener   for   distances  under   100   yards. 

(e)  Always  end  practice  by  walking  about  until  breathing  becomes  nearly 
normal ;  then  take  a  rub-down  and  dress. 

For  Jumpers 

(a)  Warm  up. 

(b)  Devote  a  large  part  of  the  practice  to  getting  the  "take  off"  properly. 

(c)  Decide  which  foot  you  will  jump  from,  then  starting  on  this  foot  from 
the  "takt>  off"  run  back  six.  eigbt  or  some  even  number  of  strides  and  mark 
off  the  spot  where  you  strike  on  your  last  stride.  Let  your  jumping  foot 
strike  this  mark  in  the  run  to  the  "take  off."  Run  with  the  natural  stride 
until  the  last  two  paces,  which  may  be  lengthened  a  few  inches.  If  you  do 
not  hit  the  "take  off"  right,  move  your  starting  mark  backward  or  forward 
by  just  the  distance  that  you  go  over  or  fall  short.  Some  jumpers  have  two 
marks.  This  is  often  helpful ;  the  first  mark  serving  as  a  guide  to  bring 
the  jumper  to  the  second  mark  on  the  proper  stride. 

(d)  At  first  try  easy  jumps,  raising  the  knees  quickly  and  as  high  as 
possible  when  the  jump  is  being  made.  Practice  this  until  you  learn  how  to 
land  and  to  control  your  body  while  in  the  air. 

(e)  Do  not  try  for  height  or  distance  in  the  high  and  broad  jump  more 
than  once  or  twice  a  week,  and  take  a  good  rub  down  and  dress  quickly  when 
you  have   finished  practicing. 

For  Shot  Putters 

(a)  Warm  up  by  swinging  the  arms,  bending  the  body  and  springing  for- 
ward, at  the  same  time  giving  the  body  a  sharp  turn  forward  and  to  the 
right. 

(b)  Practice  should  be  done  from  a  stand  so  as  to  get  the  spring  with  the 
legs,  the  turn  and  lunge  of  the  body  and  the  heave  with  the  shoulders. 

(c)  Before  making  a  put  always  limber  the  muscles  of  the  arm  and  shoul- 
der by  stretching  the  arm  up  to  its  full  length. 

(d)  Use  a  light  shot  until  the  fundamental  motions  are  mastered. 

For  Hurdlers 
(a)     Warm  up  and  practice  starts  the  same  as  for  running.

(b)  Practice  with  one  hurdle  at  first  to  get  the  stride  and  to  overcome 
any  hesitancy  in  taking  the  hurdle. 

(c)  Go  no  higher  than  is  necessary  in  clearing  the  hurdle.  Both  time 
and  strength  may  be  saved  in  this  way. 

(d)  Later  practice  with  two  or  three  hurdles,  aiming  to  get  a  uniform 
stride  between  the  hurdles  and  to  maintain  a  good  balance.  A  good  pre- 
liminary exercise  is  to  raise  the  legs  alternately,  bringing  the  knees  to  the 
level  of  the  armpit. 

(e)  Once  or  twice  a  week  take  the  full  number  of  hurdles  for  time. 

Warming  Up  Programme 

(a)  Take  a  dozen  steps,  rising  slightly  on  the  toes  at  each  step. 

(b)  Trot  a  dozen  steps.     Repeat,  swinging  the  arms  at  the  sides. 

(c)  Trot  thirty  steps,  lifting  the  knees  well  at  each  step.  Repeat,  lifting 
the  heels  high. 

(d)  Take  several  deep  breaths.  Now  tfot  fifty  steps  at  a  good  swinging 
pace,   then  walk   fifty. 

(e)  Breathe  deeply. 

Always  do  this,  no  matter  what  your  event  may  be. 
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Laws  of  Athletics 


RULE  I 

OFFICIALS 

Every  meeting  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  following  officials  : 

A  Games  Committee. 

One  Director. 

One  Assistant  Director. 

One  Referee. 

Three  or  more  Judges  at  Finish. 

One  Chief  Field  Judge. 

Four  or  more  Field  Judges. 

One  Recorder  of  Times. 

Three  or  more  Inspectors. 

Three  Timekeepers. 

One  Starter. 

One  Clerk  of  the  Course  with  assistants. 

One  Announcer. 

One  Chief  Scorer  with  assistants. 

One  Marshal  with  assistants. 

One  Official  Reporter. 

RULE  II 

GAMES    COMMITTEE 

The  Games  Committee  shall  have  general  supervision  over  the  games,  but 
it  shall  not  interfere  with  officials  in  the  performance  of  duties  assigned  to 
them  by  these  rules. 

If  possible,  it  shall  decide  all  protests  except  (a)  those  that  must  be  settled 
immediately  by  the  Referee,  (b)  those  concerning  a  boy's  amateur  standing, 
which  matter  must  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League. 

RULE  III 

THE    REFEREE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Referee  to  decide  all  questions  relating  to  the 
actual  conduct  of  the  meeting,  whose  final  settlement  is  not  otherwise  cov- 
ered by  these  rules. 

The  Referee  may  change  the  order  of  events  and  add  to,  or  change,  the 
arrangements  of  heats.  After  heats  have  been  drawn,  however,  he  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  transfer  a  contestant  from  one  heat  to  another. 

If  a  foul  is  made  in  a  heat  other  than  the  final,  and  the  foul,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Referee,  is  intentional,  or  due  to  culpable  negligence,  he  may 
disqualify  the  contestant  guilty  of  fouling,  and  may  allow  the  hindered  con- 
testant, or  contestants,  to  compete  in  another  trial  heat. 

In  a  final  heat,  however,  he  may  disqualify  the  competitor  who  is  at  fault 
and  shall  use  his  own  discretion  as  to  ordering  another  race  between  the 
competitors  hindered  by  the  foul. 

In  the  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events  where  the  competitors  cannot 
agree  on  method  of  settling,  the  Referee  may  decide. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether  toward  com- 
petitors, spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified  by  the  Referee  from 
that  and  all  other  events  at  the  meeting.  If  the  Referee  thinks  the  offense 
worthy  of  further  punishment,  he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  further  action. 
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If  for  any  reason  the  Referee  as  selected  cannot  attend,  the  Senior  Judge 
shall  act  as  Referee  and  have  all  his  powers.  In  this  event  the  second  Judge 
becomes  Senior  Judge. 

The  Referee,  and  he  only,  shall  signal  the  Starter  that  everything  is  in 
readiness  for  the  heat,  or  race,  and  the  race  shall  not  be  started  until  the 
Starter  has  received  such  signal. 

The  Referee  may  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of  signaling  to 
the   Starter. 

RULE  IV 

INSPECTORS 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  an  Inspector  to  stand  at  such  point  as  the  Referee 
may  designate  ;  to  watch  the  competition  closely,  and  in  case  of  a  foul  or 
violation  of  the  rules  by  a  competitor  or  other  person,  to  report  to  the  Referee 
what  he  saw  of  the  incident.  « 

Such  inspectors  are  merely  assistants  to  the  Referee,  to  whom  they  shall 
report,  and  have  no  power  to  make  any  decisions. 

RULE  V 

JUDGES    AT    FINISH 

There  shall  be  four  or  more  Judges  at  finish,  namely,  a  Senior  Judge, 
Second  Judge.  Third  Judge,  Fourth  Judge,  and  so  on.  The  Judge  whose 
name  appears  at  the  head  of  the  list  shall  be  Senior  Judge,  second  on  the 
list  Second  Judge  and  so  on. 

The  Judges  shall  stand  at  the  finish  line  and  pick  the  contestants  in  the 
order  in  which  they  cross  the  finish  line,  the  Senior  Judge  picking  first  boy  ; 
Second  Judge,  second  boy ;  Third  Judge,  third  boy ;  Fourth  Judge,  fourth 
boy,  and  so  on.  Their  decision  is  final  and  without  appeal.  In  case  of  dis- 
agreement a  majority  shall  govern. 

Any  competitor  crossing  the  finish  line  without  a  number  shall  not  be 
selected  by  the  judges  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Referee. 

In  absence  of  the  Referee,  the  Senior  Judge  shall  act  as  Referee. 

RULE  VI 

THE    CHIEF   FIELD   JUDGE 

There  shall  be  appointed  a  Chief  Field  Judge,  who  will  represent  the 
Referee.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  field  events  are  started  promptly, 
and  that  there  will  be  no  unnecessary  delay  in  the  competition.  He  shall 
receive  from  the  Field  Judges  and  report  to  the  Chief  Scorer  the  results  of 
the  competition  in  the  field  events. 

RULE  VII 

FIELD    JUDGES 

They  shall  measure  and  judge  each  trial  of  each  competitor  in  all  events 
where  the  performance  is  measured.  Their  decision  is  final  and  without 
appeal.     In  case  of  disagreement  the  majority  shall  govern. 

In  ^ase  a  boy  is  competing  in  a  track  event  as  well  as  a  field  event,  they 
s^  ^  excuse  him  from  his  part  in  the  field  event  for  as  long  a  period  as  is 
necessary  to  take  pa.t  in  the  track  event,  and  shall  then  allow  him  to  take 
his  missed  turns  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  track  event.  If  the  boy 
is  competing  in  two  field  events  that  are  taking  place  at  the  one  time  the 
same  rule  shall  apply. 

RULE  VIII 

RECORDER    OF    TIMES 

The  Recorder  of  Times  shall  read  the  watch  of  each  of  the  Timers  after 
each  heat  and  shall  make  known  the  official  time  to  the  Referee  of  the  meet- 
ing and  the  Official  Announcer.  In  the  case  of  a  new  record  he  shall  be 
careful  to  receive  the  signatures  of  the  Timers  vouching  for  the  performar"°. 
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RULE   IX 

THE    TIMEKEEPERS 

There  shall  be  three  Timekeepers.  They  shall  time  all  events  which  are 
recorded  by  time  and  shall  report  individually  to  the  Recorder  of  Times 
their  record  of  the  time  of  each  heat  and  race. 

Should  two  of  the  three  watches  mark  the  same  time  and  the  third  dis- 
agree, the  time  marked  by  the  two  watches  shall  be  accepted.  Should  all 
three  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the  intermediate  watch  shall  be  accepted. 

If  two  watches  only  are  started  on  a  heat,  or  race,  and  they  fail  to  agree, 
the  longest  time  shall  be  accepted. 

To  have  a  record  allowed  three  watches  must  be  started  on  a  heat  or  race. 

The  flash  of  the  pistol  shall  denote  tbe  actual  start  of  the  race  or  heat. 

In  time  handicap  events  the  Timekeeper  shall  receive  the  time  allowance 
of  each  competitor  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  and  shall  start  them  with  the 
word  "GO." 

RULE  X 

THE    STARTER 

1.  The  Starter  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  competitors  at  marks,  and 
shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  fact  as  to  whether  or  not  any  man  has  gone  over 
his  mark. 

2.  All  races  shall  be  started  by  the  report  of  a  pistol,  except  that  in  time 
handicap  races  the  word  "Go"  shall  be  used. 

3.  All  questions  concerning  the  start  shall  be  decided  by  the  Starter. 

4.  When  any  part  of  the  body  of  the  competitor  shall  touch  the  ground 
in  front  of  his  mark  before  the  starting  signal  is  given,  it  shall  be  considered 
a  false  start. 

5.  If.  in  the  opinion  of  the  Starter,  a  false  start  has  been  made,  he  can 
recall  the  competitors  by  a  second  pistol  shot,  and  penalize  the  offender  or 
the  offenders. 

6.  For  all  races  up  to  and  including  125  yards,  the  competitor  shall  be 
put  back  1  yard  for  the  first  and  another  yard  for  the  second  attempt ;  in 
races  over  125  yards  and  including  300  yards,  2  yards  for  the  first  and  2 
yards  for  the  second  ;  in  races  over  300  yards  and  including  600  yards,  3 
yards  for  the  first  and  3  yards  for  the  second  ;  in  races  over  600  yards  and 
including  1,000  yards,  4  yards  for  the  first  and  4  yards  for  the  second  ;  in 
races  over  1,000  yards  and  including  1  mile,  5  yards  for  the  first  and  5  yards 
for  the  second  ;  in  all  races  over  1  mile,  10  yards  for  the  first  and  10  yards 
for  the  second.  In  all  cases  the  third  false  start  shall  disqualify  the  com- 
petitor from  the  event.  In  relay  races  the  penalty  shall  be  according  to  the 
distance  the  offender  is  to  run  in  the  race. 

7.  The  Starter  shall  also  rule  out  of  that  event  any  competitor  who 
attempts  to  advance  himself  from  his  mark,  as  prescribed  in  the  official 
programme,  after  the  Starter  has  given  the  warning  to  "get  readv." 

8.  The  Starter  must  have  at  least  two  good  cartridges  in  his  pistol  before 
starting  a  heat. 

RULE  XI 

THE  CLERK    OF   THE   COURSE 

The  names  and  numbers  of  all  the  competitors  in  each  event  shall  be  given 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course,  who  shall  call  them  by  name  and  check  them  off 
on  the  programme  immediately  before  the  event. 

After  the  competitors*  names  have  been  called,  the  Clerk  of  the  Course 
shall,   in  handicap  events,   assign  them  to   their  respective  marks. 

The  Clerk  of  tbe  Course  shall  not  allow  anv  competitor  to  start  without 
his  number,  except  withtthe  consent  of  the  Referee. 

The  Assistant  Clerks  M  the  Course  shall  perform  whatever  duties  are 
assigned   them    by   the   Cl%*k   of  the   Course. 

RULE  XII 

CHIEF     SCORER 

The  Chief  Scorer  shall  keep  track  of  the  order  in  which  each  competitor 
finishes  and  also  the  time  for  the  event.     He  shall  also  keep  a  tally  of  the 
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laps  made  by  each  competitor  in  all  races  round  a  turn  and  shall  announce 
by  means  of  a  bell  or  pistol  shot  when  the  leading  man  is  entering  on  the 
last  lap. 

The  Assistant  Scorers  are  subject  to  the  Chief  Scorer  and  shall  perform 
whatever  duties  are  assigned  them  by  him. 

RULE   XIII 

THE    MARSHAL 

The  Marshal  shall  prevent  any  but  officials  and  actual  competitors  from 
entering   into   the   inner   circle   or   remaining  therein. 

Any  competitor  entering  into  the  inner  circle  before  or  after  competition, 
and  not  there  for  the  purpose  of  competition,  must  leave  the  inner  circle  when 
requested  by  the  Marshal.  If,  after  the  second  request,  the  competitor  still 
refuses  to  leave,  the  Marshal,  or  his  assistants,  must  report  the  matter  to 
the  Referee  who  may  disqualify  the  offender. 

The  Assistant  Marshal  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Marshal  and  shall 
assist  him  in  keeping  the  inner  circle  as  clear  as  is  possible. 

RULE   XIV 

OFFICIAL    ANNOUNCER 

The  scorers  shall  make  known  to  the  Official  Announcer  the  results  of  each 
event  and  he   shall  announce  them  to  the  spectators. 

RULE   XV 

OFFICIAL    REPORTER 

The  Official  Reporter  shall  receive  from  the  Scorers  the  order  of  finishing 
and  the  time  made  by  the  competitors  in  the  running  events  and  the  height 
or  distance  covered  by  the  competitors  in  the  field  events.  This  information 
he  shall  immediately  make  known  to  the  representatives  of  the  press. 

RULE   XVI 

THE    INNER    CIRCLE 

With  the  exception  of  officials  and  actual  competitors,  no  one  shall  be 
allowed  within  the  inner  circle.  Competitors  must  leave  the  inner  circle 
immediately  after  the  finish  of  their  event,  or  when  requested  to  do  so  by 
the  Marshal. 

No  attendant,  friend  or  trainer  shall  be  allowed  to  accompany  the  com- 
petitors on   the  track  or   infield. 

RULE   XVII 

THE    COMPETITORS 

The  competitors  shall  report  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  at  the  starting  point 
of  each  competition,  after  they  have  been  called  to  the  inner  circle. 

Each  contestant  must  provide  himself  with  a  number  corresponding  to 
the  number  opposite  his  name  on  the  programme.  This  number  he  must 
wear  conspicuously  while  he  is  competing,  and  without  it  he  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  start  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Referee. 

In  handicap  events,  competitors,  whether  they  be  scratch  or  limit  mark 
men.  must  start  from  positions  in  which  they  are  placed  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Course. 

If  in  straightaway  races  the  competitor  does  not  confine,  himself  to  his 
own  lane,  but  instead  crosses  into  the  lane  of  his  opponent,  the  Referee 
shall  disqualify  him. 

In  races  around  a  turn,  the  competitor  shall,  after  turning  the  last  corner, 
continue  in  a  straight  line  to  the  finish  and  not  cross  either  to  the  outside 
or  the  inside  in  front  of  any  of  the  other  competitors. 
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Any  competitor  who  wilfully  jostles,  crosses  in  front  of,  or  otherwise 
impedes  an  opponent,  shall  be  disqualified  by  the  Referee  from  that  event. 

The  Referee  shall  further  disqualify  from  the  meeting  any  competitor  who, 
in  his  opinion,  is  trying  to  lose,  to  coach,  or  to  impede  in  any  way  the  chances 
of  another  competitor.  He  shall  further  notify  the  Games  Committee,  who 
will  take  further  action. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether  toward  com- 
petitors, spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified  by  the  Referee  from  that 
and  all  other  events  at  that  meeting,  and  if  the  Referee  thinks  the  offense 
worthy  of  further  punishment,  he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  further  action. 

RULE  XVIII 

PROTESTS 

Protests  against  any  competitor  entered  in  any  games  may  be  made 
verbally  or  in  writing,  to  the  Games  Committee  or  to  any  member  thereof 
before  the  meet,  or  to  the  Referee  during  the  meet. 

If  the  protest  is  a  claim  of  foul  committed  during  the  meet,  the  Referee 
shall  decide  the  matter  at  once  as  laid  down  in  the  duties  of  Referee 
(Rule  III.). 

Protests  made  after  the  games  must  be  made  within  48  hours. 

If  possible,  the  Games  Committee  shall  decide  all  protests  before  the 
events  are  run  off.  If  it  is  a  case  requiring  the  taking  of  evidence,  the  Games 
Committee  shall  decide  the  matter  within  one  week  after  the  date  of  the 
games.  If  it  affects  the  contestant's  amateur  status,  however,  the  case  must 
be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  action. 

When  a  contestant  is  allowed  to  compete  under  protest,  the  prizes  that  he 
may  win  shall  be  withheld  until  the  case  is  settled. 

RULE  XIX 

THE    TRACK 

The  distance  to  be  run  shall  be  measured  on  a  line  twelve  inches  outward 
from  the  inner  edge  of  the  track.  This  edge  shall  be  a  solid  curb  raised 
three  inches  above  the  level   of  the  track. 

In  straightaway  races,  distance  shall  be  measured  in  a  direct  line  from 
the  starting  mark  to  the  finishing  line. 

In  indoor  races  on  board  floors  courses  may  be  marked  plainly  (with  white- 
wash)   on  the  track. 

RULE  XX 

THE    COURSE 

In  straightaway  races  the  competitor  must  keep  his  own  course  from 
start  to  finish.  In  these  races  separate  courses,  called  lanes,  shall  be  laid 
out  for  each  competitor  by  means  of  stakes  driven  into  the  ground,  to  which 
cord  or  wire  is  attached,  and  which  are  placed  about  fifteen  yards  apart. 

In  all  races  the  competitors  must  not  cross  to  the  pole,  or  inner  edge  of 
the  track,  until  he  is  at  least  two  strides  in  advance  of  his  nearest  competitor. 

In  all  championship  races  positions  shall  be  drawn  for,  numbering  one, 
two.  three,  and  so  on,  from  border  out,  and  the  drawing  shall  be  in  the 
names  of  the  schools.  The  Clerk  of  the  Course  shall  then  allot  positions. 
The  school  having  the  first  choice  shall  have  the  position  next  the  pole,  or 
inner  edge  of  the  track,  the  school  having  second  choice,  second  position,  and 
so  on,  the  schools  alternating,  so  that,  if  possible,  there  will  not  be  two  con- 
testants from  the  one  school  in  the  same  heat. 

In  championship  events  on  straightaway  tracks,  the  drawing  shall  be  by 
schools,  and  the  Referee  shall  see  that  no  two  contestants  from  the  same 
school  shall  start  in  one  heat.  There  shall  be  a  drawing  for  the  choice  of 
lanes,  the  school  winning  first  choice  selecting  whatever  lane  the  first  runner 
for  that  school  desires,  the  school  having  second  choice  the  next  best  lane 
and  so  on. 

In  handicap  events  the  contestants,  when  called,  must  take  any  lane 
assigned  them  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 
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RULE   XXI 

THE    FINISH 

1.  The  finish  line  shall  be  a  line  on  the  ground  drawn  across  the  track  from 
finish  post  to  finish  post  and  the  men  shall  be  placed  in  the  order  in  which 
any  part-  of  their  bodies  (i.  e.,  "torso"  as  distinguished  from  the  head,  arms, 
feet  or  hands)    crosses  such  line. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  judges,  but  not  as  a  finish  line,  there 
shall  be  stretched  across  the  track  at  the  finish,  4  feet  (1.22  meters)  above 
the  ground,  a  worsted  string  which  shall  not  be  held  by  the  judges,  but 
fastened  to  the  finish  post  at  either  side,  so  it  will  always  be  at  right  angles 
to  the  course  and  parallel  to  the  ground. 

3.  No  competitor  shall  be  considered  to  have  finished  unless  his  entire 
body   shall   have   crossed   the   finish    line. 

RULE  XXII 

RELAY    RACING 

1.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  10  yards  on  each  side  of  the  starting  line  of 
each  relay  to  be  known  as  the  starting  zone.  Within  this  zone  each  runner 
must  pass  the  baton  to  the  succeeding  runner.  No  member  of  a  relay  team 
in  order  to  relieve  his  teammate  can  run  outside  of  such  zone.  The  baton 
must  be  passed,  not  thrown  or  dropped  by  a  competitor  and  picked  up  by 
the  one  succeeding  him.  Violation  of  any  of  these  rules  by  any  competitor 
shall  disqualify  the  team. 

2.  No  man  can  run  two  relays  in  any  one  team. 

3.  The  composition  of  a  team  cannot  be  changed  after  a  trial  heat  has 
been  run.  No  change  can  be  made  in  the  order  of  running,  except  in  relay 
races  where  each  competitor  runs  the  same  distance. 

4.  The  positions  of  the  teams  must  be  drawn  for. 

5.  In  all  relay  races  announcement  must  be  made  as  to  the  distance  each 
competitor  is  to  run  in  his  relay.  Any  competitor  failing  to  run  the  distance 
required   shall   cause  his   team   to   be  disqualified. 

6.  In  the  case  of  a  handicap  relay  race  the  runner  on  the  first  relay  is 
allowed  the  total  handicap  allowed  each  team. 

RULE  XXIII 

HANDICAP    RULES 

The  handicap  allowed  in  the  different  races  shall  not  exceed  one-tenth  of 
the  distance  to  be  run  ;  for  instance,  the  limit  in  the  50  yards  dash  shall  be 
5  yards,  in  the  100  yards  dash,  10  yards. 

The  limit  in  the  pole  vault  shall  be  18  inches  ;  in  the  running  high  jump, 
9  inches  ;  in  the  running  broad  jump,  30  inches  ;  in  the  8-lb.  shot  put,  48 
inches  ;  in  the  12-lb.  shot  put,  60  inches  ;  in  the  standing  broad  jump,  12 
inches. 

The  penalty  for  winning  shall  be  as  follows  :  For  races  of  50  yards  and 
under,  3  feet,  2  feet  and  1  foot  shall  be  taken  off  for  winning  first,  second 
and  third  places,  respectively ;  in  races  over  50  yards  and  including  100 
yards,  2  yards,  1  yard  and  2  feet ;  over  100  yards  and  including  220  yards, 
5,  3  and  2  yards ;  over  220  and  including  440  yards,  10,  6  and  3  yards ; 
over  440  yards  and  including  880  yards.  20,  12  and  6  yards  ;  in  races  over 
880  and  including  one  mile,  40  yards,  24  yards  and  12  yards  ;  in  the  pole 
vault,  9,  7  and  4  inches  ;  in  the  running  high  jump.  5,  4  and  2  inches  ;  in 
the  running  broad  jump,  14,  10  and  7  inches  ;  in  the  8-lb.  shot  put,  20,  15  and 
11  inches;  in  the  12-lb.  s^ot  put,  24,  18  and  13  inches;  in  the  standing  broad 
jump,  7,  5  and  3  inches. 

RULE  XXIV 

POTATO    RACING 

The  potato  race  shall  be  one  in  which  three  or  more  potatoes  are  placed 
two  yards  apart  on  a  direct  line.     The  first  potato  shall  be  two  yards  from 
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the  receptacle  which  shall  be  either  a  pail,  basket    box    nr  ^n    ™+

12.  The  employment  of  weights  or  grips  of  any  kind  is  forbidden. 

13.  A  competitor  may  place  a  mark  for  his  take-off  in  running  broad  or 
running  high  jump. 

14.  The  uprights  shall  not  be  moved  during  the  competition. 

15.  The  uprights  shall  be  at  least  12  feet  (3.66  meters)  apart. 

16.  The  take-off  ground  about  the  jump  must  be  level. 

RULE  XXVII 

RUNNING    BROAD    JUMP 

1.  The  length  of  the  run  is  unlimited.  Each  competitor  shall  be  allowed 
three  jumps,  and  the  five  best  shall  be  allowed  three  more  jumps.  Each  com- 
petitor shall  be  credited  with   the  best  of  all  his  jumps. 

2.  The  take-off  shall  be  from  a  joist  sunk  flush  with  the  ground,  the  outer 
edge  of  which  shall  be  called  the  scratch  line.  In  front  of  the  scratch  line, 
over  a  width  of  3.94  inches  (10  centimeters^  the  ground  shall  be  sprinkled 
with  soft  earth  or  sand  to  make  it  slightly  higher  than  the  take-off  joist. 
The  measurement  of  the  jumps  sball  be  made  at  right  angles  from  the 
scratch  line,  or  scratch  line  extended,  to  the  nearest  break  in  the  ground 
made  by  any  part  of  the  body  of  the  competitor. 

3.  If  any  competitor  swerves  aside  at  the  taking-off  line,  or  the  line 
extended,  or  touches  the  ground  in  front  of  the  take-off  joist  with  any  part 
of  his  foot,  such  jump  shall  not  be  measured,  but  it  shall  be  counted  against 
the  competitor  as  one  jump. 

4.  Take-off  board  should  be  8  inches  on  top,  4  inches  deep  and  5  feet  long. 
For  competition  it  should  be  painted  white. 

5.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  6  feet  in  front  of  the  scratch  line,  to  be  known 
as  the  balk  line,  and  stepping,  or  falling,  over  such  line,  or  such  line  extended, 
in  any  attempt,  shall  be  counted  as  a  "balk,"  and  two  successive  "balks"  shall 
be  counted  as  a  trial  jump. 

6.  The  rules  for  the  running  high  jump  shall  govern,  where  applicable. 

RULE  XXVIII 

STANDING    BROAD    JUMP 

The  feet  of  the  competitor  may  be  placed  in  any  position,  but  shall  leave 
the  ground  once  only  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump.  When  the  feet  are 
lifted  from  the  ground  twice,  or  two  springs  are  made  in  making  the  attempt, 
it  shall  count  as  a  trial  jump  without  result.  A  competitor  may  rock  back 
and  forward,  lifting  heels  and  toes  alternately  from  the  ground,  but  may 
not  lift  either  foot  clear  of  the  ground,  nor  slide  either  foot  along  the 
ground  in  any  direction. 

In  all  other  respects  the  rules  governing  the  running  broad  jump  govern 
the  standing   broad  jump  as  well. 

RULE  XXIX 

POLE    VAULT 

1.  The  height  of  the  bar  at  starting  and  at  each  successive  elevation  shall 
be  determined  by  the   Field   Judges. 

2.  Each  competitor  shall  be  allowed  three  jumps  at  each  height,  and  the 
competitor  who  fails  at  the  _nird  attempt  shall  be  disqualified.     . 

3.  A  competitor  may  commence  at  any  height  above  the  minimum  height. 
He  must,  however,  jump  at  every  following  height  until  he  has  forfeited  his 
right  to   compete   further. 

4.  The  vault  shall  be  made  over  a  bar  resting  on  pegs. 

5.  As  soon  as  a  competitor  has  left  the  ground  for  the  purpose  of  making 
a  jump,   the  jump  is  counted  as  a  trial. 

6.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  15  feet  in  front  of  the  bar  and  parallel  there- 
with, to  be  known  as  the  balk  line,  and  stepping  over  such  a  line,  or  such  line 
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extended,  in  any  attempt,  shall  be  counted  as  a  "balk,"  and  two  successive 
"balks"  shall  be  counted  as  a  trial  jump. 

7  Any  competitor  shall  be  allowed  to  dig  a  hole  not  more  than  one  foot 
in  diameter  at  the  take-off,  in  which  to  plant  his  pole. 

8  A  competitor  must  not,  in  the  moment  that  he  makes  a  jump,  or  after 
leaving  the  ground,  place  his  lower  hand  above  the  upper  one  or  move  the 
upper  hand  higher  up  on  tbe  pole. 

9.  Poles  may  have  a  binding,  but  must  not  have  any  further  support  for 

10.  If  the  uprights  are  moved,  they  shall  not  be  moved  more  than  two 
feet  in  any  direction,  and  not  more  than  one  hole  may  be  made  by  a  com- 
petitor.    The  take-off  ground  about  the  jump  shall  be  level. 

11     The  uprights  shall  be  at  least  12  feet  (3.66  meters)  apart. 

12.  All  measurements  shall  be  made  perpendicularly  from  the  ground  to 
the  upper  side  of  the  bar  where  it  is  lowest. 

13.  In  the  pole  vault,  if  in  making  a  trial  the  competitor's  pole  is  broken, 
it  shall  not  count  as  a  trial. 

14.  The  rules  governing  the  running  broad  jump  shall  also  govern  the 
pole  vault  for  distance,  except  that  when  the  man  leaves  the  ground  in  an 
attempt  it  shall  be  counted  a  trial. 

Note. — If  the  uprights  are  moved,  the  Field  Judges  should  make  a  re- 
measurement,  because  if  there  is  any  inequality  in  the  ground  at  all,  changing 
the  uprights  may  make  a  difference  varying  from  one  inch  to  a  quarter  of 
an  inch,  and  a  competitor  should  not  be  allowed  to  obtain  an  advantage 
in  that  way. 

RULE  XXX 

THE   DISCUS     (GREEK    STYLE) 

To  execute  the  throw,  the  competitor  places  himself  in  the  pedestal  with 
the  feet  apart,  the  right  foot  forward,  provided  he  is  right-handed,  and 
vice  versa,  if  he  is  left-handed,  and  holding  the  discus  in  either  hand.  He 
then  grasps  it  with  both  hands  and  raises  it  straight  above  his  head.  As 
the  discus  is  held  aloft  the  body  should  lean  forward  slightly,  and  as  the 
thrower  starts  to  make  his  effort  the  trunk  should  be  turned  slightly  to  the 
right  and  the  body  bent  sharply  so  that  the  left  hand,  when  free,  swings 
outside  and  below  the  right  knee,  and  the  right,  holding  the  discus,  is  stretched 
as  far  back  as  the  extension  of  the  shoulder  will  allow.  At  this  moment 
the  right  knee  should  be  bent,  with  the  foot  resting  full  on  the  sole,  the 
left  leg  almost  straight,  and  the  foot  resting  on  the  toes.  Then,  by  a  sharp 
and  simultaneous  exertion  of  the  whole  body,  the  thrower  scales  the  discus 
away  in  front  of  him.  The  critical  part  of  the  throw  is  the  action  of  the 
arm  at  the  moment  of  delivery.  The  final  sweep  of  the  arm  must  be  dis- 
tinctly by  the  side  and  be  clearly  in  an  underhand  direction.  Round  arm, 
like  a  cricket  bowler,  horizontal,  arch,  or  overarm  swings  to  be  foul.  Neither 
must  there  be  the  least  tendency  of  the  arm  to  swing  around  the  body. 

The  measurement  of  the  throw  to  be  from  the  ceDter  of  the  pedestal  to 
where  the  discus  first  strikes  the  ground. 

The  thrower  may  leave  the  pedestal  at  the  moment  of  throwing. 

Trials  and  other  conditions  of  competition  to  be  the  same  as  the  hammer 
or  shot. 

RULE  XXXI 

THE    HURDLES 

In  the  120  yards  hurdle  race,  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used  ;  height  of  hurdles 
to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee.  They  shall  be  placed  ten  yards 
apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  fifteen  yards  distant  from  the  starting  point,  and 
the  last  hurdle  fifteen  yards  before  the  finishing  line. 

In  the  220  yards  hurdle  race  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used  ;  height  of  hurdle 
to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee.  They  shall  be  placed  twenty 
yards  apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  twenty  yards  distant  from  the  starting 
mark,  and  the  last  hurdle  twenty  yards  from  the  finishing  line. 

In  hurdle  races  of  other  distances,  and  with  different  numbers  of  hurdles, 
the  hurdles  shall  be  placed  at  equal  distances,  with  the  same  space  between 
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the  first  hurdle  and  the  starting  point  and  the  last  hurdle  and  the  finishing 
line  as  between  each  of  the  hurdles. 

In  making  a  record  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  competitor  to  jump  over 
every  hurdle  in  its  proper  position,  nor  shall  the  performance  be  considered 
a  record  unless  all  the  hurdles  remain  standing  after  the  competitor  clears 
them. 

A  competitor  knocking  down  three  or  more  hurdles,  or  any  portion  of 
hurdles  in  a  race  shall  be  disqualified. 

RULE  XXXII 

TIES 

In  all  contests  whose  results  are  determined  by  measurement  of  height  or 
distance,  ties  shall  be  decided  as  follows  : 

In  handicap  contests  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the  competitor  who 
received  the  least  allowance.  In  case  of  a  tie  between  two  or  more  competitors 
who  received  the  same  allowance,  the  decision*  shall  be  made  as  in  scratch 
contests. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  at  high  jumping,  the  tieing  competitors 
shall  have  three  trials  at  the  height  last  tried,  and  if  still  undecided  the 
bar  shall  be  lowered  to  tbe  height  next  below,  and  three  trials  taken  at  that 
height.  If  no  one  clears  it,  the  bar  shall  be  lowered  again  and  again  until 
one  of  the  competitors  clears  it.  In  case  of  a  second  tie,  the  award  shall 
be  given  to  the  competitor  who  cleared  the  bar  with  the  least  number  of 
trials. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  in  any  event  decided  by  distance,  each 
of  the  tieing  competitors  shall  have  three  additional  trials,  and  the  award 
shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  distance  cleared  in  these  additional 
trials.  In  case  of  a  second  tie  three  more  trials  shall  be  allowed,  and  so 
on,  until  a  decision  is  reached.  In  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events, 
the  competitors  shall  not  be  allowed  to  divide  the  prize  or  points,  or  to 
toss  for  them,  but  must  compete  again  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  by  the 
Referee. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  the  pole  vault  the  officials  shall  raise  or  lower  the  bar  at 
their  discretion,  and  those  competitors  who  have  tied  shall  be  allowed  one 
trial  at  each  height. 

RULE  XXXIII 

ORDER    OF    COMPETITION    IN    FIELD    EVENTS 

In  all  scratch  events  the  competitors  shall  take  their  trials  in  the  order 
of  their  names  as  printed  on  the  programme. 

In  all  handicap  events  the  competitor  having  the  greatest  allowance  shall 
make  the  first  trial,  and  so  on,  in  regular  order,  up  to  the  competitor  at 
scratch  or  with  the  least  allowance,  who  shall  have  the  last  trial. 

RULE  XXXIV 

COSTUME 

Only  boys  with  clean  athletic  costume,  with  pants  reaching  approximately 
to  the  knees  and  shirts  that  adequately  cover  the  body,  shall  be  allowed 
to  compete.

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  held  September  10,  1917, 
the  following  Preamble  and  Resolutions  were  unanimously 
adopted : 

Whereas,  Our  fellow-director,  Evert  Jan- 
sen  Wendell,  has  been  taken  to  his  high 
reward ;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  record  its  sorrow  and  its  deepest 
sense  of  the  greatness  of  its  loss,  and  that 
it  place  upon  its  records  and  transmit  to 
the  family  of  our  deceased  director,  a  copy 
of  these  Preamble  and  Resolutions. 

Evert  Jansen  Wendell  was  a  director  of  the  League 
from  December  1,  1908,  until  his  death  in  the  American 
Hospital  in  Paris,  at  the  age  of  fifty-seven,  on  August  27, 
1917. 

He  was,  himself,  an  athlete,  a  champion  of  the  colleges. 
He  knew  athletics  as  few  in  this  country  of  athletics, 
know  them.  A  skilled  referee  and  a  marvelously  accurate 
timer  of  races.  He  was  wise  in  our  councils,  always 
rendering  justice  with  kindness.  He  was  a  man  of  per- 
fect example.  He  gave  to  the  word  "gentleman"  the 
added  lustre  of  the  highest  personal  integrity  and  a  blame- 
less life.  A  man  whom  all  delighted  to  meet  and  from 
whom  we  parted  sustained  and  inspired.  He  devoted  his 
great  talents  and  charming  personal  qualities  to  the 
furtherance  of  every  work  which  helped  the  boys  of  the 
city  upward  and  forward. 

Because  of  Wendell  we  are  more  proud  to  be  men,  for 
he,  indeed,  was  a  man.

The  President's  address  follows  : 
Gentlemen  : 

The  past  year,  the  fourteenth  since  the  organization  of  the  League,  has 
been  probably  the  most  important  in  its  history.  It  is  not  so  much  that  its 
system  of  athetics  has  become  more  widespread  among  our  school  children, 
as  that  has  been  the  case  in  every  previous  year,  but  on  account  of  what 
the  League  has  accomplished  towards  training  the  boys  and  young  men 
attending  the  elementary  and  high  schools  of  the  city,  to  be  efficient  as 
defenders*  of  their  country  and  in  inspiring  them  with  the  idea  of  their  duty 
to  defend  it.  It  is  therefore  a  source  of  gratification  to  us,  to  know  that  it 
may  well  claim  to  be  the  first  organization  to  carry  out  upon  any  extended 
scale  any  practical  step  towards  preparedness. 

Athletic  competitions  such  as  the  League  has  Instituted  are  conceded  to  be 
the  best  method  to  give  our  youth  strong  muscles,  good  health  and  sound 
lungs,  and  at  the  same  time  to  develop  quickness  of  thought  and  movement, 
energy,  perseverance,  endurance,  and  particularly  team  work,  which  involves 
acting  in  unison  and  in  obedience  to  the  one  who  is  controlling  the  team 
and  the  games.  These  are  important  qualifications  in  any  walk  of  life.  They 
are  indispensable  to  a  soldier. 

This  training  the  League  has  siuce  its  formation  given  annually  to  several 
hundred  thousand  boys,  the  total  of  those  who  have  received  it  being  at  the 
present  time  over  two  millions. 

RIFLE  SHOOTING  IN  THE  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 
It  also  has  been  training  the  high  school  boys  in  rifle  shooting — something 
which,  while  indispensable  to  the  volunteers  that  will  be  required  in  case  of 
foreign  aggression,  cannot  be  acquired  during  the  brief  period  which  the 
rapidity  of  modern  warfare  will  allow  for  their  organization  and  training. 
The  problem  of  giving  this  instruction  to  the  great  number  attending  these 
schools  has  been  a  difficult  one,  as  it  necessarily  had  to  be  almost  entirely 
carried  on  in  the  school  buildings,  where  there  are  no  rifle  ranges.     We  have

been  able  to  accomplish  it  by  the  use  of  the  "Subtarget  Gun  Machine"  and 
of  the  "Practice  Rod." 

All  instruction  in  rifle  shooting  is  based  upon  the  fundamental  principle 
that  a  good  shot  is  one  who  is  so  trained  that  his  eye,  hand  and  muscles 
will  co-ordinate,  so  that  when  in  aiming  he  sees  that  the  sights  of  the  guns 
are  aligned  upon  the  mark  he  wishes  to  hit  he  instantly  presses  the  trigger, 
and  in  so  doing  does  not  allow  his  line  of  sight  to  be  deflected  from  the  spot 
at  which  he  is  aiming. 

The  subtarget  gun  machine  is  an  apparatus  having  an  upright  to  which  is 
attached  a  horizontal  rod,  in  front  of  which  is  a  target  the  size  of  a  visit- 
ing card.  A  service  rifle  is  attached  to  the  rod  in  such  a  way  that  the  rod 
follows  the  movements  that  it  makes.  In  other  words,  when  the  one  shoot- 
ing aims  his  rifle  at  a  target  about  a  foot  square  upon  the  other  side  of  the 
room  and  centers  his  line  of  vision  upon  its  bullseye,  the  point  of  the  rod  is 
in  front  of  the  bullseye  on  the  miniature  target  and  follows  every  movement 
of  the  sights  of  the  rifle  as  the  latter  is  moved  by  the  shooter.  When  the 
trigger  is  pulled  the  rod  shoots  forward  and  punches  a  hole  in  the  miniature 
target,  which  corresponds  exactly  to  what  would  have  been  made  in  the 
target  aimed  at  had  there  been  a  bullet  in  the  gun.  In  consequence,  an 
instructor  by  watching  the  movements  of  the  rod  can  observe  and  correct 
the  errors  which  are  made  by  the  shooter  in  "holding  and  pulling,"  Some- 
thing which  cannot  be  done  with  any  other  known  apparatus. 

These  machines  cost  $270  each,  erected,  which  limits  the  number  the 
League  has  been  able  to  issue  to  the  schools.  Through  the  generosity  of  its 
supporters  it  has,  however,  installed  twenty-six  in  the  different  high  schools, 
Mr.  S.  R.  Guggenheim,  the  Treasurer  of  the  League,  alone  having  given  four- 
teen, donating  four,  during  the  last  year. 

As  this  apparatus  can  only  be  used  by  one  boy  at  a  time,  consequently  its 
capacity  is  limited  to  about  twelve  an  hour.  The  League,  however,  has  been 
able  to  largely  supplement  this  by  purchasing  from  the  War  Department 
one  hundred  and  ten  Krag  carbines  and  rifles,  which  it  has  equipped  with 
what  is  called  a  "Practice  Rod."  The  latter  is  a  brass  tube  inserted  in  the 
barrel  of  the  rifle  and  enclosing  a  hollow  rod.  This,  when  struck  by  the 
firing  pin,  is  thrown  forward  with  so  much  force  that  the  point  makes  an 
indentation  in  a  card  target  placed  eight  inches  from  the  muzzle.  This  is 
used  for  practice  by  the  boys  who  have  learned  how  to  "hold  and  pull"  on 
the  subtarget  gun  machines. 

They  have  been  found  so  useful  that  the  Boys'  High  School  of  Brooklyn, 
to  which  the  League  had  issued  ten  guns,  purchased  ten  more,  which  were 
paid  for  by  its  General  Organization. 

Those  boys  who  become  expert  with  the  subtarget  gun  machine  and  prac- 
tice rod  have  an  afternoon  a  week  assigned  them  at  the  rifle  galleries  of 
the  different  armories,  where  an  instructor  is  provided  and  where  they  are 
allowed  to  shoot  with  reduced  charges,  at  which  they  become  extremely  pro- 
ficient. Every  fall  as  many  of  those  who  have  qualified  as  marksmen  as  the 
finances  of  the  League  will  permit,  are  taken  by  it  to  the  State  range  at 
Peekskill,  where  they  shoot  at  200  and  300  yards  with  a  service  rifle  and 
ammunition.  Although  many  of  them  never  had  any  experience  in  firing  at 
distances  over  50  feet,  or  with  anything  heavier  than  a  .22  caliber  rifle,  they 
display  a  degree  of  skill  equal  to  that  of  a  National  Guardsman. 

The  League  has  also  carried  on  a  large  number  of  interclass  matches  in  and 
between  the  different  high  schools,  both  on  the  subtarget  gun  machine  and  in 
the  armory  rifle  galleries,  for  which  many  prizes  have  been  offered  by  public- 
spirited  citizens.  The  National  Rifle  Association  holds  a  series  of  yearly 
matches  between  the  rifle  clubs  throughout  the  country,  which  are  shot  simul- 
taneously on  the  different  school  ranges,  and  last  year  carried  on  a  national 
gallery  championship  in  which  a  number  of  university  and  college  clubs  as 
well  as  many  from  the  high  schools  of  the  country  competed,  and  in  these 
the  representatives  from  the  New  York  high  schools  won  a  prominent  position. 

During  1916  over  5,000  boys  regularly  practised  rifle  shooting  in  the  high 
schools  of  New  York  City,  606  of  whom  qualified  as  marksmen  and  385  as 
sharpshooters.  The  "Wingate  Trophy,"  for  the  school  qualifying  the  greatest 
percentages  of  marksmen,  was  won  by  Stuyvesant  High  School  with  a  record

of  134  marksmen  and  177  sharpshooters.  Sixteen  high  schools  participated 
in  the  tournament  for  the  "Whitney  Trophy"  on  the  gun  machines.  At  the 
match  shot  at  the  State  range  on  October  28,  1916,  150  boys  participated  in 
team  and  individual  matches,  and  this  number  would  have  been  very  greatly 
increased  if  the  League  could  have  afforded  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of 
the  competitors.  The  use  of  this  range  was  granted  by  Adjutant  General 
Stotesbury,  and  a  number  of  the  officers  of  the  National  Guard  acted  as 
range  officers  on  the  twenty-five  targets  used  during  the  day,  to  all  of  whom 
the  League  is  greatly  indebted. 

Twenty-seven  teams  participated.  The  team  match  was  won  by  Erasmus 
Hall  High  School,  whose  boys  made  a  score  of  193  out  of  a  possible  250. 
The  excellent  shooting  done  by  the  boys  and  the  order  and  discipline  they 
displayed  surprised  the  mL.tary  men  who  were  present. 

It  is  believed  that  through  this  system  at  least  50,000  boys  of  this  city 
have  been  trained  by  the  League  to  become  good  shots  with  a  military  rifle, 
thus  creating  a  very  substantial  addition  to  the  military  strength  of  our 
City,  State  and  Country.  i 

The  movement  is  one  that  has  extended  to  many  other  high  schools  and 
colleges  and  should  become  universal.  There  are  more  than  thirty  thousand 
young  men,  the  cream  of  the  country,  who  annually  graduate  from  the  high 
schools,  and  the  number  of  those  who  do  not  graduate  but  who  could  be 
taught  to  shoot  during  their  attendance  is  fully  three  times  that  number.  If 
these  had  all  been  trained  to  become  expert  marksmen — as  has  been  done  in 
this  city — there  would  have  been  created  at  a  trifling  expense  several  hun- 
dred thousand  good  shots,  who  would  have  constituted  a  tremendous  addition 
to  the  National  defensive  strength. 

While  every  kind  of  athletics  tends  not  only  to  interest  our  boys  and  young 
men  and  to  keep  them  out  of  mischief,  this  result  is  effected  probably  more 
from  rifle  shooting  than  any  other  branch,  inasmuch  as  no  one  can  be  an 
expert  shot  unless  he  maintains  such  habits  as  will  keep  his  eye  clear  and 
his  nerves  steady.  As  a  mere  physical  exercise  it  is  also  valuable,  inasmuch 
as  the  concentration  of  all  the  nerves  of  the  body,  which  is  required  to 
insure  steadiness  at  the  time  of  shooting,  is  a  much  greater  strain  upon 
them  than  is  known  by  those  who  have  not  practised  it.  Rifle  practice  is 
also  first  class  mental  discipline  in  inculcating  steadiness  under  excitement 
and  in  developing  concentration  and  "cold  nerve,"  all  of  which  are  most 
valuable  assets. 

A  most  valuable  part  of  the  instruction  given  by  the  League  is  the  care 
taken  during  practice  to  constantly  impress  upon  the  boys  the  necessity  for 
caution  in  handling  a  loaded  weapon.  It  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  the 
inexperienced  boy  or  man,  and  the  rifle  which  is  "not  loaded,"  which  causes 
accidents.  One  who  is  trained  in  youth  never  to  take  a  gun  in  his  hands 
without  opening  the  breech  to  see  if  it  is  loaded,  and  to  never  allow  its 
muzzle  to  be  pointed  at  himself  or  anyone  else,  whether  it  is  loaded  or  not, 
never  shoots  anybody. 

MILITARY  TRAINING  OF  THE  BOYS. 

The  League  has  continued  this  most  important  step  towards  preparedness 
it  instituted  in  1915,  in  organizing  and  carrying  on  in  the  high  schools  of 
the  city,  a  system  of  military  training. 

As  this  is  conducted  entirely  out  of  the  school,  no  permission  from  the 
Board  of  Education  was  required.  Having  obtained  from  the  colonels  of  the 
different  regiments  the  privilege  of  using  their  armories,  the  League  pro- 
cured the  services  as  instructors  of  a  number  of  National  Guard  officers  (who 
volunteered)  and  several  sergeants  of  the  Regular  Army  (who  were  employed). 
They  then  requested  such  of  the  principals  of  the  high  schools  as  were  in 
favor  of  the  movement  (as  almost  all  of  them  were)  to  notify  their  pupils 
that  any  over  fifteen  who  wished  to  acquire  military  instruction  and  would 
bring  the  written  consent  of  their  parents,  and  had  a  good  school  standing, 
could  report  at  the  armory  assigned  for  that  purpose.  The  general  method 
adopted  was  to  assign  a  squad  to  the  armory  rifle  gallery  for  practice  while 
the  remainder  were  put  through  a  varied  programme  comprising  military 
drill,  first  aid  instruction,  personal  hygiene,  camping,  etc.,  great  pains  being 
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taken  to  give  no  more  formal  drill  than  was  necessary  and  to  make  the  work 
such  as  interested  and  appealed  to  the  boys. 

Several  of  the  schools  now  have  organizations  of  from  200  to  600  boys 
under  instruction,  a  large  number  of  whom  have  uniformed  themselves  either 
at  their  own  expense  or  through  entertainments  which  have  been  given  in 
the  schools  for  that  purpose.  Stuyvesant  of  Manhattan  has  a  battalion  of 
250  and  has  obtained  175  rifles  from  the  War  Department,  through  the 
League.  Boys'  High  of  Brooklyn  has  three  full  companies  and  is  forming  a 
fourth.  Bryant  has  400,  High  School  of  Commerce  250,  Morris,  flushing 
and  Bushwick,  100  each.  Eastern  District,  while  at  first  backward,  now  has 
over  400.  Brooklyn  Evening  School  has  600.  At  a  recent  review  of  the 
Thirteenth  Regiment,  a  company  of  75  from  the  Boys'  High  School  gave  a 
dress  parade,  fo'lowed  by  a  company  drill  in  both  close  and  extended  order, 
the  only  orders  given  being  by  whistle  signals,  and  the  exhibition  which 
they  gave  was  highly  commended  by  General-^D'Ryan  and  a  number  of  other 
prominent  military  men  who  were  In  attendance. 

The  interest  is  so  keen  that  a  very  considerable  number  of  boys  have 
served  at  Plattsburgh  and  other  camps,  in  doing  which  they  have  fitted  them- 
selves to  act  as  officers  and  inspectors  of  the  others.  Over  350  teachers,  a 
large  number  of  whom  are  athletic  instructors  in  the  schools,  have  organized 
themselves  in  a  battalion  and  were  drilled  last  winter  two  days  a  week  in 
the  Seventh  Regiment  Armory.  A  number  of  them  have  also  been  at  Platts- 
burgh. These  are  Qualified  to  act  as  military  instructors,  and  a  number  of 
them  are  doing  so. 

The  State  Military  Commission,  which  was  created  last  year  to  formulate 
a  system  of  physical  training  in  all  the  schools  and  to  provide  for  military 
training  of  boys  between  sixteen  and  nineteen,  has  found  its  work  so  great 
that  it  has  only  recently  been  able  to  prescribe  a  tentative  plan  of  military 
training,  but  has  not  yet  been  able  to  put  it  in  operation.  The  League  in 
the  meantime  is  doing  all  it  can  to  create  and  foster  a  movement  in  this 
direction,  which  will  be  of  assistance  to  the  system  which  the  State  Military 
Commission  is  to  establish.  It  considers  that  it  has  reasons  to  congratulate 
itself  upon  its  success. 

The  strain  upon  its  finances  in  carrying  out  these  two  important  move- 
ments of  rifle  shooting  and  military  training  has  been  great.  It  is  obliged 
not  only  to  pay  the  Government  for  the  rifles  it  uses,  to  procure  the  sub- 
target  gun  machines  and  practice  rods  which  are  required,  the  ammunition 
which  is  used  in  the  armories  and  the  expense  of  taking  the  boys  to  Peek- 
skill  (which  costs  $1.50  per  boy),  but  it  also  provides  instructors  both  for 
the  shooting  and  the  drill.  It  spent  in  1916  for  this  purpose  over  $2,000. 
This  would  not  have  been  possible  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that,  in  addition 
to  Mr.  Guggenheim's  gift  of  four  subtarget  gun  machines,  a  number  of  gen- 
tlemen, including  Messrs.  George  D.  Pratt,  S.  R.  Guggenheim,  George  W. 
Wingate,  L.  M.  Josephthal,  Robert  M.  Thompson,  James  M.  Motley,  E.  C. 
Schaefer,  Rudolph  J.  Schaefer,  E.  Francis  Hyde,  James  R.  Silliman,  Cornelius 
Vanderbilt,  Joseph  W.  Kay,  Charles  F.  Dieges,  E.  W.  Coggeshall,  James 
Shevlin,  E.  Herbert  Litchfield  and  William  C.  Courtney,  each  contributed  $25 
towards  the  expense. 

Mr.  S.  R.  Guggenheim,  in  addition,  has  offered  a  splendid  trophy,  which  is 
to  be  held  for  the  year  by  such  high  school  in  the  city  as  shall  make  the 
best  record  in  rifle  shooting  and  military  efficiency.  The  details  of  the  com- 
petition have  not  yet  been  agreed  upon.  The  prize  will  consist  of  a  bronze 
replica  of  the  celebrated  statue  "The  Minute  Man,"  by  Daniel  Chester  French, 
mounted  on  a  marble  base.  This  is  to  be  annually  awarded  by  the  League 
to  the  public  school  the  students  of  which  have  shown  the  greatest  excel- 
lence in  marksmanship  and  other  attainments  necessary  for  proficiency  in 
the  requirements  for  national  defense,  and  will  be  accompanied  by  medals 
Mr.  French  is  designing,  which  will  be  annually  given  to  the  members  of  the 
team  representing  the  winning  school. 

In  view  of  the  existing  national  situation,  the  Executive  Committee  decided 
on  March  30,  1917,  that  the  League  should  give  a  demonstration  of  what  it 
has  accomplished  among  the  boys  of  the  schools,  by  organizing  a  great  parade 
through   some  of  the  principal  streets  of  Manhattan  next  Decoration  Day. 
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That  this  should  be  composed  of  the  boys  of  the  elementary  and  high  schools 
who  have  been  prominent  jn  athletics.  As  only  the  afternoon  of  Decoration 
Day  can  be  used,  the  parade  must  be  limited  to  the  number  that  can  march 
past  the  reviewing  stand  in  four  or  rive  hours,  which  will  reduce  the  number 
participating  to  30,000  or  40,000,  although  100,000  could  be  turned  out 
without  difficulty. 

ATHLETIC  WORK   OF   THE   LEA 

The  purpose  for  which  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  was  created  was 
to  promote  the  health  and  bodily  development  of  the  school  children  by 
inducing  them   to  actively  a    proper   training   and   athletic  exe: 

It  soon  found  that  this  was  best  accomplished  by  creating  an  enthusiasm 
through  intersehool  and  intercla  tition. 

It  must  not  be  understood  that  the  League,  in  doing  this,  is  merely  develop- 
ing a  few  champion  athletes.  On  the  contrary,  the  work  of  training  all  the 
children  goes  on  simultaneously  with  that  of  .holding  the  competitions  from 
which  these  champion  athletes  emerge.  All  whtJ  understand  the  psychology  of 
the  boyish  mind  and.  In  fact,  the  mind  of  the  adult,  realize  that  there  is  no 
greater  stimulus  to  interest  in  any  athletic  sport  than  displays  of  physical 
prowess  in  Intensive  competitions.  Thus,  rine  shooting  owes  its  origin  in 
this  country  to  the  winning  of  the  International  long  range  rifle  match  in 
1874.     Widespread   interest  in  tennit  after  the  winning  of  an    Inter- 

national match  :  in  track  athletics  after  the  Olympic  games,  and  in  golf  after 
such  victories  as  that  by  Ouimet  a  few  years  ago.  So  it  is  in  our  school 
athletics.  In  fact,  the  teachers  report  that  the  winning  of  a  championship 
by  a  single  individual  in  a  school  creates  a  much  greater  interest  among  its 
pupils  in  that  particular  form  of  athletics  than  had  previously  been  the  case. 

THE   LEAGUE   BADGE. 

For  the  purpose  of  giving  each  boy  a  personal  interest  in  attaining  a 
proper  athletic  standard,  the  League  has  created  the  "League  Badge."  This 
is  a  small  badge — bronze  for  the  elementary  schools  and  silver  for  the  high 
schools — bearing  a  figure  of  the  '"Winged  Victory."  the  emblem  of  the 
League.  This  is  annually  awarded  to  those  who  attain  fair  standards  in 
running,  jumping  and  chinning  tor  pull-up  t  on  the  horizontal  bar.  In 
addition  a  prescribed  scholastic  standard,  which  the  League  requires  in  all 
its  competitions,  must  be  reached.  This  corresponds  to  the  "Marksmen's 
Badge"  in  our  military  organizations  and  is  looked  upon  as  an  award  of 
great  honor  and  is  proudly  worn  on  the  coat  lapel  of  the  winner.  This 
badge  has  proved  as  valuable  in  athletics  as  it  was  in  respect  to  marksman- 
ship, and  many  cities  throughout  the  country  have  adopted  it  with  the  per- 
mission of  the  League,  which  was  cheerfully  given  with  the  understanding 
that  the  standards  should  remain  as  fixed  by  the  League.  During  the  past 
year  24,750  boys  qualified  for  the  badges,  whereas  in  1904  only  1,162  were 
successful. 

The  bronze  plaque,  "Soldier  of  Marathon."  which  was  presented  by  Hon. 
Egerton  L.  Winthrop,  Jr.,  to  annually  go  to  the  school  having  the  greatest 
percentage  of  its  boys  qualifying  during  the  year,  was  won  by  Public  School 
No.  62,  Manhattan,  of  the  lower  East  Side.  936  boys,  equal  to  66%  of 
its  enrollment,  having  qualified.  The  banner  donated  by  the  late  Simeon  J. 
Drake,  and  awarded  in  a  similar  manner  to  the  high  school  winning  these 
badges,  was  won  by  the  Newtown  High  School. 

The  Girls'  Branch  of  the  League  also  offers  a  badge  to  the  girls,  to  be 
won  in  the  same  way,  and  which  has  been  found  to  be  of  great  value. 

CLASS  ATHLETICS. 

In  order  to  interest  as  many  boys  as  practicable  in  general  athletics,  the 
League  has  instituted  a  series  of  class  competitions.  In  these  at  least  80% 
of  each  class  must  participate,  and  the  average  ability  in  jumping,  chinning 
and  running  is  compared  with  that  of  the  other  classes  in  the  school  itself 
and  in  those  of  other  schools.  As  the  performance  of  each  boy  has  a  direct 
bearing  on  the  class  record,  the  more  proficient  boys  coach,  encourage  and 
even  compel  the  weaker  ones  to  train.     This  has  induced  so  many  to  par- 
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ticlpate  in  thin  form  of  athletics  that  the  competitions  have  to  be  held  at 
three  different  times  in  the  year — chinning  taking  place  in  March,  rnnning 
in  May  and  jumping  in  December.  Each  school  files  its  class  records  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  League,  and  an  Inspector  testf  those  recording  the 
high'  In   each   of  the  four  grammar  years  and  in   each   of  the  five 

borough*.  bo    are    found    after    the    test    to    have    the    beat    : 

receive  plaque*,  which   are  hung  in  the  classroom*  of  the  winning  classes. 

The  popularity  and  benefits  of  this  Interclass  competition  has  led  to  intro- 
ducing it  in  other  branches  of  athletics,  such  as  base  ball,  basket  ball,  Indoor 
base  ball,  soccer  football  and  hand  ball.  The  League  offers  a  beautiful  gllk 
banner  to  each  school  that  reports  it  has  organized  an  interclass  tourna- 
ment. The  success  of  this  work  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  113  schools 
conducted  interclass  basket  ball  games  with  a  total  of  2,200  teams,  averaging 
seven   boys  to  a  team,  which  means  that  about  10,920  boys  participated. 

BADOBti  WW  SWIMMING. 
To  promote  a  general  interest  in  swimming  in  such  boys  as  were  not  suffi- 
ciently expert  to  jet  upon  the  school  team,  the  League  has  offered  an  appro- 
priate bronze  badge  to  any  boy  who  could  past  a  certain  test  in  swimming. 
Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Buildings,  instructors  were  assigned  to  the  various  public  baths,  with 
the  result  that  857  badges  were  won,  of  which  400  went  to  residents  of 
Manhattan,  where  six  out  of  the  seven  public  baths  are  located. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 
The   financial   condition    of    the    League   is   very    satisfactory.      The   League 
added  forty-four  new  names  to  its  membership  roll,  and  lost  through  death 
and  other  causes  eighteen.     It  now  has

The  League  received  beween  January  1  and  December  31,  1916,  $18,825.46, 
which  is  $6,699.49  more  than  it  collected  in  1915.  Its  bank  balance  on 
January  1,  1017,  was  $1,-981.64,  as  against  $854.68  on  January  1,  1916. 
There  are  no  unpaid  bills. 

On  April  13,  1916,  the  League  received  $1,000  from  the  Estate  of  Robert 
B.  Woodward.  On  August  16,  1916,  under  the  will  of  Augustus  C.  Brown, 
$4,000  was  paid  to  the  League.  This  $5,000  was  invested  in  bonds  and  it  is 
hoped  will  constitute  the  nucleus  of  an  endowment  fund,  which  an  Institu- 
tion performing  such  important  public  services  as  the  League  is  doing 
should  have. 

NUMBER  OF  CHILDREN  TAKING  PART  IN  ATHLETICS. 

It  was  estimated  that  during  1010,  375,000  children  actually  engaged  in 
the  above  mentioned  forms  of  intensive  athletics  and  other  events  of  the 
League's  programme,  which  includes  running  in  all  its  forms  (except  long 
distance),  shooting,  walking,  base  ball,  basket  ball,  tennis,  jumping,  shot 
putting,  swimming,  soccer  football  and  hand  ball  for  boys,  and  folk  dancing 
and  appropriate  athletic  games  and  various  other  exercises  for  girls.  In  the 
class  contests  there  were : 

Chinning  (held  in  March),  43,460  boys  from  1,870  classes  and  144  schools. 

Running  (held  in  May),  41,966  boys  from  1,553  classes  and  100  schools. 

Jumping  (held  In  December),  55,081  boys  from  2,213  classes  and  143  schools. 

The  actual  number  of  contestants  in  the  regular  League  games  were  as 
follows :

Elementary  schools  interclass  basket  ball  tournament,  2,208  teams  from  113 
schools  and  1,865  classes,  making  an  aggregate  of  19,920  competitors. 

Base  ball,  705  class  teams  and  75  school  teams,  as  against  500  class  teams 
and  85  school  teams  in  1915,  the  final  games  being  witnessed  by  over 
10,000  spectators. 

Elementary  schools  swimming  contest,  310  boys  representing  21  schools. 

Elementary  schools  outdoor  championship  games,  1,475  boys  representing  85 
schools. 

Soccer  football,  9  high  school  teams  and  186  class  teams  from  30  elemen- 
tary schools. 

The  League  itself  has  held  16  championship  events. 

Outside  of  these  interschool  events  there  were  an  enormous  number  of 
athletic  games  held  in  the  different  schools,  there  being  besides  1,940  basket 
ball,  2,212  indoor  base  ball  and  500  base  ball  -«lass  teams,  an  infinite  number 
of   track   and  field  competitions.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  TRACK  AND  FIELD  CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

The  annual  indoor  championship  games  for  the  elementary  school  boys 
were  held  at  the  Twenty-second  Regiment  Armory,  instead  of  Madison 
Square  Garden,  where  twelve  hundred  and  eighty-four  boys  from  all  sections 
of  Greater  New  York  met  on  the  afternoon  of  December  16,  1916,  and  strove 
mightily  for  individual  success  as  well  as  the  honors  that  their  success  would 
bring  to  their  schools.  A  large  number  of  prominent  men  and  women  of 
the  city  and  other  parts  of  the  country  were  among  the  several  thousand 
spectators. 

Before  the  competitions  the  athletes  in  their  running  costume  marched  in 
Olympic  parade  fashion  before  a  reviewing  stand,  and  after  assembling  upon 
the  floor  recited  the  pledge  of  allegiance  to  the  Flag,  and  sang  the  "Star 
Spangled  Banner,"  exercises  in  which  the  whole  audience  joined. 

The  absence  of  confusion,  and  the  speed,  precision  and  discipline  of  the 
entire  affair  was  commented  upon  by  the  spectators.  There  were  no  protests 
and  no  unsportsmanlike  acts  on  the  part  of  the  competitors. 

This  meet  offered  a  striking  example  of  the  extraordinary  change  which 
has  been  effected  among  the  large  class  of  our  pupils  whose  parents  are 
foreign  born.  Ten  years  ago  most  of  these  boys  knew  nothing  about  athletics, 
or  considered  them  a  waste  of  time.  In  addition,  they  had  neither  the 
physical  strength  nor  the  mental  qualities  of  courage,  endurance  and  self- 
reliance  under  the  strain  of  competition  which  are  essential  to  success  in 
athletics.  Yet  so  great  has  been  the  physical  and  mental  improvement  coming 
to  them  through  the  athletic  training  that  the  League  has  given  them,  that 
in  1916,  as  in  a  number  of  previous  years,  the  boys  attending  Public  School 
No.  62,  Manhattan,  on  Hester  and  Essex  Streets,  where  ninety  per  cent  of 
the  pupils  are  either  Russian  or  Polish  Hebrews,  were  the  winners  of  the 
greatest  number  of  points. 

FIELD  DAYS. 

Through  the  passing  of  a  By-Law  several  years  ago  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  every  school  is  permitted  to  annually  take  from  its  regular  school 
year  one  full  day  to  devote  to  what  is  known  as  "Field  Day."  These  are 
held  upon  one  of  the  large  athletic  fields  of  the  Board  of  Education  or  Park 
Department  and  are  participated  in  by  each  school  as  a  body.  In  each  of  the 
field  days  the  principal  acts  as  referee  and  the  teachers  assist  him.  Prior 
to  the  school  games,  which  constitute  the  athletic  events,  some  special 
patriotic  exercises  such  as  "Salute  to  the  Flag"  are  held.  Many  schools  also 
hold  folk  dances  and  special  races  for  the  girls. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Sunday  World,  medals  are  given  to  each  of 
the  schools  as  prizes  in  the  competitions  held  on  its  field  days.  The  Sunday 
World  in  addition  gave  a  plaque  to  PublicffSchool  No.  188,  Manhattan,  for 
having  the  greatest  percentage  of  its  boys  taking  part  in  the  field  day. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-one  schools  held  such  field  days  between  April 
1  and  June  27.  In  some  of  the  larger  schools  as  many  as  1,500  pupils  took 
part.  An  average  of  1,000  competitors  in  each  is  a  conservative  estimate, 
which  would  make  the  number  of  competitors  over  181,000. 
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In  October  the  schools  that  held  field  days  sent  representatives  to  what 
was  called  the  "Final  Field  Day."  This  was  held  at  the  Twenty-second 
Regiment  Armory  and  the  Sunday  World  very  generously  donated  the  medals. 
Approximately  2,000  boys  attended. 

WALKING  CLUBS. 
Through  the  assistance  of  the  Sunday  World,  walking  clubs  were  organized 
in  various  schools,  as  in  previous  years.  Nine  thousand  one  hundred  and 
sixty  boys  and  approximately  700  girls  joined  the  different  walking  groups. 
Squads  were  organized  in  42  public  schools.  In  all  the  walks,  teachers  or 
principals  accompanied  the  boys. 

ATHLETIC    CENTERS. 

The  efforts  of  the  League  to  introduce  organized  athletics  in  the  schools, 
from  three  to  five  o'clock  p.  m.,  had  been  carried  on  for  a  number  of  years 
through  public-spirited  teachers  who  volunteered  their  services.  The  Board 
of  Education  and  Board  of  Estimate  finally  became  convinced  that  it  was  wise 
to  keep  the  playgrounds  of  as  many  of  the  .schools  open  after  school  hours 
as  the  finances  of  the  city  would  permit,  and  to  provide  for  the  continuation 
of  the  athletic  work  in  them  which  had  previously  been  carried  on  through 
private  sources.  For  this  purpose,  three  years  ago,  $55,000  was  appropriated, 
the  teacher  in  charge  at  the  athletic  center  receiving  $2.50  and  the  janitor  $1. 
This,  however,  does  not  include  all  of  the  after  school  athletic  work,  which 
is  carried  on  largely  through  volunteer  services  rendered  by  the  teachers. 
This  is  especially  true  in  the  high  schools,  where  there  are  no  athletic  centers. 

The  cost  per  capita  of  these  centers  is  smaller  than  any  other  form  of 
municipal  recreation  that  has  ever  been  established  in  New  York  City.  About 
175  such  centers  were  established.  Through  these  an  average  of  175,000 
children  a  week,  or  a  total  of  more  than  3.500,000  a  year,  are  removed  from 
the  danger,  physical  and  moral,  of  the  congested  streets  and  given  healthful 
exercise  and  enjoyment  at  approximately  a  cost  of  IY2  cents  per  boy  and  a 
little  more  for  each  girl.  A  striking  demonstration  of  the  great  importance 
of  these  centers  was  shown  when,  at  the  end  of  last  year,  an  insufficiency  of 
appropriation,  which  was  caused  by  the  theory  that  the  establishment  of  the 
Gary  system  would  relieve  so  many  teachers  from  the  educational  instruction 
as  to  enable  them  to  run  these  centers  without  extra  compensation,  caused 
the  closing  of  them  in  September,  1915.  The  practical  result  of  this  was 
observed  in  the  great  decrease  which  took  place  in  the  number  of  boys  wbo 
competed  in  the  regular  tournaments  and  games  of  the  League,  for  the  center 
is  the  training  place  of  the  boys  who  participate.  This  was  notable  in  the 
class  chinning  held  when  the  centers  were  closed.  The  number  who  qualified 
fell  off  from  64,481  in  1915  to  43,360  in  1916,  whereas  in  class  running  the 
number  increased  from  21,554  in  1915  to  41,966  in  1916.  The  principals, 
teachers  and  parents,  and  civic  organizations,  local  school  boards,  newspapers 
and  many  prominent  citizens  were  loud  in  their  protests  against  turning  the 
boys  into  the  streets  and  closing  the  schoolyard  gates,  and  many  lengthy 
petitions  were  also  signed  by  the  boys  themselves. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  early  in  1916  the  necessary  appropriation 
was  granted  for  the  reopening  of  the  centers,  and  also  sufficient  funds  to 
provide  for  their  continuance  during  1917.  As  soon  as  this  was  done  the 
athletic  records  of  the  schools  returned  to  the  former  healthy  growth. 

With  few  exceptions,  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  physical  training  work 
of  the  school  during  the  day  is  the  one  assigned  to  the  after  school  athletic 
center  which  is  conducted  in  the  afternoon  in  that  school.  Through  the 
correlation  effected  in  this  way,  the  physical  training  programme  of  the  day 
school  and  the  requirements  of  the  new  State  physical  training  programme 
pertaining  to  athletics  and  hygiene  can  be  carried  out  to  completion  in 
the  schools. 

State  Commissioner  of  Education  Dr.  John  H.  Finley,  one  of  the  vice- 
presidents  of  the  League,  in  his  letter  to  the  Board  of  Regents  accompanying 
the  report  of  the  Military  Training  Commission,  mentioned  that  "New  York 
City  had  all  of  the  elements'  of  the  new"  Stafe  programme."  He  also  said 
that  "after  school  supervised  play,  and  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League, 
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have  been  more  or  less  part  of  the  school  system  of  New  York  City  for  a  decad* 
or  more,"  and  farther  added,  "The  new  State  requirement  recoVnized  all  of 
the  New   York   City  activities   as  legitimate  parts  of   tr.  programme 

for  the  health  and  education  of  the  school  children." 

JIT  .  :D. 

Among  the  man;,  generous  acts  of  the  late  John  S.  Hayler,  who  for  many 
years  prior  to  his  death  was  an  ardent  supporter  of  the  League,  few,  if  any, 
have  been  more  beneficial  than  his  organizing  the  schoolboy  band  in  Public 
School  No.  21,  Manhattan,  located  in  Mott  Street,  and  another  in  Public 
School  No.  20,  Richmond.  He  provide  each  with  a  full  set  of  instruments 
costing  about  $4,000  and  paid  for  the  services  of  an  instructor.  In  addition 
to  the  pleasure  of  playing  in  these  bands,  the  boys  acquire  a  profitable  occupa- 
tion. The  band  naturally  has  a  long  waiting,  list  for  membership.  The 
ie  has  also  been  benefited  by  the  band  of  -Public  School  No.  21,  Man- 
hattan, which  has  furnished  music  at  the  various  meets  and  games.  Since 
the  death  of  Mr.  Huyler,  the  money  required  for  the  support  of  the  band 
has  been  provided  by  subscription,  to  which  the  League  contributes,  and 
which  arrangement  is  now  being  renewed  for  a  period  of  five  years.  The 
instruments  of  Public  School  No.  20  hare  been  transferred  to  Public  B 
No.  34,  Richmond,  the  band  being  made  up   of  pupils  from  several  schools. 

THE  GIRL8f*BBANCH   OF  THE  LEAGUE. 

The  improvement  in  the  work  which  is  covered  by  the  Girls*  Branch  of 
the  League  is  fully  equal  to  if  not  greater  than  that  which  has  occurred 
among  the  boys.     The  following  girls  have  been  trained  by  it:

It  expended  $5,070  which  was  raised  by  the  Girls'  Branch  and  does  not 
appear  in  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  League. 

The  work  accomplished  by  the  Girls'  Branch,  and  for  which  the  ladies 
who  have  charge  of  it  are  entitled  to  the  entire  credit,  has  now  attained 
a  magnitude  which  can  only  be  adequately  described  in  the  special  report 
which  Is  published  by, the  Branch  itself.  Briefly,  this  work  consists  of  offer- 
ing pins  and  trophies  for  athletics  for  girls ;  conducting  free  instruction 
classes  for  grade  teachers,  who  in  turn  volunteer  their  services  for  these 
athletics ;  assisting  to  organize  athletic  clubs ;  supplying  coaches,  instructors 
and  assistants  where  the  Board  of  Education  is  unable  to  do  so,  and  endeavor- 
ing to  secure  enlarged  facilities  for  out-of-door  exercises  for  the  girls,  which 
are  distinctively  suited  to  their  sex.  Vigor,  and  the  possibility  of  engaging 
a  large  number  of  pupils  at  one  time,  as  well  as  of  eliminating  individual 
prominence,  are  sought  to  be  developed.  Folk  dancing,  certain  games  and 
walking  are  fostered,  and  in  the  high  schools  there  are  added  certain  track 
and  field  events.  The  Girls'  Branch  debars  pole  vaulting,  broad  jumping  and 
competitive  high  jumping  by  girls,  as  detrimental.  The  competitions  are 
entirely  between  clubs  and  never  between  individuals,  and  no  contests  are 
allowed  between  clubs  unless  they  belong  to  the  same  school,  no  interschool 
competition  being  permitted.  The  main  idea  of  these  athletics  is  to  encourage 
a  love  of  recreative  exercise  for  its  own  sake  and  to  cultivate  a  variety  of 
accomplishments.  Each  girl  devoting  a  certain  time  to  the  exercise  is  given 
a  pin,  irrespective  of  any  competition.

and  through  the  assistance  of  representatives  of  the  League  they  have 
formulated  rules  of  eligibility  and  management  corresponding  to  those  govern- 
ing the  public  high  schools. 
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ASSISTANCE   WHICH   THE  LEAGUE  HAS  RECEIVED. 

The  League  is  under  the  greatest  obligations  to  the  many  prominent  gentle- 
men who,  during  1916,  as  in  the  preceding  years,  have  made  very  considerable 
donations,  without  which  its  success  could  not  have  been  achieved.  It  also 
desires  to  express  its  thanks  for  the  unselfish  work  done  by  many  of  the 
teachers  in  the  schools,  both  men  and  women,  in  giving  their  afternoons,  day 
after  day,  to  promote  the  athletic  training  of  the  boys  and  girls.  These  have 
not  only  lost  their  own  time,  but  have  been  prevented  from  attending  many 
lectures  and  other  methods  of  additional  study  which  would  have  counted 
upon  their  promotion  records  and  which  they  could  ill-afford  to  lose.  It  is 
therefore  but  just  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  have  decided  to  give  such 
teachers  credit  for  the  work  they  are  doing.  The  League  is  also  under  great 
obligation  to  the  teachers  who  have  given  their  services  as  military 
instructors. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  Messrs.  John  J.  McHugh,  Rowland  A. 
Patterson,  Michael  A.  Jones,  and  their  assistants,  who  have  had  charge  of 
the  management  of  the  League  games,  and  to  whose  executive  ability  the 
success  attained  is  largely  to  be  ascribed.  The  League  is  also  under  similar 
obligations  to  the  large  number  of  prominent  athletes  who  have  during  the 
year  volunteered  their  services  in  the  management  of  its  games,  and  without 
which  they  could  not  have  been  conducted.     - 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  has  also  greatly  assisted  our  work  by  giving  the 
school  children  free  transportation  over  the  Staten  Island  Ferry  to  the  games 
held  at  the  Curtis  Athletic  Field. 

The  public  press  has  been  very  generous  to  the  League  in  devoting  much 
space  to  the  activities  in  spite  of  the  demand  for  war  news  space.  This 
publicity  helps  greatly  to  influence  the  youthful  minds  and  encourages  the 
boys  in  their  efforts. 

In  presenting  to  you  this  summary  of  what  we  have  been  able  to  achieve 
during  1916,  I  trust  that  you  will  con  ;ider  that  the  results  have  been  such  as 
all  who  are  interested  in  the  work  of  the  League  are  entitled  to  congratulate 
themselves  upon. 

The  expressions  of  appreciation  for  the  benefits  received  of  its  athletic 
activities,  which  those  of  us  who  are  engaged  in  its  executive  work  con- 
stantly receive,  as  they  do  from  young  men  who  have  entered  the  business 
world,  are  most  gratifying.  We  cannot  but  recognize  that  the  feeling  thus 
expressed  is  also  entertained  by  thousands  more  from  whom  we  do  not  hear, 
and  that  what  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  has  been  of  substantial  benefit 
to  the  community  in  training  those  who  hereafter  will  be  the  rulers  of  the 
great  city  to  be  better  men  and  women,  mentally  and  physically,  than  they 
otherwise  would  have  been.

Preparedness  Parade 

Report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  ox  Parade. 

Fifty  thousand  schoolboys  in  a  parade,  the  like  of  which  has  never  been 
held  in  this  or  any  other  country,  gave  proof-  to  the  thousands  assembled 
along  the  line  of  march,  to  the  hundreds  of  thousands  who  read  thereof  in 
the  daily  press,  to  the  veterans  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  to  tbe 
Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York,  to  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  members- of  the  educa- 
tional force  of  the  city  and  to  the  directors  of  the  league  that  Young  America 
as  represented  by  the  boys  in  the  schools  of  the  city  were  ready  and  eager  to 
assume  the  burdens  of  furthering  the  ideals  and  protecting  the  homes  which 
their  citizenship  in  '-Columbia  the  Home  of  the  Brave  and  the  Land  of  the 
Free"  imposed  upon  them. 

Marshal  Joffre,  familiar  as  he  and  other  men  of  France  were  with  the  vic- 
tories of  the  United  States  in  the  Olympic  Games,  and  understanding  the 
imperativeness  of  proper  training  in  youth  if  the  man  is  to  be  physically  fit 
and  mentally  alert  to  fight  in  the  battles  for  right  against  might,  paid  a 
fitting  tribute  to  the  project  of  the  demonstration  when  he  received  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  P.S.A.L.  and  gave  loud  praise  to  the  work  which  the 
league  had  been  doing  for  the  boys  in  the  schools  and  to  the  parade  which 
would  not  only  give  a  demonstration  of  the  result  of  that  work  but  which 
would  inspire  the  youth  throughout  the  land  eagerly  to  grasp  an  opportunity 
for  similar  training  and  participation  in  sport. 

Governor  Whitman  in  speaking  of  the  parade  stated  that  it  was  the  most 
wonderful  of  its  kind  that  he  had  ever  had  the  pleasure  to  review,  and  in  a 
statement  issued  by  him  from  the  capitol  at  Albany  called  attention  to  how 
work  of  the  kind  done  by  the  league  if  carried  on  generally  throughout  the 
country  would  result  in  less  rejection  of  those  seeking  to  enter  the  Army 
and  Navy,  and  of  greater  fitness  for  service  on  the  part  of  those  who  were 
accepted  for  such  service. 

Mayor  Mitchel  expressed  himself  as  justly  proud  of  the  showing  of  the 
boys  of  the  city,  in  whom  he,  not  only  as  Mayor,  but  for  years  previous 
thereto,  had  taken  an  interest  either  as  a  director  or  supporter  of  the 
P.S.A.L. 

The  veterans  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  received  an  ovation  which 
each  one  having  the  good  fortune  to  take  part  in  the  review  will  always 
remember,  as  the  outburst  of  a  recognition  of  their  valor  on  the  part  of 
the  boys  who  may  soon  be  called  upon  again  to  do  as  they  did,  fight  and 
bleed  and  die  for  their  country. 

That  the  parade  was  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  giving  demonstration  of 
the  results  accomplished  by  the  league,  but  also  and  even  more  important,  to 
press  home  to  the  fifty  thousand  taking  part  in  the  parade  the  seriousness 
of  their  duty  as  young  citizens  and  soldiers  by  having  them  view  the  veterans 
of  the  Civil  War  in  their  worn  uniforms  and  with  their  battle-scarred  flags, 
as  well  as  giving  recognition  to  the  day  upon  which  the  parade  was  held,  can 
be  most  fittingly  evidenced  by  referring  to  the  letter  sent  to  the  schools  by 
General  George  W.  Wingate,  president  of  the  League,  and  set  forth  at  length 
in  the  programme  here  following. 

The  programme  of  the  parade,  better  than  anything  else,  tells  the  story  of 
what  was  scheduled  to  happen  and  what  actually  did  happen,  and  thus  it  is 
here  set  forth  in  extenso.

Not  only  was  the  parade  a  marked  success,  but  it  initiated  many  novel 
features  for  parades,  some  of  which  it  is  believed  will  be  followed  not  only 
in  civic  parades  of  this  character,  but  in  some  military  ones  as  well. 

These  three  most  noteworthy  of  these  features  were  the  music,  which 
while  furnished  by  bands  as  usual,  differed  in  that  the  bands  did  not  march 
but  were  stationed. at  every  third  block  along  the  route,  thereby  keeping  the 
bands  evenly  spaced  with  a  distance  between  not  too  great  for  the  volume  of 
sound  to  be  lost,  and  enabling  each  band  to  be  in  time  with  every  other 
band,  thereby  having  the  entire  line  from  beginning  to  end  in  step. 

The  second  innovation  was  the  singing.  There  were  certainly  more  than 
one  hundred  thousand  voices  singing  at  one  time,  and  it  is  believed  that 
never  before  has  such  a  number,  and  certainly  not  in  such  a  manner  has 
such  a  number,  joined  in  community  singing  of  any   character. 

The  third  novelty  was  the  method  of  review  of  the  parade.  While  there 
was  an  official  reviewing  stand  in  front  of  the  Public  Library,  with  the 
Mayor  and  other  notable  guests  therein,  the  real  review  came  in  the  drawing 
up  on  each  side  of  the  roadway  of  Fifth  Avenue  of  one-half  of  those  march- 
ing, having  these  halves  face  the  middle  of  the  avenue  and  then  through 
the  lane  thus  created,  having  automobiles  in  columns  of  two  proceed  down  the 
entire  line,  such  automobiles  containing  the  Governor  and  his  staff,  the 
Mayor,  the  Veterans  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  others  as  set  down  in  the  programme. 
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These  reviewing  officers  were  greeted  along  the  way  with  a  volume  of  cheers 
which  not  only  showed  on  the  part  of  the  boys  the  warmth  of  their  welcome, 
but  gave  an  opportunity  to  the  boys  to  give  vent  to  their  pent  up  enthusiasm 
for  the  time  and  the  occasion. 

That  the  parade  was  a  success  is  due  primarily  to  the  hearty  co-operation 
given  to  the  project  by  the  teachers,  the  principals,  the  district  superin- 
tendents and  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  secondarily,  but  just  as 
important,  to  the  conscientious,  hard  and  efficient  work  on  the  part  of  the 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Parade,  and  especially  on  the  part  of  the 
Inspectors  of  Athletics  as  members  of  such  Committee. 

The  parade  itself  was  made  possible,  and  only  made  possible,  through  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  S.  R.  Guggenheim.  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  League.  It  was  he  who  underwrote  the  expenses  of  the  parade  and  it  was 
his  contribution  that  paid  for  by  far  the  greater  amount  of  expense  thereof. 

To  Commissioner  Woods,  Chief  Inspector  Schmittberger  and  the  police  force 
of  the  city  should  go  and  have  gone  the  thanks  of  the  League  for  their 
courteous  and  efficient  work  in  handling  the  crowds  of  spectators  and  in 
rendering  assistance  to  those  parading,  thereby  making  possible  the  fulfillment 
of  the  plans  of  the  Committee  to  march  fifty  thousand  boys  from  Washington 
Square  to  57th  Street,  to  take  out  of  the  actual  time  of  marching  for  the 
purpose  of  singing  and  the  review  an  hour  of  time  and  still  to  have  the 
parade  oyer  f>y  two-thirty  in  the  afternoon. 

The  photographs  of  the  parade  submitted  with  this  report  give  but  little 
idea  of  the  continuous  stream  of  glory  it  presented  of  the  patriotic  effective- 
ness of  rows  of  red,  white  and  blue  shown  by  the  caps  worn  by  all  of  the 
marchers  except  for  those  in  military  uniform,  of  the  artistic  merit  of  the 
many  floats  displaying  the  character  of  the  sports  and  exercises  in  which  the 
League  was  engaged  and  the  trophies  won  by  the  various  schools  in  the 
competitions  of  the  League,  of  the  military  preparedness  evidenced  by  the 
high  schools  not  only  in  the  marching  of  their-  pupils,  but  in  their  uniforms 
and  rifles,  of  the  unique  display  of  a  mounted  military  organization,  of  a 
display  by  one  of  the  schools  of  boys  properly  costumed  for  and  carrying 
the  implements  to  be  used  in  practically  every  sport  engaged  in  by  the 
American  boy,  of  the  splendid  posture,  evidence  of  strength,  vigor  and  alert- 
ness, or  of  the  atmosphere  of  loyalty  and  duty  ever  prevalent,  but  what 
photographs  cannot  do  the  actual  seeing  of  the  parade  or  being  a  part  thereof 
has  accomplished,  and  everywhere  is  there  heard  expressions  of  wonder  at 
the  greatness  of  the  achievement  and  of  satisfaction  at  the  fitness  of  the 
schoolboys  of  Greater  New  York  to.  do  their  bit,  whatever  the  same  may  be. 

The  project  was  a  tremendous  one.  To  those  on  the  inside  with  their  many 
plans  each  of  which  it  was  hoped  would  be  brought  to  the  fulness  of  per- 
fection, there  were  some  disappointments.  When,  however,  men  like  those 
mentioned  give  hearty  praise  and  unstinted  applause  to  the  result,  it  would 
seem  as  if  the  P.S.A.L.  had  scored  another  and  its  greatest  success. 

The  burden  placed  upon  those  taking  part  was  great,  but  if  it  is  to  be 
that  this  country  is  not  only  this  year  but  next  year  and  the  year  after  and 
for  many  years  to  come  to  be  called  upon  to  present  its  young  manhood  and 
womanhood  to  the  nation  for  such  service  as  they  may  be  called  upon  to 
render,  this  burden  cannot  be  other  than  part  of  the  training  necessary  for 
the  proper  fulfillment  of  the  tasks  imposed  by  the  nation. 

To  bring  from  the  four  corners  of  the  city  of  Greater  New  York  an  army 
larger  than  that  of  the  mobile  army  of  the  United  States  previous  to  its 
entering  into  the  present  conflict,  to  mobilize  them,  to  parade  them,  to  dismiss 
them  and  to  do  all  this  without  injury  or  accident,  is  certainly  something 
of  which  the  City  of  New  York  should  be  proud. 

That  which  has  been  done  well  can  be  done  in  the  future  even  better,  and 
if  this  country  should  demand  a  repetition  of  the  parade  of  1917  those  of 
the  P.S.A.L.  will  take  pleasure  in  doing  their  bit  to  present  again  specimens 
of  the  young  manhood  which  its  work  has  developed  and  developing  even  to 
the  tens  and  hundreds  of  thousands.

CROTONA  FIELD. 

Crotona  Field,  located  at  Pro  nd  Crotona  Park.  North,  Bronx 

Borough,  is  the  property  of  the  Park  Department,  "but  arrangements  have  be^n 
made  whereby   I  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  fleld  la  equipped  with  a  fire-lap  running  track  jumping  pits,  basket  ball 
court,  base  ball,  foot  ball  and  soccer  football  field.  A  grandstand  has  been 
built  on  the  north  side  of  the  field.  Its  seating  capacity  is  about  1,500. 
There  are  a  number  of  shower  baths  and  lockers  installed  and  two  large 
Ing  rooms   take  up  most  of  the  room  underneath  the  stand. 

An  average  of  3,000  boys  per  day  have  attended  the  field  during  April,  May 
and  June  of  this  year.  The  schools  of  upper  Manhattan  and  Bronx  have  held 
their  field  days  on  the  field  and  have  found  it  an  excellent  place  for  con- 
ducting games  in  an  organized  manner. 

ASTORIA  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

One  of  the  most  accessible  of  the  athletic  fields  controlled  by  the  Board  of 
Education  la  Astoria  Athletic  Field,  at  Astoria.  Long  Island  City.  It  is  sit- 
uated on  the  banks  of  the  -  overlooking  the  rushing  waters  of  Hell 
Gate.  There  Is  a  six-lap  cinder  track  and  an  exceptionally  fine  infield,  used 
for  base  ball  (playground  and  the  regular  game;,  foot  ball,  soccer,  basket  ball 
and  tennis  court.  The  grandstand  is  situated  on  the  southern  end  of  the 
grounds,  giving  an  unobstructed  view  of  the  entire  track  and  field.  The 
grandstand  will  easily  accommodate  two  thousand  spectators.  Inside  of  the 
grandstand  are  the  dressing  rooms,  lockers — with  a  checking  system — lava- 
tories for  boys  and  girls,  shower  baths,  hot  and  cold  water.  Everything  that 
y  for  a  first-class,  up-to-date  athletic  field  has  been  installed.  It 
is  estimated  that  about  six  hundred  children  make  use  of  the  field  each  day. 
Many  of  the  schools  of  the  upper  P:ast  Bide  of  Manhattan  and  all  of  Queens- 
boro  hold  their  field  day  game3  at  this  field. 

CURTIS  ATHLETIC  FIELD. 

The  Curtis  Athletic  Field,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
is  situated  at  New  Brighton,  Staten  Island,  adjacent  to  the  Curtis  High 
School,  overlooking  New  York  Bay.  It  is  an  ideal  spot  for  an  athletic  field 
and  is  fully  equipped  with  all  the  necessary  accessories  required  for  an  insti- 
tution of  this  kind.  It  has  a  five-lap  cinder  track  in  the  best  condition  that 
human  labor  can  produce,  a  grandstand  capable  of  seatinz  comfortably  twenty- 
five  hundred  people-,  dressing  cjuartf-rs,  lockers,  shower  baths,  lavatories  for 
both  boys  and  girls,  three  tennis  courts  on  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  kept 
in  good  condition  and  always  available.  There  are  also  the  regulation  base 
ball  diamond,  foot  ball  and  soccer  fields.  It  is  estimated  that  eight  hundred 
boys  make  use  of  the  track  and  field  daily  from  April  1  to  October  15.  During 
the  spring  of  1917  there  were  at  least  two  sets  of  school  games  held  daily  on 
this  fleld.  and  in  addition  to  these  games  many  base  ball  games  have  been 
contested   for   both    the   high    school   and   elementary    school    championshfps ;

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  BASKET  BALL'  TOURNAMENT. 

The  Fourteenth  Annual  Elementary  Schools  Basket  Ball  Tournament  started 
in  October  with  a  total  of  59  in  the  95-lb.  class  and  55  in  the  125-lb.  class.

The  year's  tournament  was  very  successful.  There  was  an  increase  of  12 
schools  and  17  teams  taking  part  over  1915.  No  protests  were  made  to  the 
Elementary  Schools  Basket  Ball  Committee.  Conferences  were  held  with  the 
representatives  of  schools  having  teams  entered*  the  rules  discussed  and  fouls 
explained  ;  schedules  were  drawn  up,  courts  selected  and  competent  officials 
assigned  to  all  games.  A  Round  Robin  District  Tournament  was  conducted 
in  each  District  Athletic  League.  Officials  were  requested  to  enforce  the 
rules  and  make  a  written  report  after  each  game.  It  is  a  noteworthy  fact 
that  few  intentional  fouls  were  committed  by  the  players;  play  was  very 
close  and  teams  evenly  matched. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  playing  of  the  game  by  elementary  school  boys 
the  time  of  the  halves  was  reduced  fifteen  minutes  with  an  intermission  of 
ten  minutes  between  each  half.  Shooting  after  a  dribble  was  not  permitted,  a 
foul  being  called  for  failure  to  comply  with  this  rule.  The  District  Athletic 
League  winners  were  as  follows  :

ELEMENTARY   SCHOOLS    ASSOCIATION    (SOCCER) 
FOOTBALL  ACTIVITIES. 

During  the  fall  of  1916,  twenty-one  schools  conducted  association  football 
tournaments  among  their  classes.  The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  pre- 
sented each  school  with  a  silk  banner,  which,  Th  turn,  was  awarded  the  class 
that  won  the  school  championship.  The  bronze  trophy  donated  to  the  League 
several  years  ago  by  Clarence  H.  Mackay,  for  an  inter-school  championship 
tournament,  was  awarded  this  year  to  the  school  that  had  the  greatest 
percentage  of  enrolled  pupils  participating  in  its  inter-class  tournament. 

The  advantages  of  this  method  of  carrying  on  soccer  football  activities 
among  the  grammar  schools  over  the  old  form  of  inter-school  championship 
tournaments  was  so  evident  that  there  is  no  longer  any  one  who  regrets  the 
change.  All  of  the  good  features  of  inter-school  competition  are  retained 
and,  instead  of  a  selected  few  deriving  the  benefits,  there  are  the  large  num- 
bers as  indicated  below.  In  Public  School  34,  which  was  awarded  the 
"Clarence  H.  Mackay  Trophy,"  twenty-eight  teams  competed  ;  ninety  per  cent 
of  the  enrolled  pupils  were  actively  engaged. 

This  method  of  conducting  soccer  football  among  schoolboys  has  gained  the 
approval  of  the  United  States  Soccer  Football  Association.  At  a  recent 
meeting  it  was  voted  to  award  banners  to  school  systems  and  park  play- 
ground associations  in  a  manner  similar  to  the  above  plan.

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ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  BASE  BALL. 

Eighty-six  schools  notified  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  that  they 
would  conduct  inter-class  base  ball  tournaments  during  the  season  and  the 
League  thereupon  presented  each  one  of  them  with  a  silk  banner  to  be  given 
to  the  class  champion  team.

The  "Otto  T.  Bannard  Trophy"  was  awarded  to  Public  School  51,  Bronx, 
for  having  had  the  largest  percentage  of  its  enrolled  grammar  boys  partici- 
pating in  the  inter-class  tournaments.  This  school,  with  an  enrollment  of 
500  boys,  arranged  to  have  twenty-one  teams  participating. 

INTER-CLASS  HAND  BALL  TOURNAMENT. 

The  inter-class  hand  ball  tournament  was  conducted  by  the  Board  of 
Education  for  elementary  schoolboys  during  the  fall  and  winter  months.  No 
prizes  were  awarded,  but  hand  balls  were  supplied  to  all  schools  that  entered 
the  tournament.  A  larger  number  of  schools  were  entered  this  year  than 
ever  before  and  it  was  estimated  that  fully  16,000  boys  indulged  in  this 
branch  of  sport. 

Many  of  the  schools  played  their  tournaments  in  singles,  doubles,  and  in 
many  cases  they  played  a  series  with  from  six  to  eight  boys  on  a  team. 
The  boys  seemed  to  enjoy  the  game  and  went  at  it  with  a  will,  with  the 
result  that  every  school  yard,  both  in  and  outdoors,  was  taxed  to  its  capacity 
for  playing  space  on  every  school  day,  during  the  lunch  period  and  after 
school  hours.  Many  of  the  school  athletic  coaches  used  this  game  as  a 
preliminary  to  the  coaching  for  track  and  field  sports,  for  both  indoor  and 
outdoor  elementary  school  championship  games,  with  the  result  that  their 
boys  were  in  better  physical  condition  than  ever  before  to  partake  in  events 
which  demand  alertness  and  speed. 

ATHLETIC  CENTER  MEET. 

On  Saturday,  November  25,  1916,  at  the  Forty-seventh  Regiment  Armory, 
Brooklyn,  the  First  Afternoon  Athletic  Center  Meet  was  held  for  Districts 
Nos.  32,  33,  and  35.  The  following  schools  participated :  Public  Schools 
43,  50,  74,  122,  147,  168,  Brooklyn. 

There  were  six  individual  events  on  the  programme  for  the  representatives 
of  the  centers  who  had  •specialized  in  their  events.  In  addition  thereto,  a 
new  form  of  competitive  athletics  was  tried  out.  Fifty  boys  represented  each 
school  in  units  of  ten.  taking  part  in  a  50  yards  dash,  70  yards  dash,  running 
high  jump,  standing  broad  jump  and  1,290  yards  relay. 

In  the  50  yards  dash,  the  ten  boys  representing  the  six  schools  entered 
scored  points  for  their  school.  This  event  was  won  by  Athletic  Center  No. 
122  with  a  total  of  47  points.

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SUNDAY  "WORLD"  FINAL  TRACK  AND  FIELD  GAMES. 

Held  at  22d  Regiment  Armory,  168th  Street  and  Broadway,  New  York  City, 
Saturday  Afternoon,  October  28,  1916. 

The  Sunday  World  final  track  and  field  championship  games  were  conducted 
by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  at  the  Twenty-second  Regiment  Armory 
on  Saturday  afternoon,  October  28.  This  was  the  first  time  that  these  final 
games  were  held  indoors,  and  they  proved  to  be  more  successful  than  any 
of  the  former  annual  final  meets  for  Sunday  World  prizes.  These  games 
were  the  finals  of  171  individual  school  field  day  athletic  meets  conducted 
during  the  spring  months  of  1916,  in  which  only  those  schools  that  held  a 
Sunday  World  field  day  were  eligible  to  enter  their  athletic  teams  in  this 
final  meet.  A  larger  entry  than  ever  before  was  received,  which  totaled  over 
2,000  ambitious  young  athletes.  ^ 

The  games  proved  to  be  an  immense  success.  The  performances  of  the 
competing  boys  excelled  that  of  previously  conducted  athletic  contests  and 
an  enormous  crowd  filled  the  balconies  and  side  lines  of  this  massive  armory. 

No  admission  was  charged  and  tickets  were  distributed  to  the  schools 
interested.  A  more  noisy  and  enthusiastic  gathering  would  be  hard  to 
assemble  for  anything  other  than  a  New  York  schoolboy  athletic  meet. 

Music  was  furnished  throughout  the  entire  afternoon  by  that  sterling  and 
massive  band  from  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York, 
consisting  of  120  able  musicians  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Kenneth  M. 
Woodward.  Many  popular  and  classical  selections  were  rendered  in  a  superb 
manner  and  which  were  enjoyed  by  the  audience. 

Sixteen  events  were  contested,  consisting  of  seven  sprints,  five  field  events 
and  four  relay  events,  divided  into  four  weight  classes — 85  lbs.,  100  lbs., 
115  lbs.,  and  unlimited  weight  classes.  By  this  weight  classification  it  pro- 
vided an  opportunity  for  almost  every  size  and  weight  boy  to  participate  in 
some  event. 

The  games  were  keenly  contested  and  it  was  impossible  to  decide  who  won 
the  city  championship  until  the  last  event  was  completed. 

The  evenly  balanced  team  representing  Public  School  62,  Manhattan,  won 
ihe  city  championship  with  a  score  of  26  points,  closely  followed  by  the  team 
from  Public  School  40,  Bronx,  that  totaled  24  points.  Public  School  10, 
Manhattan;  was  third  with  17  points,  and  Public  School  184,  Manhattan, 
fourth  with  12  points.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  TRACK  AND  FIELD 
CHAMPIONSHIP  GAMES. 

Held  at  the  22d  Regiment  Armory,   Saturday  Afternoon,   December  16,   1916. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  December  16,  1916,  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  conducted  the  fourteenth  annual  elementary  schools  indoor  track  and 
field  championship  games  at  the  Twenty-second  Regiment  Armory.  The  games 
proved  most  attractive  and  entertaining.  Twelve  hundred  and  eighty-four 
young  and  ambitious  athletes  actually  competed  in  the  sixteen  events  which 
were  contested  and  it  was  impossible  to  decide  which  school  would  win  the 
city  championship  until  the  last  event  was  decided. 

A  patriotic  demonstration  was  the  opening  number,  in  which  all  the  com- 
peting athletes  paraded  around  the  track  following  the  schoolboy  band  from 
Public  School  21,  Manhattan,  and  the  Color  Guard  consisting  of  twenty-five 
boys  in  white  uniforms  from  Public  School  40,  Manhattan.  They  were  massed

position  in  the  center  of  the  floor  in  a  circle  formation.  The  reviewing 
officers,  among  whom  were  State  Commissioner  of  Education  Dr.  Huston 
Finley,  Supreme  Court  Justice  Bartow  S.  Weeks,  Dr.  Graeme  Hammond, 
Commissioner  John  Whalen,  Dr.  John  S.  Roberts,  Congressmen  Hulbert,  Oliver 
and  Kinkead,  inspected  the  two  battalions  led  by  Mr.  Gustavus  T.  Kirby, 
Vice-President,  and  Dr.  C.  Ward  Crampton,  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League.  After  the  inspection  the  boys  saluted  'the  flag  and  then 
recited  their  allegiance.  Following  this  the  band  played  the  Star  Spangled 
Banner,  which  the  entire  audience  joined  in  singing. 

Ten  thousand  tickets  were  distributed  free  to  school  children,  and  judging 
from  the  howling  and  cheering  throng  which  crowded  into  the  galleries  the 
entire  number  of  tickets  were  used.  Two  thousand  tickets  were  given  to 
teachers  and  invited  guests  for  arena  seats,  which  were  filled  early  by  these 
people.  Jr 

The  athletic  part  of  the  programme  was  most  interesting  and  exciting 
throughout  the  afternoon.  Every  event  was  keenly  contested  and  the  form 
displayed  by  these  young  athletes  was  amazing  to  those  who  have  never 
before  witnessed  an  elementary  schoolboy  athletic  meet. 

Two  records  were  broken,  one  in  putting  the  eight-pound  shot,  for  boys 
weighing  not  more  than  115  pounds.  This  boy  put  the  shot  40'  feet  7  inches, 
which  is  considered  remarkable  for  a  youth.  The  other  new  record  which 
was  created  was  in  the  440  yards  relay,  115-pound  class.  This  quartette  of 
youngsters  ran  the  quarter  mile,  each  boy  running  110t  yards,  in  the  fast  time 
of  52  4-5  seconds,  eclipsing  the  former  record  which  has  stood  the  assault 
of  teams  for  four  years  by  3-5  of  a  second. 

The  city  championship  was  again  won  by  the  evenly  balanced  team  repre- 
senting Public  School  62,  Manhattan.  This  is  remarkable  when  one  considers 
that  the  school  which  these  boys  represent  is  located  in  the  most  thickly 
populated  section  of  the  city,  there  being  no  adequate  place  for  the  boys  to 
train  or  get  their  natural  play.  Public  School  184,  Manhattan,  and  Public 
School  40,  Bronx,  were  tied  for  second  place  with  15  points  each,  closely 
followed  by  the  team  from  Public  School  10,  Manhattan,  with  13  points.

Through  the  courtesy  of  Park  Commissioner  Thomas  W.  Whittle,  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  was  able  to  decide  three  skating  championships  at 
the  Ice  carnival  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Parks  at  Van  Cortlandt 
I'ark,  Borough  of  Bronx,  on  Saturday  afternoon.  February  17.  In  addition

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  conducted  the  annual  elementary 
schools  indoor  swimming  championships  at  the  Interior  Baths,  . 
Sixtieth  Street.  Manhattan,  on  Saturday  morning,  April  21,  1917.  An  entry 
of  nearly  300  young  and  ambitious  swimmers  competed  in  the  five  events 
scheduled  for  championship  honors  A  large  crowd  of  spectators  were  in 
attendance,  numbering  close  to  one  thousand,  which  filled  the  balcony  to  its 
full  capacity.

Florence,  a  diminutive  lad  weighing  toss  than  eighty-five  pounds, 
equaled  the  20  yards  record  of  1 1  3-5  seconds,  which  was  made  last  year  at 
the  elementary  schools  championships.  In  the  60  yard3  swim  for  100-lb. 
J.  McQuade  of  Public  School  00.  Manhattan,  created  a  new  record  for 
this  event  by  swimming  the  distance  in  '.',1  3-5  seconds,  which  is  considered 
remarkable  for  so  young  a  boy.  The  relay  team  representing  Public  School 
0,  Brooklyn,  by  its  wonderful  team  work  and  swimming  ability  made  a  new 
record  of  1  minute  40  4-5  seconds,  breaking  the  old  record  which  had  stood 
the  assault  of  several  years  by  four  and  three-fifths  seconds.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  OUTDOOR  TRACK  AND  FIELD 
CHAMPIONSHIP  GAMES. 

Held  at  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field,   Saturday  Afternoon,   June  16,   1917. 

The  annual  outdoor  elementary  schools  track  and  field  championship  games 
were  held  on  Saturday  afternoon,  June  16.  at  the  Brooklyn  Athletic  Field, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League.  These  games  were 
conducted  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  of  any  ever  held  during 
former  years.  The  weather  was  ideal  and  conducive  to  having  the  athletes 
make  good  performances,  which  can  be  readily  seen  by  looking  over  the 
records  printed  below.  The  League  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure 
from  the  Police  Department  the  services  of  twelve  men  of  the  Home  Defense 
League,  who  assisted  in  keeping  the  spectators  and  non-contestants  off  the 
field  during  the  progress  of  the  games. 

The  entry  list  contained  over  seventeen  hundred  names  and  fully  that 
number  actually  participated  in  the  eighteen  events  for  the  city  championship. 
Two  additional  events  were  added  this  year  for  pupils  of  the  fifth  and  sixth 
year  grades  and  a  large  number  of  schools  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
and  entered  their  boys.  A  record  was  made  in  one  of  these  events  which  is 
considered  creditable  for  boys  running  40  yards  and  weighing  seventy-five 
pounds  or  less,  in  the  fast  time  of  5  4-5  seconds.  J.  Shapiro  of  Public  School 
16,  Brooklyn,  finished  first  in  his  trial  heat  in  this  time,  but  had  to  be  con- 
tented with  third  place  in  the  finals,  as  Qarchman  from  Public  School  6-*, 
Manhattan,  won  the  final  in  the  same  time  as  Shapiro  won  his  trial  heat. 
The  220  yards  relay  race,  70-lb.  class,  for  the  fifth  and  sixth  year  grades,  was 
won  by  the  team  representing  Public  School  167,  Brooklyn,  in  the  fast  time 
of  28  4-5  seconds.  This  time  was  faster  than  the  time  given  for  the  final 
heat.  Another  new  record  was  made  in  the  8-lb.  shot  put,  unlimited  weight 
class.     This  is  the  first  time  this  event  was  ever  contested  in  the  elementary 
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school  games.  The  event  was  usually  a  12-lb.  shot  put,  but  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  it  was  decided  to  use  a  lighter 
weight  shot  for  the  boys,  with  the  result  that  a  larger  number  of  boys  were 
entered  and  better  competition,  resulted. 

It  was  estimated  that  four  thousand  spectators,  mostly  schoolboys  who  had 
their  school  flags  with  them,  also  banners  and  horns  to  encourage  the  con- 
testants representing  their  schools  to  better  efforts,  witnessed  the  games. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  organization  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League,  the  team  representing  Public  School  184,  Manhattan,  won  the  city 
championship,  with  a  score  of  16  points.  Public  School  62,  Manhattan,  was 
second  with  12  points,  and  four  schools  were  tied  (Public  Schools  54  and  40, 
Bronx,  and  10  and  14,  Manhattan)  for  third  place  with  11  points  each.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  the  games :

BROOKLYN  EAGLE  HONOR  ROLL  FIELD  DAY. 

Held  at  Ebbets  Field,  Brooklyn,  Friday,  June  22,  1917. 

The  annual  Eagle  Honor  Roll  field  day  was  held  this  year  at  Ebbets  Base 
Ball  Field,  on  Friday  afternoon,  June  22.  The  usual  athletic  programme, 
consisting  of  an  880  yards  relay  race  and  a  base  ball  game  between  the 
elementary  school  borough  winners  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens,  were  conducted. 
An  entry  of  fourteen  teams  was  received  for  the  relay  event  and  some  capital 
running  was  seen  in  both  the  trial  and  final  heat's.  The  team  representing 
Public  School  16,  Brooklyn,  proved  to  be  the  ultimate  winner  in  the  relay 
race  and  was  followed  closely  over  the  finish  line  by  teams  from  Public 
Schools  163,  3  and  168,  Brooklyn,  in  that  order,  in  the  fast  time  of  1  minute 
47  2-5  seconds. 

The  base  ball  game  proved  to  be  the  attraction  of  the  afternoon's  enter- 
tainment. The  teams  playing  were  the  champions  of  their  respective  bor- 
oughs— Public  School  152,  Brooklyn,  and  Public  School  88,  Queens.  Both  of 
these  teams  played  some  mighty  fine  base  ball  throughout  their  district  and 
inter-district  series  in  order  to  win  their  borough  championships,  but  it  is 
doubtful  if  they  ever  played  a  more  brilliant  or  snappy  game  than  the  one 
which  they  played  at  Ebbets  Field  for  the  interborough  championship  and 
which  was  won  by  the  team  representing  Public  School  88,  Queens,  with  a 
score  of  3 — 2.

The  elementary  schools  base  ball  season  started  with  sixty-three  teams 
entered.  The  sub-division  of  these  entries  simplified  the  management,  espe- 
cially since  the  chairmen  of  the  districts  proved  to  be  so  capable.  The 
knowledge  of  the  game  itself  and  the  practical  experience  gathered  from 
fourteen  years  of  similar  tournaments  were  valuable  assets.  The  troublesome 
protests  of  earlier  years  are  rarely  presented  and  this  is  due  mostly  to  the 
confidence  and  sportsmanlike  spirit  among  the  teachers  and  pupils.  The 
borough  series  resulted  as  follows :

SWIMMING  FOR  BOYS. 

The  Department  of  Education  resumed  the  work  of  conducting  swimming 
for  all  boys  in  the  public  pools  of  the  city  of  New  York,  three  afternoons  a 
week,  from  3  to  5  :30  o'clock.  An  instructor  was  in  attendance,  whose  duty 
it.  was  to  instruct  beginners  in  the  art  of  swimming  and  also  to  conduct 
races  and  aquatic  sports  for  those  more  efficient  in  swimming.  A  larger 
number  of  boys  have  been  taught  to  swim  this  year  than  ever  before  and 
greater  numbers  have  attended  the  pools  for  advanced  instruction  in  both 
Swimming  and  life  saving. 

In  addition  to  instructing  the  normal  boy,  a  special  class  was  formed  of 
pupils  attending  Public  School  47,  Manhattan  (deaf  school),  at  the  East 
Twenty-third  Street  pool,  and  sessions  were  held  every  Wednesday  from 
11  :30  to  1  :30  p.  m.  and  Fridays,  from  1  to  3  p.  m.  These  boys  were  accom- 
panied by  a  teacher  who  took  complete  charge  of  instructing  them.  This 
work  proved  most  successful  and  interesting  to  the  boys  and  they  looked 
forward  to  their  swimming  period  each  week  with  great  delight.  Their  gen- 
eral improvement  and  knowledge  of  swimming  improved  with  each  session,  so 
that  by  the  end  of  the  season  mostly  every  pupil  who  availed  himself  of  this 
opportunity  to  take  swimming  instruction  was  proficient  in  this  art. 

Swimming  buttons  similar  to  the  athletic  badge  buttons  were  awarded  to 
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the  boys  who  successfully  passed  the  standards  set  by  the  Department  of 
Education.  Two  tests  were  held  during  the  year;  one,  the  latter  part  of 
January,  for  boys  expecting  to  graduate  from  elementary  school  in  February, 
and  the  other  was  held  during  the  month  of  June,  for  all  boys.  Schools  were 
notified  when  and  where  the  tests  would  be  held  and  they  sent  their  pupils, 
in  charge  of  a  teacher,  to  the  pool  located  nearest  their  school.  Below  is  a 
list  of  the  number  of  boys  who  successfully  passed, the  standards  set  and 
received  buttons  designating  them  as  proficient  in  swimming :

CLASS  ATHLETICS. 

The  system  of  competition  between  classes  in  which  80  per  cent,  of  each 
class  must  participate  and  the  average  of  all  constitutes  the  record,  which 
has  been  organized  by  the  League,  has  become  very  successful,  and  the  interest 
which  is  taken  in  these  contests  has  brought  into  them  such  a  large  number 
of  boys  that  it  can  now  be  justly  considered  one  of  the  boys'  "world's  greatest 
competitions." 

In  the  class  jumping  alone  53,912  boys,  belonging  to  2,146  classes  and  138 
schools,  took  an  active  part.  There  were  about  43,360  who  competed  in 
"chinning"  and  about  41,966  in  "class  running." 

On  account  of  the  great  magnitude  of  these  contests  they  are  divided  into 
three  separate  series.  The  broad  jumping  contest  is  held  in  the  fall,  the 
chinning  during  March  and  the  running  in  May. 

In  the  jumping  contest  each  boy  is  allowed  three  jumps ;  the  highest  jump 
made  by  each  is  aggregated  and  averaged.  The  highest  aggregate  results 
obtained  by  the  classes  in  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  years  in  each 
school  are  then  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League.  Unless  80  per 
cent,  of  the  register  of  each  class  has  competed  its  scores  are  not  considered. 
After  the  scores  are  received  the  highest  classes  in  each  borough  are  selected 
and  then  tested  by  the  officials  of  the  League.  Unless  on  this  test  they 
obtain  an  equal  or  higher  record  than  that  which  constituted  the  record  for- 
warded, such  record  is  not  allowed  and  another  class  is  substituted. 

In  the  "chinning"  contest  the  same  procedure  Is  gone  through  with. 

In  "class  running"  the  boys  are  lined  up  back  of  the  starter.     As  the  first 
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runner  crosses  the  finish  line  the  judge  standing  there  signals  with  his  hand- 
kerchief, the  second  then  starts  and  the  others  successively  until  all  have 
completed  the  distance.  The  time  taken  by  the  entire  class  is  divided  by  the 
number  of  boys  running  and  the  result  constitutes  the  class  record.

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High  Schools  Activities 


HIGH  SCHOOLS   CROSS-COUNTRY  CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Held  at  Van   Cortlandt   Park,  Bronx,    Wednesday  Afternoon, 
December  13,  1916. 

The  high  schools  cross-country  championship  was  conducted  by  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  December  13,  1916,  start- 
ing at  4  o'clock.  This  championship  was  to  serve  as  a  preliminary  to  the 
Senior  National  Amateur  Athletic  Union  cross-country  championship,  which 
was  held  on  Saturday  afternoon,  December  9.  The. high  school  championship 
was  postponed  on  account  of  the  heavy  rainstorm  which  started  early  in  the 
morning  and  continued  throughout  the  entire  day.  The  officials  decided  that 
it  would  be  injurious  to  both  health  and  limb  of  the  runners  to  have  their 
poung  men  compete  upon  a  day  with  weather  conditions  so  unfavorable.  It 
was  then  decided  to  hold  the  championship  on  the  following  Wednesday 
ifternoon  after  school.  Dr.  Straubenmuller,  Acting  City  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  granted  permission  to  those  entered  in  the  contest  to  leave  school  at 
2  o'clock  in  order  that  they  could  reach  Van  Cortlandt  Park  in  time  to  par- 
ticipate in  this  championship. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-three  sturdy  young  athletes  responded  to  the  call  of 
:he  starter  and  were  sent  away  on  the  two  and  one-half  mile  journey  which 
circled  the  golf  course  and  parade  grounds  of  the  park.  Only  one  circuit 
was  necessary  for  the  required  distance.  The  course  was  marked  by  American 
lags,  100  yards  apart.  The  contestants  ran  to  the  left  of  these  flags  and  at 
jvery  turning  point  two  judges  were  stationed  to  check  them  as  they  passed, 
rhe  finish  was  on  the  parade  grounds,  which  consisted  of  about  400  yards 
)f  level  turf.  This  was  the  only  part  of  the  course  on  which  the  contestants 
lid  not  have  a  hill  to  climb  or  rough  country  to  run  through,  making  the 
course  one  of  the  most  trying  and  difficult  for  cross-country  running  in  New 
irork.  All  the  boys  finished  in  good  condition  and  the  entire  team  of  the 
seventeen  schools  entered  scored  team  honors. 

Flushing  High  School  again  won  the  city  championship  with  its  evenly 
balanced  team.  R.  Crawford  of  this  school  was  the  individual  winner  in  the 
:ast  time  of  15  minutes  and  26  seconds.  S.  Kiviat  of  Curtis  High  School 
vas  second  and  S.  Locker  of  DeWitt  Clinton,  third.  Five  individual  medals 
vere  awarded  to  the  first  five  to  finish  and  a  trophy  is  presented  to  the 
jchool  whose"  team  scores  the  lowest  number  of  points.

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HIGH  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  TRACK  AND  FIELD 

CHAMPIONSHIP  GAMES. 

Held  at  the  Thirteenth  Regiment  Armory.  Brooklyn  Saturday  Evening, 
January  27,  1917. 

The  Tublic  Schools  Athletic  League  conducted  the  fourteenth  annual  high 
schools  indoor  track  and  field  championship  games  at  the  Thirteenth  Regi- 
ment Armory,  Brooklyn. 

A  fairly  large  entry  consisting  of  about  230  young  men  competed  in  the 
various  events,  comprising  sprints  for  Juniors  and  Seniors,  middle  and  dis- 
tance running  races,  high  jump  and  shot  pujt.  Three  championship  relay 
events  were  contested — 440'  yards  relay,  100-lb.  class  ;  8S0  yards  relay,  120-lb. 
class,  and  freshman  relay,  880  yards.  The  one  mile  relay  or  senior  event  is 
never  contested  at  the  championship  games.  This  event  is  the  big  feature  in 
school  athletic  circles  and  it  is  usually  awarded  to  a  school  or  college  con- 
ducting an  athletic  meeting  as  a  star  attraction.  It  would  be  impossible  and 
unfair  to  the  schools  to  have  this  event  contested  on  the  same  evening  as 
the  high  schools  championship.  The  boys  entered  in  other  events  would  not 
be  in  the  proper  physical  condition  and  also  it  would  be  in  violation  of  the 
P.S.A.L.  rules  to  allow  a  boy  to  compete  in  more  than  two  events  during 
a  meet. 

All  the  events  were  keenly  contested.  No  records  were  equaled  or  broken. 
This  does  not  detract  from  the  ability  of  this  year's  champions,  as  the 
present  records  are  of  a  high  standard,  and  it  would  tax  the  ability  of  a 
super-athlete  in  scholastic  circles  to  be  able  to  equal  any  of  them  or  the 
creation  of  new  records. 

In  addition  to  the  athletic  portion  of  the  programme,  a  review,  drill  and 
inspection  of  the  military  company  of  eighty-five  students  from  Boys'  High 
School  was  presented.  These  young  men  passed  in  review  and,  under  com- 
mand of  Sergeant  John  D.  Humphries  of  the  Thirteenth  Regiment,  gave  a 
very  creditable  drill  in  battle  and  skirmishing  order,  with  squads  seeking 
imaginary  "cover"  in  short  dashes  for  a  final  plunge  to  storm  the  trenches. 
They  also  went  through  the  setting  up  drill  and  military  calisthenics.  Major 
General  John  F.  O'Ryan,  General  George  W.  Wingate,  Dr.  C.  Ward  Crampton, 
and  Borough  President  Lewis  H.  Pounds  of  Brooklyn,  who  represented  Mayor 
John  P.  Mitchel,  were  greatly  elated  and  pleased  with  the  performance  which 
these  young  men  presented  and  commended  in  a  most  complimentary  manner 
the  great  work  which  is  being  done  by  the  Board  of  Education  for  the 
physical  good  of  the  students  attending  the  public  schools.

HIGH  SCHOOLS  OUTDOOR  SKATING  CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

Held  at  Van  Cortlandt  Park,  Bronx,   Saturday  Afternoon, 
February  17,   1917. 

At  the  monster  ice  skating  carnival  which  was  conducted  by  Park  Com- 
missioner Thomas  W.  Whittle  of  the  Bronx,  two  high  schools  skating  cham- 
pionships were  decided.  This  was  the  first  time  since  the  inception  ot  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  that  an  outdoor  skating  championship  was 
ever  held.  A  fairly  good  entry  was  received  for  the  two  events.  Tt  was  not 
more  than  a  week  before  the  holding  of  this  carnival  that  the  date  was 
announced  and  it  did  not  give  much  time  to  the  students  to  decide  and  pre- 
pare for  these  events  ;  however,  the  carnival  proved  to  be  a  big  success.  It 
is  the  intention  of  the  Park  Commissioner  to  make  this  an  annual  affair,  and 
in  the  future  a  large  entry  will  be  recorded  among  the  high  school  boy 
events.  Two  championships  were  decided,  440  and  880  yards.  The  competi- 
tion in  these  events  was  exciting  and  both, were  keenly  contested.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  schoolboy  events  (elementary  and  high  school),  there  was  a  most 
extensive  programme  consisting  of  speed  and  fancy  skating  by  amateur  and 
professional  champions  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 

The  team  representing  Stuyvesant  High  School  won  the  championship  with 
a  score  of  10  points;  Morris  High  School  was  second  with  6  points  and 
Manual  Training  was  third  with  3  points.

HIGH  SCHOOLS  DUAL  SWIMMJNG  TOURNAMENT. 

Dual  swimming  meets  were  again  conducted  by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  as  a  preliminary  and  preparatory  training  for  the  annual  high  schools 
indoor  swimming  championships,  which  were  to  be  held  on  the  second  Friday 
evening  in  March.  This  tournament  is  most  valuable  to  both  the  contestants 
and  school  coaches.  It  gives  them  an  opportunity  to  observe  and  correct 
any  faults  that  their  charges  may  have  and  it  also  serves  as  a  means  of 
putting  these  young  amphibians  in  fine  physical  condition  and  fitted  to 
extend  themselves  in  the  final  or  championship  meet. 

The  schools  entered  teams  and  a  schedule  was  arranged  whereby  every 
team  met  every  other  team  once  during  the  series.  The  meets  were  held 
weekly  in  the  public  pools  located  in  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  and  some 
spirited  competition  resulted.  No  prizes  were  awarded  or  entry  fees  charged 
and  the  teams  battled  for  supremacy  with  a  spirit  of  competition  rarely 
excelled  if  prizes  of  a  valuable  or  costly  nature  were  to  be  bestowed  upon 
the  winners. 

During  the  interval  between  the  expiration  of  dual  meets  and  the  date  of 
the  championships,  the  school  coaches  rest  their  teams  for  a  week  before 
they  again  start  them  in  preparation  for  titular  honors.  This  rest  and  the 
light  preliminary  training  necessary  puts  the  young  men  in  rare  condition 
and  they  are  then  physically  fit  to  compete  for  their  school  and  champion- 
ship   honors. 

Six  events  were  scheduled  for  the  dual  meets,  as  follows  :  50  yards  swim, 
100  yards  swim,  220  yards  swim,  fancy  diving,  plunge  for  distance ;  relay,  8 
lengths,  4-boy  team  (each  boy  swimming  two  lengths). 

The  final  result  of  this  dual  swimming  tournament  was  a  tie  between 
Townsend  Harris  Hall  and  Stuyvesant  High  School  for  the  dual  swimming 
championship.  This  shows  how  evenly  matched  the  boys  were  in  the  various 
events  and  also  the  spirited  competition  which  existed  from  the  beginning  to 
the  end  of  the  tournament,  making  it  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  exciting 
tournaments  ever  conducted  by  the  League. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS  INDOOR  SWIMMING  CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

Held  at  the  College  City  of  New  York  Natatorium,  Friday  Evening, 
March  9,  1917. 

The  annual  high  schools  indoor  swimming  championships  were  held  in  the 
College  City  of  New  York  pool  on  Friday  evening,  March  9,  1917,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League.  A  large  and  enthusiastic 
audience  witnessed  the  competition,  which  was  keenly  contested  in  every 
event.  No  records  were  broken,  still  the  performance  of  the  young  natators 
was  excellent.  Stuyvesant  High  School's  team  again  demonstrated  its  ability 
as  a  championship  aggregation  by  scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points  and 
thereby  retaining  the  Robert  C.  Kammerer  city  championship  swimming 
trophy  for  the  ensuing  year  with  a  score  of  21  points.  Townsend  Harris 
Hall  was  second  with  10  points  and  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School  finished  in 
third  position  with  12  points.

CHAMPIONSHIP  GAMES  AND  NOVICE  RELAYS. 

Held   Saturday  Afternoon,   May  20,   1917,   at  the  College   City  of  New  York 

Stadium. 

The  annual  high  schools  outdoor  track  and  field  championship  games  and 
novice  relay  events  were  conducted  by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
on  Saturday  afternoon,  May  26.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
League  these  games  were  held  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan.  This  was 
made  possible  through  the  courtesy  of  the  officers  of  the  College  City  of  New 
York  in  granting  permission  to  the  P.S.A.L.  for  the  use  of  the  Lewisohn 
Stadium,  which  is  the  athletic  field  of  the  college  and  also  known  as  the 
College  City  of  New  York  Stadium.  Two  thousand  spectators  availed  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  of  witnessing  one  of  the  most  exciting  and  keenly 
contested  championship  meets  the  League  has  conducted  during  the  past 
fifteen  years.  An  entry  of  over  200  competitors  was  received,  which  was 
large  when  one  takes  into  consideration  that  many  of  the  young  men  have 
joined  the  Colors  and  many  others  are  either  at  the  military  training  camp 
at  Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.,  or  on  farms  throughout  the  State  through  their  desires 
to  assist  the  government  in   a  patriotic  way. 

The  afternoon's  entertainment  opened  with  a  drill  by  the  military  bat- 
talion or  one  hundred  young  men  representing  Stuyvesant  High  School.  They 
gave   a   capital  exhibition   of   military    maneuvering  in   company    formations, 
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bayonet  drill  and  sham  battle  which  was  highly  commended  by  the  reviewing 
officers. 

The  city  championship  was  won  by  the  team  representing  Jamaica  High 
School  with  a  score  of  27  points.  This  came  as  a  great  surprise  to  both 
Stuyvesant  and  DeWitt  Clinton  High  Schools  teams,  who  were  considered 
the  logical  contenders  for  this  honor  by  their  showing  in  the  many  athletic 
meetings  held  during  the  spring  season.  Stuyvesant  High  School  was  second 
with  24  points,  followed  closely  by  the  team  representing  DeWitt  Clinton 
High  School  with  21  points.

The  High  Schools  Games  Committee  sanctioned  this  series 
with  the  stipulation  that  the  chairman  of  the  Lacrosse  Committee  would 
become  a  member  of  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  series.  It  was  also 
decided  by  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee  to  award  the  "Robert  M. 
Thompson  Trophy"  to  the  New  York  public  high  school  team  making  the 
best  record.  Boys'  High  School  was  most  successful  in  the  tournament  and 
was  subsequently   awarded  the   trophy. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS  FOOT  BALL. 

Nine  high  schools  having  foot  ball  teams  filed  their  schedules  with  the 
secretary  and  noted  their  preferences  for  the  assignment  of  officials.  The 
foot  ball  committee  compiled  a  list  of  officials  and  at  the  end  of  the  season 
each  school  sent  in  its  opinions  of  the  services  of  those  who  officiated.  A 
list  for  the  year  1917  was  compiled  from  these  reports  and  the  committee 
planned  to   further  organize  the   methods  of  assigning  officials. 

All  games  were  played  under  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the 
High  Schools  Games  Committee,  as  printed  in  the  Handbook  of  the  League.

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Shooting  Activities 


PEEKSKILL  OUTDOOR  RIFLE  SHOOT. 

The  fifth  annual  outdoor  rifle  shooting  tournament  at  the  Peekskill  State 
Ranges  was  held  on  October  28,  1916.  One  hundred  and  eighty  boys  were 
taken  to  the  ranges  at  the  expense  of  the  League.  Officers  of  the  National 
Guard  accompanied  the  boys  and  acted  as  range  officers.  Twenty-five  ranges 
were  used  throughout  the  day.  It  was  the  opinion  of  all  concerned  that  the 
shoot  was  the  most  successful  that  the  League  has  ever  conducted.  The 
matches  resulted  as  follows  :

Twenty-seven  teams  partici- 
pated. In  the  individual  matches  each  boy  was  allowed  10  shots  standing 
and  10  shots  prone  at  200  yards.     There  were  192  entries. 

WHITNEY  TROPHY  SUBTARGET  RIFLE  TCJURNAMENT. 

Sixteen  schools  participated  in  the  subtarget  rifle  championship  tournament. 
The  participants  were  divided  into  two  divisions,  according  to  location,  and 
the  Erasmus  Hall  and  Stuyvesant  High  School  teams  were  the  champions  of 
their  respective  divisions. 

The  two  teams  met  in  a  series  of  matches  and  Stuyvesant  High  School 
team  was  victorious.  A  tournament  for  second  teams  was  conducted  along 
similar  lines.  The  second  teams  of  Erasmus  Hall  and  Stuyvesant  were  also 
victorious  in  their  divisions,  but  in  the  final  series  Erasmus  Hall  defeated 
the  Stuyvesant  team. 

Alvah  Wiltsey,  a  member  of  the  Erasmus  Hall  team,  was  awarded  the 
medal  for  individual  championship,  his  score  being  241  out  of  a  possible  245.

WINGATE  TROPHY  COMPETITION. 

During  the  present  school  year  519  high  school  boys  qualified  as  marksmen 
and  363  as  sharpshooters.  The  sharpshooters  made  perfect  scores  of  50  on 
the  subtarget  machines  and  the  marksmen  at  least  45  out  of  a  possible  50, 
and  each  boy  passed  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  scholarship  require- 
ments. Hundreds  of  others  made  qualifying  scores  but  did  not  pass  the 
scholarship   requirements. 

A  silver  badge  was  awarded  to  each  sharpshooter  and  a  bronze  badge  to 
each  marksman,  and  the  "Wingate  Trophy"  was  awarded  to  the  Stuyvesant 
High  School  for  having  scored  the  greatest  number  of  points.  Sharpshooter 
qualifications  count  three  points  and  marksmen  two.  Last  year  the  Stuy- 
vesant High  School  boys  succeeded  in  winning  the  trophy  after  the  Morris 
High  School  had  held  it  for  six  years.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the 
results  of  the  competition  for  the  trophy,  from  September,  1916,  to  June, 
1917.

MILITARY  TRAINING  IN  THE  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  the  League  assisted  some  of  the  schools 
in  forming  military  organizations.  Teachers  were  assigned  and  paid  by  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League.  Permissions -were  secured  for  the  use  of 
armories  and  assistance  in  other  directions  was  given  by  the  League.  Some 
of  the  military  instructors  were  first  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  League, 
but  afterward  the  Military  Training  Commission  paid  for  their  services. 

Practically  all  of  the  high  schools,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  had  organized 
military  groups  with  an  average  of  two  hundred  boys.  Each  school  drilled 
in  an  armory  once  or  twice  a  week.  Most  of  the  schools  were  successful 
in^ securing  uniforms.  Stuyvesant  High  School  was  most  fortunate  of  all, 
since  it  succeeded  in  securing  about  150  rifles  from  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment. Some  of  the  schools,  however,  were  given  the  privilege  of  using  the 
rifles  of  the  regiment  in  whose  armory  they  were  drilling.  Toward  the  latter 
part  of  the  season  the  Military  Training  Commission  assigned  military 
instructors  to  all  of  the  schools  and  the  work  was  thereafter  carried  on 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  Commission. 

The  public  appearance  of  the  different  high  school  organiaations  in  the 
preparedness  parade  on  Memorial  Day  brought  forth  most  favorable  comment 
and  the  officials  of  the  League  received  congratulations  from  many  sources. 

S.  R.  GUGGENHEIM  TROPHY. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  awarded  the  "S.  R.  Guggenheim 
.Trophy"  to  the  Stuyvesant  High  School.  This  trophy  was  given  to  the 
League  by  its  Treasurer,  S.  R.  Guggenheim,  and  is  presented  each  year  to 
the  high  school  that  has  made  the  greatest  progress  in  military  training 
throughout  the  school  year. 

Stuyvesant  High  School  formed  a  military  organization  with  a  membership 
of  over  250  boys,  each  equipped  with  a  uniform.  The  boys  have  been 
drilling  under  National  Guard  instructors,  two  afternoons  a  week,  since 
October  1.  The  school  scored  631  points  in  the  competition  for  marksman 
and  sharpshooter  badges — 113  boys  qualified  as  marksmen  and  135  as  sharp- 
shooters. This  organization  also  received  credit  for  its  splendid  appearance 
in  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  preparedness  parade  on  Decoration  Day. 

The  bronze  trophy  was  made  by  Daniel  Chester  French.  It  is  a  replica 
of  "The  Minute  Man"  statue.  It  was  formally  presented  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  in  Washington  Square, 
on  the  afternoon  of  April  13.  A  detachment  from  the  Stuyvesant  High 
School  military  organization  marched  to  the  square  and  participated  in  the 
presentation  ceremonies.

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  los^t  a  valued  friend 
and  esteemed  co-worker  in  the  death  of  James  Eddy 
Norton,  who  for  twelve  years  had  co-operated  with  the 
League  in  managing  the  field  days  in  the  public  schools 
for    which    prizes    are    awarded    by    the    Sunday    World. 

As  Field  Day  Editor  of  the  Sunday  World  Mr.  Norton 
kept  in  constant  and  enthusiastic  touch  with  the  work  of 
the  League.  It  was  at  his  suggestion  that  Sunday 
World  walking  clubs  were  formed  in  many  of  the  schools. 
The  School  Garden  Association  found  him  a  willing 
helper  and  he  was  of  great  assistance  to  the  summer 
base  ball  teams  of  the  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Associa- 
tion. 

Mr.  Norton  was  born  in  Fort  Edward,  N.  Y.,  and  was 
graduated  from  Cornell  in  1880.  He  owned  and  edited 
newspapers  at  Belmont,  N.  Y.,  and  Asheville,  N.  C.  He 
also  distinguished  himself  in  newspaper  work  on  the 
New  York  Tribune,  The  Brooklyn  Eagle,  and  The  Even- 
ing Post.  Since  1903  he  had  been  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  the  New  York  World.  In  1909  he  was  in  Naples 
when  an  earthquake  destroyed  100,000  persons  at  Mes- 
sina. Though  ill  he  started  at  once  for  the  scene  of 
the  earthquake  and  the  despatches  he  sent  to  the  World 
were  the  first  received  from  an  American  correspondent. 

Long  a  sufferer  from  chronic  asthma,  he  stuck  to  his 
duties  with  a  cheerful  heroism  that  endeared  him  to  all 
his  acquaintances,  and  in  all  his  work  he  constantly 
employed  a  high  degree  of  executive  ability. 

His  passing  is  a  great  loss  to  the  Public  Schools  Ath- 
letic League.

OF  ENTRIES  IN  THE  SUNDAY  WORLD  GAMES. 

A  New  Trophy  is  Donated  Each  Year. 
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Sunday  World  Field  Days 

More  than  seventy-five  thousand  boys  contested  in  the  twelfth  season  of 
the  Sunday  World  Field  Days,  conducted  by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  of  the  City  of  New  York,  during  May  and  June,  1917.  The  winning 
classes  will  come  together  in  a  huge  citywide  final  meet  in  October  for  the 
now  famous  Sunday  World  trophies  and  medals* 

In  all  respects  this  was  the  most  successful  year  of  the  Sunday  World 
Field  Days.  More  schools  participated,  more  pupils  contested,  the  attendance 
was  larger  and  the  enthusiasm  greater  than  during  any  of  the  previous 
seasons.  Out  of  a  total  enrollment  of  704, 765.  pupils  nearly  three-quarters 
of  them  entered  the  contests.  More  than  250, 000  school  children  witnessed 
the  games. 

All  this  was  a  splendid  tribute  to  the  Sunday  World,  whose  enterprise  has 
been  the  mainstay  of  the  contests  since  their  inauguration.  The  big,  out- 
standing lesson  again  has  been  brought  home,  that  of  the  schoolboy  athletics 
in  the  public  schools  of  New  York — meaning  all  of  the  boroughs — as  an 
established  enterprise,  the  Sunday  World  Field  Days  has  no  competitor  and 
no  peer. 

When  the  Sunday  World  Field  Days  was  inaugurated  in  1906  as  a  distinct 
feature  of  the  public  school  athletics,  ninety-eight  schools  participated.  That 
was  regarded  as  little  short  of  marvelous.  In  the  contests  of  1907  one 
hundred  and  eighty  schools  sent  their  legions  into  the  struggle.  Only '16,000 
boys  answered  the  starters'  signal  in  1906  ;  this  year  nearly  five  times  that 
number  responded. 

The  Sunday  World's  participation  in  these  contests  is  extremely  generous. 
It  provides  one  silk  banner  as  a  class  trophy  to  be  won  by  the  class  obtaining 
the  most  points,  and  twenty-two  individual  medals,  half  of  them  silver  and 
half  of  them  bronze,  for  each  school  contest.  This  year  these  totaled  180 
banners  and  3,960  medals.  In  addition,  the  Sunday  World  printed  and 
supplied  programmes  that  carried  the  names  of  all  contestants  and  supplied 
numbers  for  the  boys  corresponding  with  their  position  on  the  programmes. 

The  games  that  have  thus  shown  their  incomparable  help  to  the  public 
schoolboys  grew  out  of  an  agreement  between  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  and  the  New  York  Sunday  World,  by  which  the  latter  offered  to 
assist  one  hundred  elementary  schools  to  each  hold  a  meet  with  a  pro- 
gramme, of  seven  track  and  field  events  and  one  relay  race,  limited  to 
grammar  grade  boys.  The  idea  was  novel  then,  as  many  schools  were  not 
equipped  for  such  athletics,  but  the  separate  school  field  day  won  popularity 
quickly,  and  since  the  first  year  there  has  been  a  waiting  list  at  all  times. 

Indeed,  so  popular  has  the  idea  become  that  the  Board  of  Education 
now  allows  each  school  to  devote  one  school  day  to  athletic  games.  In  1916 
this  permission  was  quite  generally  accepted  by  the  larger  schools  holding 
the  field  day  meets.  These  schools  made  of  their  field  day  a  day  of  outdoor 
recreation  for  practically  the  entire  school,  going  in  some  instances,  by 
chartered  trolley  cars  or  by  ferryboat  to  some  distant  field,  where  the  pupils, 
accompanied  by  their  teachers,  remained  the  entire  day,  enjoying  the  athletic 
games,  mass  drills,  folk  dancing  for  the  girls,  flag  relay  races  and  a  base  ball 
game  between  teachers  and  pupils,  in  addition  to  the  regular  programme  of 
athletic  contests  on   the  track  and  field. 

The  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  sports  and  the  splendid  improve- 
ment in  the  physical  appearance  of  the  boys  have  justified  the  Sunday  World 
Field  Days  and  richly  rewarded  those  who  worked  so  hard  to  their  success. 

In  many  of  the  schools  the  girls  met  the  boys  in  most  of  the  contests,  but 
the  awards  for  them  were  provided  generally  by  the  Athletic  Association, 
though  the  Sunday  World  has  loaned  its  good  offices  at  various  'times  to 
make  the  contests  more  attractive. 

Neither  enthusiasm  nor  participation  has  been   limited  to   the  pupils,   for

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during  1917  about  2,000  principals,  teachers  and  public   school  enthusiasts 
participated  in  the  contests  as  officials  of  the  meets. 

During  the  twelve  years  of  tbe  Sunday  World  Field  Days  there  have  been  : 

1,808   separate  school  athletic  meets. 

561,000  boys  have  competed. 

42,810   Sunday  World   medals  have  been   awarded. 

1,526  banners  have  been  presented  as  class  trophies. 

SUNDAY  WORLD  WALKING  CLUB. 

In  many  respects  the  year  1916-17  was  the  most  successful  year  of  the 
Sunday  World  Walking  Club,  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  in  1910.  Not  only  a  greater  number  of  children 
'joined  the  walking  squads,  but  the  interest  in  the  walks  was  keener  and  a 
larger  proportion  of  the  members  of  the  club  won  prizes  for  walking  the 
required  distances  than  in  any  previous  year.  In  the  year  from  January  1, 
1916,  to  January  1,  1917,  9,160  boys  and  approximately  700  girls  joined 
the  club.     Squads  were  organized  in  42  public  schools. 

A  notable  feature  of  the  year  was  the  increased  interest  in  the  pedestrian 
work  at  the  high  schools.  Strong  and  active  clubs  were  organized  at  the 
DeWitt  Clinton,  Morris  Evening,  the  New  York  Evening,  Harlem  Evening  and 
Brooklyn  Evening  High  Schools.  Some  of  these  squads  and  a  few  of  the 
squads  of  older  boys  from  elementary  schools  accompanied  the  American 
Walkers'  Association  on  its  weekly  hikes  throughout  the  year  and  a  very 
large  majority  of  them  were  very  punctilious  about  missing  any  of  the 
scheduled  walks. 

The  largest  enrollment  of  walking  squads  in  the  year  came  again  from 
Public  School  43.  Brooklyn.  In  the  four  prize  quarters  of  the  year  this 
school  organized  114  squads  with  a  total  membership  of  976  boys,  and  under 
the  leadership  of  competent  teacher-supervisors,  with  Principal  O'Donnell  as 
director  of  the  club,  the  squads  had  weekly  walks  in  company  or  separately.

Several  of  the  troops  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  organized  squads  of 
the  Walking  Club  and  competed  for  the  Sunday  World  medals  this  year,

55.  Brooklyn. 

During  the  year  4.300  medals  and  pendant  mileage  bars  were  awarded  to 
members  of  the  walking  club  who  in  the  various  quarters  of  the  year  walked 
the  required  mileages.

RULES  AND  INSTRUCTIONS 
For  Boys'  Squads 
The  Sunday  World  Walking  Club  movement  was  inaugurated  in  September, 
1910,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Public  Schoola.Athletic  League  of  New  York 
on  plans  proposed  by  Gen.  George  W.  Wingate,  President  of  the  league. 

Note.  Any  public  school  in  the  city  of  New  York  may  organize  branches 
of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club.  These  branch  organizations — the  units 
that  make  up  the  complete  city-wide  organization — are  designated  as  Squads 
of  the   Sunday   World   Walking   Club. 

Organization  of  Boys'  Squads 

Eight  members  constitute  a  squad,  including  the  captain. 

Squads  may  be  organized  at  any  time  in  the  Walking  Club  year. 

Squads  to  the  number  of  thirty  may  be  organized  in  any  public  school 
(high,  elementary  or  evening)  in  New  York  City.  If  the  school  desires  to 
enter  more  than  thirty  squads  in  any  one  quarter  of  the  year  the  principal 
or  director  of  walking  squads  in  the  school  should  write  to  the  Manager  of 
Walking  Club  for  a  special  arrangement  as  to  additional  number  of  squads. 

A  squad  organizes  by  electing  one  of  its  members  captain  and  riling  its 
entry  list  with  the  Sunday  World  and  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
on  blanks  furnished  by  the  Sunday  World. 

If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  a  squad  it  can  be  filled  by  the  squad  electing  a 
new  member,  whose  name  must  be  sent  promptly  to  the  Sunday  World. 

Members  acting  improperly  will  be  disqualified  from  membership  in  the 
Walking  Club,  either  for  a  stated  period  or  permanently,  by  the  Supervisor 
who  has  knowledge  of  their  conduct. 

Entry  blanks  will  be  furnished  at  any  time  by  the  Sunday  World  to  all 
principals  and  teachers  who  apply  for  them  to  organize  squads  of  the  Walk- 
ing Club. 

Tours  and  Records 

As  soon  as  the  entry  list  is  filed  with  the  Sunday  World  and  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  and  approved,  the  squad  is  qualified  to  begin  its 
competition  for  the  prizes  given  by  the  Sunday  World. 

Ribbon  badges  are  furnished  by  the  Sunday  World  to  each  member  of  the 
squad,  to  be  worn  on  the  walking  tours.  Tour  report  blanks  are  sent  to  the 
Supervisor. 

No  walk  will  be  recorded  except  in  squad  and  certified  by  the  captain  of 
the  squad  on  the  tour  report  blanks  as  to  distance  and  time  consumed,  and 
this  must  be  countersigned  by  the  teacher  or  registered  squad  leader  accom- 
panying the  squad.  A  majority  of  the  squad  must  be  present  on  every 
walk. 

No  walk  will  be  recorded  for  a  distance  less  than  two  miles. 

The  average  speed  in  all  walking  contests  must  be  not  less  than  two  miles 
an  hour. 

It  is  left  with  the  squad  to  choose  its  own  tours,  with  the  assistance 
and   approval   of   the   teacher   or   squad   Supervisor. 

The  Sunday  World  will  publish  in  its  columns  from  time  to  time  itiner- 
aries of  pleasant  and  educational  tours  for  the  Walking  Clubs  in  and  about 
the  city,  and  will  furnish  to  captains  of  the  squads  bulletins  suggesting 
good  walks.

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The  Squad  Captain 

He  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  squad. 

His  election  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  principal  of  his  school  or 
the  teacher  who  is  Director  of  Walking  Squads. 

His  election  takes  effect  on  notice  from  the  Sunday  World  that  the  squad 
has  qualified   for  membership  in   the  Walking  Club: 

His  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  July  1. 

Each  squad  captain  is  responsible  for  the  proper  behavior  of  his  squad. 

The  squad  captain  can  be  removed  from  oflice  by  the  principal  on  complaint 
of  a  Supervisor  for  misconduct  or  incompetence.  In  this  case  the  principal 
may  appoint  his  successor  to  serve  till  the  following  July  1. 

The  example  set  by  the  captain  as  to  conduct  and  interest  in  the  work 
'of  his  squad  is  an  important  factor  in  the -success  of  the  Walking  Club  and 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  it  by  all  its  "members. 

A  captain  who  cannot  preserve  a  friendly  comradeship,  and  prevent  bicker- 
ing in  his  squad,  is  not  fit  for  its  leadership. 

He  must  exercise  his  authority  as  a  good  friend  and  comrade  of  all  the 
members  of  his  squad. 

He  must  always  be  ready  to  consult  with  his  teacher  as  to  the  best  means 
to   perform  his   work. 

It  is  his  duty  to  call  the  squad  together  for  tours  and  for  elections  to 
fill  vacancies. 

For  every  tour  it  is  recommended  that  he  serve  a  written  notice  on  each 
member  of  the  squad  in  substance  as  follows  : 

The (name  of  squad)  will  walk  to on  (date),  leav- 
ing    (name  of  exact  place  where  the  squad  will  assemble  to  begin  its 

tour)  at o'clock.     You  are  directed  to  be  present  at  the  starting  point 

not  later  than o'clock. 

This  notice  should  be  in  the  hands  of  members  of  the  squad  not  later  than 
eighteen  hours  before  the  hour  of  starting  on  the  tour. 

In  case  a  squad  captain  is  unable  to  accompany  his  squad  on  a  tour 
he  may  delegate  his  work  to  another  member,  with  the  approval  of  his 
teacher  or  the  Supervisor. 

The  Quarterly  Prizes 

Bronze  and  silver  medals  and  bar  pendants  will  be  the  prizes  awarded  for 
each  quarter  of  the  Walking  Club  year.     (See  Bulletin  6.) 

The  Regular  Walking  Club  bronze  and  silver  medals  are  of  the  pendant 
chain  variety,  constructed  so  as  to  be  linked  together,  the  medal  and  four 
bar  pendants  making  the  complete  chain.  The  pendants  are  lettered  to  show 
the  mileage  for  which  the  prize  is  awarded.  The  Special  Walking  Club 
medals  are  handsome  silver  and  bronze  pins. 

Captains  of  squads  will  be  notified  in  advance  of  each  quarter  period  as 
to  the  number  of  miles  to  be  walked  in  that  period  to  win  a  prize. 

When  prizes  additional  to  the  above  are  offered  announcement  will  be  made 
in  bulletins  and  in  the  Sunday  World. 

Supervision  of  Squads 

The  success  of  the  Walking  Club  movement  depends  largely  on  the  interest 
the  teacher  takes  in  it.  He  can  use  it  as  a  very  effective  means  of  increas- 
ing interest  in  the  school  and  class,  as  well  as  in  affording  the  pupils  under 
bis  charge  an  opportunity  for  physical  improvement  and  an  extended  knowl- 
edge of  the  vastly  interesting  city  and  its  beautiful  surroundings. 

Whenever  it  is  possible  for  a  teacher  to  accompany  a  squad  from  his  own 
class  on  its  tours  he  has  an  opportunity  to  increase  the  friendly  relationship 
between  himself  and  his  pupils. 

A  teacher  or  "squad  leader"  approved  by  the  school  principal,  must  accom- 
pany  the  squad   on   each   walking  tour   as-  Supervisor. 

Two  or  more  squads,  however,  may  agree  to  go  on  the  same  tour  at  the 
same  time.  In  this  case  it  is  only  required  that  one  Supervisor  shall  accom- 
pany the  entire  party.  In  these  joint  excursions  the  squads  must  remain 
together  during  the  entire  tour. 

The    Supervisor   is   required   to    sign   the   captain's   tour   report   before   it 
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becomes  effective.     No  tour  will  be  recorded  except  those  correctly  reported 
and  countersigned  by  a  Supervisor. 

See  Bulletin  5  for  further  information  regarding  organizations  and  super- 
vision  of   squads. 

The  Girls'   Squads 

The  rules  and  information  contained  in  this  handbook  refer  particularly  to 
the  boys'  squads  of  the  Sunday  World  Walking  Club.  The  rules  applying  to 
the  girls'  squads  are  contained  in  a  separate  bulletin  which  will  be  furnished 
on  application  to  the  Manager  of  Walking  Clubs,  Sunday  World,  Pulitzer 
Building,  New  York  City. 

The  Sunday  World  Walking  Club  Tour  Bulletin,  giving  the  outline  of  fifty 
interesting  walking  tours  in  and  around  New  York  City,  will  be  sent  promptly 
by  the  Sunday  World  to  all  applicants.      ~ 


EIGHTH  YEAR— SEPTEMBER,   1917,    TO   JUNE,    1918. 

The  first  quarter  of  the  eighth  year  (1*917-1918)  of  the  Sunday  World 
Walking  Club  terminates  November  15,  1917  ;  the  second  quarter  begins  No- 
vember 16  and  terminates  January  19,  1918  ;  the  third  quarter  begins  January 
21  and  terminates  March  30;  the  fourth  (and  last)  quarter  begins  April  1 
and  terminates  May  31. 

Quarters  are  counted  from  the  organization  of  the  squad ;  hence  it  is 
advisable  that  squads  be  gotten  under  way  with  the  least  delay  possible,  so 
that  all  may  be  eligible  for  the  "High  Record"  and  "Highest  Award"  medals. 

New  squads  may  be  organized  in  any  public  school  of  New  York  City  at  any 
time  during  the  club  year.  Entry  blanks  furnished  on  application  to  the 
Manager  of  Walking  Club,  Sunday  World,  Room  214,  Pulitzer  Building,  New 
York  City. 

Rules  and  instructions  for  the  organization  and  conduct  of  boys'  squads 
are  contained  in  the  S.  W.  W.  C.  Bulletin  5.  Bulletin  7  gives  the  rules  and 
prize  offers  for  girls'  squads. 

A  Tours  Bulletin  outlining  50  walks  in  and  about  New  York  City  with 
a  Key  Map  of  the  entire  city  and  Tours  Maps  of  Brooklyn,  East  of  Brooklyn, 
Manhattan,  Bronx,  Staten  Island  and  New  Jersey  contiguous  to  New  York 
have  been  issued  and  will  be  sent  free  to  all  S.  W.  W.  C.  squads. 

Elementary  School  Prizes  for  Boys. 

Prizes  are  offered  boys  for  walks  as  set  forth  in  this  1917-1918  Bulletin, 
which  supplants  all  other  bulletins.  Read  every  line  of  it,  as  radical  changes 
in  the  prize  offers  have  been  made.  Distance  requirements  have  been  les- 
sened, and  the  handsome  bronze  and  silver  "Specials,"  "High  Record"  and 
"Highest  Award"  medals  are  now  within  the  reach  of  all  members  of  the  club. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  encourage  the  regular  walker  rather  than  reward 
the  spectacular  one.  It  is  more  fun  and  better  for  the  physical  well-being 
of  the  walker  to  go  50  miles  each  of  the  four  quarters  than  to  do  a  "big 
stunt"  and   drop   out. 

Credit  for  part  distances  are  not  allowed.  The  walks  are  for  a  total  of 
50  or  75  miles  each  quarter,  which   are  about  ten  weeks. 

Grand  Pinal  Awards. 

Highest  Award — A  highly  artistic  silver  badge  with  pendant  bar  goes  to 
those  wbo  walk  75  miles  in  each  quarter. 

High  Record — A  beautiful  silver  medal,  suspended  from  ribbon  and  pin, 
goes  to  those  who  walk  50  miles  or  more  each  quarter,  but  who  do  not 
qualify  for  the  "Highest  Award"   Medal. 

Winners  of  the  "Highest  Award"  Medal  will  not  be  entitled  to  the  "High 
Record."

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Making  Up  Lost  Scores. 
If  for  good  cause  a  member  of  the  Walking  Club  shall  fail  to  walk  with 
his  squad  he  may  accompany  any  other  squad  on  its  tour  or  tours  until  he 
has  made  up  the  distance  thus  lost.     The  fact  that  he  walked  with  another 
squad  must  be  stated  in  the  tour  report  of  that  squad. 

Squad  Leaders  in  Place  of  Supervisors. 

In  schools  where  it  is  not  possible  to  secure  teachers,  or  other  adults  ap- 
proved by  the  principal,  as  supervisors  to  accompany  the  squads  on  their 
tours  the  following  is  permissible  (approved  by  the  P.S.A.L.),  but  only  for 
boys'  squads  (for  rules  governing  girls'  squads  see  Bulletin  7)  : 

In  place  of  a  Supervisor  a  Squad  Leader,  or  leaders,  chosen  by  the  Prin- 
cipal from  boys  of  the  upper  classes  of  th^  school,  is  empowered  to  accompany 
the  squads  on  their  tours  with  the  full  authority  of  the  Supervisor.  This 
Squad  Leader  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  unless  removed  by  the  Principal 
or  Director  of  Walking  Squads  for  failure  to  maintain  discipline  in  the  squads 
under  his  supervision.  He  must  file  a  certificate  of  his  appointment  to  the 
position  of  Squad  Leader  with  the  Manager  of  Walking  Clubs  (on  a  blank 
form  furnished  by  the  Sunday  World  I .  This  certificate  must  be  signed  by  the 
Principal  or  the  Director  of  Walking  Squads  of  the  school. 

Squad  Leader  Medals. 

Squad  Leaders  will  be  entitled  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  to  a  medal  or 
medal  pendants,  in  recognition  of  4heir  services,  as  follows  : 

For  50  miles  walked  in  the  quarter,  a  Bronze  medal  and  "Squad  Leader" 
pendant ;  for  75  miles,  a  Silver  medal  with  "Squad  Leader"  pendant ;  for 
subsequent  quarters,  mileage  pendants  recording  distances  walked. 

If  the  Squad  Leader  is  also  a  member  of  a  squad  he  receives  the  "Squad 
Leader"  bar  in  addition  to   his  regular  distance  prize. 

Squad  Leaders  are  requested  to  assist  in  organizing  new  squads  and  will  be 
furnished  with  bulletins  of  the  club  and  all  necessary  blanks  for  this  purpose 
on  application  to  the  Sunday  World,  Room  214. 

Reports  of  Tours. 

Prizes  are  awarded  only  "on  walks  properly  reported  to  the  Sunday  World 
Walking  Club  Manager  on  the  official  tour  blanks  (or  written  forms  in  the 
same  wording),  countersigned  by  a  Supervisor.  (See  exception  to  this  rule 
below.)  In  every  case  the  names  of  the  boys  making  the  walk  must  be 
recorded  in  the  tour  report. 

In  the  case  of  several  squads  making  the  same  tour  together  one  tour  report 
blank  may  serve  for  all  as  follows  :  At  the  top  margin  of  the  official  blank 
write  the  names  or  titles  of  the  squads  making  the  tour.  Then  fill  out  the 
official  blank  fully  for  one  of  the  squads,  signed  by  the  Captain  of  that 
squad  and  countersigned  by  a  Supervisor.  On  the  reverse  side  of  the  blank 
give  the  names  of  members  of  the  other  squads  accompanying  the  party,  and 
at  the  foot  of  these  lists  of  the  squads  a  Supervisor  will  place  his  signature. 

Tour  blanks  furnished  promptly  on  application  to  the  Manager  of  Walking 
Club,  Sunday  World,  Room  214,  Pulitzer  Building,  New  York  City. 

Appointment  of  Directors. 

In  schools  where  the  number  of  squads  is  large  (exceeding  10  squads)  a 
General  Director  of  Walking  Squads  for  the  school  may  be  selected  by  the 
Principal.  In  this  case  it  will  not  be  required  that  reports  of  each  tour  be 
sent  to  the  Sunday  World.*  but  the  Director  will  keep  a  complete  record  of 
all  the  walking  done  by  the  squads  in  the  school  and  report  to  the  Manager 
of  Walking  Club,  Sunday  World,  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  and  on  the  special 
tour  blank  furnished  for  that  purpose.  This  arrangement  (optional)  is  in 
order  to  simplify  the  work  of  keeping  the  records.

Our  athletics  should  foster  clean  sport  between  gentlemen.  It  is  the 
privilege  and  duty  of  every  committee  and  person  connected  with  the 
League  to  embody  these  principles  in  his  own  actions  and  to  earnestly 
advocate  them  before  others  : 

(1)  The  rules  of  games  are  to  be  regarded  as  mutual  agreements,  the 
spirit  or  letter  of  which  no  gentleman  would  break.  The  stealing  of  advan- 
tage in  sport  is  theft. 

(2)  Visiting  teams  are  to  be  honored  -guests  of  the  home  team,  and 
should  be  treated  as  such. 

(3)  No  action  is  to  be  taken  nor  course  of  conduct  pursued  which  would 
seem  ungentlemanly  or  dishonorable  if  known  to  one's  opponent  or  the 
public. 

(4)  No  advantages  are  to  be  sought  over  others  except  those  in  which 
the  game  is  understood  to  show  superiority. 

(5)  Officers  and  opponents  are  to  be  regarded  and  treated  as  honest  in 
intention.  When  opponents  are  evidently  not  gentlemen,  and  officers  mani- 
fectly  dishonest  or  incompetent,  future  relationships  with  them  may  be 
avoided. 

(6)  Decisions  of  officials  are  to  be  abided  by,  even  when  they  seem  unfair. 

(7)  Ungentlemanly  or  unfair  means  are  not  to  be  used  even  when  they  are 
used  by  opponents. 

(8)  Good  points  in  others  should  be  appreciated  and  suitable  recognition 
given. 
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Athletic  Rules 


RULE  I 

ATHLETIC    MEMBERSHIP 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  recognizes  as  athletic  members  all 
Public  School  boys,  members  of  Elementary  and  High  Schools,  Evening 
High  Schools  and  Evening  Elementary  Schools  of  New  York  City,  who  take 
part  in  athletic  competitions  that  are  given  under  the  direction  of  the 
League. 

RULE  II 

PROFESSIONAL    CONTESTS    AND    UNSANCTIONED     COMPETITION. 

Any  club,  a  member  of  any  Association  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  of 
the  United  States,  which  permits  the  competition  of  any  member,  or  any 
team,  under  its  club  name  or  its  club  emblem,  in  unsanctioned  sport  or  pro- 
fessional contest,  or  which  persists  in  playing  disqualified  or  suspended  ath- 
letes, or  which  permits  professionals  to  compete  under  its  auspices  in  a 
sport  over  which  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  assumes  jurisdiction,  where 
such  competition  is  announced  as  a  competition  between  amateurs,  shall  be 
liable  to  forfeit  its  membership  in  such  Association. 

SUSPENSION    OR    DISQUALIFICATION    OF    INDIVIDUALS. 

Any  person  competing  or  exhibiting  at  open  sports,  or  any  athletic  enter- 
tainment, including  athletic  meetings  promoted  by  companies,  incorporated 
bodies,  individuals  or  associations  of  individuals,  or  in  conjunction  with  a 
benefit,  social  or  picnic  entertainment,  unless  the  same  are  given  under  the 
sanction  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  or  of  one  of  its  allied  members, 
shall  thereby  disqualify  himself  from  competing  at  any  sports  given  under 
sanction  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union. 

The  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  whose  territory  the 
offense  was  committed  shall  have  the  power  to  reinstate  anyone  so  disquali- 
fied, if  it  shall  think  fit. 

No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  or  exhibit  at  any  meeting,  open  or 
closed,  held  under  Amateur  Athletic  Union  Rules  while  disqualified  or  under 
suspension  of  this  Union,  or  any  of  its  active  or  allied  members. 

Any  person  knowingly  competing  against  one  who  is  disqualified  or  under 
sentence  of  suspension  by  this  Union,  or  any  of  its  active  or  allied  members, 
shall  be  held  to  have  suspended  himself  until  the  expiration  of  such  sen- 
tence, or  for  such  period  as  the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in 
whose  territory  the  offense  was  committed  may  deem  proper. 

No  application  for  reinstatement  to  full  amateur  status  shall  be  enter- 
tained unless  the  applicant  shall  have  abstained  from  all  professional  con- 
duct for  two  years,  and  such  application  can  be  acted  upon  only  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  or  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  A  two- 
thirds  vote  shall  be  necessary  for  reinstatement. 

Any  person  receiving  compensation  for  services  performed  in  any  capacity 
in  connection  with  athletic  games,  or  in  any  athletic  club,  will  be  ineligible 
to  represent  such  club  in  games  held  under  the  rules  of  the  Amateur  Ath- 
letic Union  until  he  shall  have  permanently  abandoned  such  employment. 
The  abandonment  of  such  employment  shall  not  entitle  a  person  to  compete 
as  an  amateur  who  is  not  eligible  under  Article  X  of  the  Constitution. 

No  person  who,  at  any  time  since  the  organization  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union,  has  knowingly  become  a  professional  shall  be  reinstated  as  an 
amateur. 
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Any  member  of  any  club  of  any  of  the  Associations  of  the  Amateur  Ath- 
letic Union  who  shall  have  been  expelled  from  said  club  for  unpaid  indebted- 
ness shall  not  be  eligible  to  compete  in  any  games  given  by  any  Association 
of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  or  by  any  club  of  any  Association  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union,  until  such  indebtedness  is  liquidated. 

In  all  cases  where  an  athlete  receives  money  to  cover  traveling  expenses, 
whether  from  his  own  club  or  any  other  organization,  he  shall  immediatelv, 
upon  his  return  home,  send  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Registration  Committee 
of  his  own  district  a  signed  statement  showing  the  amount  received  and  an 
itemized  account  of  his  expenses.  When  any  money  is  paid  to  an  athlete  for 
traveling  expenses,  the  organization  or  committee  making  such  payment  shall 
be  required  to  take  a  receipt  therefor  in  duplicate,  containing  an  itemized 
statement  of  such  expenses,  and  forward  immediately  one  copy  thereof  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  which  the 
athlete  is  registered,  and  one  copy  thereof  to.  the  Chairman  of  the  Registra- 
tion Committee  of  the  Association  in  whose  district  the  meeting  is  held,  such 
receipts  and  statements  to  be  kept  on  file  by  said  chairmen  respectively. 
Any  athlete  failing  to  promptly  forward  the  statement,  as  required  above, 
shall  be  liable  to  suspension  ;  and  any  organization  failing  to  secure  and  for- 
ward the  receipt,  as  above  provided,  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  or  refusal 
of  sanction  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  traveling  expenses  which  an  athlete  is  allowed  to  ask  for,  receive  or 
accept  are  limited  to  first-class  railroad  fare,  including  parlor  car  and  single 
berth  sleeping  car  fares  actually  paid,  and  the  amount  actually  paid  for 
meals  and  lodging,  which  amount  for  meals  and  lodging  shall  not  exceed  $5 
per  day  in  any  case  during  the  time  necessarily  occupied  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  a  meeting,  and  which  amount  for  any  single  meal  shall  not 
exceed  $1.50.  No  traveling  expenses  or  payment  of  any  kind  for  trainer, 
rubber,  friend  or  relative,  and  no  payment  for  loss  of  time  or  wages,  shall 
be  asked  for  or  received  directly  or  indirectly.  Any  athlete  violating  this 
rule  shall  thereby  render  himself  ineligible  for  further  competition  as  an 
amateur. 

An  athlete  who  permits  anyone  other  than  an  officer  of  the  club  which  he 
is  entitled  to  represent  in  competition  to  make  arrangements  for  his  appear- 
ance at  an  athletic  meeting  shall  thereby  render  himself  ineligible  for  further 
competition  as  an  amateur. 

An  athlete  who  desires  to  compete  at  any  place  more  than  twenty-five 
miles  from  his  residence  must  receive  a  permit  to  do  so  from  the  Chairman 
of  the  Registration  Committee  of  the  Association  in  which  the  athlete  is 
registered,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  same,  and  upon  the  failure  of  the 
athlete  to  file,  immediately  upon  his  return  home,  a  statement  of  the  expenses 
he  received  or  a  statement  as  to  the  manner  in  which  his  expenses  were  paid 
he  shall  be  considered  to  have  suspended  himself  and  he  will  be  ineligible  to 
compete  at  any  games  until  reinstated. 

RULE  III 

Elementary  Schools.  eligibility 

Any  boy  receiving  money  for  his  services  performed  in  any  capacity  in 
connection  with  any  athletic  activity,  will  be  ineligible  to  represent  his 
school,  and  shall  remain  so  until  reinstated  by  the  Elementary  Schools  Games 
Committee. 

Boys  taking  part  in  unsanctioned  events  render  themselves  liable  to  sus- 
pension.   The  Elementary  Games  Committee  shall  act  in  these  cases. 

Only  those  pupils  who  maintain  a  grade  of  scholarship  which  will  entitle 
them  to  promotion  (if  continued  without  improvement)  shall  be  entitled 
to  represent  the  school  in  athletics. 

Only  those  pupils  who  are  in  good  standing  as  amateurs  shall  be  eligible 
to  represent  their  school. 

Boys  who  maintain  their  amateur  standing  may  participate  in  athletics 
during  the  summer  vacation. 

All  boys  are  considered  eligible  for  class  athletics,  and  also  for  competition 
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limited  to  the  members  of  the  school  to  which  they  belong,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  their  principal. 

Elementary  school  boys  are  allowed  to  represent  both  their  church  and 
their  school  in  athletics. 

No  boy  who  has  represented  any  outside  organization  shall  be  eligible  to 
compete  for  any  school  organization  of  this  League  until  twenty  school 
weeks  have  elapsed  from  the  time  of  such  competition,  except  that  summer 
schools  and  vacation  playgrounds  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  public  playgrounds  under  the  Park  Department  are  not  con- 
sidered outside  organizations.  Outside  organizations  which  school  boys  may 
not  represent  and  still  be  eligible  to  represent  their  schools  are  such  as 
athletic  clubs  with  a  formal  constitution  and  by-laws,  Y.  M.  C.  A.'s.  Settle- 
ments, Evening  Recreation  Centers  and  the  like.  This  rule  is  also  intended 
to  apply  to  the  various  clubs  formed  within  these  organizations  ;  that  is,  a 
boy  may  not  represent  in  athletics  a  club  of  one  organization  against  a 
club  of  another  or  of  the  same  organization  and  still  be  eligible  to  represent 
his  school,  because  such  clubs  are  really  departments  of  these  organizations. 

No  elementary  school  pupil  coming  from  another  school  shall  represent 
the  school  unless  he  has  attended  the  school  for  twenty  school  weeks,  except 

(a)  He  has  been  promoted  from  one  school  to  another  ; 

(b)  He   has   been   transferred   from   one   school   to   another   by   order 

of    the    District    Superintendent    of    the    Board    of    Superin- 
tendents ; 

(c)  He  has  been  transferred  on  account  of  a  change  in  residence; 

(d)  He  has  been  admitted   from   a  school  outside  the   public   school 

system  of  Greater  New  York. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  athletics,  elementary  boys  must  have  received 
for  the  month  previous  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  in  effort,  proficiency,  and 
deportment.  This  mark  shall  be  determined  upon  not  less  than  one  month's 
work. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  BOYS  ARE  ALLOWED  TO  ENTER  ONE  EVENT 
ONLY  AT  ANY  SET  OF  GAMES. 

Spiked  shoes  not  allowed  in  any  athletic  competition.  Cleats  may  be  worn 
on  base  ball  shoes  in  base  ball  competition. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Principal  of  the 
school. 

High  Schools. 

(a)  A  boy  is  eligible  to  represent  his  high  school  upon  entering  by 

promotion  from  a  New  York  City  Elementary  School. 

(b)  A   boy  who   has   attended   another   New    York   City   Public   High 

School   shall   be   eligible   at   the   end   of   twenty    (20)    school 
weeks. 

(c)  A  boy  entering  from  any  other  school  or  by  examination  shall  be 

eligible  after  twenty   (20)   school  days. 

A  high  school  pupil  >vho  is  not  maintaining  a  grade  of  scholarship  which 
will  entitle  him  to  promotion  (if  continued  without  improvement)  may  be 
declared  ineligible  to  represent  his  school  in  athletics.  Declaration  of  in- 
eligibility on  this  ground  shall  issue  from  the  Principal  of  said  boy's  school. 
A  boy  under  penalty  of  discipline  in  his  school  may  be  declared  ineligible 
to  represent  such  school.  Declaration  of  ineligibility  on  this  ground  shall 
issue  from  the  Principal  of  said  boy's  school. 

No  boy  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  his  school  in  athletics  who  has  not 
placed  to  his  credit  16  hours  of  prepared  work  at  the  last  "marking"  date. 
The  "marking"  date  shall  be  interpreted  to  be  the  day  set  by  the  Principal 
of  the  school  by  which  all  marks  for  all  boys  of  the  school  shall  have  been 
entered  on  the  official  records  of  the  school  to  determine  all  boys'  standing. 
In  determining  a  boy's  standing  for  athletic  eligibility  the  same  "marking" 
date  shall  apply  to  all  members  of  the  school  uniformly.  Shopwork,  drawing, 
unprepared  commercial  subjects  and  physical  training  shall  count  one  hour 
for  two. 
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When  at  any  marking  date  no  mark  in  any  subject  on  a  boy's  report  is 
entered,  then  the  last  mark  in  that  subject  is  to  count  toward  eligibility. 

No  boy  who  has.  been  discharged  from  a  school  within  15  days  of  the  date 
of  the  regular  examinations  in  that  school  shall  upon  re-entry  represent  that 
school  without  qualifying  anew  under  Rule  III,  or  securing  approval  of  the 
High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

Scholastic  eligibility  of  entrants  shall  be  as  of  the  date  entries  close. 

No  boy  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  four-year  secondary  school  course  shall  be 
eligible  to  represent  any  high  school. 

A  graduate  of  a  three-year  course  in  the  high  schools  who  returns  to  take 
up  post-graduate  work  and  pursues  a  program  of  sixteen  (16)  hours'  work 
per  week  shall  not  be  debarred  from  competition  by  reason  of  graduation 
for  a  period  of  one  school  year. 

No  high  school  boy  who  has  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  shall  be  eligible 
to  represent  his  school  in  any  branch  of  athletics. 

A  boy  may  enter  any  number  of  field  events,  but  must  not  enter  more 
than  two  running  events. 

No  boy  who  has  registered,  enrolled  or  matriculated  in  an  institution 
above  the  grade  of  a  high  school  or  who  has  played  on  a  team  of  such  an 
institution  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  a  high  school. 

Only  those  boys  who  are  amateurs  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  their 
school.  Reinstatement  as  an  amateur  shall  be  made  by  the  High  Schools 
Games  Committee  before  a  disqualified  boy  may  again  represent  his  school. 
Disqualification  for  professionalism  by  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  shall  be 
assumed  by  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee  to  establish  professionalism, 
and  reinstatement  as  an  arpateur  by  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  shall  be 
accepted  by  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee.  The  following  rules  are 
guides  in  determining  professionalism  : 

(See  Rule  II,  Athletic  Rules,  taken  from  Amateur  Athletic  Union  rules  on 
professionalism.) 

Boys  taking  part  in  events  unsanctioned  by  the  High  Schools  Games  Com- 
mittee within  the  limits  of  Greater  New  York  render  themselves  liable  to 
suspension. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Principal  or  the 
school's  representative  on  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

No  boy  who  has  bet  or  acted  as  agent  for  others  in  betting  on  athletic 
contests  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  a  high  school  for  one  year  from  date 
of  the  occurrence  of  the  act. 

The  same  rules  apply  to  second  and  other  teams  competing  in  inter-school 
athletics  as  to  first  teams. 

Eligibility  for  intra-school  athletics  shall  be  determined  by  the  Principal 
of  the  school. 

Any  extraordinary  case  such  as  transfer  from  one  high  school  to  another, 
etc.,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

A  medical  certificate  of  satisfactory  physical  condition  of  a  boy  is  required 
in  all  sports.     Such  a  certificate  is  good  for  one  year. 

When  a  boy  has  been  discharged  from  a  high  school  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Education,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  represent 
any  other  high  school. 

Evening  High  and  Evening  Trade  Schools. 

I — Students  representing  the  evening  high  schools  in  any  athletic  event 
whatsoever  shall  be  amateurs  according  to  the  definition  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union. 

II — No  pupil  shall  be  qualified  to  participate  in  any  athletic  event  for  a 
school  until  he  shall  have  been  registered  for  a  minimum  period  of  thirty 
nights  prior  to  date  of  games.  This  constitutes  one- fourth  of  the  entire  term, 
and  no  pupil  shall  be  qualified  to  participate  at  any  time  unless  his  standing 
in  studies  is  satisfactory  to  the  Principal  and  his  percentage  of  attendance  up 
to  that  time  has  been  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent. 

Ill — An  athlete  cannot  represent  an  Evening  High  or  Evening  Trade 
School  in  games  open  to  Evening  High  or  Evening  Trade  Schools  who  has 
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within  one  year  competed  in  any  open  competition  as  an  athlete  registered 
in  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  from  any  other  registered  athletic  club. 

RULE   IV 

HIGH    SCHOOLS SPECIAL 

When  a  team,  having  once  entered,  drops  out  of  a  tournament,  its  games 
shall  be  cancelled  witbout  result,  whether  played  or  unplayed. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  a  list  of  authorized  officials  shall  be  sent 
to  each   scbool  participating  in  that  season's  particular   sports. 

If  any  official  wbose  name  appears  on  such  lists  is  objected  to  by  any 
Principal  or  his  representative,  he  shall  state  such  objection  in  writing  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  High  Schools  Games  -Committee. 

If,  after  such  objection  is  filed,  an  official  against  whom  an  objection 
has  been  made  is  sent  to  officiate  at  any  game  in  which  the  school  objecting 
is  concerned,  said  school  may  refuse  to  play  the  game  without  forfeiting  the 
same  to  the  opposing  team. 

Whenever  a  request  for  the  assignment  of  an  official  is  not  in  the  hands 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  one  calendar  week  prior  to  the  date  set 
for  the  game,  the  office  shall  be  given  the  privilege  of  sending  such  official 
as  it  can  secure  and  no  right  of  protest  shall  be  reserved  by  the  schools 
involved. 

RULE  V 

CLASSIFICATION    OF    COMPETING    ATHLETES 

Elementary  Schools. 

A  novice  in  an  elementary  school  is  an  athlete  who  has  never  won  a  prize 
in  competition  that  is  open  to  two  or  more  elementary  schools  or  organiza- 
tions, except  that  there  shall  be  three  classes  of  novices  in  elementary  schools, 
namely,  track,  field  and  aquatic,  and  the  loss  of  noviceship  in  one  class  shall 
not  debar  a  boy  from  competing  as  a  novice  in  the  other  classes. 

In  track  and  field  events,  swimming,  skating,  etc.,  the  following  classifica- 
tions are  made  :  85  pounds  ;  100  pounds  ;  115  pounds  ;  unlimited  weight. 

The  Games  Committee  may  arrange  special  classes  of  events  to  meet  spe- 
cial needs.  For  example  :  events  may  be  given  for  boys  who  have  never  even 
competed  in  a  set  of  athletic  games ;  or,  weight  classes  may  be  arranged 
other  than  those  regularly  prescribed. 

High  Schools. 

A  novice  in  high  school  is  an  athlete  who  has  never  won  a  prize  in  com- 
petition that  is  open  to  two  or  more  secondary  schools  or  organizations, 
except  that  there  shall  be  three  classes  of  novices  in  high  schools,  namely, 
track,  field  and  cross  country,  and  the  loss  of  noviceship  in  one  class  shall 
not  debar  a  boy  from  competing  as  a  novice  in  the  other  class.  Boys  entering 
high  schools  from  elementary  schools  shall  be  considered  novices  in  athletics. 

In  the  High  School  Novice  Championships,  a  boy  who  competes  in  the 
novice  meet  retains  his  noviceship  throughout  that  meet,  this  to  include  novice 
relay. 

Members  of  a  track  team  in  the  high  schools  that  win  a  trophy  shall  not 
lose  their  noviceship  unless  they  receive  personal  prizes. 

Where  junior  and  senior  events  are  given  in  high  school  games,  boys  under 
16  years  of  age  shall  be  considered  juniors,  and  all  other  boys  under  21  years 
of  age  shall  be  considered  seniors.  The  boy's  age  on  the  date  of  competition 
shall  determine  the  class  in  which  he  shall  compete  and  date  of  birth  of 
the  junior  shall  be  entered  on  entry  blank. 

In  events  where  weight  classes  are  used  the  following  classifications  shall 
be  recognized  :  100  pounds  ;  120  pounds  and  unlimited  weight. 

General. 

Boy3  will  be  weighed  in  athletic  costume,  minus  shoes.  A  boy  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  weigh  in  a  second  time  in  any  set  of  games  in  case  he  is  found 
to  be  overweight  at  the  first  weighing.  The  scales  will  be  set  at  the  weight 
specified  for  each  class,  and  any  competitor  raising  the  beam  so  that  it 
touches  above  shall  be  ineligible  to  compete.     The  average  weight  of  teams 
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will  not  be  taken  for  relay  teams.     Boys  found  to  be  too  heavy  for  the  class  in 
which  they  enter  will  not  be  allowed  to  compete  in  any  other  class. 

RULE  VI 

INDUCEMENTS    AND    PROTESTS 

No  school,  under  penalty  of  expulsion  from  the  league,  shall  through  any 
of  its  officers,  or  by  any  other  means,  directly  or  indirectly,  offer  any  induce- 
ment to  a  pupil  of  any  other  school  to  sever  his  connection  with  such  school 
for  athletic  purposes. 

All  protests  referring  to  the  eligibility  ofcthe  contestant  must  be  submitted 
in  writing  to  the  Games  Committee  conducting  the  event. 

All  other  protests  must  be  submitted  to  the  referee  of  the  games,  who  has 
it  in  his  power  to  allow  the  protested  individuals  or  teams  to  run  under 
protest. 

No  protests  with  reference  to  scholarship,  amount  of  work,  time  in  school 
or  age  of  boys  shall  be  considered  when  the  same  have  been  certified  to  by 
the  Principal  by  his  signature  on  the  entry  blank.  Evidence  as  to  any  of 
these  points  may  be  presented  to  the  Principal,  who  shall  have  full  power 
to  pass  upon  it. 

In  case  of  a  boy  who  is  large  and  mature  for  his  age,  the  Principal  shall 
be  requested  to  look  up  the  record  of  his  birth  with  all  possible  care,  as  a 
precaution  in  case  he  is  protested,  and  have  him  secure  a  birth  certificate  if 
possible. 

In  case  of  impossibility  to  produce  birth  certificates,  all  evidence  in  regard 
to  age  of  pupil  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Games  Committee  and  the  committee 
shall  have  full  power  to  pass  upon  such  evidence. 

All  protests  must  have  been  mailed  to  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
league  within  24  hours  after  the  time  of  event  or  game  protested. 

In  case  a  boy's  amateur  status  is  questioned,  the  matter  shall  be  referred 
to  the   Secretary   of  the  league   for   action. 

Any  boy  who  competes  in  games  or  events  that  are  not  sanctioned  by  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  renders  himself  liable  to  suspension,  and,  if 
he  persists  in  this  participation  in  unsanctioned  events,  he  may  be  cdt  off 
entirely  from  competition  in  all  events  or  games  given  under  the  sanction 
of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

By  a  ruling  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  school  boys  competing  in 
events  given  by  organizations  outside  the  league  are  obliged  to  register  with 
that  body. 

RULE  VII 

ATHLETIC    BADGE    COMPETITION 

The  standards  have  been  set  as  follows  : 

The  Athletic  Badge  Test  may  be  held  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

The  names  of  successful  boys  should  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  not  later  than  May  1.  During  the  month  of  May 
the  official  test  will  be  held. 

STANDARDS 

Class  A. — Bronze  Badge. 

60-yard  dash,  8  3-5  seconds. 
Pull-up    (chinning  on  bar),  4  times. 
Standing  broad  jump,  5  feet  9  inches. 

Class  B. — Bronze  Silver  Badge. 

60-yard  dash,  indoors,  8  seconds, 
(or)    100-yard  dash,  outdoors,  14  seconds. 
Pull-up    (chinning   on    bar),    6    times. 
Standing  broad  jump,  6  feet  6  inches. 

Note. — All  age,  weight  or  height  classifications  are  abolished  in  the  Athletic 
Badge  Test,  and  boys  are  given  a  Class  A  or  Class  B  badge  according  to 
their  qualifications. 
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CONDITIONS 


Only  those  boys  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Athletic  Badge  Test  who  received 
a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  for  the  month  previous  in  effort,  proficiency  and 
deportment,  and  who  are  making  satisfactory  effort  to  secure  good  posture. 

In  order  to  win   a  badge   a   boy  must  qualify  in  all  three  events  in  his 

Winners  of  last  year's  badges  are  not  debarred  from  competition. 

RULES 

The  following  general  rules  shall  govern  the  final  competition.  There  shall 
be  but  one  trial  chinning,  one  in  the  dashes  and  three  in  the  jumps. 

60  Yards  Dash  and  100  Yards  Dash. — The  general  rules  of  competition, 
as  set  forth  in  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  Handbook,  shall  govern  this 
test,  except  there  shall  be  no  finals. 

Chinning. — The  boy  shall  extend  himself  to  his  full  length  before  and 
after  each  pull-up,  and  shall  be  obliged  to  raise  his  body  without  a  kick, 
snap,  jerk  or  swing  to  such  a  height  as  to  bring  his  chin  higher  than 
the  bar. 

Jumping. — The  rules  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  as  set  forth  in 
the  Handbook,  Rules  XXV.  and  XXVII.,  shall  govern  this  test,  except  that, 
as  there  is  no  real  contest,  i.  e.,  there  is  no  striving  for  first,  second  or  third 
places,  the  finals  shall  be  dispensed  with.  With  reference  to  false  starts, 
a  competitor  shall  be  penalized  in  accordance  with   Rule  X. 

The  following  order  of  events  is  suggested  : 

Chinning,  Jumping,  Running. — As  the  first  two  events  can  in  most  cases 
be  tried  out  at  the  schools,  thus  leaving  the  smallest  possible  number  of 
boys  to  take  the  third  test  of  running,  which  must  of  necessity  be  held  at 
some  armory  or  athletic  field. 

No  boy  shall  be  admitted  into  any  contest  who  has  not  received  a  mark 
of  at  lea'st  "B"  for  the  month  previous  in  effort,  proficiency  and  deportment, 
the  principal  of  the  school  to  be  sole  judge  in  this  matter. 

Duplicate  lists  of  the  successful  competitors,  classified  as  "A"  and  "B," 
should  be  made  out  on  i  lanks  furnished  by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 
One  copy  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League,  and  the  other 
placed  on  file  in  the  school. 

The  Athletic  Badge  Competition  shall  take  place  once  a  year,  and  the 
reports  must  be  sent  in  before  May  1. 

The  Juniors  of  the  elementary  schools  shall  receive  a  Bronze  Athletic 
Badge  ;  the  Seniors  in  elementary  schools  shall  receive  a  Bronze  and  Silver 
Athletic  Badge. 

The  Winthrop  Trophy  will  be  awarded  for  one  year  to  the  school  that 
qualifies  for  the  Athletic  Badge  and  highest  percentage  of  its  enrolled  gram- 
mar bovs  (fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  year  pupils).  Boys  below  the  fifth 
year  may  compete  for  the  Athletic  Badge,  but  are  not  to  be  counted  in  deter- 
mining the  school's  percentage.  The  school  reporting  the  highest  percentage 
in  the  Athletic  Badge  competition  will  be  officially  tested,  and  if  the  per- 
centage attained  at  the  official  test  is  still  higher  than  any  other  reported 
percentage,  the  school  will  be  awarded  the  trophy.  If,  however,  in  the 
official  test  the  school  falls  below  other  reported  percentages  these  other 
schools  will  be  tested  in  the  order  of  their  standing  until  a  school  is  found 
whose  official  percentage  is  higher  than  any  other  reported  percentage. 

Each  school  is  expected  to  conduct  its  own  tests.  If  assistance  is  required, 
application  should  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic

Badges  can  be  secured  0--j  through  the  Supply  Department  of  tht  Board 
of  Education.     Requisition  for  the  same  is  to  be  made  in  the  usual  manner. 

High  Schools — 

220-yard  run,  28  seconds. 

Pull-up   (chinning  on  bar)   9  times. 

Running  high  jump,   4  feet  4  inches. 
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In  order  to  be  eligible  for  the  Athletic  Badge  competition,  a  high  school 
boy  must  maintain  the  same  scholastic  standing  that  is  required  in  other 
branches  of  atbletics. 

The  competition  for  Athletic  Badges  in  each  high  school  shall  be  in 
charge  of  the  school's  representative  on  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee. 
He  shall  forward  the  names  of  the  successful  candidates  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  League  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  League  for  this  purpose. 

The  high  school  boys  shall  receive  a  Silver  Athletic  Badge.  These  tests 
may  be  held  twice  each  year  in  high  schools,  but  no  boy  shall  receive 
more  than  one  badge  during  any  school  year. 

Reports  must  be  sent  in  before  June  1. 

RULE  VIII 

CLASS    ATHLETICS"' 

Athletics  for  All  the  Boys — 

In  this  form  of  atbletics  a  record  is  made  by  the  whole  class  instead  of  by 
an  individual. 

At  least  80  per  cent,  of  the  boys  enrolled  in  the  class  must  take  part  in 
order  to  have  the  record  stand. 

The  number  taking  part  must  not  be  less  tban  twelve. 

Trophies   to   be   held   one   year   will   be   awarded  in   each   Borough    by   the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  to  the  5th,  6th.  7th  and  8th  year  classes  for 
the  best  Class  Records  made  in  each  of  the  following  events  : 
Standing  broad  jump,   tested  in  the   fall. 
Pull-up.   or  "chinning,"   tested  in  the  winter. 
Running,  tested  in  the  spring. 
(Distances  for  running:  5th  year,  40  yards;  6th  year,  50  yards;  7th  year, 
60  yards;   8th   year,   80  yards.) 

Classes  may  be  tested  as  follows  : 

STANDING    BROAD    JUMP 

The  best  record  made  in  three  trial  jumps  is  taken  for  each  boy.  The  class 
record  is  determined  by  adding  the  individual  records  and  dividing  the  total 
by  the  number  of  boys  competing.  Jumping  must  be  done  from  a  line.  Many 
schools  cannot  have  a  "take  off"  without  considerable  inconvenience. 

PULL-UP CHINNING 

A  boy  shall  be  obliged  to  raise  his  body  without  a  kick,  snap,  jerk  or  swing 
to  such  a  height  as  to  bring  his  chin  higher  than  the  bar  and  there  shall 
be  a  momentary  pause  before  and  after  each  pull-up. 

RUNNING 

In  order  to  lessen  the  possibility  of  error  in  timing  the  competitors,  the 
following  method  has  been  adopted  :  The  boys  are  lined  up  behind  the  starting 
mark  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  to  run  ;  the  timer,  who  also  acts  as  a 
starter,  stands  at  the  finish  line  and  gives  the  signal  for  each  boy  to  start. 
As  the  first  runner  crosses  the  finish  line  the  second  runner  is  given  the 
signal  to  start.  As  the  last  boy  crosses  the  finish  line  the  watch  is  stopped. 
The  record  is  found  by  dividing  the  time  elapsed  by  the  number  of  boys 
competing.  If  an  ordinary  watch  is  used  the  first  boy  should  be  started 
when  the   second  hand  is  over   the   "60"   mark. 

Blanks  will  be  furnished  for  reporting  the  tests,  which  are  to  be  sent  in  as 
follows  : 

Standing   broad   jump,   on  or   before  December   1. 
Pull-up,    on  or   before  March    15. 
Running,   on  or  before  May  15. 

Each  school  is  expected  to   conduct  its  own  tests. 

All  boys  are  considered  eligible  for  Class  Athletics,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Principal. 

When  the  records  are  all  in.  the  three  classes  in  each  Borough  having  the 
best  records  for  their  grade  will  be  tested  officially.     If  a  record  is  then  made

better  than  any  other  record  sent  in,  the  trophy  will  be  awarded  to  the 
class  making  it.  If,  however,  the  records  made  at  the  official  test  are 
lower  than  other  reported  records,  the  classes  will  be  tested  in  order  until  a 
record  is  made  at  an  official  test  that  is  higher  than  any  other  reported  or 
official  record. 

The  trophies  are  perpetual.  They  are  in  the  form  of  a  shield,  with  bronze 
plates  for  engraving  the  names  of  schools  that  win  them  from  time  to  time. 
These  trophies  are  offered  for  competition  once  each  year.  Each  school 
winning  a  trophy  will  receive  an  engraved  certificate  as  its  permanent 
property. 

This  form  of  athletics  is  especially  desirable,  as  it  gives  every  boy  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  part,  and  the  size  of  the  school  does  not  in  any  way  affect  the 
chances  of  winning  a  trophy. 

The  boys  should  practice  by  themselves  in  the  yard,  on  the  street,  at  home, 
or  elsewhere,   prior  to  the  tests. 

Frequent  preliminary  tests  are  recommended.

The  number  of  entries  allowed  from  each  school  shall  be  determined  upon 
by  the  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee. 

The  distance  for  any  midget  race  shall  not  exceed  440  yards  for  the  team 
and,  wherever  possible,  it  is  recommended  to  have  the  race  limited  to  360 
yards   for  the  team. 

Two  substitute  entries  shall  be  allowed  on  each  relay  team  ;  such  entries 
to  be  made  in  regular  form  on  entry  blanks  and  to  be  printed  on  the  pro- 
gramme. The  entrance  fee  will  be  10  cents  per  boy  including  substitutes  on 
relays.  Two  substitute  entries  shall  be  allowed  on  each  relay  team.  Boys 
entered  as  substitutes  shall  not  be  entered  in  regular  events. 

No  substitute  entries  shall  be  allowed  in  individual  events. 

There  will  be  a  trophy  for  the  all-around  championship  at  each  meet,  the 
school  scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points  in  each  meet  to  win  the  trophy 
for  that  meet. 

A  boy  winning  a  City  Championship  in  any  branch  of  sport  will  be  allowed 
the  privilege  of  having  a  circle  around  the  school  emblem  on  his  athletic 
shirt,  distinguishing  him  as  a  City  Champion. 

The  points  are  scored — for  individual  and  relay  events  alike — on  a  basis 
of  5  points  for  firsts,  3  for  seconds,  2  for  thirds,  and  1  for  fourths.  All 
the  events  on  the  programme  count  toward  the  all-around  championship 
trophy. 

Gold,  silver,  and  bronze  medals  will  be  given  to  those  finishing  first,  second, 
and  third,  respectively,  in  each  event. 

The  signature  of  the  Principal  must  appear  on  all  entry  blanks.

RULE  XVIII 

SWIMMING HIGH    SCHOOLS 

1.  Officials  shall  consist  of  one  Referee,  three  Judges  at  the  Finish,  three 
Timekeepers,  one  Starter,  one  Clerk  of  the  Course  with  assistants,  if 
necessary. 

2.  Duties  and  powers  of  these  officials  shall  be  the  same  as  is  prescribed 
for  them  in  the  foregoing  rules. 

3.  In  the  50  yards  and  100  yards  swimming  races  each  competitor  shall 
stand  with  one  or  both  feet  on  the  starting  line,  and  when  the  signal  is 
given  shall  plunge.  Stepping  back,  either  before  or  after  the  signal,  will  not 
be  allowed. 

4.  The  start  for  longer  races  shall  be  the  same  as  the  100  yards,  except 
that  competitors  may  start  in  the  water  (tread-water  start)  from  an  imag- 
inary line. 

5.  Each  competitor  shall  keep  a  straight  course,  parallel  with  the  courses 
of  the  other  competitors,  from  the  starting  station  to  the  opposite  point 
in  the  finish  line.  Any  contestant  who,  when  out  of  his  own  water,  shall 
touch  another  competitor,  is  liable  to  disqualification  from  that  event,  subject 
to  the  discretion   of  the   Referee. 

The  following  number  of  competitors  shall  be  allowed  to  swim  in  one 
heat :  In  an  unobstructed,  clear  space  from  15  to  20  feet,  3  men  shall  be 
allowed  to  start ;  from  20  to  25  feet,  4  men  ;  from  25  to  30  feet,  5  men  ;  from 
30  to  35  feet,  6  men  ;  from  35  feet  to  40  feet,  7  men. 

The  Referee  must  see  that  this  Rule  shall  be  strictly  enforced. 

6.  Each  competitor  shall  have  finished  the  race  when  any  part  of  his 
person  reaches  the  finish  line. 

7.  In  all  handicap  competitions  a  check  starter  shall  be  appointed,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  no  contestant  starts  before  his  proper  time.     He 
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shall  report  any  violation  of  this  rule  to  the   Referee,  who  shall  disqualify 
such  competitor  should  his  finish  affect  the  result  of  the  race. 

8.  Back  Stroke — The  competitors  shall  line  up  in  the  water,  facing  the 
starting  end,  with  both  hands  resting  on  the  end  or  rail  of  the  bath.  At 
the  word  "Go,"  the  competitors  shall  push  off  on  their  backs  and  commence 
and  continue  swimming  upon  their  backs  throughout  the  race.  At  each 
end  of  the  bath,  in  turning,  competitors  shall  place  both  hands  on  the 
end  or  rail  of  the  bath  before  pushing  off,  as  at  the  commencement  of  the 
race.  The  Referee  shall  have  absolute  discretion  to  disqualify  any  competitor 
under   this   clause. 

9.  Breast  Stroke — At  the  word  "Go"  or  pistol  shot,  the  competitors  shall 
dive  and  swim  on  the  breast.  Both  hands  must  be  pushed  forward  and 
brought  backward  simultaneously.  The  body  must  be  kept  perfectly  on  the 
breast,  and  both  shoulders  on  line  with  the  surface  of  the  water.  When 
touching  at  the  turn  or  finishing  a  race  the  touch  shall  be  made  with  both 
hands  simultaneously.  Any  competitor  introducing  or  using  a  side  stroke 
movement  during  the  race  to  be  disqualified.  The  Referee  shall  have  abso- 
lute discretion  to  disqualify  any  competitor  under  this  clause. 

10.  Regulations  for  diving  competitions  : 

(a)  The  measurements,  construction  and  fixing  of  all  diving  boards  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

(b)  Any  organization  holding  diving  contests,  not  being  able  to  comply 
with  the  regulations  herein  specified,  shall  submit  such  changes  as  may  be 
found  necessary  to  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  Championship  Com- 
mittee for  approval. 

(c)  Instruction  to  judges :  In  making  awards  for  points  for  each  dive 
the  judges  shall  have  regard  to  the  character  of  the  respective  dive  to  be 
performed,  and  shall  take  into  consideration  :  the  manner  of  the  dive  (proper 
carriage,  confidence  and  form),  the  force  and  speed  of  the  dive,  the  entrance 
into  the  water  and  how  the  run  or  take-off  is  performed.  When  judging 
the  carriage  the  individuality  of  the  diver  should  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion. The  bearing  in  the  air  should  be  natural,  easy,  supple  and  graceful. 
When  performing  plain  head  dives,  the  head  should  be  erect,  back  hollowed, 
legs  closed  with  feet  turned  back,  arms  supple  and  fingers  closed.  The  start 
should  be  made  gracefully,  with  confidence  and  in  a  bold  manner  ;  in  running 
dives  the  force  and  energy  imparted  should  be  considered.  The  entrance 
into  the  water  should  be  made  without  splashing  and  with  good  carriage 
of  the  body. 

(d)  For  each  dive  each  judge  shall  award  points  according  to  the  fol- 
lowing  scale  : 

Unsuccessful   attempt 0 

Bad    dive 3 

Fair   dive 6 

Good    dive 8 

Excellent  dive 10 

The  judges  may  mark  points  and  half  points  between  those  mentioned 
in  the  above  scale,  but  10  shall  be  the  highest  possible  that  can  be  awarded 
by  any  judge. 

An  unsuccessful  attempt  is  one  in  which  the  competitor  has  failed  to 
perform   the   dive   nominated. 

In  all  jackknife  dives  the  competitor  should  enter  the  water  within  six 
feet  from  the  take-off. 

All  head  dives  with  arms  by  sides  are  ruled  out. 

Swallow  and  all  other  forms  of  straight  front  dives  are  to  be  considered 
as  plain  front  dives. 

In  all  somersaults  or  jackknife  dives  with  twists,  the  somersaults  or  jack- 
knives  must  be  completed  before  twisting. 

(e)  Under  observation  of  the  foregoing  conditions  and  instructions  in 
making  their  respective  awards  each  judge  shall : 

(a)  Write  down  his  points  for  each  dive  performed  by  each  com- 
petitor according  to  the  scale  of  points  named  in  Rule  10, 
Section   (d).

(b)  The   points    awarded   by   him    for   each    voluntary   dive   shall   be 

multiplied  by  the  points  allowed  for  tbe  degree  of  difficulty 
in  each  case  as  specified  in  the  following  diving  tables. 

(c)  After   the   total   of   points    for   each   competitor   has   been   found 

and  checked  as  being  correct,  each  judge  shall  place  the  com- 
petitors in  the  order  in  which  they  finish  on  his  diving  card. 
He  shall  give :  1,  to  the  diver  scoring  the  greatest  number 
of  points  ;  2,  to  the  diver  scoring  the  second  greatest  number 
of  points,  etc.  If  two  competitors  score  the  same  number  of 
points  their  place  numbers  shall  be  added  and  each  given  one- 
half.  For  instance,  if  two  competitors  receive  tbe  same  num- 
ber of  points,  which  is  the  second  largest  on  the  diving  card  of 
a  judge,  their  place  numbers  2  and  3  shall  be  added,  and  each 
competitor  shall  receive  2%,  and  the  next  following  competitor 
shall  receive  the  number  4.  The  place  numbers  given  to  the 
respective  competitors  by  each  of  the  judges  shall  be  added 
together  and  the  competitor  showing  the  lowest  total  of  place 
numbers  shall  be  declared  the  winner.  In  case  of  a  tie  tbe 
point  totals  of  all  the  judges  shall  be  added  together  and  the 
competitor  whose  total  of  points  is  greatest  shall  be  the  win- 
ner of  the  tie. 

A  list  of  voluntary  dives  shall  be  submitted  by  each  competitor  to  the 
judges  in  writing  before  the  beginning  of  the  competition.  Changes  in  the 
list  of  voluntary  dives  are  not  permitted.  No  competitor  shall  be  permitted 
to  repeat  any  of  his  dives. 

The  Referee  must  ascertain  before  the  beginning  of  a  competition  that 
the  depth  of  the  water  is  sufficient  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  contestants. 

Competitions  or  exhibitions  of  diving  from  a  greater  height  than  34  feet 
are  prohibited. 

The  conditions  of  a  diving  competition,  namely  :  Height  of  board,  number 
of  voluntary  and  compulsory  dives,  and  the  character  of  the  latter  must  be 
stated  in  entry  blanks. 

(f)  Fancy  Diving  from  the  Springboard.  The  board  shall  have  a  length 
of  13  feet  and  shall  be  20  inches  wide  and  shall  be  of  the  usual  elastic 
character. 

In  championship  meetings  the  height  of  the  board  from  the  surface  of  the 
water  shall  be  not  less  than  9  feet  G  inches,  nor  more  than  11  feet.

11.  Plunge  for  Distance — The  maximum  height  of  take-off  for  the  plunge 
for  distance  shall  be  limited  to  eighteen  inches  above  the  surface  of  the 
water. 

A  plunge  shall  be  a  standing  dive,  made  head  first  from  an  indicated  firm 
take-off  (i.e.,  "diving  base"),  free  from  spring.  The  body  is  to  be  kept  motion- 
less— face  downward — and  no  progressive  action  to  be  imparted  to  it  other 
than  impetus  of  the  dive. 

The  plunge  shall  terminate,  if  the  competitor  has  not  already  raised  his 
face  above  the  surface  of  the  water,  at  the  expiration  of  60  seconds,  or  such 
time  as  may  have  been  previously  announced  by  the  promoting  body.  The 
duration  of  such  plunge  shall  be  reckoned  from  the  time  the  competitor 
dives  from  the  take-off. 

At  the  finish  of  any  plunge  the  competitor  must  leave  the  water  as  quietly 
as  possible.  Any  one  disturbing  the  water  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  prog- 
ress of  the  competitor  following  to  be  disqualified. 

The  distance  traversed  in  a  plunge  shall  be  measured  along  a  straight 
line,  at  right  angles  to  the  diving  base,  to  a  line  parallel  to  the  diving 
base,  over  the  farthest  point  reached  by  any  portion  of  a  competitor's  body 
while   fulfilling  the  above  conditions. 

In  championship  or  level  contests  each  competitor  shall  be  allowed  three 
plunges,  and  the  farthest  plunge  shall  win.  In  handicaps,  the  number  of 
plunges  shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

When  a  contestant  touches  the  side  of  the  tank  or  pool,  his  distance  shall 
be  taken  and  he  shall  be  compelled  to  stop. 

A  line  may  be  made  or  painted  along  the  bottom  of  the  pool  or  tank  to 
enable  the  contestants  to  guide  themselves. 

12.  Miscellaneous — A  competitor  in  turning  must  touch  the  end  of  the 
bath  or  course  with  one  hand  or  both  hands  before  kicking  off. 

Standing  upon  the  bottom  in  the  shallow  end  of  a  bath  during  a  com- 
petition is  only  allowed  for  the  purpose  of  resting.  Walking  or  jumping 
from  the  bottom  in  the  shallow  end  of  a   bath   shall  not  be  allowed. 
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The  contestant  in  a  handicap  race  who  has  the  lowest  handicap  shall 
have  the  choice  of  position. 

Where  two  men  are  on  the  same  mark  they  shall  draw  for  choice  of  position. 

In  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  a  handicap  the' contestant  with  the  lowest  handi- 
cap shall  he  declared  the  winner.  Where  a  dead  heat  occurs  between  two 
men  on  the  same  mark  the  tie  shall  be  decided  by  a  swim-off  on  the  same 
day.   or  the  one  refusing  to  swim  shall   be  given  the  second   prize. 

Choice  of  position  shall  be  drawn  for  in  races  other  than  handicaps. 

RULE   XIX 

HAND    BALL 

Rule  1.  The  players  must  stand  outside  the  court,  in  the  field,  until  the 
ball  is  put  in  play  by  the  server. 

It  (LB  2.  The  ball  is  in  play  when  the  server  drops  or  throws  it  to  the  floor 
anywhere  within  the  court  on  that  side  of  the  service  line  farthest  from  the 
board    (or  wall). 

Rule  3.  The  ball  must  touch  the  floor  before  the  server  can  play  it  to 
tho  board  and  the  play  must  he  made  on  the  first  bound. 

Rule  4.  A  served  ball,  after  leaving  the  board,  must,  without  touching 
the  floor,  cross  to  that  side  of  the  service  line  farthest  from  the  board  and 
land   within  the  court.  < 

Rule  5.  A  served  ball  must  not  be  played  on  a  fly,  but  on  the  first  bounce 
only. 

RULE  6.  If  a  served  ball  leaving  the  board  first  touches  the  floor  before 
crossing  the  service  line  it  is  ••short"  and  the  same  server  serves  again. 

Rule  7.  If  a  served  ball  leaving  the  board  first  touches  the  floor  on  that 
side  of  the  front  line  farthest  from  the  board,  it  is  "long." 

Rule  8.  If  one  "long"  and  one  "short"  or  two  "long"  or  two  "short"'  balls 
served  consecutively  by  the  same  server  fail  to  touch  the  floor  first  within 
the  court,  between  the  service  line  and  the  front  line,  the  server  is  out, 
and  in  doubles  the  side  is  out. 

Rule  9.  If  a  served  ball  touch  the  floor  outside  the  side  lines  of  court, 
the  server   is  out.   and   in  doubles   the  side  is  out. 

Rule  10.  All  served  balls  and  all  returned  balls  must  touch  the  board 
first  before  touching  the  floor. 

Rule  11.  A  ball  leaving  the  board  strikes  an  opposition  player,  it  is 
against  the  side  so  struck  and  is  either  a  point  or  a  putout  for  the  other  side. 

Rule  12.  A  ball  leaving  the  board  strikes  the  player  who  returned  it 
or,  in  doubles,  that  player's  partner,  it  is  against  the  side  so  struck,  and  is 
either  a  point  or  putout  for  the  opposition. 

Rule  13.  A  ball,  after  leaving  the  band  of  the  player  and  while  on  its 
course  toward  the  board,  strikes  an  opposition  player  before  touching  the 
floor,  it  is  a  "hinder,"  and  two  "hinders"  on  one  service  constitute  a  point 
or  a  putout  against  the  side  making  the  "hinders." 

Rule  14.  In  doubles,  a  player,  making  an  attempt  to  play  a  ball,  completely 
misses  it,  his  partner  may  play  it. 

Rule  15.  A  ball  that  is  short  or  long  or  outside  the  side  lines  is  never- 
theless played,  the  play  may  continue  to  the  end  of  the  rally  and  appeal 
then  be  taken  to  the  referee,  who  must  decide  whether  the  ball  was  good 
or  not. 

Rule  16.  All  balls  must  be  played  from  the  first  bounce  or  fly,  except  the 
serve,  which   must  be  played   from  first  bounce  only. 

Rule  17.  After  the  serve,  any  returned  ball  that  first  touches  the  floor  or 
board  outside  the  actual  dimensions  of  the  court,  it  is  a  point  or  a  putout 
against  the  side  making  the  return. 

Rule  18.  The  player  must  strike  the  ball  with  the  front  of  either  hand 
and  no  other  part  of  his  anatomy.     ■ 

Rule  19.  A  player  may  place  a  ball  with  relation  to  himself  so  as  to

The  tournament  shall  include  both  first  and  second  team  matches,  and  the 
schedule  shall  begin  as  early  in  October  as  practicable.  The  first  named 
team  in  the  schedule  is  considered  the  "home"  team. 

Each  school  participating  shall  enter  a  first  team  of  eight  boys  and  may 
enter  a  second  team  of  five  boys,  but  no  school  may  enter  a  second  team 
unless   a   first  team   be   also   entered. 

There  shall  be  an  entrance  fee  of  $1.50  for  each  first  team  and  $1.00  for 
each  second  team  entered  by  a  school,  payable  prior  to  the  match. 

There  shall  be  two  divisions  in  the  tournament.  The  team  winning  the 
greatest  number  of  matches  in  its  division  shall  be  declared  the  winner. 

The  winners  of  the  two  division  tournaments  shall  meet  on  a  neutral  gun 
in  a  series  of  three  matches  to  decide  the  championship.  In  case  of  a  tie, 
the  winner  shall  be  decided  by  the  largest  aggregate  of  points. 

The  winning  first  team  of  the  final  series  shall  be  awarded  the  Sub-target 
Championship  of  New  York  City,  and  shall  receive  silver  medals  to  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  ten  (10),  and  to  the  school  represented  shall  be  awarded  the 
Whitney  Trophy,  to  be  held  for  one  year,  when  it  shall  be  subject  to 
competition. 

The  winning  second  team  of  the  final  series  shall  receive  bronze  medals  to 
the  maximum  number  of  seven  (7),  and  to  the  school  represented  shall  be 
awarded  the  Sub-target  Banner,  to  be  held  for  one  year,  when  it  shall  again 
be  subject  to  competition. 
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Team  medals  shall  be  given  to  those  boys  of  the  winning  first  team  who 
have  participated  in  most  of  the  matches,  and  in  case  of  a  tie  the  medal 
shall  be  awarded  to  the  boy  who  has  the  highest  aggregate. 

Tbe  boy  making  the  highest  individual  aggregate  score  in  the  preliminary 
series  shall  receive  a  silver  medal,  emblematic  of  the  sub-target  individual 
championship  of  Greater  New  York. 

When  tbe  first  team  of  any  school  is  visiting  the  first  team  of  another 
school,  the  second  teams  of  the  two  schools  shall  sho6t  on  the  gun  of  the 
former  school. 

Public  Schools  Athletic  League  rules  of  eligibility  shall  apply  to  all  teams, 
and  a  team  certificate  shall  be  given  by  the  captain  of  each  team  to  the  judge 
of  each  match. 

Each  coach  or  his  deputy  shall  be  judge  of  each  weekly  contest  on  his 
home  gun,  and  within  three  days  he  shall  transmit,  on  the  backs  of  the  team 
certificates,  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  a  repqrt  of  the  scores  made  by  each 
contestant. 

The  coach  and  captain  of  each  school  shall  certify  on  the  eligibility  slip 
that  the  first  team  representing  their  school  is,  in  their  judgment,  composed 
of  the  eight  best  shooters  in  the  school.  The  first  team  shall  be  composed 
of  tbe  eight  best  shooters  of  the  thirteen  competing  on  that  day.  The  best 
men  are  to  be  determined  by  the  scores  of  the  previous  matches  in  the  series. 

Each  team  member  shall  shoot  one  string  of  seven  shots  for  record,  within 
a  time  limit  of  three  minutes;  time  to  begin  when  the  boy  raises  the  gun  for 
his  regulation. 

Two  sighting  shots  may  be  taken  by  each  boy.  but  no  adjustment  of  the 
gun  shall  be  made  nor  any  coaching  permitted  after  the  final  sighting  shot. 
Each  shot  shall  be  "called"  by  the  adjustor. 

There  shall  be  a  time  limit  for  each  boy  of  three  minutes  to  include  sighting 
shots  and  the  string,  the  time  to  begin  when  the  boy  raises  the  gun  for 
regulation. 

There  shall  be  two  timekeepers — one  to  be  appointed  by  the  home  and 
one  by  the  visiting  team  ;  the  former  to  be  official  timer  and  the  latter  to  be 
the  assistant. 

The  official  timekeeper  shall  make  announcement  when  there  are  but 
thirty  seconds  remaining  for  the  boy  to  finish  his  string ;  also  when  the 
allotted  tbree  minutes'  time  has  expired. 

The  contestants  shall  place  a  cardboard  obstruction  a  few  inches  from  the 
point  of  the  recording  needle  on  the  sub-target  gun. 

The  gun  may  be  adjusted  by  a  person  selected  by  the  contestant. 

The  target  on  each  sub-target  range  shall  be  sufficiently  large  and  so 
lighted  that  all  of  the  field  vision  seen  through  the  peep  sight  in  shooting 
shall  be  equally  illuminated. 

The  visiting  team  shall  have,  20  minutes,  if  they  so  desire,  for  trial  shoot- 
ing prior   to  the   match. 

The  radial  rod  shall  be  oiled  just  previous  to  the  match. 

The  compensating  weight  (ball)  shall  be  so  set  that  tbe  net  weight  of  the 
gun  shall  be  8%  pounds. 

Each  contestant  shall  take  such  a  position  that  the  gun  carriage  gear, 
sliding  on  the  radial  rod,  shall  be  half  way  from  each  terminal  boundary. 
No  part  of  the  gun  carriage  may  have  an  artificial  support.  The  butt  of  the 
gun  may  be  placed  inside  of  the  coat. 

Each  team  must  shoot  as  scheduled,  or  forfeit  the  match,  except  only  if 
the  gun  be  out  of  order,  in  which  case  the  match  may  be  held  on  gun  of  other 
school. 

The  secretary  shall  send  monthly  to  each  school  a  report  of  scores  of  all 
shoots  held,  and  of  the  standing  of  all  teams  in  the  matches  won  and  lost. 

No  boy  who  has  shot  in  two-thirds  of  the  matches  on  the  first  team  shall 
become  a  member  of  the  second  team  in  the  final  matches.

Individual  and  team  matches  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Board  of  Rifle 
Coaches. 

THE  WINGATE  TROPHY  SHOOTING  -COMPETITION 

As  a  basis  for  competition  for  the  Wingate  Trophy  the  actual  number  of 
qualifications  are  considered.  The  credit  is  sharpshooters  three  to  marks- 
men two,  and  the  school  scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points  is  awarded 
the  Trophy.  The  shooting  is  held  on  the  sub-target  guns.  The  qualifying 
score  for  the  sharpshooter  class  is  50  and  for  the  marksman  class  45.  All 
reports  are  due  at  the  secretary's  office  May  1. 

The  regular  eligibility  rules  apply. 

Silver  buttons  are  awarded  sharpshooters  and  bronze  buttons  are  awarded 
marksmen. 

ANNUAL  INVITATION  SHOOT 

This  contest  is  arranged  for  each  year  by  the  high  school  which  wins  the 
first  team   match   the   preceding  year. 

The  teams  consist  of  five  boys  on  the  first  teams,  and  the  number  of  boys 
on  the  second  teams  shall  be  decided  by  the  school  conducting  the  matches. 
Other  matches  may  be  arranged  for  by  the  school  conducting  the  shoot.

Each  match  shall  consist  of  three  singles  matches  (best  two  sets  out  of 
three)  and  one  match  of  doubles. 

Each  match  of  singles  shall  count  one  point  and  the  match  of  doubles, 
two  points.  The  school  scoring  the  greatest^  number  of  points  wins  the 
match. 

Single  players  are  to  be  designated  "1,"  "2,"  "3,"  according  to  playing 
ability,  and  shall  be  so  placed  on  the  eligibility  slip ;  those  having  corre- 
sponding numbers  to  play  each  other. 

The  school  winning  the  greatest  number  of  school  matches  shall  be  awarded 
the  championship. 

Each  school  shall  pay  an  entry  fee  of  $2.50. 

The  home  team  shall  provide  balls  for  the  match. 

The  school  winning  the  championship  shall  receive  a  permanent  trophy. 

Five  gold  medals  shall  be  awarded  to  winning  team. 

RULE  XXVII 

ENTRIES 

All  entries  for  competitions  held  under  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
must  be  made  on  the  entry  forms  adopted  by  the  league. 

These  entry  forms  must  be  carefully  filled  out  and  must  be  signed  by  the 
Principal  or  other  High  School  representative ;  otherwise,  they  shall  be 
rejected.     No  post  entries  shall  be  received. 
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RULE   XXVIII 

SANCTIONED    EVENTS 

All  events  or  games,  whether  given  by  public  schools  or  other  organiza- 
tions, that  are  open  to  public  school  boys,  must  be  sanctioned  by  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League. 

Any  championship  emblem  accepted  by  any  school  of  the  league  should 
state  specifically  the  nature  of  the  championship  and  of  what  organization 
the  recipient  is  champion. 

No  sanctions  shall  be  granted  for  elementary  school  events  to  be  conducted 
by  non-educational  institutions. 

No  sanction  shall  be  granted  for  elementary  school  events  to  be  conducted 
during  evenings. 

The  following  conditions  must  be  complied  with  before  sanction  can  be 
given  by  the  league :  * 

An  institution  giving  a  public  school  event  must  secure  the  sanction  before 
announcing  same. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  race  will  be  held  must  be  printed  plainly 
on  the  entry  blank. 

At  least  ten  days  before  the  event  takes  place  the  entries  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  approval  or 
disapproval. 

In  accepting  this  sanction,  the  institution  agrees  to  abide  by  the  decision 
of  the  Games  Committee  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  in  so  far 
as  the  eligibility  of  the  different  contestants  or  schools  is  concerned. 

Promoters  of  athletic  meets  must  distinctly  state  whether  the  scholastic 
event  is  open  to  the  public  schools  of  Greater  New  York  or  the  public  schools 
of  the  United  States. 

The  secretary  will  notify  all  schools  of  the  class  invited  of  every  event  for 
which  sanction  has  been  issued. 

When  an  event  is  sanctioned  and  prizes  duly  announced,  the  event  must  be 
run  and  prizes  awarded  according  to  announcement. 

The  method  of  scoring  points  shall  be  5,  3,  2,  1  for  first,  second,  third  and 
fourth  places,  respectively. 

RULE  XXIX 

RECORDS 

No  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  the  performance  has  been  timed  by  at 
least  three  timekeepers  or  measured  by  at  least  three  field  judges. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  investigate  every  performance  to  which  their 
attention  is  called,  and  shall  reject  any  performance  which  shall  not  be  sup- 
ported by  the  affidavits  of  at  least  six  witnesses,  including  the  officials,  cer- 
tifying as  to  the  place,  time  of  day,  state  of  weather,  condition  of  path  or 
field,  force  ahd  direction  of  wind,  level  or  grade  of  grounds,  weight,  measure- 
ment and  material  of  implement,  and  correctness  of  announced  time  or 
distance. 

In  hurdling  events  the  competitor  must  clear  every  hurdle  and  all  the 
hurdles  must  remain  standing ;  otherwise  no  record  shall  be  allowed. 

A  record  made  at  any  championship  meet  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  shall  be  known  as  a  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  record.  A  record 
made  at  a  meet  sanctioned  by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  but  not 
open  to  all  schools,  shall  be  known  as  an  interscholastic  record,

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By-Laws 


ARTICLE  I 
OBJECTS 

Section  1.  The  particular  object  for  which  the  corporation  is  formed  is 
to  promote  useful  athletics  and  gymnastics  imong  the  attendants  in  the  ele- 
mentary, high  and  collegiate  departments  of  public  educational  institutions 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  in  connection  therewith  to  co-operate  with  and 
support  athletic  associations,  provide  athletic  grounds  and  teachers,  organize 
games,   offer   prizes  and   conduct   competitions. 

ARTICLE   II 

MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Membership  shall  consist  of  Annual,  Life  and  Honorary  mem- 
bers, and  of  Patrons. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upward  may  become  an 
Annual  member  upon  being  elected,  and  upon  payment  of  $10.00  per  year. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  by  paying  $250.00  at  any  one  time  may  become  a 
Life  member. 

Sec.   4.      Honorary  officers  and  members  may  be  elected. 

Sec.  5.     Any  member  paying  $100.00  in  one  sum  may  become  a  Patron. 

Sec.  6.     Candidates  will  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  7.  Membership  confers  upon  a  member  no  ownership  in  any  property 
of  the   league   itself. 

Sec.  8.  Each  member  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  cer- 
tificate of  membership,  bearing  the  corporate  seal  of  the  league,  signed  by  the 
President  and  Secretary. 

Sec.  9.  The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day 
of  January  in  each  year  in  advance.  In  case  of  the  failure  of  any  member 
to  pay  such  dues  within  ninety  days  after  notice  shall  be  sent  to  him  by  the 
Secretary,  his  membership  shall  cease. 

Sec.  10.  Any  member  guilty  of  ungentlemanly  conduct,  or  of  intentional 
violation  or  habitual  neglect  of  any  by-laws,  rule  or  regulation  of  the  league, 
or  conduct  prejudicial  to  the  interest  of  the  league,  may  be  suspended  or 
expelled  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee  after  an  opportunity 
has  been  given  him  to  be  heard  before  it.  No  such  action  shall  be  taken 
against  him  for  any  of  these  causes  until  the  charges  made  against  him  shall 
have  been  reduced  to  writing,  filed  with  the  Secretary,  and  a  copy  thereof 
served  upon  him. 

ARTICLE  III 

DIRECTORS 

Section  1.  A  Board  of  Directors,  which  may  not  exceed  40  members,  shall 
have  control  and  the  management  of  the  affairs  and  funds  of  the  league, 
and  except  as  hereinafter  provided  shall  hold  office  for  three  years. 

Sec.  2.  The  directors  named  in  the  articles  of  the  association  shall  be 
divided  by  lot  into  three  classes  :  the  first  shall  hold  their  offices  for  three 
years,  the  second  for  two,  and  the  third  for  one. 

Sec.  3.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur 
in  their  body  from  time  to  time  until  the  next  annual  election. 

Sec.  4.  At  each  annual  meeting  the  offices  of  the  directors  whose  terms 
then  expire,  and  also  all  vacancies,  shall  be  filled  by  election  by  the  members. 

Sec.  5.  The  High  Schools  Games  Committee  and  the  Elementary  Schools 
Games  Committee  shall  each  be  entitled  to  name  annually  a  representative  as 
director  of  the  league,  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year. 

Sec.  6.     The  president  of  the  Girls'  Branch  of  the  league  and  of  such  other 
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branches  or  auxiliary  leagues  as  shall  be  authorized  so  to  do  by  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  ex-officio  directors  of  the  league. 
Sec.   7.     Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   IV 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  league,  for  the  election  of  directors, 
and  for  such  other  matters  as  may  properly  come  before  it,  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  December  in  each  year,  due  notice  of  which  meeting  shall 
be  sent  by  the  secretary  to  each  member.     Election  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  At  any  meeting  of  the  league  ten  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  * 

ARTICLE  V 

OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  league  shall  consist  of  a  President,  First, 
Second  and  Third  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer  and  Secretary.  The  office  of 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  held  by  one  person.  All  Officers,  except  the 
Secretary,    must    be    Directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  league  shall  be  annually  elected  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be  held  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
league.  They  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  directors  and  until  others 
are  elected  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the  office,  and 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Directors  and  of  the  league.  The  President 
shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all  committees  with  a  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act, 
the  First  Vice-President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Second  Vice-President,  and 
in  case  of  his  absence  the  Third  Vice-President  shall  discharge  his  duties. 
Should  all  three  be  absent  from  any  meeting,  the  Directors  and  members 
present  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  Chairman,  who  shall  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  the  President  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  league,  of  the 
Directors  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, recording  ayes  and  nays  upon  all  questions  where  such  a  vote  shall 
be  demanded  by  any  Director.  He  shall  conduct  and  preserve  all  corre- 
spondence, serve  all  notices,  and  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the  Secretary. 
He  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  the  papers  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the 
league.  , 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  the  moneys  and  securi- 
ties of  the  league.  He  shall  collect  and  disburse  all  its  moneys,  keep  accounts 
of  his  transactions,  and  make  a  written  report  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  league  at  its  annual  meeting  and  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  such 
time  as  it  may  require.  Except  salaries  and  other  sums  specially  authorized 
by  the  Directors  or  the  Executive  Committee,  he  shall  pay  no  claims  against 
the  league  exceeding  $100.00  unless  the  same  are  first  approved  by  the 
President.  He  shall  deposit  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  league  to  its  credit 
in  an  account  to  be  opened  in  its  name  and  keep  in  a  bank  to  be  designated  by 
the  Directors. 

Sec.  7.  The  Directors  may  at  any  time  require  the  Treasurer  to  give 
security  in  such  amount  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 

ARTICLE  VI 

COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Treasurer,  Secretary  and  two  Directors  appointed  annually  by  the  Presi- 
dent, which  shall  have  all  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  when  not  in 
session.  This  committee  may  meet  and  transact  business  at  the  time  specified 
for  any  meeting  of  the  board  without  further  or  other  notice,  and  shall  also 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President.  Three  of  this  committee  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 
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Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Finance  Committee  consisting  of 
three  Directors,  which  shall  devise  and  report  ways  and  means  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  league  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board.  It  shall  examine, 
audit  and  certify  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  all  bills  and  claims 
against  the  league,  except  for  salaries  and  sums  specially  authorized  by  the 
Board  or  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  No  claim  against  the  league  exceeding  $100.00,  save  those  above 
excepted,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  until  the  same  shall  have  been  first 
approved  by  the  President. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Games  Committee  to  consist  of  three 
Directors  and  of  the  other  persons  nominated  by  the  High  Schools  Games 
Committee,  the  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  and  the  Girls'  Branch 
of  the  league,  which  shall  have  general  supervision  over  all -games  held  under 
the  auspices  of  the  league,  and  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  have  the  power  to  veto  any  rules  made  by  the  committees  men- 
tioned in  Section  5  of  this  Article  which,  in  its  opinion,  are  in  conflict  with 
the    proper    standard    of  eligibility   or   approved   rules    of   amateur   athletics. 

The  Chairman  of  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee,  and  of  the  Ele- 
mentarv  Schools  Games  Committee  of  the  league,  and  also  the  President  of 
the  Girls'  Branch  thereof,  or  such  other  person  as  shall  be  annually  nomi- 
nated by  said  committees  and  branch  in  lieu  of  their  Chairman  or  President, 
shall  be  members  of  said  committee. 

Said  committee  may  associate  with  it  other  persons  who  may  or  may  not 
be  directors. 

Sec.  5.     There  shall  be  the  following  committees  : 

(a)  A  High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

(b)  A  Board  of  Coaches. 

(c)  An  Elementary  Schools. Games  Committee. 

1.  The  High  Schools  Games  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Coaches  shall 
each  consist  of  a  representative  from  each  of  the  High  Schools  in  New  York, 
to  be  appointed  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League  in  January  of 
each  year,  by  the  Principal  of  each  high  school. 

2.  An  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  shall  consist  of  one  repre- 
sentative from  each  District  League  in  New  York  to  be  nominated  by  such 
league  as  above  prescribed. 

3.  Each  Principal,  District  League  or  other  authority  appointing  a  repre- 
sentative to  any  of  these  committees  may  at  any  time  during  the  Service  of 
such  representative  substitute  another  person  in  his  place  by  written  appoint- 
ment to  the   Secretary   of  the   league. 

4.  The  High  Schools  Games  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  jurisdiction 
over  all  athletics  in  the  high  schools  in  respect  to  competitions  held  under 
the  auspices  of  the  league  except  shooting,  which  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
Board  of  Coaches.  Sanction  for  high  school  contests  and  for  contests  between 
the  high  schools  of  New  York  City  and  other  secondary  schools  shall  lie  with 
the  High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

5.  The  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  juris- 
diction over  all  athletics  in  the  Elementary  Schools  in  respect  to  competitions 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  league. 

6.  Each  committee  shall  organize  itself  by  the  election  of  such  officers 
as  it  shall  deem  proper  and  establish  regulations  for  its  procedure.  It  may, 
except  as  provided  in  Section  4  of  this  Article,  prescribe  the  rules  under 
which  the  athletic  contests  in  its  charge  shall  be  conducted. 

7.  The  decisions  of  each  of  such  committees  shall  be  final,  except  that 
whenever  a  decision  is  made  by  any  thereof  upon  a  question  which  affects 
more  than  one  school,  the  Principal  of  any  school  considering  itself  aggrieved 
thereby  may  appeal  to  said  Games  Committee.  On  such  appeal  the  latter 
committee  may  either  act  upon  the  record  before  the  committee  whose  deci- 
sion is  appealed  from  or  take  other  evidence,  or  both,  in  its  discretion.  Its 
decision  shall  be  final. 

The  Games  Committee  of  the  league  is  also  empowered  to  investigate  any 
matter  in  connection  with  any  games  or  exercises  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  league  which  in  its  opinion  may  be  in  violation  of  the  rules  of  the 
league  or  of  the  laws  of  athletics.     In  case  anything  objectionable  shall  be 
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ascertained  it  shall  refer  it  for  action  to  the  Principal  of  the  school  affected. 
If  action  satisfactory  to  the  Games  Committee  shall  not  be  promptly  taken 
the  Games  Committee  may  act. 

Sec.  6.  The  Girls'  Branch  shall  have  charge  and  jurisdiction  over  all 
athletics  for  girls  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  league.  It  shall  organize 
itself  by  the  election  of  such  officers  as  it  shall  deem  proper  and  establish 
regulations  for  its  procedure.  It  may,  except  as  provided  in  Section  4  of 
this  Article,  prescribe  the  rules  under  which  the  athletic  contests  in  its 
charge  shall  be  conducted. 

ARTICLE  VII 

NOTICES 

Section  1.  All  notices  to  members,  and  also  all  notices  to  all  officers  and 
directors,  shall  be  sufficiently  served  if  mailed  to  them  at  the  address  given 
by  them  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  respectively. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Section    1.     Woman's   and  other   auxiliary  and  associate  leagues   may   be 
established  under  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE   IX 

AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  These  by-laws  may  be  changed  or  amended  by  the  unanimous 
vote  or  written  consent  of  all  the  Directors  without  previous  notice  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board.  Also  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Directors  at 
any  meeting,  provided  notice  specifying  the  intended  change  shall  have  been 
given  at  a  previous  stated  meeting,  or  such  notice  shall  have  been  served 
on  each  Director  at  least  five  days  before  the  meeting. 
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Hints  on  Training 


1.  Always  warm  up  slowly  and  cool  off  gradually  when  finished. 

2.  Stop  practice  before  you  are  exhausted. 

3.  Dress  lightly  for  practice  or  competition,  but  put  on  warm  clothing  at 
once  when  you  have  finished. 

4.  Practice  regularly  ;  a  little  each  day.  if  possible. 

5.  Have  regular  hours  for  eating  and  sleeping. 

6.  Don't  Smoke. 

TRAINING   SCHEDULE 

For  Runners 

(a)  Warm  up;  never  fail  to  do  this. 

(b)  Practice  five  or  six  starts.  Before  taking  the  line  trot  a  dozen  steps 
up  the  track  and  back.  On  the  start  run  at  full  speed  about  twenty  yards  ; 
slow  up  gradually  and  walk  back  to  the  line. 

(c)  Wait  a  minute ;  take  a  few  deep  breaths  ;  trot  a  few  steps  and  repeat 
the  start,  running  a  few  yards  further  than  before.  After  two  or  three 
trials  put  as  much  speed  as  possible  into  the  start,  run  moderately  for  a 
few  yards  and  finish  at  top  speed. 

(d)  Once  a  week  run  your  full  distance  at  top  speed.  This  may  be  done 
oftener  for  distances  under  100  yards. 

(e)  Always  end  practice  by  walking  about  until  breathing  becomes  nearly 
normal ;  then  take  a  rub-down  and  dress. 

For  Jumpers 

(a)  Warm  up. 

(b)  Devote  a  large  part  of  the  practice  to  getting  the  "take  off"  properly. 

(c)  Decide  which  foot  you  will  jump  from,  then  starting  on  this  foot  from 
the  "take  off"  run  back  six,  eigbt  or  some  even  number  of  strides  and  mark 
off  the  spot  where  you  strike  on  your  last  stride.  Let  your  jumping  foot 
strike  this  mark  in  the  run  to  the  "take  off."  Run  with  the  natural  stride 
until  the  last  two  paces,  which  may  be  lengthened  a  few  inches.  If  you  do 
not  hit  the  "take  off"  right,  move  your  starting  mark  backward  or  forward 
by  just  the  distance  that  you  go  over  or  fall  short.  Some  jumpers  have  two 
marks.  This  is  often  helpful ;  the  first  mark  serving  as  a  guide  to  bring 
the  jumper  to  the  second  mark  on  the  proper  stride. 

(d)  At  first  try  easy  jumps,  raising  the  knees  quickly  and  as  high  as 
possible  when  the  jump  is  being  made.  Practice  this  until  you  learn  how  to 
land  and  to  control  your  body  while  in  the  air. 

(e)  Do  not  try  for  height  or  distance  in  the  high  and  broad  jump  more 
than  once  or  twice  a  week,  and  take  a  good  rub  down  and  dress  quickly  when 
you  have  finished  practicing. 

For  Shot  Putters 

(a)  Warm  up  by  swinging  the  arms,  bending  the  body  and  springing  for- 
ward, at  the  same  time  giving  the  body  a  sharp  turn  forward  and  to  the 
right. 

(b)  Practice  should  be  done  from  a  stand  so  as  to  get  the  spring  with  the 
legs,  the  turn  and  lunge  of  the  body  and  the  heave  with  the  shoulders. 

(c)  Before  making  a  put  always  limber  the  muscles  of  the  arm  and  shoul- 
der by  stretching  the  arm  up  to  its  full  length. 

(d)  Use  a  light  shot  until  the  fundamental  motions  are  mastered. 

For  Hurdlers 
(a)    Warm  up  and  practice  starts  the  same  as  for  running. 
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(b)  Practice  with  one  hurdle  at  first  to  get  the  stride  and  to  overcome 
any  hesitancy  in   taking  the  hurdle. 

(c)  Go  no  higher  than  is  necessary  in  clearing  the  hurdle.  Both  time 
and  strength  may  be  saved  in  this  way. 

(d)  Later  practice  with  two  or  three  hurdles,  aiming  to  get  a  uniform 
stride  between  the  hurdles  and  to  maintain  a  good  balance.  A  good  pre- 
liminary exercise  is  to  raise  the  legs  alternately,  bringing  the  knees  to  the 
level  of  the  armpit. 

(e)  Once  or  twice  a  week  take  the  full  number  of  hurdles  for  time. 

Warming  Up  Programme 

(a)  Take  a  dozen  steps,  rising  slightly  on  the  toes  at  each  step. 

(b)  Trot  a  dozen  steps.     Repeat,  swinging  the  arms  at  the  sides. 

(e)  Trot  thirty  steps,  lifting  the  knees  well  at  each  step.  Repeat,  lifting 
the  heels  high. 

(d)  Take  several  deep  breaths.  Now  trot  fifty  steps  at  a  good  swinging 
pace,    then  walk   fifty. 

(e)  Breathe  deeply. 

Always  do  this,  no  matter  what  your  event  may  be. 
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Laws  of  Athletics 


RULE   I 

OFFICIALS 

Every  meeting  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  following  officials  : 

A  Games  Committee. 

One  Director. 

One  Assistant  Director. 

One  Referee. 

Three  or  more  Judges  at  Finish. 

One  Chief  Field  Judge. 

Four  or  more  Field  Judges. 

Three  or  more  Inspectors. 

Three  Timekeepers. 

One  Starter. 

One  Clerk  of  the  Course  with  assistants. 

One  Announcer. 

One  Chief  Scorer  with  assistants. 

One  Marshal  with  assistants. 

One  Official  Reporter. 

RULE   II 

GAMES    COMMITTEE 

The  Games  Committee  shall  have  general  supervision  over  the  games,  but 
it  shall  not  interfere  with  officials  in  the  performance  of  duties  assigned  to 
them  by  these  rules. 

If  possible,  it  shall  decide  all  protests  except  (a)  those  that  must  be  settled 
immediately  by  the  Referee,  (b)  those  concerning  a  boy's  amateur  standing, 
which  matter  must  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League. 

RULE  III 

THE    REFEREE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Referee  to  decide  all  questions  relating  to  the 
actual  conduct  of  the  meeting,  whose  final  settlement  is  not  otherwise  cov- 
ered by  these  rules. 

The  Referee  may  change  the  order  of  events  and  add  to,  or  change,  the 
arrangements  of  heats.  After  heats  have  been  drawn,  however,  he  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  transfer  a  contestant  from  one  heat  to  another. 

If  a  foul  is  made  in  a  heat  other  than  the  final,  and  the  foul,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Referee,  is  intentional,  or  due  to  culpable  negligence,  he  may 
disqualify  the  contestant  guilty  of  fouling,  and  may  allow  the  hindered  con- 
testant, or  contestants,  to  compete  in  another  trial  heat. 

In  a  final  heat,  however,  he  may  disqualify  the  competitor  who  is  at  fault 
and  shall  use  his  own  discretion  as  to  ordering  another  race  between  the 
competitors  hindered  by  the  foul. 

In  the  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events  where  the  competitors  cannot 
agree  on  method  of  settling,  the  Referee  may  decide. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether  toward  com- 
petitors, spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified  by  the  Referee  from 
that  and  all  other  events  at  the  meeting.  If  the  Referee  thinks  the  offense 
worthy  of  further  punishment,  he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to 
the   Secretary  of  the;  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  further  action. 
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If  for  any  reason  the  Referee  as  selected  cannot  attend,  the  Senior  Judge 
shall  act  as  Referee  and  have  all  his  powers.  In  this  event  the  second  Judge 
becomes  Senior  Judge. 

The  Referee,  and  he  only,  shall  signal  the  Starter  that  everything  is  in 
readiness  for  the  heat,  or  race,  and  the  race  shall  not  be  started  until  the 
Starter  has  received  such  signal. 

The  Referee  may  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of  signaling  to 
the    Starter. 

RULE  IV 

INSPECTORS 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  an  Inspector  to  stand  at  such  point  as  the  Referee 
may  designate ;  to  watch  the  competition  closely,  and  in  case  of  a  foul  or 
violation  of  the  rules  by  a  competitor  or  other  person,  to  report  to  the  Referee 
what  he  saw  of  the  incident. 

Such  inspectors  are  merely  assistants  to  the  Referee,  to  whom  they  shall 
report,  and  have  no  power  to  make  any  decisions. 

RULE  V   "* 

JUDGES    AT    FINISH 

There  shall  be  four  or  more  Judges  at  finish,  namely,  a  Senior  Judge, 
Second  Judge,  Third  Judge,  Fourth  Judge,  and  so  on.  The  Judge  whose 
name  appears  at  the  head  of  the  list  shall  be  Senior  Judge,  second  on  the 
list  Second  Judge  and  so  on. 

The  Judges  shall  stand  at  the  finish  line  and  pick  the  contestants  in  the 
order  in  which  they  cross  the  finish  line,  the  Senior  Judge  picking  first  boy; 
Second  Judge,  second  boy ;  Third  Judge,  third  boy ;  Fourth  Judge,  fourth 
boy,  and  so  on.  Their  decision  is  final  and  without  appeal.  In  case  of  dis- 
agreement a  majority  shall  govern. 

Any  competitor  crossing  the  finish  line  without  a  number  shall  not  be 
selected  by  the  judges  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Referee. 

In  absence  of  the  Referee,  the  Senior  Judge  shall  act  as  Referee. 

RULE  VI 

THE    CHIEF   FIELD   JUDGE 

There  shall  be  appointed  a  Chief  Field  Judge,  who  will  represent  the 
Referee.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  field  events  are  started  promptly, 
and  that  there  will  be  no  unnecessary  delay  in  the  competition.  He  shall 
receive  from  the  Field  Judges  and  report  to  the  Chief  Scorer  the  results  of 
the  competition  in  the  field  events. 

RULE  VII 

FIELD    JUDGES 

They  shall  measure  and  judge  each  trial  of  each  competitor  in  all  events 
where  the  performance  is  measured.  Their  decision  is  final  and  without 
appeal.     In  case  of  disagreement  the  majority  shall  govern. 

In  case  a  boy  is  competing  in  a  track  event  as  well  as  a  field  event,  they 
shall  excuse  him  from  his  part  in  the  field  event  for  as  long  a  period  as  is 
necessary  to  take  part  in  the  track  event,  and  shall  then  allow  him  to  take 
his  missed  turns  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  track  event.  If  the  boy 
is  competing  in  two  field  events  that  are  taking  place  at  the  one  time  the 
same  rule  shall  apply. 

RULE  VIII 

THE    TIMEKEEPERS 

•  There  shall  be  three  Timekeepers.  They  shall  time  all  events  which  are 
recorded  by  time  and  shall  report  individually  to  the  Recorder  of  Times 
their  record  of  the  time  of  each  heat  and  race. 

Should  two  of  the  three  watches  mark  the  same  time  and  the  third  dis- 
agree, the  time  marked  by  the  two  watches  shall  be  accepted.  Should  all 
three  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the  intermediate  watch  shall  be  accepted. 
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If  two  watches  only  are  started  on  a  heat,  or  race,  and  they  fail  to  agree, 
the  longest  time  shall  be  accepted. 

To  have  a  record  allowed  three  watches  must  be  started  on  a  heat  or  race. 

The  flash  of  the  pistol  shall  denote  the  actual  start  of  the  race  or  heat. 

In  time  handicap  events  the  Timekeeper  shall  receive  the  time  allowance 
of  each  competitor  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  and  shall  start  them  with  the 
word  "GO." 

RULE  IX 

THE    STARTER 

1.  The  Starter  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  competitors  at  marks,  and 
shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  fact  as  to  whether  or  not  any  man  has  gone  over 
his  mark. 

2.  All  races  shall  be  started  by  the  report  of  a  pistol,  except  that  in  time 
handicap  races  the  word  "Go"  shall  be  used. 

3.  All  questions  concerning  the  start  shall  be  decided  by  the  Starter. 

4.  When  any  part  of  the  body  of  the  competitor  shall  touch  the  ground 
in  front  of  his  mark  before  the  starting  signal  is  given,  it  shall  be  considered 
a  false  start. 

5.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Starter,  a  false  start  has  been  made,  he  can 
recall  the  competitors  by  a  second  pistol  shot,  and  penalize  the  offender  or 
the  offenders. 

6.  For  all  races  up  to  and  including  125  yards,  the  competitor  shall  be 
put  back  1  yard  for  the  first  and  another  yard  for  the  second  attempt ;  in 
races  over  125  yards  and  including  300  yards,  2  yards  for  the  first  and  2 
yards  for  the  second  ;  in  races  over  300  yards  and  including  600  yards,  3 
yards  for  the  first  and  3  yards  for  the  second ;  in  races  over  600  yards  and 
including  1,000  yards,  4  yards  for  the  first  and  4  yards  for  tne  second ;  In 
races  over  1,000  yards  and  including  1  mile,  5  yards  for  the  first  and  5  yards 
for  the  second  ;  in  all  races  over  1  mile.  10  yards  for  the  first  ana  10  yards 
for  the  second.  In  all  cases  the  third  false  start  shall  disqualify  the  com- 
petitor from  the  event.  In  relay  races  the  penalty  shall  be  according  to  the 
distance  the  offender  is  to  run  in  the  race. 

7.  The  Starter  shall  also  rule  out  of  that  event  any  competitor  who 
attempts  to  advance  himself  from  his  mark,  as  prescribed  in  the  official 
programme,  after  the  Starter  has  given  the  warning  to  "get  ready." 

8.  The  Starter  must  have  at  least  two  good  cartridges  in  his  pistol  before 
starting  a  heat. 

RULE   X 

THE  CLERK   OP  THE   COURSE 

The  names  and  numbers  of  all  the  competitors  in  each  event  shall  be  given 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course,  who  shall  call  them  by  name  and  check  them  off 
on  the  programme  immediately  before  the  event. 

After  the  competitors'  names  have  been  called,  the  Clerk  of  the  Course 
shall,  in  handicap  events,   assign  them  to  their  respective  marks. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Course  shall  not  allow  any  competitor  to  start  without 
his  number,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Referee. 

The  Assistant  Clerks  of  the  Course  shall  perform  whatever  duties  are 
assigned  them   by  the  Clerk   of  the   Course. 

RULE  XI 

CHIEF    SCORER 

The  Chief  Scorer  shall  keep  track  of  the  order  in  which  each  competitor 
finishes  and  also  the  time  for  the  event.  He  shall  also  keep  a  tally  of  the 
laps  made  by  each  competitor  in  all  races  round  a  turn  and  shall  announce 
by  means  of  a  bell  or  pistol  shot  when  the  leading  man  is  entering  on  the 
last  lap. 

The  Assistant  Scorers  are  subject  to  the  Chief  Scorer  and  shall  perform 
whatever  duties  are  assigned  them  by  him. 
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RULE  XII 

THE    MARSHAL 

The  Marshal  shall  prevent  any  but  officials  and  actual  competitors  from 
entering  into  the  inner  circle  or  remaining  therein. 

Any  competitor  entering  into  the  inner  circle  before  or  after  competition, 
and  not  there  for  the  purpose  of  competition,  must  leave  the  inner  circle  when 
requested  by  the  Marshal.  If,  after  the  second  request,  the  competitor  still 
refuses  to  leave,  the  Marshal,  or  his  assistants,  must  report  the  matter  to 
the  Referee  who  may  disqualify  the  offender. 

The  Assistant  Marshal  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Marshal  and  shall 
assist  him  in  keeping  the  inner  circle  as  clear  as  is  possible. 

RULE  Xllf 

OFFICIAL    ANNOUNCER 

The  scorers  shall  make  known  to  the  Official  Announcer  the  results  of  each 
event  and  he  shall  announce  them  to  the  spectators. 

RULE  XIV 

OFFICIAL    REPORTER 

The  Official  Reporter  shall  receive  from  the  Scorers  the  order  of  finishing 
and  the  time  made  by  the  competitors  in  the  running  events  and  the  height 
or  distance  covered  by  the  competitors  in  the  field  events.  This  information 
he  shall  immediately  make  known  to  the  representatives  of  the  press. 

RULE  XV 

THE    INNER    CIRCLE 

With  the  exception  of  officials  and  actual  competitors,  no  one  shall  be 
allowed  within  the  inner  circle.  Competitors  must  leave  the  inner  circle 
immediately  after  the  finish  of  their  event,  or  when  requested  to  do  so  by 
the  Marshal. 

No  attendant,  friend  or  trainer  shall  be  allowed  to  accompany  the  com- 
petitors on  the  track  or  infield. 

RULE  XVI 

THE   COMPETITORS 

The  competitors  shall  report  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  at  the  starting  point 
of  each  competition,  after  they  have  been  called  to  the  inner  circle. 

Each  contestant  must  provide  himself  with  a  number  corresponding  to 
the  number  opposite  his  name  on  the  programme.  This  number  he  must 
wear  conspicuously  while  he  is  competing,  and  without  it  he  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  start  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Referee. 

In  handicap  events,  competitors,  whether  they  be  scratch  or  limit  mark 
men,  must  start  from  positions  in  which  they  are  placed  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Course. 

If  in  straightaway  races  the  competitor  does  not  confine  himself  to  his 
own  lane,  but  instead  crosses  into  the  lane  of  his  opponent,  the  Referee 
shall  disqualify  him. 

In  races  around  a  turn,  the  competitor  shall,  after  turning  the  last  corner, 
continue  in  a  straight  line  to  the  finish  and  not  cross  either  to  the  outside 
or  the  inside  in  front  of  any  of  the  other  competitors. 

Any  competitor  who  wilfully  jostles,  crosses  in  front  of,  or  otherwise 
impedes  an  opponent,  shall  be  disqualified  by  the  Referee  from  that  event. 

The  Referee  shall  further  disqualify  from  the  meeting  any  competitor  who, 
in  his  opinion,  is  trying  to  lose,  to  coach,  or  to  impede  in  any  way  the  chances 
of  another  competitor.  He  shall  further  notify  the  Games  Committee,  who 
will  take  further  action. 
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Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether  toward  com- 
petitors, spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified  by  the  Referee  from  that 
and  all  other  events  at  that  meeting,  and  if  the  Referee  thinks  the  offense 
worthy  of  further  punishment,  he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  further  action. 

RULE  XVII 

PROTESTS 

Protests  against  any  competitor  entered  in  any  games  may  be  made 
verbally  or  in  writing,  to  the  Games  Committee  or  to  any  member  thereof 
before  the  meet,  or  to  the  Referee  during  the  meet. 

If  the  protest  is  a  claim  of  foul  committed  during  the  meet,  the  Referee 
shall  decide  the  matter  at  once  as  laid  down  in  the  duties  of  Referee 
(Rule  III.). 

Protests  made  after  the  games  must  be  made  within  48  hours. 

If  possible,  the  Games  Committee  shall  decide  all  protests  before  the 
events  are  run  off.  If  it  is  a  case  requiring  the  taking  of  evidence,  the  Games 
Committee  shall  decide  the  matter  within  one  week  after  the  date  of  the 
games.  If  it  affects  the  contestant's  amateur  status,  however,  the  case  must 
be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  action. 

When  a  contestant  is  allowed  to  compete  under  protest,  the  prizes  that  he 
may  win  shall  be  withheld  until  the  case  is  settled. 

RULE  XVIII 

THE    TRACK 

The  distance  to  be  run  shall  be  measured  on  a  line  twelve  inches  outward 
from  the  inner  edge  of  the  track.  This  edge  shall  be  a  solid  curb  raised 
three  inches  above  the  level  of  the  track. 

In  straightaway  races,  distance  shall  be  measured  in  a  direct  line  from 
the  starting  mark  to  the  finishing  line. 

In  indoor  races  on  board  floors  courses  may  be  marked  plainly  (with  white- 
wash)   on  the  track. 

RULE  XIX 
THE    COURSE 

In  straightaway  races  the  competitor  must  keep  his  own  course  from 
start  to  finish.  In  these  races  separate  courses,  called  lanes,  shall  be  laid 
out  for  each  competitor  by  means  of  stakes  driven  into  the  ground,  to  which 
cord  or  wire  is  attached,  and  which  are  placed  about  fifteen  yards  apart. 

In  all  races  the  competitors  must  not  cross  to  the  pole,  or  inner  edge  of 
the  track,  until  he  is  at  least  two  strides  in  advance  of  his  nearest  competitor. 

In  all  championship  races  positions  shall  be  drawn  for,  numbering  one, 
two.  three,  and  so  on,  from  border  out,  and  the  drawing  shall  be  in  the 
names  of  the  schools.  The  Clerk  of  the  Course  shall  then  allot  positions. 
The  school  having  the  first  choice  shall  have  the  position  next  the  pole,  or 
inner  edge  of  the  track,  the  school  having  second  choice,  second  position,  and 
so  on.  the  schools  alternating,  so  that,  if  possible,  there  will  not  be  two  con- 
testants from  the  one  school  in  the  same  heat. 

In  championship  events  on  straightaway  tracks,  the  drawing  shall  be  by 
schools,  and  the  Referee  shall  see  that  no  two  contestants  from  the  same 
school  shall  start  in  one  heat.  There  shall  be  a  drawing  for  the  choice  of 
lanes,  the  school  winning  first  choice  selecting  whatever  lane  the  first  runner 
for  that  school  desires,  the  school  having  second  choice  the  next  best  lane 
and  so  on. 

In  handicap  events  the  contestants,  when  called,  must  take  any  lane 
assigned  them  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 
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RULE   XX 
THE    FINISH 

1.  The  finish  line  shall  be  a  line  on  the  ground  drawn  across  the  track  from 
finish  post  to  finish  post  and  the  men  shall  be  placed  in  the  order  in  which 
any  part  of  their  bodies  {i.  e.,  "torso"  as  distinguished  from  the  head,  arms, 
feet  or  hands)    crosses  such  line. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  judges,  but  not  as  a  finish  line,  there 
shall  be  stretched  across  the  track  at  the  finish,  4  feet  (1.22  meters)  above 
the  ground,  a  worsted  string  which  shall  not  be  held  by  the  judges,  but 
fastened  to  the  finish  post  at  either  side,  so  it  will  always  be  at  right  angles 
to  the  course  and  parallel  to  the  ground. 

3.  No  competitor  shall  be  considered  to  h,ave  finished  unless  his  entire 
.body   shall   have   crossed   the   finish    line. 

RULE  XXI 

RELAY    RACING-. 

1.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  10  yards  on  each  side  of  the  starting  line  of 
•each  relay  to  be  known  as  the  starting  zone.  Within  this  zone  each  runner 
must  pass  the  baton  to  the  succeeding  runner.  No  member  of  a  relay  team 
in  order  to  relieve  his  teammate  can  run  outside  of  such  zone.  The  baton 
must  be  passed,  not  thrown  or  dropped  by  a  competitor  and  picked  up  by 
the  one  succeeding  him.  Violation  of  any  of  these  rules  by  any  competitor 
shall  disqualify  the  team. 

2.  No  man  can  run  two  relays  in  any  one  team. 

3.  The  composition  of  a  team  cannot  be  changed  after  a  trial  heat  has 
been  run.     No  change  can  be  made  in  the  order  of  running,  except  in  relay 

■races  where  each  competitor  runs  the  same  distance. 

4.  The  positions  of  the  teams  must  be  drawn  for. 

5.  In  all  relay  races  announcement  must  be  made  as  to  the  distance  each 
competitor  is  to  run  in  his  relay.  Any  competitor  failing  to  run  the  distance 
required  shall  cause  his  team   to  be  disqualified. 

6.  In  the  case  of  a  handicap  relay  race  the  runner  on  the  first  relay  is 
allowed  the  total  handicap  allowed  each  team. 

RULE  XXII 

HANDICAP    RULES 

The  handicap  allowed  in  the  different  races  shall  not  exceed  one-tenth  of 
the  distance  to  be  run  j  for  instance,  the  limit  in  the  50  yards  dash  shall  be 
5  yards,  in  the  100  yards  dash,  10  yards. 

The  limit  in  the  pole  vault  shall  be  18  inches;  in  the  running  high  jump, 
9  inches  ;  in  the  running  broad  jump,  30  inches  ;  in  the  8-lb.  shot  put,  48 
inches ;  in  the  12-lb.  shot  put,  60  inches  ;  in  the  standing  broad  jump,  12 
inches. 

The  penalty  for  winning  shall  be  as  follows  :  For  races  of  50  yards  and 
under,  3  feet,  2  feet  and  1  foot  shall  be  taken  off  for  winning  first,  second 
and  third  places,  respectively ;  in  races  over  50  yards  and  including  100 
yards,  2  yards,  1  yard  and  2  feet ;  over  100  yards  and  including  220  yards, 
5,  3  and  2  yards  ;  over  220  and  including  440  yards.  10,  6  and  3  yards ; 
over  440  yards  and  including  880  yards.  20,  12  and  6  yards  ;  in  races  over 
880  and  including  one  mile,  40  yards,  24  yards  and  12  yards ;  in  the  pole 
vault,  9,  7  and  4  inches  ;  in  the  running  high  jump,  5,  4  and  2  inches ;  in 
the  running  broad  jump,  14,  10  and  7  inches  ;  in  the  8-lb.  shot  put,  20.  15  and 
11  inches;  in  the  12-lb.  shot  put,  24,  18  and  13  inches;  in  the  standing  broad 
jump,  7,  5  and  3  inches. 

RULE  XXIII 

POTATO    RACING 

The  potato  race  shall  be  one  in  which  three  or  more  potatoes  are  placed 
two  yards  apart  on  a  direct  line.  The  first  potato  shall  be  two  yards  from 
the  receptacle  which  shall  be  either  a  pail,  baskel;.  box,  or  can,  not  over  36

inches  in  circumference  at  the  opening.  The  maximum  number  of  potatoes 
in  a  race  shall  be  five. 

The  finish  shall  be  a  line  five  yards  back  of  the  receptacle,  which  must  be 
crossed  after  the  last  potato  has  been  placed  in  the  receptacle. 

If  the  competitor  should  drop  a  potato,  he  must  replace  it  in  the  receptacle 
before  he  touches  another  potato  ;  otherwise,  he  shall  be  disqualified. 

In  handicap  events  the  mark  is  taken  off  back  of  the  receptacle. 

RULE  XXIV 

PUTTING    THE    SHOT 

1.  The  shot  shall  be  put  from  the  shoulder  with  one  hand  only,  and  it 
must  never  be  brought  behind  the  shoulder. 

2.  In  the  middle  of  the  circumference  of  the  circle,  at  the  front  half  thereof, 
shall  be  placed  a  stop-board  four  feet  long,  four  inches  high,  and  firmly  fas- 
tened to  the  ground.  In  making  his  puts,  the  feet  of  the  competitor  may 
rest  against  but  not  on  top  of  this  board. 

3.  A  fair  put  shall  be  one  in  which  no  part  of  the  person  of  the  com- 
petitor touches  the  top  of  the  stop-board,  the  top  of  the  circle,  or  the  ground 
outside   the  circle. 

4.  The  measurement  of  each  put  shall  be  taken  at  the  circle  from  the 
nearest  mark  made  by  the  fall  of  the  shot  to  the  inside  of  the  circumference 
of  the  circle  on  a  line  from  sucii  mark  made  by  the  shot  to  the  center  of  the 
circle. 

5.  Foul  puts  and  letting  go  the  shot  in  making  an  attempt  shall  be 
counted  as  trial  puts  without  result.  It  shall  also  be  a  foul  if  the  com- 
petitor steps  on  the  circle,  or  leaves  the  circle  before  his  throw  has  been 
marked. 

6.  Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  puts,  and  the  best  five  shall  have 
three  more.     Each  competitor  shall  be  credited  with  the  best  of  all  his  puts. 

The  best  put  made  by  a  competitor,  whether  made  in  the  trials  or  finals, 
shall  count  as  his  best  put  and  the  result  will  be  decided  accordingly. 

RULE   XXV 

RUNNING    HIGH    JUMP 

1.  In  elementarv  school  events,  the  minimum  height  which  the  running 
high  jumps  shall  be  started  at:  85  lbs.  Class.  3  foot  fi  inches:  100  lbs.  Class, 
4  foot;  Unlimited  Weight  Class.  4  foot  6  inches.  The  Field  Judges  shall 
then  regulate  the  succeeding  elevations. 

2.  In  high  school  events  the  Field  Judges  shall  decide  the  height  at  which 
the  jump  shall  commence  and  shall  regulate  the  succeeding  elevations. 

3.  Three  jumps  are  allowed  at  each  height,  and  a  failure  at  the  third 
attempt   shall    disqualify. 

4.  A  competitor  may  commence  at  any  height  above  the  minimum  height. 

5.  At  each  successive  height  each  competitor  shall  take  one  trial  in  his 
proper  turn  ;  then  those  failing,  if  any,  shall  have  their  second  trial  jump 
in  like  order,  after  which  those  having  failed  twice  shall  make  their  third 
trial   jump. 

6.  A  competitor  may  decline  to  jump  at  any  height  in  his  turn,  and  by  so 
doing  forfeits  his  right  to  again  jump  at  the  height  declined. 

7.  The  jump  shall  be  made  over  a  bar  resting  on  pegs  projecting  from  the 
uprights,  and  when  this  bar  is  removed  from  its  place  it  shall  be  counted  as 
a  trial  jump.    Neither  diving  nor  somersaulting  over  the  bar  shall  be  permitted. 

8.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  3  feet  in  front  of  the  bar  and  parallel  there- 
with, to  be  known  as  a  balk  line,  and  stepping  over  such  line,  in  any  attempt, 
shall  be  counted  as  a  "balk."  and  two  successive  "balks"  shall  be  counted 
as  a  trial  jump. 

9.  As  soon  as  a  competitor  makes  a  spring  in  order  to  jump,  this  shall 
be  counted  as  a  trial  jump. 

10.  The  distance  of  the  run  before  the  Jump  shall  be  unlimited.

11.  All  measurements  shall  be  made  perpendicularly  from  the  ground  to 
the  upper  side  of  the  bar  where  it  is  lowest. 

12.  The  employment  of  weights  or  grips  of  any  kind  is  forbidden. 

13.  A  competitor  may  place  a  mark  for  his  take-off  in  running  broad  or 
running  high  jump. 

14.  The  uprights  shall  not  be  moved  during  the  competition. 

15.  The  uprights  shall  be  at  least  12  feet  (3.66  meters)  apart. 

16.  The  take-off  ground  about  the  jump  must  be  level. 

RULE  XXVI 

RUNNING    BROAD    JUMP 

1.  The  length  of  the  run  is  unlimited.  Each-  competitor  shall  be  allowed 
three  jumps,  and  the  five  best  shall  be  allowed  tnree  more  jumps.  Each  com- 
petitor shall  be  credited  with  the  best  of  all  his  jumps. 

2.  The  take-off  shall  be  from  a  joist  sunk  flush  with  the  ground,  the  outer 
edge  of  which  shall  be  called  the  scratch  line.  In  front  of  the  scratch  line, 
over  a  width  of  3.94  inches  CIO  centimeters),  the  ground  shall  be  sprinkled 
with  soft  earth  or  sand  to  make  it  slightly  higher  than  the  take-off  joist. 
The  measurement  of  the  jumps  shall  be  made  at  right  angles  from  the 
scratch  line,  or  scratch  line  extended,  to  the  nearest  break  in  the  ground 
made  by  any  part  of  the  body  of  the  competitor. 

3.  If  any  competitor  swerves  aside  at  the  taking-off  line,  or  the  line 
extended,  or  touches  the  ground  in  front  of  the  take-off  joist  with  any  part 
of  his  foot,  such  jump  shall  not  be  measured,  but  it  shall  be  counted  against 
the  competitor  as  one  jump. 

4.  Take-off  board  should  be  8  inches  on  top,  4  inches  deep  and  5  feet  long. 
For  competition  it  should  be  painted  white. 

5.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  6  feet  in  front  of  the  scratch  line,  to  be  known 
as  the  balk  line,  and  stepping,  or  falling,  over  such  line,  or  such  line  extended, 
in  any  attempt,  shall  be  counted  as  a  "balk,"  and  two  successive  "balks"  shall 
be  counted  as  a  trial  jump. 

6.  The  rules  for  the  running  high  jump  shall  govern,  where  applicable. 

RULE  XXVII 

STANDING    BROAD    JUMP 

The  feet  of  the  competitor  may  be  placed  in  any  position,  but  shall  leave 
the  ground  once  only  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump.  When  the  feet  are 
lifted  from  the  ground  twice,  or  two  springs  are  made  in  making  the  attempt, 
it  shall  count  as  a  trial  jump  without  result.  A  competitor  may  rock  back 
and  forward,  lifting  heels  and  toes  alternately  from  the  ground,  but  may 
not  lift  either  foot  clear  of  the  ground,  nor  slide  either  foot  along  the 
ground  in  any  direction. 

In  all  other  respects  the  rules  governing  the  running  broad  jump  govern 
the  standing  broad   jump  as  well. 

RULE  XXVIII 
POLE    VAULT 

1.  The  height  of  the  bar  at  starting  and  at  each  successive  elevation  shall 
be  determined  by  the   Field   Judges. 

2.  Each  competitor  shall  be  allowed  three  jumps  at  each  height,  and  the 
competitor  who  fails  at  the  third  attempt  shall  be  disqualified. 

3.  A  competitor  may  commence  at  any  height  above  the  minimum  height. 
He  must,  however,  jump  at  every  following  height  until  he  has  forfeited  his 
right  to  compete   further. 

4.  The  vault  shall  be  made  over  a  bar  resting  on  pegs. 

5.  As  soon  as  a  competitor  has  left  the  ground  for  the  purpose  of  making 
a  jump,  the  jump  is  counted  as  a  trial. 

6.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  15  feet  in  front  of  the  bar  and  parallel  there- 
with, to  be  known  as  the  balk  line,  and  stepping  over  such  a  line,  or  such  line

extended,  in  any  attempt,  shall  be  counted  as  a  "balk,"  and  two  successive 
'balks"  shall  be  counted  as  a  trial  jump. 

7.  Any  competitor  shall  be  allowed  to  dig  a  hole  not  more  than  one  foot 
in  diameter  at  the  take-off,  in  which  to  plant  his  pole. 

8.  A  competitor  must  not,  in  the  moment  tbat  he  makes  a  jump,  or  after 
leaving  the  ground,  place  his  lower  hand  above  the  upper  one  or  move  the 
upper  hand  higher  up  on  the  pole. 

9.  Poles  may  have  a  binding,  but  must  not  have  any  further  support  for 
the  hands. 

10.  If  the  uprights  are  moved,  they  shall  not  be  moved  more  than  two 
feet  in  any  direction,  and  not  more  than  one  hole  may  be  made  by  a  com- 
petitor.    The  take-off  ground  about  the  jump  shall  be  level. 

11.  The  uprights  shall  be  at  least  12  feet  (3.66  meters)  apart. 

12.  All  measurements  shall  be  made  perpendicularly  from  the  ground  to 
the  upper  side  of  the  bar  where  it  is  lowest. 

13.  In  the  pole  vault,  if  in  making  a  trial  the  competitor's  pole  is  broken, 
it  shall  not  count  as  a  trial. 

14.  The  rules  governing  the  running  broad  jump  shall  also  govern  the 
pole  vault  for  distance,  except  that  when  the  man  leaves  the  ground  in  an 
attempt  it  shall  be  counted  a  trial. 

Note. — If  the  uprights  are  moved,  the  Field  Judges  should  make  a  re- 
measurement,  because  if  there  is  any  inequality  in  the  ground  at  all,  changing 
the  uprights  may  make  a  difference  varying  from  one  inch  to  a  quarter  of 
an  inch,  and  a  competitor  should  not  be  allowed  to  obtain  an  advantage 
in  that  way. 

RULE  XXIX 

THE    DISCUS     (GREEK    STYLE) 

To  execute  the  throw,  the  competitor  places  himself  in  the  pedestal  with 
the  feet  apart,  the  right  foot  forward,  provided  he  is  right-handed,  and 
vice  versa,  if  he  is  left-handed,  and  holding  the  discus  in  either  hand.  He 
then  grasps  it  with  both  hands  and  raises  it  straight  above  his  head.  As 
the  discus  is  held  aloft  the  body  should  lean  forward  slightly,  and  as  the 
thrower  starts  to  make  his  effort  the  trunk  should  be  turned  slightly  to  the 
right  and  the  body  bent  sharply  so  that  the  left  hand,  when  free,  swings 
outside  and  below  the  right  knee,  and  the  right,  holding  the  discus,  is  stretched 
as  far  back  as  the  extension  of  the  shoulder  will  allow.  At  this  moment 
the  right  knee  should  be  bent,  with  the  foot  resting  full  on  the  sole,  the 
left  leg  almost  straight,  and  the  foot  resting  on  the  toes.  Then,  by  a  sharp 
and  simultaneous  exertion  of  the  whole  body,  the  thrower  scales  the  discus 
away  in  front  of  him.  The  critical  part  of  the  throw  is  the  action  of  the 
arm  at  the  moment  of  delivery.  The  final  sweep  of  the  arm  must  be  dis- 
tinctly by  the  side  and  be  clearly  in  an  underhand  direction.  Round  arm, 
like  a  cricket  bowler,  horizontal,  arch,  or  overarm  swings  to  be  foul.  Neither 
must  there  be  the  least  tendency  of  the  arm  to  swing  around  the  body. 

The  measurement  of  the  throw  to  be  from  the  center  of  the  pedestal  to 
where  the  discus  first  strikes  the  ground. 

The  thrower  may  leave  the  pedestal  at  the  moment  of  throwing. 

Trials  and  other  conditions  of  competition  to  be  the  same  as  the  hammer 
or  shot. 

RULE  XXX 

THE    HURDLES 

In  the  120  yards  hurdle  race,  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used  ;  height  of  hurdles 
to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee.  They  shall  be  placed  ten  yards 
apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  fifteen  yards  distant  from  the  starting  point,  and 
the  last  hurdle  fifteen  yards  before  the  finishing  line. 

In  the  220  yards  hurdle  race  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used  ;  height  of  hurdle 
to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee.  They  shall  be  placed  twenty 
yards  apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  twenty  yards  distant  from  the  starting 
mark,  and  the  last  hurdle  twenty  yards  from  the  finishing  line. 

In  hurdle  races  of  other  distances,  and  with  different  numbers  of  hurdles, 
the  hurdles  shall  be  placed  at  equal  distances,  with  the  same  space  between 
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the  first  hurdle  and  the  starting  point  and  the  last  hurdle  and  the  finishing 
line  as  between  each  of  the  hurdles. 

In  making  a  record  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  competitor  to  jump  over 
every  hurdle  in  its  proper  position,  nor  shall  the  performance  be  considered 
a  record  unless  all  the  hurdles  remain  standing  after'  the  competitor  clears 
them. 

A  competitor  knocking  down  three  or  more  hurdles,  or  any  portion  of 
hurdles  in  a  race  shall  be  disqualified. 

RULE  XXXI 

TIBS 

In  all  contests  whose  results  are  determined  by  measurement  of  height  or 
distance,  ties  shall  be  decided  as  follows  : 

In  handicap  contests  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the  competitor  who 
received  the  least  allowance.  In  case  of  a  tie  between  two  or  more  competitors 
who  received  the  same  allowance,  the  decision  shall  be  made  as  in  scratch 
contests. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  at  high  jumping,  the  tieing  competitors 
shall  have  three  trials  at  the  height  last  tried,  and  if  still  undecided  the 
bar  shall  be  lowered  to  the  height  next  below,  and  three  trials  taken  at  that 
height.  If  no  one  clears  it,  the  bar  shall  be  lowered  again  and  again  until 
one  of  the  competitors  clears  it.  In  case  of  a  second  tie,  the  award  shall 
be  given  to  the  competitor  who  cleared  the  bar  with  the  least  number  of 
trials. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  in  any  event  decided  by  distance,  each 
of  the  tieing  competitors  shall  have  three  additional  trials,  and  the  award 
shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  distance  cleared  in  these  additional 
trials.  In  case  of  a  second  tie  three  more  trials  shall  be  allowed,  and  so 
on,  until  a  decision  is  reached.  In  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events, 
the  competitors  shall  not  be  allowed  to  divide  the  prize  or  points,  or  to 
toss  for  them,  but  must  compete  again  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  by  the 
Referee. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  the  pole  vault  the  officials  shall  raise  or  lower  the  bar  at 
their  discretion,  and  those  competitors  who  have  tied  shall  be  allowed  one 
trial  at  each  height. 

RULE  XXXII 

ORDER    OF    COMPETITION    IN    FIELD    EVENTS 

In  all  scratch  events  the  competitors  shall  take  their  trials  in  the  order 
of  their  names  as  printed  on  the  programme. 

In  all  handicap  events  the  competitor  having  the  greatest  allowance  shall 
make  the  first  trial,  and  so  on,  in  regular  order,  up  to  the  competitor  at 
scratch  or  with  the  least  allowance,  who  shall  have  the  last  trial. 

RULE  XXXIII 

COSTUME 

Only  boys  with  clean  athletic  costume,  with  pants  reaching  approximately 
to  the  knees  and  shirts  that  adequately  cover  the  body,  shall  be  allowed 
to  compete.
